Demand No. 28— Executive Council. 

The Honourable Sir George Schuster (Finance Member): Sir, I beg to 

move: 

“That a sum not exceeding K.s. 85,000 lie granted to the Ocuernoi General in 
Council to defray the charges which will come in course of payment during the year 
ending the 31.st day of Miuch, 1933, m respect of the 'Executive ("ouncil’.* 

Mr. President: 1 understand that the Honourable the Leader of the 
Nationalist Tarty wislics to propose a cut motion to raise the constitu¬ 
tional issue,^ 1 call upon him to move it. 

The Constitutional Issue. 

Sir Hari Singh Gour (Central Trovinces Hindi Divisions: Non-Muham¬ 
madan): Sir, I wish to move that the Demand under the head “Executive 
Council” be reduced by lis. 100 to raise the constitutional issue. Honour¬ 
able Members will observe that in this connection we have to consider 
the two stages of the constitutional issue, the constitutional development 
of India under the present constitution and the constitutional development 
of India under the constitution to be given in the near future. As regards 
the constitution of the Government of Jiulia under the present constitution, 

I would recall to Honourable Members the epocli-making proriouneement 
ot the 9th April, 1917, at the Imperial Conference at which wo found that 
the assembled delegates at the Imperial Conference unanimously passed 
the following resolution: 

“That the Imperial War Conference aie of opinion that the readjubtraent of the 
constitutional relation of the component parts ot the Empire is loo important and 
intricate a sutiject to l>e dealt with during the war, and that it should form the sub¬ 
ject of a special Imperial Conference to bo summoned us soon as possible after the 
cessation of the hostilities. 

They deem it their duty, how’ever, to place on record Iheir view that any 3uch re¬ 
adjustment, wdiile resciMiig all existing (Miwers of self goveiiimeut end complete 
control of domestic affairs, should be based upon u recognition of the Dominions as 
autonomous nations of the Irnjierial Oimmonwealth, and ol India as an important 
portion of the same. Wo recognise the right of the Dominiuns and India to an ade¬ 
quate voice in foreign policy and in ioreign relations and to provide ehedive uirange- 
ments for a continuous consultation in all important matters and for such iieces 
sary concerted action foutided on consultation as the several Governments may deter¬ 
mine. “ 

Honourable Members will be pleased to see tliat this declaration made 
at the Imperial Conference may be resolved into three distinct parts. 
First, that it should recognise and preserve all existing powers of self- 
govemnient in the Dominions wherever it exists. Secondly, that the 
readjustment should be based upon a full recognition of the Dominions as 
autonomous nations f»f an Imperial Common wealth, and of India as an 
important part of the said Commonwealth. Thirdly, that the readjust- 
jnent should r(‘cognis(' th(* right of the Dominions and of India to an 
a^Jeqiiate voice in foreign pediev and in foreign relations And a t'ommittee 
was to be apixiinlcd to give efTt ct to this deedaration. 

Honourable Members will thus see that so far ns the Dominions were 
concerned, the readjustment was to recognise the autonomous character 
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of the Dominions, and a Committee was to be appointed for the purpose 
of making a readjustment. So far as India was concerned, the declara¬ 
tion was that India was to be an important portion of the Imperial 
Commonwealth, and secondly, (mark these words) that the readjustment 
should provide effective arrangements for continuous consultation on all 
important nuitters of common Imperial concern and for such concerted 
action founded on consultations tlio several Governments may decide. 
These are the two fundamental rights conceded to India by the Imperial 
Conf(*rcnce of 1917. The full effect of these rights was the subject-matter 
of discussion in the House of Commons on the 6th August, 1918. 

Sir Cowasji Jehangir (Bombay City: Non-Muhamrnadan Urban); Why 
not go back a little further? 

Sir Hari Singh Qour: On the 0th August, 1918, Mr. Chamberlain, who 
was a member of the Imperial Conference of 1917, and who was a special 
member of the War Cabinet in 1918, explained as to what had been the 
new position of India under the Imperial (’onference Resolution of the 
previous year. He said 

“In the light of th(* (Ji.scuBsnoris Mvhicli plare liist year and this year *n the^ 

Imperial Wai Coiitererice, a new recognition haft been given to the equality of statue 
of India and to a right of recqirocal treatment a^: i>etwecn the Dominions and 
India or Great liritain and India of their respective citizenship. In theste matters 
within the last few }ears India lias leaped suddenly into a place of equality with the 
other gieat dominion portions of His Ma>opl\’s l)(»minions and her representatives sit 
within them in regard to Imperial Council.” i 

Later on ho said : 

* lt IS but right that that great progress in Imperial status and position, that 
.idmi8>Mon to paiMier'-hijj in the Enifnre for India, sshould be accompanied or follow¬ 
ed. a.^ soon as may be, by a revision i»f the share whi< h Indian.^ lake in their own 
Government and b\ an effort to set them upon road which will lead them steadily 
forward in the palh.s of progress and reforms.” 

Honourable Members will remember that on the 20tli August, 1917, a 
declaration was made in the House of Commons defining the ultimate goal 
of British policy in India as the estublisliment of responsible government 
m this couiilrv. Now, Honourable Members will remember that the 
evolution of the British constitution has from time immemorial proceeded 
upon not only the written letter of the law, but also upon conventions, 
treaties, usages and practices which implement, and to a very large extent 
sup])liiiit, the narrow frame-work of a written constitution". That being 
the casi\ we have for the first time the recognition of India as a partner 
in the British Commonwealth, and certain defined rights as regards 
external policy and external affairs are conceded to her in her own right, 
and it is further declared that effective arrangements will be made for the 
purpose of giving India's representative an adetpiati' voice in the deter¬ 
mination of lier foreign policy. Honourable Members will thus see that 
in 1018 two confluent currents were flowing in tlie direction of the eman¬ 
cipation of India, one was preceded by the declaration of Mr. Montagu 
in till' TTousi‘ <»f ('’onnnons <ai 20th August. 1917. and the other took itsA 
origin at llie Tmpi'rial Conference Resnintion of 9th April, 1917. to which 
I have rt'forred If we really wish to understand the present eonstitn- 
tional oharncter of the Ciovernment of India to bo obtained from the 
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[Sir Hari Singh Gour.] 

official documents, wo cannot look at the one without the other, and when 
my Fdonourable friend Sir Cowasji Jehangir interjected a remark, “Why 
don’t you go backward,” that is exactly the lament of myself and those 
who think with me that the short memories of people are responsible for 
forgetting the advance that has already been made, and that when they 
went to the Bound Table Conference," they suffered from that shortness 
of memory and completely made a clean sweep of the past and began to 
write upon a clean slate. (Cheers.) I shall presently point that out to 
the Honourable Members and to the Honourable Member who interrupted 
me. Sir Cowasji Jehangir, for his own satisfaction. The Honourable 
Member will find that when, in 1918, Mr. Montagu published his memor¬ 
able Report, and in the discussion that took place in the House of Com¬ 
mons upon that Report, Mr. MacDonald, now the Prime Minister of 
England, made certain suggestions w'hich wete afterwards acceded to and 
which wrcre to be regarded as a part of the conventional constitution to 
implement the statutory Act of Parliament enacted in 1919. Mr MacDonald 
in referring to the fulun* constitution of India said: 

“Tt should not he a bepfinning,*'

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TIonouruble Members will find that lliese suggestions, made by the present 
Prime Minister of England, were substantially given effect to imme¬ 
diately on the enactment of the Act of 1011). Before that Act was enacted, 
the Joint Parliamentary Con)mittee Iiad implemented tlje terms of that 
Act by recommending—and their recommendations were declared to be 
lend as part of the (lovernment of India Act itself—that in the matter

should possess fiscal a\itonom\, and that in matters of general Indian 
interest whi're the Executive Crovernnient of Indira and the Legislature 
Were in agreement, tlie St'cretarv of State .should relax his control. 

It is for the Honnnrahle 'Memhers to see to what extent there has 
^ been a departure from this constitution initiated by the Act of 

Noon. j shall deal w’ith the tw'o sides of the question separately. 

Dealing first with the newly acquired rights of India in matters of external 
policy .and external .affairs, the Eesohition of the Imperial Conference was 
that there should he a readjustment, and that India’s voice should he 
adeonafe in mailers afleeting her foreign polie\ and fuivign relations. Tn 
1022 voallv spoaking on the 2nrd Mareli, 3022 one of us drew* the atten- 
t^'nn of this EIons<> to this new infeniational <*haraerer of India estnldislied 
hv the Conferenee and we desired that, in the future Conferences this 
TTnuse should he represented hv its elected delegates.

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That WHS the pledge given by the Home Member as regards the repre¬ 
sentation of the Legislative Assembly in the future Conferences of the 
Empire. Now Honourable Members will recall that the Conference of 
1917 had recommended the establishment of a committee for the. purpose 
of working out the purpose of the Hesolutioii which was passed there. A 
committee was to have been appointed in the Imperial Conference of 1920, 
and in 1922, as 1 have said, the Honourable tlu* Home Member had 
assured the House that tlie representative of India would bi*. such as would 
command the support of the Legislative Assembly. But if we turn to thi‘ 
Imperial Conference proceedings of 1920, what do wv, find? We find that 
India was rc‘presented by three gc'iitlemen, Major-General Kirk, Depul\ 
Chief of the General Staff, ^Ir. H. A Y. liindsa\. the Trade Commissioner 
in India and the Maharajah of Burdwan But as the last-named failed 
to appear, he sent his son as a Private Secretar\ to himsidf to represent 
India. 8iieh was the Indian n'presentation in thi‘ Imperial (’oiifiTenee ot 
1926, when the external rights of India were to be. determined bv lla* 
appointment of a eommiltei*, tlio result of wbieli. as Honourabh* ]\leiiibers 
will presently see, has created a new situation so far as the rest of the 
Dominions of the Britisli Commonwealth ar(‘ CfnaaTned. Bill though 
India was r(‘|)resented in tlie fnanner I have rh'seribt'd, tlie Imperial Con¬ 
ference (lid not omit to hark back to the lii'soliition. Pesolutaai No 9, 
passed in 1917. And referring to that llesoliition we find af page lo ol 
the Imperial (\mforence Peport of 192() tlu* follciwinn senteiiees

So tliat Hononralilo Members will tluis set* tliat wliile the (juesiioti was 
raised as to how the committee should consider the ease f>f IrKli.i in the 
readjustmoiit for wdiich a Committee had been appoinltd hidi i w'rw 
dismissed wdth this short statement that the ease nf India had aln nd\ 
hoen disposf‘d of by the Act of 1019. But Hononr.able Members will fiiw] 
that tlic case of India was not disposed of by the Act of 1019 wdiu-li intTeb 
dealt with questions internal to India and did not dt*al with questions as 
regards Ikt external rights India’s ease therefore went b\ default in the 
Imperial Conference of 1920. That Conference appointed a (’ommittee 
presided over by Lord Balfour, and that Committee gave a decision, tlie 
result of which was enacted in an Act of I*arliamcnt. known as the Statute 
of Westminster, passed in November last The effect of t)mt Act known 
as the Statute of WVstminster is to make the Dominion Parliaments 
sovereign Parliaments, and to give them the right of (‘xtra-te’-rltorial 
legislation which they did not possess before. A very large number of 
Acts limiting their rights of absolute sovoreirnity and eo-equal partnership 
with tlie molher-countrv were recommended for repeal, and thev were 
then repealed or are on the eve of repeal now'. 

• I submit, therefore, that so far as India is eoncenied, India’s external 
rights have not been safeguarded in the manner they were intended to be 
by the Conference of 1017. Nevertheless tho Conferenee Bosolution of 
1917 was not a war measure, as will be apparent from the fact that India 
was called upon to be a co-signatory with the other self-governing Dominions 
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to the Treaty of Versailles. India was admitted as a foundation member 
of the League of Nations in 1919, and India has been invited in her own 
right to attend the Imperial Conferences held from time to time; and 
ancillary to that India has become a member of the Washington Labour 
Conference. She was a party to the Labour Confen'iico; she has been a 
party to the L<>ciarno and Kellogg Pacts and various otluT international 
Conventions entered into bv the self-governing Dominions and other self- 
governing nations that went there. M\ submission, therefore, is that in 
tlie eye of the constitutional lawyer the external sovereigntv of India as 
an iniernatkmal State is he\ond dispute, and I think it was inadvertence 
to the rights of external so\ereignty which India has been enjo\ing fc.r a 
decade past that Mr. Wedgwofid thnin speaking from his place as S(‘eretar\ 
of State in Novemher. 1920. described India as a Dominion in action 
Mor(‘ recently when the same (pieslion was troubling the mind of Mr. 
Winston Cliiirehill in the na'inorahle di*hate on the White Paper on the 
.‘Ird Januarv of the prc'sent \ear, Mr. Churchill with all these facts passing 
through lll.‘^ mind said that India v\as a Dominion fr>r ceremonial purposes. 

So that \ou have the stMterneut h\ two in’eat statesmen, one calling India 
a Df>minion in action, and the other calling India a Dominion for ceremo¬ 
nial purposes. 

A thinl inleriie-diate placa* was sought to ho assigned to India, uamelv. 
tliat thougli India has got the status of a Dominion, it lacks the functions 
of a Self-governing Dominion. This aspect of the question was applied 
not on1\ to India hut also to the self-governing Dr>minions before 192t): 
and referring to it on page* 1 1 I find tlie following passage

to wliicii I ha\f n-teried. M\ •submission is tliat India, so far as her 
extein.'il ri-latJons an* coneerned. has n»)t only the theoretical attributes 
of, ;t sf>\ereign State, hut those tittributCN have bc-eu recognised and given 
effi‘ct to from 1918 down to the pte'-ent tune. Onl\ the other day when 
the question about fiscal autonomy of India w'as under debate and I raist*d 
this debate, Ilu‘ Honourable Sir George liainv, speaking on behalf of 
(n»vernment. in a considered stakuiieiit which he read out to the House, 
said that the question of fiscal autonomy, so fur as India was concerned, 
is recognised, hut the fact is that India lacks the machinei*;y for giving 
effect to her rights; and then he suggest'd that such inaehincrv might be 
sot on foot by the Round Table Conference, which w'as then in session in 
Ijondoii. This is a plain rt'cognilion of the fact, that the attributes of 
sovereignty which India has enjoyed and W'hieh havi' been accumulating 
since 1917 are incapable of enjoyment without setting up an autonomous 
internal machinery fc»r the self-government of India. These arc the facts, 
therefore, which I wish to draw^ the attention of the House to, and I 
think these are the facts which must be regarded ns the fundamental rights 
of India upon which the superstructure of the future constitution should ^ 
bo constructed. 

But when I rend the proceedings of the Round Table Conference, both 
the first and the second, I find no reference to any of these historic facts,

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end 1 am not surprised at my friend Sir Govvasji Jelumgir just now inl(‘rriipt- 
ing me, wlien 1 was dealing with the question, be having said “Why do 
you not go further back than 1917?*’ He anted to make clean sweep

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consist of about 250 or 300 members, and that the Indian Princes should 
have representation of 33 1/3 per cent.; that is, one-third. On a popula¬ 
tion basis they are entitled only to 23*8 per cent, of representation in 
either House. Now, if that were all, that would be sufiiciently disquieting, 
but the Indian Princes demand, and their demand has been conceded, 
that the executive, that is to say, the ministry shall be only removable 
by th(‘ two-third votes of the tw'o Houses in a joint session, which means 
lhat the rrji!jistr\ cannot be removed unless the Princes' representatives 
in the two Houses agree to its being turned out. 

Tlien it lias been said that there w'ill be representatives of the Indian 
J’rinces in the two Houses who should have a voice not only in matters 
affecting th(; two Indias. but also in matters of domestic concern, and 
what is njost imf)ortnnt is. and it has been expressh laid down, that 
where a vote of no-confidonce is moved against a ministry even on a 
matter of purely British Indian interest even then the rule of two-thirds 
in which the Indian States will participate would apply. This is very 
hriefiv the constitution of the two Houses and the power of the executive; 
but that is not all Apart from the Princes* block,, of which Lord Reading 
made no secret, that it would act as a steadying influence upon the 
activities of tiu* twf» TiOgislatures, \\c have a verv large number of reserva¬ 
tions and safeguards besides Defence and Foreign and Pplitical Relations. 

(.)nl} the Ollier da^ we had to deal with the question of a Statutorv 
Railua) Board. That is ihe lirst reservation or safeguard, added to which 
We lia\e reservalioiis as n-gards finance, currency and exchange and com¬ 
mercial diseriiiunation. So that, what is left after these reservations and 
safeguards Honourable Members ean e isily see, and even that residue 
would he subject to tin; control of the Indian Princes, wdiero they will 
have large weightaL'c, and the ministry would be irremovable except upon 
tlie joint votf of the two Houses m which the* I’rmccs* npresentatives will 
lake ()art Bui that is not all At the priscnt moment this House ha«5 
got tilt' soli* right of ^otlug supjdies, hut m the new* constitution we arc- 
told that this should he a power gi\en to both the Houses. 1 do not 
wish to gi\o Honourable Members of this IIou«<e othtu* d**tails far too 
numerous for discussion in a popular Chamber, hut I rest content by 
saving that if the future development ot the Indian constitution to 
depend upon tliis conception o^ federation of the Indian India and British 
India, 1 despair of its sucees^. Honourablf Mernliers will sci^ that, so 
tar as I he Indian Princes are concerned, they have taken no part hi being 
parties to the deelaration of fundamental rights; they have taken no part 
at all in safeguarduig good internal government within their own States; 
thev iiave absoliitelv emphasised that, so far as their treaty rights are 
(‘oncerned, so far as their relations to the Trow'n are concerned, they 
must nuiiain inviolate. Consequently, while at tlie present moment 
this .^ssemhlv is in conflict with the British Crow’n, I foresee in 
the near future under the new constitution that would be established on 
the lines I haxe indicated a ‘struggle in British India not only with the 
Crown, but also with the representatives of the Indian States. Thus, 
while British India has now' a hard struggle, liav'ing to fight with the * 
British Indian Government ahme how' much more difficult it will he for 
her if she is confronted with the Crown and her allies, the Indian 
Princes. 
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Such, tlion, Sir, is the prospect that we see before us in the fruition 
of a new constitution. 1 was reading the other day, and I have no doubt 
that JToiiourable Members must have done the same, tliat while some 
Prince^ are prepared to come into this constitution upon their own terms, 
other ih'inces are not at all willing to fall into line with the rest. The 
rc'sult is that the question of fedtM*ation is receding more and more into 
the back^u-ound, and pc'ople in Prilisli India are feeling apprehensive that 
if the question of federation is n (*onditioii precedent to tlie evolution of 
reforms, the question of the development of a self-governing constitution 
for British India might ho unduly delaved. Tlierefore. what we di*sire to 
impress iqxm the Government is, tliat whatever ma\ he the qut'Stioii as 
regards the federation of the two Indias, the British Gahinet should 
Immediately take in hand the question of the future constitution of British 
India, and that is the line along wliieh ITonoiirahlc Members ''iH find 
(lie State.s of Central and Westeni Indias havt' combined and formulated 
a scheme. They sa\, let Go\(‘rnmi'n< eome into elo.ser eontaet ith Indian 
India throngli th(' medium of a Council of united India in which mat tors 
of common iiittTest \'ill lie debated and discussed. Well, Sir, wliatevor 
may he tlie point of contact between the two Indias. what w'O on this 
side di'sire is that the futuri' constitution of India sliould 7 ir> longer be 
delayed. 

Tli(‘ second ])oiiit to which 1 wish to draw' the attention of Honourable 
Members is that it was stated by the Prime* Minister in his speech on 
the b.lth Januarv, at the close of the first. (*onfei\‘ru*e, that he would not 
wait for the coming into force of the new constitution but that be would 
see if he could not iiilroducc ehunges immeduiteK in the administration 
of India in consultation WMlh per.‘-ons po.ssessing ndministrativt' experience. 
That pronfMiiieenieiit was made more than a \ear aifo. but I am so»r\ to 

that no sueli advaneo has yet been made, w’hieh maki‘S me fear that 
even a temporary advance being so long delated, the future constitution 
of this coiintiw mielit ])er]»aps he relegated to the Greek k ilends. 

I, therefore, submit tliat. wliatOM*)* may bo tlie advantages of aii all-India 
Pederatioii, wv on this side ol th(‘ House should impress on the Govern¬ 
ment the desirability of losing no time in setting on foot such constitu¬ 
tional changes as were forecasted ])V Ibe pre.senf, Prime Minister in the 
speech to wdiich I have referred. T further submit, that no time should 
bo lost in lanriehing a new' constitution for P>ritish India and providing 
therein a machinery for bnuLniig into contact tlie two Tiidia^^. if arid when 
possible. That, in sluad, is tlu’ demand that I w'ish to make, and I hope 
that the Plouse wdll support me. (Applause ) 

Dr. P. X. DeSouza (Xominated Non-Official): Sir, in rising to address 
the lTous(‘ on the constitutional question raised by tlu' Leader of the 
Nationalist Party, 1 wdsb lo confine my rianarks as far as possible to the 
history' of the Piound Talile Conference irom its inception up to the* present 
lime and the possihiIiti(‘s of a solution of the present erisis. When the 
future historian of the constitutional development of this country writes 
^ about the progress of free institutions in this land, I venture to submit 
that ho will hav(‘ to record that the history of the Pound Table Conference 
has been a tragedy of errors. It took its origin in the blundiir of a great 
English statesman, who did not realise that a self-respecting India W'ould 
refuse to accept a constitution unless some representative Indians were 
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associated in the Statutory Commission and which w%a8 to frame that consti- 
tution. The all white Simon Commission which he sent out, marched 
through the country amid scenes of disorder and civil disobedience, amid 
scenes of non-co-operation, till then unexampled in the history of India. 

It is true that the caravan passed and the dogs harked, but when the 
(‘.aravan nviched home, it had no other merchandise to offer to its master 
at the India OffUe than a still bom document in the shape of the Simon 
[Report. The dogs that barked took to themselves the eredil that it w'as 
iheir loud liarking that, made this document still bom. T havr, calhid this 
document ‘-till born, because the Government of the day who sMit out 
tlu^ ('oiniuission eou'^igru'd it tf> oblivion. Even the very author^ of that 
docunuait refused to mention it in public. It was not even given a decent 
burhd. it was consigned to the dust bin. 

When attempts were made by the Ealanir Governimait to rectify the 
error whicli its lu’edeeessor had (‘nmmitt(‘d in selecting tlu* re])rescntatiYe8 
of the Siinon Commission, misfutiire si‘(*ms to have dogged their steps 
in making the seleeti<jn ; for w’ho were the mi‘u w'ho were sent out to re- 
presfuU India at flu* Ibainil '^I'able C(»nf(‘rence? Men of eminence no doubt 
in their n^speetive walks of life, but men who, unfortunately, turned out 
to b«‘ di(‘-liards in eoiiimunal matters, mc'n who lielievcd in the polic> of 
foriiicr in rc without cultivating the art of auaviter in modo (Mr. A. H, 
(ihu;!:nari' “Does it ineludo Mr. Gamllu also?”) (An Honourable Mem- 
hn “He was talking of the first stage.”) 

Sir, what ari^ the results of the two ‘iittings of the Indian Itoiind Table 
(\)nf«'reneewhole world was watching its ])rogross, but ii revealed 
scenes of discord and disunion winch were probably unexampled in the 
history of (M>Tift‘renees whieh had a'^'^embled tor the jairposi of framing a 
eonstitution lor a great eountn. After a labour of two sittings, it succei‘dcd 
in giving birth to two monsters. The fiist tnonstor was the ^Tinorit\ Pact 
{J .irut .‘('(ihnu I Sir Ifniry (udfiry. “Question.”) What is this Minority 
I’.ief^ A I'oinbination of the most heterogenous elements that, it is po^cible 
to put. togetlar (Hear, hear), a conibinalion of Europeans, Anglo-Indians, 
Indian <’hn.slian>, .AIu^salmaiK, and Depressed (^lasses. Is there a common 
bond unions between these ])eople w'ho formed this Minority Pact? Is 
there an\ eoinmon working plan ]»ess.ble betw’een such heterogenous 
elements.’ (An lloninirahlr Member' “Minority is tho bond”) The only 
euimucii bond, so far as I e.in see, btdween the framers of thi^* Alinorlty 
Pact IS the tear of the Hindus. (Lieut.-(^olonel Sir Henry Gidney: 
“Not a hit “) (’an a pat t established uii hatred, on fear of tho majority 
(‘oinmunitN, ever work in peaee? Was it constituted for the j>urpOse of 
working a peaeeful constilution, or was it established for thi' purpose of 
eri^ating and perpetuating disunion in the country for ever and ever? Sir, 

I read tlie other da\ of a hap]>y family consisting of a tigi‘r, a monkey, 
a dog, and a eat, (.In Honourable Member- “Who is wdio?”) At one 
tinu' persmis who kept animals were rather proud of the different tjpes 
they could bring together in a cage. The happy family drew' peopfe to 
/ooiogical gardens or to the circus, hut a h.appy family of the kind I havo 
described, w'hich const.itut<»d the Minority Pact, outside a circus or a ^ 
zoological garden, seems to rno to be entirely impracticable. We havo 
heard of the lamb and tho lion lying down together. They lie. together 
only in story books, and in real life I think the place of the lamb is 
inside the lion. (Laughter.) That, unfortunately, happens to be the posi¬ 
tion in which the community to which I belong finds itself in this Minority 
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Pnot. Honourable Member: **Wliat is that oomniuniiy?'’) I will 

tell you,—I belong to the Indian Christian community, a community which 
niiml)t*rs nearly six million people according to the last eeiisus,—the third 
largest in India. {An Honourable Member: “Fourth largest.’*) If you 
look at the table of representation provided for this Indian Christian 
eommunity. 

Mr. K. Ahmed (Rajshahi Division: Muhaminjulan Itural): You admit 
that the depressed classes have gone away from \our cage and family. 

Dr. t. X. De^ouza: You will find that the Indian Christian cornmunitN 
is to he represented as follows. AVhih* there an- 4 represi*ntalives in the 
I’^jiper ChamhiT for Europiains numbering aliout 120,900, one repr(‘S(‘nt:i- 
tive for Anglo-Indians numbering about l(i0,()00 I think, and f» representa- 
tiv('S for the Sikhs numbering about 2t milh{mK, there is only oni' representa 
tive for the Indian Christian eommunity numbering six millions. 

Mr. N. M. Joshi (Nominated Non-Ofiieial): What was \our Pannirsclvam 
doing'.' 


Dr. P. X. DeSouza: If the Iamb wishe*^ to li\e with the lion, its onlv 
place IS inside the lion, and Mr. Pannirselvam found himself inside the lion, 
(/la Honourable Member' “What about Buddhists and Parsis?’’) 'l’ak« 
the l.ower C’hambiT I’he P^uropeans numht*nng 120 000 have 12 r(‘pre- 
sentatives in that (’haiiiher, AngUelndians g(‘t "1 and Sikhs 10 and the 
Indian Christians have 7 representatives with a populatirm of (> millions 
(Aa Honourable Member' “ITow man\ ha\e '\ou got now?”)

Now', 1 proceed to the provinee^; and Bomba} is the proMiici* with whieh 
T am best acquainted. In the (hty (^f Bombay and the Cit\ of Kariiclii, 
whieh forms ])art of the Bombay T'residency, therr is a large inthieniial 
and educated Indian Christian eommunity. Honourable Membi rs familiar 
with Bombay cannot deny that. What is the refinstiiiiition pro\ided hv 
this minority pact for tlie Indian (^hristian efamnunil\ in the Bombay 
Legislature? The total population, according to tlu* latest rensu‘; of Indian 
Christians in the Bombay Presidenc}, is mon* Ilian ;UK),000 Tin* propor¬ 
tion of literac}, taking not onl} primary lint also ‘-ec<)n(lar\ and higher 
education, is more than (iO per cent , and the number of r(‘presentativ« s 
provided is just 2 out of a total numluT of 200 Is it possible to speak 
with modenition of a poet whieh allows such iniquities to he perpetrated 
in its name? 

I said that the second Bound Table Conference gave birth to two 
monsters. One w'as the Minority Pact and tlie st*eond was the B*deration 
helween British India and Indian India, on wliich rny Honourable friend 
th(‘ Leader ol the Nationalist Party descanted with such eloquence Is 
it possible to form a wwking federation hetw’een extreme autocracy and 
• extreme democracy? As was pointed cut by Lord Beading himself in the 
course of his speeches at the Bound Table (kmferenco, previous historv 
has show'n that when extremes of this kind federate together, unless there 
is great tact and discretion, the result probably in the long run will be a 
civil war between the two federating elements, or if there is no civil war, 
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a complete subjection of the one bv the other, and Heaven help British 
India when it is confronted with the possibility of a conflict with Indian 
India. Sir, this is the result of the second liound Table Conference. 

Now, various committec.s such as the Franchise Coiniiiiltce, the Federal 
Finance Committee ami the States Committee are scoiiriii" the length and 
breadth of th(i coiintiv as a preparation for the third sitting of th • 
Bound Table t’onference and the dogs continue? barking, whih* the caravan 
sliowR signs of slu'dding some of its important elements. M\ Honourable 
friend the Leader ot the Opposition said that the Princes of Western India 
are graduall} realising what the implications of the projioscd Federation 
ina^ be and an* showing signs of restiveness. Again a large proportion of 
thi‘ Moslems of India have* said that as it is impossible to settU* the com¬ 
munal question, ihev would leave it to the British Gov( mrnent to si ttle 
it and will aecept its verdict. 

Sir Abdullah Suhrawardy (fhirduan and Presidency J>ivis]ons Mnharn

Lieut.-Colonel Sir Henry Gidney (Nominated Non-Ofiieial): Sir, I had 
no desire to inter\ene in this debate, hut the remarks made ]ust now by 
iny Ilrmourable friend Dr DeS’ouza have eoinfieHed me to speak Sir, 

I listened to llu* very el^apient discouise of the Leader i>f the Opposition 
on this motion I noticed iw't yydth nmeli difliculty ey'ideiieo of a personal 
element, showing a slnwig conflict betyvecn appointment and disappoint-* 
motit. I have no donht that the Honourable Member is very ver\' dis¬ 
appointed: he yvas not a niemi>(*r of the Round Table ( inference, and 1 
found no difTicuIty in diseerning in his speech a note of personal disappoint¬ 
ment that he not on this Committee. 
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Sir Hai’i Singh Gout: On a point of order. Is the Honourablo Member 
in order in aseribin" to any speaker a j)ersonal motive, namely, that his 
views are tainted by the fact that he was not appointed to the Hound 
Table Couferenee Jt is a personal reflection. 

Mr. President (The .Honourable Sir Ibrahim Hahimtoola): The Chair 
IioJds the \iew that it is unparliament an* to attribute ]>ersonal motives 
to Honourable Members. 

Lieut.-Oolonel Sir Henry Gidney: Tlu‘ intention of iny observation was 
nc^t a pt'rsoual motive, but it may lia\e betm a personal j^ain. Apart from 
Jus eloqueiu i'. 

Sir Hari Singh Gour: 1 rise to a ]>oint of ordi'r. Sir. M\ irieud has 
now aj^^'ravated Hie position, iustei«d of (*allin^ jl a ]>ersonal “motive”, ho 
said it was a personal “^';ain”. 

Lieut.-Colonel Sir Henry Gidney: Sir. 1 really used the word ‘ ^rain", 
i.r., “j)olitieal ^ain*’—I did not nit‘an ‘‘jursonal pain” or “personal 
appranciiseineiit'but politieal pain, t.e . e(aineettHl with bis leaib r«bip of 
tilt N itionalislic Part\. J never nu‘anl an\tbinp puiMmal. 

Mr. President: Tlie Honourable Member will bavi* to cho(»‘-e his words 
properly. 

Lieut.-Colonel Sir Henry Gidney: Tliauk >ou, Sir. 

Mr. President: Tloiiourabb' Members are ben iMt for aii} pt^r^-caial 
pain 

Lieut.-Colonel Sir Henry Gidney: 1 am sorr\ I ba\e be^ n misunder¬ 
stood, T shall be more careful, Sir. Apart from tlu lemaiks m.ide b\ the 
Honourabh' tie- Loader of the Opposition in wJiieli be seemed to me to 
ridicule—to use ji verv mild word—the whole of the ai-tiMties of the

Unfor- 
tunatoh for iis there was a schism in the Indian Christian community, 
one. meml)er representing the lioman Catholics joined the Pact while the 
other representing the Protestants did not do so and that was the reason 
why there nas a division in their ranks. Dr. DeSoiiza in his criticisms 
certainly does not pay any eoinpliinent to his representative on the 
li’uund Table ('Onferenee, on the contrary he tries to discredit his efforts. 
Tt was Dr. DeSouza s dut\ holding tht‘ vii'Ws he does to have held 
inoctines in the country -ind to have cablc‘d his demands to his represonta- 
tiAc in England on the Pound Table Conferenc(‘. Had he done so, I am 
sure Mr. Pamir Selvam and the Minority Pact wcaild havi' bevn infliicnci-d 
and guided (Hear, hear), but to complain now is hardly plaxing the 
game Sir, T tell this House that this Minf>rity Pact is no liiimbug. This 
Pact is going to stand, and T contidentI\ hope that rnv ^foslem brothers 
will support me in my statement.

They will have no right 
to acquire property in an Indian State h\ right of common C'ltizonsliip.. 
There will he n»» common criminal law' nor common civil law for the 
Federation. It is quite clear theri'fore that a Federation of this kind is 
not a porfeef one I’he TTouourahle the Leader of the Nationalist Party 
stated that, nlthougli some Indian States w’ero ready to join the Federation, 
many of the States were now* trying to back out. or at least many of them 
were hesitating to loin the Ft*deration. T do not loiow why the Indian 
Staffs should at all hesitate to come into the Federation. What do they 
stand to lose thereby? If you study the proposals which are adumbrated for 
this Federation, you will find that the Indian Stato.s do not propose to 
give up the slightest power which they at present possess There is not 
a single proposal wdiich placed before the Pound Table Confor«*nee or 
accepted by the Conforonee which will deprive the Indian States of any 
functions which they are at present performing. Secondly the Indian 
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IStBtos do iiol ])ropt)SL‘ <o sacrifice oven a bit of the jevenuo which they 
are at piV'-iciii collecting. They do not saerifiee ;ni\ ])()Wer or iunetioii, 
but oil tlio other hand Die proposals for h'ederation are siieh Uiat the 
Indian States are fToiiifr to get represent.itJtai in llm Federal Lt';;islal.ure and 
also in ihe Federal Executive.

1 refer to the 
minorities pact for this reason, that that pact makes no sound proposal 
for tile representation of the working classes. They make one proposal 
in that pact about the representation of various interests wliich perbayis in 
their view includes the labour interests. Their proposal is thit each 
community, Mussalmans, Europeans, depressed clashes and Anglo-Indians, 
should provide for their own workers as they like. Mr. President, this 
is not a statement which is likely to please either the Hindu or the 
Mijssalman or the Anglo-Indian or flu* depressed class workers. In the 
first place if yon accept the proposition that each community must provide 
for th(‘ representation of its workers, then I myself feel and man> workers 
including Hindus and Mussalmans f(‘el. that their ranks are bound to be 
divided Whatever the middle clas.ses and the richer classes may desire, 

tlic working classes in India—and T speak in the name of the working 

classes both Mussalmans and Hindus—do not want their ranks to he 
divided We are at present working very harmoniously in our trade union 
mov< menf We ha\(* no differences ns regards religion, because we do 
not n'corrnise anv religion in our economic questions. Mr President, we 
feel that if wt‘ trv to secure representation h\ various communities our 
ranks will he divided. 1 fro] that the representation of the working classes

Wc shall be quite glad if we get a constitution which 
is veT\ satisfactorv to us. hut oven if we cannot get a constitution which 
is verv satisfactorv us. we want a constitution which will make a change 
in our present Government of India. We know this Government of India 
cannot last even for a day. It can only function by Ordinances, and there¬ 
fore although the Federation is an imperfect- Federation, we will have to 
accept that Federation 

Mr. President, there is only one word more which I want to say T 
have stated verv clearly that the present Government of India can only 
function hv Ordinances and it is a wrong thing. It is perhaps on un¬ 
pleasant thing for them that they should continue in existence hereafter. 
Therefor© the best thing which the present Government of India and the 
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British CTOvornnient can do is to bring the new constitution into existence 
without any delay. Let there be no delay in the work of the committees; 
let there he no delay caused b\ any oilier matter, such vis the decision 
on the comnuinal question. Let these things V'le done immediately and 
let the new constitution be heralded in without the least delay. Mr. 
President, 1 have done.

I do not wish 
T.. read h e\er\ Hononnihle Menilur ’s aw'are of and familiar with the 
provisions of that section It is to find -mt how tar the people of British 
Iialia have advanced m eilnc.ition and in other w’avs to be able to carrv 
on a responsible r.iiveniment m tin eonntvv. If that w’ere found in the 
negative, that is against them, then there is an alternative also suggested, 
i.amelv t restrict n'spon^ihle Govemment in India. It w'np on that 
hawis. and with thos«. terms ..f reference, that the Simon Commisaion 
.-‘ame out and toured India * tvvo vears, and wdth the help of the Central 
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(.’onimitt-f'e ami other subsidiary and auxiliary committees, they made a 
report. Whether that Report has been tlirowu into the \^astepapo^ 
basket or not, as suggested by one Honourable Member, or it is still a five 
thing, as Sir Henry Gidne} says, 1 am not concerned ith thal. Ihit th.at 
is the onl\ Report now before the British (xovernuient as regards the 
iiiqiiir\ that was held under section S4A of the (Tovenimcnt of India Act. 
We know how this Round Table Conference was brought about. When 
the Siinoii CVwnmission was appointed, most of the prominent politicians 
protested against its c<anposition. becaiis<‘ it exeliided all Indians from 
that l)od> There was a bo\(tott of the Ounniissioii, and the Congress or 
course refused to take an\ part in it. Then after tlie Re|'K)rt was made, 
it was considered desirable i>y thp British G<wenmiont—T take it on the 
ad\ico of liord Trwin and the (lovernment of India—that there should be a 
lioumi Table Couference It was at that stage, for some reason or other, 
that, Princes were also included in tlie Conference. The Conference 
na.s held in London Tin* delila^rations wore followed by u.s with intense 
interi'st. and 1 must admit I was <'ne of those whose imagination was 
seized l)> the jiroposal t)f iui All-Tndia Federatirai at that stage Sir we 
tliiaight. at least T thought, tliat Avhat was meant was that the future Gov 
ornineiit of tliis countiy was to be handed over to the Princes and the people 
Ilf Pritish India and that there* would he ii" further control of the Brititrii 
Parliament o\er the go^prninent of this country. That was wbv a very 
large number of us, if not all. were inclined to wideomt^ the idea It was 
ui .1 tent.itive stagi*. hut t'veii tlnui ^^e welcomed the idea. heeaus“ it was 
worthwhile exploring whether it was possible to hnvi* wneli a constitution 

The s(‘eond Conferenec in winch Air Gandhi represimted the ('ongresB 
was to come to grips with the definite i.ssues involved in the idea of an 
All-Tndia Federation f^ir, T am not eoneemed uith \^hat part Mr Gamlhi 
t‘»ok. wlietlier he was justified in taking up the attitude that he did. w^he- 
ther that led to the failure of the second ronferenee. or even whether ths 
second Conference was generally a failure or ict, 1 am not cone(‘rned with 
all that: but what T sav i> tliis that no definite conclusions wore arrived 
ct OR tlie important questions. That was the positif>n at the second Con¬ 
ference, and we know how Mr Gandhi was induced to take part in the 
second Conference the Trw in-Gandhi pact and so on AVhen the second 
Conference was over, immediatt'h afterwards Ordinances, the nature, 
character and the scope of which have been discussed in this TToiise. were 
issued Tho.se Ordinances are still in operation, and T believe to-day we 
shall hoar something of their operation in the citv of Delhi itself It is 
111 these circumstances that the constitution is being made What is the 
result? T do say, .«o far as this country is concerned, the who.lo political 
atmrisphere has become unreal, and vital constitiitionRl issues are being 
considered bv the Committees now in India in a very unreal atmosphere. 
Fven this TTouse has ceased 1*^ take itself seriously in the matter, not 
because it is not as keenly interested as ever in the future of the country, 
^ but because everv one of us feels that it is idle for us to make anv sugges¬ 
tions or to discuss anything: everything wull be decided over our heads, and 
wbat-ever we may say will be utterly ignored, perhaps ignored with con¬ 
tempt. 

Now, Sir. Mr Joshi, who was a Member of fhe Conference and 
perfectly familiar with its proceedings, far more familiar than we outsiders 
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can be, has pointed out the difficultiea in the way of a Federation. He 
}“ias the uttitiule ot the Princes or those who represent the Indian India 
is, “You give us power over British India and we shall retain our power 
over our own territories and you shall not interfere with the administration 
ot our territories”. That is shortly the position which Mr. Joshi has so 
graphicallj described just now. I for one am not opposed to the Princes 
taking part in our future Government, if I am cf>nvinced that their partici¬ 
pation in that Government will redound to the good ol India and will help 
116 to advance. The question is whether we can entertain any such hope 
or \Nliether a constitution such as is contemplated by some Princes or by 
some rcpr(-sentativ(‘-s of the Indian States is workable at all. 

Now, Sir, there are three parties in the constitution, that is, the people 
ol Hritish India themselves, into whose future inquiry is being held under 
the Cioveniinent oi India Act, the Indian States, and last but not the 
least, the Jintish (io\ eminent and the British peojde. Let us take the 
THKsition as it exists, the actual facts and the realities of the position with 
tfterence to what is called British India and the Indian States. We and 
eur anccsloi*s have been living for 150 years and more under British rule. 
That iiKNiMs we liave been governed by a people used to Parliamentary 
in.stituti'*!!'^^ imhiicd with demociatic instincts, and since the inauguration 
of British rule in India, they have been taking pains to spread Western 
rdueatioii and. to some extent, Western institutions. Every one of us 
tivim our ehildhoofl has Vieen u^^ed to those institutions which have been 
^ratted ‘tn Iwiiish India trom the W^est. and we have been accustomed 
to what IS ealle<l the rule ot law There can be no doubt, whatever our 
ditTerein*es may he v\ith the representatives of the British 
people here, we must admit that we have become so accu&- 
toni4<| t(^ British institutions, to European institutions, which are 
mainlv ot a democratic ehara<*ter, that it would he impossible to expect 
116 now' to change our racntalitv and to go hack What about the Indian 
SiaTi'^s'’ 'rih'ir govorniiuMit is gew eminent by personal rule. The people 
have no voicr ni that government. It is the ruler who is the source 
of ail law, the head of the administration, he can do anything he likes 
rndei ‘'Ueli .i s\ste,in of government of close personal rule,—I am not 
deciding the ehaiMeter of that rule at all—no politics can grow, and I 
do say without fear of any challenge that in no Indian State is there 
;inv viirdi I lung M^i poh'tics.—even any newspapers. I know some of the 
bigger States, hut whefhoi the people there arc contented or not, they have 
no p<»litieal life whatever Thus, there are two diametricallv opposed 
's\st<*Tiis. institutions, mentalities, and T ask with all earnestness, is it 
no^Kihle t'l work them together under one Gov'ernment ns it is proposed? 
I fl<^ not know v\>iat w'ill happen, but 1 am certain of this, that in the 
immediate future the utmost confusion will prevail. You cannot bring 
together such diverse and opposed elements, and retaining theiT* character 
inta<d, amalgamate them into one Gnvernment If it were propose® on 
one side or tlu' other. ”We are going to cjiange the nature of onr Govem- 
oient. the natnn* of the institutions in w’hich w'e have been brought up 
and to which we are accustomed and bring it into line with the other side”. 
Man I could inid.ustand tliat there was n chance of approach, a chance 
nf amalgamation But no T do not think any of the representatives of 
British India has been asked “Are vou willing to introduce an element 
c f .lutocracv in the Government to which your affairs will in future be 
subjected**”. But the Princes have made their poc^ition quite clear,—^thnt 
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they will retain intact, unaffected in any waj, their internal sovereignty, 
which means personal rule. If thc} are going to introduce any changes 
in their own territories, tliat they sav is no concern of ours, that is, of 
the j>oopJ(* of British India. They will do what they like. Therefore 
there is no real intention on the part of either party to approach the other 
and to devise something midway between autocratic rule and democratic 
(iovernment. AVe want to travel along the path of democracy, as vve have 
been doing fnr so Jong. 1 do not want to give up an iota of iny liberty; 
on the other hand, we w^aiit further development of liberty of person and 
propertv, rights t)i‘ ass(K*iatiun and meeting, and development of political 
life in tile country. Have the Princes shown any inclhiution to allow 
political life to grow in their own ton*itories** So far as I have read the 
proceedings, thev have uol Then, what do thc\ claim? They claim 
oiK'-third of the representation in tlu' Bower House, half or at least 40 per 
cent in tho Ppper rhambor. .ind thev furtlun* claim representation in the 
executive*. Tliev want, as has bt*on pointed out hv Mr Joshi himsolf. thai 
at least tw.»-tliirds inajorit v must support a vote of no confidence before 
an\ niini-trv goes (Mit 1 ask—there are many ^lemhers lu‘re who fire 
fani'liar with tlu* working of the eonstilnlion which wo liavc now in the 
jninincos under diarchy.--whether ^'t is possible under those eircumstances 
to change an\ ministiw The ministry will la* an irremovable one just 
like the rrovernnu’nt nf the present dav 

Now, Sir. let Ub examine llioir case a little more closclv Oiie-third, 
the Princes want in the Lower Chamber. The Muliammadaii.'s British 
India as well as the Indian Stales—J do not know wdietlier the Muiiaiu- 
madans of Indian States liad anv voice except through their nileib in 
the deliberations of the Round Table Conference, but the Muliaminadan'», 
as We all know, want one-third ot the s(*,ats What is left*’ Tuo-liiird^ 
are gone. One-third is left. It is something ridiculous It cannot be 
accepted b\ auvbocly. And >ou cannot work it f challenge any oli»* to 
work out a definite constitution on that basis As regards the t*\ecutive, 
tliON must be assured of representation in tlu* e.\’^‘cutive, b\ Act <.r i*on- 
vention. I do ijo( know which Then* will he two divisions ol subjects, 
federal as well as central,—central caiicerning British Indian pr()Miices.

representatives of the Princes. Will they he allowed to go into their 
territory and agitate tliere*’ T am sure they will not. No Prinee will 

allow' that Now’, is that tla sort of arrangement w’hicli yon expect the 
people will accept'’ Nr) dniihf von are hearing no voice now. All voices 
have heen stifled The Tongross. w^ho have been the most vocal people 
in the country, their voice has been removed The Legislature is left 
with matters which are of very little importance and their voice is of 
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little account. But the thousands of Congress people not be in jail 
for ever, and the temper even of moderates like ourselves may not be 
always the same las it is. Anyway when the constitution is framed, it 
has to be worked, and then is it going to be worked in the atmosphere of 
Ordinances? Surely the Ordinances will have to be removed. There 
will be freedom of expression then. I do not know who started this idea 
of an all-India I'ederation. I have tried to ascertain this from many 
friends, but no one has been able to give me that information. It was 
sprung upon the country all at once when the first Round Table Confer- 
enee met and Kpeeeh**s were delivered there. I do not say that it is not 
an alluring idea Some dn\ or other, it nia\ materialise, but at present 
wliPti the Conference is faced w’ith those difficulties. T do not see that 
an\ answer has been given, and I do not know whether there eouhl be 
any agreement on these outstandinor question'>' 

Then. 1 come to the third factor in the constitution that is the British 
people us rejiresented by tile J!^uropean community here Naturally they 
art* anxious from their point ot view' to have as manv safeguards as possible. 
It IS proposed that tlie (iovernor (General, not the Governor General m 
Council. IS to have special powers, not riierly emergency powers, but 
special powers in addition \Vhat these special powers will be have not 
hf‘eii detiiieil \\\‘ know to some extent what the emergency powers are. 
Thosi* powt‘r.s are to be retained That is the prfiposal. Then there 
must be financial safeguards, and the Vicerov is to have pow'er for borrow¬ 
ing to save the credii of the countr\ by balancing the Budget and so 
on The question of h<ilanci!ig the Budget has been btdore us. and we 
know hovs .Uudgets are now halaiieed The Viceroy is to retain special 
pow'ers to lialauce the Budget We cannot be trustc'd with these tasks. 
We are tiof a ivsptinsihle pt'ople We have no stake in the country, but

Are they going to do 
that. !ind do Government n'allv think it ’s in the interests of the people" 
of those States that Residents and Political Agents should he removed 
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altogether or their powers should be taken away though vested in the 
Viceroy? If it is vested in the Viceroy, it must necessarily be exercisd 
by the Secretariat of the Department concerned through agents. Now, 
has that question been fuil\ and properly considered at the Conference, 
and has any conclusion been reached? Supposing the Princes remain 
under the parainountcy of the Crown under the same conditions as now, 
and they nominated one-third of their representatives in the Lower House 
and 40 per cent, in the Tipper House. Will not tlioso noininecH be at 
the beck and call first of all of the Princes, or rather of tlu*ir ministers, 
and then of the Political Department? Who will ultimately prevail, we 
all know. The Princes may profess not lo know Whaf is the dififcrenc** 
between that and Iho pr(*sent system of diarchy ? As a matter of hict 
we are better off now. We have many q\iarrols with Honourable Members 
opposite, bid at any rate we deal wnth men whom wi* know', with 
w’hom we have been dealing, w'ho have been working in TTritish India 
and w’born we can toll face to face what w’e think of them I’lKhT such a 
system as is envisaged, w'here will bo the possibility of all that ? I ventiin* 
to j.ssert lhat a .sysfenn like that will be mueh wors(\ Sir. than the 
present (Hear, hear.) Mr. Joshi thinks it will be good for the Prince<. 
7 am afraid T eannot agree with him. It will not be good for the Princes 
either The Princes w'ill be plunged into a struggle of which it iv. very 
difficult to see the (‘iid The result realK will he. as 1 have been saying, 
that there will be confusion all over the country No constitution like 
that can be w'orked smoothly, and the enactors of the Covernnient of 
India Act of lOH)—the British Parliament—were wise enoutih to confine 
their attention to British India alone, beeanst* British India alone has 
been progressing along certain lines, and wliat we want is the natural 
development of the way in which we have been going Mr doshi asked, 
what is the constructive proposaP To niv mind. Sir, Die constructive 
proposal is perfectly clear, T^egislate first for British India T am aw^are 
there are a number of common subjects—subjects in which the 
Princes are intcrest<*d and will continue to be int<*rested. They are being 
dealt w'ith now', T take it, by the Government of India mainly m the 
Political Department. Some disputes arise hut T have heard of arhitrationB 
which led to satisfnetorv settlement of those disputes Why must we 
change all that? Why plunge into darkness? (^annof w'e proceed along 
these lines'^ Have a constitution for British India: then have a Gouneil 
if yon like where representatives of the Chamber of Princes, and the Legis¬ 
lative Assembly of the future will meet and discuss and try to come to an 
understanding. If they (*aimot, the further course w'ould be quite easy; 
you w'ould leave Die ultimate decision to the Supreme Court, or to the 
Viceroy' if you like; I have no objection to that. Sir, that is the easy 
w'av and that is w'hat w'as 'uiggested, I imagine, by the Simon Commission; 
and T iinderstanrl that there is a very large body of Prine(*s. T think of 
Central India and K.'iDiiawar and the Western States, who are searching 
for a solution along those lines If you do Diat. there ought to he ver\- 
little difficult V. ;\t any rate w'hat T do submit is that a search for a 
constitution on the lines w'hieh have been suggested at the Conferonc^e 
is not likely to lead to anv fruitful results. We have alreadv wasted a 
considerable time over these constitutional deliberations. The Simon 
Commission started T think some time in 1027 Lakhs and lakhs of the 
country's monev have b<*en spent. There were two Conferences. A 
number of Committees have eome out. Sir, you know whaf the net 
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result has been on the country. There has been unrest, agitation, intense 
agitation. Why? Because no decision has been arrived at. The sooner 
you can arrive at a decision, the better undoubtedly will it be for all the 
parties. (Hear, heai*.) I submit one proposition. Let constitution 
be as simple as pt^ssible. Do not introduce unnecessary complications into 
d. If \oij do that, then the constitution will work, and nobody’s real 
interests will be injured. 

This lt*ads me to the question of re8ponsibilit\ at the centre. I think 
everyone is convinced that, without some responsibilitv at the centre, the 
eonstituliori really cannot work. If you say, “Have fully autonomous 
provinces, but leave the (-(‘nire. the Central Government, absolutely ir- 
responsihltj—let the responsibility at the centre rest only in the hands of 
oftieials without any responsibility to the Indian Legislature”, then I say 
it cannot work. \Ve know tlie present state of things, and that will be 
the state (»f things m the future. 

N(*w what are tla* ditViciilties from the British point of view"? Let us 
see that. Defence wc are all agreed, should be a reserved subject until 
the Army is IndianKcd suh^^tantialh, which must necessarilv take time. 
Th#‘n foreign and pijlitical relations W'ill be a rc.served subject. W^e do 
not quarn*! with that Then wliat remains? Finance. Undoubtedly 
that a very important subject: and unless finance is made responsible 
uid miles', tlic Legislature has \hv final say in all questions of finance 
affecting the countr\, then in tliat case flu* same difficulties as we are 
now ♦•xjK'viencing will go on Sir. as regards safeguards. I do not think 
;in\ definitr proposjiK ha\c been made: if we knew* what w*erc the definite 
points nn wliich safeguards are w.anted, and if we found that on those 
points tlie interests of the country would not be injured by these safe¬ 
guards. that those safeguards would not hamper the future development 
of the* country then in ting case there would be no difficulty for us in 
accepting such s.ih'guards: hut if it he prop(>s€*d tliat the financial safe- 
guanL must he such that on all important questions—for instance, 

ciirrenc\ and exchange—tlie Legislature w*ill have no voicie or no effective 
voice, that the economic development of the country must wait and mu.st 
take the ‘.eennd pla(*e so that tlie commercial interests of Great Britain 
in India may havf the upper hand, if it is the idea that there is a eonffict 
between the commercial interests of Grcaf Brit.ain and the econom’C 
development of India then in tluit case it w*ould be ve>*y difficult for us 
to accept such safeguards But T do not think for one mvomont tbaf there 
IS an\ real inciMi'sistenev betw’oen British commercial and trade interests 
and tile economic development of India. If voii frame and conceive vour 
safcLMiards in rliat spirit. \oii will have our fullest support Such a con- 
stitntinu as T have pist sugL’^esfed may still of course he objected to on 
the ground that then* will hcd\arc>n. But that eannot bo helped at 
this stage. but make the rules such that dvarehy can be worked as

“Islam Z'ndabad”, etc By 
the orders of tJie A]agistrat(‘, the banners were seized at the clock tower, 
and a minute later latlii charges were ma(h‘ b\ the fiolice Xo fault is 
mentioned here also. Tlieii a sort of disturbance started on Saturday and 
passers b} fled in difTert'ut lanes about which the Siafes}yian says, (this is

I mvself w'ent today to see the mosque :md s.qw that tbon* was 
absolutely no bole tow^ards the lane from w'hieb hriekbafs could be throw i 
Many other Members also have seen the mosque. The lane is to the 

w^est of the mosque. It is known to you, Plir. and to every one else 

that there are no windows or doors in the western wall of a mosque. Tt 
is quite clear and known to every Muhammadan that in the western wall 
of a mosque there can not he any window or door. That is the case with

bold an independent inquiry very soon, to compensate the mosque authori¬ 
ties and to punish the responsible men who will bo found guilty. Mr. 
President, India is an Asiatic country; for Indians religion is above all. 
We can boar all sorts of hardsliips; we arc prepared to sacrifice our wealth, 
our children and even our very lives, but we cannot allow any one to 
interfere with our religion or to dosecrato our mosques or other places of 
worship. You can play tvith our blood but we cannot allow you to play 
with our religious sentiment.

The Honourable Sir James Crerar (Home Member): Mr. President, 
wlieii I first iiad intimation that ni\ Honourable friend proposed to move 
this motion, I could not but feel that lu* did so under a complete mis¬ 
apprehension of the facts. I ha^c. Sir. been kcejiing myself m very close 
touch with occurrences in Holhi during the last two or three days, for 
the scenes ot disorder which have occurred have been matters whicli have 
given both the local authorities and to ni\s(5lf some ver> considerable 
cause for anxiet\. That being so. I have, from day to da\, be(*n receiving 
from the ‘lulhorities of IIhj J'ellii Administration information ns to wlnit 
actuallv occurred: aiul todtu, as tin* TIoivuirable gentleman apjiears to 
hn\e relied almost i-ntiivly upon a Press report for the facts which he 
has recited, I think it would be pro])er on my part to take llu; earlii st 
opporninitv of placing llie House in of tin* 1 lets as tbc\ have 

been reported bv tlie responsible o^^^eer‘^ of the T)t‘Ilu Adinimstration. 

T will d(Ml first with the oeeurnmees on IVida\. the llth March 1032.

the crow’d Bhouted liack “We Bhall. wo diall; di.sjier'^e us if you like ” The meeting 
was then dispersed with a light lathi charge by the police A man from amongst 
the crowd also assaulted the S. R. P. with the bamboo of a banner. Rome poliremen 
who saw' him assaulting the S. S P. intervened. The S S P *8 head w'ns saved hy his 
To'pi. Mufti Kifcayai TJllah stuck to his bench and did not. move from there. He 
was consequently aire.'-ted The injured man was .«ent to the hospital at onee. . . .” 

Ik will be observerl that only one injury was caused to a mnn who made 
a very dangerous and violent aasault on the Senior Superintendent of 
Police who w^as saved by the prompt intervention of the men under his 
command. 
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I now pass on, Sir, because, 1 think, it is important that the House 
should have the fullest account of the facts, and I trust that you will if 
necessary give me a slight latitude over the time normally allowed, to the 
report of the City Deputy Superintendent of Police on the events of 
Saturday the 12th March: 

procession under the auspices of the Majlis-i-Ahrar, Delhi, started from the 
Jama Masjid today at ainout 3 p.m. About 2,000 Muslims joined it. About 3,000 
spectators also accompanied it. They were carrying two red flags and three placards 
on which was inscribed “Dong live revolution. Mufti Kifayat Ullah Zindabad * etc. 
They Here shouting “Inqilab Zindabad”, “Government be ruined”, “tyrant Govern¬ 
ment be ruined” “Martyr.s of Peshawar and Frontier zindabad”, etc. The proces¬ 
sion after passing througli Chawri Bazar, Hauz Qazi, Lai Kuan, Fatehpun, reached 
the Clock Tower at about 4 p.m., where I, along with the City Magistrate and the 
police force, was picsent The processionists were very much excited and weie 
shouting anti-Governmcnt slogans. The banners and placards they were carrying 
were seized by tho fiolice under the City Magi.strate’s order and the proce-hion wat 
dispersed after it had l>eeii declared unlawful. A person, repoiled to be a resident 
of Hauz Qazi 1 / 0717 , stabbed two of the constable.*; and was arrested on the spot 
with a knife in his possession. One of the constables received a serious injury on 
the right .side of the chest”. 

Till* llon.^c will note these facts in view of the suggestion made in the 
Pre.ss report quoted h\ my friend that the conduct of this gathering had 
been strieily peaceful. 

Tlie report further says: 

“Jle was removed to flu* Ho.s!pital at once. A good many of the processionists, 
who hail entered Kucha K.tliman. .started throwing brickbats on the police The 
p<ilu*e then dispersed the crowd 111 the lam* and w’hon they w'ere coming V»ack, a 
good m,iny bn< kbats were thoAvn at them from the b.ileony of a room above a 
mosque Some policernon gr>t on the b.dconv through the common main entrenr? of 
the inifsque and dispersed ihe.s© men. In tho meantime, the S. S. P. also reached 
the .s/iot 'rile nfl»' of one of the polue amied guard, which w'as in C'handni Chow’k, 
went oft accidentally in the air ” 

T mi'niiou that, hocauso there has been a widely prevalent- rumour that 
firint; liad lioen openeil hy the police and serious casualties had occurred, 
which is di.sp(TSC(l hv the report of the S. S. P. No casualty resulted from 
this accidental discharge, 

“fXoto "I'V S S P ‘‘T iliecl ed all ammunition on my arrival and found that 
onlv one round had hoen fired The Ile.ad ron‘*table copcerned said it W’a.s an acci¬ 
dent while loading”) The police letumed to the Kotwah at about 7 p.m. 

Tt is leliahly leaint that the man w’ho stabbed the constable had come with the 
intention of st.ibbing Sub-Tn.^pector Abdul Waliid ' 

Foc'd const.ibli* Bhagw’at Singh, No. 448. posted at New Delhi )xyhco .ctation, who 
was going towards llanz Ka/i in a tram car in uniform wa.s as.saulted by some Muslims. 
He received some slight injuries 

One Mr. O. A Heron with his wife wa.s coming from Khan Baoli on his motor 
cycle. When he reached the cornei of Fateh Puri he was struck by one of a crowd. 
On receipt of this information the police was sent there to di.sperse them, iiut the 
crowd had disappeared 

Later informatnm w.is r(M»‘i\“d that '^ome tram cars were stopped by some men 
in fiont of K-itra Nil and Ballimaran.” . . . 

“Tile jmlice were twice sent tliere and dispersed the crowd. Besides the aliove 
con.stnbles .some ether constables al.so received injuries. The condition of one of the 
rnnsfahles whir was .‘.tahhed wdth a knife i*. somew'haf serious. A ca e under section 
307 Indian Penal (\»de has been registered against the assailant.” 

T do not propo^^c, though T have the reports in my hand, to read an 
account of what occurred yesterday, that is, Sunday, the 18th. Assaults 
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did coiitimie tG take place, and the atmosphere is still tense, but I trust 
that it will shortly subside. I may at this stage make this observation, 
that while a mood of great tension and excitement is unfortunately still 
p]*cvalent in some parts of the city, 1 trust that if the debate on this 
motion is proceeded with, any Honourable Member who takes part in it 
will be very careful not to say or do an\tiling which might add to the 
tension and possibly lend to very unhappy results. 

Now, Sir, I propost‘ to deal inoiv fully with the incident relating to the 
mostjue, because 1 realise that both tlie Honourable Mcunber himself and 
all the gentlenu'n on his side of the House, as indeed 1 may sa\, every 
Member of the House, will bt' greatly concerned with any question in 
which a suggestion is made that a plaee of worship, of whatever ereed or 
whatever religion, has been wantonly des(‘crated But ] propose first to 
make some comments merelv on the polici* .uMicn whieli has betui referred 
to in the first part of the notice of motion. Tlie reports which 1 have laid 
before the House have been ver\ enrefulK scrutinised bv the higher official'; 
and responsible offict'rs of the Delhi Administration, and T am fiillv eon* 
tident that they can be ac*cepted as I'eliable and trnstw'ortln accounts of 
the eviuits to which tliex refer. I think that no candid judge wdl be 
prepared to deny tliat in eircum‘*tances of great danger and diftieiiltv the 
police officers coneerntal and tlie otlu*r nu-mbers of the Delh* Adminis¬ 
tration acted with tlie gnaitest restraint and discipliru*. Now. Sir, T eorno 
more partuailarlv to the ineident r< lating to mosque 1 hn^e Ivre a 
report bv the Senior Suiierintc'ndcnt of Poliei* liiiu'^idf who eaine on the

That, ] think, is a perfectly reliable account cf whnl nctualU took place, 
and if it is a question of the general policy of the (lovernmonf of India, as 
indeed of all (lovemmcnts in India, in this matter—though I can hardly 
suppose that that could really be in question—I cannot do bettor than

quote from a statement recentJy made by the late Viceroy of India, Lord 
Irwin. What he said was this: 

“Since the advent of British rule it has been a iixed tradition of the Goveruincnt 
of India to r©co;^r.isc and re.s;)e(t the Stfinctity of plares f>f worship This policy ha*? 
been faiUifolly and rontinuouslv pursued; and I need scarcely dwell on the numerous 
acts of Govmnrnent which testify to it; for they are well-known to you. Suffice 
it to say that the kind of acts ! have in mind are the inclusion of special provision 
for tlieir jn'otoftior. in tlie penal law, th,^ continuance under British rule, in favour 
of many shrines, of japii". Rf.-intw and iminfi'* orij^inally jrranled hy rulers of the 
faith with which they are coriiiected and the elaborate .arrangerneiiis which are made 
for the comfort and rorivenieTico of pilgrims to tho places they hold in veneration. 

This attitude has not been dictated hy rca.soii of self-interest, hut springs from 
genuine convntion It is a cardinal item of policy; and the spirit which underlies 
it IS e\prc.s.**od .'n the proclamation of Queen Vict-ona relating to the fieedorn of reli¬ 
gious helief.s, a passage from which I may quote to you ■ 

•Kirinly relying miiM-Kes f,n the truth of Christianity, and acknowledging with 
gratitude the solaicof Bcligion. w»- dist hum alike the High., and the de.sire to impose 
(hir Convict icjns on any ol (lui Subjects. We declare it to be Our Royal Will and 
IMea.sun' that none l>e in any \vi‘-e tavoiiicd, none mole-ited or di.squieted by reas<m 
of their Heligious Faith or Obaelvan{e^; but that all sliall alike enjoy the ecjual and 
impartial |iiotecti(»n of the Law '. . 

Iy<*! me as''inv vou tlia» 1 and my (loveinmeiit stand .steadfast in thi»f>« jonvictions 
We regaid as mailci.s of the fii.st iin|K)itaiice tlie piotection of all lommunities in the 
frtM* excrciN' of their religious beliefs and the preservation from disrespect of the 
sacred phne.s which <h«‘y hold in reverence My Government will, in future, as 
'll the [last, be scrupulous in condemning and preventing any action which may give 
genuine oflerice to religiou.s s<»iitimei.ts or interfere with the use. toi purposes of 
worship of sai led buildings, by whatever (oinmumty they may ho venerated. 

Nevertlielo.ss, 1 must necesvaiily attaih to thus assurance a qualification which 
you yourself recognise us ju.st Indeed it is the essence of the matter that a 
sacred lunlding should be devoted and preserved for tho purpose of worship. All 
men comlenin as un^eenilv the misuse ot a lunlding .‘^ct apart for tht serviie of God 
foi the puipo.so of giving provocation or committing excesses. While Government always 
desire.- to roNpevt the sanctitv of pluce.s oi worship, it must be a point of principle 
that tho fiiibiK should not bv any a«‘tioi) deliact from, or sully, their siuied 
character 

Sir, fiviiii llio fact^ I haw rocitod—and I will conclude my re- 
Timrks in t\\<» nuiiuL's—it is clojir th.-il, in so far as the police entered the 
d<ior\\a\ of this inosqnr, it is n coiiiint'n doorway, and that tliey were 
greeteil with a sjiowrr of brickbat.s. Tt is quite clear that no disrespect to 
the nio'sque a*^ ever intnidi'd A largo number of the police party were 
themselves Miiss.ilinans. Two of the officers iniinediately in charge of 
the part\ were themselves ^russnlmaiis, and T think that that will be 
fiecepted as a reasonalile assurance that no deliberate disrespect w’as in¬ 
tended to the mosque, and that In f.aet, no act of desecration took place. 

Mr. K. Ahmed (Bajshahi lllvisfon • Muhammadan Rural): What abouf 
the smashing of tiu* lantern rniMitioned h\ the Mover? 

The Honourable Sir James Orerar: T have no information about the 
smashing of a lantern T am perfectl\ confident that the official reports 
on the suhjoef which T ha\o road out to the House give a trustworthy 
account of the matter Taking, then, the series of incidents to which 
my Honourable friend has referred on the dav previous to this occurrence, 
and taking this incident itself, T think that the House will be prepared to 
recognise that the Administration of Delhi and their officers were con¬ 
fronted x»’ith a danger of very groat difficulty indeed, in which one tactless 
act, and what is more important, the slightest failure to discharge their 
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duty, might have resulted in a very great catastrophe. My own view is 
that tlie action which the police and the Magistrates had to take through¬ 
out th('sc unfortunate occurrences—^now, I hope, rapidly drawing to a close— 
was carried out in a spirit of great devotion to duty, and of the strictest 
discipline and restraint, and with a desire, in carr\ing out their duty, 
to inflict as little injiuw as possible. Tliat. T submit, is the verdict which 
the House ought to pass on this motion. (Applause.) 

Maulvi Sayyid Murtuza Saheb Bahadur (South Madras: Muham¬ 
madan). Mr President, you are alive to the fact that I generally end my 
speech with a Pi‘rsian cou]dct, but todav T will begin luv speech with 
Persian cou])leta, so that thov may give* cogent advice to the Government. 
The first runs thus; 

az ohr iriuztooman Ifi hmujumc dun Lardcn 
/jnhat nz dart' huif hnhrp /'•O7A/// mi ni/td'' 

This IS the advice given l)^ a l*ersian philosopher to the then Government. 
It means. “Be afraid of the mteiisc and heartfelt iecdmg of tlie op[)resscd, 
when the\ give expres'-ion to that feeling and want to launch a complaint 
before the Supreme Court The angle of acceptance comes in advance to 
take it to the Dnine J.)urbar“. This is an occasion wlitn thi‘ House cannot 
expect me to give expression to my feeling with restraint, and J lio])e you 
will pardon me. 1 am one that attaches great importance to religious 
affairs and there is our Christian Iriend the Home Mcinhta* who tries to 
assure us that they who represent the Christian GoM'rnmerit also attach 
importance to that fact The Home Mtunber said on th(' 1st Pehruary 
1932 that the powers given to the agents under the Ordinances are bcang 
administered and (‘xereised w’lth strict discipline and utmost moderation 
and restraint I wull refer the House to his exact w'ords. He said : 

“It i> the View of tlio C Jon mi meal of Tmlia. .'i now fiillv shared t'v iho Local 
Govornmonts that the.^^e oxtraordinary powers (he refers to the jiowers under the 
Ordinances) inu'^t be ad mini.stored (not will be) w’lth strirl disfipline, sis 1 mimI and 
with the utmo^t restraint and moderation and it i.s in that Hpirit that they will con¬ 
tinue to ne admini.stcrod so long aa lh«*y may unhappily be found be neces.saiv 

Sir, the Mover of the Resolution began his speech with wliat transpired 
on the 11th. So I need not enter into any details regarding it. The 
meeting on the second da\ was with the object of protesting against the 
high-handedness of the police wdio, without warning the people to disperse, 
began to belabour them, so much so that they were about to belabour even 
Mufti Kifayatulla Sahib, the President of Jamiyatul-TTlema-c-Hind, Delhi, 
who is held in great esteem by the wdiole Musbm public. But for his 
son, who offered him shelter by falling upon him, he would not have es¬ 
caped a lathi charge. He is a lean and aged gentleman who is not keep¬ 
ing good health The Home Member also inighi have seen him; but un¬ 
fortunately he docs not attend Government parties. Such a gentleman 
was about to be belaboured, and one Maulvi Abdul Halim Sahib Siddiqi, 
who was about to piroposc the Mufti Sahib to the Chair, and who was 
sitting by his side on a bench, which is described as a municipal bench, 
was aotuallv belaboured. I have seen \vith my own eyes the wounds he 
has received in his left hand. Sir, the Jamiyat-ulema and Majlis Ahrar 
are organisations that are politico-religious and they have nothing to do 
with the Congress civil disobedience movement. T^at they wanted on 
this occasion was to request the Government to withdraw the Ordinances 
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and to permit a committee to go to the North-West Frontier Province to 
make an independent inquiry, so that the eormtmniqu^ issued from time 
to time by the Chief Comniis.sioner who is aV)out to be made Governor of 
the Frontier Province and t)ie several statements made by the reliable 
gentlonifin belonging to that province may be gone into fhjeply and a 
sifting, honest and independent inquiry may be madci by them which will 
strengthen <he hanHs of the Government alsr:) to a greai. ext^nit if the 
allegations against them are untrue The Government have not been good 
enough to grant this mild request. Even the Moslem Confen-nee at the 
meeting of the Working Committee held recently has passed a Pf solution 
requesting Iho Govemmi'nt to constitute an independent committee to 
pr(*sent to the X W. F. to go into the question affecting the Province. 
Thesf‘ are tiie requ(‘sts that, the above organisations also are making. 
They have not taken to the civil disohedienee movement. P>nt they may 
he driven to tlie n(‘ees'-ity of so doing hc'reafter. 

Sir. ah rtigartls the moscjuc,* rtderred to both by the Mover and the 
IJ omi‘ Member, 1 am in possession ot a photograph of ihc mosque, which 
will dispel ::il doubts ol even the Ciovernrnent. It. shows the gateway 
whieli was l)r<*lsen into liv th^^ police on the 12th. It is .v double storeyed 
mo.s<pie. Our friend the Honourable Member has eonfounded the balcony, 
wliieii lias been set ajiart. for tin* Congregation leader (Imam) and the 
mosque. The balcony referred to by him is a small room, but there is a 
baleonv whieli is .a place of worship above the low’er building. It is a 
flouble-storev ed buihlmg Our friend miglit have taken the trouble of 
visitint; tin* place wdiieh is not far off from luu'o Ev(‘n now* it is not too 
late for these gentlemen or the Members of the European Group or other 
non-offieial ]\1 embers to visit the place and satisfy themselves as to 
whether sacrilege has been committed by the police or not. The (‘xplana- 
tiou of th(^ Oovernnient has been propounded with great sagacity and tact¬ 
fulness in order to throw dust into our eyes. This morning I visited the 
nios(pi(* to m;ik(* a sifting inquire and to see those wdio were actually 
belaboured b^ the police When a student w'as reciting the Koran there, 
he was belaboured to ^ueh an extent that he fell unconscious over the 
holy Koran itself and it fell dow'n It is astonishing that a civilised Gov¬ 
ernment can toh*nito all this But can \v(‘ put up wdth such thing^^. Sir, 
any longer? If there was aetiialiy anyone w’ho stabbed a constable, it is 
said the police have arrested him, and if he happens to be the real 
culprit, h't him be brought to book and dealt with according to law. But 
how an' the police justified in t'ntcring a mosque w’ith shoes on, T cannot 
iinagint', or how' this kind of high-handedness can come to pass here. If 
my TTonourabIr fricn<l wall take the trouble of visiting the mosque even 
now. he will set' that there is a balcony set apart for the Pesh Imam, 
W’ho is an aged gentleman of 70 years, a ^laulvi, a professor of the Arabic 
(k'lllege here, and I'ven the balcony occupied by the old Maulvi Sahib has 
received a lathi blow—fortunately for him he was not charged wdth a 
lathi, but one e.in see the number of glass panes broken. Now if my 
Honourable friend, the Home Member—w’ho is to retire soon—^w’ill take 
the trouble of seeing the balcony, ho will see the lanterns broken, the 
doors damaged, etc., etc. 

Mr. Gaya Prasad Singb (Muzaffarpur cum Champaran: Non-Muham¬ 
madan) : Give it to the Statesman to publish it. 

Mr. PTBSidsnt: Order, order. The Honourable Member know’s that on 
an adjournment motion there is a time-limit of 15 minutes. 
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Maulvi Sayyiu Murtuza Saheb Bahadur: Had 1 known that, 8ir, 1 would 
have finished niy speech long ago. 

Mr. President: The Honourable Member has fom* minutes more. 

Maulvi Sayyid Murtuza Saheb Bahadur: The Statesman, Sir, was the 
forerunner of the statement which is made b\ the police ollieers and 
endorsed b;\ the Honourable the Home Membc'r. M\ Honourabli friend 
Mr. Artliiir Moore will excuse me for saying so. The Statesman, dated the 
13th March, sa\s 

“Tlie crowds A\hi> were stonmtj the police—ainl in.t who weie jiilc'^cd In ujc.r hei'ti 
stoning the jiolice’—from a mosqu© were soon di‘'])erse(], and several arrest.*- were 
made ”

He may also take tlie trouble to gn with me and ^alisK Inmsell av, to whe¬ 
ther there is nn\ plixsical possibilitv lor an\ man to ilirt)W stones from 
within the mosque Tlu're are huge buddings m front ol the mosijue 
The mosque itself is located in a narrow irme on Kucha Tlahnuiii. Thu 
word “kucha”. m\ IVrsiaii-knowmg friend. tlu‘ Honourahlo thr Home 
Mcniher, need not mistake for a big street: it is a narrow lane Then, 
Sir, had there been an\ storu‘-t]irow mg. as rtqxirtt'd by tlu* prdiee oflicor, 
tho.se that W’ere arrested must have been—not onl\ might have been, or 
should have lioen,—hut must ha\e been dealt w’ltli according lo the law. 
but they w'ere let off after a few' minutes b\ the sunu* olVieer If the 
allegation be true, where w’ns thi* necessity for letling off five or six per 
sons who W'ere arrested from within the inosquf*'^ 'J’liiw were aetualK 
let off. So, Sir, the ease winch nn Honoiirablt‘ frh'ud, the Homt* Mem¬ 
ber, has tried to make out cannot stand for a moment. It ha^ fallen 
through and it cannot but fall through So I would request even the Gov- 
ernrneut Members to s.Mupatliise with these grievances which. Sir. liavc 
much to do with various unfortunate matters to(hi>. TcmImv tlu‘\ dese¬ 
crate a mosque, tomorrow' they desecrate a temple, a third da\ they dese¬ 
crate a Gurdw'ara, and so on! What is the use, Sir, of naiding (uit the 
Queen’s Proclamation; we have read that over and o^er again.- Do the 
Government act up to the terms laid down therein? Tliat is th(* ques¬ 
tion. (Loud Applause ) So, Sir, T shall conclude my spoc'ch also with 
the follow'ing pregnant words :i 

'‘/iitara az ahe niyzfooman he linmjnmf tlua lanffn 
Ijubal az dare hutj bahrp i'^tujhal nn nyed'\ 

“For the staljilily of any Oovfrnnieiit it is quite aeces.sary tlial it should sc* that 
no community which has u religious hend of mird is injuriously affected and its 
religious feeling wounded”. 

With those wnrds of w^aming and advice I resume my scat. 

Mr. Gaya Prasad Singh: Sir, T should like tf> offer a fiwv observations 
on this motion; and m\ only pistification f^r doing so is tliat I was an 
eye-witness to some of the incidents related here by some of the previous 
speakers. Sir, I went to the city yesterday and the day before in the 
evening. But before coming to the incidents of which T have been a 
personal eye-witness, I should like to refer for a moment to the speech of 
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my ITonoiiraJ)lt? friend, tiie Home Member, ll was very refreshing to find 
my Honourable friend giving an asKuranee to this House that he has put 
himself in the closest touch with the incidents wliich happened in the city 
during th(' last three or tr>ur da>s. I w’ould like to know from him whe¬ 
ther lu* ever took the trouble of visiting the scene of the occurrence, and of 
witnessing the mosque in question. Evidently, Sir, he has not seen the 
mosque, and lie relies ufion the information which has been supplied to 
him by his subordinate otlicers who in fact are the accused in this case, 
and \Nho cannot expect that their version must he accepted as nccc^sanly 
true l)\ this PTousc or b_\ the eountrv outside (Hear, hear.) Sir, during 
the course' of his speech my Honourable friend was interrupted, and asked 
whether In- saw the lantern broken in th(‘ mosque; and mv Honourable 
friend not having seen the place of oceurreneo could not replv. Sir, I 
saw the mosque, and the lantern that was broken T should now like to 
refer to that pari of the speech of m\ Tfonourable fri(*nd in whkdi he has 
stated that anti-Oovernment slogans were' shouted by the people W'ho had 
assf'tnbled in the Queen’s Ciarden for the fuirposf' of holding a meeting 
Mv Honourable friend the Mover of this motion has quoted extensively 
from tlu* Siatf'fiwnu. and so far as I can remember, the Statesman does 
not refi'r t<» an\ anti-tlovc'rnment slogans having been uttered at the 
meeting I'lM iyhody knows. Sir, the attitude of the Statrs7nan with regard 
to incidents like these, and the soft comer it has for the Government: but 
I have failed to iioiice any sort of reference made to anti-Government cries 
at the meeting. 

Mr. 0. C. Biswas (Calcutta; Non-Muhammadan Urban): That might 
have liet'ii due to “softness” for Muhammadans! 

Mr. Gaya Prasad Singh: I haw m my hand, Sir, another paper, the 
Hihdiisfan Thuea, from which 1 make this one quotation* 

‘E\a<lly ill 4 I'M all tlu* odioors headeil hy Mr drOalo made their way lO the 
plan* wlitM'f the rjie'Min^r wa.s being held Sub-Tnspertor Abdul Wahid conimuni- 
ruted to the people a.'.soinijled that if in the iiie4?ting anything was said against the 
Onlifiarnas, the meeting; would be declared unlawful The con\eners had hardly 
tune reply when some among the .ludience replied that they w'ould .speak against 
trie Ordmanees 'this w'as the signal for a severe lathi charge on the audience.” 

It. was not the light lathi charge as stated by my Honourable friend, 
the Home Member Sir, 1 proceed further: 

“The armed jiolicemen w’ho were standing by ru'-hed to the scene of *^hp meeting 
and began showeiing lathi on the crow’d. People ran in a panic, but the Police chased 
them on all side.s for many furlongs. Mary people received injuries.” 

This narration of facts also does not refer to any anti-Govcrnnient cries 
that are said to have been raised h\ the people. Mnfti Kifavatullah Sahib 
who. I understand, is the. President of the All-India Jamiat-i-Ulema, was 
arresti'd, and he was marched off to the lock-up This gentleman occu¬ 
pies a ver\ higli and honourable place in the ]\luslim world. I have no 
doubt that when iri) Honourable friend Maulvi Shafee Daood-Nagri gets 
up tf> speak oti this motion, lie will pay a liigh compliment to the position 
which the jMufti Sahib occupies as the President of the Jamiat-i-Ulema” 
because T remember some years ago .... 

Maulvi Muhammad Shafee Daoodi (Tirhut Division: Muhammadan): 
It i» dragging an irrelevant matter into this question. 

Mr. Gaya Prasad Singh: Can I not refer to you? 
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Kr. President (The Honourable Sir Ibrahim Ituhimtoola): Order, order. 
The Honourable Member should address the Chair. 


Mr. Oaya Prasad Singh: Sir, mv llonourubJe friend Maulvi Shafee 
Daood-Xagri—he comes from a \il)age called Daood-Nagar in my own dis- 
Iriet of .Jluzaffnrpur m Bihar—used to .swear by the name of the Jamiat- 
7-I^lema, and the name of Jliifti KifayutulJaJi. 'J’hut is why I said .... 

Maulvi Muhammad Shafee Daoodi: I object to ihis .sort, of siieoch ol mv 
Honourable friend. 

Mr. Gaya Prasad Singh: I thoivforc tbon-lit. Sir, thnt mv Ifonoumble 
friond had still .sornt' rcspc'ct and regard lor this ^onlIonian

Honourable* Monibor brin;’]Tig up the iianio of .Maulvi Shalfc J)!i()ofli so 
ofton in liis sjieoch'.^ If lu* holds any views In* will "ivo i*xpTV‘^sion to 
tlicni. 

Mr. Gaya Prasad Singh; Howevor, J will pioo(*(‘d with tlu* ^uhjoct- 
inuttcr of this motion. 

Yosterdav in tlic* ovoiiiug I worn to the oil\. and i had a kei*u tieture 
i«i so(‘ i1k* niosqiu*. 1 weiil up tin* front of tlio mobquL*, but 1 was hesi¬ 
tating to go inside it Aiiiuiig.''t the crowd that were collocttid there, three 
or Jour resjieclablc .Muliaminadans asked me whether 1 wanted to see the 
mosque. J rejilied that J w'oiild like tc» if tbc;> had no ohjeetiuii. 1 told them 
at the outset that I was a Hindu, and 1 did not know wdiether I should he 
allowed to go inside the mosque. On being taken into tlu* mosque, I took 
off my shoes as e\ery hod) i Ise who (‘nt<*rs into a mosque has to d^^ 1 saw 

the rerun.lilts ol nroken eartheni pitchers littered all over the place, and it 
was ri'preseiiti d to me tliat they were the \essels from wliich our YJiissalman 
friends do Wa^u or the ablutions before pi'rforming their Some 

glass panes were also broken. 1 was led upstairs into a room. Tlu rf 1 saw 
J- big lantern winch was hanging dowm. It w'as al.so broken and smashed. 
It w’a.s stated to me that a boy who was reading the holy Koran was 
assaulted and beaten as well as a few others, I also saw tlie lathi marks 
on the adjoining wall. It w'as represented to me that the eoiistables who en¬ 
tered into the mosque with shoes on bad hattoi'od down Hu* gate at the en¬ 
trance of the mosque, and when they went upstairs another panel of doors 
was also broken dowm which 1 saw wdtli my own eyes. It was stated to me 
that the jiosse of eunsUihle‘> who entered were led by Suh-lnspeelor Ahdu] 
Wahid. Sir, this w’as what I actually saw w'ith my (wes Then 1 went 
into the neighbouring ffali which is called Kucha Baliman, and there I was 
told that a shopkeeper who deals in laces and other things, out of the 
fear of the police ran aw'ay, and the police carried away the bundle of the 
laces wdth them. The fact that T am not drawing upon my imagination 
will appear from a short statement which has appeared in the vernacular 
paper called The Knumi Gazette, dated the 14th March, 1932, in which it 
is stated that the shopkeeper fled out of the fear of the police and the 
police carried away his gathri (bundle). The police pursued the people 
from the Clock Tower right up to Ballimaran and administered lathi 
blows on them. I saw, Rir, many people running away in panic in 
Kucha Bahman, and I was also tasked to run away with them. (Laughter.)

But I chosu tlio opposite course. 1 said to myself: *‘Let me take a 
little bit of risk and see how things go on”. I w'cnt on to the main 
thoroughfare; and on the other side of the road near about the red building 
of the Town Hall, 1 saw a large posse of constables running after people 
and chasing them at random and beating some of them. I quietly w^ent up 
to them, but 1 did not talk to any one. 1 am very thankful to tlie Police 
that, although 1 went so near them, I escaped unhurt. Sir, these lathi 
charges of the police coiihtitute a very disquieting feature in the situation 
at the pres(‘nt time. This policy has been adopted by an order, T am 
afraid, which has emanated from the (iovernrrient of India and \\bir*h has 
been communicated to all the Local (joveniments for guidance. Sir, Gov¬ 
ernment apparently think that the nationali‘'t activities of the people would 
be subdued and (s)\\e<l down by the threat of these lathi charges and the 
policy C)f terrorism. Sir, I liava* nothing to say about the J*olice, which is 
a inerc(*nary force I am .‘sure it will he as ready to tuni against, the Gov¬ 
ernment at one time a.s it is n*a<l\ to siijiport them now. But, T am afraid 
(lovia-mmiit will be mistaken li they think that these lathi charges are 
going to subdue tlie people Tlie Congress manoeuvred the whole position, 
and it has succeeded ui its attempt The Congress wanted to put the (gov¬ 
ernment in the wrong. The Congress thought that the flagging zeal of the 
people would he aroused most effectively if the Government adopted a re- 
pre.ssive poli(*y against them, and the calculation of the C'ongress has come 
tnie 1 beseech tlie Govt‘rnm(‘iit in their own interests and in the interest 
of the eountrv, to refiain fmm indulging m a poliev which may have disas¬ 
trous consequences. To-day, Sir, it is the Hindus wdio are subjected to 
tin sc Inthi cbiirgcs. .md tlie Gewernment reli(‘S upon the Mussalmans and 
members of other communities to support them. Tomorrow it will be ‘*^h© 
turn of the Mus^alinaiis, and the Govt*rnment will rely upon other coni- 
iiiunities. Sir, it 1ms Ix'cn said by a well-lmown statesman, “You can fool 
some people all the tiijie, and all peopfle for some of the time, but you 
canriut fool all the people all the time” (Cheers.) 


Maulvi Muhammad Shafee Daoodi: Sir, in the short space of time, we 
g ha\e to discuss this motK»n for adjournment. 1 want the Honour- 

' ' able Mtunliers of this Hons*' to concentrate their attention on the 
most imj'Hirt.inl (jiiestit)ii out of all that has been described here. I 
submit tli<*re are lots of incidents which happened during the tw’o days 
of wliich we liave heard the description, but the one which took place on 
Saturdu\ w'lien the nio'^que was desecrated was the most iiiqiortnnt of all 
qiu'.siions. It conec'rns every Honourable Member of this Hmse, to 
whatever community or religion he might belong. T would therefore 
confine my remarks to tliis qui stion. I would have finished after saying 
that, but for the provocation which my Honourable friend, Mr. Gaya Prasad 
Singh, gave me whieli, however, 1 would not take it in that light. 

There is no denial of the fuct that the mosque was desecrated. 


The Honourable Sir James Crerar: I take strong exception to the state¬ 
ment that the mosque w^ns desecrated. 

Maulvi Muhammad Shafee Daoodi: The Honourable the Home Member 
has so far admitted that some of the policemen entered the mosque with 
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[Miuilvi Muhammad S'liafee Daoodi.] 
their shoes on. He has admitted that Ho has further admitted that 
a few men wore an'osted in the mos(jiie. So far it is admitted. We have 
got infoniiatiori that those few men who were arresti‘d were released soon 
after arrest The further information that wo have got—and 1 do not 
doubt it at the present moment,—the fiirtlaa* informat’on is that the 
door of the mosque was shut from insidt* and the police broke open the 
door. There art* signs of the dorn* ha\ing been broken open. It is not a 
myth which 1 am saving, it is a fact, lh(‘ broken (Uxirs are there The 
polie(' entered the mosque, there is no doubt about that. Now, of c.ourse, 
the fact whether the\ belaboured the men who were inside the mosciue 
or not. that is not admitted by the Honourable tbt* Ht>me Member. Also, 
there was a student wIk) was reading lh(‘ K(»ran, wbelber he was disturbed 
at the time of r(*ading the Koran or not. that is of course not admitted 
by tlu‘ Honourable the Home Member Jhit thi‘ vi‘r\ fact that the police 
entered the mosque in the way they did is a desecration, and I would ask 
the Honourable the Home Member to consider wbelber the p«)lie(; had 
am justification for that act Now, as the Honourablf the Home Mem¬ 
ber lias sai»l that tht* erowd was being dispt*rsed and some of the men 
in llie crowd fled towards that lane and s<iTn(^ of th(‘m entered the moscpie 
(iotl knows what had hap}>ened. but it appears that the jioliee thought

The Honourable Sir Janies Crerar: Hecanse stoias and brickbats were

Maulvi Muhammad Shafee Daoodi: Tin- Horaairalde Member has 

already said that 1 must s-a^ ;,s regards the throwing of bru-kbfits that 
it is ph\sica]l\ impos-,ible lu throw an\ hnekhat from the iimsiiiie nu to 
th(‘ jieople or the pr»]ice wlio might he parsing thp»ugh that lane.

Maulvi Muhammad Shafee Daoodi: It is to the interest of the polic*^' 
to show* that hrickhats wc-re being thrown from the mostpie 

Mr. 0. 0. Biswas: Supposing that brickbats wt-re thrown from the 
mosque, would you not still justify ih«* action of the police-? 

Maulvi Muhammad Shafee Daoodi: I am dealing with facts. 1 say 
that hriekbid-. efiuld not have been thrown from the rnfisqiie Tt is im¬ 
possible to believe +hat for one moment. Theref«»re it is a fact that 
requires an enquiry and investigation and T slionld think tliat rbwenirnent 
would he w'cll advised to enter into tliese questions and institute 
an enquiry by independent men. T w^onld suggest you sliould take some 
of the Honourable Members of this Asscmblv and entrust them w'ith the 
duty of seeing the moscjiie and enquiruig into lliese facts. Unless the 
Government do that T submit the feeling amongst the Muslims w’ould 
grow every day to a ver\' dangerous extent. I am not in the habit of

Mr. B. Das (Or-^sa Di\iRion* Non-Mnliaminadan) • What is wTong in 
that ? 

Mr. Gaya Prasad Singh* Yt»n were in the Congress once 
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Maulvi Muhammad Shafee Daoodi: 1 say that this is what he has 
done, and I do not share his views on tliat question. On the contrary 
I oppose him on that point. Mufti Kifayatullah may have found for that 
reason a strong advocate in my Honourable friend, Mr. Gaya Prasad 
Singh, who is a great Mahasabhaite in India. If the Mufti Sahib has 
got any support, I do not grudge him that. But I am not going to 
say anything as to whether the Mufti Sahib was justified in taking the 
action lie did oi‘ wliether tlio police made excesses at the time of dispersing 
the assembly, because 1 have not made any inquiries on those points 
1 have confined myself only to the question of the mosque on which 1 
feel very strongly, and confined myself to that alone. 

Mr. Muhammad Yamin Khan (Agra Division: Muhammadan llinal): 
Sir, I have always held very strong views about keeping law and order, 
and I have never supported nor will ever support any one who breaks 
the law, whatever may be his position in society and \vhether he be a 
religious head or a politic*al head or without any head at all.

Mr. Muhammad Yamin Khan: I do not, see eye to eye with 

.Mr Masu ()ik 1 Ahmad wlieii lie ha\^ that the pn>eessjon which nas going 
to bold a meeting in Queen’s tlard**!! va^ peje-etul as be describes it, 
or that it retained its peacefulness till the last Piut the point which I 
have in mind—and it was ignored by IVIr. .Maywood Ahmad and aKo by 
the Honourable tlu; Tlome Member—is wliether it should or should not be 
allowed to the police force to enter any place of worship in the manner 
they did in this case. Whatever might have been the report of the 
Senior Superintendent of Police or of the City Magistrate, the photographs 
which we have seen just now belie those rofiorts; and T find from the 
photographs that the earthen pots which arf' us(*d in the rnosque for 
ablution puiqxjses are littered all over the floor in a broken condition. No 
explanation has been given as to how they w'cre broken. If the police 
entry into ilie iMOSf|ue was peaceful, as alleged bv the Senior Superin¬ 
tendent and the City !\ragistrate, I foil to see how these things could have 
been broken and .sc-attered all over the floor. How was it possible for the 
lanterns to have been broken and damaged as I saw in a photograph just 
now? 
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Mr. 0. 0. Biswas: Might have been done by the men in the mosque? 

Mir, Muhanun a d YStinin Khan: The men in the mosque would Be the 
last p(*rsons to do any damage to the property of the mosque. No true 
]\lussalman would ever do it even for exhibiting a photograph and accusing 
otht^r people. I do not believe that a Hindu or somebody else would have 
thrown these things or that Mussalmans brought these things from outside. 
Hen‘ in this photograph we find that the lanterns are hanging with broken 
glasses and the (‘artheri pots used for washing purposes are broken and 
scattered all over the floor. That shows that the police entry was not as 
peaceful as has been alleged in the police report. They have minimised 
the guilt of llieii* subordinate officers, and I cannot attach any value to 
such a. report. How'over, Sir, I think it will add to the prestige of Govem- 
jrieul to come forward and make a full inquiry in a matter like this. It is 
a very serious affair, and whoever commits such an act of desecration,— 
whether he he a Govt'rniuent servant and how'over highly placed he might 
be—(h'serves U) he dealt witli properly T think the prestige of Govern¬ 
ment will rise if tliey do not allow* any wrong done by their officers to escape 
their attention T am a strict disciplinarian and w'ould never permit a 
serious act like this to he minimised In the eyes of all peaceful citizens 
who have respect for law* and order those officials w*ho break the law^ are 
equally to he cfnidiunnerl as those w'ho violate it. From the evidence 
which wo have got, it is tdoar that the entry into the mosque was not as 
peaci'ful as the\ want to make' out. and the only proper remedy is that 
Gf)vernnient should rise to the occtision and make an independent inquiry 
instead of trustinu the suporinr officers of those people who w^ero really 
coneenu'd in tlie affair Thev should have a committee of unbiassed 
pe(»p]e w)i»> will ])haec» before Government the facts in their true light. 
And if li is tonnd tliat theH(* people have d(mc something wdiich brings 
the GoNcrnmcnl into rulienlr, these* persons slionld he dealt with properly; 
and this will raise ihe Go\ernment in the eyes of all law*-abiding citizens. 
I’liis twense tli.it tht‘ men did not know that it was a mosque is absurd. 
Tie coiiid have sciai from the gate tliat it was a mosque. When a man 
enterv; a inosr|ne he innst know that the floor is of a mosque; he knows 
that there i** a raised pnlpit Can niv Honourable friend the Home ^fernber 
sa\ thfit if a. Ghnstian goes to .a eliurch and sees the pnlpit and other 
tilings he does not know that, it is a ehnreh'^ Nothing of the kind. No 
^riislim ean make a mistake dauit this 

Alloth-’r matter is the reason for the ladder being show^n in the photo¬ 
graph heeanse he went n]> to the balcony by moans of it. If a man says 
wln n lie eonu's to tlu* Assemhl\, “T w*ant to go to the Press Galler\ and 
I will do so hv putting up a. ladder from the floor of the House, because 
I understand the entrance to the House is from the lobbies”, can any one 
h(*lieve him*’ It. is an absurd i<h^o. Government will never increase 
their reputation hv tliis kind ef reports: they will only lower themsdlves 
and their (dlicials in the eyes of people w^ho have been supporting them. 
Tf the^ find ihut Government are going on wTong versions, it will bring 
diseredit on tlu’ repoj-ts wln'cli come to them from time to tiihe from 
diffet.*nt vpiarters in India I think Government will be perfectly 

justified, and (he\ will add to tlioir prestige if they do not ignore this 
thing wdiich has happened at a ver^* short distance from here, but to make 
j;n iinpartial and full inquiry into this matter and not to let this feeling 
grow or a suspicion lurk that Government do not care for the religion of

Mr, W. A. Oofigrave (Assam Noniinatt'd Official): Mr. l*resideni, 
altliongh I liave been a. ]\1 ember of this Ilononrablc TToiise off and on for 
seven >enrs 1 have not had the privilep[e >et of addressing the House 
since yon have become Tresident. I tlierefore take this opportunity, 
when speaking ])erliaps in the last session th.'it T will be in this House, 
df thanking you for gixingine an opportunity of speaking in this important 
debate.

sioner of J)clhi and who will shortly become its Chief Commissioner, as we 
are all very glad to note, or whether more attention ought to be paid to 
that new'sfiaper which I sometimes read with my breakfast—the Hindustan 
Tinifs. To hack to my argument, I say, assuming as correct—and I

Mr. Muhammad Yamin B3ian: May I nsk whether Mr. Johnson made 
iriqiiirios himself personally? 

Mr. W. A. Oosgrave: ]Mr. Johnson wroto* the report whieh has been 
ijiintorl liy llie Honourable the Home Member. I sav that after the police 
in thnt narrow lane had two of their men stabbed, if they had stones thrown 
on them. T suggest they were quite justified in t.r\ung to clear the balcony 
from which the shines had been tlirowm I have seen those pictures and 
T wish that m\ friend ^Tavilvi Sav\ifl Murtur.a Sahib had laid his cards or 
rather his jihotographs on tho table a little earlier, because then we eoidd 
have seen how tuanv stair eases or how many steps there are up to tlic 
haleonv or gallerv aeeordiiicr to the photonrraph as T saw it in u ^'erv cursory 
manner craning my neck over th(‘ necks of two other gentlomi'n, there was 
onlv one stair case up to the gallery which is apparently the balcony from 
which th<‘ stones were thrown. 

An Honourable Member: Were any thrown'’ 

Mr. W. A. Oosgrave: I’here again T accept the report of the District 
Magistral*: T tliink it is quite clear. 

Khan Bahadur H. M. Wilayatullah: Ts it stated anvw^hero in the 
report, that entry into the mo.sque wa.s unavoidable and ah.solutely neces¬ 
sary in the circuinstfuices'' The men arrested were released immediately 
by the poli^'O 

Mr. W A. Oosgrave: T think that it is clear from the photograph that 
t was the otilv approach to the balcony. Naturally when the police were 
rtt.aeked they were hound to go the shorte.st and quickest way to get to 
the srallerv fr'>m which they had been stoned, and T think that they were 
iustified in going there. Tt may be that the constables ran ahead of. the 
Siib-Tnsueetor But T think that they had every justification in going up 
tn clear the gallery, and T for one cannot believe that there was any delibe¬ 
rate int(‘ntion to desecrate the snored building. Here I address myself 
particularlv to mv friend, IVfr Vamun Khan who is an old friend of mine,— 
T }»avo knowm him for the last 7 years, and ho is a barrister of experience. 
fHenr, hoar, from the Nationalist Benches )—T am not addressing mvself 
to th(' syinnathisers of the Congress on the opposite Benches . . .

My friend 
Mr. Yaimn Khan put his ease extremely well and moderately but 1 would 
like to j)iit this point. Supposing there was a balcony above the mosque 
and a bomb was tJirown from that balcony or a pistol was fired from that 
balcony,—1 belu'vc' and 1 hope that pistols are never tired from moscpies,— 
would not the police Inive been justified in going into the mosque to arrest 
the culprits*^ All that has ri‘ally emanated after all this thunder is, as 
tar as 1 can see from this report, that the constables in the heat of the 
mouK'nl ran ahi'ad of tlaar superior oflicer,—and mind you, some of them 
\vcn‘ Muhammadans,—and ran mio the mosque. Now. Sir, 1 thoroughly 
share all this res})ect for religious feelings, hut 1 do think that some allots- 
auce must l)e made for c<instaides wlu» were being attacked wdth stones, 
especial!V just after two of them bad been stabbed T\nth knives, and I do 
tliiiik,— 1 kiam Sir. 1 am addressing the whole House, but if I ma\ say 
so J tbmk m\ words ma\ appeal more to the Members in the Centre of 
tliH House than t'> some of the Arembers sitting on the opposite Boiiches.— 
1 do think that this is not a multer for censure of Government as a whole,

Sir Abdur Rahim fCalcntta and Stiburbs- Muhammadan Crhan; 
Mr. President. 1 will sa\ just a few words al>out this matter It was 
difficult for me to UiHow the Iasi speaker WhothiT h^* considers the 
occuiTenee as a serious one or not, T do not know exactly what bis view 
is or the view oi the Government There can he no doubt whativer that 
tliis occurrence has aroused a ver\ great deal of heeling in the community :

Mufti Kifa>atu]lah a ver\ w’l ll known man. and he i.-^ certainlv rcg.arded 
as a religious head of tlie Muhammadan community throughout India 
(Applause) He is held in tht' very highest esteem nnd respirl. and T 
arri sure, whatever explanatioTi Government may give about his arrest, the 
arrest of a man like Mufti KifayatuJlah, will bo resented very bitterly bv 
Muhanimadan*- throughout India The Jamiat-i-IJlema. of which he is 
the President, is a body of thenlogoans who are hold in the highest respect 
by the community and whose advice is implieitly followed in all religious 
matters by the Mussalmans T should like the Honourable the Horne 
Member to consider w’hether the arrest of a man like that is not an event 
w’hieh is bound to eveite ven- serious feelings in the Muhammadan c*om* 
munity?

as a pi'Mceful proeession. Tt w’as duly w’arned by the City Magistrate, be¬ 
fore the police took action 'Pherefore, T do not think that there is any 
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ground for suggesting that the action of the police was illegal or had any* 
thing whatever to do with the Ordinances. Action was taken under thcj 
ordinary law, the Criminal Procedure Code. 1 say, therefore, that, so far 
as that incident is concerned, there is no ground for the contention that 
Ihc action was precipitate or unjustified. 

I will pass very briefly to the question relating to the mosque. With 
regard to that, Honourable Members I think have been impressed by what 
was said by m^ Honourable friend Mr. Cosgrave with the executive ex¬ 
perience that lie possesses. It should bo vor> ctir(‘fully considered by the 
House in dealing with disorders of this kind the police have a specially 
difficult task when they have to enter narrow and confined lanes in order to 
check them with the utmost promptitude lj(‘t me remind the House 
that, because thi* police were not able to do that with suflicient rapidity, 
onl}’ a year ago a ver\ grave tragedy took pla(;o in another city in upper 
India. My point is that, when the police have to enlor those narrow' 
lanes, one of the greatest dangers to wdiieh the> can possilily be cxjxised is 
th.at of missiles, brickbats, etc , thrown from above causing them serious 
injury, and sometimes even causing death—that is one of the greatest 
dangers to which they are exfiosed, and they eannof perforin 11 k* diitv 
or discharge the orders thal are given to them until points of allaek of 
that kind are cleared. And that, I think, was the unfortunate duty which 
fell upon the police in this case. 

The Honourable and learned gentleman asked me whethi r Goveni 
ment considered this a serious matter. Most certainly (JovernnK’nt c’on- 
sidered it a serious matter, f'liey considered it a serious matter that the 
police should have to disperse an unlaw’ful assembly at all. They con¬ 
sidered it a very serious matter that action had to he taken,—spei'cly, 
rapid, and if necessar\, somewhat drastic action,—in order to prevent 
such an extension of disorder as might have involved the city of Delhi in 
a great calamity. I quite agree that the matter was very serious, and 1 
sympathise myself very much indeed w'ith the groat concern which has 
been expressed on this ‘subject b\ Honourable Members in the Centre 
Benches. {An Honourable Member- *‘That is only lip sympathy.") But 
when T have to weigh the actual record of the occurrences, w’hen T have 
to weigh the deliberate report of an officer of the experience and of the 
integrity of the present Senior Superintendent of Police, I am bound to 
give a greater degree of credit to the report of such a responsible officer 
than I can possibly give to a new'spaper report, the authority of which 
IS entirely unknown. Therefore, I nrn bound to hold, although the police 
officers in this case unfortunately had to enter this mosque, in view of 
the fact that ihc greater part of this police party were themselves Mus- 
aalmans and were under the direction of Mussalman officers, T cannot 
believe that anything was done in the way of deliberate and wanton 
damage, still less of desecration. I shall consider the views which have 
been expressed by my Honourable friend Mr. Shafee Daoodi in careful 
consultation with the Chief Commissioner, and T shall consider in con¬ 
sultation with him whether any further action is necessary in this matter. 
But I am bound to adhere to the views which T have already expressed, 
and if I am asked to compare the credit of a responsible report of a 
responsible officer, which has been communicated to me through the 
higher officers of the Administration, with that of a newspaper report, I 
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am bound to accept the former in preference to an irresponsible report in 
the Press. Therefore, 1 ask the House to affirm that, in the unhappy, 
difficult and dangerous situation with which the Delhi authorities had to 
deal in the last two or three days, they have acted well in the discharge 
of their duty, and that being so, I submit that they are entitled to the 
confidence and the support of this House. (Applause.) 

Mr. President: The question which 1 have to put is: 

‘*ThAt the House do now adjourn*'. 

The Assembly divided:

Mr. D. E. Lahlri Chaudhury: f)n a point of information. It w'as the 
custom of the House that votes were counted before declaration in your 
predecessor’s time . 

Mr. President (I'he Honourable Sir Ibrahim Bahimtoola): The Chair 
wishes to follow at present the precedent which was laid down before, 
namol>. that votes are accepted at the table, but the Chair wishes to 
make it clear lhat it reserves to itself the power to reconsider the matter 
in all its aspects before giving its considered ruling. On the present 
occasion • following past practice, it allows the votes to be recorded.

Suppose a man gets Bs. 300; he is a Second Division clerk, his grade being 
up to Bs. 850. Now according to the Tnchcape scheme he would have got 
Bs 150 phis 20 per cent., i.e., Bs. 80. But his maximum pension being 
half of his pay it will go up to Bs 175 But according to the present scheme 
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if he is a iiiun with 25 years’ service, then for the five years loss of career 
he will get 21 months’ pay which is roughly about Es. 750. But the 
ijoirimuttitioii value of this Ils. 25, i.e., Ks. 175—Rs. 150 of pension would 
have been approximately Us. 2,500 or Rs. 3,0*K). Now he jgets only^ 
Hs. 750 on the pres(‘nt scale of compensation. Then also as regards travel¬ 
ling expenses the present rules are very harsh. They get only repatriation 
T. A. ami not orduiarx transfer T A. which is on a higher scale and includeg 
incidental allowfinces. ’I’hosc people came into your service know’ing full 
well that they coiilrl onl\ be discharged for gross negligence of duty or 
«oine siicli m.'ijor fault N^ow for your purposes you have to do aw*:w with 
their services, and in consideration of this the General Purposes Committee 
iiiadi* particular suggeMions for compensation for people getting a lower 
scab' of pay or pf'Ople cad ting Rs. 2C)0 or BOO. But some of our recom- 
itu rulat whicli wm- of u«;i‘ in retrenching these people, w'ere accepted, 
hut in giving tlicm compensation not a word has been said about our re- 
aomna-ndation.

The next point wliere reduction is possible is to reduce the number of 
men in each reciment.

according to the rccoiiimciidatioiis of the Inchcapc Committee. What 1 said 
was that llic Inchcapc Committee suggested that during the war time the 
ijuinhcr should fie 7ti(> in cacli' regiment .ind during ]»cace time the number 
shouhl hr lurthcr rcflurrd bv 20 per cent.

Another quc.stion wliieli requires to be considered is the question of 
irq.nsport.

This 
was their recommendation, and T think it ought to be the duty of the 
Itetrenchment Committee to see that this recommendation is enforced.

of tile Rai]wa\ Retrenchment Siih-Committee who, like all scholars and 
professsors. does not mind lashing himself and inflicting upon himself 
wound.s like Jesuit monks ns long as it helps to clarify the issue—of 
course, I differ from m^ Honourable friend. Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad, as I 
differed from him wliilc he spoke on the Railway Budget, and T do not 
know wdiy he did not take that opportiinita to examine the administration 
of the various railways But in the matter of general ndrenchment my 
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Honourable friend, Sir Abdur Bahitn, has made it clear that they have 
pointed out various items of retrenchment which the Government have not 
yet considered. And they cannot consider them because there are many 
obstacles in their way. 1 know that the Members who sit in the front 
Benches opposite are very loyal to their colleagues and to the officials 
who w'ork under them. But loyalty to onc/g colloiagues and one’s officials 
is one thing, and loyalty to one’s country is another. What does the 
country’s interest require? Does it require the heavy expenditure that is 
at present incurred? As my Honourable friend tlie finance Member said 
in his Budget speech while we were discussing the Indian I’iuance Supple¬ 
mentary and Extending Bill, the Government of India pay Rs. 120 erores 
m pay bills to the Army, and the civil, including the railways and the 
Provincial Governments If I take off Rs. 10 erores, w’hich is the salary 
bill of the railways. il comes to Rs. 104 erores. which is the ]>ay hill of 
the Central Government and the Provincial Governments, out of a re^enue 
of Rs 200 erores.—it mav he a liltle less than Rs. 2fK) (*rores at present. 
Tt is an enormous expenditure, and what is the reason of these heavy 
pay hills? Accident (drcTiu^-tanci.s hnuight th(‘ Knvli'.h tf> rule over

Rs Lotto extra all()vvance per mcnse.m, but this id(*a of paving the Indian 
offic€*rs and the Ridian staff in the Secretariat such high salaries beyond 
the compass of the Tndiau taxpayer. The salarv sliould he based as it is 
based in Japan and in Kngland Do the civil servants in Kngland g<'t 
such high salaries*' Do the clerks and office assistants get- such high 
salaries? Nowdiere else in the world, as mv IRjnourahle friend Mr Mitra 
points out. does anvhndv get sne]i high salaries P>uf here llie civ't ^e^\dce 
went on hlindiv gniping in the darkness thev went on vaisiug flair own 
salaritis, demanding overseas pay, and demanding Lee concessions and at 
the same time* thev wanted to be faithful and loval to their Ind’ in col¬ 
leagues in the services and thev w'^ent on raising their salaries .ds(^ So, 
th(‘ time bos come when we must revise tlu‘ basic salarv of all posts. If 
that is not done, mere touching the surface of retrenchment wall not do 
any good. The spirit, should be Indian. At present the administrative 
plant thiat has been transplanted into India is a hothouse plant It is 
kept in thc hothouse, it does not grow. The official Members of Govern¬ 
ment must forget everything else before the interest of the country. I do 
not suggest appointment of another committee. I think if the General 
Purposes Committee is asked to lay down the basic rat^' of pav for nil 
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these posts, they will lay it down; but even if they are Dot asked .to 
do so, 1 do hope that they will in their final report make some such 
recommendation. Sir, when the Betrenchment Committee ^first met iu 
the month of May 1931 at Simla, the Honourable the Finanoe Member 
told UB that there was a conference of Finance Members of the Provincial 
Governments and the Central Government to discuss what should be the 
basic pay of future recruits for posts, both provincial and Imperial, and 
vve were* given to understand that the Finance Member would at one time 
circulate that report to tlie members of the Retrenchment Committee. 1 
must confess that I did not ask the Finance Member in a comnr’ttee 
meeting to circulate that report, but that scheme was never circulated to 
the Members of this House, nor to tlie members of the Retrenchment 
Committee unless the members of the C4eneral Purposes Committee had 
u chance to look at it. We were given to understand that the Finance 
Members of the Central and Provincial <lovernmcnts wanted a specially 
low scale of salary Inr all niliire recruits Whether that scale of salary 
will he in harmony with tli»- revenues of lht‘ Central and Provincial Govern- 
nieiil.s, I cannot say, hut I (i<> hope that if that report w'as not circulated 
to tlu> (ieneral Purjaises (‘ooiniittee, it ma\ be done now. so that the 
Committee will t‘xpn ss its \ V‘ws wliether the scale of salar\ is high for 
fiitun* recruits <jr whether the\ could suggest a different scale of salary 
In talking ol rc’enehnuni, wc ma\ think that if we cut down the 
salaries, we have sa\ed the (ioveriirnent from bankruptcy, and that future 
Finance Meinla^rs will bring • ut surplus liudgets I am very doubtful 
iih<»ul 11 ai’«l I w''l bring out a few instance's to illustrate it; 1 w'ill refer 
the H(uise to the Demand, “Inlert'ston Miscellaneous Obligations”, which 
is found on pages 134 and of the Detailed Estimates. All provident 
funds all investments in the post office, Tk)stal Cash Certificates are 
supposed to he (h'positod 'n itii the Government of India, but at present 
the Governiuent of India have no special funds to meet withdrawals. All 
this monev troes to the waus and means of the Budget, and the Govern- 
rneiii have spent it Of course every vear Government allocate so much 
to ineei t)bhgatnrv demands. This year they have allocated about 9 croreg 
of rupees as interest charges on miscellaneous obligations That is so far 
tine, hut iiovtrnrnent have taken this monev in trust Tliey have spent 
il awav. and we kin)w the soKenev p<»sit.i<ui cd Guvernment A time will 
e.»u:t when tliere will ht* a change of (lovernmont or the transfer of Govem- 
nuMit from that side to this side, and we will then find only certain paper 
tran<^aetlolls and certain huge ''hhgations which the successor cf my 
HonouraliU' friend ih.e Jknance Member will have to meet, but my friend 
(amnot sav th.it he has invested si> inaiiv crores out of this miscellaneous 
old ijra-t ions on productive debts The money has gone to reduce the debt 
t'o^ition of (lovernment to a certain extent. He did not incur a loan of 50 
( r ut'S per annum, but inciim'd a loan of 20 crores. say, and that no doubt 
reduces our debt position When my Honourable friend became Finance 
Member, in bis first Budgel speech be drew tbe attention, of the House 
to the gravity of the situation of tbe Savings Bank deposits and the Postal 
Cash Certificates to cover payments for which no provision had been made. 
If the Government are carried on fls they are now. the Honourable Member 
will show in paper that the money is there, but the money will have really 
been spent away, and future Finanoe Members will have to meet all these 
obligations and will not be able to provide money for developing the re¬ 
sources of the country, or even for reducing taxation in the country, 
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b^CRuse aiJ these obligutioDg will have* been incurred by previous Finance 
Members. Mjy Honourable friend may say that he has spent all this 
money on the productive side, but 1 cannot say the same thing of his 
predecessors. I cannot say that his predecessors in the past looked into 
that aspect of tlie (g[uestion, but all the same India’s public debt has in¬ 
creased. 1 w'ant to draw attention to another aspect of the question, that 
IS. grant No. 96, “Commuted value of Pensions”, on page 907. There is an 
insistent demand on this side of the House to retrench, but we find that 
more money is being paid in commuted value of pensions. All these have 
to be provided for. The pensionary charges which the (Tovemnient of 
India keep in deposit is only a book deposit and never funded separately. 
To-day owing to the retirement of these officers, the commuted value of 
pensions has also increased. Also the gratuities which will be paid to the 
men wijo are retrenched forcibly will commit the Oovemment to the expen¬ 
diture ot so many crores. 1 tlimk the very retrenchment policy has created 
more anxieties for the Finance Member. I am asking that- the Finance 
Member should keep these pensionary charges and other dep<*sits, as also 
the service funds, in interest bearing deposits, so that these are not always 
a charge on the revenue of ihe country. 1 consider that thf time has 
come wdieii the Finance Member will have to shape out liis poJic\ so that 
he must make f)ro\isiou for these obligatory^ debts and peiisionarx eharges 
that the country incurs and which become a statutory obligation of the 
country. 

My H<monrable friend Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad discussed the Army side 
of retrenchment. Sir, everybody knows that the consiitutional idianges 
have been long delayed. Whether they have been delayed by us or the 
(jGvernment, the fact remains that they have been delayed Wiien the 
Government of India wrote their desjiaich to the Se^cretury of State in 
1930, they must have eonie to a certain definite decision as t(^ whether the 
Army expenditure would be stationary at the present figure of 4(i crores 
■dd. Supposing then that the constitutional clianges take time—as t'very- 
body knows, they arc going to take two or three years’ more time because 
nobody wants to hand over power, and it is so difficult to hand over power— 
why, i ask, does not tlu* Honourable the Finance Member, \n the present 
difficult circumstances, address ihe Secretary of State and the British 
Government with a view to settling this particular aspect f)f ihe question, 
namely, as recommended in the Government of India’s despatch, let India 
pav a lump sum cliarge for defence, f)f sa\ 25 crores nr nr nven 30 
crores to the British War Office? Then, let the British Army b(* separated 
from the Indian Army, and lot that be a fixed charge on India for ton 
years till the Indian Dominion Army has come into being. Sir, if that 
is not done, if no big cut is made in the Array expondituro, wliat is the 
use of our tinkering with the retrenchment problem and driving out a 
water carrier here from a foot battalion or retrenching a. few mules there 
fipm the artillery or cavalry? And vet the Honourable the Finance Member 
asks us to accept his version that His Fjxcellency the Coimnarider-in-Chief 
basdone his best and to endorse the remark that the Commander-in-Chiof 
considers that this retrenchment that has been effected in the Army cannot 
be hold to be a permanent reduction. Sir, if these constitutional ohauges' 
had comR, as everybody was expecting them to cjome, in 1031. X am sure, 
the Government of India and the British Government would have had to 
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come to some definite views in that matter. 1 ask, why they not give 
effect to their own declared views today? Instead, Sir, they make us 
ffght on the communal issues and on the depressed classes issue and on the 
issue regarding the federation of the Indian States and BritiA India, and 
thus they go on playing with abstract and academic questions instead of 
tackling the immediate practical problems. And then they ask us to give 
them suggestions as to how further retrenchment can be effected in the 
<Tovernment of India! Sir, let us, 1 say, face the main issue, namely, 
that military expenditure must be reduced; and anticipating the remarks 
from my friends of the European Group, I would at once say that I am 
quite prepared to concede the maintenance of a European Army up to a 
certain number in India, but 1 am not prepared to give them more than 
30 crores of rupees for the present: and if those 20 crores are released, 
Indui will then build up a Dominion Army in five years such as will be quite 
sufficient not only for internal defence but also to render help to the British 
Empire in case there is a war outside India; and therefore, 1 say, if 
England remains our friend, I am quite willing to send out an Indian Army 
abroad, as we so gladiv did to France and to the many other theatres of 
war, where I daresay we acquitted ourselves so well. 

Sir, then there jii*e certain invisible items of military expenditure which 
ir is high tina* we should all—including m\ friends of the Bound Table 
^Conference who were discussing the actual military expenditure—take 
careful note of Sir. ru,\ friend, Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad, made some pertinent 
remarks about the stratogie mi I ways. That is one item of expenditure 
which in\olves us in an incessant loss. Then there is the other issue,— 
the .Military Department receives huge concessions from the railw'ays 
amounting to as much as a crore of rupees per annum. They get conces¬ 
sions in travelling, in freights and so on and so forth, and when I gave 
eviflenci* before the Bailway Betrenchment Sub-G'^mmittee, I brought 
that t<^ Ihe notice of ins friend, Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad, and others. 
Now that crore of rupees should be debited to the military side of the 
(expenditure. Then there is this huge expenditure on the Frontier 
Watch and Ward. What is the use of this huge Army, and at the same 
time of spending all this money on the Fr'^ntier Watch and Ward? Sir, 
all tills is nothing but concealed military expenditure. If my submission 
IS accepted and an Indian Army is created, T am sure it can look after the 
Frontier Watch and Ward side of the work without incurring any additional 
expenditure. 

Mr. B. V. Jadhav (Bombay Central Division: Non-Muhammadan 
fiural): Simply to provide training for the Indian Army. 

Mr. B. Das: But what is the use of this additional expenditure? We 
arc* now talking of finance; the country, Sir, cannot go on bearing any more 
taxation. This expenditure should not be thrown on to the civil side. 
Then there is the expenditure on civil works incurred for the Frontier 
Watch and Ward Department. I raised the point often before the Public 
Accounts Committee. Now if the Military Department requires for its 
militnrv purposes these military roads, then let the expenditure be 
debited t(i the Military Budget. Why should it be debited to the Civil 
Budget, thus mounting up the taxation o! the country? Sir, incidentally, 
as n member of the Stationery Stores Retrencbmetit Committee, I wimt 
tc briijp to the notice of the Army Secretary ofte aspect of military extra¬ 
vagance that we noticed. Now the Stationery Department receives or dM 
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frohi tlie Military Department to print any number of forms and books and 
booklets; these are never indented upon, or requisitioned, and if anybody 
visits the Stationery Stores Office in Calcutta, lie will find these are lying 
in heaps. Then there is another thing we gathered from the Superinten¬ 
dent of Stationery that, although the other Go^'ernment Departments agreed 
in the policy of retrenchment, and use one type of papers and stationery, 
the in'litar\ officers are never satisfied with the ordinar> stationery issued 
out for their ordinary office work. Sometimes officers stationed at different 
places requisition for most costl\ stationery! Although this is a small 
item, it may bring out a saving of Ks B0,0()6 to Es. 50,(XX) in the Military 
Departmimt, and requires looking into. They sometimes even, 1 am told, 
specify the supply of particular l>])es of stationery, even giving the names 
of the manufacturers or firm*^ of stationerv ! \Vh> sliould tht* Honourable 
tlie t’inaiu*e Mtunber and other Members on the Treasury Denches and 
theii' I'p^pectivt; DepaHnuaits alone talk of conforming to one standard of 
staf''one»*y and use that ahme In the Government of India, when there is 
al! this waste and extravagance on the military side? 

n’hen mv friend, -^^r. S, C\ Mitra. dealt ai <lelail with the recommenda¬ 
tions of the General Jhirposes Coinmitf(*e of which he uas such a worthy 
member. I wish to draw the attention of the Hf'iKc to c)ne a^pei t of tin* • 
question. 1 gave evidence before hig Committee and I pointed out that 
the si/e of the Secretariat of the Governincnt of India had grovn beyond 
all proportion Not on!\ is there one Honourable M<‘mi)er for eatch port¬ 
folio, but there is a Secrotar\, a Joint Soc»*etar\. an Additional Joint Sf( ro¬ 
tary, one or two Deputy Secretaries, one or two Additional Deputy Secre¬ 
taries one or two Tender Secretaries, and Assistant Secretaries by the 
dfi/en ! What is the real, tangible work of the defiartrnents which affords 
any excuse for this huge officer-staff'* Sir. if the departments are put to 
the test of being considered as conimere»nl departments. T think those 
officers should not at all exist. Why. for instance, should the Department 
of Industries and Labour, the Department of Education, Health and 
Lands sliould have the same uniform number of officers, of Secretaries, 
Additional Secretaries, Joint Secretaries, Additional Joint Secretaries, 
Deputy Secretaries, Additional Deputy Secretaries as the Finance Depart¬ 
ment itself? Of course my friend, Mr. Mitra, says that I ahvays have a 
soft corner for the Finance Department, due to the fact that that Depart¬ 
ment after all handles huge expenditure-problems to the tune of four hundred 
of crores which require careful watching and scrutiny, but why should this 
nrecedent be blindlv copied by other departments, which have practically 
no work or work of the nature of post office work, one paper going from 
the office Superintendent up to the Assi.stant Secretary, tlien to the Under 
Secretary, then to the Deputy Secretary, then to the Additional Deputy 
Secretary, then to the Joint Secretary, then to the Secretary, then to the 
Honourable Member marked “H. M.". (Laughter.) 

Of course, I do not wish to criticise my friend the Home Member’s 
Department because the Home Department is above God, above Govern¬ 
ment and above everything. If the Home Department makes a requisi¬ 
tion on the HonouraUe the Finance lidember and says I need surdi and 
siich Beeretary for the maintenance ol law and order, the poor Finance 
Member canxm help it. He will have to provide finance somehow. But 
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whethoft the exigencies of law and <xder really demanded 9p nfiBny-addi¬ 
tional <^aments in. the staff of the Home Department, is quite' a different 
matter. At present the Cabinet system of adminislaration of the Qovem- 
ment of India has no control over the individual Honourable Members of 
the Executive Council. I think the time has come for revision of all these 
as the country is on the verge of ruin and the country has no additional 
money to pay to the Finance Member. Hie country was expecting that 
in the year 1988 the Honourable the Finance Member would bring forward 
reduction in taxation. Sir, it is high time that these problems are 
faced squarely and fairly, but nobody wants to do so because it is a matter 
cf prestige, Honourable the Finance Member had two Secretaries six 
months ago. Well, it is very nice to have so many Secretaries, but can 
the country bear the expense? Of course, I am ready to concede to the 
Finance Member certain extra staff, because he needs it in order to have 
adequate control of the ffnances of India. But the other departments 
must reduce their staff. I think some of the departments ought to have 
one Secretary and one Under Secretary and the rest of the officers must 
be taken away. Most of the Superint^dents during the reorganisation 
were made Assistant Secretaries. I do not grudge them their new com¬ 
fortable rooms, new comfortable chairs and salaries, but who pays the 
piper? It is the (!Ountrv that pays and the country cannot stand any more 
this huge burden I’hia is a matter where the Honourable Member s very 
touchy, 80 I ask him to appoint a Betrenchment Committee consisting of 
the three Honourable gentlemen who are sitting now on the Front Treasury 
Bench (namely, Sir George Schuster, Sir George Bainy and Sir James 
Crerar), F^et them decide finally what retrenchment should come in 
Secretariat officers. The real cause for this bloated expenditure is that we 
asked for Indians to be taken in in the Secretariat as officers. They have 
done so, but have they decreased the number of highest officials in the 
Secretariat? That is the point which must be looked into. Whether it is 
faced by the present Treasurj^ Benches or the future Treasury Benches, it 
has got to be faced. These Secretariat ornaments should not continue any 
longer. 

Sir, everybody thinks that the Secretary of State, sitting 6,000 miles 
away, is a mere post office. It is true that for the last few years the 
salary of the Secretary of State has come outj of the British exchequer; but 
what about the huge staff that sits in that dark building known as the 
India Office, where so many people sit and manufacture schemes against 
India and against Indian aspirations? Why should these people be paid 
from the Indian tax-payer’s money at such a high scale of pay? Indeed, 
the Secretan^ of State’s office should no longer be a burden on the Indian 
tax-payer. What is the practice in the case of the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies? The Colonial Secretariat staff is not paid by Australia or 
the Dominions; it is paid by the British Government. If the Secretary 
of State thinks that he needs all the staff, let that staff be paid by the 
British Government and I Will have no quarrel with it. It is the most 
surprising thing indeed that, even after the creation of the High Com¬ 
missioner’s office, the Secretary of State’s office should, spend so much 
money. 

Then, my friend Mr. Mitra referred to the case of the bdiaa Stores 
Department! When, this department was created in India, it was expected 
that the Indian Stores Department, in London would be abolished. But tluas 

0 
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thf. prestige goes a long way. There was the Auditor in the Secretary ol 
State’s ofSce the High Commissioner’s office. He does not want to work 
under the instructions from the Auditor General here and the High Com¬ 
missioners are very, chary to reduce the staff in the London Stores Depart¬ 
ment and they have not reduced it at all. 1 find» however, that this |ime 
there is some reduction in the olhce of the High Commissioner, but that 
does not meet the situation. Why should there be duplication of the staff, 
and why should the Indian High Commissioner have such a big staff, I 
cannot understand. I-et the Honourable the Finance Member get the items 
of expenditure that Australia spends on its High Commissioner’s department. 
Do they have so many Secretaries, Assistant Secretaries, Trade Commis¬ 
sioners and Assistant Trade Commissioners at London? I think the staff 
should 1)0 reduced, ft seems to me that there is a conspiracy. When we 
put a man into a post, he wants to build up his department to show that 
ho is doing some work, and the staff gets multiplied, but |)oor India cannot 
any more support such extravagances. I think the Gener.al Purposes Sub- 
Committee made a veiy mild recommendation regarding the i*ediictinn of 
the staff of the Secretary of State and the High Commissioner. There ought 
to be a drastic cut in the case of these two departments. 

Sir, my friend Mr. Mitra did not like to touch the Postal Department. I 
do maintain that every dej)artment should be a paying proposition. Tlie 
criticisms that I level against the maladministration of the rnilwa.vs apply 
equally to the mal-administration of the Postal Department. It is not a 
benevolent society, that the tax-payer should always cx)ntributc to pay high 
salarie.s to the staff of the Postal Department. Government must lay 
down the law that the Postal Department should be self-supporting, and 
if the salaries were raised, say, five or six years ago, they must be cut down. 

I shall hear a tirade from my Honourable friend, Mr. Joslw, who is a labour 
leader, but I do not understand how the Postal employees can he (uilled 
labourers. Sir, every commercial depjirtment must be self-supporting, and 
if the Postal Department cannot pay its own way. then either tlie staff 
should be reduced or the salaries should be lowered. Another aspect of the 
Postal Department is the vested interests of my friend Sir Henrv Gidney 
in the Telegraph Department. 

Lieut.-Oolonel Sir Henry Gidney (Nominated Non-Official): I have no 
vested interests in that department at all 

kr. B. Das: Now that my friend is so much interef^^ed in the vested 
interests of railways he has dropped his former love, the Telegraph Depart¬ 
ment. I am glad that he agrees that he has no vested interests in the 
Telegraph Department and I hope my Honourable friend, Mr. Ryan, will 
see that he will do away with all the favouritism in the Telegraph Depart¬ 
ment where a certain number of posts are reserved for the members of 
the community to which my Honourable friend Sir Henry Gidnev belongs. 
Those posts should now be thrown open to all. 

Ident.-Oolonel Sir Henry Gidney: Bo they are. 

IGr. S. 0ae:Then why f^hould the Bombay Office and the Calcutta 
Office have so many posts which must be recruited from a certain oom- 
munity, and why should these high salaries be paid to them? 
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Now, 1 come to the Beport of the Public Works Betreuchment Com¬ 
mittee, over which my Honourable friend, Mr. Neogy, sat as the Chairman. 
My friend, Mr. Neogy, who was in a hutry to go to the Bound Table 
Conference, finished it in a week. He recommended only the 
* ' reduction of one Superintending Engineer in the large number of 
engineering establishments that the Government have got at Delhi. This 
morning I said, sack the whole lot of the members of the Public Works De¬ 
partment. Now we have spent 16 to 18 crores on the Delhi capital. What is 
the use of maintaining this huge staff when there is no necessity at all for it, 
and even as my Honourable friend, Mr. Mitra, pointed out, they are not even 
able to supply drinking water to 2,000 extra souls if they are left here in 
the summer season in Delhi. The former Member for Industries and 
Labour, Sir Bhupendra Nath Mitra, with whom I used to have tussles on 
the floor of this House used to say that he had reduced the staff in the 
Public Works Department. I have gone over the list, and T find there 
is very little reduction in the staff. Today the P. W. D. deals with the 
Delhi Province, and they have very little work except to look after the 
mninte.nance of these buildings. Why then this huge expenditure of a Chief 
Engineer, t^^‘o Superintending Engineers and so many Executive Engineers 
and so munv Assistant Engineers? If I am to formulate a 
scheme, T sa>, sack the whole lot or officers, including the Superintending 
Engineers and even the Chief Engineer. T do not mind if the whole work 
IS delegated to one Superintending Engineer (he may be called the Chief 
Engineer, but his salary should be of the grade of Superintending Engineer) 
to look after the roads and buildings of the Delhi Province. Instead of 
having mk^rely two Executive Engineers, and a few Assistant Engdneers, 
what do we find? We find that the Chief Engineer is so hard worked 
that he has got a Personal Assistant on lls. 1,800. He is not recruited 
from the Engineering i^taff, but he has been recruited from the Secretariat 
of my Honourable friend, the Home Member's Department. I do not 
understand wliy a Chief Engineer wants a Personal Assistant who is a 
non-technienl man! That is indeed a surprise to me. After looking into 
the administration of all the provinces I find the Chief Engineer, every¬ 
where, has got a Personal Assistant who is always an Executive Engineer 
or an Assistant Engineer. 

Mr. H. M. Jodii (Nominated Non-Official): Why an Engineer? 

Mr. B. Das: I must stand for mv profession. This non-technical 
Assistant of the Delhi Chief Engineer is paid Bs. 1.800. A Superintending 
Engineer wlio has to preside over the whole of the Delhi P. W. D. ought 
to get Bs. 1.800. Why should we continue this extravagance? There is a 
Superintending Engineer Imking after the Horticultural Department. I 
know every Honourable Member of the Executive Council has got beauti¬ 
ful gardens and flower beds, but does that justify the poor tax-payer to 
maintain n huge Horticultural Department so that Honourable Members 
should have button-holes in their coats? I am not going into detail, hut I 
Hiink mv Honourable friend the Einance Member should refer back again 
fo the P. W. D. Betrenchment Committee this question, because that 
Committee has not done adequate justice in that matter and we cannot 
maintain such a high salaried staff. Tl^ P. W. D., Committee recom¬ 
mended the abolition of the post of non-technica] AssistaDt but it has not. 
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been given effect to. They also recommended the abolition of the post o£ 
the Boads Engineer. The contention of the Government is that the Boads- 
Engineer is paid from the funds of the Boads Committee, and so we 
should not worry our head because the Central revenues will not be 
debited with any money. That is not the right way of looking at the 
subject. Ab we know, my Honourable friend, Mr. Shillidy, made a state¬ 
ment last session, that owing to the financial insolvency of the Provincial 
Governments, Government have decided that the Boad Fund w'ill be 
utilised for the maintenance and repair of the roads in the province for the 
present. That means that no Boads Engineer is at present necessary to 
itmain with the Central Government to look after that Fund, because the* 
Boads Committee of this House will allocate that Fund to the Provincial 
Government and they will take it and spend it on repairs and maintenance* 
roads. The Honourable the Finance Member will say that he is expect¬ 
ing the financial solvency of the provinces next year, and so the services 
cf a Boads Engineer is necessary. But I strongly differ from him. There* 
is no chance of solvency in the near future, and so I feel that the recorn- 
ineridaiion of the 1'. W. D. Committee should have been accepted. 

I have indicated certain lines where retrenchment has boon very in- 
adeejuute and I feel that retrenchment must be adequate—^not only in the 
salaries paid by the Government of India which are to the tune of 120* 
crores and these should be reduced by at least 33 per cent, or 40 per¬ 
cent. but also there should be a complete change in the outlook and in tho 
future recruitments. If the Honourable the Finance Member either refers 
to the General Purposes Committee or to any other Committee to look 
into the future scales of salaries, he will do justice not only to himself but 
to the country. I was not a party to the ten per cent, cut as a measure of 
retrenchment. The Honourable the Finance Member was himself the 
Chairman of the Betrenchment Committee where we unanimously re¬ 
commended a graduated scale of cut rising from 3J to 20 per cent. Un¬ 
fortunately the Chairman of the Betrenchment Committee, though lie 
happened to be the Honourable the Finance Member, was overruled by the 
Government of India and the Government of India, taking the cue from 
the Army Department and the War Office, decided that there should be no* 
cut beyond ten per cent. To pamper and satisfy a few officers today, 
the whole country has been made to suffer. I think a cut of 20 per cent!, 
and even higher, was necessary, and today looking into the financial con¬ 
ditions of the country, a cut of even more than 20 per cent, is all the 
more necessary. I think Government should look into the matter again 
and there should be even a 30 per cent. cut. Another suggestion of mine 
is that in the case of future recruitment to the services of the Government 
of India and also in the provinces they should not be paid the same scales 
of salary in the future as exist at present. 

Lieut.-Oolonel Sir Henry Oidney: I have listened very attentively tO' 
the Mover of this motion and I have made la close study of the reports 
that have been submitted by the various retrenchment Sub-Committees. 
Beferring to the last speaker, my Honourable friend, Mr. Das, I do not 
think he showed much gratitude to the opposite Benches when* after 
accepting the Finance Member's bouquet denied him even the wearing 
of a button-Eole. While I liptened to % Mover of this motion, my mind 
went back to an amusing remark mc^e to me by a railway servant shortly 
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«fter the jpailway report had been submitted. He said, ** Sahib, who 
are these Sahibs who are travelling all over India to cut our pay. We 
work the trains in which they travel; they get their daily allowance and 
their travelling allowance out of our taxes and they now want to cut our 
pay’*, and with a coy smile he added, ''Do you think it would be wrong 
if we removed hsh plates from the rails and derailed the train in which 
they travel?”. This remark was made in jest but I must congratulate 
the Retrenchment Sub-Committee on having 90 far bed a safe journey 
all over India. 

Mr. B. Daa: So, the Honourable Member is in conspiracy with the 
railway employees for the purpose of removing fish plates. 

Lieut.-Ck)lonel Sir Henry Oidneyi: Apparently! but the Honourable 
Member’s life is quite safe, Sir! 1 really do not understand what is behind 

this motion. As far as I am concerned, 1 am prepared to accept and 
stand by the sobriquet given to me by the Honourable the Finance Member. 
In bis Budget speech he called me a whole-hogger; I frankly admit I am 
a whole-hogger because I am dead against retrenchment as advocated by 
the various Retrenchment Sub-Committees. On close examination of the 
work of these Retrenchment Committees I feel I can aptly describe them 
as itinerating hydra-headed cobras roaming over the country putting their 
stings into the piirse of every employee and in emptying them shouting 
^'Down, down with the public servant and save the public”. 

Mr. H. P. Mody (Bombay Millowners’ Association: Indian Commerce): 
That’s a mixed metaphor. 

Lieut.-Oolonel Sir Henry Gidney : My interrupter can have the metaphor 
if it is suitable; if it is not, he can have the mixture. He can 
please himself, but 1 shall be pleased if he will nqt interrupt me again. 
Sir, let 118 look at the composition of the General Purposes Retrenchment 
Sub-Committee; there was not a single workman on it. I believe it 
consisted mainlv of legal men If the gentlemen who formed the Sub¬ 
committees had belonged to the Tvorking classes and had their pay re¬ 
trenched as they have advocated, I wonder what speeches we would have 
heard from them today. Sir, I was co-opted as a member of two of these 
Committees, “Railways” and the "Army”. But I am glad I did not help to 
cut the. wages of the lower paid employee. My intention in joining these 
Committees was to operate as a dose of anti-vinine so as to be an antidote 
to the poisonous effects of these hydra-headed reptiles. In my efforts I 
also supported many of the points to which my Honourable friend Mr. 
Mitra referred, particularly to adequate retrenchment of higher paid 
appointments and also to what my friend Mr. Das demanded, namely, that 
these Retrenchment Committees should in addition have undertaken the 
task of revising the new scales of salaries for new entrants. My conflict 
with him is that they should not have retrenched the salaries of present 
employees. I have often wondered, Sir, what the legal members of these 
Retrenchment Committees would have d<»ie if a Government had issued 
an ordinance retrenching their incomes by limiting thdr legal fees to 
Be. 50 a case or per diem. I feel sure they would have been up in arms 
at onoe, boycotted law courts and raised their voices in loud protest even 
as I am doing today. What I cannot understand, Sir, is why the Finance 
Mem][>er ever consented to the creation of these retrenchn^ent monstem 
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and further why he has been a party to the ruthless application of their 
retrenchment axe. He asked for these Committees and he is now faced 
with their impossable demands, some of which are impossible of acceptance, 
while others, if accepted, will be against the ordinary canons of justice 
and vested rights and interests. Does he not realise, or is he blind to 
the hand writing on the wall that by this ruthless retrenehnient ho was 
creating a very serious labour unrest all over the country ? Surely the 
Railway Department, surely the Finance Miember and surely the 
members of these Retrenchment Committees are not absolutely blind to 
what is happening among labourers in India ioday? Again surely it does 
not need any great persuasion from me to show (lovernment that ihe 
Railways are today seething with discontent and unrest and by this ruth¬ 
less application of the retrenchment axe they are simpl^ driving them to 
open revolt. Does Government desire to extend this unrest to other De¬ 
partments as tlie Telegi-aphs and Customs? I would be the last man to 
countenance or encourage any such policy on the part of any employee or 
association or union protecting their interests. Rut there is a limit to 
tlie hardships these employees can stand, and surel> Government, is not 
blind to that fact. The Finance Member has made a definite statement 
that this 10 per cent, cut v\ill be restored on a certain (bite next >ear. 

I only hope this promise will be carried out. Sir. I said just no\N that I 
agreed with what ni\ friend Mr. Das said that these Retrenchment Com¬ 
mittees w'ould have served a more useful purpose if the> bad devoted 
their energies to establishing now rates of pay for new entrants and even 
creating new grades and new Departments for future employees instead 
of cutting down the salaries of subordinates. Certainly have new rates 
of pay for new'- entrants but wdiy harm those who are .already sc'rving >ou, 
and serving you w'ell and faithfully. I w'am the Government to stop this 
policy befere it is too late. Sir, in this epidemic of retrenchment w'hich 
has infected these various Retrenchment Committees, both thf‘ Govern- 
Tuent ^’iid th?se Committees have forgotten one ver\ important point and 
that IS this. Broadi\ speaking, one can divide all forms of labour into 
twn categories. The first category includes the labourer who gets a sub¬ 
stantive or grade pay with nothing else or may be a few' minor allowances 
as house allow'aiice. He may w’ork for 4 or 6 or 8 hours; still he gets 
his full pay and no allowance or very few. If he w'orks overtime or under¬ 
time he gets nothing more nor less than this pay. These employees are 
to be found in the Government of India and Provincial Government offices 
and other such ministerial appointments. In the second category are 
those employees who receive a basic pay but a basic pay which is calculated 
or which is assessed according to the nature of w'ork and the hours of work 
performed. Anything over that contracted period is called overtime and 
this is variously calculated and valued according to mileage or over hours 
spent on labour which is generally obtained at the sweat of a man s brow 
and by depriving him of hours of rest or leisure. That, Sir, is called 
“overtime'*. These are the two different, classes of labourers. I ask Gov¬ 
ernment and I ask the Retrenchment Sub-Committees, can they or should 
they treat these two classes of employees alike in their retrenchments? 
Xkey cannot and yet this is exactly what they are doiug with the result 
t'lliat such employees as overtime workers on Railways, Customs, Tele^ 
mphs, etc., are being more seriously retrenched than other employees. 
By wfnrjdng overtime Qoverpimept is saved the employment of additional 
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staff at fl higher cost. But what have these Betrenchment Committee's 
done? Those employees who have a lower basic pay and who depend for 
a decent wage on their extra pay earned by overtime -at the expense of 
their health are the very men who have been most retrenched and suffer 
the severest. Sir, in previous speeches I dealt at length with the Railways. 
I do not propose again to refer to them except to say I entirely agree 
with my Honourable friends, Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad and Mr. Das, in that 
strategic Railways should be debited to military estimates and not to 
general railways. 

I desire now to deal with one or two of the many departments refen*ed 
to l)\ the Mover. The Opposition Benches have accused me of having 
a very large heart. I admit quite frankly, Sir, that I have got a very 
large heart for the oppressed and retrenched W'orkmen; and however much 
my Honourable friends, Mr. Mitra and Mr. Das, may point the finger 
of scorn and ridicule and even attempt to ridicule that loyal and patriotic 
little band of Anglo-Indian and Domiciled European workmen who have 
for centuric^s served India so well, for that scorn, for that satire and 
for that ingratitude T retiim a smile and say—T thank you for nothing 
but I am happy in the conviction that I have served India well, may be 
better than the Honourable Member, but T desire to tell him. 

Mr. President: Order, order. The Honourable Member has got into 
the habit of addressing the Opposition instead of addressing the Chair. 

Lieut.-Cfolonel Sir Henry Oidney: T beg your pardon, Sir, but I w'as 
endeavouring to address if through 3 'ou. 

(’ertnin remarks have been made about the Telegraphs. The Tele¬ 
graphs certainly deeply concern the community which I represent here 
and I do think the Telegraphs have been very hard hit. I mn\ inform 
my Honourable friends that the hardest hit employees in the Telegraphs 
are certainly members of the Anglo-Indian communitv who as la result of 
years of hard, honest and efficient labour are today in appointments 
drawing fairl> high salaries mjost of which appointments the Posts and 
Telegraph Retrenchment Sub-Gommittee has axed. I need hardly refer 
to the serious prejudicial effect recent competitive entrance examina¬ 
tion into this Department has already had on Anglo-Indian recruitment. 
But I am not crying over that. I wdll leave the Telegraphs alone and 
deal with the Customs. 

I regret to note that my Honourable friend Mr. Mitra never refers to 
any retrenchment measures without thickly tincturing his remarks with 
some sarcasm aimed directly to the cominunity I have the honour to 
represent.' I cannot, understand w^liy he does this and why he should 
always refer to the Anglo-Indian community in these biting and bitter 
terms. To him, the word “Anglo-Ihdian*’ is an anafihema. But, Sir, 
let me tell this House that till a few years ago the entire Customs Pre¬ 
ventive Service whs exclusively ihanned by Anglo-Indians and Dbmiciled 
Europeans who f>y their loyalty, honesty and devotion to their service 
h«tve '86 ‘developed the Department that today it annually supplies to the 
Qoverhment Treasury from SO to 40 crores o| rupeea-^almost the cost 
of the Army in In^a and Certainly inore than cost of muntaining the 
ehtire G<>vebim 6 !itt'administrative st^. Sir, that is the Department whoie 
int^sts I alien, trying defend 4nd protect in this House against ttfe' 
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Eetrencbment demands made. Sir, certain charges have been made by 
previous speakers against Government, and if you remember, Sir, when 
I spoke on the Ilaiiways 1 also made certain charges against Bailway 
administrations. I then absolved th© Bailway Board from any blame, but 
I did blame the Bailway administrations. I think every Member of this 
House will agree with me wdien 1 say that the Court of Inquiry report 
now in our hands has substantiated those charges. It has proved beyond 
doubt that the Bailway ndministratioris do not carry out the instructions 
of the Bailway Board. I levy the same charges against the Heads of 
certain other Departments of the Government of India. I will take up 
only one out of many points raised hy the Mover—“Superannuation’'. 
Sir, superannuation as it is put in (ioveniment’s order of priority of 
retrenchment takes the last place. Superannuation as it is pul into 
practice takes no place. There are many instances today of Government 
sen'ants who have served far beyond the superannuation age but who for 
varying reasons are being kept on. The Customs- is one of the Departments 
that is guilty of this disobedience of Govermnent instructions. Why even 
today in the Calcutta Customs servants are being kept on beyond 55 years 
of age, while young men are being retrenched. 

Mr. B. V. Jadhav: Do they belong to any particular community? 

Lieut.-Oolonel Sir Henry Gidney: The Customs today, as the House 
will no doubt be aware, is being recruited on very liberal line^, two Indians 
to one non-Indian recruit and there is no communal preference shown at 
all—Sir, I think that answers my friend’s question. But the Customs 
Department in recent years has had additional rcf<ponsibility throvm on 
their shoulders. Take the port of Calcutta for instance. It has recently 
been very much enlarged. Again one of the chief duties of Customs 
preventive officers is to prevent the smuggling of arms and drugs—a very 
responsible duty indeed—one which cannot be adequately assessed in 
terms of Bs. as. pies. Another duty that has been imposed on them is 
heavy work associated with the constant changes of rates and tariffs. 
Now my friend, Mr. Mitra, reading from the report of the General Pur¬ 
poses Betrenchment Sub-Committee regarding the Customs Department, 
said that these Preventive Officers were overpaid; and in support of the 
retrenchment recommended of 50 per cent, of the overtime, said that 
formerly these Officers were originally recruited from the Police- Depart¬ 
ment and as the Police of Calcutta were not in receipt of such liberal 
overtime he saw no reason why the Customs should get it. I am surprised 
at that line of argument. To argue that because the Calcutta Police have 
no overtime the Customs must today be deprived of a vested righf, it has 
(‘njoyed for years is to say the least, reductio-ad-absurdum. Does the 
Betrenchment Committee realise that this is a vested right of this Depart¬ 
ment, that the money is earned at the sw’eat of the brow and Iosn of rest 
and injury to health, that these employees have been engaged on the 
terms that they will receive overtime and to deprive them of this right 
would be a break of contract? Does it nc^ realise that while the Customs 
is a revenue-earning Department, the Police is a money-spending Depart¬ 
ment? Did the Betrenchment Sub-Committee forget the indisputable fact 
that of all Departments of Government the Customs is the one that supplies 
the major part of its revenue? To come nearer home it is the means of 
giving each one of us our halting allowance of Bs. 20 a day and the

1 8/5 first class travelling allowances we get to attend this EDouse. 
The Customs Department is the bank which supplies the finances of the 
present Government and the new Federal Government to be. Deprive the 
Government of tliis source of revenue and where are you? In the sea. 
Kuin this Department and the finances of your new Federal Government 
will be killed. And yet the Customs is the one Department that has been 
so hotly attacked by the Mover and the Retrenchment Committee. This 
is surely killing the goose that lays the golden egg and cutting one’s nose 
to spite one’s face. I call this suicidal retrenchment—not benefifial and 
T cannot find strong enough language with which to condemn it wholesale. 
Sir, let me tell this House a few home truths about this overtime on which 
Ihe Retrenchment Committee is remarkably silenl. Owing to vrorld wide 
trade depression and from 1027-28 this overtime has considerably reduced, 
till today it is 44 per cent, of what it w’as before. I ask members of the 
General Purposes Retrenchment Committee to remember this fact and 
T challenge them to deny it. In addition these officers have suffered 
10 per cent, of their pay as also 10 per cent, reduction of the staff. I now 
want to ask where does the overtime come from? It comes from the 
merchants of the porf of Calcutta. Who receives this overtime? The 
nnsw’er is it is shared between Government and these Customs officers. 


Sir Abdur Rahim (Calcutta iind Suburbs; Muhammadan Urban): No 
Oovernmont do not get anything. 

Lieut.-Colonel Sir Henry Gidney: 1 am open to correction, but I will 
take the correction from the official Benches—not from you, Sir, as Chair¬ 
man of the General Purposes Sub-Committee. 


Mr. S. 0. Mitra: T^ike your lead and inspiration also from there. 

Lieut.-Oolonel Sir H^nry Gidney: Sir, I refuse that invitation for I 
should then bo misled, I do not want to wreary the House wdth figures— 
which prove that whereas in the year 1927-28 the total overtime earned by 
tliis Service—and wdiich I again say subject to correction is shared between 
the men and tlic Govemiiieiit —yyfXB Bs. 8.46,123, in 1981-32 it amounts to 
Ps. 1,89,261 )—ii reduction of 44 per cent. What has been the result? The 
result is that the men have been deprived of nearly half their overtime. 
I’lirthonnore a staff depleted by 10 per cent, is called upon to work over 
hours. May he all night at a return of 44 per cent, overtime less than 
normal times and less 10 per cent, in salary and on the top of this the Re¬ 
trenchment Committee demands a further 50 per cent, less overtime. And 
what is happening today in this Department ? These imderpaid men, over¬ 
burdened wdth tlie high cost, of living and education of their children, 
ns also a reduction in uniform allowance and increased income-tax are 
today flocking for financial help from the mutual help association, co¬ 
operative society, etc., and so are sinking deeper and deeper in debt. 
Sir, I submit if you attack the chief revenue-earning department of the 
Goveniment of India wdth this severe measure of retrenchment, you will 
not only throw open the door to corruption, but what is more serious, 
reduce the morale of the Department. Does the House desire this? 
Do Government court this? In my opinion if there is one Department 
in the Government of India that should not have been touched bv the 
retrenchment axe it is the Customs Department. May I also tell the 
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House that there is no difference in pav J)etN\een the vftrions communities 
employed in this Department. They are all on the same basic pay. And 
so 1 am not. appealing on behalf of my community only. 1 am speaking 
for a Department that today recruits two Indians to one Anglo-Indian. 
One word more before 1 sit down. What art* the advantages of this systt‘m 
of paying overtime to these officers. Let me tell yon. lly the merchants 
paying these men overtime (lovernment is saved the expense of engaging 
additional larger staff ^^llich would otherwise bo necessary. Again the fees 
that are received from merchants have saved this expense to Oovemment. 
oth(*r\vise (government wiuild have liad to pm thi*m and finall\ tins ovor- 
tiino is earned at a loss of rest and Itdsim* to the w'orkmcn 

Sir. when 1 began my speech I said 1 was a whole-hogger 1 will i nd

1 am also in fa\our of st'timg up a Comimttei* to eon- 
sider K'treiicliinent of even the T.ce coneessious 1 do uol eare wliat eUe 
you dv', but i do state this, ihaj, this Ih^use is wrong m indulging in a 
campaign of ruthless retrenchment- of its public servants .md so .-.aviiig 
the puhlie There are one or two other points to whicdi I sliall refer 
before T sit down. 

My friend Mr. Mitra talked about the Indian Medical Service. May 1 
tell members of that Betrenchment Committee that the* question of health 
before wealth is a very good motto for them to practise and follow. The 
retrenchment suggested in the field of medicine and public liealth is to 
my mind almost impossible. For after all, surely members of that (Com¬ 
mittee have noticed that for the last ten years the expenditure on medicine 
and sanitation has been reduced to a dangerous degree in India. No 
Government and no country that desires to advance on scientific lines 
and to improve the country’s health, especially the prevention of spreading 
epidemic diseases, can work without an efficient medical and health depart¬ 
ment and this means adequate money or hands off by the Betrenchment 
Committee. 

Mr. S. 0. Mitra: But it is a transferred provincial subject. 

Iiieut.-Qolonel Sir Henry Oidney: T do not di'sirc to refer to any 
department. My friend Mr. Mitra has done that. Mv one desire has been 
to defend the Customs Preventive Bervice against the cniol. unjust and 
inhuman retrenchments recommended by the General Purposes Sub-Com¬ 
mittee. I hope I have proved my points to this House and that the 
Government will not bowr to these retrenchment demands. Sir, T oppose 
this Motion. 

The Honourable Ehan Bahadur Mian Sir Basl-1-Hu8ain (Member for 
Education, Health and Lands.): S’ir, there has been such a great deal 
of talk about retrenchment that it is worth th'^ wdiile of the House to 
hear an aspect of this problem w^hich. so far as T ^cnow^ has not bfeen pre¬ 
sented to the House up till now. We who have to administer the various 
deportments of the Government have been a long-suffering people. One 
of our colleagues, the gentleman on my left, ha-5 long been known as the 
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watch-dof' of the Statr finances. Since ihc financial strin^^ency, he has 
developed into a wolf, and we really have a real bad time with him. Our 
only j)rotcc1jon aj^ainsl his wolf-like habits was the threat we held out to 
hiiii, “Ucr(‘ arc tlu; non-official Members of the House; they want to know 
what wc are doing in the interests of the beneficent departments”. What 
wc an- doing to kecj) 1]u‘ status f)f India high up in the* civilized world? 
Sir, as luck would have it Honourable Mcanbers of the TIousl^ agret*d to 
thi‘ Honournble the Finance Member’s sugg<‘sti(»n of forming themselves 
into a Committee T never thought last year that that Committee would 
bring so much trouble to 11 *^ (Laughter) T do not know* W’h^dher the 
House is familiar with one f)t tin* numerous (V)minittt‘es this ('fanmittee 
divided it''ell into, hut there was on(» tliat I eanrie across very often, and that 
was the (leneral Purposes Suh-Committee. What its purposes w'« re, 1 do 
not know, except that it has left hardl\ any work for me to do. 7 seldom 
opeiuMl a pamphlet puhlislied h\ this Committci . — and it issued \cry 
nian\without seeing tfiat some activity or other was eurtaihd I 
wcmdei whether an\ iJet renchncnl Commitle»* will h^ functioning 
lU'Xl \ear tr> see to what extent moncx has been spent l)\ this Committee, 
hut I j‘s-nre wai ih<-re is liardly any aetivitv of the ('lovernment ot India's 
Ix-neiiceiil (kpartments which has not been most ruthlessls attacked bv m\ 
own pt‘ople. the non-offieial Members of the House And I have no pro¬ 
tection now -enema t(» m\ l(‘ft- <‘nenii('S to mv right. (An Honourable 
Mr}nln I “ \nt in front V’*} Xow* ttila* a ver\ simple thing, a thing that 
did lift lost \er\ mneli I will givt‘ tin* House h.\ w .i\ of illustration the 
department whii-li came into being only rccenth, the Department of 
Areh{r‘oIog\ Tliat is the one Department, Sir, in w’hich India in the East 
and even in the civilized world including the W’est can hold its own and 
contribute to the knowiedge of the past. Now, w’hat did the lletrcncliment 
Committee say? They said, ”We do not want any exploration, we do not 
want an^ work whatsoever to be done”. Not only that, they said, 
“You must stop the work that has already been done and not let the work 
alrcadv done be made available to the Indian public and the civilized 
w'orld”. Now, Sir, knowing the fiitilitv of one Member standing against 
his own. u colleague on one side and his owm constituents so to speak on 
the other, T had no option but to bow my head to this decision of the 
General Purposes Committee. If mv own colleague was n wolf, there w’Rs 
a band of w'olvcs much more bloodthirsty (Laughter), but I put a limit 
to it when they said that not only that no xvork should go on but that 
the work already done should not be WTitton in order to be presented to 
India and made available to the world. That is the one ebarge that has 
been brought against me this morning. Why did I not, so to speak, 
throw into tlu* w’aste-paper basket all the knaw’ledge eolleeted during the 
last 20 years by its officer xvho is retiring, and why did T dare to say that 
that man should record and publish those things? Well, Plir, it took me 
some da\s to meet him even in that matter. I assure tlio House that 
those were not pleasant negotiations into which I entered with the officer 
who was preparing that material and with whom, on behalf of this House 
and the Goveniment, we had entered into a contract. It will perhaps 
satisfy the House, wdiatever it may have cost me, to know that a part of 
the payment has been deferred till such time as those books w^hich he 
produces are sold and the Eoyalty obtained w'hich goes to liquidate his 
claim against Government. T trust the General Purposes Committee or 
anv other purposes committee that may he constituted, Sir, in the future 
will not be so hard on the departments which really do something towards 
raising the dignity and status of this country in the civilized world. 
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Then, Sir. there was research work being conducted in India in tlio 
Forest Depiirljneiil, in the Medical Department and in the Public Health 
Department. The (leneral ]hir]>oscs Ckmimittee docs not believe in the. 
purj)oses of research at all. (Laughter.) It is a luxury which must be 
given up because w'c are liard up, nor have they spared research in agri¬ 
culture. (irants under all heads have been practicallv witlnlravvn or 
reduced to a tigurc cxtn'rnelv low. Well, there again it only shows how 
the same thing can be l(K)ked at from different aspects or from different 
points of view. Tliost* of ns who place before theinsidves rt‘lrcnchment 
as a sort of God or O^oddess, whatever yon may like to call it, lose all 
ha1anc(‘ of mind in tlie inrdter of wdiat is right and wdiat is wn)ng We 
liave on this side of the House heard a great deal from Honourable Members 
oppositi' will) eonshlia- ibaj every order ])as.sed bv us for ex|)t nditure, 
inciiiTed bv us is nolhini: els<. but sheer evliavagam-f indulgi'd in with 
tlu sole object of squandering the treasures of the coimtry. Well, Sir, 
it would perba])s be eijually correct for me to sav lb.it every axe strnek 
at Hie r(Vit of tin’s departiuenl had but ont‘ objeel. and tliat was 1o kill 
Hie bem'ticeni activities that this Government has been e.irrMng on I 
trust Honourable ^leuibers will forgiv'e me if 1 speak with some feeliuLi: 
on th(‘ subject, but having entered \inder Hie reforms Hir Hrilisb (lo\ern- 
ment in a province witli the sole object of doing v\bat 1 ooiiM in the matter 
of beneficent diqiariments, T could not but resent these a('ti\ities of Hu' 
General Piirpos(‘s Committee when T had aecirlentalK toiind myself to 
he a victim of their tiinaticisin 

Then, Sir, not only rt'searches have been more or less sneeessfully 
killed for the time being but other departments like the Survtw of India 
have boon reduced to very nearly half in point of cxjionditure, and what 
is more, today 1 un(l(*rst;ind a more serious cliarge has beiui brought against 
niY Department that vvliili* they thought that tins cut would get rid of 
people of all eonimuniiies, by some dt vice I have ke])t the Knglish and 
the Anglo-Indians .uid only d<aie away with tin Imlunis. Well. Sir, 1 
confess 1 had not seen the figures till now, because I Hiouglit that this 
sort of criticism was Hie peculiar preserve of communal vernacular news* 
papers. Hut sinee on Hie floor of this House tins very serious eliarge lias 
been made. F assure Hu' FIousi* that it is not w'l ll foinuhal On the other 
hand, only this morning T got a representation from an officer, who from 
his name appears to be ci'Hainly neither Hindu nor Mnsliin, so presiimablv 
either he was a Fiiropi'an or an .Xnglo-Tndian. saving that he has been 
imlfiwfully axed hy my department The statistics which I have been 
able to get within Hie last few' hours show that ndreiiehmenf has by no 
means been limited to Indians. In the higher grades only Europeans— 
and it is only in the higher grades that they generally are—h.avi* been 
retrenched That was due fn the fact that there were no Indians in higher 
grades, but it is enough to refer to this fact to assure the House that 
the fillegfition made on this subject is not well founded. 

Then, amongst other recommendations, one was to the effect that 
there should be no Council of Agricultural Research Secretariat, that as a 
separate department it should cease to exist, and that it should be combined 
wdth the Department of Education, Health and Lands, as w'as the case 
before. T will not enter into the merits or demerits of that controversy, 
but T will appeal to the House to remember that the department was 
not of my creation, and therefore there is not tli(‘ very human tendency 
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cf supportwhat one lias done, but it was tlie result of the recommenda¬ 
tions of another Coiiimitt€‘e like the (leneral Purposes Committee, called 
by a different name—the llfnal Commission on Agriculture. It also worked 
for a long time and alscj j)roduced as many big volumes as the General 
I^urpo.ses Committee liave produced Hiiiall ones. Hut 1 trust that Hon¬ 
ourable Members will not think that the l{o\al Ojinmission on Agriculture, 
wliose recommendat ion on tin* subject was accepted by the Government of 
the (lav, aind I beIio\e \nms genenilK approved by the Htjuse—that when 
this department was a baby of about three years standing I should be 
called on to slaughter that infant without having given it a chance to 
show what it couhl do, 1 trust that in not having committed infanticide, 

I liave not done an\ thing of which the House disapproves. (Applause.) 

Sir Abdur Rahim: The Honourable Member who spoke last has com¬ 
plained ot the \\ol\es in liw own Government and ot the wolves on this

The Honourable Khan Bahadur Mian Sir Fazl-i-Husain : I quite 
understand 

Sir Abdur Rahim: It is not the Council of Agricultural Eosearch that 
r*e want(*d in anv way to abolish or wliosc operation we wanted to 
curtail On tin* otla*)* hand, we givt* it our fullest support. All 
that we wanted to so*' w’ns that there was no reduplication of 
w«xrk and that there was no omplovmont of unnecessnrv staff simply 
because the\ are called exports. When the Honourable Member in charge 
of tlic department h;m nt his command a number of experts in the pro¬ 
vinces. for instan<*(* in Piisa, when he has got under his disposal, to give 
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him advice, a large number of experts, a well paid and highly qualified 
staff, we thought that under (he eircunistances it was not necessur;\, when 
the iinances of the country were in such straits, to have an unnecessary 
staff’ again at the headquarters. Then, as regards medical and health, 
we have been extremely anxious, quite as anxious as the Honourable 
Member for Education, that an\ legitimate activity of (lovernment in the 
cause of sanitation and health should not suffer. ]iut we found that at 
the head(]uarters we have an unnecessariK large staff, which could not be 
justified in these hard times. For instance, we know that the Indian 
Medical Service' is prmiaril\ recruited for the Arm\, aiul in the Army 
itself we havi* (»fficei‘ who, among his otlu'r iluties, has the superMsion of 
the medical services. This is wliat the department itsidf admits 

“It wiil lie seen that as slated hy the Uepartinera ot Ediu-ahnn. Health nid Lands 
‘only u ])Ortion of the Diiector Oeneral’s wuik is done, foi the t ivil authorities’.” 

We sa\ in our lie port . 

“'Pile I. M. S and I M 1) are esaeniially inilitary ser\ices. The expenditure 
»»n the Medical Stoie Depots and their profll^ aie tound ain(»iig ihe Annv Ksiiiii.deh.

We therefore eanie to the eoiielusion, whieli w.is amj>l\ jiistitird b\ the 
evidence and tlu* facts that we had before us, ih<it it w.i‘. uiineees'^ars to 
retain such a highly paid stuff at the headquarti'rs of the civil depart¬ 
ment, when \ou liavi* a tullv organist'd department jn ihr Annv .is wtil. 
Hut Jit the same time* we wen* careful to lav down that tin* tloveiimM'ufc 
of India should have at their command competent medical adv lei oii 
(jiicstions of s.mitatioii and the like We siinpK wonted to reduce iin- 
necossar\ expenditure Now, as regards the Mi'dieul IJesran-h Fund, 
evidence was given before us that no less than 50 lakhs was iht'n* in the 
Fund for promoting rese<irch and wt* had ev idi*nee from which we drew 
the conclusion that, under those circumstaiu-es it was imt nreessarv «luring 
these times of stringency for the (loverniiieiit to make an\ annual con¬ 
tribution. Then as regards Archanilogy, the chief complaint of m\ Hon- 
onurahle friend opposite seems to he that w«* fia\e ri*eoninjended tlie 
abolition of the pxist of Sir dolm ^larshall whose ^irviee^ have beiai 
requisitioned after be li.id retired m <»r(U*r In wntt* i luxik no certain 
explorations Sir John ^Marshall h.id been in tlie service of tic* fiovern- 
ment of India for a very long time, 28 \ears, and it was • xpi'iMed that 
during this longterm of office he would ha^e lu'en in .i posituai to publish 
the results of bis own work and the work ol lus deji.ivfineut \\ c w'ere 
also satisfic'd that, whatever pmblieation w'as necessaiv in order to give 
information to the world as rcigards the archoBological finds in India, the 
department was not without men in order to earrv out such duties .Again, 
the terms on wdiieh Sir John !Mar.shall had hc*en re-eng.ig(.*d were e\trcm« lv 
oncjrous, and we thought that in the interests of economy the requisi¬ 
tioning of his service after his time had expired was not justified \s 7 
began by saying, we hesitated a great deal in making recommendations 
which would in any way impair the benefieient activities of the Gkivernment, 
for we have always lieen champions of the eniise of such activities and if 
the colleagues of niy Honourable friend liave gone beyond our recom¬ 
mendations we cannot bo blamed for that and 1 atn sure Sir George 
Schuster will be able to reply to any such criticism. 
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Now, I come to something that was said by Sir Henry Gidney regard¬ 
ing the Customs. He said, “Touch whatever department you like but do 
not touch the ChiRtoins”.

Sir. as regards tin* Post^ and Telegraphs T am not in a position io sav 
anvthing Those 'MemhtTs of the House who have dealt with the subject 
will he in a j)osition to deal with th.at Department. T am .afniid. Sir. I have 
.nlreadv taken mor<* time than T had intt*nded in order 4o deal with the 
general principles on which wa' have based our recommendations. One 
thing w'e must make clear to the House We have felt, and felt verv 
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keenly, as keenly as the Honourable the Finance Member himsell, that 
the hnaneial position to which this country has been reduced from various 
causes is such tiiat the expense of the '‘government’' should he reduced 
to the miniinuin for canxiui? out its duties compatibly with reasonable 
elficiency; and we felt that if that could be done, tlic difficulty of balancing 
the Budget would be far less than it is nt present. Tf the expenses of 
the Gcwerninent of India could he reduced to that niinimuin, tlien in that 
case tlu;rt3 would be less of that crushing burden of taxation which at 
present is interfering with the industrial dcvidopinont the country and 
cutting at the' \er\ root of the economic resources of India. Sir, we 
further felt, iind felt very keenly, as ke.eiil} as Sir Henry GidricN, that 
many men would have to he throw'n out of employment. Wc felt that. 
As a matter of fact not only men of his eominnnity hnl man\ more men 
of the Indian coiTirniinitv wa- fully expected would he thrown out of 
employment. That was a hardsliip which from th(‘ very beginning we had 
in mind, and we laid it down that oiir reconmnendations must be subject 
io giving the men that have to be thrown out of employment, through no 
fault of their own, ample eom]u*nsation so that there might be as little 
hardsliip as possible Sir. we are not satisfied that in the e,n.i* i>f i.iie)i men 
sufficient compensation has been given, and we would press the mat for on 
the attention of th(‘ (lovcrnmont so that they may receive proper com* 
pen sat ion

That was all 
that we could within tlu time at our disposal do. imd ^Vfr Xixon, who 
was the rejirt'senlative of the Finance on our Snii-Committee, w’as presemt 
throutThout the discussions and we were in f.iet satisfic'fl Irorn wli.d. lie said 
th.'it lu' would supfdy tlu* TTcmourablc the Finance Member with all the 
informatifin that w'as nece^cary in order to make our reeommcaulations in 
telligiiile Sir w'O consider tieit there is much room for retrenelimoni in 
the liiglier staff of tlie Government of India: none of us have aru doubt on 
that iioint : I shall give one instance here—tlu* easr*. for instance, of the 
President of the Goimcil of State. We had evidence wliieh showed that 
the duties required of that office are of sucli a character that the Govern¬ 
ment W’ore not justified in incurring tlie charge of the ])a\mont of a high 
salary tlironghout the year (^fr, C C. Pjstrns • “Pvs 50,000 for lesc than 
50 hours!”)

when von come to sec it translated into action, it- has nndesirahle and offim 
almost tragic results. The difference which exists hetwi'cri mv Honourahle 
colleague, in his anxicts to protect the services for which he is responsible, 
and m>self as responsible for the finances of tho country, reveals the ri'.al 
difficultv of the situation. Tn fact. “’You e.annot make omelettes wdthouf 
breaking eggs” and the pri^ess of breaking eggs in the particular case is a 
very unpleasant one. Tt is in that connection that T wamt to snv some¬ 
thing about what fell fmm mv learned fri<*nd ihe Leader of tfio 
Independent Partv He resentc*d, or professed to ros«ent. some of the 
things w'hich Sir Fn/l-i-Husnin in his speech had said and ho protested 
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and said that hia oun Sub-Coinmittce in tlieir recoiiiTnondations had always 
been most (careful to make it clear that they wanted to do nothing to

T rcnienibor tint T, being anxious that wi* should liavt' f^ine form of 
co-operation in this work, wooed the Opposition Parties very assiduously.

who, perhaps with \er^ lew exceptions, could not claim that designation,- 
many people felt that- that was a ver^ dangerous exi)erii»iLnt indeed In 
fact, ISir, looking buck on the prospects ol a^ear ago, it is li.iid to imagine 
any marriage which on the opinions expressed at tlie tune was less liki‘l\ 
to be succcBslul than the one which 1 altenipli d to proinoh' .Nevurtlielcss, 
1 think il we stand back from the picture,—and 1 ask m\ IJononrable 
friends on the Opposite side not to be iiniuir in tins matter, - ij we st.ind 
and look back and consider iiow we iiave workeil togelbei during lliese past 
twelve mouths, i think we may, on both sides, eoiigraluitite ourselves on 
the measure ol success which we have achieved 1 gave llie ilou‘-c certain 
figures in my speech last Alonday in winch I put tbc position 
in this W’ay : that out ol the total recommeiidalions ol the vaiiou^ licUeiicli' 
ment Sub-Committees on the civil side amounting to lakhs, we have 
actually accepted economiesi amounting to ioo lakhs, that is to say, 
economics to the extent of 87 jier cent, ol tiie iveoiiiinendatious Aly 
Honourable fneud the Leader of the ludependeiit J‘arty has juit the posi¬ 
tion in a somewhat different way, and working on llu‘ liguros, as he lia<l 
them, he said that we had, as regards his own Loinniittce, only accepted 
hift recommendations to the extent oi oO per cent 1 ihiuk that that is not 
quite a fair statement of the position. The posilioii. us regards his own 
Committee, according to my tigiires is as lollows- his CoinmittOe’a total 
recommendations, excluding the Id lakhs about wbicb the Honourable 
the Alover spoke arising uul ol llie l.iu* concession^, .uid wlmh J Iroai .is 
rather a separate matter, his (.'oiujuitiee s ivi-omiiu nd.d ion;;, aiiiuunled lo 
410 lakhs. Now, iiicludiKl in that -110 Jaklis is u huui ol 00 lakhs involved 
in the total abolition of the Kcclesiastical J.)cparLimjni and, as I pumled out 
when we were debating this subject last November, it really is bardly hiir 
to treat that as an ordinary retrenchment. At* a matter ol policy, you 
may say, “Abolish that Ifepartiiieiil” or as a matter ol justice, \ou ina\ 
say “This is a burden whicli ought not to lall on the Judian revenues”, 
but it cannot be treated as aii ordinary measure of retrencJmient, nor 
could it be added to the total on whurh we have io sJiow our results. There¬ 
fore, if I deduct that 30 Jaklis, the total manageabi(? retreneJimont I’ccom- 
mended by my Honourable friends 8ub-(’ommittee lomoH down to 
380 lakhs. Now, as against that, wo have, as part of the measures of 
the retrenchment recommended by the Sub-CJomiuitUii aeeejited measures 
producing economics of 2492 *^r say, 2d0 lakhs out oi 380 iaklis. But 

that is not the whole, picture IlonourahJe Memb(‘rs, who have, studied 
this Summary which we circulated, wdll tind on page (>, wdierc all the 
figures arc summarised, that in addition to the aetual measures wdiieh 
represent the acceptance of recommendations of the variouH Suh-Coinmit- 
tees, we have got the departments to accept economies this year totalling 
Bb. 87,81,000. Now, those savings are not in all cases permanent economies 
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but we ctAU regard tiieiu as savings whicli w’ill be eftected this year, and 
wiiich, in u sense, will hold tlic po&ition until perhaps w'e have a chance 
of bmlduig up more permanent economies bclniid them, lliey must 
certainly be added to tJie total of our achievement and 1 quite justifiably 
included them in the total w'heii 1 gave to the House the figure of 4,3d lakhs 
as the savings against the recommendations ot all the Sub-Committees on 
civil expenditure. 11 J add a proportionate part oi those 87 lakhs odd of 
additional economies to the 2,50 that we have achieved against tne Gen¬ 
eral rurpose.s ISub-Commitlee s recomiiieudahoiis, 1 get sometlung like 
3,20 lakhs against 3,80 winch 1 call the sum of their effec;tive recommenda¬ 
tions. And that, 1 \entiire to put to the House, is a very effective response 
to the recommendations which they have made, especially when it is 
considered that in eertairi respeet.*, \\e have not yel Jji<d time to go fully into 
their recommeufiatioiis, particularly under those he.idings which will be 
covered by their third Lloport, a Ueport which wo have not yet received. 
That, Sir, 1 venture to put to the House, ii^ the general picture. Eco¬ 
nomies of about 4,30 lakhs against recomnuaidations of about 5 crores on 
the civil side, and on the military side total savings lor the next Budget 
of 5J crores, against re(‘ornlnelldatloll^, as regai’ds jierm.iTiciii economics 
which did not so far amount to quite 3 erore.s 1 think we ean say that 
if last year anybody had known tliat we were going to come before this 
House with rcMilts of that kind, I think it is fair to say that 90 per cent, 
of the Members of this House would hu\e refustd to believe that it was 
possible, and 1 do feel, as I have already said, that looking back on the 
broad picture of our aehicvemeut, that is ‘Something on which both sides 
of the Hiwise may congratulate themselves

If ms friend has 
eases,—and hi', read out a large niimher and list c»f names- I Iiojie he will

'Hx* matter certainl\ has not been ignori'd and ix) t me has 
been wasted in (‘onducting inquiries and in the consultation with tin* 
various irit(‘ro.sts concerned—departments, liraiiehcs and J'rovjncial 
Governments—which is nccossarv n c*rder t<» deal vith that (piostion. 
In the iiieanw'hilt* 1 would remind the* Jfouse oi what T told them tlic other 
da>, that we ar(‘not jirejudjc/ng the tiilnrc hir. since tlie Tst of duK last 
Near, all officers have been taken on on ihc distinct nndersl.Hiding that 
the terms are provisional and that lhe\ are not aecjuinng rights for the 
future on the (‘Mst ng scales of pay 

T think that I have taken sufficient time of the Jfouse in dealing w’ifh 
the more imjiortant jioints which T liave stdectial T should have hked if 
it had been ])ossil)le to go through some (»f tlx* points made hv thi* Honour¬ 
able the Mover and also to answer certain of the arguments w hich fell from 
my Honourable friend, T)r Ziauddin Alimed. particnlnrlv as regards the 
Arm\ expenditure. ^Pliere is only om,* remark which 1 would make to him 
in conclusion, and ns I have said little yet about Ann\ exp(‘nd’tnre. T may 
permit myself the time for doing so My Hononrahk* friend read to ns 
some extracts from the Tncheape Committee’s llepnrt, and he said that 
what they w^rote then is equally true to-day ITe re.nd extracts to the effect 
that the country cannot stand the burden of a Military Thidget at the level 
which was referred to in that lleport But T would rciriind my Honourable 
friend of this, that wffien tlie Tncheape. Gommittee rej^orted, the military 
expenditure was something like OTf eron*s, wTiereas to-day it has gone down 
to just over 46J crores; and T tliink it is a little unfair to appl\ to that re¬ 
duced expenditure the arguments wdiicli held good when the expenditure 
was more than 50 per cent higher than it is to-day 1 w’ould also remind 
my Honourable friend, if he takes his stand on what the Tncheape Com¬ 
mittee said, that the Tnc'hcape Committee held out, as an ideal to be aimed 
at, a reduction of Army expenditure to something like 50 erores; and that 
wdiatever may hajipen in the future, w'e have at least in the next vear got 
the expenditure dovvn to crores below that figure. T think

The Honourable Sir George Schuster: 1 think my Honourable friend 

will excuse me if 1 do not f^ive way; the time is short and the point is 
41 simple one and J should like to finish. 1 do not sav that ]f prices get 
J(>\ver than tliey are hi-da_v, tliat it will not he nec(‘ssarv to seek still fur¬ 
ther economies, llul I do say this; that we have at least done more than 
the lnch(‘ap<‘ Committee- recommended and that, sh(jn of siihs^tintial re¬ 
ductions ill tnjops, we can claim that Armv exiauKliture has been cut down ' 
now' to the ni'nimum which is ])Ossil)le My Honourable friend reierred to 
exjjenditurc l>i*forc the war, ami he made grt*at l>hiv with the useles'-ncss of 
nomen’eetive charges, hut imlort unaU‘ly thost* iion‘effi‘etive charges, l>c:ng 
charges ior war pensions and ordinar\ pensions, .ire just the very charges 
wliieh no man can reduce*. M lie (loxeTiime'nt cannot .avoid them, and it is 
vt‘r\ largeK the increase* ot thos»* charge's whch lias increased Army 
e\j)en(litlire* since h(*h>re the war. 

In conelii'^ion I must re*turn to the main point whieli 1 have* made, that 
if we lo<jk at the* genenil picture, 1 think we m‘i\ eongr.itnlate ourselve*s 
on the .leli eM'ineiit ot iliK \ear Jhit J weaild he* the last per‘'f»n to say 
tliat we ina\ n*st eontt'iil with that aelneve'inent. or that we should turn 
a deal ear l\) tlu* expre^^ioiw of public opinion which we have* hearel in the 
(■(Hirsi* (»1 this (lehate em})hasjs ng llie urgent nee*d tor fuit)u*r rediielion in 
])nhlie expenditure* and tlie urL^mt need that we should not redax our 
effca'ts m attt*niptmg to get I'lpalihninii on those lines. 

Mr. S. G. Mitra: Sir, 1 have hardl\ tune to reply to the weighty remarks 
of the Ilouourahh* the* Finance MemheT ^fy main conte-ntion was that 
there was no other w.i\ e\t-ept 1)\ reln'iieimient. h\ which we could attain 
our ol))(*et of hal.meing the J^ndget or meeting tin* situation. I think the 
siiggest’on first l•,lm^* irom the* Fhirope*.‘iu <ironf», a \e.ir ('r two ago they 
tirst pre*ssed t'-r inon n*tn*ne}iinent. In m\ speech 1 wont tlirongh the 
details jti (/rder to show that tin n* s rnongh room for fiirtlier and more', re- 
ireiiehment, ami now I shall onl\ rele*r to ;i few pcants to rL*))ly to some 
of the ])oints Iliad** h\ tin* speake*rs. 

The llononrahle* Sir Fa/l-i-Fius.iin took us to t.isk and .said tliat the 
(Jemral Pnrfioses Ketrenehimait Committe*e recommended that these 
seamtitie di'p.artinents should lie retnaiehed to the utmost possible limit. 
Here 1 will merel\ cpiole just a hue troni our IJeport to show' the attitude 
that was takini h\ tlu* ivpresentati\e of the Fiuaneo Department on our 
■('ommitlee to our proposals. On page .‘18 of our first fleport it js stated— 
'‘Our otVieial colleague, Mr Xixon. liokk that its expenditure should bo 
ri‘du(*ed so as to cost not more than laklis in all, hut lu* lias given no 
details of the sclioiiie he has m \it*W’’\ 

d'hen I sliall read from jiage 129 of the saint' Ueport to show that at every 
jioint it was the representati\e of the Fiiiaiiee Departnu'iit wdio pressed 
fnr rt'ally killing these scientific departments. On tiie Geological Survey, 
this IS what is slated in the Ifeport : “Our otTieial colleague, Mr. Nixon, 
hnwi‘Vt*r. urges that on grt>unds of financial necessity it should he closed 
dow’ii altogether for a term of years”. ^ 

Then again at page 4H, in conneetion with other sciont tic departments, 
it will lie seen that “Mr. Nixon, however, holds that this group of institu¬ 
tions should also he subjected to retrt*ncliment in common with the depart¬ 
ments of Ooverninent,” nlfhongh we suggested that these scientific de¬ 
partments sliould not be touched. So, Sir, it is not so much the fault of 
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the General I’urposcs Committee as the pressure that was brought to bear 
upon the Coiiinultee s deliberalions by tlu* representative oi the Finance 
Deparlmeiit' that led us to suggest these large reductions in Scientiho 
Departments. 

As regiinls the point raised b\ my friend Sir Ht*nry Gidney, I can only 
say that il really nou would like to give more money to these people, why 
don't you in these davs of imeinplovment iveruit fresh men? Even men 
from his own community vmU be helpial Why should you give extra 
emoluments to u hole-tune si*rvants for overw ork ? Then again if vou work 
them ovcTtmie and makt' them also work at lUnhls, certainly llie\ will not 
be able to inaintMii their efticioncy on the loilouiug day. It is cerlainlv 
WTong on ])rinci|)le ter Government to allow llieir ollicers to work over 
night. 

Then a‘< reir.n'ds com])ensatiuu to the retrenched olVicials, I think 1 
showed that tlu‘ Inchcapi' t'oinmilli‘t‘’s sug'Jcvtion was that tluTe should 
be an add tiomil 20 per eeru lUiii.ineed piui^ions ior tlu' lowaa* paid ]>eople, 
and ot course it was iriven effect t'> As regards i*onip(‘nsation. even the 
Honourable Member hiiusell lu his tirst esinnate mad(' an allow.uice for 
roughly 20 per ct'iit. tor this purpose, but we find that it is now' actually 
even less than lo p(T cent.; that shows wb.at w.is tirst eonsuhTi-d as neces- 
sar\ compeiisatKai lias bt'eii subseijueiit 1\ Vi'iw much reduced. 

Sir, with these remarks I close this dehati*. btit 1 jiross my main point 
for more retrenchment, and 1 tliink the House will agree with 
me and also vote tor my motion.

SiY*. the HoTiourahle the Finance Member complains in his speech fhnti 
no specific instances of evasion have been put up to him. and T put it to him, 
does he reallv exyieid ns to put im anv speeific ease or eases of evasion*’ 
And if we had been able to put up any specific case or cases of evasion. 
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what, I ask, would the country or he himself have thought of his own 
department? Fur surely nobody outside that department should be in 
possession of such confidential information as to be able to jiut up specific 
cases ol where a man was under-assessed or not assessed at all to income- 
tax. If anybexly became in possession ol such information in the course 
of professional connection with the persons concerned, docs he really think 
that that person would he free to disclose such confidential inlorrnation? 
On refiectioii, Sir, 1 suggest to the Honourable ihe Finanee Member, he 
will agree that he has no right to expect any sucli information from out¬ 
side. As regards suggestions for remedying the irregularities, liere again 
I do not think the Honourable gentleman <'mi comj>laiu. for, m point of 
fact a great number of sugg(‘stions wi n' put up 1o his Department here 
in November last and since then in other plaei's and we must assume that 
all such suggestions have exentiially reached his table. I do nut therefore 
propose to review such suggestions, because il is obvious that matters of 
such detail can he dealt with mueli morr con\eiiierilJy elsewhere than on 
the floor ot this House. But 1 would onl\ merit mu what is perhaps our 
most important suggestion, and that is that a small expert Board con¬ 
sisting of two or thret‘ Members, wliieh ma\ or ma\ not la* \\lmll\ oflicM.d, 
but m any case should be unquestiouahls highly qualified, be apfKiinted, 
and that they slioiild \i«it eaeli centre t-i examine the elTectivencss of the 
assessments in each circle. That is oiir basic suggestion, for wo arc confi¬ 
dent that on the facts which an unhurried penetrating surwey by that 
Board would bring to the light of da\, a rnucli more ' tTeet've admmisiiM- 
tion of income-tax assessment could be built up. 

It may well be that maii^ of the suggestions which have been sub¬ 
mitted are not considered practical in all the cireumstances. Wo do not 
know if that is so but we hav( no shadow^ t>f doubt that all of them are 
not impractical, and that an application of even a f<*w’ of them would un- 
rjueslionably effect \er\ markt'd jinprovrim nt in tin* t'Xi^ting uii^.itivlfictnrv 
statf of affairs. It may be also that ilu* pr-up sed action so mysteriously 
inferred in the Honourable the Finance Membi'r’s speeeh will rlo all that 
tlie position ealks for at tlie present time. P>ut, Sir, the inherent vagueness 
of the remarks quite frankly leave the mereantile community with an 
uneasy feeling that the position is not really appreciated and that very 
little is likely t-o be done Hightly or wrongly, we are constrained to 
believe that tlie depaHment does not accept the vuwv that evasion or 
avoidance is nearh as extensive as most noii-f)fVicials are ef>nvineed it is, 
and (fiiitf pov.sibl\ the rbq)firtn)( nl (aun»»l .ippi eciatt- wli\ \\v bore are press- 
’■ne this que'stion at tbi*' lime. Bui m Dm imri-' itlici.d vaw there is no 
alternative but to press for tlie relief we .«eek. when it is remeinben'd that 
our ease, if it is as well founded as \v(* ari* convinced it is, really means 
that those of us who are to-day paying Bs 800 a y.ar as ineorne-lax should 
oulv be paving about Ifs *2t»0, and that those wlio are paying Bs. 1.500 a 
vear. shnnld only be pa\ing about B.s. 1.000 a year, and that those firms 
which are paving Bs. 9 lakfis a year are really paying 8 laklis too much 
because semehody else is avoiding taxation and paving nothing at all. 
The most ing'-nt claim both on onr svmpathv and on our consideration 
h'wever is of thos(' unfortainnte people wdiose salary is Bs. 1,000 a year or 
Bs. ^^8 fi month who would he freed from the taxation wliieh we subjected 
them to in November last under the present financial emergency. Speak¬ 
ing for myself, T can frankly say that, amongst a host of objectionable 
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items in the Finance IMember’s Supplementary Bill, this feature whereby 
the minimum taxable income was reduced from Its. 2,000 to Rs. 1,000, 
was the feature which caused me the greatest misgivings. 

There is one thing more which I wish to say. In replying to me last 
jNov ember, tin* Honourable the Finance Member, in his own words, gene¬ 
rated (rnisideral)le heat in the delencc* of iiis department, and no one will 
blame him for that. But—and 1 should lihc* to make this f)ert(‘etly clear— 
there was not then and then- is not now any suggestion in m> n marks attack¬ 
ing the h()ne^t\ o!‘ lii^ departineiit I h.i\e no reason uhatevjT to iliink that 
th<" integrity of the members ot th(‘ Income-tax Department stands any 
lower than the verv higfi staiuiard vvhich makes the Civil S'-rvice of Indiu as 
a whok* the admiration ol the world. \\\' do cl/nrri. howevf-r. that iluTe is 
sornelbing very detinitel} wanted m the effectiveness of the assessment of 
income-tax. We believe the fault lies in the system and, in the absence 
of adecpiatc powers, more than in the actual working of the department. 
But whatever the cause, we Jo appeal to Government to do everything 
•that may be lu'ccssary to put matters right. 

Sir, I move. 

Mr. B. Das (Onssa Di\isi<>n .Ntju-Muhammadaii) : Sir, w luui 1 read 
the cut motion 1 thought that m 3 friend Mr. Tait would say that there 
was a great deal ot evasion of income-tax, but when 1 heard his speech 
J lelt that h(i had a good deal of .svrnpathv with those who aie heavih' laxtd 
especially on accvninl ol the lowest limit of irujume-tax having been reduced 
»o Bs, and also he had a great deal of sympathy for a rebate of 

taxc.-^. J lliink e\er\ one of us who is a human, being would like to show 
‘•^Miiputhv wall those who evade payments. When my friend Mr. Tait 
travels in a first class compartment and some stranger tries to get in, be 
tries to stop the gentleman tiom coming in and thereby the Railway Com¬ 
pany loses its income and there is thus the e\asion of railw’ay dues. Then* 
Sir/the other da>, wlien a certain income-tax Bill was introduced by my 
TToneurabh* tri*‘nd the Finance Member by means of which he wanted to 
t.ix Jill foreign investments, jill mv' friends on mv* loft were against it. 
'riijit 1 ^; :d<o a o* evji^ion of pivmeiit income-taxe^s. Sir, being 
hunuin, we all wjint to eviule tjixes. but 1 had thought that I would hear 
from inv Irieiid. Mr Tfiit, ;i tirade agjiinst '.uch evus-r^ns Thosi* who evade 
pavnient c»f taxes are not (‘('Hjiinlv moral vvTOcks. I find that my friend 
did not hold tluit view It i^ human nature to evade income-tax, and it 
cannot be .aviiided. I had thought that this token cub was a vote of 
censure tlu* Government or on those w’ho evade taxes, but his speech 
has not broiu.dil out that point at all. '‘My Honourable friend expressed 
a good di'iil of svmpathy witli those who evade taxes, and T t-oo express a 
L^ood deal of svmpathv with those who try to evade, because Government 
impose such tjixe^ :is tbev like and the tax-payer has no say in the matter. 
So ridiflv JUid naturallv. there i< a desire on the part of every one to evade 
fho^p taxes Then, takinjj info consideration the fad that to-day the tax- 
leaver is heavilv faxed, naturally there vv-ould h.* sueh evasions On the 
other hjind, one aspect must he recocnised that the low- grade Income-tax 
Officers exercise too much control and recover extra taxation and cause lots 
ol annovance in tlie countiw side. Since the recruitment of the new staff 
hv the Finance Department to collect all additional income-taxes, T think 
the police are held in ns much terror as the income-tax officers are feared 
in the districts. The Finance Member himself knows that at present there 
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is very little trade in the country, Dut the newly recruited lncoine-t*ax 
Oil leers want promotion. So they want to show that they can increase 
the Jimount of receipts of the incoiue-tnx. of the district by so many lakhs 
of rupees. So tlnw ^o to the shops of e\er\ Panivcila and Biriwala every 
oilman iind grocer and tell them that thoir income is something like 
Its. 5,000. Tliese poor people liave no accounts and it is their wives and 
clnldreii who sell the pava and the h/r/x and out a bare living. 

Tlicsc are cases where these people arc going to he taxed through over 
/calonsncs^. In spit(‘ of ni\ being hauled up under some sort of an 
Ordinance, that T am assisting a certain party m e\asion of tuxes, I will 
rather help that parly \\heiu‘ver that man's incotne is Bs. 500 a year and 
the Income-tax Ofliccr asst‘sses him at liaMug an income of more than 
lus. 1,1)00 So I think tins debate coming on tlu' lloor of the House at 
least, teacher us i>iie les-^on.

Iherefore F supposi' that it m a nalural proia'ss for 
the ordinary small shopkeeper and rncrelianl, of wlioni there are thous.andfi 
and thousands in India, to evade assessment tf» income-tax Now that 
the limit has been reduced from TFs 2,00() to IN l.OOti, oi course it wHll 
be very much more .serious Many more ilionsands of peopl,. :,rr now 
to be drawn into the net 'and it is a qnestif)n liow' manv and what pro¬ 
portion of the total can ho hroughl in. It is with tin's fih/eet in V'ow 
and that of trying to tighten up the adiriinisfration, that this matter 
was raised last November and is raised again to-day We Inivo been 
'asked to make constructive suggestions. First of all. wo liavo been asked 
to prove our case Thnf, T think is impos.sihle t-o prove with fnets and 
figures, but T think by inference it is self-evident, and I think Mr. Das’ 
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remark that it is human nature to evade income-tax is a sufficient indi¬ 
cation that no one will deliberately return his profits to assessment unless 
he is forced to do so and if he is forced to do so, so far as he can in 
accordance with his conscience, if he has a conscience, he will naturally 
minimise his profits. Another fact which causes the profits to be 
minimised in the commercial world is undoubtedly the fact, that there 
is no allow^ancc for losses, ^\'hen a man makes a lakh of rupees, he 
says, “I may make a loss of a lakh of rupees next year and thcref</re 
I must reduce this year’s profit of a lakh of rupees by every means 
1 can to a smaller figure so that 1 may not be mulcted in income tax on 
a large figure this year when 1 get no redress for making a loss next year. 
Corning to the actual suggestions, many people have been thinking aboufi 
this subject during the last few months, and certain suggestions have 
been put up which I think would bear memtion in this House. One is the 
fact that lo-duy there is no obligation upon anybody, any private trader 
or individual to send in a return unless hv is called ujjon to do so by the 
authorities I think the time has ccano to lake uji this suggestion. The 
point was di-hated h\ ilie Sel<‘ct Corninittee that sat on tlic Income-Tax 
Mill m MfJl Tlir\ decided thiit. h iviiig regard to the state* f»f India then, 
the stale of i*due,ition and gtaieral learnmg, it was noj pos^iibli* to make 
it ehligalorx npeji every nidnidual to tik* hi*' ret inn wlietlar l/c- asked

Then, there is another point about income-tax prosecutions. Any one 
who lias ht en n^ading the Kngh^h papers for the last five years w’lll be 
struck hy some almost famous eases whieli have hetui brought into the 
courts and they are of well known men wliu have swindled the income-tax 
autliontic's for many years and who liave received si'iiteiu-es Tliese cases 
naturally make other people, who have heen doing the same, very nervous, 
and possibly it makes tliom declare with perfect correctness their figures 
w'hich they linvi* not done in previous years I am told Unit certain prose¬ 
cutions liavc been launched in India but that the fines inflicted have been 
so trilling, m faid niucli less than wdiat the income-tax authorities could 
themselves liave imposed, that it has not been wwth bringing other cases. 
Well, publicity ouglit to be vtTy useful in this matter, and I hope that 
public opinion may f«a-cc the courts to take a more serious view of these 
eases and to impose hea\ier fines, and in that wav to tnako people return 
their incomes correctly who have not done so in the past 

Then there is the further point as to w'hcther more inspection should 
not bo done from headquarters After all you can easily have a certain 
number of ('xpia-ts at!ached to your Income-tax Department, who in the 
light of tlhdr experience gained in Bengal, can go to Madras or Bombav 
and use that experience and possibly show' up lines of assessment which 
are not appreciated locally. Take a bookshop. The experience in Bengal 
may be that an average bookshop in the bookshop locality makes a certain 
figure as profit. Possibly that man goes to ^ladras and finds that similar 
bookshops arc not being assessed on the ground that their income is not 
large enough to be assessed. That experience of experts going round the 
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co'untrv nia\ assist to show up irregularities in the income-tax adniinis- 
tratioii of particular provinces and would be a gi-eat moral check on the 
personnel of the Income-tax Department, as they would know' that there 
w'ould 1)0 some one coming along once or twice a \ear, who w'as a gi’cat 
expert in his subject, and wdio w’ould pounce on. a given street and ask why 
bookshop No. 171 had not been assessed, or why only assessi*d at so 
much, when its turnover niiist be so 'and so. These ai'c the sort of things 
in which experts travelling round tiie count r\ Iroiii licadquarters could 
assist. I should be ver\ interested to hear from the lltiiiourahle. the 
Finance Memher how thev ha\e been thinking on this matter in the last 
few' months and wliat ste])s they have m their mind. It must be obvious, 
I do no! tliink it can be <lcnied, that now tluit the iiieonu'-tax limit lias 
been rediiet'd to otie thousand rupees, evasion will bo far more siTious 
than it iia^ e\er beiai before, that, is to sa\. as reg.irds the mimlicr of 
cases,— whetlitM- it will he in the aeliinl revenue is another malti'i*. There¬ 
fore J think this matter ‘should he \entilated aiui an\ strp possihh; to 
bring in I lie correct amount of lax from indnidiials should he pri*s.se<l.

On the floor of this Housf we rejected the Finance Bill, and with the 
power wliieh i^, not shared l>\ the piaiplp that England ha.s in this eonntrv, 
the Finane(‘ Bill was certified. If the House of Oimmons had rejected 
the Finance Bill. Englishmen would Iiave had to go and consult their 
people in a gene ral election and a now' Government would have come into 
existence. Therefore, ,Sir, I would ask the Honourable the Finance 
Member not to take the very rnischievoii.s advice of the Honourable the 
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Xioadcr of the European Group and chastise those who evade income-tax not 
only with whips but with scorpions. That is what the Leader of the Europ¬ 
ean Group implied when lie said that the fines were trifling. He wants ver^ 
severe punishment; he wants sharp exjDOsure of the offenders. All that 
will come when power is transfcirred from that side to this side. Till then, 

I will only ask the Finance Member to secure our moral sympathy and 
support against tlie evasion of income-tax, but not to tax the tax-payer 
with a heavier tax, namely, a savage punishment for evasion That would 
be a disastrous thing when the Government have no responsibility whatever 
and when the House has given tliem no power to tux the people.

Mr. K, P. Thampan (West Coast and Nilgiris: Non-Muhammadan 
Biiral) • Sir, mav T say a w'ord in this eonneetiori ? T ;im speaking about 
the condition of affairs in Ihe villages and not in big to'vns like Madras, 
Calcutta, Bombay and other places Before the introduction of the reforms 
and income-tax became a central subject, income-tax was recovered 
through the agency of the village headman and other rex^enue 
authorities T remember in my place the village lieadrnan forw^arded a 
list of people liable to be asse^^sed to the Bevonue Inspector; both 
fthe village headman and the Bevenue Inspector knew'^ pioro or less inti- 
matelv about these people, and if thev had anv grievance they had 
naturally the right of making their representations to the Tahsildar. The 
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Tahsildar who was very often a native of the taluq also knew the condi¬ 
tions of the people and so there was no trouble at all. Avoidance of pay¬ 
ment was a g()o<l deal less in those days.

1 do not iliink he lia.s interpreted Kurecth what Mr. i>a.s meant when 
lie said tliat W hat Mr. Das said was that on account of the over-zealous- 
ness of the Income-tax OfUcers the\ lev\ income-tax indiscriminately and 
some of those jiersons who do not have any taxable income are on that 
account brought under their purview, and hence there wall be a tendency to 
escape such inhuman and unjust taxes. 1 think that was wdiat he meant 
when he made that statement; and it is exactly so. Wlien my friend the re¬ 
presentative of the millowners Association, Mr. Mody, supported the state¬ 
ment that there was a good deal of evasion of income-tax in this country, 
I do nt)t think he said tliat wdth an\ knowledge of those income-tax 
assessees who come under lower gradi's ot inc^oirK-s I think perhaps he 
spoke on btdialf of the class or interest w’hieh he represents, that is. the 
millowner.s. It may be that the> ar*" out to escajie tJie ini‘ome-tax, and 
for that T invite an\ rieoroiis application of rules from the fiovemment. 

I will sui'pcu't (iovernimnt in thei»' endeavour to prevent that; l)ut when 
he wants to talk about other income-tax assessets wdio come under lower 
grades, 1 enter a {*aveat friend ma^ laugh at me hut it is a fact, 

and I will he sujiportetl by any one who knows 5 m\thing about the working 
of the Tneonic-tax Act in the interior villages, tluat mnn> of those wdio do 
not earn that amount of inc(»me also come under its ])urview. What the 
incoiTK*-tax asst'ssing officers do is just to ismie notices to some persons about 
wliom ihev have got some private information that they earn some income 
and assess them to ineome-iax and ask them to produce their accounts 
imd other information. Generally, these small shopkeepers and others do 
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not keep auj' accounts, and so when they come to the Income-tax Officer 
and sa^ that they do not niuintain any accounls, they are assessed arbi¬ 
trarily and the amount has to be paid: and once they come within the 
lax, it continues whethei; tliey continue to get any income or not. Once 
an assessee always an assessee—Naturally these people being illiterate, 
even though tliey have to pay li*'in yi'ar to year, they are not able to 
maintain any accounls as required l)y llic Act, so it is more of exaction 
than of evasion that we have to deal with. lnstt‘ad ol strc'^sing that aspect 
tlu‘ whole debate lias taken an one sidc-d alTair, that is, ri‘gardiug tlie 
evasion ta intonu'-taili.ii tlie I'liiriinim in<*idt in e ol the income- 
tax has been lowered, it is all the moie in eessary that wi should contine 
ourselves to ilie question ol ex.ielion latlier than e\a■^lon. because a larger 
number oi pia'soiK wdl » ome under tiu piiiMea (> tlusi* ! la (/nii'-tax Olli- 
cers; and so it w all lite more* neiessaix ti» -ee that lIuM’e slioiild be no 
exaction.

But lofik 
at the expense, he has to pay not le-s than Bs 1,000 as tax to the 
Government per year and about (>-8-0 ]>er scat to tlu‘ District Board, also 
he would have horrow’(‘d amount lor the pui*chasc of the bus itsell; he 
does not keep any acc'ount of all the.se things, in addition he has to pay 
interest and the ]>ay of the conductor and driv(*r ami running charges; he 
does not keep an account of all those things. What tht‘ (lovennnent looks 
at is that he earns so much per day, and thercfor(‘ lu‘ conies under that 
category. I say therefore that there will lx* mr>r(* cas(‘< ot exaction than 
there have been heretofore I do not denv flu* fact that there may be 
cases of evasion; but it is ver\ i‘as\ for the otficers to check the accounts 
and statements in tin* absonct* of accounts, and if Ihev find that the 
accounts or statements are not coiTcet then they can investigate them and 
bring defaulting p(‘Ople to book But at the same iinic you must take 
note of this fact also namely exactions 

My Honourable friend the Leader of tlie European Group saiil that the 
punishment lor detaullcrs is not so rigorous lu tins country as it is in 
England.

of the poojile nor of tlu* large jr/int family sysUm undi i w'hich only one 
member earns while there are a number of dependants on him. He may 
have a niimlxT of children and a niimher (d daughters to inariw for whom 
he may have to give large amounts h\ way of dowry and also incur huge 
marriage expenditure,—all the-e things the Income-tax Officers do not 
take into consideration, and in as.si'ssiug an individual they ill not make 
any deductions for all this expenditure. That is one thing 

Then with regard to companies, here also thev do not make any allow¬ 
ance for losees in the previous year, and if the assessee gets a little income 
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the next year within the aKsessable limit, then he is taxed. So I submit, 
Sir, that you should not apply the rule so rigorously in this country as 
you do in England where the conditions are altogether different.

Ma\ T remind the Honourable the Mover of this Hc'solution that the 
question of avoidance or evasions is not really germane to income-tax. 
W(' havi^. the customs dutic*s, and I am quite sure* that the* Honourable 
genth'man whc'u hc' goes lo hhigbnul, opi a c•lo.•^l‘d box *)1 cigars because 
he finds ihat an open box is not liable to customs duty. (Laughter.) And 
1 have no diaibt that Honourable ocauipaiits ol bcan'Mcs ou tbi' otlicu* side 
follow his good lead in lha< cl ri'ctioii If you have a scent bottle', ,\Ou rip 
of>en its cover ami tala* a lew drop, into vtnir iKiiulhercInef, not because* 
\ou nec'd that rehvslier, hut hecau.«,e if a lull bottle* was to cross the 
channel it would he sulije'cted to a lu‘av\ dut\ in the* port of Jjondon 
(Laughte*r )

Sir HaghOocke: T was can*ful t«i exqdain that ]>uint T dni not say that 
everyhodv should he called ii])on to file a statement ; T said tliat lhe)se who 
were liable should he called to file a statement 

Sir Hari Singh Gour; If rny friend w^ere a lawyer, he w'ould understand 
that he Ims got into a Menou.s circle. How do yf>u know that the man is 
liable* unU'.ss be firejiares bis staluirient AA by slioulel hc prepare a state¬ 
ment? Hec;ause he is liable. As rny Honourable friend Sir Abdur Bahim 
has })ointed out, he has got into deeper w\aterR than the Honourable the 
Mover of the motion by making that suggestion. AA"e have been oft(*n told 
that the shoornakr*r should be wary of going beyond his last, and gentlemen 
w'ho wish to advise upon matters which arc the special domain of lawyers 
should indeed bo wary before thev offer their advice. Then W'e are told 
by the Honourable the Loader of the European Group that you must pillory 
everybody who has been found guilty of evasion and avoidance. The very 
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'man who taxes is the man who is the final judge. Then, my Honourable 
friend on the other side says that such is the law of England. I wish 
ftgjii)! my Hf)nourable friend to go and consult some lawyer expert in the 
Englisli Jaw of income-tax. The whole procedure in England is diametri¬ 
cally opposed to llic procedure prescribed by the Indian taxing law. You 
have Incoiri«-tax Coiiiniisbioiiei's who are drawn from the people, who 
assess the tax. You hav(‘ then Income-tax Coimnissioners who are drawn 
from Ihe people, who naidify the tax and liear a])peal8 against that tax. 
You have the liigh Court and special commissioners who modify and hear 
final jippeaK. 'i lie> aie all n jire.^entativcs of the people, chosen by the 
jK'ople, and iru'-.'i'd of the ji»‘Tbfii, \on hav(‘ a \\)if)U‘ sN'^liau of 
jiidiei.i' niaelnn»',r\ ior (be piirp<)S(‘ of eontr filing undue assessments upon 
tJj e assessef‘ lla\i‘ you got that maelnnery Iutl*? As my Honourable 
friend ]\Ir Itaju very pertinonflv pointed fait, that iiicoine-tax law' here is a 
rela* of the old bureaueratie sxstem of hie volo. hir juheo order. ‘‘This is 
what T wi'^h, this is w'luit I ordain.*’ It is an entirely antediluvian system, 
against which Meuibia-s on the Opposition Ihniches have registered a 
written protest, and it is not as niy Honourable friend has pointed out, 
that tliat l:irgr‘l> siguf'd I’ull is st iM awaiting introduction. It has been duly 
mtrrKlue(*d, and some of us have w'Htten to the Honourable the Einance 
‘Mor’ilier to eo-oy»crate with iis in sounding public opinion before its further 
ju’o^Ti'ss during tb-' luxt Simla sp'^.^n-n \Vbat response w'e shall get to 
nnr \er\ ju4 .if»p»'?il I wa.t to Ibit tlu‘ ({uestion w'itb wliicdi we are 

direetlv ron‘*'‘i’»wM] here is this. \Vt‘ all aiimit, and w'e must admit, that 
in a'l taxMtivUi ind paitKMil.nh m the ease of the income-tax, there must 
be i‘\'asif>T\s juid avoidatue, but that is not the main question. The quos- 
t’on IS not tied fberu ‘s evasion and avoidance, the question is whether 
the floetor’s eure w’oiild not he w'o>’^»* than the disea-^e And that is a point 
upon wlii(di ITonourable ^Member's '>n this side of the House are not at one 
with the Honourable Members in the Centre Group 

Wlial i-ernedy can \ou suggest for the purpose of mitigating the evil? 
That IS the wliob' qin'^tioti with which w’e are concerned 

Then, it has been pointed out by my Honourable friend Mr. Thampan 
that we have now a new s\st<*m of procedure, and that the special assessing 
tlepartiiient that ba.s been installed evtT since income-tax became a central 
subject li.e^ It'd to lari. abiiM**. Tlo*-" are a)»u^cs implicit and inherent 
in the s\.steni Wlicn \ou giva* .-uin department tlu‘ sole control and right 
of lowing taxi's, and wliether \i>u wi.sh or not. the assessor believes that hie 
efficienev will be pidged by the measure of success that he attains in 
collecting money lor his masters, there is ahvavs an incentive. 1 do not 
say vou eiu-ourage it, but 1 sa\ that there is always an incentive inherent 
in the svslcm,— that the Tiiconic-tax Officers are inclined to become over¬ 
zeal Mis Ill the discharge of their duties. Therefore, what we now require 
is a salutary control ovi'r tlicir over-zealous discharge of duty. 

Honourah’e Members have said that \vc must have a committee. That 
is a qiu'stion to vvhiidi I think there can he but one reply. Only yesterday, 
we heard from Sir Abdur Kabim and his colleagut' ^Mr, Mitra, and w^e 
agreed wilb tlu'in that when you h.ive been spending largo sums of mouev 
upon fMMiimitt('('s and commissions which turn out voluminous reports that 
load tli(‘ t’.rcliivcs nf tlu' rnncrmiicnt. of India and are afterwards forgotten 
and iioA'cr given effect to—what is the good of having one more committee? 
If iny Honourable friend, Mr Tnit, wdio seems to be an expert in thi.s sub¬ 
ject, is taken into the confidence of the Finance Member— ^he seems to 
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kiYCW, or he seems to have a particular knowledge of evasions, and he will 
tell (lini how evasions take place. I know, Sir, that the Income-tax 
Ofheers do ('rn])Io\ informers, and the infonners go and give information 
wh^ch is out of all proportion to the reality of the facts for which they 
vouch, that has led to the aceuniulated volume of public opinion against 
the Income-tax Department. It is true that the Honourable the Finance 
Member has time and again from his place supported that department. 
1 ha\<.‘ nothing \vhatov('r to say against the personnel of the department, 
and I do not think that any Member on this side of thi‘ House is saying 
anUhing against tlie jxrsonnel of that department. VVliat they are 
attacking is lln* viemuh s\stt'm, the s\stem (hat lends It) abuse, and it is a 
system therefore* winch must he speedily, if not immediately, put an end 
to. 

f)ne UK.'re wC’ld and 1 have done. We know as a matter of fact that 
ioc»';!u‘-t.;\ wil! iji thi \( r\ in biinrr oi* a itiuirn ot tli»' IjO'.mI (i(»\t‘rn- 
mcips. (“l.^)ueNtion" Irom the hAiropoaii (iroiip.)

the future of income-tax is on the lap of the gods, and 1 liave been of 
opinioii that we should not now change tlie policy for tht‘ purpose of tight- 
iiiing u]i the collection (jt income-tax till we n‘all\ kiu w where w’e are. 
Tf it is a concern of the Central Government in the future constitution, 
then let the luture constitutionalists, who will take our plar'c, decide liow 
they will lev\ that tax If, oii the other hand, it goes out i>l our cognisance 
and becomes a matter for provincial legislation, you w’ould be anticipating 
their decision by launching out on a scheme of our own whicli, on fuller 
consideration, we mav find not only to have been premature but perhaps 
positi\ely mischievous. 

Mr, 0. 0. Biswas (Calcutta* Xon-Muhanmiadan rrhan)* 1 was not 
present when the Mover of this Itesolution spoke, but from the speeches 
of the last speaker, I gather that he entered some sort of protest against 
the avoidance or evasion of income-tax which is now supposed to he going 
on, and tliat there ha\c been protests fn')!!! this side of the House against 
some of the proposals wfiich liave been put forward from the centre 
Fh*nches. 'I’he objection, it seems to me, it T ]ia\e hct'ti iihle t<» follow the 
spiTehc-j correct K is uLMinsf the suggestion io lurthev iigfiien up the 
income-tax law m orrler to ensure that no one who is liable to paMiienf of 
the tax does escape taxation Sir, 1 must conless that 1 iln not cpnt.e 
appreeuite the attitude of those who wish t(» maintain that pi'opli* wdio are 
iirah r the law* liable to taxation should not lie taxefl As to wdi( thor or 
not evasions of the incoTne-tax are going on on an (‘.xtensive scale I have 
no information, hut it is common property in (’aicutta at an^ rale, that 
various parties who have at th^'U* command a snfTic.ently long pur^e have 
rhi' nieeiis of avoiding llieir jUst oblii^ations under tla* income-tax law. 
(Mr. B. Das “Ts that so*’”) M\ friend over there may express surprise 
that this is so, lait tliev must be as much aw’are of such reports about eva¬ 
sion of taxes as anvbodv else in this House, only that some of my friends 
mav not wish to admit that fact on the floor of the House. I am at one 
with Sir Hari Singh Gour and others in saying that the rigours of the 



income-tax law ought to be lightened, that its administfati^n niuc(t be- 
made less irksome, that the Income-tax Officers should behave with greater 
consideration towards the public. Upon that, there can be no question. 
There have been instances within my own knowledge and that of other 
Honourable Members, where income-tax oflicers were unduly severe. I 
knf)\v ol cases where, for instance, for very good and valid reasons parties 
have asked for a short j)ostponeineul of the date l()r production of papers 
and dtKjunieiits, hut the Jnconic-tav Officer ha^ peremptorily refused such 
application and has proceeded, after refusing such ajiplieation, to deal 
with the case as if no prop(‘r return had hc‘en subTnitt(*d. Th(*sc real 
hardships against which all of us ought to enter our protest, and it is up to- 
the authorities here to see that such unduly severe proceedings are not 
allowed. Then, again, I will not say it coinirion experience, but it is 
the experience of rnanv of ns, tliat the Tneorne-tav Officer when confronted 
with some diffieiiltx or other, invariahly goes uj) to his sujierior authority, 
th<5 authority whicli later on might havtJ to hear the appeal in that case. 
T!u‘ IncoinC'lax Otticer goes to him and takes his directions, and he pro- 
ce(‘(is to make the assessment in accordance with such directions. The 
result is that when an appeal is taken to that higher authority, the appeal 
turns out to he purely lilusorx. heeause the judgment ot the Income-tax 
Officer was dr fartn the judgment ot the appellate authority, although it 
did not purport to be so. T arn quite aware that, in rejdy to certain 
questions which were put in this House, the House w'as informed that 
directions \vore being issued in order tr prevent anything of that Idnd 
happening. I rmly hope that the instructions will bo Bcrupiilously follow’- 
ed by those for w'hom they are meant. The instructions are to this effect, 
that if an Income-tax Officer finds it necessary to consult his superior 
officer in regard to an\ case, then that superior authority will not hear 
the appeal. 

Then, ISir, hardshij)s of a different character are well known to many 
oi ub. 1 refer to those cases where sinali holders ot Government secun- 
tics have to .submit to the deduction of income-tax cn their securities at 
the source at the maximum rale, and in mo«*t cases it happens that 
although the parties concerned are entitled to app]\ ior a refund, the 
procefiurc involved in applying for a lefund is found to be so inconvenient 
tliat the deduction is never elainied. Poor Hindu widows, Muhammadan 
w’idowb, minors and various other parties simil irh situated have found it, 

I Will not say impossible to, hut as a matter ol fact the\ do not, apply 
for ^onie reason or other Therefore this deduction of income-tax at the 
maximum rate at the source « n the interest of (lovernmciit securities does 
often invoUe r great haivKhip to perM)n<; who arc h.irdly in a position to 
hear it There are many directions in which there can be no doubt the 
incfiiie-tax Jaw' ought to bt* motbfied so as to lightt n tlie burden upon 
the taxpayers as much as }iossii*le without at the s.irne time endangering 
revenue 

I will not refer now tc) tb-‘ (piestioii t>f ilu* im 1 v> of taxes, because for 
pi\‘S(. lit pur])oses it must la takiai as no kauxi'i an •gaai ])<>int The rates 
are »mdiil\ high m ei'rtaiii ea5A.‘S. Then, aeain, the k^wering of the limit of 
laxaiiou which had tv‘» be imposi-d receiuK, lliat again entails a great 
hardsliip on a large luimber of peofile wdio should have been exempted from 
the payment of income-tax nltogtthor. While T concede all this, the fact 
cannot be gainsaid that there are still many loopholes left through which 
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it 4s possible for many people who do not deser\»'e any sympathy whatso¬ 
ever to escape. My own feeling is that such a thing is hardly possible in 
most cases except with the tv)nnivancc of the Income-tax oilicers them¬ 
selves, or at any rate, if not with their connivance', at any rate through 
lack of vigilance on their part. 

Tlicre is just one other mailer to which 1 might refer in this connec¬ 
tion, and that is the provisions of the section which provides ior'assessincnt 
of incoin ‘-tax on incomes which had escaped assessment originally. Section 
34 Jays <lown that if it is loiind that aiivoiu* has esca])ed the payment of 
income tax or has been iinder-ass(‘SM‘d, then the income-tax authorities 
mn\ pi jceed aj^ainst him </«■ noro or proceed agaiii'-l him lor the recim'iw 
ot the deticu'iicy witiiin one year Sir. tins limit of one vear I think is 
much loo slawt. and u does admit of abuse in mauN wa\s. What happens 
is tins. Suppose an\ jiartv finds d ]»ossible, l)v arrangcinent witli the 
parlieiilar liicoiia'-tax Oflieor, to t'seape, the pavmenf. of the full sliaro of 
liM jn-oper lax, and if Unit jiartieiilar ollicer ri*niMins in <»frH'(' for one your, 
then flic elmnees of detection aie reduced to ml. (lein'ralK.—I suppose 
that is a Jacd,Tiu*om(‘-ta\ Ofheers art‘ not Iransferrtsl \t‘r\ freqiumtl v 
from one picaa* to anofh(‘r. You ran safelx take more than oin* \(*ar as 
the jieriod during which In* will remain at a particular nn the 

other hand, instead of making it one M‘ar. von (‘xfi'nd the period, it is 
more likely thaf another ofTieer mev eonu' later on to Ihe sanu' section, 
and the very fact tliat another will he there, to whom it will )>(» open to 
check Ihe assessmonts macle during the preceding period, will itself act 
as a deterrent on aii> particular officer from making nn\ arrangtunt'nls 
with an\ paitv Fatlier ^ou extend that period of one \ear to tw’O or three 
years, or see to it tliat \onr officers an* more freipii'nlly changed from one 
office to another 1 know this does involve a reflection on the officers con¬ 
cerned, but T venture to suggest that an inquiry miglit be made by the 
Finance Department into this matter to ascertain whether or not there is 
anv gnwind for the apprehensions expressed. 

Then tiiere are certain defects in section 41 As a matU*! of fact 
there has been a decisKjii of the Calcutta High Court, to winch I do not 
Wish to refer at length, which has held that after an assessee dies, it is 
not open to the incnme-tax authorities to prijceed against his legal repre¬ 
sentatives 1 do not see why that slamld ht* so. My point is this: if we 
have got to pa\ the tax, let us all he placed on the same basis. I do 
not like the idea that I should have to pay my ^ull quota, whereas my 
Iriend over then' will somehow or other mauuge to escape That is not 
fair. As my Honourable friend, Sir Hari Singh Oour, has pointed out, 
you cannot help evasions of an\ law, ljowt*vcr stringi'iit tlie law' may be, 
but if there are patent defects in the* law', then there is no reason why you 
should not remove Ihose defects or any possible loopholes which you can 
anticipate. That is m\ view T know' of a ease when* the executor of an 
estate was served with a notice of assessment on behalf of the estate which 
be was representing Pro^*,eedings went on up to a certain point, and 
then that exi'cntor died Another executor eanu' in his place, and this 
-executor tor>k the point that under section 41 he w'as not liable. The pro¬ 
ceedings which had been taken against the former executor, it was said, 
came to an end on the death of that executor, and could not be revived 
against the present executor. The present executor could be held liable 
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ui respect of only the period thut he was in office. Sir, that point has* 
been token, I know. The point has not yet been finally settled in the 
sense that the High Court has not had an opporliiriilx of pronouncing 
a final opinion on that question. Jfiit T think. Sir, the law ought not to be 
left in any state of uncertaint \. Yrai have in section -11 certain categories 
of persons specifically mentioned. There is no reasf)n whv you should not 
bpecificnlly include also tin- ease of an exe(*utor Thereh»re T say, if you 
examine the matter impartially, then' can he J»o rpiestirai that tliero are 
many directions in which tlie law can he impnwed, T Tiiean, not in the 
sense of tightening its rigour, hut for the purpose of seeuring that those 
who are liable are really mad«* to pay. That is all T liave t.o sa' 

Several Honourable Members: The quc'stion may nf>w be put. 

Sir Abdur Rahim (C!aleutta and Suburbs: Muhammudan Urban): 
Mr. Presidont, T shall not take much lime of the House. I am sorry I 
was not. jireseiit when tlu* llonour.dile Ahunher, Mi. 'i'alt, moved his 
motion, hut, a^ I g^itlicr. la ha^ not put ard a>.v didinite proposition 
belo»*e this Iloiisf' He lias complained of tlu; laxitv fd the administration 
of till* iucoiiK-t.ix h'ov and siigirested that the }>eiiaities provided in the 
Act shu iid hr m.tdt ne.ivier aial more drternait than at pr(‘->ent. Well, 
that In a pin])osii Mill (ii a serv general character, and as has hren rightly 
]ioin1ed out h\ ir\ Tlnnourahle iriend. Sir Hari Singh Ch)ur. it docs not 
lead an\<>’i< ;in\’‘<''»’r 1 wi^h sr*eeiall\ to point out this that the income- 
t r, Ia’\ ... .! e i ent <,) <. ch.fai*:er wliieh lie* Nutistied aiiN port'on of the 
faihlir '1 here art' proviNiMU*, in ii whieii do require re-oxamiiiation in the 
IilIiI (it the expriiriice we have had of its administration Sir, if the 
suiigeNtion was thai the whole of the income-tax law* ought to he r(»view'ed 
and a frcNh Act (h-afted tlien w'o should b(‘ prepared to support sucli a pro- 
p^'sit ion As regard^ the ev.ision r>f income-tax and of the Income-tax 
OfTieer. T do not tliink that is a phenomenon tliat obtains only in this 
eountrs As has been pointed out so niceh h^ Sir Ilari Singh Gour, 
customs duties in Europe, for instance, are systematically avoided,—and 
1 Imow* they are avoided by persons placed in very high positions in life, 
persons ver\ rich Tliev tliink that to evade the customs officers in different 
countries is no crime at all T do not think this statement w’ill he challeng¬ 
ed bv anyone The tax-gatherer has never been popular in any country, 
and T am sure he is not so in England and has never been so if I have 
rend the historv of that little iF<land aright. But one serious point which 
T w'ant to bring to the notice of the TTonso is this Under the Finance Bill 
as it has been passed b\ Government, 850,0r>0 assessoes have been added 
to the list. T want the Government just to imagine what that means. 
Government have provided for, T believe, IR lakhs of rupees in order to 
meet the expense which the administration of the law, ns now^ extended, 
w'ill involve. 850,000 assessees me.ans a verv large number of people 
whom the Tneoni(>-ta\ Officer will liave to assess, men w’hose incomes are 
onlv Bs 1,000. That would moan a class of people who are not in the 
habit of keeping accounts, such ns, small shopkeepers, small traders# and 
men w’ho do very small business in all parts of the country. Sir, T really 
shudder to think, w^hen tlie Act is in full force, and w^hen 350,000 people 
are brought under t.he operation of the income-tax gatherers, what the 
political consequences will be. Noliodv likes to pay income-tax and when 
voii are going to exact n certain amount of monev from people with such 
a small income ns B-s. 1,000, von mav take it that the popnlaritv of Gov¬ 
ernment will diminish in that proportion. T am really afraid that one 
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certain result of tiie extension of the income-tax to this large class of 
people wilii ver\ small incomes will be that the jiolitical unrest in the 
coimtrv will bo aggnnated. T should therefore like io warn tJie Govorn- 
meiit to see that the administration of the Act is so carried on that the 
least hardship may be caused to the large class of people now brought undtT 
the operation of the Act. T feel lhat when T am giving this warning and 
advice to the Government, I am not exaggerating the situation T believe 
that ihev themselv(*s will nsilisc' that it is rather a stu-ious nn(h‘rtaking to 
assess Ik*)!),()()() people in the (*ountry, and they cannot be too careful in 
seeing that the administration of the Act is not carried on unduly harshly. 

The Honourable Sir George Schuster (Finance Member): Sir, in some 
respects my task in rcjdying to the original motion is a somewhat easy 
one for, if I am to oppose the motion, 1 think 1 have had a good deal 
of support tor that lmi‘ of action coming from iny HoiiourabJe friends 
opposite. Jhit 1 am sure that they will not quarrel with me, if, though 
1 welcome their siqiport, I prefer to put ni\ own case in a slightly 
different wa;^. I think it is ver\ important that we should endeavour to 
be clear as to the exact issue which is before the House, and I confess 

that, although in,\ IJonourahle friend from Bomhax, Mr. Moil\, suid that 

the issue was a ver\ clear and simph* one, I was—at least until Ji^. had 
spoken and thrown the liluniiuating light on the sul)]t‘et whicli he geiu'rally 
throws on any situation,—in sunu* diffieultv in understanding I'xaetlv what 
w^as the ease witli which J have liad to deal 1 have tried to clear up 
iriv own mind on tlie suh|ed and 1 will if I ma\ tr\ to t*lt'ar up Iho 

minds of ITonourahJo Miunhers in the House on tlir issues 

In the first place. I w'ould like to sav at once iliat I am not concerned 
with tlu' moral issues, I am looking at this matter entirt‘l\ from a husines'^ 
point of view'. -Mthough 1 am sure all of us are giMti'tnl for the illuminat¬ 
ing confessions about lus own human weaknesses m the tnatter of evading 
Customs duties whieli fell from the lips of ni\ Honourable friend the 
Leader of tlie Nationalist J’art\, wi* need not reailv eoncern ourselvos w'ith 
tliat aspect of tlie matter. Now', Sir, if 1 come hack to the spcecli of 
m> Honoiirahh' friend on m\ right, w'ho moved this motion I think I 
might interpret what he said m three alternative* ways. In the first 
place, he did sav that his reason for moving this cut was his dis- . 
satisfaction with the reply which t had giv^n in the case v\hich he made 
last Nov^ember in my Budget speech. That is a point w'hich ^ can 
explain later. The second possible int-erpretalion—and 1 am very much 
afraid that this is the interpretation which mv, Honourable friend himself 
would put on his motion—is this; that there does exist in tliis country 
today an abnormal amount of evasion of income-tax which by the 
exercise of ordinary efficiency on the part of the Income-tax Department 
we could prevent, and that, if we could prevent that, w^e should achieve 
such revolutionising effects in our returns of income-tax that we should 
bo able to reliev’e other tax-payers to the extent of several crores. Sir, 
if that is my Honourable friend's case, T must contest, it to the last 
ditch. The third possible interpretation is this, that there exists in India 
today, as in all countries, a substantial amounf of avoidance of income-tax. 

I might further expand this interpretation by saying that, conditions being 
what they are in India, the extent of the avoidance of taxation which 
goes on here may he larger tlmn it is in other countries which have a 
higher standyd of education and a smaller area to be covered by Govem- 
raent authorities in collectirig a tax of this kind,—as for example in 
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JBngland. But,—to csontinue this interpretation of the case,—it is, as I 
have already said, that there is in India ‘a substantial auiount of evasion 
as in all otlicr countr.cs and that it is the dntv of Government to pay 
vigilant attention to the matter, to be constantly endeavouring to improve 
itnd mak(j more etheienf their machinery for preventing this evasion, and 
to be ready to listen to suggestions which may come; from tlie business 
community or from other unofficial quarters as to improvements which 
they could effect. If that is mv Honourahh* fnemd’s ease, I am jxrfectly 
prepared to accept it. 

Now, Sir, going hack over these three interpretations, 1 am sure the 
House will appreciate that I did not attempt to deal exhaustively with this 
case of evasion of income-t.ix in rny Budget Speech. 1 am sure the 
House v\ill agree with me that m\ Jiudget speeeii was baig enough witlh)Ut 
that and that there was no room for its enlargement t(; the extiuit that 
would h<'\e bi'en !)• cessars on that particular to}>ic. But I did try to 
put in a few words some aceuiml of what 1 liad done since this matter 
was discusse<l last Xca ember. 1 think my Honourable friend is perhaps 
a little ungracious in ha\ing cliaracierised that account as lotallv uusatis- 
faetor\ and insnflieienl. lie knows perh-etK well that I h/i\e been in 
eorres])Oiidence witli tiu* memlHa's of liis Group, and that 1 have expressed^ 
m\ willingness to discuss tluor suggestions in detail with them as soon 
as the urgent ]»rt ssun* of W(;rk winch falls upon a Fiuance Member's 
shoulders (liiripc ^lie fIp<*ussoii of tin* P»udget aiul Demands for Grants 
is over 1 repeat the assuranee which I Jiave given that I ain verv anxious 
to go into points which m\ Honoural)li‘ friends liave raised and to 
(•(insider whether tlierc li room for sonic improvement in our machinery. 

Then, Sir, it I turn to the second interpretation, an interpretation 
wlneli inijilies ill,it then* an abnormal amount of (.‘lasiori goiiig on 
wild] could be stopped b\ the exercise of the ordinarv effieieiic\, and 
which wcaiKl iiuproxe our u'lciiue in leiiiib of croits, J must take the 
lino tlijit m\ JloHoiir.ihle fnend has ent-rel> failed to establish his case 
He said he would have liked to hear from me how wi*, on further 
coiisidciMtion, viewed the iigure'- which he put forward last November. 

I tliought that T had given some answ’er to him in the course of the 
debates in November, My Honourable friend’s case rested mainly on 
this gnjuiid, that according to statistics whicli lie collected from Burma 
it was clear that if in Bengal there was the same efficien(^v of collection 
as ho maintained was exercised in Burma, then wc should gain three or 
four crores. I doubted the figures on wdiich mv Honourable friend based 
his case. But T took llie broad line ivitb him that it was quite impossible 
for us to believe that we had in the Income-tax Department in Burma 
an exampU* of all that was perfect, of the greatest possible efficiency 
which could be lacliievcd in this world, whereas in Calcutta w^e w’ent to 
tlie other extreme and reached the actual basic limit of inefficiency. I put 
it to him that on the face of it that was an impossible tht'sis. Since then, 
I have had most carefully examined the statistics on which he based his 
case. T am afraid it will be impossible for mo to go through those figures 
in the time available to-dav, hut 1 should he verv glad to furnish my 
Honourable friend w’ith wdial T tliink he will accept as a complete answ^er 
to that particul.ar line of argument. Nevertheless, mv Honourable friend 
reponts, ns far as I understood him, the case wdiich he put forw’ard before 
and he bases bis argument ontirolv on Ins ow’n “conviction”. In the 
meanwhile since la^t November, T have, as T informed the House, taken 
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such opportunity us was jiossihle to consult with th(^ various business 
orj^Min sat ions on this inatter. It v\as, 1 am alraid, as riiy Honourable 
friend Mr. Mody has pointed out, impossible for me to go down to Bombay 
and meet certain business representatives there, but J did have the 
occasion to go very fully into the matter in Calcutta, and 1 confess that 
I w'as disappointed with the way in w'hicli evidence came forward for 
establishing this case for evasion. My Honourable friend admits that 
LOW, and his answer is that it would be luolish, and it iiuist surely have 
been beyond anything that 1 could have expected, to hope tliat 1 should 
get from himself and his busint*ss associates any dirc'c^ evidence of evasion. 
But 1 put it to my Honourable friend that, while it may be very difficult 
tor him to prodiu'e that evidence, neverth(‘less if he spoke entirely w’ithout 
evidence from what did he derive his conviction It is a little hard to 
understand the hue which m\ iloii.'.M.ihii ImcihK (mi tlu* nglit are taking. 
Tt seems to rnc tliat tlic (‘a^^e is r.ilher like this, if J ma\ give him ci 
homely examj)I(‘ Supposing rme of m\ HonourahU‘ friends is held up 
between Old Delhi and Now’ ]>elhi for exceeding tla' sfx'cd limit in his 
motor car, and he asks tJie polictmian who holds him np, what evidence 
he has got that he w’as tlrivlng at sixtv miles an hour. The policoni.in 
says, “I have not- got a stop-watch. 1 do not know’ ]3ut ynu nave a 
sfieedomotcr in vonr car and you must know wlieiher \ou Imve exceeded 
the speed limit *’ It s(‘ems to me that that is raliu'r the lint* which rriy 
Honourable friends are taking If the\ expect us to accept the position 
that there i"^ a large amount of culpable evasion on tfie scale whieli my 
Honourable friend’s figures indicated, tlicn 1 do snliTiiit that it is np to 
them to produce at least some evidence to us of con(*rete eases T would 
go further and say that their general line of argument is—and it was 
implied ni lell ironi tlie IToimurahlt tie* Mover—tluar citiieral line of 

argumt'nt- is tliat w'e wdio work in Government offices in some w'ay or 
oilier divest oiir>elves of that matt(*r-ol-lact common scum wliieli we 
might have enjoyed w’}i(*n we were indulging in other and Tuon* profitable 
occupations. That I take it implies that my Honourable' friend, who still 
enjoys that easier and more profitable form of life, does in his own person 
preserve that matter-of-fact common sense which he so much admires 
and of which I, apparently, and my official colleagues have long ago 
divested ourselves. T ap])eal to my Honourable friend, why doc*s he not 
come forw’ard to give us the benefit of that rnatter-of-fact common sense 
and tell us how we can overcome this great evil on which he has enlarged 
so eloquently before the House? I think thn|, on these lines the case 
put forw’ard is, if T may say so, an unreasonable one. T5ut I do not wish 
to stress that point too much and T hope that on nffiection both the Honour¬ 
able the Mover and tho'-<‘ w'ho sit w'ith him on (hose Benclies will be able to 
accept the third and the more modest interpretation which T have given 
to their position, the interpretation that is tlnit tlicre is evasion, that is a 
normal feature of the administration of income-tax law in anv country, 
that the probabilities are that it exists owdng to the nature of the case to 
a larger extent in India than in some other countries, and that it is our 
duty to do our best by detailed measures to improve the machinery which 
we have for preventing it. On those grounds T am prepared to discuss the 
matter with my Honourable friend. 

Now. I have here material which could easily form the subject of a 
speech for another hour and a half, dealing fully with 12 suggestions that 
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have come recently from the Bombay Chamber of Commerce and with 
iiiiJf-a-dozcn other suggestions which have come from other quarters, but 
I do not propose to go through those to-day. I propose to discuss them 
witli my Honourable friends A g(X)d many of them will require legislation 
in some form or other, and judging from what has fallen from the lips 
of my Honourable and learned friend the Leader of the Nationalist Party, 
T think a good many of them will encounter a fairly strong opposition in 
this House. That does not mean that we shall not necessarily f)rocjeed 
with them, but the matter is not quite so simple as my Honourable friends 
think and it do(*s require very careful consideration as to the exact form 
in which we should put forward these proposals. Now, 1 do not uant to 
frighten the House by what I have said. The proposals which I nave in 
my mind and which would require legislation are all fairly simple and 
not of a very drastic nature, and I am afraid I caiinot hope that they 
are going to produce any very sensational results. They are exactly of 
the nature of the measures to which I have already referred, small points 
of detail which will to some t^xtent tighten up our machinery and 

thus, we hope, improve its e£&ciency. It is measures of such a kind 

which we have been considering, and which we are prepared further to 
discuss; <and if there are any other suggestions on those lines, whether 
th€*y come from my Honourable friends on my right or from my Honour¬ 
able friends opposite, I say here that we shall be very glad to receive 
them and that we shall give them our most careful consideration. I think, 
Sir, that is all that I need say on the subject. Before I sit down, I 
would therefore sum up what I have said by inviting iny Honourable 

friends on my right to accept the modest, and I think I may say the 

common sense. intor])retation which I have put upon the motion moved 
by my Honourable friend; and, having taken it in that light, I w’ould 
suggest to them that, in \iew of what I have now said, they should not 
press the matter to a division. 

Mr. John Tait: Sir. I do not jiroposc to take up much time of the House 

j ^ because 1 feel that I have more or less established my case as 
** ■ regards evasion of ineomie-tax With probably one exception the 
H^'iinuralde tbr Leader of the Independent Tarty t‘very other speaker lias 
clearh admitted that evasion does exist and does exist to a serious i*xtent. 
M\ Hiuioiirable friend Mr. Das went further and pleaded with Government 
to make it m >re easy for the twasion to continue Sc'veral of his friends 
made an aitem]>t tf wliitewasli that speech which was an extraordinary 
statement, hut- T am afraid they .signally fnil<^d to do so. However, the 
fact remains that there u as not one single speaker who got up to say that 
evasion did not in faet prevail 

There was much complaint made about the oppressive tactics of the 
Income-tax Department, and with that I have a fair amount of sympathy. 
But I do contend that the fact that hones^t people are harassed bv the 
Income-tax Department is no argument that dishonest people should be 
allowed to escape. It is one of our complaints that the time and energy of 
the Income-tax Department is in a great manv cases expended fruitlessly 
in harassing honest people ^\hen thedr time could he much better employed 
in Flecking for new a.ssessees. 

It was somewhat difficult to find from the speech of the Honourable 
the Loader of the NaVonalist Partv what his attitude towards evasion of 
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income-tax was, but one thing that was clear irom his opening remarks was 
that there is ver} little regarding evasion which the Honourable gentleman 
is not perfectly aware of. 

However, wo arc very grateful indeed to the Honourable the Finance 
Member for what has fallen from him today and I can say that he wdll be 
perfectly justified in taking all the three alternative interpretations as the 
purport of my speech. How^ever, as he has given ua an assurance that it 
is intended to institute such measures as circumstances may require to put 
matters right and that wc wall have an opportunity of discussing these 
things with him, T think our case is met. We have no intention of being 
unreasonable at all. Wc still adhere to the view that very extensive 
evasion is practised in the country, and beciuise of that other people are 
paying more than tlie\ ought to do. HowtwtT, as he has said the matter 
can be bt'sl diseus«;ed in eommitlet* or at a mooting: that meets nnr eas,- 
and tlier(‘ror(\ Sir, m m(‘w <^f the«;o (Mreumstancos, with our ponnission and 
with the lea\o of the Houst‘, T desire to withdraw* my motion. 

Mr. President: Has the Honourable "Mtanher Iomm' of thi‘ House to 
withdraw* liis motion?

Jndianimlion of the Army 

Mr. Muhammad Yamin Khan (Agra Division • Muhammadan Kural): 
Sir, I beg to move: 

“That the Demand under the hend ‘Executive Conned’ he reduced hy Us. 100.” 

Tt is a subject w*hich has been debated mnnv times in this House for a 
very long time, and again T wisih to bring to the notice of the Government 
and of this Honourable House how far this subject has advanced and what 
achievement India has made since the beginning of the reforms. 

In 1023, I moved on the 24th Tanuary a Pesolufion which was worded 
as follow?# : 

“This Assembly recommends to His Excellency the Gevernor General in Conncil 
to be pleased fo get Kinj^’s Commission for Indians by direct reemitment and by 
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(promotion from the rank of Viceroy's Commissioned Officers in such number that %U 
vacancies in the Indian Regiments be in future filled by such Indian Officers only 
till all Indian Regiments are wholly Indianised." 

My object in moving this Eesolution was that it should apply to the 
regiments in which the sepoys were Indians and I confined it to Indians 
when I used the wordn “Indian Regiments” that is that it should apply 
only to those regiments where the sepoys are Indians, and it did not con¬ 
cern the British troops at all; and while moving that Resolution, I said 
at that time what I am ready to say now: 

“I am ru)t ucliintcd t)y any racii'il feeling and I do not wish to minimise in any way 
the great services rendered to the Indian Army l»v the British officers for a very long 
time pa«^f British officers in India have played a great part in teaching discipline 
to the Ind’ati Arniv and in maintaining peace and order in the country. The great 
quality of a Britisher of knowing his duty is well known to all Members of this 
Honouralde Tlou^e, .hkI the \v hole llnu.‘'e. I hope, will agree with mo and will fupporl 
me in appreciating the sorviros which B’‘iti«.h officers have been rendering to India 
Tiiev baxe taught Hieh good discipline that the fruits of it were found on the battle¬ 
fields of France, Mes/qiotamia, Palestine. South Africa China and other iddces 
Briti-*!! r»fficei s have led the Indian troops m a remaikalde wav. ami llie_\ have w'on 
gro.it fame for the Tiidian .Army ” 

T ^till ])}i\ tlint tribute to British officort; servintr in Indian rcirirncnts; 
and \Abcn T move* thi«; cut and bring the <;amf* Rp'^olntion forward for 
f'oiisiidoration, it i*^ not In an\ wa\ bocau<5c T iuiniini«c tbi* enait 'icrvices 
rendered b\ the British officer<; scrvinir in the Indian Armv; mv intention 
IV totallv ditTorent; and it iv this, ac; it v^av then, that the Indian ofiicerv 
\vht> an* the Viccros’s (\nnrnivMoned OlTicorv sor\’‘.ng in the Indian regi- 
nmmtv. with a few exeeptionv, ns I will vhow have proved their worth on 
maiiv hattl(‘fi('ld.s and the} have rendered such signal .^ervieev that, m 
sptit. ot their Imniiio TU'Vi'r received i»r'‘]>er t'dueatjon or the training that 
is given to the Jhatish Otfieer at Sandhurst, tliese peojile prrived their \\orth 
during the war and that tliey were second to nont* in their loyalty, in their 
valour and in Bieir ahilit\ to l(*ad troops. This fa<‘t \\a^ very well reco::ni«;ed 
by His Kxeelleiie\ the late Lord Rnwlinson when ho wa^- replying to my 
speech. Ho said: 

“In (h<^ first instance, during the war and since. 371 Honorary King’s Commissions 
have been granted mainly as war rewards to Indian Officers holding the Viceroy’s 
('ommissnui in the Indian Army. In addition to the.se, there are now' some 66 Indian 
Officers holding the full King’.s romniission and serving in the Regular Indian Army, 
or doing the normal peiloil of attachment with a British regiment . . . 

H(* further said : 

“Manv of them have received the King’s Commission, largely as a rewaid for 
gall.iTitry and distinguished service in the field and we shall continne to lecognise 
sticli distingiiish''d services hv the grant of further King’s Commissions to this class 
as lime goes on.” 

Thisi verv fact shows that when ^71 KineV rommiscions were granted as a 
reward to the otTicers who were holdinsr Vieerov’s Ciuiunissions, thev were 
placed on the same footing as tin* British OfTieers durintr the war and after 
tlu* war, when thousands of them had perished on the battlefields and laid 
down their lives for tlio cause of the Empire the\ showed that they were 
really fit and proper pori^ms to have a great regard from this country and 
fnom the Govemraont ns well. Their services were recognised; but I think

they were still not recognised quite adequately, because though the 
number was 871, a great number, still it was really because thousands of 
them had perished who would really have obtained the King’s CommisMons 
if they had survived the war. After seeing this, when we can tind amongst 
the martial races people who are quite capable of conducting armies and 
of fighting i^ the war equally as well as any liritisih officer or any European 
army can fight, 1 see no reason why an\ stigma should remain on the face 
of the Indian Army, that it cannot produce a sufficient number of officers 
to officer their own regiments. That is the motive which impels me today 
to bring in the Name licsolution. I think that the policy which the East 
India Company had pursued in getting Indian sepoys who wen* olfiuercd 
by the Europeans should be abandoned now. The time has charigeil and 
is changing evi'ry day ; with the increasing power in the civil departments, 
the increasing responsibility in the military also must coiru' to Indians. 
Unless we have the Indian Army Indianised, the Indians will still he in¬ 
capable of dofendng their shon‘S, and they will be unfit absolutely for home 
rule or any rule whatsoever. 1 think His Excellency Lord Hawlinson 
speaking at that time realised this very factor and 1 will quote from his 
memorable speech one sentence and that will strengthen my cause. He 
said: 

“Now it will be idle to ignore on the other hand the desire for change that 
comes very naturally with changing tunes and I can readily understand that as the 
people of India claim increasing independence they should also claim increasing oppor¬ 
tunities to fit themselves for self-detence. The desire that the Indian Army should 
ho Indianised follows as a natural sequence, and Government, as I have already said, 
have for a considerable time recognised that a demand of this kind is inevitable and 
they have sjient much time and pains in investing the best means of assisting the 
peo?ile of India to realise their ambition without at the same lime s.icnfu iiig p\en for 
a time the traditional efficiency of the Indian Army.” 

Sir, the late Lord liuwdinson and the (jovernrnent of India and the 
Home Government recognined that with the change of time this demand’ 
will be inevitable and this demand will be made ever\ t-itiic After the ten 
year.s that have elapsed since tlien, I still feel pistificd and 1 stand here 
justified in moving this motion. I w’as advised by my Honourable friends 
or the tlien Democratic Part\—and out of that party 1 find I have here my 
<-’d. res])ect(‘d and hairned friend. Sir Hari Singh Gnur,—to w'ithdniw' my 
Ilesolution ^ly friend tof>k part in that debati*. and T find from flic divi¬ 
sion that althnugli we had that \er^ morning a very strong majority, yet on 
account of an unfortunate incident,—1 call it an incident.—winch occurri'd, 
T could not got a sufficient number of A-otes, and T wa'- advised to withdraw 
my Besolution on account of a statement made b\ His Excellency Lord 
Tlawiinson. T thought T should not wn’thdraw' the Lesolutinn, lor T felt 
that posterity would Iilame me if T did so, and that f should have no 
ground to jiiNtifv myself in the future if I accepted that statement, and 
today, Sir, I fool justified in not having accepted that statement Sir, tliis 
Besolution was moved on the 24th of January, but the time was vcr\ short. 
It was moved in the afternoon, and after a reply from the Commandor-in- 
Chief and a speech from Dr Sir Deva Prasad Sarvndhikari, the debate w^as 
postponed till the 17th of Februarv. Tn his speech the rommandcr-in- 
Chief had made one remark on the 24th of Janiiarv as follow^s * 

^ “From the ptaternents already made in this House, Honourable Members are aware 
that the Government is still rot able to set on foot airy specific scheme of Tndianiaation 
or even to say really now w’hcn this will he pos.'^ihle. It is hoped, however, that it 
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-will \)e possible to make an announcement at no very distant date when the cor< 
respondence which is still proceeding between the Government of India and the 
Secretary of State will be concluded. The correspondence has been prolonged and 
the consideration given to the matter has been very thorough, as indeed the iinp/jrtance 
of this matter deserves.” 

Now, Sir, this was said on the 24tb of January, when the correspondence 
between the (lOvemnK'nt of India .and the Secretarv of State had not been 
oonchuled, and wIumi th(‘ (’onirnandcr-in-Chief said tluit he would be able 
to Trink(' an announcement as soon as possible. Then on the 17th of 
February, to which date this Itosohition was postponed for further discu'=i- 
sion, Hi'^j Fxeellene\ came into the House and was the first to g[et up and 
make an annonnccnaait, which perplexed practically evoryhod\ for the 
time heini:; it pra(*ti{*all\ dazzled or I ma\ say captured the minds of every¬ 
body, because the\ did not then realise fully the importance of that 
announeemf'nt. 'fhev thought the announcement would go ti lont? way and 
acceh'rato thi' ])ac(‘ of Indianication of thi' Arms, hut what do we find 
today? This is what the Commander-in-chief said * 

‘'In the short interval tlint ha.*? elapsed the (orrcsjiondcnce \vhi< h I then said w.ss 
proceeding lias been (Miiclnded. aral 1 am able to annenpee to the House the following 
dccisKin, lh.it llic tb‘\orrmicrit <oii'<idcr tri.it a et.iit sliouhl !>»* made .it once ro iv.s 
tn give Indru's a t.iii o|)p<irtunitv of pioMiig that units officered by Indians will be 
effi( lent in everv \Miy Aci ordingh* it has been decided that 8 units of cavalry or 
inf.intry lie .sehN'fed to lie «ffire;e<l by fndian'3 'J’hii? scheme ^\lll lu‘ put into toice 
immediately The 8 urnis to be \\holly Irdianised will be merely infantry units, 
but theie will be a iiropoition of c,iv«ilry ” 

Now. Sir, till'- annoimccmcnt roall\ cast a on the whole House on 
that da> llouour.ahlc Members thought that from Second Lieutenant^ 
<»di(‘ers would at- once be promoted to C’oloneU and Majors ,k if h\ magic, 
.and that th(*s<‘ officers would go and lead the Army without acquiring much 
experience, or that fieople selected from scdiools and colleges would he 
appointed as (’tiptains and M.ijors, (.la Honourable Member: ‘'From 
factories”)—probably from factories also as the Members then thought, in 
fact Members then thought that the underlying object of my Resolution 
had been achieved, but I found that tlie decision of the Assembly was 
•UTong and that wrong decision still stands today .... 


Mr. B. Das: Nohod\ expected anvthing better from that Assembly in 
1928. 


Mr. Muhammad Yamin Kh a n ; Let me see what you will do today. 
I realised then, Sir, that these 8 units would be absolutely separated, 
they would be treated something like the depressed classes in the Army 
Department, and iny apprehensions on this ground were fully justified. 
T find there is a general grievance among Indian officers serving in those 
regiments thfit they .are socially isolated, in fact there is a strong feeling 
among these officers that they are not tri*atod or respected in the same 
way as British ofTu'ers are treated, with the result that nobody likes to 
go into those units; everybody wisht»s to lie shifted from those units. I 
thought tluit as vacaneios oeeurred. in the higher ranks of the British 
Army these officers would ho proimUed as (’.q^tains or Majfws and thus the 
process of Indiaiiisation would he accelerati‘d, and if this method had 
iieen followed it would have taken 21 years for a King’s commissioned 
officfT to come np to the rank of .a Lieut -Colonel. If that scheme had 
been aijeojitcd then, imdiahly by this time we would have had Indiana 
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as officers holding the ranks of Caj)tinns and serving under British officers, 
and who would in the natural course of things have occupied the rank 
of Majors and Colonels according to senioritv, and it would also have 
proved the sincoritv on the part of the (lovernnient to prepare India for 
selt-governnient. lUil, Sir, what do we find toda^ ? This 8 units scheme 
vas not. and is not acceptable to ainbod\ even alter a lat)sc of 8 years, 
and I would like to he/n* what our ^(uiourable friend the Army Secretary 
has to sa\ on behalf of tli(’ Anny Department in sut)j)ort of the ])olicy 
whif'li tlic\ adopti'd at that tiim* J do not hki' tlnit incidimts that hap])en 
in tl-c' H(ais'‘ hen tn {•onin'ction with Arm\ (jra'stioiis or the incidents 
tliav ha})peii (nitside this Tlouso slu>uld in an\ wa\ interlert* with the 
lo\alt\, tlie umwervini! lo\nlt\ of our (.iVu'ors in thi‘ Arnu 1 am anxious 
that th(‘ Arm^ should he l\t‘pt abso]utel\ In-e from the i*rlticisms ol 
politi('ians: T want that llu^ Ani»\ s]M>nlfl lui' the Arin\ and not as 
politician'^, hnt, Sir, th(‘ polic\ w'hi( !i i'. pnrsui’d. the wrong pohc\ which 
is pursued h\ tlio (i(n*(‘rnmeut t)f liuha toda\, is dragging tin* Army 
nnfortunatoK into ]iohtu‘s P(»hti(Mans in the districts think that they 
should invade the Arm\ 1)\ making capital out of the iliscontiait that 
exists among tlu* Arm\ olheers. h\ ertsiling dis(*ontent in their Jiearts, by 
showing them that tlu'\ are not treated properlv and so forth, and this 
will continue as long as the (iovt‘rnment p(*rsist in tluar pri‘sent policy; 
and it will ho a ver\ deploralile stat(‘ of affairs indeed if the Arms really 
begins to feel in the wa\ they are made to feel 1 say, tlu‘ Indian officer, 
whether he he a Vieerov s commissioned officer, or a King's eonmiissioned 
officer, has proved his l(nalt> h(‘M>nd an\ suspicirai or donht Yon cannot 
impeach his integrity: >ou cannot imjieaeh Ins lovalty Th* is ready to 
give his life, he is ready to sacrifice his eliildreii and all liis pleasnrt‘S 
for the sake of the Empire, as lias hi'cn proved on many liattlefields. 
He had gone ungrudgingly outside India to fight tlu‘ wars of the Kiiipiro 
Why? Because these people come from the martial raei's who di'light in 
taking part in warfare, wliose business, whose job, whose training from 
their very cradle is w'arfare. They can never rest content unless they 
have somebody to fight with You are limiting their sphen* up to 
Bisaldar Major, or Havildar Major, or something like that, wdiicli means 
that \oii deprive the best people of the country, tin* most lo>nl people. 
Yon narrow’ down the limits of their ambition—that is Government’s 
present poliev. Their ])oliev is to stop these people from rising higlier and 
shining as their forefathers did before. It is not that the martial classes 
did not produce any capable officers before the British came to India 
We had Indian armies which went out of India, the Bajpiits and the 
Mussalmans went outside India. The Armv wdiich was led by Anrangzcb 
to Central Asia W’as composed not of Persians but of tlie Mnghals, 
Pathans. and the Bajputs. The Bajputs had showm the same valour as 
the Mughal armies had done Their names are writtf^n dow’n in history. 
Before the Mussalmans eam<* to this country the Bajputs w’cre in the 
front: thori'after w’o had the Pathans and the MugliaE who were conspi¬ 
cuous. The valour of Porus wlio met Alexander the Great is written in 
historv We find that though not only in Indian historv’, but it is to be 
found in the Greek historv how’ bravely Poms fought against the dis¬ 
ciplined armv of Alexander the Great. He had received (‘iglit or nine 
w’ounds. and he was ab^^olntelv inpired, but still ho never loft his eom- 
mand. He stopped tluTc keeping his amiy cheerful all the time. Ro, it 
show’s that in valour the Indian arriv is no( w'nnting In lo\alty they are 
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not wanting. The onlv thing that they are wanting in is proper trainings 
May I ask, whose fault it is that they arc not properly trained? At the 
time when Babur came, the Indian armies fought against the Mughal 
armies with great distinction. W’hcin the Indian armies went to the south 
of India to conquer it, the record of their achievements is all there. 
Sivaji’s exploits are there, the Mughal arms's exploits are all there. The 
officers in the Indian States’ armies are all Indian, practically no English 
officer serving in the Indian regiments of Indian States The Hyderabad 
"<)ntingcnt, the (Iwalior ffirc**^, etc., distinguished themselves in the War. 
The Hydi'rabad regiment weni to fight m Balesfine, Egypt and other 
places. 1 find m Ihc records of the War, some Indian friends of mine, 
a! nnt Indian !r end 'f uimm* wlio l^nlongs to the Indian Lt'gislature

P»’*ifish Wh\ sliould the^ lx* kept down? Wh\ should this poliev be 
adopted whieli k(‘cj»s them down and down although they have got all the 
ntlx r (pialdies t \ccpt tin* one quality of training? Thesi^ ]>eople are not 
responsible for their lack of training Tlie responsibilitv lies on the 
('lovernment to select tlic best p('ople out of the martial classes in suffi- 
'•ieiit numbers. You give th* ni a chance to he educated in the schools. 
If th(*se peofile cannot oducatt* their children properlv on account of the 
’nsuffi^'icn^’y of tlie salaries that the\ get. it is the dutv of the State to 
provide money for free education of the children of those people who ftre 
serving in the Arin\ If you give them the same education, the same 

opening, they will shine as well as anybody in the Empire, for the benefit 
the Empire They will seiw’e as loyally as thev are sening 

now, and they will bo a great asset to the Empire in the 

future, and the Government will be proud that thev possess very 
efficient officers who are a decoration to the Empire. Indian officers can 
never think of living outside the Empire. They will serve as knally in the 
future ns thev liavt* been serving in the past. It is not enough to provide 
onlv 60 cadtdsbi])-" in Sandhurst T find that then' are 141 Indian regi¬ 
ments. There an' 120 regiments of Indian infantry and 21 regiments 
of Indian cavalrx. Now*. Sir. tliis policy that a British officer must serve 
side by side with Indian officers in the Indian n'ginx'nts gives the Indian 
soldier the fcelintr that ihe Government feel a kind of suspicion against 
liim. A very ridicuk'jus sjx'ech. rather a speech like that of a buffoon, 
was made in 102ff bv an old man. wdio called me a rash young man at 
that time. 

Mr. B. Das: Was be a Arember of the A«S(‘mblv? 
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Mr. Muhammad Yamin Khan: Yes. 

Mr. B. Das: Is it fair to eall him a buffoon'?

Mr. 0. S. Ranga Iyer: On a j>()int of order. Is it proper for an Honour* 
able Member of this House to describe an ex-Member of this House, who 
is no longer present to answer him, as a buffoon? 

Mr, Presidant (The Honourable Sir Ibraliim Kahimtoola): It appears 
to the Chair that it is a question of good taste. The Honourable Mem¬ 
ber will ho well advised not to use such language when referring to ex- 
Members of the Assembly. 

Mr. Muhammad Yamin Khan: 1 will take \our advice, but if my 
Honourable friends had a little patience 1 would have shown them that 
I was calleTI rash. If my Honourable friends will re.ad Klian Bahadur 
Zahir-iid-din's speech the\ will have no other opinion but that it was » 
buffoon's, broju teq) b) bottc iu. llaux* was uo sia-iousiu'Ss in il, ;nul he was 
sw^earing at evi'rvbodv in the House. He (*alled me the same thing to 
my fa(*e. I shall not waste the time of the House 1 am sorr\ niy 
friends iutc-rrupted me when I was dealing w dh a subjecl like ihi.>. The 
interruptions which the\ are accustomed to make do not stop wlicn even 
a serious subject is dis('ussed T found that th(‘ Indian officers wiTe dis¬ 
credited b^ one of iu\ country men. who ha])])(*iu‘d to })e a Member of 
this Assembly and lie w%inted to rouse in that sjioi'cli the Indian officers 
serving in the Indian regiments, and I am glad that if had not er(‘atcd 
that effect. The Indian officer in the Indian Arm> is so unswerving in 
his lo\alty that no amount of propaganda ean drag hhu into politics. Ho 
remains a soldier from beginning to end T want. Sir, that fqiport-imity 
should be given to the Indian soldier and his son to get proper openings, 
so that the stigma ma> be remo%Td that the policy wdiich had been 
adopted by the East India (Vmijianv had been aeeepted by the British 
Government, after the transfer of powder from the Company to the 
Sovereign. T think that GD recruits will not be sufficient. Sir, I do not 
approve of the policy of placing British officers in Indian regiments, which 
makes the Indians exclaim, “Why should not there be Indian officers in 
British regiment?’'. The reply will be given that the British soldier 
will not be willing to serve under an Indian officer. That will again drag 
politics into this question. I want to avoid that. The policy should be 
to discard this comnumalism in the Army. If >ou place British officers 
in the Indian regiments, the Indian officer will equally claim that he 
should be placed over British regiments. The Indian officer will sav, 
“If T am good enough to lead mv caste fellow^s, w^hv should not the 
British troops be willing to serve under me*’’’. This question w'ill crop up 
in another ten years time if the Government do not take the hint today. 
If >ou do not concede this point in time, it wmII involve India in great 
danger, end \ou mav have to vield much more later than what will content 
the people todav F would include in the category’ “Indian” the “Anglo- 
Indian” also, becauwe some of the Anglo-Indians and Europeans made 
their home in Tndi-i in the past and thev distinguished tlu'rnselves in the 
Armv. We all know the names of Gardener and SkinncT and others who 
formed regimc'nls and they led them T am quite W’illing to reeognisi' 
that the Anglo-Indians, who have made India their home, should be 
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treated as Indians and they should be allowed full opportunity along 
with other Indians, and in the future their feelings are bound to be the 
same as tliose of oth(*r Indians. Future events and changing circumstances 
will teach them that they must consider India their home and they should 
not look to any other cotintr> l)ut India as their motherland. I will con¬ 
fine my remarks only to this which is the same as what I advocated 
before, namely, that Indian regiments should be officered by Indians only 
and I still advocate the same principle. With these words, T move my 
motion. 

Mr. 0. S. Ranga Iyer: T rise to congratulate m\ friend Mr. Yamin 
Khan who on behalf of his party made a speech which is a reply to one 
school of thougjit, \n1k)So views were expressed by Professor Keith in the 
following words: 

“ Solf-*foverniTimit without an effective Indian army is an impossibility and no amount 
of protests or demonstrations or denunciations by the Imperial Government can avail 
to altor that fact.” 

Mr Vaniin Khan was ver\ nearl\ expre^^sing the views of the Xeiirn 
lU']iort V) far av the Indiauwation of the Army is concerned 

and the vie^\s of the Xehni Pit*p<>rl embodied in tbes(‘ words: 

and, mc*identall\. th(‘> jiKm consiitiUe a rep)\ to the i>iingenl observations 
of Prof Keith • 

“ This is t rue, but we <lo not a-^cept the <‘OiistItutional position that without an Indian 
or Dominion Army India cannot obtain Dominion Status. In the first plactsthe Indian 
Army is not to be creited It exists there already. In the next place, historically the 
position taken by our critics is not correct.” 

I have not got much t(^ add on the spi‘ech of m\ Honourable friend, Mr. 

Yamin Khan, and if I liad t<> interrupt him, I can assure him that it 

was not ^'ltb Ji mow to interrupting the eloquent flow of his reason'and 
the array of his arguments; it was only incidentally to place on record 
tnat, whatever might have been the record of Members who are today 
not present here, I think it would be ver^ much in keeping with the 
dignity of ^Members in this House not to describe a gentleman as a 
“buffoon” or a speech as the speech of a “buffoon”. If he had said that 
it was something of thi* nature of buffoonery, it would have been less 
offensive though the bad taste would remain. Sir, I have not had as yet 
the opportunit\ of reading the speech of the Honourable gentleman who 
appears to belong to the same community as Mr. Yamin Khan. I am 
not therefore looking at it from a communal point of view but from a 
parliamentary point of view. In his reply he tried to show that Honour¬ 
able Members on this side are accustomed to interrupt. Y'es, but we 
are not accustomed to interrupt Mr. '^’’(imin Khan of all. We generally, 
as an Opposition, are accustomed to mtemipt the Treasury Benches and 
sometimes the European Benches when they are in agreement with the 
Treasury Benches without the “responsibilit\”, as pointt'd out this morn¬ 
ing rather parenthetically by the Honourable the Finance Member himself 
when he refen-ed to their eomfoHable ease or some sueh expression which 
T cannot recall, but in\ impression I believe is correet. I must tell Mr. 
Yamin (Khan that I had no intention of giving him the hoTion»* of my 
usual inf('rrnptions whicli T think it is the ]iriviIego of the Opposition 1 » 
indulge in. 

With, these few remarks T inav now embark on a few observations on 
the important question of the Tndianisatk^n of tlie Avpiy. My H<'n- urable 
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friend, Mr. Yamin Khnn, referred to the great Anglo-Indian community, 
whom no one on this side of the House wants to deprive of their great 
possibilities in the field of the Army, just as in the field of the Railway 
Department. Sir, I do not think they have got the same (umsidoration 
in the Army as they have got in the ruil\\ays. ^J’ht‘ inroad W(‘ are 
making into the railways will 1 think be eompensatod b\ the inroad they 
arc welcome to make into the Army, and therefore T laidorse the observa¬ 
tions of Mr. Yhimin Khan that the Anglo-Indian community must be 
given their opportunity in the Army of the future. (Hcau’. hear.)

Sir, 'Pipjai and H\di‘r 
All bad a large number of soldiers and olheers drawn from tlie d<']iressed 
classes. Similarly in South Indi.i the deja-essisl elasses wrii* ihe liained 
ofiici'rs of Lord (’live, the founder of the British Empire in Ind'a whose 
statue faces very rightly the India Ofiice. conimtanorating om* of the 
irreatest events in the career of a man who caiiK* on an adventure because 
he w’as unwanted bv liis parents and founded a great kingdom for his 
mother country’. He enunciated a princi])l(‘. since perhaps forgotten, 
of equality on the battlefields wlion th(‘ ch'pressed classes people w^ere 
quite willing to share iheir con'ie with tlieir European olViccrs, or for that 
matter their Indian officers. Sir, I want the spirit of those Jiappy days 
to be revived. 

Sir. the Repoit of the Simon (’onmiission contemplated the introduc¬ 
tion of a Dominion Army in India. Without going into that contro\ersy, 
I think wo ma\ say that a Dominion Anrn is a necessitv if India is to 
be a Dominion, and to ha\e a F)()nnni<>n Status, and \ou cannot have a 
J^oiiiinion Army without liuhamsing the Anii\ ; and then lore 1 would 
ask the Arm's Secretars what steps tlie (Jf)vernmenl propose to take 
in the direction of the acceleration of the pact' of Tndi.mising the officer 
strength of the Indian Anny. 

Sir, it has been stated that a military college wall be established in 
Debra Dun or somewhere else in India. At present we have got a so- 
cnlJcd military college in Dehra Dun. Some Members on this side of 
the House have had the opportunity of visiting that “militniw college" 
as guests of the (jovernment. I think that ojqiortunitv was givtn to us 
b\ the late Lord Rawlinsori, the great Connnander-in-(^Jiief that he was, 
who wanted the Opposition to have an opportunity of understanding the 
possibilities opening before Indians. Sir, the good Ad jut ant-General, 
Sir John Shea, was with us at Dehra Dun when the officers and profes.sors 
in charge showed us round tli(j college—I am not casting any reflection 
when T say, it i.s not a military college, but that it is n very good public 
school for th(‘ training rJ students who have aspirations for a military 
career. 

Captain Sher Muhammad Khan Gakhar (Nominated Non-Official): It 
is a public school. 
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Mr. 0. S. Banga Iyer: I .agree. My friend is perfectly right, it is a 
public school; I was about to say it is miscalled “The Prince of Wales 
Military College*’. (An Honourable Member: “Then change the name.**) 
1 do not want to change the name, as in\ friend suggests, with his usual 
sense of liuniour; 1 want that it should be as good as its name; I want 
to see that it is made a military college. I do not want to b(5 understood 
as saying ihat there should he only one military college in India. India, 
Sir, must have as man\ rnilitarv colleges as its size and its population 
jiistilN I’alo' tl"* M/t* (li IhiglanJ and thf fiojiulation of frrcj't llritain. 
How many military col](‘ge'- have they go1 'J Take the size of India 
and tie* )iopul.iiinn of India and how rnanv rnilitarv college^ should India 
havrV Sir, F sa\, Sandhurst^, Woolwieda*-. and on nni^-t dot everv 
part and provinci* in India. Take tin* cast* the rriited Provinces, w’hich 
has as Jarg«* a ]iopidation and size as (rreat Pntain. Every province in 
India nins! h<i\f a military coll»*fre Marn more military schools like the

Sirdar Harbana Singh Brar (East Punjab: Sikh); Sir, this opportunity 
winch has been afforde<l to us h\ Mr Yaiiim Khan to discuss the Indiani- 
sation of the Ann\ has (‘oine at the right moment Sir altlicaigh India 
was not afforded the o}»f)ortunit\ of obtaining the King's (’tininiissioii 
before the venr IftliO she had a class of ofVic< rs who wen' gallant and had 
a marvcdlous record of chivalry and w'ere draw'n from the ranks of the 
pe.isinits, Tlu'v were not ver\ mucli educated hut were verv well trained 
for the art of wjirf.ire. I am refernr»g. Sir, to that class of otTicers who 
Were known .In t’'e Vie* ro\ *s < ’oninu-'^ioned ntheers. 

(At this vtiige Mr. Pre'^ideiit vacated the (’hair which was taken by Sir 

Han Singh Gour.) 

Our demand on tip's side of the House for Indiauisation of the Army and 
of the higher ranks, though listened to with courtesy and consideration 
and acc(‘ded to in verv small deiTces, is now having a great reaction In 
1020 an expert Committee of the Army Department reeommendi'd that 
about 110 Indian Cadets should be trained every voar for the King's Com- 
7nisc;inn. But last vi*ar w’e liad a Committee, which was composed of 
military experts as well as persons drawn from the public life, w’hich 
reduced the pae(» of Tndianisation ahnost hv half Our total figure per 
year for appointments in the King’s Commission has roughlv been about 
200. If everv year we recruit all these 200 nu-n from the ranks of Indians, 
it w’ill take about JIO to 35 vears to Indianise the whole Army. But if we 
accept till' figuri* rceomnii nded hv the Sandhurst Committee of last year, 
it will takf' about 100 vi-ars to Indianise the King's Commission. Another 
most reaetionnrv’ d('eision. wc are told by that Committee, was that the 
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Government have decided upon doing away with the Viceroy’s Commis¬ 
sion. Sir. in the Viceroy’s Commission we have ihousands and thousands 
of Indian soldiers drawn from the martial edasses in the countryside who 
by their great chivalry and merit rose from the ranks of sepo\s to the 
ranks of officers. Altliough llu‘y do not become King’s Commissioned 
Officers, they do beconii' Suhedar Majors, and some of them even retire as 
Honorary Lieutenants or as ITonorar\ Captains on decent pensions for the, 
valuable services which tliey rendered to the Anny. Sir, the Viceroy's 
Commission ent-ouraged the people from th{‘ villages to take to the Arm\ 
as a profession l)ecause it produced a great field for becoming officers in 
the futur('. Now, Sir, this measure of Indianisation in the King’s Com¬ 
mission is not large enough for the resources which India provides. It 
will be the cause of great dissatisfaction and discontent to the lowi'r ranks 
of the Arms if tlii's are told that they should not liopi' to bei'ome in \ear^ 
to come Jamadars, Subedars. Suhedar Majors and so on I am sure it 
will shatter their Iiopes for all time to come. \V(' havi' b(*en asking that, 
in addition to what we are enjoying in the <>tlic(‘r’s ranks ui* shonhl i/et 
more officer’s jobs. Sir, we are expecting to gt‘t now tlO oilicers e\er\ 
year. They will be admitted in tJie colU'ge. and out ot tbeiii at least 
10 will fail and we will have only oO parsed officers. I'ai'Ii in iMigland 
they fail about 2 out of every 10 So will lie having onl\ oO. For 
having this number of King’s Commissions we are iieing d(*prived of 
Vicero\’s Commissions for maiiv thousands of our ('oiintrwruMi who in tla- 
past have done wonflerfully well in the Army, not only within the borders 
of India, bnt also b(‘^ond. Is it fair. Sir, now tluit India is going to ha\*‘ 
its own inanageiri(‘nt of affairs, that we should liavi' tin* total abolition 
of the Viceroy's (Commission? When I say this, I voice the feelings of 
m\ eonstitueney, which is a great recruiting ground in tlu‘ Ihinjab tor the 
Arrii\. At Uaist Indf the Arm\ recruited from the Punjab is recruited from 
that area, I am sure the soldiers in the Army will be vor\ much dis 
contented and the peasantry in the ooiintr\sidc will rise up against the 
Government if, instead of giving us more ranks in the Army as officers, 
yon deprive thousands and thousands of young men from rising to the 
Viceroy’s Commission. The\ will very much resent the idea that they 
should remain as sepoys for all time to come. Mv friends Captain Lai 
Chand and Captain Shcr Muhammad, who have been in the Army and 
wffio have come in contact with the marvellous feats w’hicli the sepoys 
have displayed in the battlefields of the Empire, will he able to hear 
testimonv to this fact. Sir, it is nothing but fair that these sepoys should 
be afforded the opportunity which they have had so long, viz., that in 
addition to the King’s Commission, they should also enjoy the Vicroy’s 
Commission. Sir, these men might not have been good linguists, but 
they are certainl\ good soldiers*, and as such deserve good treiitment at the 
hands of the Government. Government should provide them wdth free 
higher education in the Army and should make military training compulsory 
in Government and (jovernment aided schools throughout the country 
With these few* w’ords, T press for the Army Secretary’s eonsideration o^’ 
t h(‘ cMs(* f)f the ordinar\ lax man in the Army, nanndv. tla* soldiers. T 
request him lo remember that it, is the sepovs wdio form Ibe hackhoni* of 
the Armv, and it is tlicy who fight the battles and tbcnTorc thex should 
not be deprived of opjiortunities for getting xvliat is their due, and that 
they should be given every facility to rise to the higlier ranks of the Army. 
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Captain Sher Muhammad Khan Cakhar: Sir, 1 feel it my duty to 
thank you first for giving me un opportunity of presenting my views on 
the subject of defence which forms a most important Jind integral part 
of the Budget. 1 propose to have a plain talk with the politicians, and 
ask them to give the authorities all that they need and think necessary 
for our safety as well as that of our motherland. It is essential that 
they should in the very beginning ai)preeiate the facts that it is the proper 
authorities who are the saviours of the country, and not they who should 
be the judges of our needs and equipments necessary for the defence of 
the country. 

Ever since the inauguration of the Montford Befonns, and tlie present 
Assembly, there has alwa\s been a heated discussion on the military* side 
of the annual Budget; and (lOveVnmeiit have oftem been accused of feed¬ 
ing their own countrymen fit the expense of the Indian tax-jiayer, and 
have b(‘en constantly and persi.stently asked to replace the British King’s 
(’omrnissioned ollicers bv Indians, a process which is generally known as 
the Tndianisation of the Indian Army. 

Undoubtedly to all lovers of India the defence of India must ultimately 
be th(‘ concern of the Indians themselves; and it is extremely gratifying 
to note that iis a result of the Bound Table Conference deliberations, the 
principle has not only b(‘en accepted but put into practice as well. Our 
long cherished desire for the establishment of an Indian Sandhurst has 
been fulfilled; and the annual intake of 60 young Indians out of an 
annual wastage of about 1(K) is going to begin in a few months. This 
means a very substantial advance. 

Ever since the publleation of the Indian Military College Committee’s 
Beport a stonn of criticdsni has bi‘en raised and objections levelled against 
its recommendations by Nationalists and their press. Although the general 
sense of th(^ (’onimittec, on which I had the honour of serving, was satis¬ 
factory, yet some of tlie members havt» appended minutes of dissent to 
It and the burden of tht* song has been an increase in the pace of Indiani- 
sntion 

T, a•^ a Mildiir and a man of action, who has spent a greater j)ortiorr 
oi Ills life in the Army and on active service, venture to differ from my 
fstcemed friends, tin* politicians They forget that the question of 
1 urbanisation c.miir>t admit of a mathematical solution. It involves con- 
-idcratnf elfii'ieucN, efpiipment and < K/>nf-<fr-rorp.«? I'^nder a zeal 
ff»r Tndianisation we should not overlook these facts. We should remem¬ 
ber that an army yvithout elfteiencv is as useless as a rifle without 
ammunition The rpiestion of the defence of India is too imyiortant for 
us to trifle with "Most of our politician friends had emphasized the 
desirability of fixing a period for complete Tndianisation. To this, with 
all due respect for their pious yvish, I yvould most emphaticallv say that 
no one, at least no military authority, on earth can fix the exact period. 
In the words of !Mr. Thomas, Chairman of the Defence Rub-Committee 
of the Bound Table Conference: 

** It is not a question of snying Smith. Brown or Bobinson is entitled to be called 
General, but it is that Smith, Brown or Robinson have graduated through a period of 
experience and of training that fits them and makes them competent to be Generals. 
Therefore that cannot ho determined by a resolution : yon could declare, if you like, that 
on and after five years every* officer should he an Indian. It might sourd popular, hut in 
practice when worked out you knew perfectly well that in five years they would notHhe 
competent to take that position, not because thev would not he competent because 
they were Indians but because they would not have the necessary* experience.** 
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My Honourable friends should appreciate this fact, that without experience 
and experiment there can be no step forward towards Indianisation. 

It was with this object in view that His Excellency the Commander- 
in-Chief, when addressing the Indian Military College Committee in Simla, 
declared that an immediate start would be made h) Indianise a coni])lete 
Division of the Indian Anny of all arms. It was a very wise step taken 
by him. Ho could very easily have declared that a start would be made 
with two or more Divisions, but that would have ji'opardised the safety 
of the defence of India. Ho could not sacrifice competency and experience 
simply for the desire of accelerating the pace of Indianisation. It is 
pleasing to see that Oovernmont havt* promised to acetderate Indianisa¬ 
tion when the exj>erimcnt \\ith the Tndianised Division is coin])U*ted. By 
that time the Aoung officers now in tlie Arm\ would have assumed com¬ 
mand ; and in tin* words of His Excellen(‘\ : 

“With fourt»><'n yoars' T fpol ronviiiPPii tliat thoso young ofliciuK \m 11 htue 

shown tbonisolvcs fit or not fit and it will thonho an oasy innttf'i io iiuToasr Tn<haai.st\tion 
because by that lime tho Co\orninenl will ba\e no doubt in tboir minds ns to wbctliri 
they »\reconducting an c\|)<M’im«‘nt or building up an Indian Ann\ tbnt will be a tollable 
tnstruTnont for carrying out the onerous duties of tbe^ fighting iorce.s iii India " 

I, once mort', repeat wliat 1 ha\e sai<l aboM', that it would lu' siinpl\ 
UsMdes-, uud lii’‘.b]\ (laii*: ‘o d» lenuiiu- a pciMod oi litdiaiii'-.ilu u imtess 

ne ^^•ero cerium that. “Indianisation whu-h was d*'])endent on compelenc\ 
and experience would mat* rialist* 1)\ the experience that would lx* gained 
in that time”. 

So much for Indianisation of the Arm\ I now venture to make a few 
remarks on tlu' ehmination of Vicero\ V (’oinmissioued ojlicias of tht‘ 
Indian Ann\ under the now scheme al*oul which my Honourable friend 
Sirdar Havlvans Singh Brar w.is xcr\ anxious. 1 was at one time against 
this elimination; but cm (lct*per thought 1 have come to tlu* coiudusion 
that the exigence of this (dasv; ot oHiccr in the liiclianised units wcuild 
be unnecessary Tho reasons are md lar to so(*k Tbulcr tlu* present 
system a sepoy joining the Arm\ hopes to receive the Vici‘ro\'s (Commis¬ 
sion after putting in a long serv'd* of ‘-a\ about la or ‘20 \cars; but 
in tho Indianisod unit he would hope to s(M*ure the King's Commission 
wdthin a comparativelv short period of about three or four years, which 
he could never dream of otlierwise. 

Sirdar Harbans Singh Brar; Onlv if he is w'cll educated in English. 

Captain Sher Muhammad Khan Gakhar: Yes, that is right It is 
argued that the abolition of tlie A"i(*eroy s Commission w’ould work as a 
check upon the flow' of the low-edueatcd Indians to the Army, and mv 
Honourable friend said 'h. i t^, p.. - ■} }, 'i ^^r-oTitcnted and they 

will he disappointed Ut learn that the Cnvernmcnt have eliminated the 
Viferov’s Commission, hut I do not agree with him 7 cannot agri'c with 
this view, for tlie process will }>e so sknv and gradual tliat no one will 
feel it Moreover, it w'ill serve as an impetus to ladtcr and high(*r educa¬ 
tion among the people who now' join tho Arm\ Tlov’cver, to lessen 
such ajiprehonsions, I w’ould most strongly suggt'sf the Government 
should create Warrant Officcr.s' rank, for ('xaruple Battalion Havildar 
Major, Battalion Quartermaster. TTavildar, etc., as in tlu^ British Armv 
for men who wumld not have sufficient education to receive the King’s 
Commission. 
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Sir, last but not least I wish to raise the point, the question of martial 
And non-martial or what are sometimes known as enlisted and non-enlisted 
classes of the Indian Army. I have every sympathy with the non-enlisted 
classes, and I, for one, whole-heartedly wish that they should be afforded 
the opportunity of building up a military career. But it would not be 
wise to allow tlu'm to join the ranks without any restrictions. 
An experiment may again be made. I am glad to see that the Indian 
Military College Committee have done away with this distinction; but 
still 1 consider it of utmost imy>ortaiu*e for the military authorities to see 
that the (V)llege or the Arm^ is not unduly overcrowded by the >oung 
men of the non-enlisted classes. 

I reiterate' what 1 said at the Bound Table C’onference that if the Army 
of New India is to be (‘ftieiont, it must contain the flower of its manhood, 
it must contain men who are detennined and prepared to die. and not 
logicians, to whom men* ahv^tractions make greater appeal than solid 
realities. Hc'iicc* the martial races and the martial provinces mu.st 
be ‘-peeiallx utilised for the yuirpose This seem< tf> me to be an indis- 
y)ensable ])reliminar\ to an\ successful experiment in tht* creation of a 
national arm>. 

One thing inon* Sir. and I have done rif)vernmont have been blamed 
for the creation of a distinct ion between the martial and the non-martial 
(•las^(*s In the minute of diss(‘nt of Sir C. P. Bainasvami Ai\ar and 
Major-Oeneral Bajwadi* appended to the Hey>ort of the Indian Militarv 
College (’oniniittee they say: 

“This policy was foanHe<l not so Tmich upon the innate differenoes in the r haracter- 
mtK’ft of tiio p('oplo as upon the <listnist enpendrrecl by tho y)artic*iymtion of ya'rticnlar 
elasHi's of H'lhhiTH in tin* Mutiiu . Itecniitinont toth<‘ nnr*y w’as detenniried by the oj^inion 
of tlie imhtary anthoritiert as to tlie ndiability or otherwise ol yiartimlar rlnsses of people 
for loyalty to the (iovc*rnment.*' 

Now, Sir. this is absolutely wrong and misleading There were times 
when Mahrattas, (nirkhas, Sikhs and othi‘r martial classes fought against 
the British; hut they were not debarred from entering the Army on this 
ticcoimt 1 bt'long lo the famous (lakhar tribe of the Punjab, and my 
tribe al.so f(night against the British, hut Government have never objected 
to our enlisting in the Arm\ : on tho other hand our young lads are 
accepted with pleasure and are honoured. 

Now. Sir. one word more about eduealion M\ Honourable friend 
^Tr Yaniin Khan presse<l tliis point Then* are already existing three 
what we call King George’s schook at Jhelum, Jullundiu* and Ajmer. 
There the ^ons of sf'povs and Indian officers get practicallv free education. 

Maulvl Sayyid Murtuza Saheb Bahadur (South :^Iadras ; Aruham- 
mridan) • None in Soufliem India where there arc thousands and thousands 
of Moydahs 

Captain Sher Muhammad Khan Oakhar: Bocently Government have 
sanctionc'd one Knglish teaelu'r for each school speciallv to teach the 
English language to thi' bovs. hecaiw^e the idea is that hovs from these 
.schools w'ilJ go to the Kitchener College which has been started at 
Now'gong. And with a complete knowdedge of English from this College. 
the.se ho\s will lie preyiared to take part in the competition or to be 
selected for the Kingk Commission to he trained at tlu* Dtdira Dun Militnrv 
Aeadt'uu With these f(’W' remarks. Sir, T resuint' mv seat. 

Hony. Captain Rao Bahadur Chaudhri Lai Chand (Nominated Non- 
Oflicial): Sir, the Honourable the Mover has done a real service to the 
coiuifrv generally and to the martial classes in particular by drawing 
attention to this most important subject. He has made out a good casa 
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for speedy action. Goveriuiient have accepted the principle and we are 
all grateful for that. The introduction of the Indian Air Force Bill in 
this House is an earnest of the effui-ts of Government in this direction. 
The starting of an Indian Sandhurst at Dchra Dun is proof of the fact 
that Government mean some business, and the doors are now being opened 
freely for Indians to be trained in India. There are also the schools 
referred to by the previous si)eaker, at Jhelum, Jullundur and Ajmer, for 
the training of young boys who are sons of Indian soldiers. But the 
point remains, with what speed are you moving? Tin* speed proposed 
and the methods suggested and sanctioned are open to very serious 
objection. The Honourable the Mover has pointed out that the slow rate 
at which we are proceeding is not commensurate with the aspirations of 
the people, and I only support him in the desirability of accelerating the 
speed. Let caution be the watchwoni and ofiicicncy be not sacrificed, 
but the present speed needs acceleration. 

As regards method. I crave the indulgence of the Honourable Mem¬ 
bers who belong to the non-military classes to bear with me when I say 
that there is great discontent among the mditary classes over the opening 
of the Army Commissions to non-military classes. Without meaning any 
disrespect to those non-military classes, 1 say that if there is anything 
in the old traditions and old sentiments they are all out of court. India 
is probabl.v the only country where the distinction of non-military 
and military classes has existed from times immemorial. The 
military classes have always been known as Kshatriyus. Their past 
history is full of heroic deeds and sacrifices for the country. They have 
defended the frontier; there are families among those classes where for 
several generations thev have contributed their quota at the frontier. 
They have been tried in manv ways both here and outside India. During 
the Great War they displayed very high qualities of heroism and sacrifices 
which were characteri.stic of their forefathers, in the frozen fields of 
Flanders and burning sands of Mesopotamia alike. The classes which have 
T»referred the; pen to tlie sword and the nrffiicc chair to the back of the 
horse are now coming forward to claim an equal share in the higher 
ranks of the Annv The Cfovemment always goes on lines of least resist¬ 
ance and judges the amount of discontent in the country from the articles 
that appear in the Press, which is all manned b> the non-military classes. 
Government, acting on these eas\ wa>s, has agreed to throw open 50 per 
cent, of Commissions to competition, which docs not consist of riding, 
tent-pegging and the like, but simple arithmetie and composition. This 
is a verv serious inroad on the rights of the military classes. These 
classes had not got these rights and privileges by men' ehaneo or on 
account of nnv favour. Thev shed their richest blood in securing this 
monopoly. In the name of those brave soldiers who laid down their lives 
for the upholding of the supremacy of democraev over aiitoeracj, in the 
name of those brave sons of India who left the shores of India from 1914 
to 1918 never to return to their motherland, T appeal to Government not 
to forget these sacrifices and promises so soon. Fjven this very House 
in 1928 accepted the principle that the officer ranks should be given to 
those classes in proportion to the number of recruits they supply. So 
far that is one defect in the methods that have been sanctioned by 
Government. 

Another defect is the abolition of the Vieerov’s Commission in future 
as has been so rightly pointed out by our friend Sirdar Harbans Singh. 
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Sir, ii the officers’ ranks had not been thrown open to the non-military 
classes, I would not have brought this point forward. But as I find that 
future recruitment to the offiicers’ ranks will be based on knowledge of 
arithmetic and mensuration, the military classes will find themselves 
greatly handicapped. Every despatch is full of the graphic accounts of 
the deeds of these brave Indian Ofificers; and their abolition, without 
even giving them a chance of a hearing, is being greatly resented, not 
only by them but by the military classes as a w'hole. If tbcA have done 
well in the past as a connecting link between the rank and file and the 
officers, there is no reason why they should not be allowed to do so in 
future also. So, this decision, if it has been arrived at already, should 
bo reconsidered. The methods employed in effecting Indianisation of the 
Army remind me of an old storv of Kashmir State. Probably it was the 
grandfather or great grandfather of the present Maharaja who was 
approached by the people, who said that it was not proper to spend money 
on Dogras and Sikhs in forming his army, and it was pressed upon him 
that an army of Kashmiris should be raised. The Kashmiris are very fine- 
looking fellows; thev could carry' heavy loads on their backs and being 
so hardv, the principle was agreed upon. A battalion was raised aud with 
fheir military uniforms they looked very nice and smart when they went 
up hill and down hill: and after a year a report was made in the durbar 
t-o the Maharaja that the unif was ready for action. The rommandant 
of the battalion saluted and made this report himself The Maharaja at 
once ordered that thev should be ordered to relieve a Sikh battalion which 
was servn’ng on the Gilgit frontier The Commandant, instead of retiring, 
saluted him again and the Maharaja looked at him and became furious 
“What is it v(»u \Aan1 now” he asked, “Wbv do ^ou not go baok?”. The 
Commandant said ‘‘I want half a dozen Sikh sepovs to guard mv armoury 
at night” The Maharaja was verv furious; but the Commandant was 
pressing, saying that it was in the interests of the State and of the 
Afaharaja himself that he was asking for these sopovs and that it meant 
onlv a}»oiit a hundred rupees a month which w'as not much, and further 
that the whole arnn would remain safe The result was that the Maharaja 
ordered the battalion to be disbanded at once 

(At this singe Mr President resumed the Chair ) 

In the pro-Beform Council of the Punjab I had been pressing for a 
share for the zemindars in the public services of the province. A Com¬ 
mittee was appointed in order to survey the situation in the province and 
[ was on that Committee. Sir John Maynard presided and it was pro¬ 
posed that a survey of all services should he taken in regard to the 
present occupants whether they were zemindars or non-zemindars; and 
the President asked me, as it was at mv suggestion that the Committee 
had been appointed, whether.the zemindars were willing to give up any 
particular .service in the province, and I at once said, and mv zemindar 
(•f)ll('agups in the Committee agn ed, that wc did not want to be treasurers 
and accountants and those services were given up to them. About other 
sendees our share was defined, but those services were left to the non- 
military classes. Similarlv the Army is our monopolv; and if that is 
taken awav, not onlv will the Indian Army he discontented, hut the effi- 
cic‘ncy will suffer. Prav, do not nlay with the whole of the Armv: if vou 
want to trv an experiment, let the Government begin with one unit and 
one battalion he raised soparatolv from non-militarv classes . . .

Hony. Oaptain Rao Bahadur Ohaudhri Lai Ohand: The territorials are 
not a mixed unit, they are not solely of the classes that do not go in 
"for soldiering. The history of the Punjab University (’orps and the 
Bengal CompanA is fresh in our minds, and so it is no use getting old 
history repeated, point simply is this: that the speed should be 

accelerated and the methods adopted should be revised. The military 
classes should not be deprived of the nionopol\ that thej have enjoyed; 
they have eamed it on account of their past sacrifices not only during 
the British period, but from the Hindu period ouMfirds.

Hony. Captain Bao Bahadur Ohaudhri Lai Chand; We are fighting for 
the King and country. 

rMr. 'S. C. Mitra (Chittagong and Hajshahi Division.s ■ Non-Miiham- 
Tuadan Pnrali: 8ir, I had no intention to take part in this debate, h it I 
am tempted to sa> a few words due to the offensive and senseless remarks 
of some of the Members fro^rn the so-cnlled military’ desses Some of 
these people fight for a mere 20 rupees, and they are speaking ill of other 
Provinces When the British came to India, where were these military 
classes*’ They liad to reernit aoldiers from Madras and from Bengal: the 
famous red army consisted of Madrasis and Bengalis nho conquered 
some oarts of India for the British. Now, for some rea.sons or other— 
for' political reasons—^they have ceased recruiting men from thes(‘ intelli¬ 
gent classes and confine re<jruitment to less advanc^ed communities. War¬ 
fare nowadays does not depend so much on mere muscle; it requ res 
hmins. The time for wiijrring with mere iswords, one 'man going for 
another man like brutes, has passed; even in the last war it was found 
that it was the brain and the better organisation that won and n d brute 
force or animal eneigy. 

Hony. Captain Bao Baliadnr Ohaudhri Lai Chand: Let the penal laws 
ne withdrawn for two days only, and then you will see the result 

Mr. S. 0. ’Mitra: These gentlemen have had a chance of speaking, 
and now they will allow me mv few minutes to reply to them. T am 
ready to accept the challenge. Bengal will take care of itself. Had it 
been mere muscle that could have won the war, T think some of the 
gentlemen who espoiirc the cause of the martial races could offer some 
argument. What are these brave people thev are speaking of? What is 
the origin of the brave Sikhs? Guru Govind Singh, for political reasons, 
trained mere cultivators, and they gradiiallv irrew to be vory heroic and 
self-sacrificing. T do not find fanlt with the military races; but what T ask 
is, what really makes people military? When the British used to recruil 
soldiers from the Hnited Provinces, the United Prorinces Bra.hmins and 
'Xhatris were considered as the military races; mv friend, Mr. Gava 
Prasad Singh, who comes from a military race, is a Khntri hut now Gov¬ 
ernment has ceased recruiting from these Provinces. According to that 
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brave hero over there, alJ other races are non-ijiilitar.v, as if in England 
and America and Europe they come to India to recruit thejr soldiers from 
the so-called martial races! In all the world over there is no special 
martial class. I am not at all against giving some preference to these 
people who have ‘^ot veslc'd interests, being in the military classes; bufe 
w^hen thc\ make a fetish r)f this theorv of martial races, I say they make 
the W'hole jiosition jd)surd. There is no such false and frivolous theory ot 
martial races an^w^herc tjlsc in the w'orld. Are these martial races? 
WTiat counir\ arc they governing now bv their heroism '^ They are slaves, 
and the,\ arc helping to make other nations slaves in the whole of Asia. 
When iiiere is trouble or v\'ar in (’hiria, these so-called mercenarv military 
people go for 20 rupees and shed other people'’s l)lood. I could understand 
their braver\ and their heroism if they v\ere independent and stood on 
their own legs at least in tlieir own country. 

Hony. OAptain Rao Bahadur Chaudhri Lai Chand: Can a Bengalee 
regiment he raised for (’hina? 

Mr. S. C. Mitra: If they speak of heroism and fearlessness, I can cite 
any number of cases Even our Bengalee girls are much more heroic 
than some of these stalwart> wlci come and boast here of their. 

Hony. Captain Rao Bahadur Chaudhri Lai Chand: L rise to a point of 
order, Sir 'Fhc word “heroism’* has been us(*d in connection wdfh ter¬ 
rorism Tiring upon the cImI population is not a heroic di'ed. Heroism 
has to be shown in lighting battles. This is cowardice. 

Mr. President (The Hoiiourabh' Sir Ibrahim llalumtoola): Thai 's not 
a point of order. 

Mr. S. C. Mitra : I in<r(*l\ wanted to point out that it recpiires more of 
brains than of bulk and inuM'k' in tbe.se daxs m \i arfart' point is, 

if for nn> )mrposc Ciovernnicnt v ant to niaki' a clnsK martial thc\ can do 
so; by recruiting men from Bt'Ugal. Madras or from Bomba.x, the\ can 
create a martial elas'^ within a few \eart. because, after some time, the 
people will get the neces.sarx training and the,\ will become a martial 
class Martial instincts art* not confined to the people of the Punjab or 
the North-West Frontier Province alone; there an* martial classes all over 
India and all over th(' world. Therefore, I sax that, not that India is 
going to have full Dominion Stains, Ciovcrmnont should pursue the policx 
of recruiting and training men from all provonct'^ and from all classes of 
people in India, but if unfortunateh some of our friends argue the ease 
in the manner thev have done. I think the motion of m\^ Honourable 
friend Mr. Yamin Khan, which is ver\ proper and reasonable nno he lost 
in this House. 

Mr. O. M. Toung (Amiv Secretary): Mr President. I do not propose 
to follow the last speaker into hiq somewhat unfortunate diseression 
because it is not disptited in this House that the provision that Oovem’ 
inent are making for the Tndianisation of the officer ranks of the 4rmv 
includes ample representation of the non-enlisted el.asses. I will there¬ 
fore, confine my observations to the subieet-mnttcr of the motion before 
Ihe House.

debate on the Army, 1 liud mysell in an unt'aiiiiliar but not altogether un- 
comiortable position. Throughout the strenuous debates that we have 
had for the last live years on this subject, I have come to regard two ver^ 
formidable hues oi attack hitherto as inevitable. One ol these was the 
attack on the level of military expenditure, based upon the well-known 
figure ot 50 erores laid down b\ the Jnchcape Committee. So long, Sir, 
as military expenditure was above that level, 1 tound it ver) dillicult, in 
fact impossible, to satisU llonourable Members opposite that Govern¬ 
ment had ever^ intention of ultimately coming down to that figure. As 
the House is now’ well aw'are, the Jiudget figure lor this year is several 
erores below* the ultimate aim recommended by the Inclicape Committee. 
Whether it will remain at that figure or not, of one thing we may be toler¬ 
ably certain, that we shall never see a Mililary Jiudget, in peace time, ol as 
much as 50 erores again. My Honourable Iriend Mr. Yanmi Ivliaii, the 
Mover of the motion, has aijcordingly very wisely confined the scope of 
this debate to the other burning topic that always comes up in I he (lourse 
of the discussion of the Army Department grant, naiiitiy, Indianisalion. 
Here again the mam attack that J have experienced in the last live years 
has been based upon a figure laid down by a Committee. The figure this 
tune was not a nionelary figure; it was a ilate 'The Indian ISaudliui’st 
Committee, better laiowri as the ISkeen t'ommittee, reeommended that an 
Indian Military College should he established in the year 103*.). The Cov- 
eniineiit at the time were unable to eomiml tbeuiNelves tc) this reeom* 
inendalion, and their reiusal to do so aroused a storm ol niipatieiue and 
coiidenmation. It was in vain that 1, and other speakers on beh.dl ol 
Government, laideavoured to jxnnt out that Government did not say that 
there would not be an Indian Military College in 1033; they saul n imghi 
be possible to have it m that year, it might not he loimcled till later, or il 
might even be founded earhei 'I’liis last suggestion was leeeiveil with 
frank mcredulily and J well remember a .Mianber ot this House ilrauing 
uipicture of niyseli running about in the year J032 with hiieks and mortar, 
in order to slap up as (juiekly a-^ jio.ssihle a hinlcling tor tla* Indian Military 
(College, if it were decided to establish one in HKl.i \\i‘ll, Sir, we liavt 
the building, wo liav'e decided to tound the college; the first examination 
will take plaeaj in .Inly next, and the college it^idf will oy)en early in Oeto- 
bor of this year. (Applause.) We shall hear no more of tlie year 1033 in 
connection with tlie estalilishnumt ol a imlitar\ college, just as we shall 
hear no more of the figure ol 50 erores in coimectiou with our Military 
Budget. 

Mr. B. V. Jadhav (Boml)ay (’entral Division Non Muhammadan 
■Rural): No credit to the Government of India. 

Mr. O. M. Young: 1 follow'ed very carefully the s}»eeeh of iny Honour¬ 
able friend Mr. Vamin Khan. I wondered what it was that he was trying 
to impress upon (rovernment Towards the close of his speech J gathered 
that what he was advocating was the total cessation of recruitment ot 
British otTjcers to the Indian Army. Sir, nobody who has the elficioney 
of the Indian Army at heart, could for a moment entertain such a sugges¬ 
tion, Oovcrriment are all for accelerating the pace of Indianisation to 
the greatest possi])lo measure oonsistent vvitli efficiency, bid to atop all 
recruitment of British officers to the Indian Army' would load to disaster. 
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I should like, however, to take this opportuuity of mforming the House 
of what has been done in the last few years. My Honourable friend spoke 
MS il nothing hud been done since the memorable debate m which he took 
part in this House in 1923; but ol course that is not the ease. Let me go 
buck for a little while to the publication of the Skeen C-omiaittee’s Beport 
and the debates that took place m this House at that tunc There were 
then only 10 vacancies available for Indians at Sandhurst. There were no 
commissions for Indians in the Artillery or the Engineers or the Signals; 
there were no \acan(:ie8 for (’ranwell, that is to say, there was no means 
of entry tor Indians into tlu‘ Air h’orce. Even the 10 vacancies tor SancT- 
hurst had not been reguJarlv tilled. J think 1 am right in saying that in 
no one .>ear could we get all the candidates that we w'anted, although we 
were allowed to carr\ over Jroni one ^ear to another. The average for 
some years was 0 or 7; il sfunetirnes dropped to 2 or 3. As a result of 
the deliberations ot Government on the Skeen Committee’s lleport, the 
number of vacancies at Sandhurst raised from 10 to 20, WoolwucU 
was thrown open to Indians for the first time, and vacancies were also 
thrown open to Indians at Craiiwell loi the Air Force We also establish¬ 
ed a competitive examination m thib (ountry (previously the examination 
had been a closed one), and in ac(5onlan(*e with one ot the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Skeen Committee we took all possible steps to make the new 
facilities lor Indian candidates intending to join the Army known through¬ 
out the country. Ihe fact that we did hO wan amply proved by the num- 
4pm aiipheations that \\e receded Irom everv comer ot the 

country T’he tirst results were not quite us satisfactory as w^e 
had hoped. In the tirst half-yearly cxamuiat’iou 7 \)oys, I think, out oi 
10 passed lor Sandhurst, none lor Wcioivicli, and none tor Cranwcil In 
the second exarnmaiion, we had 10 tor Nanalmrsl, none lor Woolwich and 
none for Cranweli. In the third examination the results were better. Not 
only did we lill the ten places lor S.lndhur^t, not only did boys successfully 
pas.s for (’rarnvell anrl Woolwich, but we iiad lor the tirst ume a number 
of boys who qualified Init did not. succeed m ola.iiTung plaeCs, that is to 
say, we had. for the tirst tune, effective competition In the next half- 
yearly examination tiu' result was not so goiui, hut btih steady progress 
W'as made, W'ltli the result tlial h\ ]0.*3O ilie (io^t'rnineni ul India in their 
despatch to the Seendary of Stale f»n the Simon Commission’s lleport, 
definitely rceruniiuiulcd lurtlu'r expau.-ioii in the rate of Tridianisation of 
the Army, and also revived the quc-,tion oi the e^lahlishmcnl ol an Indian 
military college, w’ith the result that \re .ali know With the inauguration 
of the Indian Military College, the nuniher ol ^aeaneie^ has been increased 
from a maximum possible of 37 to OO. Tlie number of units selected for 
Jndianisation has been expanded so a.s urfirnately to iorm a complete divi¬ 
sion of all arms and a cavalry brigade 7 his progress 1 think will be 
admitted by Honourable Meinbei^ to bt‘ c-onNiderable. and it has been 
done in w’hat I venture to suggest is the only possible way. that is. not by 
laying dow’n a time table or programme for ;i definite number of years 
ahead, regardless of what, might happen in the meantime, but by looking 
forw’ard as far as it is safe to look forwanl, and deciding then to halt and 
take stock of the position and consider A\hat ibe next ‘^lep should be. The 
successive steps that have been taken weri at intt‘r\als of about five years. 
It was 5 or 6 years, from the time that Indians frst went to Sandhurst, 
to th© recommendations of the Indian Saialinirst l^ommittoe. It is about 
5 years from the time those recommendation^ w’ere submitted to the 
(jovemment till to-day. Five or six \ei\rt, hence will be the time for the 
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next move; and it is prcdscly that time to which Jlis Excellency the Com- 
mandcr-in-CliJcf referred last ;vear in lus inaugural address to the Indian 
Military College Committee. He tlieu said os follows: 

** At the present moment, the young Indian officers in the eight units have seven 
years’ service. This is obviously not long enough for us to tell whether they are going 
to be fit to administer and train a unit in peace and load it in war. In seven more yeara, 
however, they will have had fourteen years' service, and by that time 1 feel pretty certain 
we shall be able to give a dofinite opinion whether they are going to be a complete success 
or not; and we need not wait until a further seven years, which would bring young ofiiceis 
nowinthe Army up to 21 years’service and approaching the time when they would com- 
maud units, before we decide to carry the experiment further.” 

1 submit, therefore, that Government are proceeding in the most expeditious 
as well as the most effective manner, to expand Indianisatioii in the Army; 
and that it would not be better to adopt proposals winch have been put 
forward several times in the past for a regular programme of iridianisaiion 
extending over a period of 25 or oO yeai-s; still less would it he bettor to 
adopt the proposal of my Honourable friend and close down Eritish 
recruitment altogether. 

1 pass on to a subject which bat, c‘xercij,ed the minds ol a good many of 
those who have taken part in the debate, uame]\, the prospects of the 
Viceroy’s Commissioned officer, and of the rank and file of the Indian 
Army who have hitborto entered the Arm> m the hope? of attaining to 
Viceroy’s Commission rank. Now, tins problem has exercised the mind 
of Government ever since it was originally deidded,—now^ uearl;y five years 
ago—that in an Indianised unit \ou can only have one tyj>e of coniiriissioncd 
officer. I need not go into that controvers} again, but tlie Goveniment of 
India realised that if you started regimental establishments on the British 
pattern in Indian units with some 2d full King’s Commissioned officers, the 
need for the Viceroy’s Commissioned officer would clcarlv disappear, and 
something w'oiild uiidouf»t»‘d[\ lia\e to be doin' lo keep the prosjiects of the 
rank and file at. leas.i as good as tlu\\ were befon* In iheir despatch of 
September, 1930 on the Simon Ifejiort, the Government ot India, in speak¬ 
ing of the conversion of the officer establishments to the British pattern, 
aaid: 


” It will then be nocoasary either to set apart more units for Indianisation or to begin 
the conversion of the offif’er e^ftablishmont to the British pattern, or to introduro a combi¬ 
nation of both these measures. We have not yet decided which procedure we shall adopt. 
An important factor in the decision must naturally be the necessity of securing the rights 
and prospects of the Viceroy’s Commissioned officers, and of the sepoys and sowars who 
enter the army with the ambition of being promoted to Viceroy’s Commissioned rank.” 


Now, 1 will try and explain to the House exactly what the prospects 
amount to, and what we hope to he the effect of the measures that we 
have introduced. In the first place, we have time on our side. Tt will be 
some time yet before the first Indian King’s Commissioned officers under the 
new system is posted to an Indianised unit in a place hitherto reserved for 
a Viceroy’s Commissioned officer. The first batch of cadets will enter the 
Military College next October. Half of them will be men w^ho have them¬ 
selves come from the ranks of the Army. Their course at the College 
will be for 2 years. After that, they will b(' attached for otie year to i 
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British battalion, and then join their unit in the Indian Army. Some of 
them no doubt will occupy places hitherto reserved for Viceroy’s Commis¬ 
sioned officers, but that will not be till the autumn of 1935, and the boys 
who in this way displace Viceroy’s Commissioned officers will themselves 
have come llirough the ranks. 'I'lie same will apply to the next half-yearly 
entry, in the summer of 1936. In the autumn of 1936 the first Indian 
officers who entered the Indian Military College by direct competition will 
be posted to their units, and it will not be till then that any one who has 
not himself been through the ranks of the Indian Army w 11 find liimself 
-in a position hitherto reserved for the Viceroy’s Commissioned officer. I 
think Honourable MembiTs will agree .... 


Mr. B. V. Jadhav: Is that distinction desirable between those wrho go 
to the Military Academy through the ranks and those who go through direct 
examination V 

Mr. O. M. Young: I do not think 1 can go into that question now. It 
was a question to whicli the Committee and the Government gave a great 
deal ol thought. 'I’liey ultimately decided that Indians who enter through 
the ranks will require only a tuo years eour.se at the College, as distinct 
Irom the three years recjuired l<a* tho>(^ who enter by open competition. 1 
am now merely explaining what will be the efieet on the posts which have 
hitherto been held by Viceroy 's Commissioned officers Then, wc must 
remember tliat the post of Vici roy's C’onmiissioiied officer will continue for 
a \er\ considerable tinu* in the other regiments and battalions w^hich have 
not been seleet-ed for Jndianisation. Broadly speaking liidianisation will 
proceed in all prol)abilit\ by units wiilnn groiif's, and the other units of "the 
same group will still be cdiiceivd tor sortie turn- on the old jiattern of British 
officers and Viceroy ’s Coniniissioned officers. It will therefore be possible 
to space out the total number of posts of \Tceroy s Commissioned officers 
in such a way as te pr(»\ide lor the [iioiuotioii ot non-eonmiissioned officers 
trom the ludianisin ;4 un ts, ulio would under the old system have aspired 
to the post ot Viceroy’s Commissioned officer in their owm units. Then, 
bes'dos that, l-lou<'»ur.iI)lt‘ Menihtav l\ii(»\\, h.ilt tlie vacancies every year 
ure to bi* reserved for hidian Arinv cadets, that is to say, cadets who 
enter throiigli tiu* rank oi the- Indi.in Army, .\itliough. as my Honourable 
friend Sirdar Harbans Singh did suggt-.st, that will not bring in the same 
class of person as now hold tlie Viceroy's Cominission. we do hope that, 
by means t»f tlu‘ Klnir Cn'org« Sfbools .md by eneourageineiU of the enlisted 
classes to edue.ile 1 beinsvdve^^ up to the standard reipiired f'^r King's Com- 
ini'.sioned officers in time we di.dl get a continuous flow nf otiieer^ fuliv 
qualified to taki* the K ng’- t'Mirmii-sion, mid tlia: the number of men in 
the ranks wliu couM not hojie anvthing beyond the Viceroy's Coinmis- 
sion will Kteadilv ch'elini*. 'I'he ••nl.sted cLwses a^ a wlioie wdl certainly 
not .suffer by the eliaiige. I liave no liesitation in saving that ther pros¬ 
pects will he belter than they have been bidore My Honourable friend 
t'aptain Slier Muhainimul Khan made a suggestion for the creation of the 
posts of Wurraiii Officers. Tnat suggest on is at this moment under con¬ 
sideration. 1 am iinahle to make anv definiti' statement about it; but it 
is obviously a suggestion tb.it lias to l»e considered in any re-organisation 
of the officer cstablishTnents of the units nf the Indian Army, so as to bring 
them into line with those of the British Army. 
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I do not think J need weary the House any more. I have dealt fully 
with the one aspect which has found expression to-day in the course of 
debate, naiiiel\, the prospects of the rank and file of the Indian Army 
under the ne\^ conditions. T should like to repeat the assurance that Gov¬ 
ernment will alwa\s keep the interests ol that class in mind, whatever 
may be the future course of Indianisation in the Army. 

Mr. B. V. Jadhav: 1 was very sorry to see that some bitterness was in¬ 
troduced into the discussion on this cut by unnecessarily bringing in the 
question of martial and nou-martial races. 1 belong to an ackuow lodged 
martial race and therefore 1 do not ]a\ myself o])cn to a cliurge of parti¬ 
sanship when 1 sa,\ that Ilit‘ distinction now sought lo be made is not at 
all desirable. In tin* bistors o( India, we .shall find tliat t‘ver} race Jia.s 
distinguished itself at some time or oliaa* as opportunities occurred. Even 
in Jfengai, wliicdi is now’ looked upon as a noii iiiartial province, there were 
big kingdoms and people have fought tlic'iv and liave raised their armies. 1 
do not think 1 m‘ed pursue this uuprotitable subject.. Tlie (lovernment ol 
India have (lecidt*d to admit eligible >oung men. wliate\er community they 
may belong to, if tlu\\ tind them snitahic for the Arms and 1 think that has 
been a vt'r\ wi.se <le<cion M\ IricnJ the Arni_\ Secretary has given a 
succinct histor\ ot \\u‘ 1 noi.mi'^ation ,.i tii(‘ Arm\ and therein he has tried 
to justih tile pr(‘si‘iii dt cision ot ihc (iovermnent of India to do away with 
the ViceroN's (\)mmi'-si<n’.-, as lar .is the ludianised units are concerned. 

I may point out that, however, riecessarv or wise that resolution may be, 
it w’ill work to the jiropulicc (d the hi-st interests ot India. In the first 
plact* this new decision wdl r<-tard tla- r.itc ol Indianisation. Up to this 
time 12 King s Commissioned ollicors were required lo fully Indianise a 
battalion. Under the iiresenl lesolution no less than 28 King’s Commis¬ 
sioned otVi. ers will In* ivijuired lor that work, which means that tlu* rate of 

Indianisation will be retarded b\ two and one-tliird times That is one 

objection to tin* '‘clanic. AiiotluT objection to thi' sch'-mo is that it will 
prove verv eoslls irom ihe \cr\ beginning and the co.st wall increase as 
Indianisation proceeds. The 16 or 17 Viceroy's Commissioned officers are 
paid a vcr\ moderate salary evor\ nujnth. All of them will have to be re¬ 
placed by King's Commissioned oflicers who will be getting at least 400 
or 500 rupees a monih. So the total expenditure on this branch will be 

a very heav^ item aa hen all the ;ire nltimatidy Indinnised, and in 

this w^ay the expenditure on the Arni\ A\ill he very materially increased 
Praises have been sung here and the pages of the military history of India 
are replete with the efficiency and tin* brave deeds of the Viceroy’s Com¬ 
missioned officers eviT since that serviei* was instituted. If they were 
quite efficient all these a ears and if they haAC done valuable service in the 
Indian Arm\, there is no reason Avh\ they should now be dispensed with 
and their places should be given only to King’s Commissioned officers. 

As T pointed out just noA\ , the introduction of (hat system will retard 
Indianisation nearly tliroe times, and at the same time it yvill entail very 
heavy expenditure Hopes are hold forth that new posts of W’arrant 
officers w’il] be created in order to satisfy the higher aspirations of those 
men who have noAV enlisted in the liattalions which are going to be 
Tndianise.d. That too, I may point out, will entail further expenditure and 
the Indianisation on the aaIioIc it appears is going to cost the treasury of 
Tr>.i;o a very heavy amount. Sir. we alwavs press for Indianisation with 
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the object tiuit wiion un> dcpartincut is Indianised, it will save something 
to the country. But. the poliev ol the (lovcrniucnt has always been to in¬ 
crease thi‘ expenditure. 1 luid no opportunitv ol sixeaking yesterday, but 
I was ^"onig to show how in every d(;p.‘irtm'‘nt wiiere Indiauisation was 
atteinpUid "tlie (loveriiuu'iit have alv. a\s iiu reased the expenditure and 
did not take projier care to ri diice ii. So in llie case ol the Army too, I 
am afraid, they are g<dng tcj folk)\v' the same policy of increasirig expendi¬ 
ture’ in tli<‘ iMiii.' ol Iiidianisaljoii { li.iv<* pfunoai (jut thai b\ tile aijrdition 
of tlie Viceroy’s Coimnission the expenditure on the olhceiN* pay lull will 
be vi‘r\ lieaMly increased and it, .is was j:jveii out l>\ in; ineiid, Cai^tain 
Slier Mnhaiiiinad, W'arrant oliicers arc* bci .ilso addc'd, then aj^a’u furlher 
e.\pendilure wii! lx* (iilaih'd.

Mr. 0. S. Bangs Iyer: Sir, when I usetl the j>lira‘^e ‘ Dumin.ou Army*', 

I was referring to a l^ominion Status ua* India, and \v as speaking of India 
as a Dominion and n(»t as a pro\inc« ' 

Mr. B. V. Jadhav: I am very glad my Jluiiournble friend, Mr. Ranga 
Iyer, does nui want .i puAiucial anny, but that lie -s claiming a Dominion 
Army. If the whole ol tlio Indian Army as now maintained hy India is to 
be called a Dominion Army, I liave no object m-u. 

As tor the suggest lull tli.u tluov should he a military college for every 
provinei*, 1 may point out i!ial it cm’In for very heavy eott, and besides so 
iii.riy ullietis ;i»i’ iiui w.mied All the o'liiei^^ passing out of a military 
colli'gi* have tile prospeci ui being ei.ip'uyc'd m the x\rmy, and tlio Sand- 
Jmrst (V)llege iii laiglaud is n -w suJlieient to turn out all the officers re- 
cpiiivd for the whole of the Indian Anny. In the same w’ay, tlie new 
acadi'iuv at Debra Dun a ill m ume 1.'’ able to ‘-uppl oliieer.s ior lIu* whole 
of tli(‘ Indian Army. Tliere will he uo ncccc^sity of h-iving anotiier college, 
because wo in future krdv for icduction in the .\nny. And if the size of 
the Army is going to be reduced, then to that extent the number of officers 
will have to he reduced at the same time. So 1 do not support the idea 
of having *1 military college in every province. Wo do w'ant Indianisution, 
and that, as T say, for tlie purpose of reducing expenditure. But the wdiole 
sysL^ni of Knglish military education and the military career of the cadets 
are very expensive. Lieutenants are paid very high salaries from our point 
of view'. But the Lieutenants recruited in Kngland do come from very 
high and rich families and they have very expensive habits and we know 
that many of these—at any rate a very largo proportion of the English 
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Lieiitonaiilb and Capiaius—are mdebtod to tlie hanyas in the bazaar, 
(Laughter.) (Captain Slier Muhammad Khan Gakhar: “Their salarj^ 
evidently is not enough.”) And 1 know that even the Indian cadetSj,^ 
after they leave to SarKllnirst and eonie back, and aie s('r\ mg in the Army, 
are in the same sad phghl There is a son ul a friend of mine who is an 
officer in the Army. Although the boy is a \ery vvelhbtdiaved boy and does 
not drink or smoke, still he tinds it difficult to make both ends meet, and 
his father has to sujiply hnn with a few hundreds at the least at the end 
of every )car. (Captain Sher Muhammad Khan Gakhar: “Then they are 
not adequately paid.”) Cta*tainl\ not, according to tin* id(‘as (d <^'aptain 
Sher Muhammad Khan. Jhii I think tliey are more highly paid than the 
(japtains and Lieutenants in the (lonnan or the French or the Japanese 
Army: and if tliesi* int'ii are to do the uork which tin* Vicirox's ('ommis- 
sioiu'd otheers liavi* been doing up to tliis tinu*, tlu^n I do n»»t understand 
why tiu'v should inn into debt and adopt (xtra\agant Ijahits of life in 
order to kei‘p up tlieir position W’ilh th(‘S(‘ words. Sir. 1 would like to 
sup})ort the cut.

Demand No. 28 —Executive Council— contd. 

UoyaJ Commission on Labour. 

Mr. N. M. Jodli (Nominated Non-Official): Sir, T move: 

“ That the Demand under the head ‘ Kxecutivo Council ’ be leduced by Rs. lOO.*’ 

Sir, my object in jilacmg tins motion betore the House is lirst to ask 
the Go\eminent of Jndia and their various dej>urtnients concerned to give 
me an explanation \\h\ the various recommendations oi the Itoyal Com¬ 
mission rai Indj«m Lalxnir have not been given effect to and uh\ in some 
cases they have been o\erl(K>ked. And then, Sir, if the explanation given 
hN tilt' various depiirtmiuits of tlie (i(»vt‘mment are not satisfactory. I would 
request this House to lielj) me in making a protest against the delay caused 
by their inaction Sir, as \ou know, the Ko\al Commission on Indian 
faibour signed its report about this time last \ear. It is many months 
since thi* n'port was published, but the machinery of the Government of 
India, as is well known, unfortunately for u.s moves very slowly. Up to 
this time tlio Government of India have brought forward before this Legis¬ 
lature only a tew measures. They brought forward a Bill to amend the 
Trade Disputes Aet in a very minor w’ay They have brought forward a 
Bill giving effoei to the recommendations of the Royal Commission on 
workmen’s compensation. I admit. Sir, that this is an important measure. 
They have also hroiiglif foiw^arcl recently a measure regarding the recruit¬ 
ment and repatriation of labourers on Assam plantations. I admit that 
this measure too is of some importance. But, Sir, the proposals covered 
l)y these throe Bills arc not in the fir'^t place the most important, and in 
the second place. I esidcs these there is a large number of proposals made 
by the Royal Commission w^hich are not yet touched by the Government 
of India. T want therefore the Government of India to state in detail 
W'hat they have done regarding several of the recommendations of the 
Royal Commission on Labour. It is true that if they try to give a reply 
ns regards each recommendation of the Royal Commission, the time 
allotted for the discussion of this motion may not suffice. I w’ould there¬ 
fore like them to state about each important recommendation w’hat they 
have done so far and how long they will take to prepare their proposals 
upon each recommendation and place them before the Legislature. Sir, 
T am one of those people w’ho do not think that w’e can get things done 
all at once by methods of revolution T believe we must accept the fact 
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ihflt wt' can onlv progress by stages. But if the stages are so slow that 
we cannot reach oiir goal within a reasonable time, tliat slowness wdll be 
an enemy of the method which we all like to follow. I would therefore 
like the (jovornment of India to recognise this fact, that the Royal Com¬ 
mission on Indian Labour consisted of people who recognised that we 
cannot by revolutionary methods ch mge the conditions in India so far as 
,^jbe^y affect the industrial workers. Then* were men who v\ere officers of 
Government, there were s(»mp gentlemen from England, who cannot be 
accused of being revolutionaries, then* were representatives of employed, 
and men like Mr. Srinivasa Sastri, who are not levohitionaries; and there 
fore when they made ivconmiend.itions ii‘gar(ling the impro\emenl of 
conditions ol labour, these retsiininondatious pnist he regarded as moderate. 
It is intended that thesi* recommendations sliould he given effect to at an 
early dati* so that the improvement in the conditions of labour which is 
sought will b(‘ effectefi within a reasonable time, and I ma\ sa\, Sir, 
W’ill be effected in time so that those people v^ ho helie\e in revolutions 
mav not become strong and nia\ not gain rniieh strength in this country. 
Sir, if I attempt to deal with all these recornni(‘ndations, the time at. my 
disposal W'il! not be enough and it is not nec(*ss.‘ir\ for n\\ purpose, hut 
T can onlv mention a few <d' tin* recommendations and would like the 
Government ol India to state what the\ have so far done within this year 
find how* far progr(*ss has been made on each of (hem. Sir. the third 
chapter of the report of the Ro\al Commission deals with eniph vment and 
unemploMuent The problem of iinemplovrnent is an important problem 
and many peoph* have suffered on account of unemplovmenl in our 

countrv, Tlie Royal Commission on Labour re(*ogniscs that tlu're is sonu' 
unemployment in this countrv. I want to know what the GovtTument of 
India have done to consider how imempkn merit should h»* met and liow 
the suffering caused b\ unemployment can ht* reli(*ved. Tin* Royal Com¬ 
mission on Indian Labour has suggested certain investigations in this 
matter. I want to know' whether those investigations have been started, 
and if so. w'hen the investigations w'€*rc started and In what rnaoliiiurv. 
Then, Sir, the Royal Commission on liabour has made a recommendation 
regarding the reduction of hours of work in factories. This is a very urgent 
problem. The hours of work in Indian factories have not changed for 
more than ten years. I want to know' w^hen Goveniment propose to in¬ 
troduce a Bill on that point. The same may be asked about improving 
the conditions in factories. The Royal Commission on Indian Labour has 
made several recommendations on that point. The Rovnl Commission 
has also made recommendations for securing some kind of inspection and 
control over those factories w'hich wTre not controlled so far. They called 
these factories unregulated factories, and thev have made certain sugges¬ 
tions how these unregulated factories should be controlled, and I want to 
know how far the Government proposals on this point have progressed. 
Then thev have made certain proposals ns regards improvements to ho made 
in the conditions prevailing in mines. T want to know' w'hy no Bill has so 
far been introduced in this Asscmhly on that point. 

Then there is the question of the minimum wage. The Roval Corn- 
mission has asked certain investigations to be made regarding industries 
which could he brought under regulation for fixing a minimum w'age. Then 
there is the question of deduction from wages by fines. This question has 
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l)een 'nvestigated by the Government of India and Loco] Governments and 
I do not know why there should be any delay in bringing forward proposals 
U> legislate on this question. Then there is the question of health and 
welfare of the working classes. The RoyAl Commission has recommended 
liiat Public Health Acts should be passed. Perhaps these Acts have to be 
passed by Ixical Governments, but I want to know wdiat the Government 
of India have done in making suggestions to the Tx>ea) Governments on 
this point. 

Then the Roy^l Commission has recommended that matemitA benefit 
should be provided to women workers in industries. This question wu^ 
also <lis(MiSHed in this House somo \ears ;igo and there should be no diffi¬ 
culty In bringing fOnvard legislation on this point The Commission has 
niade recommendations as to how we should progress towards the estab¬ 
lishment of‘ national health insurance; they have recommended certain 
investigations to be carri(‘d out. T want to know whether a beginning has 
been made in carr\ing out these investig'itions. Certainly some work wdll 
have to be done bv jictiiaries. and after the preliminary w'ork is done the 
Royal Commission has recommended that the Government of India should 
appoint a eommitte(‘ to go into the whole question and see how far w'e 
could provide' measures for safeguarding the health of the industrial work¬ 
ers. 

Then there is the question of plantations. I am glad that the Govern¬ 
ment ot India have mirodueed a Bill on one ol the points dealt with by 
th(‘ ItoAal (V)innnssion: but th(' Koval Commission has dealt with several 
other point'** Th(*v have recommended the estahlishnu'nt of n Tmn.rnuni 
A\age. '1 liOA ha\(* also recommended several measures for securing good 
health for tlu‘ jioople working on plantations. 1 want to know wffiat the 
Governnunt of India have done on that point. I w'ant to know' whether 
they propose to legislate on those questions or not. 

Then the Royal Commission on Indian Labour made recommendations 
about the passing of a Statisties Act. It is a ver\ important thing. In 
India often we are at a disadvantage for want of statisties. I w*ant to 
know w’hat the Government of India have done in preparing a Bill for 
collecting statistics. 

These are some of the points Avhich touch the main report of the Royal 
Commission and thev generally are to be dealt wdth by the Department 
ef Industries and Labour, Then there is one question w'hich is a verv im¬ 
portant one • I do not knoAv whetlier the Department of Industries and 
liabour will deal wdth it or the Home Department will deal with it; it is 
the question of the indebtedness of industrial Avorkers. The Koval Com¬ 
mission has made reeonimcTidations to prevent indebtodne«5S and to mini¬ 
mise the bad effects of indebtedness of the industrial w'orker. Some legis- 
lation must bo passed very urgently, because these iiulustrial w'orkers 
suffer a very groat deal on account of their indebtedness; and the recom¬ 
mendations must he given effect to without delay. Whether the Indus¬ 
tries and Lalwur Department deal with rhis subject or the Homo Depart¬ 
ment. 1 W’ant some reply from either of them as to why delay has been 
caused in giving effect to the recommendations regarding indebtedness. 

Then I shall come to some points which are to be dealt with bv the 
Department of Commerce presided over by the Honourable the Leader of thd 
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House. Some time ago I asked him what the Government of India had 
done regarding the proposals of the llo.yal Commission for railway workers. 
He did not condescend to give me a reply. T w'ould like i^he Honourable 
the Leader of the House to tell me today what he has done in order that 
effect should be given to the recommendations of the Royal Commission 
for the benefit of railwaymen. Jt is wrong of him to delay giving effect 
to these recommendations. I read the other day that the railwaymen are 
threatening a strike. Under these circum.stances if the Royal Commission 
on Indian Labour have made anv recommendations how industrial dis¬ 
putes on railways should be settled, is it not the duty of the Government 
to give effect to these recommendations without loss of time, and prevent 
great suffering which the railw’aymen may have to suffer and prevent also 
a great deal of loss of public revenue? 

Then 1 w'ould like tlie Commerce Member to tell me what he has done 
so far regarding the Royal C<immission‘s recommendations for the benefit 
of soam(*n. Ihe Cfuiimission in tlie first place stated ver\ clearly that 
the problem ot the conditions of seamen on board ships is a very important 
one, and as it is an imjiortant one. it must he investigated; hut unfortunate¬ 
ly the 'Joinmission decided that these foreign-going ships are foroign-owmed 
and therefore' tho\ could not deal with that (pieslicm 1 want to know how' 
the Government of India jiropose to deal w’jth th(‘ question of the condi¬ 
tions of life and service for seaiiu'n on foreign-going ships, f suggest to 
them that these conditions must be investigated other h\ a eommiltee 
or by a small conference, because tin Indian seamen have many grK'vancos 
regarding this question Their hours of work are long; (hi'ir food supply 
is not adequate and their accommodation is not also adeqiuite On the 
other band, in our own ^Merchant Sliipping Act there is a difference made 
between the accommodation to be providc'd for Indian lascars and Europ¬ 
ean crew. T do not know* wliv there should be anv difference betweim 
Indian lasears and the European crew* :is regards the accommodation to 
be provided T do not even know' why there should be a diffen nee betw een 
the food to 1)0 provided to European workers and Tndim sumion You may 
make any difference in the articles of food according to the taste of the 
people in India and the people of England; but why should tlicrc bo a 
difference in the quantities of food? Why should fhere be a difference in 
the accommodation? The Royal CVanmission has also made recornmondn- 
tions regarding the recruitment of s'^anien. and on several other questions 
regarding seamen T w'nnt the Honourable the Commerce Member to tell 
me 'what he has done so far and what be proposes to do. 

Then there are one or t',vo other questions which affect Indian seamen. 
Indian seamen are not allow'od to go into certain latitudes. At oni' time 
something wrong had ocourred on a ship and Indian seamen suffered from 
cold, and the Secretary of State for India took it into his head that Indian 
seamen should not be allowed to go into certain latitudes Since then 
the place of Indian seamen has been taken by Malayans and by Chinese 
seamen, and Indian seamen have lost their employment. T want to know' 
w^hen the Govemment of India propose to remove that restriction w'hich 
prevents Indian seamen going into certain of the colder regions. Then 
there are other grievances of the Indian seamen which T do not wish to 
discuss on this occasion. 
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The Royal Commission has also made certain recommendations re¬ 
garding the department of the Honourable the Commerce Member on the 
point of conditions workers in docks. They have suggested that there 
should bo a sort of register of workers in ports to regularise employment, 
and that there should he 0 (‘rtain safety regulations for the workers in 
docks; and the Royal ('omrnission has suggested that the Oovernrnent of 
India should pass k'gislation enabling local Governments to make safety 
regulations. T want to know what the Government of India have done 
in that matter. The Commission has also suggested that labour interests 
should ho repros(jntod on Pori Trusts. T want to know what has been 
done on that p<);nt also 

Then, Sir, we know that recommendations have been made in respect 
<jI worker^i engaged m other means ot transport such as tramways, buses 
and other vehicles^. 1 do not wish to go into the details now, but there is 
only one more point with which 1 wish to deal, and that point touches the 
department which is represented here by the Honourable the Foreign 
Secretary. Tlie Royal Commission on Indian Labour has made a recom¬ 
mendation, and a very strong recommendation too, that in all the provincial 
and central legislatures, labour interesti# must be adequately represented. 
They have given very cogent reasons why labour interests should be 
Adequately represented in the legislatures. I am not going to deal with 
the coni^itutionul aspect of the question today, but there is one question 
which is very urgent, and therefore I propose to deal with it today. There 
is a Legislative Council being established now in the North-West Frontier 
Province, and from the constitution which has been published, I find that 
there is absolutely no provision made for the representation of labour 
interests there. This is clearly against the recommendation of the Royal 
Commission. There are 40 Members in that Legislature, and out of these 
40, 1 do not sot* any seats reserved for labour at all. 1 find that provision 
has been made tor Muslim representation. Muslim rural, non-Muslim re- 
presentaliou non-Muslim rural-, 8ikh.s, Landholders, nominaticd non- 
officials, nominated officials and f«)r e^e^vbod^^ but there is no provision 
made whatswver for labour repre'^entation in that constitution. I feel, after 
.having studied tlie rulc.s regarding franchise, a large number of classes in 
the North-West Frontier I'roviuce will have absolutely no repre.sentation, 
and 1 will give the Honourable the Foreign Secretary some figures. There 
are m the Nortb-W’est Frontier Vrov nee farm servants and field labourers 
numbering about 14,0(X) 1 want to kn(»w how these people are going to be 

enfranchised or represented bv the provision so far made by the Foreign 
Secretary. Those peof)lo will have no representation at all, beeaiise the 
franchise is based upon the land assessment. Franchise is also given to 
tenants, hut certainly it is not given to field labourers and servants, who.se 
number is pul in tliousands, and T want to know how these people are going 
to he repp'sented. 

Then, Sir, in that province there are about 2R8.000 people engaged in 
industry. 1 quite realise that some of these people may get the franchise 
by other means, but out of these 288,000 people, there are certainly some 
who are mendy wage-earners or labourers, and T estimate, to err on tlie safe 
side, their number cannot be less than 50,000. T should like to know by 
what method it is proposed to enfranchise these people or give them re¬ 
presentation in the North-West Frontier Province Council. Then, out of 
the&e people who are engaged in industry, there are about 9,000 sweepers. 
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How are they to get representation? Then there are also transport work¬ 
ers consisting of porters and messengers, whose number conicw to about 
5,()00, railway workers about 5,000. Then again there are about 143,000’ 
])eople engaged in trade. 1 am not aware of the number of shopkeepers, 
because I don't represent tliern, but (‘crtainlv these shopkeepers inay have 
some s#ervants employed under tliern, and T estimate tlieir number to be 
about 50,000. Now, how are all these people to be represented? Then 
there is the public, administration which consists of Government employecF^, 
and certainls there are s(^ine poor ])eons and sepo\s. How ar(‘ the\ going 
to be represented*’ Who n going to speak on their behalf in tht‘ Legisla¬ 
ture? Then there are about 21,000 domestic servants in the North-West 
Frontier Province, how are thc*se ])eo])le going to he (‘nfrMnebisi‘d ? Tlien 
there are also labourers who belong to iins]>eeified categoru*^. and their 
nuniher is more than oO.OOO Out of 22 lakhs of tin‘ total ]»o])nlatton. till the 
people that 1 have mentioned numbering more than two Isikhs will have 
al)Soliitel\ no chanee of luang represented, and 1 want tf> know why these 
people should suffer in point of repretstmtation Thev will lie yai\ ing taxes, 
the> are not going to escape taxation If tluar intthesis lie in th(‘ province, 
wh\ should they lad have any reprt'staitation in the Legishdun* of the 
province*.’ 1 feel. Sir, that the whole question of labour represt'utation has 
been overlooked by the Government of India and the Ghief Gomminsioner 
of the provirua* t therefore want th(^ Honourahli' tlu‘ Foreign Secretary to 
look into this question. There is still some remedy which th(*v could take. 
There are six st\ats for nomination at least T want to know liow thest^ 
six Hoats ar<‘ going to lx* filled. For whom is this iiommation intended? 
Most of the interests in the province have' been ad(‘quatt‘ly represented. 

I want, therefore, S.r, that these six s(‘at*N slicuild V»e resi‘r\t‘d fnr nomina¬ 
tion of people W’ho will nnd('rtake to repro.6#Mit file intert‘sts of the unen¬ 
franchised classes, the bibourers and so foi’tli .md I hofx^ Governnu‘iU will 
consider mv suggestion verv favourabh and r(*niovc the defect in tho con¬ 
stitution of the province Wliatever has to be done should be done im¬ 
mediately, and wliatever has to be done Inter on, can he left to be done 
on a future date, but wliatever has to be doin- must be done without 
delav. 

Mr. JVi'sideiii, J ha\e now dealt with tin* se\eral ilepartments, but there 
is one dejtaitmeiit, wliieli is a sort oi snperdepartment. with wlm-h 1 propose* 
to deal now’, and that is the Fumiice l)(»partment When tbr question of 
retrenchiiieiit was discussed in tlii> Honst*, I couM not g<‘t tin opfiortunity 
of telling the Finance Mt'inber liow retreuchiiK'nl should not be effected. 
GniortunjitelN J did not get an <»pportimit> to do that on that oc<*asion. 
But that question is equally reh vant toda\, and 1 therefore want to know 
from the Finance Member whether he lias taken siinicient care to see that 
while making retrenchments, tlu; very object of retrenchment is not 
frustrated. Sir, wliv are wc making retrenclunent ? We are making 
retrenchment, because our rc\cniies Iiave suffered on aia'ouni of tiepression 
in trade 'riierefore, if we make retrenehrnents on principle's which are 
wrong and bv methods hs wdiich depression will increase, it is a wrong 
method of retn'radiment. T would tlu'refore suggest to the h’lnanco Mem¬ 
ber that, w'hilc making retrenehment, he s^liould take care that tho pro¬ 
ductive efficiency of the masses of tho peoy)lc in this country does not 
suffer, because if their productive efficicnev suffers, what will happen.? 
The purchasing power of the people wdll go down, and your depression will 
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increase still more. Sir, you all know that Mr. Henry Ford is a great 
industrialist, and he has very clearly stated that an industrialist or financier 
who begins to make retrenchments by cutting down wages and by undertak¬ 
ing measures which will reduce the productive efriciency of the people is 
not fit to be an industrialist or a financier. He says that it is the height 
of folly to try to reduce expenditure by reducing wages and by taking 
measures by which the purchasing power of the people will be reduced. I 
therefore* want the h'lnance Mt^rnber to tell me whether be has placed 
8ufiici(‘nt funds at the disf>osal of the various departments which have to 
deal with Indian labour, and especially which have to deal w'itli these 
tlepartnients which have to give effect to the rcicornjnendations of the Boyal 
('oiiiiiijssion on Labour Sir, il is quiti- natural that m these tuut's of 
(h*f)ressi()n, the Finance Mmistt*!* slif>uld look into the financial fiioposals 
very carefully, hut tliat does not mean that he sliould refuse to give 
sufficient monc\ to tlic vanoiisi dcj)art-inciits which have to deal with such 
(jucstions as liavi* t(^ gtVc effect to the recommendations of the Royal 
(’oinm!s''ion \Vh\ was that ('onmtission ajipomted at all if their recom¬ 
mendations are to he given effect to immediately? I want therefoPe 
the I'lnancf* MemhiT to tell nu* whether he is< willing to provide sufficient 
funds for gi\ing effect to the recommend.itions f»f the Royal Commission. 

I do not suggest that ho should provide erores of rupees immediately, but 
certainly the Department of Industries has-* been charged by the Royal 
('’ommission rai Labour to make investigation as to how the national health 
insurance should lx* estahlish<‘d m India Monev for the investigation of 
(piestioris of this kind sluaild not he refused, heeause, if peoples’ health is 
secured, the workers’ eff‘iciene\ will he increased and you will get better 
re^i■nu^*s. In the same way, if we want money for makin” certain investi¬ 
gations into the conditions of seamen or any other questions, miniey mus^ 
la* p?*o\ided That nuaiev need not he estimated in erores The i loney 
required for these unestigatioris and for providing a sufficient s^taff to 
hasten the ])reparatioii of legislation will he a small amount 1 therefore 
W’ant the Finruiee Meini)er to c x])lain t(> me wdn moiu'y was not provided 
for in this Ihidgt't tor th.it kind of work, and what lie proposes to do in 
the future 

Mr Presidimt, 1 flo not wish to take up any more time ol the House, 
hut 1 want to a])peal to the House on this ipiestion This m « \ltv vital 
and iiupurtaiit (juestion from liie point ot \iew of the Indi m workers The 
(lovermueiit of India afipoiuted a Ro\al t’oimii'ssiou. and that C'omniission 
has now made certain iveomiuendataais 'hho^e recommend.itions an‘ 
meant to ht* L'lven effect to without delay, ami if the Hosernnient of India 
do not gi\e a satisfaelory expl.anation as to why the reeommeiuh tions have 
not heen given etteet to so far. and if they do 1 R »1 sa\ s.alislaeionly what 
the\ })n»puse to do m tlie imiiaaliate future, then. Sir, 1 W(aild li ve to have 
the support (ff this in making a protest against their conduct and 

their failure to take the necesv^ary steps. Sir. 1 move 

The Honourable Sir Joseph Shore (Member for Industries and Labour): 

1 am sure the House must he grateful to my Honourable friend Mr. Joshi 
for the I'nlightennieiit which he has offered the House through his some¬ 
what lengthy sur\ey of. and commentary on. the nTomniendations of the 
Lidiour (Vurimission I am afraid it is not possible for me to follow hif- 
example and to try the patience of the Hous<‘ in saying what may he, or 
is being, or will he, dime in regard to each one of the 3o() odd recommenda¬ 
tions which are to be found in the Labour Commission’s report. But, Sit, 
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T do wish to repeat the assurance which 1 gave to this Houwi the other 
day, that we are steadily pursuing the cxaiiiiiiation of those proposals, and 
that we will allow no avoidable dela;^ to occur in our examination of these 
questioDff. There is one very important matter which 1 would like the 
House to bear very prominentl\ in mind, and it is this, that retrenchment 
and economy cannot be ))ursued on tlie s(*ale which W(^ are following with¬ 
out certain inevitable and definite consecjiiences. One of those conse¬ 
quences i9 a definite slowing down of departmental activities. If the 
extremely onerous and complicated task, wliich is involved in giving effect, 
after exhaustive examination, to such proposals as are contained in the 
Commission’s report, is to be done by the existing staff alone, and perhaps 
with an attenuated staff, then, Sir, I say that some delay is absolute 1\ 
inevitable, but I do assert that, despite these difficiilticH, we have definitely 
made progress in this matter. 

A largo proportion of the recommendations of the Conunis»sion falls to 
be dealt with by Local Governments and b\ organisations and bodies and 
authorities over whom the Government of India have no control. So far 
as the Provincial Govenunents are concerned, we are keeping in the 
closest touch with them in regard to those matters# which fall within their 
province; and, Sir, we have made a very careful analysis of all those 
matters which fall to be dealt with by them. We have asked them in 
their turn to keep m touch with and to refer to those non-official organisa¬ 
tions whose co-operation is absolutely essential if the fullest effect is to be 
given to the jiroposals of the Labour Gommission. 

The action of the Government of India falls imder two categories, ad¬ 
ministrative and legislative. I explained to tlu* House the othcT da\ that 
we have already begun to take definite executive action, and I instanced 
the case of instructions which we have issued alroad> to our Gentral Public 
Works Department in respect of certain matters comiected with the 
ernployineiit of labour on central works#, as for instance, wages, housing and 
health conditions, and employment of children. That we have not stood 
still in the legislative sphere is I think also evidiuced by the fact that 1 
have already introduced three Bills pertaining to labour inatti'rs during tho 
current sessiion, and a fourth Bill dealing wdth an amendnumt of the Trade 
Disputes Act is in course of being drafted. 1 may say further that the 
recommendations of the (Commission relating to the slatutorv regulation 
of rest da,\s, hours, etc., in oilfields, arnendmiait of the Indiriii Mines Act, 
exemption of workmen’s salaries and wages from possibility of attachment, 
amendment of the fjand Acquisition Act, are now all in course of active 
examination, and T hope that it will be possible for us to register some 
definite conductions before the next Autumn Session in Simla. But, Sir, 

I would ask those impatient partisans of labour in this House, who are 
alw-ays charging the Government wiith delay in this matter, to remember, 
firstly, that legislative measures, some of them of great complexity, cannot 
be devised and drafted at a moment’s notice. To give effect to a simple 
princi])le it is often iiecessary to provide most eom])lex machiniirv, and the 
greatest care and attention is# required to devise such macliinery and to see 
that it fits in. with the existing order of things. An instance in point is the 
Assam Labour Bill which I introduced in this House last week. It took uh 
many weeks of the (doscst examination and consultation with the Local 
OoYerumeut, resulting in great changes and alterations# of the original draft 
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before the Bill was put into the form in which we introduced it in this 
House. Then, in the second place, people very often forget that labour 
legislation is not the only official business before thin House. Whatever 
my friend Mr. Joshi may say, 1 am sure that the House w'ill agree with 
me that there an*, other legislative rneasurcH of equal irTi])ortanee, and some 
of far greater urgenev, which demand the attention of this House. 
(Mr. H. P. Modij: ‘'H(‘ar, hi‘ar/') (A/r. N. M. Joshi: Question."') And, 
therefore, th(‘ pro(*ess fjf considering and passing labour legislation must 
inevitably be slower than in\ Honourable friend Mr. Joshi would like it 
to be, and I confess than 1 tnyself would like it to be. But we have got 
to remeniber that this Hoiine is the bottle neck through which all Bills 
have to pass befon* they turn into Acts, and no amount of congestion in the 
W’ay of Bills will increase the output in the way of Acts. No amount of 
argument on the part of m\ Honourable friend and no amount of cut 
motions will overcome these difficulties or alleviate them in any way, but 
I do wish to repeat the assurance which I have given in the most cate¬ 
gorical terms, and that assurance is# this, that we have been pursuing and 
we will continue to pursue steadily and without remission the examination 
of all the proposals of the Labour Cominission, that we will allow no 
avoidable deliiN to oecur in that examination and no delav to oceur in giving 
effect to the results of that examination. Sir, I hope that my Honourable 
friend Mr. Joshi and tlie House will rest assured with this assurance and 
that he will not press his motion 

The Honourable Sir George Rainy (Member for Commerce and Bail- 
ways): My Honourable friend is desirous to know what we are doing in 
the Railway and Commerce Department about certain of the recommenda¬ 
tions of t]i(‘ Ro\al Commission on Labour, and in accordance with a 
[irinciple that my Honourable friend sometimes follows, he wants to 
know what we are doing about things that were not recommended by 
the Royal (Vjrninission on Labour I am not quite sure that this extension 
of the discussion is a fair one. and obviously if it were carried to the full 
length, it would demand ver\ great width of information before one 
could reply to his (*nquiries. So far as the Railway Department is con¬ 
cerned, the RaUway Board divided the recommendations of the Rqyal 
(Commission into two classes, namely, minor matters and matters of first 
class inifuirtance. 1 understand that on the minor matters they have 
alrt'ady received the ofiinions of the Agents, and on the great majority of 
them have fonnulated th(‘ir own eonehisions, but they wish to discuss 
them with the Agents of the Railways at the beginning of April next, 
because in the^e matters, usually matters not involving legislation, it is 
desirable to secure uniformity on the (Company-managed and State- 
inanagiKl railways. 'IJie inatteis nf first class impoi-tance remain for dis¬ 
cussion with the Agents at the meeting in April, but the Railway Board 
tintieipate that by the middle of April or shortly afterwards, or at any 
rate before tht* end of th(‘ month, they will be in a position to make defi 
nite reeommendations to the Government of India. In view of the com¬ 
plexity of the questions which have to be considered 1 do not think that 
any lime has t>een unnecessarily w^asled. 

Then, as regards the Commerce Department, one of the matters men 
tinned by iny Honourable friend was safety regulations in docks. That 
is a matttT which is regulated by an international convention, and before 
the end of the session, I shall make a statement on this subject. 1 have 
not got it with me at the moment, but if my Honourable friend is anxiouS' 
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to know what the position is, that statemont has already been made by a 
representatiVI' of (loveniment in the Couneil of State, and appears in their 
proceedings The most important question perhaps in cbiyioction with 
seamen is the question of reeruitment. ft is a qui'stion which T have 
always found to be one of extnane eonn>lexity and dilhculU. That matter 
is under discussion with the ]a-incipal otheers at the ports, and ] liope that, 
before ver\ long, we shall he in a position to make up our minds about 
the recommendations of the Ho\al Commission. 1 do not jiroposo to 
follow iin TIonourahle frieiid into the sphere where the. l.ahour Commis 
sion made no recomm('ndati(»ns. For one thing, it seems to me that, if 
}ou want ju’ogres^ to he made, tin* u ise (*ourse for tlu* moment is to con¬ 
centrate on wliat the Commission did recommend before we attempt to 
deal sc'rioush with questions on wlncli the Comm.^sifui did not make reeom* 
inendatiiai- Finall\ I would refer to one matter in connection witli tho 
railways ft is this, that so far as llie settli'inent of dNputes h(‘tweeu 
crn}dou>rs and t'm])loye(l on the raih\a\s an' concerned, that is a matter 
in which the Ttailway Defiartnu'nt are deepl\ inic'n'sl<‘d indeed, hut the 
settlement of industrial disputes is u matter the res>i>onsihil!t\ for which 
rests With the Industries and Lalmur Department 

Mr. N. M. Joshi: Ma\ I ask lor a r(‘pl\ about the North-West 
I'rontier Province? 

Mr. President (The Honourable Sir Ibrahim Uahmitoola) The ilouuur- 
able Alembei (ainnot ask another Member to gi't up and give answers to 
him. It IS at the discretion (^t Members to gel uj> to speak uv not. The 
Chair has called upon ^Ir. Joshi to reply 

Mr. N, M. Joshi: I cannot compel him, but T would (‘ertuinK sug¬ 
gest .... 

Mr. President; The Chair has called upon Mr Jtishi to reply 

Mr. N. M. Joshi: J lune listeiu'd to the speeches of the two Ffonour- 
able Members who have dealt with some of the points raised hy me 1 
am sorry Mr. Crt*si(h'nt, tlu' Honoiirahlc the P'oreign Secrctar\ wjis not 
prompt enough in rising in Ins seat, hut I tcel that when an> Menilicr of 
this Assembly, llow’e^er humble that Mc-mher mav he raisi‘K a point, it 
js bis privilege to get tlie .Member of (lovernmeiit in chargi' to deal with 
the jioint he, has raised That is a niattiT of ct)urtesy not onI\ to the 
Member but to the whole House. 

The Honourable Sir George Rainy: On a point of order. Tlie point 
raised in the cut is. “The Royal Commission on laiboiir “ My Tlonour- 
able friend is ovi'rlooking the tact that the Royal Ckanniission on Labour 
made no reeomiieindatioris as regards the representation of Labour in tho 
North-West Frontier Province. 

Mr. N. M. Joshi: I know something about the n port of the Royal 
Commission on Labour and 1 state that the Royal Commission on Indian 
Labour has made very strong recommendations for tljc representation of 
labour in Indian logishilures, both provincial and central, and it was for 
that reason that I put forward a suggestion and I wanted to get infoniia- 
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tion on this point from the Honourable Member in charge of the depart* 
ment. But I feel, Mr. President, this dmission on the part of the Member 
in charge is certainly not intentional. Perhaps on account of the exigen¬ 
cies of the debate. I am not able to receive a reply, but I am sure the 
Honourable Member means to give me a reply, if not on the floor of the 
House, elsewhere. Mr. Pr(‘siflent, I am not satisfi(‘d with the reply given 
by Ihe Honourable Member in charge of Industries and Labour, nor by 
the Momb(»r in charge of ih(* Department of Commerce on these points. 
1 quite realise that those are days of retrenchment, but as 1 stated if you 
try to cut down your exj)endilurc in such a way that the prod net nntiy of 
the ];eoplc or the eflicimc^ of the peoj)!-* will suffer, you are not carrying 
on your work of retrenchment in a proper luanruT. You are onl\ going 
to add to your trouhli'S I arn not therefore satisfied with the rejdy given 
])\ th(‘ Hraiourahle M(*ruher who has also tried to throw the blame on this 
House, sa\ing that the business of the House is crowded and the House 
will not havt' lime to jiass the legislation, which perhaps ht‘ hinted 'was 
qujtt' read\ with him Tf the h*gislation is n‘ad\ with him, let it be 
introduced in this House Introduction do(‘s not take titne, and let the 
blame l)e thrown on the House after its introduction. I am qui:e sure 
that all sides of the House ha\e some symf)athy with the eau^e of labour. 
There are my friends, tin* Nationalists, there an* my frit'nds, the Inde¬ 
pendents, led by such a sympathetic leader as ni> Honourable friend, Sir 
Abdur Jhihiin Then, the sympathy of my Honourable friend, Mr. 
Mody, is well-know’n (Laughter.I I am sure if the Ooverrimont bring 
forw’ard legislation, this House wdll agree to^sit a week or two more to 
see tiiat this legislation is got through and passed. 1 do not therefore 
think tlu* Honourable Member brought forward a good argument for tbe 
delay in giving effi*ct to the n-eoinmcndations of the Ko\a! Commission 
1 (piite agree that manv of thi‘ recommendations, at an\ rate some of 
th(*m, must be gi\on effect to b\ the Local (hn’cmments, but, Sir, my 
Hoiioiir.jble friends will recognise that laljour legislation is a central sub¬ 
ject, although not entirel\, I quite realist^ that the provinet's t<Hht\ have 
got the power of legislation in labour matters wdth the sanction or approval 
of the (loverniiient of India But the elnof authority for labour legislation 
IS the Govi rnimmt of India, I therefore want the Government of India 
to he re«p(»nsihle. not for passing legislation on al] the recommendations 
bnt f<»r telling this House what tlie Local Governments are doing, and 
what tla GoNcnmienl of India have permitted the Provincial Goveminents 
to do 'I’ll il inlonuatam at least should be given hv tlu* Honourable 
Member, l)eeaii*-i’ without his approval no labour legislation can be passed 
bv a Provinei’.l Governinenl Mr President. 1 am not- satisfied with the 
ri‘pl\ and 1 wtf.ild therefore like to enter m_\ protest agam.st the inaction 
of the (to\ eminent. But I recognise that we are pressed for time, and 
I do not wish that the House should spend its time now* in delating the 
subject at length 1 would therefore ask for leave to withdraw my motion.

Mr. A. H. Ghuznavi (Dacca rum Mymensingh: Muhammadan Bural):

■ought to repeat it to-day as my Honourable friend, the Commerce Mem¬ 
ber, was not present on that occasion in this House—I said '‘T must con¬ 
fess it was no small surprise to me the other day how the Honourable 
the Commerce Memlier gagged me when making m;^ submission to this 
House as to how a saving of half a crore of rupees could be effected if 
the scheme I had to place before the House w'as adopted”. Sir, I shall 
now’ put my case before the Honourable JMombers and sliall ask them to 
judge if 1 was not justified in what T had said. 1 w'lll just for a few" 
minutes refer lo my friend, the Honourable the Commerce Member’s 
speech which ho delivered the other day in. reply to mine. He said: 

** But I am afraid I must .say that I have never listened to a speech in this House with 
'more pain or more regret,” 

—pain it must have t*aus<‘d him, for. Sir, truths are sometimes painful— 
because^ that spei'ch contained, as he said, what he was afraid he must, 
call a very violent attack on the Chief Mining Engineer of the Kailway 
Board, Mr Whitworth, Now* what w"as it that 1 said that had pained 
Kim? Sir, what 1 was saying the other day was a public topic, as 
everybody knows. 1 said old Members of this House v\ill remember Hint 
Mr. Church landed the railways into a scrape by making forward con¬ 
tracts . 

Mr. 0. S. Ranga Iyer (Kohilkund and Kurnaori Divisions. Non-Muham- 
madan Kiiral): Sir, on a point of order, 1 find that the Honourable 
Member has just referred to a raihvay contract and his motion also relates 
to coal transactions. Sir, I bidieve' the Honourable g(‘ntleman is a 
Director of Messrs. Tx)W"e A Co., who have* a contract with the railways for 
coal, and 1 should like to draw the attention of the Chair to the point 
that both according to May’s “Pariiamentaiy Practice'’ as well as in 
accordance with the ruling in this House given by two of your predeces¬ 
sors—Sir Frederick Whyte and Mr. Patel—one* who has got a pecuniary 
interest in the transactions of a contracting firm should not take part in 
the debate and further 1 would draw’ your attention, Sir, to the ruling 
gj\en by Sir Frederick Wli\tii when Diwan Cliarnan Lall drew* his aller.- 
tion to a point order on an identical occasion namely the consideration of 
the Demands for Grants. Sir Frederick Wh\le stated, Sir: 

” Where a mzmher %n directly and personally concerned in contracting with Oovemnient 
Jar certain services, he is not entitled to take part in the debate.'' 

Mr. B. Das (Orissa Division: Non-Muhammadan)' That w"as not a 
ruling but was an advice 

Mr. O. S. Ranga Iyer: In view of that definite ruling. Sir, I would 
request you to ascertain from the Honourable Member in the tirst place 
whether he is a Director of Ijowe & Co. and whetlier Lowe & Co., are 
not connected w’ith the railw’ays over a contract and if so—without arguing 
further from May’s "‘Parliamentary Practice”. 

Mr. President: T think the Honourable Member should complete his 
•remarks on tlie point of order. 

Mr. 0. S. Ranga Iyer: Well, then. Sir, according to May’s ‘‘Parlia¬ 
mentary Practice”, I find that ‘‘Each member should be guided by his 
own feelings in the matter and should vote or abstain from voting as he 
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thought fit”— I see my friend, Mr. Mitra, is laughing, but as soon as I 
complete my reasons I believe he will stop his lauf?fatcr—^and it was added 
by Sir Erskine May “that members should be aware that they ran the risk 
of having their votes disallowed by the subsequent action of the House”,— 
which latter has not been the procedure of this House, and that is why. 
Sir Frederick Whyte gave a definite ruling. (At this stage Mr. C. C. 
Biswas rose to his feet.) 

Mr. President: Order, order. The point of order is still being debated. 

Mr. 0. S. Banga Iyer: Sir, “On the 16th June, 1846, objection was 
taken to the vote of a member who had voted with the nocs, because, 
as a director and shareholder in the Caledonian Kailway Company, he 
had a direct pecuniary intere.st in the rejection of the .... Bill” and so^ 
on. The question of disallowing his vote/ on the ground of direct pecuniary 
interest w'us voted upon by the House there, but there is no such thing 
as calling upon a Member to withdraw his vote by a vote of this House 
here: and in view of that circumstance. Sir Frederick Whyte gave that 
ruling. Sir, on this matter the late lamented Pandit Motilal Nehru, a 
great authorit\ on legal matters, stated: 

“ That rule has b^n enforced and adopted, not only in the interests of the general 
public, but also in the intorosts of the Members themselves, because, as the House caa 
very easily imagine, a Member who is personally interested in the subject-matter of a. 
debate, feels hmiHcll in a s<iinewhat difficult position when he has to give an opinion 
either for or against his own mlere.st. So, I say that the rule is in the interests of both. 

That IS ^^hat the Panditji said. And cx-President Patel» 
Imns,.If said this- 

“ XTnfortunat<»Iy in the (Jovornment of India Act we have got no such provision and 
wo must therefore he guided by the practice in the House of Commons. It is, I submit, 
not at all a que-Jtion tor this House to decide. It is entirely a question for the President 
to dooide on the interpretation of the Act or on the practice of the House of Commons. 
It IS not for this House to say whether a particular Member shall or shall not take part. 
It is entirely a matter for your ruling. If you choose to follow the practice of the House 
of Commons, you are bound to rule that Members who have a pecuniary interest in the 
Tata concern * shall not bo entitled to vote 

At that time Mr, Paid was llu* T)eput \ Leader of the Swarajist Party and 
the words were addressed to Pre^^ident \\'h>te, and President Whyte’s 
decisifHi on a subsequent occasion was as I have just read out. He said, 
as far as the sbareboldersjn Steel (Companies were eoneemed, he was not 
going to say that the\ could not take part in the debate. 

And I shall further read his own words on that matter: 

“ That question has boon sotilod by the established practice of the House of Commons 
which I think we may reasonably follow liero. It has been raised in the history of tho 
House of Commons on many occa-sions and is now well settled in practice. The practice 
is that where t ho individual Member of theHouse of Commons is actually an active partner 
in a biismoss, not a limited liability company, it is a misdemeanour on his part to vote ; 
and there have been cases in recent Parliamentary history^ whore a measure has had to be 
passed to indemnify a partner in a business in England from the penalties ot herwise leviable 
upon him for having given his vote in the House of Commons on any subject, not merely 
on a question in which ho was personally interested.” 

And BO on in relation to the shareholders. ’Fhcn Sir Frederick Whyte 
definitely laid down: 

“ It is only where a Member is directly and personally concerned in contracting with 
Government for certain services that he is not entitled to take part in the debate.” 

I submit therefore, Sir, that the Honourable Member, who is directly con- 
neoted with Lowe and Company which Company has a contract with a 
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State Jiailway, cannot, according to Sir Frederick Whyte’s ruling, take 
advantage of his ])Osition in this House to forward the interests of his own 
Company, which are competitors with other mining contracting t'ompanios 
in India. . * , ’ * 

Mi. President: Order, order. I should like to ask the Honourable 
Member (Mr. ,Ghuznavi) w.heth^ ho.has .vnythiug.tOi say? 

' Mr. A. H; Gbtusnayi: I> atil glad,'2::}ir, that thc*}i|ulway Board liavdx'got 
my gallant friend, the 'HfOiM)iirivble Mr/ Hanga Iyer, to espouse their’ 
cause.

Mr. 0. S. Banga Iyer: Sir, tho Statemont is most reprehensible. 

Mi’. President: Order, order. Will the Hohouriible Member 

(Mr. (jrhuznavi) please restrict himself to giving an answer if ho has any 
to the point of order that lias been r/iised? 

Mr. A. H. Ghuznavi: 1 wish to tell Mr. Uanga I>er to his face that 1 am 
not a Director of H. V. Lowe & Co. 

Mr. 0. S. Banga Iyer: T should like to know if he is otherwise interest 
ed in the hrmV 

Mr. 0. 0. Biswas ((’aloutta. Xon-Muharnmadnn Urhati) : Sir, 1 also 
wish to raise a point of order. It is this. Where a point of order involves 
a personal reflection upon an Honourable Membt*r of this House and is 
founded on an allegation or suggestion of a direct pecuniarv inti‘rest, ts it 
open to any otlu'r Member to raise such a point ot ordi'r without being 
satisfied as to the fads which ho is assuming for the purpose of raising 
that point of order? 

Mr. S. 0. Mitra (Chittagong and Rajshahi Divisions: Non-Muham- 
madan Rural): Sir, on the point of order raised by my Honourable friend, 
Mr. C. S. Banga Iyer, I would like to draw your attention to the 
“Selections from the Decisions from the Chair”,’ pages 438 and 439: 

“ During the discussion on the Steel Industry (Protection) Bill Mr. Dovaki Prasad 
Sinha raised a point of order that Members interested in the Tata Iron and Steel Company 
as Directors or Shareholders should not be allowed to take part in the proceedings of tho 
Assembly or allowed to guido its deliberations in the capacity of the President of the 
Assembly. After some discussion on tho point of personal interest, as it was applied in tho 
House of Commons,—The President ruled : ‘ I have sufficiently heard Members on this 
point. It has been raised rather in an irregular manner Still I am not sorry that it has 
been raised and wo have had the expression of opinion from various Members of tho House. 
In the House of Commons objection has boon raised to raombors having a direct personal 
interest voting—not taking part in the debates—only in case of privmte Bills and oven 
then the objection has on a good many occasions not been upheld. My conclusion is that 
in this case I cannot uphold tho objection raised by Mr. Devaki Prasad Sinha. This is 
not a private Bill designed to promote the interests of the Tatn Iron and Steel Company. 
It is a Bill brought in by Oovornmont involving a question of public policy to give protec¬ 
tion to the steel industry 

So it is clear that tho question can only bo raised as regards the right of 
voting and that also in regard to private Bills. As regards the question 
of taking part in tha debate, the ruling is clear that it does not affect the 
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jright of the Member to speak on the debate. In this House only the 
other day during the debate on the Paper Protection Bill, Sir Edgar Wood 
took part in it and no objection was raised to it. He was within his rights 
to take part in the debate. 

Mr. B. Das: Sir, I wish to point out that this House has never taken 
seriously the point that no shareholder or Director should be allowed to 
take part in any debate which affects a particular industry'. In the” past 
Sir Purshotamdas Thakurdas has'taken part, iiiy friend Mr. Mody, who is 
a shareholder of the Tata's and Sir Hugh (’ocke and several others have 
been allowed to take part in such debat(‘s. The point which m\ Dc‘puty 
Leader, Mr. llanga Iyer, has raised is whether Mr. Ohuznavi is not dis¬ 
cussing the affairs of Messrs. Lowe and Company. My friend Mr. Ghuzriavi 
•wanted to raise the point in the railway debate and also to-day’s debate 
whether the Hailwa\ Administration will not save money if certain sug- 
,ge.stions, which he has put forward or will put forward, are approved by 
this House So, there is no question of mei(*ly taking part in the debate; 
every Memlicr who is concerned even direetK with a particular industry 
has a right and privilege, in the public interest, to speak, whether a cer¬ 
tain benefit may not accrue to the* public. 

Mr. President ('Fhe Honourable Sir Ibrahim Kahimtoola): The Chair 
has no hi'sitation m ruling that the Honourable Meiiihcr is quite in order 
in taking jmrt in the discussiou which he has initiated. The Honourable 
Member who raised the point of order dnwv attention of the Chair to the 
W'ords “dir(*ctl\ and personally intert‘sted’\ It is, J think, very desirable 
that HonoiiiMhli‘ Mcmher>, who raise points of order or a question that a 
particular Mianlier is directly and personally interested, should take 
adequate' and proper care in making such allegations. 1’hc Chair is pre- 
fiared to (‘onsider all asfiects of the questiou when its attention is drawn 
to serious allegations I take it, that the Honourable Member w'ho raised 
the point of order himself recognises that, in the interests of the good name 
of the House, tin* Member rai.sing the point shall take adequate (*are to 
a.seertaiii his facts before making them. Having ruh'd on the issue that 
has been rai.sed, the Chair's view' is further confirmed by the fact that the 
Honourable Member has stated that he is not a Director of any Coal 
iCompany. 

Mr. A. H. OhuEnavi: I did not say that. I said that I am not a 
Director of H. V. Low'ev and Company. 

Mr. President: I take it that the Honourable Member is a Director in 
some coal company. 

Mr. O. S. Bangs IJrer: Many companies, of which Messrs. Lowe and 
Co., are the Managing Agents. 

Mr. President (The Honourable Sir Ibrahim Eahimtoola): If the 
Honourable Member is -a Director in several coal companies it 
ip for the Honourable Member himself to consider w'hether he 
should avail himself of this opportunity as a Member of the House to 
deal wdth this subject. As a Director ho is not personally and directly in¬ 
terested. and therefore he is in order in taking part in this discussion. The 
Chair leaves it to tlie Honourable Member Tiimsclf to decide W’hether he will 
proceed wdth the discussion. 
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Mr. 0. S. Eajnga Iyer: In view of your observations, I have to sub* 
mit. 

Mr. President: The Honourable Member has admitted that he is a. 
Director in some coal companies and no further remarks are therefore 
necessary. 

Mr. A. E. Ghusnavi: Now, I will proceed with my speech. I will at 
once go to the facts to show, instead of meeting my Honourable friend’s 
speech of the other day, how Government are losing from year's end to 
year’s end nearly half a crore of rupees, by the negligent manner in which 
they exercise control over the buying of coal and management of the col¬ 
lieries. The coal purchased for 1982-33 was to the extent of 16,29,000 
tons. Here 1 have got on page 52 of Capital the names of the tenderers, 
the rates and the quantity tendered. In the issues of 4th February and 
16th January of Capital you will find the names of the accepted tenderers, 
their rates and quantities. Like Air. Whitworth, I have also tabulated 
the offers and their acceptances, and this is the tabulated sheet which 1 
have got in m\ hand, and from this I shall show that Government have 
lost about 8 lakhs on purchase of coal this year. The same quality, the 
same grade was offered to Government at cheaper rates, but they did not 
accept them—they accepted higher rates. 

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad (United Provinces Southern Divisions: Muham¬ 
madan Itural): What commission? 

Mr, President: Order, order. 

Mr. A. H. Ghuznavi: Here is a publication of the Indian Toal Grading 
Board. Tlicre the names ol these collieries are entered, ns to their 
grades, as to their seams, and approved by Goveninient; and here is the 
list which I ha\e got which will show that these a]»proved grades and 
approved qualities, the saiiKi seams were offered at lower rates but were 
not accepted. 

An Honourable Member: Why? 

Mr. A. H. Ghuznavi: Let that question be put to the Honourable the 
Commerce Member 1 will take the first item. Rpeeial Jlieirias; they 
were purchased at Bs. 4-12-0, hut coal of the same qualit\ was offered 
at Rs. 4-4-0. On this they could have saved Rs. lft,(K>r». The second is 
Jherria, 17 and 18 seams, they purchased 1,28.000 tons. The same quan¬ 
tity was offered and thev could have purchased it much cheaper, thereby 
saving Rs. 63,750, on that lot. Just for the infonriation of Honourable 
Members I will read the rates of Jherrias and the rates that wore accepted 
and the rates that were tendered :

Mr. S. 0. Mitra: That is economy in Government Departments. 
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Mr. A. H. Ohuznavl: Yas. Then, Jherria, fir^t class^ 12, 13, 14 and 
15 seams, there eould have been a saving in this lot ‘of Ils. 2,10.000. 
They purchased at higher rates, while the same quality and the same 
quantity were offered at much cheaper rates. Then, the second class 
Jherrias, 10, 11, 12 and 18 seams; they could have saved lis. 50,000 on 
this transactirm. I have worked out how the whole saving was arrived at 
and if any Honourable Member would like to see it, 1 shall furnish him 
with a copy. 

An Honourable Member: Then, lay it on the table. 

Mr. A. H. Ghuznavi: 1 do not want ta waste the time ot the House. 

A quantity of 2,80,000 tons was purchased 
at Jls. 4-12-0 and lis. 4-0-0 and Ks. 4-4-0, while the saint* quantity and 
the same quality was offered at Its 4-4-0; Ihtjreby the,\ could have saved 
I{s 82,(KXJ.

Mr. A. H. Ghuznavi: He is great heeansc from Es 85 he is run\ getting 
Es 000 a month, and he owns in his father-in-law* ’s name and mother- 
in-law’name and sister-in-law’s name so mnnv properties in Calentla 

Then, Sir, is it or is it not a fact that this ^fr Whitworth and 
Mr Banerji come np to Delhi with their proposalsAnd can the TTon- 
onrahle Member tell me if fhev have ever eh.anged a single item in those 
proposals? That is what T should like to know* Then why was T blamed? 
W^hat w’as rnv sin when T said that it is Afr. AVhitworth who praeticallv 
decides w'hom to give and w’hom not to give to? 
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Then, Sir, I will make another charge and a serious charge, and ask 
him to refute it. Previous to tendering, Mr. Whitworth and his friend 
Mr. Banerji are ohviousl^y in the habit of advising thtar friends w'hat rate 
to tender. And I will give you the jm^of. ]f you study the various 
tenders you will find that the pact rates are all the same. 1 will explain 
to the House what T mean In “pact rates”. 'Phere are certain (inns in 
Calcutta who have made a pact for themselves and they ahvays quote a 
certain figure. But there are many others who are not in the pact and 
Avho therefore do not know what will be the rate of these ]>act firms, l^ut 
Mr. Whitworth know’s it You will find from the pact firms that their 
rates wore the same but those wdio w’ero not in the pact also quote the 
part rate. And how do the\ find tiu* pact rate? From tin* evidenci* liiwe I 
know who are the paet rale firms and who ari' not, hnt wv find that those 
who are not also give the pact rates Then. Sir, T make another charge. 
When thev give out a tender, the\ sav that those tenderers w'ho do not want 
to put in the paet rate, beenuse it is a higher rate, will not get an ounce of 
order If any evidence is required of that T am prepared to furnish it 

Sir, T think I have made out a case for investigating into these allega¬ 
tions that I have made on the floor of the House and for the appoint¬ 
ment of a committee to go into this matter But befon^ I bring m\ re¬ 
marks to a close, T wdll take up the collieries Will this House be sur¬ 
prised to bear that Oovommont have not published the accounts of the 
cost of running their collieries in spite of repoatt‘d demands? M\ 
Honourable friend Mr. Das drew my attention to the fact tliat for many 
years the Public Accounts Committee urged this point, and only the other 
da\ they got them to prepare a form of nc(*ounting flo as regards the 
collieries, we have got nothing in our possession to show what is the cost 
of their running I say that the State collieries are running at a much 
higher c*ost than even the costliest European managed collita'iis. Will the 
House be surprised to hear that there is no tender ev(*r called for for raising 
-coal in the State collieries*’ Only the other day my Honourable friend 
Mr. Banga Iyer stopped me when T wanted to bring up thi-; thing on the 
motion of m\ Honourable friend Mr. Maswood Ahmad about favouritism, 
and be said that it w\as not to the point 1 did not ])ursue it that w'a\, 
but this telegram that I have here w'ill show^ the favouritism that I was 
referring to. It says; 

“ Rvilwiv oolli'^ry working iindor raising contractor at higher rate without calling 
yoarly favourito norsons are appointed for instance Rambilas Singh chaprassi

The Honourable Sir George Bainy: Sir, I rise to a )>oint of order. I 
bad no intention of raising a point of order about the earlier part of the 
Honourable Member’s speech because the Chief Mining Engineer does 
purchase coal not only for the Railw^ays, but also for the Army Depart¬ 
ment, and certain other departments of Govomraent, and therefore T must 
admit that he is concerned with this part of the Budget. But I should 
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like to point out that the railway eollieries supply coal only to the railways, 
and therefore the administration of these collieries is ]>ertinent rather to the 
ii.nlwa^ liian to the (h*neral Budj'et It is a general question of 

adiniiiistralion and policy afPectin" the administration of the railways that 
is really in question on this latter point. 

Mr. President ('I'he HonuuiahJe Sir Ibrahini Jlahiintoola). The ('hair 
reen^niises the loree of the* })(ant of order raised, hut the t’haii e.mnot 
oN«-rlook the lact, that lh(‘ Kxeeutive Couneil is in eharfre of the entire 
])oliey and administration (>f the Government of India and must therefore 
hold that the Honourable Member is in order in criticising the policy 
juirsued by the Execiiti\c Council in the manner lie is doing. 

Mr. A. H. Ohuznavi: Thank ^oll, Sir. T have already shown, when

I 
think it is a ureat pitv that, when the Honoiiralile IMember first opened 
the snl)]eet in tliN Hivtisc, he did not make it plain at that stage what 
exnetly his complaint w.is; it is a pit\ ho did not "ive his figures ut that 
^t-‘iie ( In HnnniiiahJc Mi mitt r “Ho was obstructed 'd Tin* 'Honouv- 
.d»ir ''bmbrr {oiiud tim.- (o hurl what I e. nsjdi'r \er\ untair uurienca**'S 
against a OovernTru'iit ofileer, and f.nled altogether to state what the 
precise inattiT wms to wdiieli he w’as drawung the attention of the House. 

Xow'. Sir 1 should like to begin by explaining briefiv the procedure 
w’e followed in the purchase ot coal tor tin* Statt‘-inanaged railways. The 
procedure we followcfl this ^ear is exactly the same as is followed every 
\ear. In the inaldle ol Hceember the Bailwa\ Board, on a preliminary 
surve\ ol what tht* coal ivquinunent.s of the State-managed railways in 
19,‘12-3d would be. came to tlie eoiudiision that, .after allowing for a carry 
over of Kiu.iMH) tons from tlii.s \ear’s contract, it w’onld be necessary to 
arrange for the su)>]>l\ of JklTil.tMM) tons of coal, out of Awhieb ihev 
proposed to take 1,753,(KW) tons from the market, leaving 1,4*20,000 tons 
to be raised from the r,-iilvra\ coliier\. These figures W’ould have given 
the market a rather higher percentage of the total coal required than in 
the previous year. The Chief ^Mining Engineer w^as authorised to call 
for tenders for 1,758.000 tons, and these tenders were opened in the 
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presence of the tenderers in the middle of January, and the list of the 
tenders was ]>ublished in the Press. Thereafter the Chief Mining Engi¬ 
neer dis(;ussed with representatives of the oi)erating departments of the 
State-managed railways how the orders should be distributed. It is quite 
true, as Mr. Gliuznavi has stated, that tlu‘ total quantity of coal tendered 
w,(s I'oiisidered in (*t fiiuc indbou toiw .Vs ,i result of tb«- dis¬ 

cussions with representatnos of the o])erating branches, proposals for the 
distribution of the orders among the tenderers were laid before the Rail¬ 
way Hoard by the Chiel Mining Engineer towards tlie eial of Jami;»r\. 
Now, m\ friend sa\s that the Iiailv\a\ Hoard merely acce])ted the Chief 
Mining Engineer's proposals. the\ made no changes in them, th(‘y just 
blindly ai'cepfed them It is rather remarkable that this particular 
accusation should be made in this particular Near wlien a modification 
of an eiitirelN unusual character was actualh made b\ the lhiil\Na\ Hoard. 
The Hoard decided that, in oi-der to assist tin* <*oal tradi* in the difticulties 
through which it is now passing, the (piaiititv of coal to be taki'ii from 
th(' market should Ix' raist'd from l.ToR.tMK) feus to 2.107,OHO tems. with a 
corres])onding reduciion in the amount ft* be raised frf>m tlu‘ railwav 
colleries, and it is periectlN obvious frtun that tact that it was a physical 
irnpossibilitv for the Railwav Hoard to ftdlow blindlv tht‘ distribution pro- 
posc'd by th(' Chief Alining Engineer, btaaiusi' the (piantitv to be distri¬ 
buted had been inen^ast'd b\ inort* than 20 jicr (‘eiit The (*fTcct of this 
decision was to give th(‘ privatt* collieries the supply of ovt‘r 05 per cent 
of the State-managed railways’ requirements compared Nvith about 54 
per cent, in the current year When tlie Railwav Hoard had come to a 
decision how* the orders should be distributed, a statement showing tbi* 
names of tlie siu'cessful tenderers, with quant it it‘s accepted from 11u*m and 
the prices fo be jiaid in each instance, was published in the Press. I 
think tile phrase usi*d m an earlier ])art ot the dIveiKsion wms “ a hole an ’ 
corner business”. T do not tliink then* is an\ hrih' and corner business 
at all when wc published all the tenders in tla* iiew'spaper.s and subse¬ 
quently also published the names of successful tendi*rers It i-« them open 
to aiiN iiiemher ff the public, if he considers that the aetitn taluui was 
imfiroper. to raise the point, and I should he tin* last to den\ that this 
is a uroper subiei-t for erilir-ivui What 1 do ic tliat it t*- not (■(•rrect. 
it is not fair to sa> that tluTe has been a holt' and corner busmess. All 
the facts and figures are published, and we invite the whole world to 
sta* thiMu. 

Now, Sir. I ;im in a position to sa\ that the revision of (he pro¬ 
posals of the Chief Mining Engineer bv the Railwav Board is a reality 
and i.s not bv any means a matter of form. All important matters are 
bronghf bv the Financial Commissioner of Railways to my notice, and 
1 [xT'-onally di^cust; then* with him, and T cannot remember anv year 
in which tlu.TC was not a modification sufficientlv important to he brought 
to me T should like' to emphasise that—that the responsihilitv does not 
rest w’ith the Chief Mining Engineer, who onlv makes proposals: the 
rcs])nn<ihilitv for whnf is done? rests with the Railway Board and the 
Financial Commissioner and, of course, with myself as the Member of 
Council concemod, 

I should like now to (\eal with the question whether the distribution 
actually made was satisfactorv or not, first, generally, and then, with 
reference to what has fallen from the Honourable Member. I think the 
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House knows that the coal trade is passing through very hard times, that 

a good many of the collieries are only just hanging on, and it is for that 

ri'iison that the (xovernrrjent decided to raise so substantially the pro¬ 
portion of these requirements to be obtained from the market." I do not 
claim, of course, that we were acting on purely altruistic grounds, which 
indeed would be rather a questionable ])roccdure for a commercial depart- 
tnent. The position of our State railway collieries, the output from which 
c-an, if need be, be rapidly increased, puts us in a strong position when 
there is any attempt to organize a squeeze, and the prices arc raised 
against us. But the ]>osition is rather different when things fire going 
badl\ with the collcra^is, hecau.se it is not in our interests that a large 
niiin!)t*r of collieries should have to stop working, since that might result 
in a gradual di'cline in the eomfudition for the orders of the State rail- 
wa\s, and that is the last thing which we d(‘sirc. Xow', clearly it was 
desii-ahlc tliat the contracts tor next \i‘ar sliould he fairly s])read over a 
mimher ni eollicu-ies. Tt would he no use to give increased orders to a 

few finiT- and leave the rest to go to th(‘ W'all I claim that our distri- 

liution, as a matter of fact, wa^ fairly madi* Tf enabled us to raise 
the pro]»ortinn of sc'cond class coal taken from flu* market from about 
2.‘4 per ec*nt to 28^ p(‘r cent . to give Indian firms and businesses, 
wdu) mostl\ deal in second class coal, about 42^ p(*r cent of the amount 
taken from tlu* market instead rif 87? ]»cr cent That our distribution 
of th(‘ orders hns givim general safisfaetion ma\ 1 think be fairly inferred 
from tlu* telegram that was sent to me l>\ the Indian Mining Federation 
immediatels after the Honourable Member’s sfieocli in the general discus¬ 
sion on tlu* llailw*ay Budget. Tt is as follow’s: 

“ Ctjminittoe of the IiKlian Mining IVdoration ha\e carefnlly conRideietl the preps 
report of the remarks made by Mr Ohu/naM in the Legislative Assembly on the 2f)th 
February to which their attention has been drawn by various inemberc of the Federation. 
They diSHocinte themselves enfirelv from the eritinsms mntle by the Honouinble Memher 
regarding purchases of eoal for railw'ays. The Coninuttce of Fodi’ration must reconl their 
omphatic viow' that contracts for ])urchases of coal for railways for 10,‘^2-?,*J were fairl5’' 
distributed and ei’iticisms ofT(*red thereon iinw’nrraiited.** 

That deals with the general question Now, I will turn to the particular 
point which lias been brought up h\ Honourable friend 1 found a 
great di*al of diffieultv, <ind 1 dare sa\ other Members did also, in trying 
to follow his figures m detail The\ do not i‘ntire]> correspond w’ith the 
figiin'< which w'ore siipjdiod to me. But, when my Honourable friend 
speaks of a possilile benefit fo the raihvnys of half 'a erore of rupees, I 
am a litth* puzzled to know how’ ho arrives at a figure of such magnitude. 
CyO lakhs of rupees a year moans 5 million rupees a year. The State- 
managt'd railways do not consume 5 million tons; they only consume 
about 8,880.(MX) tons Now’, if there is to b** a saving of bal: a (*rorc 
of rupees, it must nu'au that this 8.8B0,0(X) ti>iis, the whole of them, can 
be purchased at a rate Ka 1-8-0 cheaper than they were actually p^“ 
chased. T.s that my Honourable friend's proposition? 

Mr. A. H. Ohuznavi: No. I will reply afterwards. 

The Honourable Sir G-eorge Rainy: I wish to bo sure of that. I can¬ 
not push that particular point further at the moment except to say that 
the figures the Honourable Member gave seem to me on any assumption 
grossly exaggerated. 
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Mr. A. H. Ohuznavi: May I interrupt the Honourable Member for a 
minute? T have shown from the figures, whioh I shall place on the table, 
that vou could have saved, on buying \our coal alone, to the extent of 
about lis. 8 lakhs. These figures will show; you can compare the prices 
which you paid and the price's which wore oficrod, hut which \()ii did 
not accc'pt. I then said that tlu'i’o W(uild ho a saving of aiiotlior 32 laklis 
of rupees from your Stati' collieries. That is in this wa\. They have 
bought about 19 lakhs of tons this >ear, and T assume Ihcv want another 
19 lakhs for their requirements. 

Sir Hari Singh Oour (Ontral IVovincos TTinrIi Divisions- Non-Muham¬ 
madan)- Von also mentioned some saving from shipping?

Mr. A. H. Ghuznavi: No. 

The Honourable Sir George Rainy: N<»t solel\. but including tlum 

Mr. A H. Ghuznavi: No. 

The Honourable Sir George Rainy: Not solely but meluding them. 
Well, Sir, as regards that firm, it is necessary that 1 should sa\ sonu*thing. 

It controls a ver\ considerable number of collieries, and e\**r since the 
case w’hich is kmwvn as the (’hurcli case, up till last yc*ar no orders what¬ 
ever had been placed w’ith that firm by the Rtate-managi*d railways For 
that ]»olicy 1 accept full responsibility. Last yi'ar, for the 
first time, the ban wgas lifted and an ordcT for a certain 
<piantit\ of coal was placed with the firm. Tf is quite true that the 
collieries managed by that firm did m a number of cases put uy) tenders 
for the suyijjly of coal at a lower ymee than the tenders we actually 
accepted. The reason wdiy we adopted that plan is that, in placing con¬ 
tracts, we liave not to hH)k only at the price hut also to performance, 
and to the manner in which contracts previously givt'U have been carried 
out. It is no u'ic* getting coal at cheayier y^rices if the loading at the 
collieries is had. so that the railw^ays do not receive the supplies at the 
time they are expecting them, or if the quality of coal received is inferior 
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to wlint lifis bi'cn jisked for Now in botli tlicsc i-cspects during the }ear 
1931-82 a nunrjbor of s-erious c*oni])liunts had Ijcen received from the rail- 
wa^s concerned about tlie <!oul su])plied bv tliis firm, and in the circum¬ 
stances the J{ailwa\ -Braird came to tlie conelusion that it was not desirable 
to placi' an ordt*r with this firm for more than a comparatively small 
(pinntity of coal, and I want to tell the House tliat, belorc these orders 
uirr issued tlie I'lnaneia] ( runinissioner of Eailways drew my attention 
to tlie j)OJnt and I entirelv approved of tlie action taken. 

Sir, I at intend tlint the Honourabh* Mend^er has not made out h^'s case. 
What he lias made out is that we did for certain qualities of coal not 
jd.M't* tlir w hnlf of th<* contract with the lowi-st tenderer, but in some 
tor what appeared to us adequate n-asons v\e turn(-d dowm the

Now’ having regard io the market condi¬ 
tions which have been subsisting for tlie last two or three vears, it is w'cll- 
know'Ti tluit both Fnropcjan and Indian collieries have been obliged to cur¬ 
tail their output. That does not mean that they finve done so for good 
or that they cannot if occasion arises increase their output and supply all 
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the coal n(‘eesKary. Then Mr. Ohuznavi raised the question oi the collieries 
owned by the railways. TIutc I join him in his condemnation oi 
workinj' of l])i‘se collieri(‘s, as J in my opinion by openinpr collieries them- 
seh-es the Stale have eorne into competition with private colliery owners. 
(Mr .V. M. Jofihi: “Why shonld they not come into competition?'*) Sir, 
i| is the universal practiec' in all civilized countries of the world that the 
Stale should not eouje into competition with private enterprise. (Mr. N. 
M JohIh “Thai is so ()nl> in capitulistic countries, not in civilized count¬ 
ries ") Hen* the State have not onJ\ come into competition with ordinary 
collierv owiuMv. but ilK‘v are praeiicallv killing them and with the resources 
at tlioir (Mjnunand it is uiendx a question of time when private entcTprise 
will be entirol\ killed Of course "Mt Obu/mni wn*. wroii" when he stated 
that llie cost of pn*ductioii has Tiot heon shown by tbo railways, altliouprh

Whctlier tin- telegram whieh wjis Rent on hehalt ot the 
Federation was sent bv 4 Aleiribcrs Jind bow far he is correct or how far 
that telegram wliicli he rcci’jvcd from the Federation is genuine, lias yet 
to he seen. Sir, T have no further remarks to make because I find the 
Honourable the Commerce Mmribor has not boon able to meet my ease.

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Separation of Burma from India, 

Mr. Jehangir K. Munshi (Burma: Non-European): Air. President, 1 
move that the Demand under the head “Executive Council” be reduced 
by Bs. 1(K). 

this motion 1 propose, Air. President, to raise a debate on the future 
of Buriua and to help Burma to exercise a free choice during the election 
whfch has been promised b\ tht; Prime Minister. A general election 
is to be lit‘ld either in October or November this year on the specific 
issue \Nluthe,r Burma- desinjs to separate from India or whether sbe desires 
to rfinain part of India, whether it may ultimately be a federated India 
or Jiritish India. 

I wish to make it clear at the \er\ outset that this motion is not 

designed as a voti* of cnisiire on the Oovernment of India or to reflect 

in an\ wa\ on tlie Govonimtuit of Indi«i As a matter of tact. T wish

Mr Pi-esidcnt I do not think this geicuvd o)*s‘,'*r\ .ition made b\ the 
Peoiu' Mini'ster can be interprelt'd to mean a threat to Burma that if sht' 
rb'chb's at the nevt eleidion in Xowndier to join the Indian Bederation. 
she shall be forced to remain part of the Indian Fet^erntion for ever As 
T nn(l(‘rstand this passage, it is a general observation which would be 
applicable in ordinary constitutional thoorv to federations, that w'ben a 
f(Adoration is formed it is not lightly broken up. and when tbe Prime 
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Minister was dealing with the subject, he had in mind all the units which 
would make up the Indian federatum, and 1 do not think ari> narrow 
interpretation can be put upon it. Wlien the JYinie Minister made that 
observation he did not mean to convex a threat that il J3iirnui entered 
the Federation, sht* would never be able lo leave tlie Federation. But, 
after that, tSir, c.uue the address to the Jiurma JiCgislalive Council 
delivered b} llis Excellency Sir Charles Innes, Cxovernor of Ihirina. 1 
shall ri‘ad lo the House extracts Jroni his address. When liie House 
follows these extracts, it will bear in nniid the general observation which 
the ih’iiiio Minister made in his announcement, and which 1 do not 
interjnvt—and 1 do noi think the (iovia-nintml of India will interprid. it— 
to mean a threat to l^urma that she w’ould be forced to remain m the 
Federation for ever. In the t'ourse o^‘ Ins address to the Burma TiCgisla- 
tive Council on the 121 h of February lliis year His F\cellenc\ Sir Charles 
Innes said: 

“ I have ju.st sai<l that the announoomont has oloarofl the nir and has marie plain what 
is tho choice whifh lies before the people of Burma. Either thew can ek'ct to enter the 
Indian Federation or they can elect to separate from Liuha and t o pursue their own 
political devolopini'nt apart from India, but the Prime Minist-<>r’\ 

and tins is tlic iiiterpndation put by IIis Excellency Sir Charles innes 
on the observation of tlic Prime Minister: 

“ but the Prime MiniHter ha8 marie it clear that it will not bt oju n to them to enter tho 
Indian Federation on tho basis that they can leave it as and wdir-n they likr*. This sti¬ 
pulation iH not a device inlenderl to impale tho people of Burma on thr> horns of a difficult 
dilemma or to dn n o them into \ uting lor separatum. It is no <'usy matter to separaU^ two 
countries which have been so long and so closely connected as India and Burma.’ 

1 coiiteiid that His Excellency the Ooveinor ot Burma, m placing this 
mter])retatic)ii on the goiu'rai observation made by the Pnmt‘ Minister, 
has gone a great deal further than the Prime Mimstt‘r‘s words justily, 
and has praeticallv said to Burma, “Yon have to ilecide whether you 
xxant lo separate Iroiii Iiuii.i or whether you want to enter tlie Federa¬ 
tion, but if you decide to join the Fedeiation, yon have got to stay iu it 
for ever ’. His Excellency Sir Charles Innes argues that tins i.s what 
the Prime Minister lias annoimeed. T contend that the general observa¬ 
tion in the speech of the Prime Minister is not capable of tliis interpreta¬ 
tion, and in putting tins interpretation on it, His Excellency Sir Charles 
Innes has allowed himself to be carried aw'ay by his zeal. In the course 
of the same address. His Excellency the Governor of Burma, after making 
a number of observations, goes on to say, “I havi* no desire to prejudge 
the issue’*. T offer no comment on this claim. Then later on, after assur¬ 
ing the Burma Legislative Council that, ‘"He has no desire to prejudge 
the issue”, His Excellency Sir Charles Innes preached to the Council a. 
political sermon as follows • 

“ Tho only point T wish to make is that the issues ought to V>e rarofully thought out 
and squarelv faced. There must be no thought of using India merely as a political con¬ 
venience. There is no placo in the Indian Federation oxc^opt for loyal members content 
that matters of common interest should be managed in the interests of the wdiole, and ready 
and willing to contribiiT<e loyally and faithfully to the strength and well-being of the 
Federation. If Burma wants to separate from India, now is her opportunity. If not, 
let her throw in her lot with India whole-heartedly and without any arriere pensee and 
let her play her part as a loyal member of the Federation.” 

This is the political sermon preached by His Excellency Sir Charles Innes 
to the Burma Legislative Council after claiming that “he had no desire 
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to prejudge the issue”. The interpretutiou placed by His Excellency 
Sir Charles limes on that passage in the Eriine Minister’s announcement 
js naturally causing grave concern to Eumia. As the House knows, poli¬ 
tical Ilurnifi IS divided into two camps, those who desire to separate from 
India and those who do not desire to separate from India in view of the 
constitution ohered by the Prime Minister. Burma has been given the 
t;piiou. She can elect to accept the constitution offered b\ the Prime 
^Imister in the announcement made him before the Burma Hound 
Table Confcriaiee, or she can decide to join the Indian federation if a 
Federation ultiiiiatel\ einernes or reiii.iin ])Hrt of JU’itish India if a British 
Indian constitution ultiniateh emerges. There are two schools of political 
thouglit in Ihirma: one school, although very much dissatisfied with the 
constitution offered hy His Majesty’s Government, wants to separate from 
India and take its chance ot ohtaining something more in the near future. 
There is another schoijl of thought which is equally dissatisfied with the 
constitution offered by the Prime Minister, if not more s<'>, and wants to 
riunaiii with India helieving that h\ remaining with India. Burma would 
he better able to ‘^olvc her political problem But this threat that once 
Burma enters the Indian I’ederation or the Indian constitution she must 
remain in it for ever, is likely to deprive the electorate in Burma of the 
fret' ehoiee, which, it nh\ loii.sB was the intention of Ilis Majesty’s Gov¬ 
ernment, to Luve to the* people ot Burma If a choice is to be given to 
the peo])lt* ot Burma t-o make a decdsion. it should be a free .ind unfettered 
ehfiice. There should he no restrietions and no threats As I sav. Sir, 

I do not interpret the Prime Minister’s announcement to impose any 
threat or lestriolion whatever, it is a general observation; but His Excellency 
Sir C’harle<i lnne«: has attempted to put an interpretation on it which goes 
much further than the w’ords of the Prime Minister. This has caused an 
apprehension in Burma, and I am asking this House to help me to make 
it ele.ir—as the Indian National Congress and then the Federation of the 
Indian Chambers of Commerce have alread\ done—that it is for Burma to 
decidi' whetlu'r she want« to separate from India or whether she w'ants 
to join the Indian Federation, if a Federation ennerges, or to remain a part 
of British India, if ultimately a British Indian constitution emerges, and 
further—and this is the most important point which I want to urge before 
the House,—that if Biinna decides to join the Indian Federation or the 
Indian e-institution, she shall he free to leave it when she chooses to do so. 
That and that alone would be a free choice given to Burma. (Hear, hear.) 

I have not the slightest idea as to wdint the attitude of the Go^’ernment 
of India is; but T take it that they arc detennined that Burma shall have 
a S(|ijare deal and completely fair play on this question. And if that is 
their intention, I .^oel confident that the Government of India wdll have 
no difficulty in supporting the proposition w’hich T want the House to 
endorse, that Burma shall be at liberty to leave the Federation or the 
Indian constitution wrhen she chooses to do so. T see. Sir, that my last 
remark has caused some amusement to my Honourable friend the official 
Member from Bengal. Perhaps when it is his turn to speak he wdll ex¬ 
plain exacth what amuses him. It is superfluous to state that if and when 
Burma leaves the Federation she shall be doing so on the necessary ad¬ 
justments, as there must be adjustments even now. The point renllv is 
this. Ts this- House or the Government of India prepared to force Burma 
to separate now if iti is Burma’s desire not to separate now but? to separate, 
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if it is found necessary to do so, 10, 20 or 30 \t*arB hence? That is really 
the issue in nutshell. If liunna sa}s she does not want to separate now, 
are we going to force her to sejiarate now b\ this threat? It may turn 
out that Burma ina\ not want to separate at all; but 1 do want Burma to 
have the right to secede or separate if and when she chooses to do so; and 
she should not be subjected lo this threat which has been imposed on 
her b\ His Excellency Sir Charles Innes, to which, 1 do repeat, the Prime 
Minister was not a party. 

1 am very glad that m\ Honourable friend V Kyaw IMyint has arrived 
in Delhi just in time to take ])art in this debate. lie has taken a very 
keen part in the separation eontroversx in Burma during the past 12 
months. He represents one scliool of polilical thought in Burma, and he 
is looked upon ns one of the prominent loaders of that school ol thought 
H e will tlu'iel'oro Ix' in a much better position to tell tlie House what 
Burnians h'el and think about the eon«'tituti'»n in general and this (pi(*stion 
of the (Governor’s threat in particular We }ia\e also onr Honourable friend 
Mr. Tail in this House, who also will ho giving hi^ view’s about the political 
situation in Burma Of course Mr Tait will lx* lahMurin*: unilt'r this 
disadvantage' that he dr)es not read the' Burniest' papers anel does ixa atle'nd 
Burmese ]X)litieal meetings; he is not in close touch will. Bunne'Se* f>oliti- 
cians. But riiy Honourable friend Mr Tau ha-- a :uio\.-int temperament 
and an optimistic nature (T^aughter. i He still may claim that he know’s 
more' about the sentiments of Burmans than in\ Honourable* friend 
K\aw Ahint.

The* theme of rny Hnnourahle friend’s speech is n«)t w’liether Burma 
should separate from India or should remain ns part of Federal India. 
What he w^ant.R now is that Burma should be allowed to join the fndian 
Federation and at the same time have fhe right, w’henever she deeides 
to exercise that right, of seceding from the Federation The question as 

to whether Burma ia or is not to have a free vote is another matter. 

Mr. Munshi does not particularlv w^ant merely a free vote. What he 
wants is some other thing on which Burma can vote. Burma is quite 
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definitely going to have a free vote, either for separation or for remaining 
pennanently within tlie Federation. What he wants is that Burma 
aliould be able to vote not on these two alternatives which have been 
offered to her, hut on something quite different. So it is not a question 
of ]3urma not having a free vote, but that Burma should have something 
else on whieli to vote. 

Now. what strikes me and what must also strike Honourable Memberb 
of this House is that this is the first occasion on which this point has 
been raised, as to whether Burmia should be free to join the Federation 
and later on leave it when she w*ants to do so. This is the first occasion 
on wdiich that point lias been raised. ( Mr, Jehangir K. Munshi: 
“Question.’') And if there w'as any substantial feeling in favour of that 
particular point, surely it would have been mentioned at least at the 
Ihirrna hound Table (Conference in London before the Prime Minister 
mad(‘ the remark or it would ha\e been mentioned in the Burma Legis¬ 
lative (’ouncil The session of the Burma Legislative Council has just 
now termin.ited. and there unquestionably are quite a few m that Council 
who aif pref>ared to voice the views of tin* anti-separationists. and it is 
remark;' hie th.at not one member in that Couneil raised this particul.ii* 
point ; iieitlu'r has it appeared in tlie Press. It- may, 1 admit, have 
appeared in muiu* of the vernacul.ar pap(*r>N t )n that I c.uuiot sa\ one 
wa\ ii* the otlier; hut 1 do contend that if it was of any matcr^il im- 
poriain • a Iiatso(*\er, it would lane appeared in the more wddtly read 
Press of the jiroMiiee.

distillbiiig and most regrettable clash of racial feeling; and T submit 
further tliat this is exnctl\ wind sueh reservation would he likely to 
efft'et It will preseiwe an atmosphere of diseontent against what is 
ealled h** peaei fill penetration of Tiidiiins inl(> Burma; parties of irreiam- 
eilahh s will come into existenee distracting the attention of the people 
and tile euimtiw at large from the main consideration of the working of 
the constitutional progress of Burma and all that Burma stands for. We 
Europeans in Burma have never taken sides on this question of separation. 
On tlie f.iets as wo now' si'e thtun. it is our o]union that it will he in 
till* inti rests of Burma, if she does decide to separate; but we now and 
alw'a\s liave said that it must be left for the Burmans and Biirmans 
alone ti) deidde whi'ther or not tlic\ will separate from India or will 
remain as a constituent part of Federal India But, and this is a veiw 
big hut. wo are dofinitelv not prepared to support the plea now put 
forward by mv Honourable friend, Mr. Munshi. for wo are dofinittdv of 
the opinion that it is not in Burma's interests to perpetuate n feeling 
of uneertaint^v as to Burma’s future. Lot Burma decide now* one wa\ 
or the other,—to separate or remain wdthin Fndia: but above rdl, let h^ r 
decide, finally. 
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And what is Federal India going to have to say about this suggestion? 
A federal scheme with all its ramifications must provide for an India 
which will include Burma land that same scheme of federation will un¬ 
questionably not suit an India without Burma; and is India going to put 
herself in a position when she forms her new constitution that at some 
unceriam date entirely outside \\er own control, one eonst\tuen\i iviember 
should be allowed to secede and upset all the aiTangeinents and all the 
scheme? Surely in a Fi'deration, representation of which in tlu‘ (’cntral 
(.Tovcrnment is worhod down to the basis of single seats, the question 
whotlier or not Burma will continue tt# staid represiailatn es to llu* central 
Legislature must liave the effect of upsetting the hal.mce of represimlation 
between the various communities. It is not certain at ah witli tlu' passing 
of years on what side the weight of tlu* Burmese representation will be 
throun : will it he on the side of the Muslims or on the sidi* of tin- Hindus? 
It fdl depends what kind of representative comes forward; and if Mr. 
^Nlunshi comes as representative of Burma, would lu* vote with the 
Muslims or with the Hindus? 

That 1 have to say; hut 1 do say on the facts li is a most extra¬ 

ordinary position that Mr Mimsiii should eunie hi*re and raise this new 
issue which so far as the whole world knows, nubcKly elsi* has .isued for 
and nobody wants. 

Mr. H. P. Mody (Bombay Millowners* Association Indian (’oininerce): 
Sir, in order to understand the implications ot the issiu* placed 
heloie tlu* House 1)\ my Honourable lrii*nd, Mr iVIunshi. it is 
necessary to dip into the* history of this (piestion. As a siaiu-ulial active 
member of tlie Burma Sub-Committee of the Bound Tabic Conference, 
I think I am in a position to tell the Hoiisi* something about tlu* matter. 
AVlien the question was first raised before the pleiiars st*ssion oi tlu* Ilnund 
Table Conlereiice, a decision was reached m, 1 think, less than Biree- 
quarters of an liour’s discussion, and it took most people b\ surprise. 
1 am. not going to deny that it was due to the irienih(‘rs not licing siitfi- 
cicntly wide awaki* with regard tn tlie issues before tlu* jilenary Confer¬ 
ence. Before they realised exactly what was luqipening, tlu* Prime 
Minister declared that- a Coirirnittce would be ap])ointi‘d. and that the 
question of separation would lie regarded as settltnl 1 remember one or 
tw^o of my friends on the Bound Ta})le. Corifercnee inquiring wlien this 
announcement was made whether it was possible in tlie (Ommittee to 
raise the question of separation, and the JVimo Minister said, ‘*Xo". It 
was not possible in view of the fact that niost meinhers w’civ lu-l jin pared 
to fight the issue out at that stage for anybody to say anythine on the 
spot, and tlie fight was transferred to the Burma Committee of tlie 
Conference. At the very first meeting of the Committee, T raised the 
question of separation. T pointed out how the decision had been rushed 
through, and J w^anted t-o know w'hc'lher it was o])en to any member of 
the Commdtco to reopen the issuo in the Committee. Tli(> Chairman of 
the Committee, the late lamontcd Earl Bussell, ruh‘d that the question 
could not he raised in the Committee because the Conunittee w^as only 
a‘^ked to define the t(‘nns upon W'hich ^ceparation »>.hould he effected ; hut 
he gave the Committee very clearly to understand, in vit'w^ of the stienuous 
opposition of some of ns, that it would be open to me or to any other 
member of the Committee to raise that question again in the plenary 
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session. The.reiafter wc ])ro(ieede(l to discuss tlie ‘general principles upon 
wiiicli separation should ho effected and we put up a report vvhicli cainc 
up in due time before, tlui liound Table (Jonference. There, my friend. 
Shiv,I ii.Mo, and myself, led the atfack. \\*e pointer/ f>uf wh;it the

. rnnieiit and peoph' of India and the Government and people of Bunna. 
Therefoi’i’, Sir, iny submission is that Burma cannot claim that she can 
.liter and md out of the Federation at. her sweet will. If, however, after 
a few' years’ exqierienee, Burma can put up a case before the Federation 
for si'p.iration, and if she satisfies the other units of the Federation tha€

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she is ])reparcMl to shoulder all the responsibilities and agree to all the ad¬ 
justments which arc necessary before she is allowed to separate, if Burma, 
can do all these things, then 1 cannot imagint' the Federation holding out 
against such a claim.

Mr. H. P. Mody: The Irish Free Stati* i.s for all iiraclicai jiurpo.ses a 
republic 1 will ii.)t sH\ that it is not t(‘chni(Mll\ a part ol the British 
Empire, but it is jiracticallx indc‘pendent ; tjie \er\ woriE * Irish hrcc 
State" proclaim it. Bet not ni\ friend Mr Arthur Moon* loii^et wli.it tin 
new IVesideiit has told the world onI\ a da\ airo as to the oath of allcLri- 
ance and \arious other matti'rs I do not want to pusli tlu* parallel furtliei

doeision which the\ otherw'ise w'ould not. In other w'ords let Burma have 
a free elioiee. an absolutelv unfettered choice in tin* matter, let not anv 
tlweaf hv held out to her. If she wants fo "ct out at an\ time, she can 
set up a claim to do so Who is to sa\ that sire sliriuld noi uct out? 

What is the position of the Brifi.sh riov(‘rnment ? When the Federation 
comes into existenee, wdll it lie with ihe British Oovermnent to sav “You 
can get out. or you cannot get out”. It will bo for the Federation to 
decide the issue, and therefore T refuse to recognise the InruR Rfandi of 
the British (lovernment in the matter. Otherwise, it w’oulfl mean that 
the British novemmont were going to decide the future of Burma tor all 
time Tliat is not the eorreet position. The position of Burma will be 
decided b\ the Federation, and by Burma as a (‘fiinponent pari of that 
Federation. For all these reasons, T am stronglv in favour of the motion 
v’hieh has l>een placed before the House bv m\ Honrairablc friend 
Mr. Munsbi. T onlv wish that the representative of Burma. Mr. T’’. Kvaw 
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M.vint, will make it clear that Burma is ml p^oing to claim that she can 
get in and get out of the Federation as and when she likes, that she will 
1)0 prepared to satisfy the future Federation, it at any time there is a 
compelling d(*Kire in Burma to separate, that there an* valid grounds fof 
separation, cultural or an\ otluT, and that the separation would be in the 
inter(‘sts of both Burma and the Federation,—! want mv friend to make 
that clear, so that there mav be no misconception in the mind or any 
Honourable Member of this House, or the public at large, which, 1 think, 
awaits with anxiety the decision of this issue. 

Mr. B. Sitaramaraju ((ianjam rum Vizagapatam • Xon-Muharnmadan 
Kural)- Sir, at the very outset I would like to ask whether Burma is 
going to be separated irom India or whether it is going to be separated 
irom England, because throughout the whole rliscii*"<ion tin's question of 
reparation has been ert'eping upon us, and we who make the other half 
ire not luoperls cfaisiilted in tin* matter Sir, I come from Madras, and 
h-om then large sums of money have been invested in Burma, and many 
ot our people have settled m Burm.i and thus nuide modiu’n Burma and 1 
i-on^idcr that ue sliould ha\e a viljd sa\ in thi* mattiT of the* separation of 
Eiirma I do not for a moment like to sa\ that wa*. who are wedded 
to tli<‘ TiriiU'iple nt selj-d('termination. are not prepared to grant the same 
principle oi s(-ll‘-deteimin.ition to Iturm.i.

for Oriyas, ns my Honourable friend Mr. B. Has is alwnvs anxious about 
his province. {Mr. 11 P. Modij. “Orissa for Mr. Das.“) (Laughter.) 
Therefore, it is a very natural desire on the part of Burma to secure the 
jn-omotion of their own individual expansion and progress, and we do not' 
stand in the way of her unfettered growth. But, Sir, the question of 
federation came in a little later after the cry of Burma for Burmans. In 
considering the question of federation, wo have to consider two things. 
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OiU‘ is llu‘ question of the federntion of Jfrilish Jndiau pruviuees, iiiid flu 
other IS the question of federation where not oiilv JJritisli Imlui is ecneeriK'd 
but also the Jiidian {States. If liunna desires that in tht‘ t(‘der.ition sht 
should oeeiip\ the position of .in Indian State vus-n-via the U'deration 
then* K still room tor hi‘r in that iederation There .ari’ eerlain eommon 
inteivsu uliieh ^\oul^l prudentK show to liuriiio that il would hi’ :n he?

Sir Hari Singh Oour: I think, so far as w'e on iliis side of (he IIoiisi 
.are ('oncerned, wv do not wish to place a.n\ coiisidendion before our fellow 
Burmese suhjeets ('xeopt one, and that is that if tlie Burinans wish t(» 
separate, they are free to do so; if they wish to rem.dn ]oiut. the\ ari* 
equally free to remain joint,—th.at we on thi'- side are not ])ropared W- 
set an\ fetters upon their discretion, and that I submit is fdl that is exer¬ 
cising the minds of our friends from across the seas In this connection, 
Hnnourahle Members will obser\e that the Bound Table t'onferi'ncc is, at 
the present moment, thinking; of several fi'deratinj' units iiududini' the 
Indian Briiices. the Indian Slates AVhi n the delibendKiii-^ n; the Ihaind 
Table (Vmferenee eontomplated the union of Britisli India witli the Indi.in

think makes us suspect that the condition is made so as to prodiU'C a 
rnentalilN in the minds of the Buniians of now' or never That I suhmil 
is not oni‘ (d' tlie conditions wdiieh is laid down as a condition precedent to 
an\ princii»le of federation in the known b‘derated constitutions of the 
world.

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when wo. discuss this question of federation, let us not obscure the issue 
L} refeiriiig lu any vest(‘d intcTtists cither of India or of other communities 
in that eonniry I know m\ friend Mr. Tait's views. He says that he

tnients Tiie fact that the condition is one-sided makes me somewhat 
husjui iom^ of that i-ondition The Prime Ministers statement is a per- 
fei'lK plain .and str.iighlfnrward st.ateinent. He said no more than what 
is the fundaimuital principle of all federated constitutions, namely, that 
the federating units eanuot by their own will decide that they will get out 
of the federating union Sm-h a union is a contract and it holds good till 
the two contracting jiarties cluxise to dissolve it That being the case, 
we need not go he>ond what is the accejited canon t)f constitutional law, 
and I do not think my Burmese friends need have the least apprehension 
that if they are once tethered to the central pole of India, their escape to 
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a free and independent life will hereafter be impossible. Sir, the very fact 
that India is to liavc' a federal constitution, the very fact, that the ti*deral 
constitution means and implies that the Federal Asseml)lv will be the 
sixikesiiian and voice of the* federatim: union, that alone should be a sutli- 
cieiil guarantee to all who join the federating union that tlu* question of 
their remaining joint and remaining siqiarate will bi* a matter 
of a faniil\ concdavi' in which all the federating units will have \ 
poti'utial voice. It is not a matter which can la* ilecided b\ a unilateral 
action. That being the position, 1 do not think anybody is jiistitied m 
la\ing any emphasis upon the condition ii]K)n wliadi jointncs,. will he 
accepted or se)>aration granted. I therefore think that Mr Miinshi has 
tlone a jniblic servi(*e to the land of his adoidion in coming before this 
House to ask ns as to what we think on this monnmtous (juc>«t.on which 
is ext'rcising Burma, and whiidi natnralU is doiding l>nrm;i into tw’o 
.^han.l} antagonistK- camps. I am glad that wi* havi* Manng K\aw Myint 
amongst us. He is the sfiokesmaii ot a large section ol Burnu si- opinion. 
His voice would be tlu* voice ol one who sp(*aks from inner knowledge of 
h]s peojile, and who will express what is tlu* iindi‘rl\ing sjunt which works 
the people of Burimi in this connection ^\t‘ should he all \er\ clad iiuh'i’d

he the real meaning of what he said T really doubt whe*ther a stnte'sman 
of his jiositiem and wwld-widc* fame \iould think of laying down a hard 
and fast e'ondition as to what should be done, not .‘it prose'ni hut with 
reference to w’hat may or may not happen in the future. Sh'r, the i>osition 
has been ver\* clearly put by my friend, Mr. Mody. Wc sav ihat if Burma 
chooses to remain with us as part of a Federation, then in that ease she 
is welcome to do so; and if at any future date the condition of things 
changes and Burma desires that she should separate, that it is in her 
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interest to se})arjit(i from the r(‘fit of the federiit('d units, then in that <‘asc 
,un(louht<'dIy she will consult the other federal units and the other federal 
units will also have a say in the matter. Questions of adjustments and 
various ollau* questions of that kind will arise, *ind iindou})tedly both the 
l»arties will have to sit down and deeidi* under wiiat eircumstunces and on 
what conditions there slioiild he a read|ustmenl of the federal units That 
IS a pirfeetly lair proposition .ind 1 am surt* Tn\ Honourable friend, Mr. 
K\aw M\int, who is here renres(‘ntin" a very lar^a* party in hjs own pro¬ 
vince of Bunna. will a^ret* that that is a [losition which is perfectlv fair 
to f>ot!i sides, and if lie accepts that ] osition, there can he no diflicujtv 
in the matter at all We wi<h tf) as^uri* him that so tar as we are fon- 
eerned, we do not likt* to put d(wvn any condition \vhich will in any way 
jnterl(‘re with the fret* exercise of the (iption that ha^ bet n J^iven to Burma. 


Mr. Arthur Moore: Sir, it seems to me that Mr. Munshi. in lus 
endeavour to eorreel a mistakt* which he helu'vcrt to liavt' l}e»-u made by

1 quite njD’ee with ui\ Honourable friend that 
there oup;ht to be no distinction in this matter between Bunua and the 
Princes. I would go further and say there ought to be no distinction 
between Burma and our ])resenfc provinces, which we expi'ct to become 
constituent states, in the Fcdenition. All units in the Federation come in 
on the same terms, and ^ve hope that they wdll all come in with the 
intention of remaining in. If at any future date any member of the 
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Federation desires to go out, obviously that is a matter which has got to 
he ndjii'^ttMl between all the members of the Ft‘deration (Hear, hear.) 

Mr B. Das: Sir, I am som 1 ba\(‘ to strike a- difl'enait note to what 
some of the observers have said a few niinnti‘s ago Sir, T stand h\ the 
Congres!^ Itesolution that, was passed at Karachi. 1 also stand b\ the 
Bosolution which the Federation of Indian Chambers of Commerce and 
Indnstrx ])assed last year at Dellii and to wdiich 1 w as a |)art\ J can 
assure ni\ Jhirman friends. Sir. hen* and ali^) oiitsid(‘ that the\ are at 
libert\ to si‘]nirate when tlu‘\ like, and if thes are ill-advised by tho 
Premier or b\ anvlKalx under the thri*at of a hauled pistol that if the\ are 
not separated now', th('\ cannot secede from India afli-rwards, lhe\ must 
know it lliat the unanimous ',oici‘ of India, the voice »>f tlu- Indian National 
CongrcH.^ and the voi(*e of the Federation of Indian Chamlu'rs oi Commerce 
and Indii'^trx is th.it the\ ran rema.in with us ti> raisr us all up to the status 
of a Drniiinion Thereafter, as a s]a'cial case, Iiulia will not stand in her 
way, however, if s*he wishes to separate and st'cedi* from India afterwards. 

I would jijst read two lines of the 'Resolution of tlu Tiuiian National 
Congi ess held at Karachi : 

This C’oiiCO'H.s rceo^rnises the rif;iit.s of the people of Purrnn to Hfiirii sepurntjori from 
India to estdtilisli an iiulepeudeiit Hurinan 8tat«* or to rranam an autonoiuous partner in r 
free India with the npht of separation at an> tune the\ niny ih-Mn* lo I'xen ise it.” 

T would alsri (piote from the Itesolulion of tin* Fi'deration of Indian 
Chambers of Commerce and Industr\ that was passed in Di'llii last year: 

“Tho F’ederrttion ih of opinion that tho question of the constitutional eNolution of 
Burinu should he left to the deiMMon of the peojile of Bunna ” 

Later on it says: 

‘‘Tiie Ki'deration therefore urges that full and proper facilities slioiihl le provided 
for tiie peujile of Burma to oxprc.ss their free and clear opinion on this matter other^M.se 
they will reridf*!’ it more diffieult owing to repre.s.sive laws now in forei*." 

Hir, it i.s s.ud bv some interesteii parties—I do not know whether it 
the (Government of Burma or the FiUropean interests in Burma.—that once 
th(‘ Burnu'se people conu* into the Indian redt'iMbion, they will never be 
allow’ed to .separati* from us The saiiii* exfirension of view' was exjirrssed 
b\ my Honourable friend Mr. Arthur Moore just now' svhen he said that 
once Burma corner into the Federation there is no going hack. T how'evei* 
entire!\ agree with the view’s and tlu* spee{du‘s that wi*re delivered at the 
Karaehi ('ongr(*s‘-« that we liave no desire to keep down Bunna. M’l* w'ant 
self-determination lor ours(‘lve< and we want the same self-determination 
for Burma Vet we do not want them to he deprived ot their existence 
and not to attain the lull stature of Dominion status hv being separated 
now T " ill jii-^t rij.'id ;i few' lines from m\ owTi sfiecch which T deliveied 
at the Fedcratirui of the Indian (Uiamhers of Commerce which sums up 
my view' on the subject: 

“ However, on behalf of the tedciation, T want to make this RRsurnTice lo the public 
of Burma that Indiana will not stand against t}je Burmeao desire for aepand c.n. But the 
Indians waild not like that Burma Hhoiiid be aoparaU'd anil turned into a Crown Colony 
of England, but that Burma should attain the aaino Dominion Status and, abov'oall, w'r all 
Asiatics want eventually an A.siatie Federation of all Aaiatie nations We would like 
that Burma should remain alongside with India as our equal partner anil work up to that 
high ideal of .Asintie nations and if the Burmese people, in time, deeuJe to seeede. aa I 
learn the.y want tho right of seeession from India after tho attainment of Dominion Status, 
it is their lookout and not ours.” 

I still hold that view.

I would asMin- iun Hoiumrahle friend Mr Tait and this House that 
this IS nut the tirst oeea«ion that this point lias been raised in public, 
although naturalK it is the tirst time tlnit it haw lua n raistnl in this House. 
The Prime ^Minister's Htateinent is only a few wec'ks old Naturally also, 
this point w’as not misi-d at tlie Burma Boimd Table Conference because 
nothing could follow the Prime MinisttVs statement whieh was indeed the 
end of the Coiiferenci* Equalls naturalh—and there I must disagree 
with ni\ Honourahle friend Mr. Tait—it was not raised in the Bimna 
Legislative Council. That is a separationist bod}—^w’itness the various 
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Resolutions it has passed in favour of separation. We had a gentleman in 
the Burma Legislative Council who w.ms an ardent anti-separationisi until 
very recently. 8ir, ^ou may perhaps remember, and 1 think at least a 
portion of this House will remember, that I pointed out in m\ speech last 
^ear that the Burma Legif^lative Council was boycotted by the General 
•Councils of Burmese Assoei.itj<)us which uudoiibtc‘dl\ represent the vast 
majoritv of the Burmese j)eople. Tlie\ will of course have to lift the 
boycott on the separation issue So, naturallx, tlu‘ Burma Legislative 
Council, as at present constituted, does not l)other itself about anything 
except the readv acceptance of s(‘paraiion on the basis ot the Prime 
iMinistern statenu*nt

TJ Kyaw Myint: That is the concern of the' Indians We are w’orried 
about Burma at the present moment. Everxbody in Burma is agreed that 
the constitution offered in conjunction with separation is unaei'i'ptable, but 
the people xvho arc willing to fif'cept ?<*paration think that this constitution 
might lead to something better. We, that is, we who ojipose si'paration, 
do not think in the same mjanner. That is the difference. But I must 
remind the House that the issue now before the Bunnesc people in this: 
wc are called upon to separate from India on the basis of the constitution 
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offered in the Premier’s statement, and we do not want to accept that 
constitution. The cause of tlie fcary of iny Honourahle friend Mr. Munshi 
is that w'e do not want our judj^ment to be cloj^^ed, and we do not w^ant to 
be coerced by any threat. J5\ threat 1 mean the one that Sir Charles Innes 
uttered in the course of his sf)eech in tlie Burma liCf^islative Council, the 
threat that, if wo are to enter the Federation we shall have to remain 
there for ever.

* Deapatch No. 7 of 1920, sanctioning crratiiitv to n travelling inspector of accounts of 
an amount proposed in the Covernment of India, Finance Dimrtmen1 Dr.-^patch No. 446 
of 6th November 1919. 

Deapatch No. 11 of 1920: reporting re-enpapement of an enpine driver as reauK of 
correspondence endmp wdth a CHbleprain from the rJovernment of India. 

Deapatch No. 2 of 1021 • Sanctionine pavreent of a I’cn'-ion of Fk. 100 per 
month (aay 80C per annum' to the widow of an engine driver killed in an accident’.** 

These are fome of tho iustnucos of the nhsurd mcticulousni'ss of iho inter- 
feronoo of tho Soorotarv of State for ludia in pettv uuittcrs Tjast session 
we found to our very painful suryu’i.sc the interference of the Secrotarv of 
State in mattiTs purcU Indian, of suprcm(‘ imuortunce to the intorosti^ of 
India. I refer, Sir, to tho interference of the Sccrct.iry of State for India 
in regard to tlie, financial and cnrrcnc\ position of India when Fjngland wont 
off tho, gold standard. Sir, tho pronouncement of Mr Montagu and the 
other British politicians with regard to flu' const if utioniil future, of India 
were no douht ver\ large and verv liberal, hut wliat docs th(‘ Government 
of India Act disclose? If you refer to that Act, yon find that Flection 124 of

that Act gives a despotic power to the Secretary of State lor India, in fact 
it provides that anybody no matter who ho is, whether he be the Governor 
General or any otlier person holding oihee under the Cro\^n in India who 
does not carry out the instructions of the Seei’etary of State for India 
coiiinuts a nijwdeineanour jjuiiibhable with tine, the arnpunt of which is loft 
indefinite and punishable liy a term of imprisomiient which ma^ extend 
from 10 months to 10 years or to an indefinite period Th.it is the position 
ot the Goveriinicnl of India r/.s a rm tlu* Socivtary ot Stale for India. The 
object of my motjoii is, therefore, to bring this peculiar position of our Gov¬ 
ernment to the notice of the Britisli Cabinet W) that the recommendation 
made by the Joint Select Cornniittee may be gi\en effect to in time.

say the attempt to restrict tliese words to the creation of one nolitary con¬ 
vention about; the fiscal aiitonoirv of India, I think, is net supported by 
these words in the Si'leet t'ommittee’s iieport Sir. the existence of far- 
reaching control of the Sci-rctarv of State for India on the finances# of 
India IS a delect which very much detracts from the value 
of the reforms granted by tho Act of 11)Hi, heeauso it is well 
known that a n.ational Govemment which has no control over the national 
purse will be a national Govemmeut in name only. Xow, what then is 
the remedy, it may be asked? How can you remove that defect from the 
financial sysito.m of India? The answer has been given by the Select Com¬ 
mittee themselves and also by your illustrious predecessor the Honourable 
Mr. Vithalbhai Patel. The remarks are reproduced in this book, "Deci¬ 
sions from the Chair". At page 310, long extracts are given of the debate

It is surprising to me that Honourable Members in this House should state 
with absolute assurance that they are fully aware of what are the hidden 
motives whieh opcTate w’ithin my own heart, or what have been my in¬

That, Sir, is 1 think all I need say upon that particular subject. I 
vcnliire to put it to my Honourable friend that in Ihe existing very diffi- 
(;ult situation we are carrying on in co-operation with a certain amount of 
Tnutual satisfaction, and that even in the current session we have had 
before us veiy^ important practical examples of the result of that co-opera¬ 
tion. So that when my Honourable friend the Mover puts forward a vei^ 
eloquent appeal that this Assembly should be treated as “something’*, 

T think we can truthfully say that both in our actions and in our inten¬ 
tions we res]iond to that apf)eal.

Report on the- Howard-Nixon Memorandum regarding Financial

Tbe Honourable Sir George Schuster (Finance Member): Sir, I beg 
to lay on the tabic the Report by the Standing Finance Committee on the 
Howard-Nixon Memorandum regarding financial questions arising out of 
the proposed separation of Burma from India.

Th(‘ l^iirinjk Siilj-Coiiimittee of tlio Koiinil Table Conference, 3930 re- 
('oiriniendnd that the financial consequences of a separation of Burma from 
India should be thoroughlv explored by expert-s of the two Governments, 
and that t]i(‘ statements jirepared by these experts should be laid before 
the Standhi" Binaiice Committci‘s of the Indian Legislative Assembly and 
the Burma Legislative Council respectively. A ^Memorandum on the sub¬ 
ject was prepared by Sir Henry Howard, K.C.I.E., C.S.L, on behalf of 
Jhirina, and Mr. .1 C Nixon, 1 C S , on behalf of India. 

2. In the first, place, the Committee recorded that its consent to take 
the Memorandum into consideration implied no expression of any views 
on the merits of the question of separation as such. It merely discussed 
the financial consequenci s which would ensue if Burma were separated 
I'Torn India. 

3. The C.’ommittee has felt some difficulty in performing the task allotted 
to it owing to the highlv technical nature of many of the issues which are 
iiivohed. For this reason and also because it has had no opportunity of 
hearing arguments on the other side it has been reluctant to express final 
views. Moreover it stronglv supports the view expressed by the Govern¬ 
ment ol IndiM in their despatch on Constitutional Reforms of September 
20, 1929, that the mam issues should be submitted to an Arbitral Tribunal. 

The Committee w'ishes its expressions in this report to be interpreted 
in the light of the foregoing observations Such expressions must be 
r( gnrded esscntiall\ as advice to the Government of India as to the manner 
in which the case should be argued from the Indian side, and not necessarily 
ns indicating that this Committee would not consider acceptable any other 
solutions than those which it has indicated. 

4. Currency (paragraphs ti—17).—The (lonimittec was generally of opinion 
that it w’ould be to the mutual advantage of both countries for Burma to 
retain the same currency as India. Certain members considered that until 
Burma bad discharged all its debt to India, India should have the right to 
insist on Burma’s not changing its currency system. The Committee pre¬ 
ferred not to express an opinion on the three alternative methods suggested 
in paragraph 9 for the management of Indian Currency in Burma, as it 
anticipated that a Central Bank would have been established before the 
issue arose. Certain members thought however that if a choice had to be 
made, then the agency of the Imperial Bank of India would be the best. 
The Committee preferred not to express a final opinion as to whether 
Burma (ride paragrnpli 8) should or should not be left responsible for its 
own sterling remittance arrangements, the essential point being that India 
should be safeguarded against its ovm financial or currency position being 
weakened by the conduct of finance in Bunna. 

The Committee agreed that if Burma retained the use of Indian 
currency, it should be permitted to participate in an Indian State or Central 
Bank when instituted. The Committee considered that the conditions 
proposed in paragraph 10 in case Burma continued to remain within the 
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Indian curreiHjy system were suitable and sulHciont from India’s point of 
view. As the Coinmitteo had not contemplated Burma’s introducing its 
own cuiToncN, it expn'ssed no opinion in regard to iiie circumstam-es (given 
in jianigraplis 12—17) which should accompany any such contingency. It 
held however that Burma wi^uld ha\e to gi\e India adequate notice of any 
such inteulion, the period of noliei' to depend t>n tlu* cireunislauces at the 
time. 

5. Public Debt (paragraphs IR—49) --’riie C’ouiuuIUm‘ was of opinion 
that, assuming pieseiit conditions lo efadinne, rupee and slerlnig obliga¬ 
tions and \allies .sJii aid he eonxerted at the rate of Ls*. VhI. to the rupee. 
It consider'd tliat the (loxerimient oi India should reserve ihe riglit to 
require Ihiniia. to disi harge a proper part oi its liabilities to India in 
sterling in London. 

(>. The t’oinmiUee agreed [rnh par:igra]>h 27i that “all-'iMti'd’* debt 
liahililh'S. / c . liabilitii-s rt‘f<Tahle to ])artK'idar assets, should l)e appor¬ 
tioned hetwei'ii India and Burma according to ila Ji>cation of the eorre- 
spoiiding assets It re](*eted nneonditioiiallv Sir Heiirv lh)\\ard's eonieii- 
tioTi (contained in Annexurt' B) that the li.ihilitv e\hil»i1ed in the public 
accounts as a.llocat(‘(l lo Bailwavs should he increased hv alioiit IN 39 
erores representing the airiount of speeihe “railwav debt” already redeemed.

similar item involved in the Bomhav Military Lands Reherne the Com¬ 
mittee held that India .should press for an adjustment at valuation and not 
at ''•ovt Th( attitudi' of tlu Government of India in regard to lioih these 
items should liowever lu' dependent on -.atisfactorv solution^ lioing rotne to 
in regard to other parts of the settlement. 

8 The Committee* xxas not in a position to arrive- at anv detinite con¬ 
clusion on the question whether it is possible (vide paragrupli 80) to make 
a historic analysis of the elements composing the public debt in order to 
calculate Biurma’s liability to India in the matter of so-called “unjiroduc- 
tivc" debt. If it were proved that such an analysis (which many mem¬ 
bers would otherwise favour) is impossible, the Coinraittec agreed that a 
composition on tlie lines set out in the Memorandum appeared to be the 
only possible course A settlement on this (piestion, as indeed on a num¬ 
ber of other important questions, should be dependent on the settlement 
as a w’hole being on satisfactory lines. 

9 On the assumption expressed in tlie last paragraph, the Committee 
approved of the plan proposed in the Memorandum for dividing the re¬ 
maining “unallocated” debt (paragraphs 8.7—88). For the purpose of 
calculating the ratio it held that figures for Thathcmeda and Capitation 
Tax should not be excluded (Annexure I). The Committee considered

particularly having regard to the uncertainty as to the future constitii 
tional position in the matter of the defence of India, did not feel able to

make any final recommendation on the wider issue as to whether beyond 
this Burma ought to contribute to the general cost of the Army to bo 
mainiained in India, but it recognised that there might be grounds on 
which such a contribution might be demanded. 

16. Tariffs (paragraph 124).—The Committee was of opinion that the 
two countries would find it to their mutual advantage to preserve free 
trade between each other in all indigenous articles and ])roducts, subject 
to the observation that it is understood that India would in the future 
reijlace by import, dulies the existing excise duties on such ])art of Bunna s 
production of ai-ticles at present excisalile, such as oils and silver, as may 
be consumed in India. 

17. Other matters. —Consistent with their other views, the Committee 
considered that the general fraction determining the division of ‘ unpro¬ 
ductive” debt and pensionary liabilities should govern the ajiportionment 
of reparation receipts (paragraph 110) and of the pa>inent on account of 
the British Navy (paragraph 121). 
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Note. 

As to paragraph 6, we are not at all satisfied with the way in which 
the question of the allocation of the so-called “Unproductive” debt be¬ 
tween India and Burma has been settled. It is based on the assumption 
that it is not possible to have a historic analysis of the elements composing 
this unproductive debt or to prepare a debtor and creditor account between 
Indifi and Burma from the earliest years. We quite realise that a strict- 
creditor and debtor account may not be available, but some of the out¬ 
standing features can give sufficient data for an approximate calculation. 
It is possible, for example, to estimate the cost of the 3 Burmese Wars 
which was borne by the Indian Exchequer, and an approximate idea of 
the same is given in the “note of the Financial Transaction between India 
and Burma” appended to the report prepared by Mr. Nixon. According 
to this note, the cost of the first Burmese War was between five and 
fifteen million pounds, the second Burmese War about one million ppunds, 
and the third Burmese War between four to six crores of rupees. It will 
be possible for an arbitral tribunal to arrive at a satisfactory figure between 
these various extremes. As the Indian Exchequer has borne the cost of 
all wars waged by the East India Company or the Indian Government in 
India and sometimes even outside India it is only fair that the Burma should 
bear tliis part of the burden. Next it must be remembered that Burma 
must have been a deficit Province for a large number of years and its 
Railways had been running at a loss till recently, an attempt should be 
made to find out to what extent the Indian Exchequer has contributed 
to the financial position of Burma. 

2 As to paragraph 15, we would like to add that the present strength 
of the Army in India is based on the need of protecting the land frontiers 
of the country as also for maintaining internal security. If Burma with 
its large land frontier and its wide area were to cut itself away from 
India, there must be a contribution by Burma towards maintaining the 
present strength of the Army, or, the strength of the Army should be 
profiortionately reduced. It cannot be maintained that the Army should 
continue at its present strength and the component parts of the Empire 
should 1)0 at liberty to cut themselves off from it. This will be placing a 
premium on separation. We do not think it necessary to go into any 
greater detail about the various other questions raised in the memorandum 
and about which final conclusions for reasons mentioned therein have not 
been arrived at.

financial position of the Government has been ^jetting steadily worse for 
some time past. When the General Purposes Rub-Committee and the 
other Sub-Committccg sat, the financial position was very acuito and we 
were advised by the Honourable the Finance Member, who himself is the 
Chainnan of the main Retrenchment Committee, that we should effect as 
much economy as was possible. Ho was also good enoiigh to give us a 
rough estimate of what he thought was possible in the Demands under 
the purview of the General Purposes Sub-Committee; and I take it that he 
gave similar estimaten to other Sub-Committees. We went to work on 
that basis, and as 1 have informed the House, our Committee went aa 
carefully as they could upon the materials and evidence at our disposal, 
through all the different itemf< of (‘xpenditure, and we came to certain 
conclusions which are embodu‘d in the two reports, and we also gave the 
Honoiirablf th(‘ Fiiianct* Member our n commendations as regards the 
Foreign and ]*olitical Department, with respect to which wc have not been 
able to conijdete our report so far The Gener.il Purposes Snh-('oinmittee, 
for which I am in a special position to speak, consisted of members selected 
from all parts of the House, and also an Ilonourahlc Member of the 
Councul of State and further of two distinguished public nu'n from outside, 
the late Air. K C Eov who had special experience of tin* working of the 
various departments^ of the Government of India .md a \vr\ intimate 
knowledge of the coinpo'-ition and historx of thos<‘ departments and 
Mr A Pangaswami Iyengar, who was a Mianber of this House scam* time 
ago and who is well know'n as a pnhtician of distinction Pnismess 
pxperi(‘nce was vcr\ well represented 1»> tht‘ Honourahli' Pai Pahadnr Ijiila 
Pam Sarnn Das who carru*‘* on a largo husmevs m tho Punjab and el^c'- 
when' .ind Mr Pamsa\ S(‘ott, a member of tin* F.uropean Group. We 
had also the advantage of at least two genthamm with expeib nci* of ad¬ 
ministration in th(' pi’ov nces, Diw’an Bahadur llarhil.is Sard.i and Khan 
Bahadur Wilavat ullali Th< n wa* had as our I'olh aguv^ lu} friends 
Air.

<le]*artinents there wacj over staffing and that tfiere was er.nsi(h‘rnl)h' rriom 
for retivnehinent of staff without in ronv w’nv impairing th(‘ effieienev of 
the depaidm^'nts. and that oxacflv corrospondM w'ith the general impression 
of the public, not only the Indian but the Enrnpenn pnhlie as well, as to 
the compo'dtlon of the departmenfs of the Governmenf of India. Mv 
friend on the other side said that there are eerfnin plirnses eurrenf such as 
the administration is top-hcr,v\ and phrases of like charaeffr^r.

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are not without meaning. This is still the conviction of every one on this 
side of the House, and I shall be very much surprised if that is not alw) 
the opinion of many officials themselves, that the departments are in many 
<*aseM top-heavy. 

Now, Sir, our investigations disclosed that the general jinpn*^sion that 
j)revfiils in the country is thoroughly well found<*d, and it \se have made 
{proposals lor retrenchment, we have done «o with the full knowledge and 
consciousness of our responsihilit\ in tin* matter, c\en though we an* non- 
officials, full\ aware of the responsibility thal nMed upon us not to make 
recommendations which would in auy wax imjaiir the efficij-ncx of the 
Wf)rlving ol the \arioiis departments of the Oovenimeiit of India. All oiir 
desire has het'n throughout, I can assure Sir George Schuster, to strengthen 
his hands so jis to enable liim to convince Ins colleagues in the (Toxernmeut 
of India that there is* room for economy, and he wt*ll knows xvhat dire 
in eessity there is for effecting < conomy in the administr.ition of the Gov¬ 
ernment of India It will not he possible for us in moxjijg these motions 
fo di.seuss every demand at length or fully, and I submit to the House, it 
iv not iiecessarx that xxe should d<j s(j. hee-iU"!* wt* h.ixe betore us the 
flcports of the different Gommittees. They had the time and thi* opportun¬ 
ity to study thc.se Reports, and the Government liave been gi>Ofl enough 
to supply us with a sunimarx of the ri'sults of tbeir deliberations, how 
inueli lliex have lieen able to accept i far and h'lxv much is under 
j'ori'-ialer.ition and x\ hat paitu*uJar recommendations the\ haxe rejected, 
'rhex liaxe als<j given their reasons for rejecting some of x>ur rec<)mmenda-

reffiTumendations to retnuieh the st.ifF xvh.ch xvoiild intorl'en' xvith tliat 
(*f>|lection, then of course wirh .a propo-ition Government could not ju'c^pt, 
hut to the best of our judgincTit we studiously avoahal making anx such 
rf'cnmineiidation. As regards this lakhs, good portion fd it consists of

Then. Sir, llu‘ otlieer.s of Ilii‘ C'usloiijs lleparlrneiit ol various classes are 
distinctl\ lietter paid than men in ilie provincial services who do the same 
class ol work and are drawn from the idass of ja-opk* with similar, li not 
better, educational qualifications We know what the re^ponsibilitu's ol the

Bombav and Karachi, probably it is worse. The amount of reduction 
which stated in tin* cut by the Leader of the Independent Party will not 
be the right fignr(\ because all of us know even from the inconn* of the 
othei’ departments, such as the railways and others; probably it will be 
rnucb less So, I do not think there will bt* verv much overtime that these 
Chistomn officers will have to work But he that as it may, it is for the 
8ak(' of a principle that the light is taking place on the floor of this House. 
If Mr Xixon, \Nho has been in the .\ccountant (icnerals office, Bombay, 
had not used the uord “henchman” to Mr. S. C. Mitra he would have 
done better than uhat he did in his maiden speech ta-da\. 20 years ago 
I that tonu ini respect of a J unior Public Prosecutor of Ahporo and the 
Magistrate immediately took me to task 1 was then a practitioner of 
three or lour years’ standing, and I was in the same position as Mr. Nixon 
is to-da,V 1 have since grown old.

I do not know what danger is ahead in the 
coming year ^> 0 , it \\il] be advisable if the Government explain the situa¬ 
tion and try to bring about unifonnitv in the salaries paid in different 
departments. The majority of these Anglo-Indians, without passing any 
exajnination or being educated iu aii\ university, draw fat salaries. My 
Honourable friend Mr. Yaiiiin Khtm is far away from the port of Calcutta, 
in an upcoiuitry district, Meerut, with very little experience of what 
happens in the Customs offices m Calcutta, Bombay and Karachi. He 
innocently stated in his speech that to start on a salary of 130 per month- 
you must be a graduate at least. I challenge Govermnent and Colonel 
Gidney to say how many of them are graduates. Now, this jal police (Port 
Police), as they call it, are not getting all sorts pf extra pay and allowances 
in addition to their salar\\ I happen to have experience of both the police 
and the Customs officers as my Chamber is situated next door, so to say.

With regard to ^^r Nixon's statement that he wants th«’ sense of 
resnonsihilit\ in the departmental liead«^ to be waited for. it was his duty, 
Sir that lu* should have at once, instead of making a lengths speech, told 
his leader of whom according to him he is the "henchman”, that he 
would at (tnc<‘ :iflvisf> him to take into consideration all those six item«f. so 
that the Govemment.

With regard, Sir, to the iiieoine. the members of Honourable friend 
Sir Ffonry Gidney’s constituency, who are m the ('iistoins Olfices are 
lei'civing, 1 must tell him that the income has been reduced so much and 
thi- estahlishint'nt cost has increased so much that now-a-davs nobody 
can alTord to speak in the tone that he has spoken. It mav he that the 
Holiet' Olhta* is engaged on imposing fines, but eertainly. Sir. the Customs 
Department that has brought about so much mi.sappropriation. that has 
.no much illegality to its credit and so much negligence, as has been 
showTi, by its officers for the last few? years, surely that Department 
eannot be allow'etl to have so much latitude for the sake of its Anglo-Indian 
officers. Sir, only a few days ago we came to know that certain revolvers 
and ammunition and cartridges, etc., were despatched from a foreign ^ 
country like Germany or Russia and fotmd their way to the toll office of * 
the Customs Department in Calcutta through the negligence of its officers, 
who thus were instrumental in the smuggling of these revolvers which are 
the instruments of killing our I. C. S. men in Bengal if not in other 
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places. Sir, the smuggling of revolvers and the smuggling of oj)ium and 
cocaine hav(' brought in very bad results and discredit to the Customs 
Depai-tuu'ut. and it is high time that qualified men, with experience of 
police methods, educated men having experience of C. 1. D. work, should 
bi‘ recruited; othcrwisi*, Sir, such nefarious smuggling will bring ruination 
to the case of Bengal administration—1 do not know so much of Bombay 
Karachi and other ports. Sir, I should ask the Finance Member to give 
a definite written direction to the Central Board of Keveniie so thfit ihev 
might \\Tite to the Collector of Customs to be very very careful in thi^ 
matter of fuiurc appointments and to consider till tlu‘se matters. bccaust\ 
Sir. we are fighting here to save the Government and to bring safety It* 
the country. It is scandalous that men should draw high and fat salaries 
and at the same time abuse their powers, with the result that valuabb' 
I. C. S. and other officers who work meritoriously and givi* tbeir services for 
the good of our country should be saved from being done to death through 
the smuggling of arms through the customs in these davs of difficulty.

Sir Hari Singh Oour (Central Provinces Hindi Divisions: Non-Muham¬ 
madan): Sir, I have v’erv great pleasure in supporting thc' motion moved 
by my friend Sir Abdur Bahini and I am oulv sorr\ that the Honourabi 
the Finance Member did not immediately^ get u]> and accept his very 
reasonable proposals I would not liave troubled the House were it not 
tor the fact that some Member of my Party'’ got uj> and said that he 
personally dissociated himself from the motion moved by the Leader of 
the Independent Party, in that there was no party question lu it. Well 
Sir, I think it is a matter upon w'hich non-ofticial Memhers. and (‘ven 
the official Benches, know what was passing behind the scenes.

If Honourable Mem¬ 
bers will turn to i)age 31 of part 11 of the General Purposes Committee's 
report', thrv will find that from overtime and penalty tht* Customs receive 
a revenue of Ks.

K.OW, what tli<* Honourable Members of the General Purposc^s Committee 
rceonina iulfd was that the payment of this last sum of Ks. (),8G,()00 to 
the otbcers jii addition to their pay for overtime and a share of the jxnaltv 
was unjusliliefl on two grounds First, on the groiiml that the\ v^ere 
w'fiolc-liriio oHiccrs and. s(‘con(ll\. upon the ground that these officers were 
wi‘11 paid and in the jjreM-nt >ear of stress and national anxiety they 
should hear a certain proportion of the Imrdtm which falK upon ever\ 
servant of tlu* State.

because a ':ro<Hl main ot t]ie<e graut.s hang together 'I’hi'n again the pay 
cf a P.i,\ find Aecoiints Ofiieer, and so ol each of the two new officers is 
on a lower scale than that ol lh(* Imperial Customs Service, and aUo 
those jjosts do not cariw \ai’i«*us concc'ssiom. Allow'ing lor all those 
differences, we reckon that each of thc.sc new' posts is (apiivalent to onlv 
2/3rds of one of the Assistant Coilectorships which has h(‘en abolished. 
Following out that ftUiiic precise arithmetical method of calculations, we 
find th<it against a cadre of five Collectors and 26 Assistant Collectors, 
plus two-thirds of an officer,—^the figure I put in to represi‘nt one Pay 
and Accounts Officer,—from a total of 31, f,rds officers, the Board has 
proposed a reduction to a cadre of 5 Collectors plus 21 Assistant Col¬ 
lectors. plus l.Jrd of an officer, representing tw'o Chad Accounts Officers, 
a total of 27, ^rd officers which gives a net reduction of 4, Jrd officers, 
nearly 14 per cent of the original st.iff ot officers. 1 merely nu^ntion 
those figures to show' that if there is any virtue m the particular figiu’e 
of 15 per cent., if we reall\ follow' out what we have done, we have got 
very near to it In the ease ol officers, we luive in fact made a reduction 
cf 14 per cent That is really as far as w'c think it is possible to go If 
another Assistant Coll<*ctor were to go, w’hicli would bring the total up to 
17 per cent., he would have to be taken from Madras. Now, we cannot 
take him from Madras at present until we have had time to gaugi* the 
extent of the extra burdtm that the (’ollector there will have to hear as 
a result of f)ur decision to abolish the post of Collector of Salt Revenue 
and make the Collector of Customs tin* lioad of the Salt Department. 
That brings up another connected point which of coursie is not quite 
clear from studying this grant itself. 

Now', Sir, I must ajiologisc to this House for }ia\ing gone into these 
details, but really until >ou go into tlie actual staff in this way it is im- 
pos<^ible to say whether \ou can effect a 10 jier cent reduction or a 15 
per cent, reduction, or any other figure that you like to take, I would 
put it- to the House that w e liavc gone most carefully through the whole 
position; w'e have endeavoured to meet the recommendations of the Re¬ 
trenchment ISHib-Committee as far as we possibly can, and we have gone 
a great deal further than our own departmental officers have advised us* 
that it w'as safe to go. And I would ask the House to treat thie matter,— 
in a sense perhaps it is a small matter but this discussion is typical of 
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wLat all the other discussions wili be, particularly in matters conuected 
with revenue departnionts,—I would ask everv Member of the House to 
weip^h very carefully the action that he will take before he commits 
himself to a line of action vvhieh 1 nmintaiii would be one designed to 
force the (ioverrirnent into courses which are realK unsound and really 
eonlran to Ihc public interest.

is exactly the same and on exactly the same basi<; for those who have 
engaged to serve on those tc'iTiis as to cut their pay And owdng to the 
decline of the amount of fees which have been received, these men are 
very much worse off now,—they have suffered much greater deterioration 
in their conditions than any other class of Government servants.

Sir Abdur Rahim: Did not the Hononr.ihlt* Member say that, it ouj;ht 
to be consigned to the tvaste-paper basket? If he reads through his 
speech again he will find that he <lid say that Aiuw’av, Sir, I shall now 
eome to the merits of the prop(»sal before the House, luit having regard 
to the attitude taken up In the \ iee-Lead«’r ol th<’ Valuinalivt ParJ_\, we do 
not propose to jjress this motion to a division 

Now', Sir, as regards the reduction of Id per cent in the ('ustoms estab¬ 
lishment, onr justification was that there was a consuh'rahle ilecline in the 
volume of trade, and this w'as admitted by many witnesses who appeared 
before us, in fact some of the official witnessi's who were cpiestioned on 
the point said that it would lake some years,—some said fi\c', some said 
.seven _\ears, before w’o could expect a trade revival. Thidor ihove circum¬ 
stances 15 per cent, reduction in the establishment could not la* *^aid to 
be too much. The Honourable Sir George Schuster ha^ not told us that 
the volume of trade has not declim^d by 15 per cent , it has doedined much 
•more. These are the figures: 

1929- .S0, it w'as 22 crores 93 lakhs and odd. 

1930- 31, it was 14 crores 49 lakhs and odd. 

1931- 32, it was 10 crores 93 lakhs and odd. 

The Honourable Sir George Schuster: Would the Hononrahle Member 
inform the House what figures he is reading? 

Sir Abdur Rallim: I am reading from the summary of tabic showing the 
value of imports and exports and of the total exports for each month. 
This is from the accounts relating to the sea-borne trade and navigation 
of British India. 
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The Honourable Sir George Schuster: but these are figures of the value 
of trade. If I might be permitted to do so, 1 should like to make one 
point clear. I fully admitted,—in fact it was the main theme of my 
Budget speech—that the value of trade had tallen by about a half. In 
the speech which 1 have just made, J drew a distinction between the 
value ot trade with the volume of trade. As to the latter 1 may perhaps 
give my friend some figures which 1 intended to give the House in my 
speedi. The total number of bills of entry and shipping bills handled at 
all ports in 1930-31,—that is to say the last year for which we have figures, 
—and it was a very bad year,—was 1,319,767 as against for 1926-27. 
whi('h was one of the biggest years of trade for India, 1,341,393. That is 
to say, there was a decline of only 2^ per cent, in the total number of 
bills of i'ntr\ and shipping bills bandied at all ports. 1 think that giv(‘K 
a fair idea of th(‘ position as regards the business of tlu* customs officials, 
and it shows that there has not been ain sensational decline 

Sir Abdur Rahim : 1 ask rny friend if the dedim^ in volume could have 
been onl,\ 2 per cent while the decline in value has been 50 per cent. ? 

The Honourable Sir George Schuster: CiTtainlv it could But the 
reason \vh\ there has been this fall in value is a rjiicstion to which I too 
would like to know tlie answ’er. 

Sir Abdur Rahim: As regards the (‘entral Board of Kevenm*, they them¬ 
selves reeommendt'd 10 per cent M\ friend eomplaiiU'd that w’o applied 
a higlirr figure to this department, hut he will find that wo did not have

Tli.it. has been the altitude o tlie Financi' Departnauit tliruugliout 
Tlu'ir view' is, eiii out as niueh as aou can in tlu' F.diiealion. seientifie and 
research de]iartmeiit.s, but do not make any cuts in what are called the 
revenue eolleeting and admiiiivtnilixe departments That is a ])osiiion we 
could not accept Ti was rather amusing that only the otluT da> my friend 
Sir Fazl-i-TTusain came in here and protested in the pri'sence of Sir 
G(‘orge Selmster that we were cutting all tlio seientifie departments, de¬ 
partments to which popular o])inion attached great importance. Now, 
what is the exact po.sition of Oovt*mmcnt? If xve liandle the Fdnc.ition, 
Kealth and Lands Department and say that here there is too much of 
administration instead of real work, and therefore the .superfluous offi¬ 
cers should be reduced, thov say—**Oh, >ou an* going against public 
opinion”. If we deal with the administrative departments and say that

to the entire administration On this point, 1 shall read a reference in 
the General Purposes Sub-Coinnnttee's Kejiort to the evidence of the 
Public Service Commission, and this is what I think Mr. Nixon n'fcTred 
"fco:

ua fcs of ciJ'iiinistration. This view of the position is coiitirmed by sueh an eminent body 
af th» in3m'? jrs of tlu Public Service Commission in thoir replies to our questionnaires.

Sir, the opinion of the i’ublic 
Service Commission must be respected, and the same opinion was given 
by a number of per.sons bolding very res])Oll^ible ]K)sitions and who kue\^ 
what they were talking about. Th(‘ same observation apjilies in tlie ease 
of non-offieial eonimittees and commissions. Is it not a fact that so 

irianv commissions and committees arc ajipointcd and afterwards all their 
labours are thrown aw ay ? Look at the constitutional m(juir\ that has 
been going on for the last four or five year.s, with what result? We do 
not know in fact whether any result whate%‘er has been aebieved so far 
These are some of the directions m which economies can bo effi'cted All 
that we can at present do is to ask the Finance Member and other Mem¬ 
bers of the Government to reconsider the position, becaiiise T do not think 
that the Government or the country is yet out of the woods. do not 
^ know what the real financial position is ^Fhe financial diffi¬ 

culty must continue for some time, is bound to continue for 
fiome time, and therefore T ask with all the emphasis that I can com¬ 
mand, whatever may be the result of the voting, if there be vriting, on 
this motion, that the Government will go on steadily with retrenchment 
And economy.

Mr, Axnar Nath Dutt (Hurdwan Division Xon-Muhammadaii Knral): 
It would not have been necebsary for me to rise on this occasion but for 
the observations made ly my Hoiiour.ihle iriend who represents labour. 
He lias said that- the whole "rant should be reiused. Doi's ho mean to 
say that we should no longer have Posts and Teh*;:^‘a])hs in India? We 
appreciate the motive with which my Honourable friend acts on behalf 
of labour. Wo also feci for labourers. jMv Honourable friend must 
reineniher tlie dire eeoncjimc distress to w'hieh the country has been reduced 
at the present moment. When >ou talk of labour, you only talk of highly 
paid labourers whose ineome is. sa\. Es. oOO a year or Es. 1,0(X1 a year. 
Now we know' and m> friend also knows the sort of life that is led by 
the poor agneiiltiirists in the villages. At ])resent the\ have been thorough, 
ly ruined. A family consisting of five or six members can hardly get one 
meal a day and their ineome is not more than Es or 4 per month and 
on this they have to maintain themselves. If we find that the agricul¬ 
turists, who compose more than 80 per cent, of the population, live on this 
small pittance, I do not think, anybody, whether he be a labour leader or 
commercial magnate, can censure the Government for a cut that may be 
made in thi^ wages of their labourers. I know that the champions of 
labour net from disinterested motives, but thov do not belong to the 
labouring class. They are well dnssed and well fed men, and some of 
them get Es. 100 a day for pocket money. 
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Mr. N. H. Joshi: 1 huvc no pocket nione\ for myself. 

Mr, Amar Nath Butt: It is ])ralse\^()rtlly that people getting Jis. 3,000 
should feel for the lot of the man getting Its. 30 or ^iO a month. 1 
appreciate the noble motive, hut I would ask them to look at the condi¬ 
tion of the coimtrx. The agriculturists are ruined. Tin* mt'dic.al practi¬ 
tioners and the la\v\ers have got their incomes rediK'cd by at least 50 
per cent. District court lawyers, who us(‘d to earn ten to twelve thousand 
a \ear do not now earn even four (»r ti\e thousand a year. Teople cannot 
afford to call qualified medical men in their homes, hut tiilo- their children 
in their arms to the disptaisan That is tlu‘ condition in tlu- country 
I hold no hru'f for the Committee, and it will not be proper for mo to do 
so, but 1 trust that in ordi'i* to kt‘ep the department itself living, my 
friend will not oppose- this motion Theri‘ are two :ilternati\es before 
us One is to abolisb llie Vostal Di'partiiic'iit bi'caiise tlie (liuernmenl.

Sir, we all know the enormous (liffienlti(*v at the jm'sont moment of 
getting nn\ job, so T would suggest that uisti'ad of ('hampiomng tlu' cause 
of labour, wdiieli will rcall\ not do them aiiA good. let us he more ri'jison- 
ahle We won’t (isk the Cio\eminent. Sir. to retrench a single individual: 

I am against that prot^ednre; and if there has been an\ retn'nehment of 
men, I strongly op])ose that, boean-.e T do not think that a single individual 
should be retrenched and tlms lx* deprived of Ins liri'ad. Tt is far more 
humane to retrerieli salaries than retreneliing men: In retrenching men 
you make tliem and their families starve wdiile allowing others, the unre- 
tronchod men, to enjoy fat salarii’s Sir, in this connection T mav relate 
a storv. On a journev to Rombin T met one young man drawing a salary 
of Rs. 200. I w'antofl to know his exact view's on the retrenchment opera¬ 
tions. Sir, he almost came dowm on his knees and said, “Pray, do not 
retrench a single individual Look here, 1 am drawing R.s 200 a nnontb 
Do you mean to sav that if you cut out 25 per cent, of my salary and 
thereby saved the axing of some other man. I would mind that so much 
Of course it is fortunate that I have got an appointment on Its. 200 a 
month; but if I am now’ suddenly throwm out in the streets, T might not 
get even Rs. 50 a month or possibly any appointment at all So it is far 
more equitable all round to retreneb salaricR how’soever heavily, rather 
than to ntreneh individuals w’ith dependents*’. So T w’ould ask those of 
my friends who really feel for labour and for their counirvmen to ponder 
over this aspect of the ease ealmly and let us all advise Government not- 
to retrench a single individual but to retreneb men’s salaries. 

Mr, E. P. Sykes (Bombay • European!: Rir, T wras listening with very 
groat interest to Bfibu Amar Nath Dutt’s speech. T am quite sure thatf 
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if I had had an opportunity on Wednesday of moving the motion that 
stood in my name, I should have had his support. I may now read it 
out to him: 

** Failure of the Coveniment to adopt the policy of roco’ir ijmg the rates of pay to 
th# low cost of living.” 

Sir, J must niso express m\ **ratitud(‘ to JkJr. Joslii hjr opposing this 
motion, because it did not appear to me that it was a motion on which 
a disMission of this kind would be germane, but as you have permitted his 
ohservations and those of liabu Arnar Nath Dutt, 1 see no reason why I 
uixself should not contribute* to a discussion of the whole question. This, 
Sir, IS a vers imjiortant question, and it is one. 

Mr, President: The que.stion before the PTouse is that a grant be made 
for the l*os(s and Telegraphs Department, and anvthing arising out of 
that is relevant and nothing els«‘.

Mr. E. P. Sykes: Sir, Mr Joshi s point was that he opposed the 
motion lur a grant to the Posts aud Telegraidis J)epartineut on tiie ground 
that tlie Posts and 'J’eJegraphs j>epartim‘ut had made undue retrench¬ 
ments in the f)av ol then serv.uils. (A/r xV M J^^shi “In the pay ot 
postmen Ph\actl\, I am quite prepared to accept the limitation that 
Air Jo^hi suggests Now, Sir, this matter was eonbidert'd vt^ry early in 
the procei'dings ot the Kidnuichmeut Coinmitte(‘s aud the\ came to certain 
decisions, and the CTOvernmeiit also adopted certain decisions, but the 
curious thing is that in this large volume in whadi arc reporti'd the recom- 
memlalions of the Committees and the Goveniiiient s orders on them, 
there is no reference to the terms ot these rediictioii.s You will find under 
each head a lump sum shown at the end. “Cuts in pay”. Now I take 
it from Mr. Joshi that there is a cut in the pa,v of the lowest-paid man. 
T believe Oovernnicnt accepted the reeommendations of the Committees 
that dealt vMth thi> subject and made a reduction of 3^ per cent, of pay. 
Mr. Joshi considers that that is excessive Now the di‘pr(rtmrnt to which 
iiiv llonourabli' friend refers i.s not the only commercial department con¬ 
cerned, and Mr. Joshi will possihlv be interested in the view's of the 
Ihiilwav Ilc’tnuu'liincnt (Vinunittee (Afr, N M Joshi' “I am not at this 
stage interested in railway men but onlv in the postal men for my present 
purpose.”) That Committee, Sir, said: 

” The next question that arose was wiiethor the cut should he uniform or cracluatcd. 
It can be arpiieil that present eirfunistniiees have nln'nclv Int the hielier )iaul elns-st s harder. 
The inen»nse(l taxation, both diroel (like ineome and super faxes) and indm^ef (like eiiPtoms 
duties), has very eonsiderably reduced not only their net iiienine hut tlie purclmsinp power 
of that ineome ; and the fall in the price of foodstuffs has nffeiteil tlirm hut little ns expen¬ 
diture on food forms a relatively small part of their total cost of livinp. Ncverthidess W’o 
felt that it w’lia reasonable to maintain that the hipher the pav. the more the margin of 
surplus of i noomc* over expenditiire and the le.ss the lmrd.slup inflicted hy a cut. Wo there¬ 
fore camo to the conclusion that the cut should hepin with half an anna in the nipee on 
incomes of Rs. 30 and under and propre«a gradually.” 

Sir, some people might say that they see in those remarks of the 
Retrenchment Sub-Committee a failure in logic. Perhaps some do not. 
But I submit that if there is any failure in logic in their recommenda¬ 
tions, or in the measures taken by Government as a consequence of those 
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recoiniiieiidatious, thoiv is equally a failure in Jogn* lu the i)it)ce.ss 
wliieli. ^^Jlell pi'jces rest; after the war, thoi scales oi wages were eorres- 
pondj^glv iiierea,^ed.

Mr. President: The* C’luur sympathisc's with the* Honourable ^Jeunber 
in the grievance wdiicdi he seems to have, but the Chair should like to ask 
him whether he is .supporting the motion or opposing it If he is doing 
either of the two, then the relevant observatjon.s would he* to state Ids 
reasons wh\ lie is siqiporting the grant or opposing it ? 

Mr. E, P. Sykes: I am cqjposing the grant because the rculuction of 
wage.s referred hy Mr. Joshi is entirely unreasonable and it is >ne that 
the Government themselves, as I have show’^n by instances, are not in the 
lejist anxious to defend. Therefore, T am prepared to eome to Mr .Toshi 8 
assistanee and oppose this grant. 

Mr, Jagan Hath. Aggarwal (Jullundur Division: Non-Muhammndan): 
Sir, I hfwe miicb pleasure in supporting the motion of Mr Joshi. It is 
for various reasons that T am compelled to take this step. It is not in the 
words of Mr. Amar Nath Dutt that I am opposing this grant, but it is 
because this is a department for which I have the highest respect^ among 
the various departments of Government. Sir, our grievances on this score 
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fall under various litaids, and it is time that wo ventilated them on this 
occasion which lias conic ratlicr suddenly. Well, Sir, we may just as 
well r«>cogiiisc Ihc solid fact that the post oHicc is one of those depart¬ 
ments that comes into contact with the life of evorv citiziai, lie he in a 
town or h(‘ he in u villa^^^e.

Mr. Amar Nath Dutt: On a Jiomt td explan.ation, Sir I tell my 

Honourable friend that the salaries of officials in tlie Postal Department 
is riiiK !)1 lakhs when-as the pa> <>f others comes to eight erores and by 
abolishing the w’hole lot \ou do not touch the fringe of the problem, viz., 
the deficit of tw’o erores. 


Mr, Jagan Nath Aggarwal; The explanation supports mv argument. I 
am miieli obliged to my friend for tbe.se figures. Sir. T should like to know 
the justification for not le.aving thcBe postmen aloneT put a charitable 
construction on it, that the reduction of salaries of these people w’ill bring 
a large sum of money and the Finance Department or the Eetronchment 
Committee could not forgo the temptation or the prospect of making a 
huge saving by a cut on salaries under that head Well, Sir, if that is 
so, I am sure some means conild have been found for not encroaching upon 
the paltry salaries of these people. Our tale of grievances, however, does 
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not end here. If the pa^ of the humble ofiieial of the post ollice, who ifc. 
doing Jus duty so well, is going to be eut, liow does the piiblu; get the 
benefit ol this rotrenehinent? Von pay more and ^voii get less. The postal 
rates against the wishes of this House have been eiihaneed to a figure 
winch the\ never reached in the histoiy of tins coimtrs. For the mere 
pleasure of writing a letter to s()iueh(Mly \oii have to pa^\ not half anna 
or an anna, but \ou iiave to j)ay an anna and a von incorn einViit i'notion 
of »S ])ies. And for tin* privilege of writing a post{‘nrd and wJiat man in 
this Jam! has not got to write n postenrd just as a means of salutatl'-n or 
of reniemhraiiee from oik' part of th(‘ countr\ to the other—\on nave got

For the 
l.Mst two years, T have of^ine in contact w^ith the grievances of the Postal 
Department, and I luue no hesitation in sn\ing that their grievances are 
real. As pointed out by my Honourable friend, Mr. Aggarw’al, of all the

has marie an hivjdimi.s distinction in not making s\ifficient provision in the 
case r^f P(js<nl emj)Ir) 3 (*es drawing less than Ps 40 There is a maxim in 
Sanskrif wfiieh I slionhl likr* to repeat in the House and w’hich runs :

Wluai ti’anslnicd ji mtMiis “(rod or luck or fate gciU'rally goes against 
1h(‘ woak Kmplinccs ol the Postal Department, who toil more than 
otlicis and who lake such great [)ains tf» dcdiver \()iir letters in time and 
do all sorts ol things lor yr)u, are not propt^rly treated. It is a matter of 
great ngtvf to me that the wicked hand of retrenchment should fall on 
th(» postal employees Last year when I made a speech on this subject, 
I hi’ouglii it to the notice <il tlie Postal Department that their decision 
would not recei\(‘ tlie appro\al of the public at largo My Honourable 
friend, Mr. Amar Nath Dutt, having been in the Eotrenohment Committee, 
has g(a the tio\(‘rnment vnwv now. and instead of leaving the Government 
.Members t<' defend the polic\ ol retrenchment, is now supporting the 
Govi‘mnit'nt and taking tlie (io\ernnient view*. I quite see that he may 
li.i\e Ins nw n reasons for making some retnmehment proposals, but we 
mnsi also express (nn vu'w, and I should bring to his notice that the 
retrenchment proposals which he has made have not received the public 
appro\.i1 I think it i'< lime that Government should reconsider their 
decision as regards tlie cuts, and they should exempt the low-paid em- 
])lou‘es from tlu' operation of the eut, and the Postal employees should 
be brought info line along with the other departments, and if anything 
more <'annot he d aie at leas! this should he done With these remarks 
I support ilie mf>tian (d Mr Joshi There is no question of any sympathy 
with labou]' and I s^l^ 1 do not support Ins motion on that ground. I 
bold no bri(d for the labour movement, at the same time I hold a brief 
this wa\, that ecpiity should ho so adinsted between all classes of labour 
.lud enipl-'vet's end Government and all other classes so that there will be 
no hardship to any one Sir, I support my friend Mr. Joshi. 

Mr. 0. S. Ranga Iyer: Sir, T am very grateful to my Honourable 
friend Mr. Joshi, w^ho has alw'ays the good of labour at heart, fo" having 
moved ih(» motion with his unfading sympathy for labour, and T am wholly 
in agnu'inerit w ith cvitn word that he uttered on this occasion, and when 
I say it, T do so as an c,r-President of more provincial Postal Conferences 
than one and as an CT-President of more all-Fudia Postal Conferences than 
one. Sir, on previous occasions, if Honourable Members only cared to 
read the report of the proceedings of this House, in those greaf, days of 
Swarajism when the Opposition w’as surging from this side of the House, 
there were more advocates of labour from this side of the House than we 
find to-day.

It is something 
worse than a nightmare. It is a dreadful realiU with w’hich these people 
are faced, men whose bread is taken out of their mouths because some 
piMiple say tJiere should lie retnuichment. T am opposed to retrenchment 
altogether unless >ou retreiieh the Military Hndgei and reduc(‘ the military 
expenditure. T have been patiently, sullenly, silently w’atching this pro¬ 
gress of rctrcMK'hment talk. I carefully kept out of these retrenchment 
committees, for oiiee you agree to retrenchment without the power to re¬ 
gulate retrenchment, you don’t know what will happen because w^o are 
not sitting on those Benches (pointing to IVeasury Benches). That was 
the position of the late, .Mr. C B. Das: that again was the position of the 
late Pandit Motilal Nehru. We have no hnsiness tf) give advice to Govern¬ 
ment which the) are i*ntitled to put into the wasto-jiape.r basket; because 
we are only an Opposition without po\ver We co-operate to rctrencli. 
And what has happened? Hundreds and thousands of poor postal 
employees have lieeri sent into the wilderness T liave got. letters as an 
r.r-President of the Postal Union I have also seen men who come to me. 
A few men came thret* days ago and said, “Can you not approach the 
Government Member-in-charge?” I said “No”. I have follow^ed a regular 
Toliev of non-interforenco in this business. T say the Opposiiion has 
bungled. The Opposition has no imagination. Imagine Sir Hari Singh 
Goiir is the. Leader of the Opposition, a gentleman who was .a member 
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of a cuiiiiiiitt-ec whicii wus boycotted by this country,—^the Central Com- 
inittfc. The very fact Ihul the Opposition Leadership is held by Sir Hari 
Sinpli (lour is an indication ot the fart that ^^Q in this House are com¬ 
mitted to policies and programmes which, knowing as 1 do, cannot cut 
much ic(‘ in the couritin. The v(*ry iuct that wo have on Ihe Independent 
I?enc!u-s Sir Abdur Haiiiiri, whose career was a career of notorious agree¬ 
ment with the policA of repression in Bengal, indicates the dowuifall of the 
('Ipposition That is tlie position of the Opposition to-day, and that is why 
i( has hel])ed (lovernrneiit in creating this programme of retrenchment, 
which is responsible for this state of affairs, because Government cannot 
accept (jur suggestifuis. Once \ou agree to the principle of retrenchment, 
thes will not accept yuir programme of retrenchment. Sir, it is all w’ell 
and g(M)<l for the Opposition to agree to the jirinciple of retrenchment.

And nut ha\nig l)een dul\ obsetwed,—we know Uie (lovernment,—it was 
(ihseiwed in some other direction, namely, sending aw'a\ nu'ii fn>m the 
hottoni, llie t'"or lahonreis. tlit* nnder-dog. for wlioni ]\[r Toshi stood up 
in tills Hons«- Sir. 1 ndust* this snpplv to ilu* Postal Dcquirimcnt because 
1 do 11(^1 belie^e in tlu* ]irinciple of the Indian Posts and Telegraphs Hepart- 
iiuMit working together If onK \ou take some time. Sir. as you did take 
some time in \onr unattached days, to go through the expenditure of tke 
Postal and Telegraphs Departments, and then if Honourable Members 
of this House will care to road the arguments that, been urged by 

me out in the eouiitrx and urgOil by distinguished ‘Members on this side 
on the floor of the TTousi*, it will be crvstal clear that Government have 
always taken shelter liehind the fact that they cannot go further in the 
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direction ot ameliorating tlie condition ot the poata] employees because 
it is a ceiiiniereiid department, and being a conmiercml depui’inient both 
i'osUs and Telegraphs must pa\. 1 can as well sa} that you can join this 
Telegrajih Dejiartnieiit with aii} other department, including the depart¬ 
ment ui ni\ Honourable 1‘riend the Home Member, and then if they say 
that it IS not a pa^^ing proposition because llie Hunitj Department is not 
a productne dejiartineiit but a spending department, the argument <^1

The purpose of the iVistal Depart¬ 
ment and the purpose oi' the Telegraph ]3epartineiit is not exactly the 
8am(‘. The purpose of all di'partinenls in that sense is the same. The 
purpose of the dejiartrnent of jn\ Plonourable friend Sir Laneelot Graham 
is as mucli to keep the King's Go\ernment going as it is the purpose of 
my Honourabh* friend tlie Home Member's departineni Tbe purpose of 
the Finance Department is the same; the purpose of the department of 
Sir Joseph JShore, that is now and that is going to l)e is the same. All 
departments are t.irrt'd with the same brusli Tlieiv no use saying that 
the work of the J’o.stal Departm(‘nt is the same as tlu' woik of the Tele¬ 
graph Department ^I’lie wnrk that is done b\ tla* Postal Di'parlment is 
different from the work that is done b\ the Telegraph Department The 
jiostal emplou•e^ are different trom tlu- tolegniph i-mjiloyt'S.

ment. Whx, then did tliis arise, this differentiation m treatment between 
th(* postal employees and the telegraph oiuploxees'^ W]i\, 1 .isK ’ Why*.' 
Because if only Hoiiourable Members interested in tin* subject will look 
back to ttio old records, the telegrapli emplovees resorted to tbe short cut, 
wherea.s the postal emploxees resorted to tbe constitutional way The 
telegraph emplo\ees went to their owm leaders outside, took tlieir sta^d 
upon, the gospel of self-reliance and self-help and resorted to what tele¬ 
graph employees in other eountries have resortt'd. or to be more correct, 
they were going to resort- to a geniTal strike. They held a pistol as it were 
to the liead of the Member-in-eharge of that Department: you know the 
story of the highway robber in the middle ages who seeing a man wandering 
alone says, “Your life or your purse**; and the poor Member-in-chnrge of 
that department succumbed, painfully, abjectly, timidly succumbed as 
the postal employees grinned at him— ^but in my own opinion nobly, 
courageously, righte^^nisly, for he realised there could not have been this 
threat without actual grievances and wdth the responsibility due to his 
employees he examined their grievances and he found it w'as a just 
grievanc^e that each one of them had got, and having found that, what 
did he do? He inquired, responded and satisfied them. That was an 
admirable move on the part- of the Government in regard to the Telegraph 
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Departiiient. But, tiju jiour postal cuiployeesidid not get the same help, 
aiitl that is what 1 am going tu develop in another half an hour or so before 
me. 


Mr. B. V. Jadhav: They went on strike m Bombay lor about six 
weeks. 

Mr. 0. S. Ranga, Iyer: My Honourable friend, with the inlormation 
for which hi* is always noted in tins House, says that the postal 
eniployi^s went on strike ior about six weeks. 1 quite admit that his m- 
t'orniation is coriect: Imt when 1 was talking ot telegraph employes. J 
was talking ol them as an organised people, the whole lot ot them, not 
one provineial group. In the case of the postal employes as my Honour¬ 
able friend, Mr Jadhav, no doubt knows, there was no uTiaiiiniity there 
could be no unanimity; they are educated in a dittererit way, or 
rather they were educated by thiar Union jieople in a different 
way 'I'lieir Union ]»eopl(‘ advised them to go to the Members 
of the Central legislature It was all well and good to go to the Members 
of the Central Legislature, the Central Legislalure in the past and in the 
present, and as Mr. Joslii has rightly shown to-day, will sympathise with 
them and work tor them in a eonstitution**!! w^ay, but when the others 
look to direct action, llie (iiA’ermiient yielded t(.> them K\en in a eon- 
stitiilionul way i admit wi Jia\e made a tri'iiiendouh impression on the 
(lovernment. For instance, my old friend, Sir Bhupendranath Mitra, 
tinally yielded to tlie pressure winch \vas brought year alter year from this 
side of the House, and be kwiked into the ca^e of tiie postal einpl(»\es; after 
lery careful thinking and a little wavering—w’avering not because he lack¬ 
ed sympathy, hecause he w^as so full of sympathy for them—but because in 
ail these matters, as il was trul\ said, the mu'-ti'r of the piirst* is the 
master of evi*r\tbing. la* had to go to the Finance Member r>r Chancellor 
of the F\ehei|uer and ask him, “'Can I embark on this enterprise?” And 
if the Finance Member w’ould not have agreed, he could not have 
embarked on it He had to persuade the Finance Member, that the 
times were good, much better than they are now ; but we have played 
luto the hands of the* Government by suggesting retrenchment and liaving 
suggested retrenchment, even those good days when the pay of the postal 
emplnvc^s W’as not (Uit have been banished into the limbo of oblivion Can 
yon imagine anything more painful—and I may assure \oii I am expressing 
the feeling of a large number of unemploxed people who have been thrown 
out into the wilderness in the name the uglv name, even though the 
blessed name of retrenchment placed in the hands of the Government by 
an indiscreet Opposition a set of misguided hut very honest and very 
sincere enthusiasts of retrenehment What has happened? Poor postal 
employi^s getting less than 10() rupees a month had their salaries 
retrenched. 

Speaking from this side of the House, I ma\ make my position per¬ 
fectly clear. T will not agree to retrenchment going too low'. Mv friend, 
Sir Cowasji Jehangir, said to the Finance Member with his usual earnest¬ 
ness, “T do not subscribe to your doctrine about sound finance. Tt may 
not be sound finance to borrow, but it is sound poliev to borrow on these 
occasions.” But the Honourable the Finance Member, a careful student 
of finance, thought it was better to take his stand on sound finance even 
though there may have to be retrenchment in the manner in which he 
practised retrenchment. I shall come to the practice of that 
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retrenchment presently, and I shall show you how the practice of 
that retrenchment lias affected the peoi)le Hut before coming 
to the practice of retrenchment, 1 should point f)ut ver\ clearlv 
to the Honourable the Finance Member that by cutting down the salary of 
an employee getting less than 100 rupees a montli, or even less than 50 
rupees a month, he came very very low. Fancy a salary like that being (*ut 
in the name of retrenchment. Honourable Members can imagine the 
difficulty of such a man trying to make both ends meet and of keeping 
body and soul togetlier. It is a tragedy not only in this country but it 
is also a fact which all economists admit, all students of a certain science 
will admit, it is a fact that the poorer the man the larger his family* 
Poverty and procreation seem to advance pan fnisau , m this poor country, 
a country full of poverty striken people, the poorest country in the world, 

I can say without any fear of contradiction that the employees 
whose salary has been cut, whose salary' has been retrenched, are 
men who have large families. If Honourable Members on the Treasury 
Benelies feel, and rightly feel, that they do not want their salaries to be 
cut down because they came under a contract,—and I admit the sanctity 
of contract.—unless they v'oluntarily cut it down, no Member on this side 
of the House says, “Violate the contract",—what thiy say is speed up 
Indianisation, that is our view,—when they hesitat(‘ to e.ul down their 
salaries, though they can very well afford to do it more than the poor 

employees 1 Inive mentioned, very much more indeed inspite of their 

ground that the\ have to maintain one establislmu'iit in this country and 
another establishment in their own,—when they do not want to give up 
wliat they felt thev should give up. how can you expect tlie poor man to 
give u]) what he has been compelled to give iip‘^ Sir. unless the Gov- 
emmeiit assure me that the salanc'^ of ilu* ])ostal I'lnplov('•s, the salar\ 
of the under-dog, v\il1 forthwith be restored. I may tell the Government 
that thev are not (iontribiiting to (ho satisfaction of a large niirnbi'r of 
good and loyal jx'ophs people v\ho day in and da\ out, tlirongh thick and 
thin, have stood by the Government For. Sir. did not the wav(‘ of non- 

co-operation time after tune pass ov'er this land, but it left the bed-rock 

of the postal employees untouched, and mv friend from Bengal Mr. 
Ghuynavi who lias great svrajialhv for the labouring people, and who, 1 
believe, has be('n in touch like inv friend Sir Abdullah Siihrawardv, with 
postal emplovees in Bengal, will bear me out vvben T sa\ that there is a 
real and genuine fec-luig of rliseontent among th«'se iinfoi'tnnate men 
whose salary has been cut down Sir, I ina\ have to face them in future; 

T rna\ have to preside over tlieir conferences (H(‘ar. hoar), and thev will 
ask me what have I done for tlicni Mr Joslii rnav ho a noim'nated 
Member, but he is not nominated in tlie sense in which nomination gem- 
erallv takes place, for just a^- my friend Sir Henrv Gidnev is nominated 
for his eoinmiinitv whom he has been vigoronslv r(‘pr(‘sc.nling on the floor 
of this TToiisp, sometimes to the embarrassment of the Opposition, even so 
Mr Josbi has been vigorousK' representing and exercising his vote vigfT- 
rouslv and independently, hccansc he is acting as elected Member for labour 
and if there w'as to be an election tomorrow, and if labour w’erc' to have a 
constituency, Mr Joshi will be elected unopposed, and if he were 
opposed .... 

Kr. K Ahmed: It is rather outside the subject-matter under discus-* 
bion. 
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Mr. 0. 5. Banga lyer: I will show that it is not entirely outoide the 
subject in u minute i£ you will allow mo to complete the sentenpe. And 
if Mr. Jo&hi wore lo oe opposed, it will be clear to his opponent that wnen 
,the results are announced he would have lost his security. Therefore^ 
Sir, such being the position of Mr. Joshi,—1 say with all respect to the 
Jiouourable gentlemen w'ho expressed a disagreement with him on thid’ 
side of the House,—am not ashamed of supporting labour, nobody on this 
side of the House, even those who do not see eye to eye with Mr. Joshi, is 
opposed to the real and legitimate grievances of labour. 

Now, then. Sir, let me come to the other aspect of the question, name* 
ly the practice of retrenchment. 1 was up to now talking pn the cutting 
down of salaries and pointing out that the salary was improperly cut, that 
it has been unreasonably cut and that it should be immediately restored. 
But now I am coming to the question of the practice of retrenchment, 1 
said men have been scut uwu}. But half a loaf is bettei than no loaf, and 
that is where the Finance Member stands on solid ground, because he 
says he had to cut down pay because he wanted to reduce the number of 
men who would be sent away. While not disputing that fact, 1 should 
have liked the retrenchment in some other form, in some other depart* 
inent like the Military Department That has not taken place. I have 
behind me years of rhetoric, years of reasoning that the Military Depart¬ 
ment is a white elephant, and it puts its elephant foot on every other 
department. Why indeed, I ask, should the Military Department not be " 
cut down to meet the necessities of the Postal Department? Why, 
indeed, I ask, should not the salaries of those who have been asked to 
accept a lower wage be restored to their old level and the military depart¬ 
ment be cut dowu to meet that restoration? 1 again ask, should those 
men have been sent awa\, because by sending them away, you have 
deprived them of a means of livelihood? Sir, I want you to imagine, I 
want to pass through tho crucible of your imagination, the great 
trouble. 

Mr. K, Ahmed: 1 want to support you; give me a chance to speak. 

Mr. 0. S. Banga Iyer: Imagine tho great trouble which discharged " 
employ CCS are undergoing. By sending iheiu away, Government do not 
seem to realise that they have sown, discoutcut in the hearts of good 
and loyal people. By bcnding them away Government do not seem to 
realise that they have caused a genuine grievance for people who shouldy^ 
not have been hurt. The Government ought to have maintained at any 
cost, even by borrowing, those people who have been sent into the wilder¬ 
ness. I am sorry. Sir, I have taken so much time, and I beg your and.,, 
the Honourable Members’ pardon, and 1 thank you and them for list6i% 
ing with such kindness. But I had a responsibility to my people, to the 
labouring classes, and as I realised that there was not sufficient support foS 
my friend Mr. Joshi which the occasion required, especially when he raised 
the opposition to the whole cut, I thought my friend Sir Abdur Bahini,: 
should not have the opportunity in the future to describe any Member 
of this House except himself as frivolous, though the climax of frivolity 
has been to ask for the extension of the publication and the period of 
Betrenchment Committee’s Beports. 

Mr, President: The House will now stand adjourned till 11 o’clock, 
tomorrow.

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Mr. President: Mr. Josh! has moved no out motion. 


Diwan Bahadur Harbilas Sarda: Ho wanted to opposi* the motion 
moved by the Honourable the Finance jVlembt*r, and 1 want to support 
him in what he said. 

Sir, 1 too have been oonneeled with the Postal Conferences of ni} pro¬ 
vince, and 1 have some acquaintance with tlu‘ grievances of the statl. 
J believe that the lower paid staff of the Postal Department is handi¬ 
capped in many wa\s. and 1 do not want to do anything further to make 
their position worse. Ketrenchment, so far as it does not affect or impair 
the ellieiency ot an} .service, is not only good but necessary, but if it in 
any way affects the members of a particular service m a most injurious 
wa\. then it is time to er\ a halt, and 1 think the wa\ m \^hich the 
(Toveriiiiient havi* dealt with <orne of tht‘ retrenchment projiosals deservi'S 
condemnation. 1 do not want that masses of men, or even groups of men, 
or a number of men should be thrown out of emploMnent at this time 
wlien things are ver} bad. 1 therefore think that an\ urinect*ssar\ n'treiicli- 
menl in the sliape of dismissal or discharge^ of mnnbiTs of people should 
ta discouraged and should not be taken in liand 

Sir, I would ask }our jxuniission t«» su} something about the v\'ork of 
the Kein'iiehnienl Coinnuttees I ha\c been, and 1 am a mtunber of tln» 
(leneral Purposes Sub-Committee, and certain remarks were niaih' \ester- 
day, and before that, to the disparagement nf the \^ork of tiu' Coinmittec 
and the uieinhcrs of that (Vaniniftee Consequent)v, a sort of personal 
explanation, as 1 have been eonnected with it, T wmb to sa} a few words 
The House will remember \erv w’ell tluit last \ear in Mareh, when the 
Honourable the Firianee Memlier presented his J^ndget and the Finance 
Bill and proposed fresh taxation, from everv part of the House, iroin I'Vtuw 
eorner the cr\ went forth tliat fr(‘sh taxation should not be lcvi(‘d but that 
more retrenchment sluaild be efft‘eted and thus money should be found to 
balance the Budget The Honourable the Finanee Member said that be 
had retrenched as much as In* could, and that if the Members thought 
that there had not hecjii suffieient retrenchment, he WDiihl invite Members 
to investigate the matter and to see things for themselves thus to find out 
that (lovemment had done all that w’as possible. In a spirit of franknc.ss 
and sincerity of purpose, which do him credit, he offered to appoint a 
committee to go into the matter, and Members on this side, the Loaders 
of Parties and others, accepted that offer in the spirit that they would 
thereby ho able to do public service and servo the cause, of their eountr}. 
They offered their services to effect further retrenchment so that Ihorc 
might be no occasion for further taxation later on.

I confess to having felt coiisiderahlc surprise vesierdav when Mr. Joshi 
raised his olqectioii to flu* entire grant for the l^^sts and Telegraphs Depart- 
iiieiit on tlie ground of cuts impost‘d upon the low'er paid employees of 
tin* Posts and Ti'legraphs Department 1 understood from what had pre- 
viouslv fallen from the Chair that it was generally agn'ed by the whole 
House that Pridiiv and Saturday were to he wholly and entirely reserved 
fon* tlie discussion of cuts and motions to seciin* retrenchment. T do not 
now propose to taki* any ohjeetion to thi' course which Mr Joshi thought 
fit to adopt yesterdav.

trenchnu'nt Snb-Comnnttees. and on the (dher to la* thr(‘atened with the 
loss of cT'ores of rupees h»‘(*ause we are acet*pting the reeonnnendalinns o" 
the Commit tee. 

Now, Sir, r tui-n to in\ HoiiourahU* friend Mr. S>kes. Well, Sir, 1 
confess to a f(‘('ling of nttiT la'Wildernieni when in\ Ilonnurahlo friend 
was speaking.

I come now' to Mr. Jagan Nath Aggarwal 1 !lh^a^^ lisu-n to him with 
great and close attention whenever he has anything to sa,\. hut 1 confess 
that I was unable to follow the line ot argument winch he adoided yester¬ 
day. What he said was that he objected enlir(‘l\ to cuts on the lower 
paid employees of the department, though he admitted that this might 
result in very substantial saving. On the other liand e(|uall\ strongly he 
objected to the recent inc-reases in ]>ostal rati*s, wliieh 1 am glad to inform 
this House, have resulted in a much needed increase in our revenue so far. 
Now, Sir, if on the one hand you are not prepaied to take measures to 
increase your income and on the other hand you are not prepan-d to tain* 
measures to diminish your expenditun*, then you arc heading straight for 
bankruptcy, and if a bankrupt institution is not to he run by the general 
tax-payers, then the only alternative is that it should sliiil down and that 
in fact, Sir, is, T understand, what Mr, Aggarw’sil w'as jin'pnrcd to accept 
since he said that he supported Mr. Joshi’s mol ion, f^ir, it is inipnssihlt- 
for me seriously to deal with a position of this sort 

T come finally, Sir, to Mr Banga Tver Tn the flood of rhidoric wdiich 
he poured upen the head of this devoted House during the last hour of 
a tiring day I did try to see if T could fdutch at some straiv to save myself 
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1 think 1 succeeded, because there was one sentence in his speech which 
seemed to me to require both criticism and explanation and that sentence 
was that hundreds and thousands of pwr postal employees have been either 
retrenched or sent into the wilderness. Now, Sir, 1 have asked my self 
whether that statement is a correct reirresentation of lacts or whether it is 
a gross exaggeration. 1 challenge my Honourable friend to give me even 
the roughest Chtimate ol the thousands of postal employees who, according 
to him, have been sent into the wilderness. 

Mr. C. S. Ranga Iyer (Jtohilkimd and Kumaon Divisions: Non-Muharn- 
madan Jiiiralj. !Su*, 1 clearly stated that thousands of employees have 
been .stall away under ntrerifhment and the J\)stal JJepartment has not 
been an exception to the rule. 1 also stated that their salaries have been 
cut which the Honourable Member is trying to elude. 

The Honourable Sir Joaeph Shore: Well, Sir, si'omg that I myself have 
referred to the cuts in salaries, I cannot understand bow 1 can possibly 
be eluding that ])oinl. UfAvever, the only conijiikd figures which iny Inend 
Mr llaiiga l\er would have had hefure him are those on page (> of the 
"stateineui ui rc'^iijls ol the retreiichiiuait operation‘s alrcadv circulated to 
Honourahh' Memliers. where it is noted that in the Posts and Telegraphs 
I)('partin(‘nt .’>1 otiicer'-, and .‘hi.*! ministerial and other staff, of whom.

Tf the Central FiXehequer IS to meet t he growing deficit in theadministration 
of the Frontier Province, it is unqiir'stiormblv entitleij to have a voice in the administra¬ 
tion.”

Mr. President: Order, order. 
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Mr. Muhammad 7amin Khan: 1 do not want to go more deeply into 
:thal tioritn>vcrs^ at this time. Even if this bi‘ a question of subvention, 
if my honourable friends like to say, “Oh. we are af(roed to give this sub¬ 
vention, but. we want t<» assort the rights of the House”, that point could 
be nnsed viihseqiit‘rjtl\ at some other time and not at this time and at this 
stage. 

On <ln‘ na iits ut the questuai. 1 would say that whatever may be the 
frmjtion of different provinces, I have no grievance if the (rovernment 
eo»ne and show that i ease is made out ver\ clearlx in favour of granting 
a subvention for an\ oth(‘r pmviner we will not hinder that or dispute 
their right to get niune\ But, I must sa\ that the North-West Fron¬ 
tier Province stands a]>art Ironi eveiw other prr>vin(}e in this matter: and 
that point is lhat it is the pnAince which bears the whole burden of 
defence from attack outside and it is the guardian of India; that pro¬ 
vince has been treated as the guardian of India. Even when the refonns 
were given in the past that province was not given an\ reforms because 
!t was tluaighl that their circum.staiices differed from the rest of India, 
.md while llu‘\ hear tlie wliole burden, tlu‘\ eannot produce so much inonev 
as to meet those ex'ia-nses which are n(‘cessar\ in vi(‘W of the defence of 
India which is u(»t tlie concern of one province hut of entire India. If 
any money is required over and above that expenditure for the purpose of 
firoteeting the rest of Indi.i I think the rest of India will be lustified in 
giving a suhveiitioii to the Frontier Province and the* FrontiiT Province 
will be i)erfeetl\ justified in demanding from the other provinces some 
mone\ tor .1 concern which is not their own but of others also That is 
the position 1 do not think it will serve anv useful pln^)ose to the 
1*011111 r\ 01 of tlajse wh(' have tlie interest of the eountrv at heart to dis¬ 
cuss this (pii'stion at this eleventh hour in this shape* if they do so' they 
will he doing the greatest disseiviee if they indulge in this controversy. 
.\I\ advieo on this point is that it will be imieh better in the interests of 
the .Xssemblv and ot the eounirv that this question he not drugged up 
now . but I -will not he avt‘rse to this question being discussed thoroughly 
Ilf a later time at a later stage in some other w'ay.

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the question of the subvention. His main case seemed to be that a ques¬ 
tion Jike this should be brought fon\'ard b> Government in the form of a 
I^esoJution, and in support of his proposition he tjuoted the opinion of Sir 
Siyaswumi Ai,\cr, but so far as 1 could follow him, 1 do not think that 
opinion bears upon this question at all. I'hc o])iiiion of Sir Sivaswaini 
Ai.>er was to the effect that no j>rovmee can ask for autouoin\ or should 
he granted autonoin> unless it is tmanciall,\ self-contained. ' 'Fhat is a 
proposition of a wide cliuraeter, to whieh 1 am not prepared to givii ms 
assent, and 1 am quite sure on a little eonsideration thi‘ House will agree 
that it is too wide Ji propositiou. We are sure in the near future to have 
a federal s\steni ol Government which will include J^ritish India, and 1 
hope British India alone, and in that case it will be the diitv ol tht; 
Federal Go\eminent to see that each province is tiiiaiiciulJs self-contained, 
hor that purpose jl shoulil be pOb.siblc for the Government at tlu* centre, 
wliich controls the fmaiices of entire India, to sei* il there is an\ iletieienc\ 
in an\ ])rovinee, and tlu'n to make up that di'lieieriex. I do not think 
that is a propositiou which can be disputed. In the abstract it niav be 
said that,—“If \ou want to lie autonomous. \ou must be self-contained”. 
But in the eireumstanees ot India, even m\ friend Mr Das must admit 

that it IS not a practical pnqiosition For instance, Mr B Das himselt 

W'ants that there should he a subvention granted to his }>ro\inee if that 
province is st‘parated irom Bihar. I .un jtrlietl'. sun- that tin* House 
will agree w ith me that if a proper case is miidt‘ out for Orissa, then* w'ill 
he no diftieiilt\ in granting a .suitable .subvention lor that }>rn\ine.' I do 
not wish to discuss on tlu' present motion tlu‘ iia'nts ot the ease (d Xorth- 
\yest Frontier Province, hut the tact must he borne in mind tliat cm i* 
sini'c the N'orth-West Frontier Province was separated from tlie Thin)ab 
.md was made* a separate jirovinee, the Govi'rnim'nt of IndiaX finances 
had to hear eoiisiderahlc burdens, as ;i matter of tact, the :iirif)iint that 
has been granted is ver^ much less than what the Go\ernmeut of India 
have been granting evt'r since the separation The Haig Siitqeets Corn- 
inittee w’ont into the (jiiestion and propose<l a larger grant, and 1 am nrd 
at all satisfied that the ])rovinee w’ill be aide to eaTT\ on ])rr>perK w'itbm 
the limits of the grant of one crore proposed by the Government T believe 
the Riilijeets Committee proposed a grant at present of one (Tore and 40 
lakhs, to he increased aftcrward.s as necessities rnn\ arise 

Now% as regards whether the question should be brought up bv Gov¬ 
ernment in the shape of a Be.solution, I wish that my friend Mr. B. Das 
had been able to cite some authority T must admit T havt' not had the 
time to study the question myself, and if that is the proper procedure. 

T am sure the Government .should have adopted it or ought to do it. But 
this mu(jh must be admitted by those who have been in negotiations with 
the Leader of tlie House as regards the arrangement of business with 
respect to the Budget and also wdth regard to other matters, that he wuis 
anxious throughout to give full opportunity to the House to disciiss this 
important question. 

Mr. B. Das: That establishes my case. 

Bir Abdnr Bahlzn; Mr. B. Has also knows, at anv rate, some Members 
of his party know, that we of the Independent Pnrtv raised no objection 
to that course, and we were in fact wnlling to help him ...

1 am ikm at jireseiit jirepared to offer 
any opinion We all recognise* that the Leader ol tlie House was anxious 
tlinaiglioiit to give a ehaiiee to the House to discuss this question pro¬ 
perly 

Hr. Amar Nath Dutt: Sir, thirty years ago 1 remember an Indian 
politician living m London wrote tc» a great Indian here staling that w’e 
have fallen upon ^iich evil times that (’harnberlain is our genius in politics 
and Biidy.inl Kipling is our poet To-ciay I .mi naninded of the saying 
of flint great man Iiere, because I see that we have fallen on .such evil 
tmu‘s within the fiast two years that, vve talk of party agreements and 
party polities oiilv forgetting the higher and nobler policy of those vvhcj 
precede*! ns in this Hoiis<*. Sir. here every <»ne of ns. defying the mandate 
of the greatest political institution in Tndiii has crime in, on his ow'n 
ticket W'e know onr worth: wt* know that we do not owe allegiance to 
anV body s.nvc and except probably to ourselves That being so, I doubt 
whetber it v^as verv wise for such a heterogenous mass to come to any 
understanding. 

Hr President: The Honourable Member should remember that the 
House is discussing the question of a grant to the Voivign and Political 
Department. 

Hr. Amar Nath Dutt: Yes, Sir I oppose' this grant, and when T oppose 
this grant, T must criticise the statement of mv Honourable friend Mr. 
Y'amin Khan the Leader of a groat party in this House.—a Leader who 
has w'on his laurels both from the Government and probably from the 
members of a certain community Be that as it niav. he said that the 
North-West Frontier Provinee should have a subvention, bv which I 
understand a money aid from other provinces Tf that be so. his reasons 
do not seem to he perfectlv clear to me The reason given is that thev 
are the guardians of the whole of India. In what sense are the\ the 
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j^uardiaiis of the whole of India? {Mr. Muhammad Yamin Khan : “They 
protec'l 1 fail to iinderslaiid, pfrliaps save and except that it 

has several passes through which the people residing there allow other 
people to come to the sacred land of Aryavarta and reduce us to the con¬ 
dition in w’liieh w'e arc at the prt'seiit iiioineiit. Instead of calling that 
province the guardian province* of tins gre.it continent, 1 say that it is a 
danger /one, a mcaiace to Indian ireedoin and liberty, and it wen* far 
better if that proMiici* was wiped off troin the map of Jndia, at least from 
the map of Ih-itisli India. (Dr. Ziituddni Ahmad “And made* inde¬ 
pendent" ) [Mr Muhammad Ynmhi Khan • “.\nd annexed to Jh-ngal" ) 
And annex(‘d to T5(*nga] for cultural needs, because no other province needs 
moral and intellectual culture more than this province* 1 claim some 
experience of tin* North-West Frontier IVtw inct* I lived there in my 
childhood, and I havi* seen it in later times also, .and 1 know the p(*oplc of 
that province too well. (At this stage tlu're were sc'vend interruptions.) 

Mr. PresidBnt: Order, order. 

Mr. Amar Nath. Dutt: If we are to pa^^ Its. 146 lakhs lor this province, 
wh^ don't \ou pay the same amount lor the province of Assam lor its 
development? It is all vtry well to take it Irom the i)ockets ol Hengal.

Dr, Ziauddin Ahmad (L’mted Fro\inces Southern Divisions. Muham¬ 
madan Kural): The last speaker has raised an issue which I am sure the 
people of the North-West Frontier Ihminci* would accept with the greatest 
pleiisurc. He sa.\s tluit tliat province should he wiped off from the map 
of India; it means that if should lx* made independi'iit. If a proposal of 
that k’nd w’ero made, it would receive the heartiest support of the people 
of that province, hut 1 doubt very irinch whi*lhcr my Honourable friend’s 
constituoTicv w'ould return him again. On this issue It*! us eonsitler 
the question of the subvention from another point of view. Mv frit'Tid 
has taken it for granted that w'o are starting a new provmei and liaxing 
r. subvention for its extra expenditure If iin Honounihlt* friend has read 
the book supplied to us, in wdiieh a detailed statement tif flu* \arious 
expenditure is given, he w'ill find that we are spending on that province 
already a sum of over one crore of rupees It is not a new expenditure. 

It is an expenditure w'hieh we have all along been ineiirring, and the only 
thing for which the Finance Department is responsible is that they have 
arranged the figures in a different, wav; it is onlv a question of hook 
keeping: it is only really a question of re-arr.angement of budget figures. 
Therefore, my Honourable friend may raise the issue of the subvention 
when the eonstitutional question of India is before the House, but on 
this particular question, when all that is done is that all the money that 
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wo ari' liJ ready spending and for which we have been voting grant under 
different Demands is put together under one head,—it is really not new 
expenditure, it is really not a new policy; it is not really a new expendi¬ 
ture. Therefore, all this question ol a subvention at tht; present moment 
k) mv mind fs out of consideration. 

Bhai Parma Hand (Ambala Division: Xon-Muluirriniadan; • It was all 
^iNen 1o 1*li<* N^orth-Wo'if Frontier l*rovinee when it was under the control 
ol tlu' Central Govi'rninent, imder this Assembly, hut it is now a separate 
province altogether. 

Di. Ziauddin Ahmad: As regards the voting ol the Asbembly, whatever 
'iihvention we can give, wi* cannot give without the vote ol this Assembly. 
The only question is how that vote Is to be given. At present, w^e are 
gi\ing the votes und(T six or more different items,—under the head 
Foreign and Politieal’*, under the head “Irrigation", under the head 
“Foresi", und(*r the head of ‘'Kclucation” and the various other heads. 
Iri.stc'.'ifl of giving the v^r^tes under various heads, we an* onl\ required 
to gi\f ilie vot(‘ under one head, and I do not see aii\ fundamental point 
<of diffennee. I’o my mind all the discussion about the constitutional 
issue in connection with this matter is out of order; it does not arise. 
What we are doing now* js that we arc incurring th(‘ expenditure under 
orif- in ail, the North-West PVontjtT Province In fact, T raised this ques¬ 
tion lun \e.^r^ ago that we do not know wh.it tlu* exyicnditwrc on the 
North-West PVonlier Province really is and w’c ought to be grateful to the 
Honourable tlie Financi* Member that he has put all these Demands 
together under one particular item, and to my mind this is not a new 
expenditure and it does not raise any qiu‘stion of polic\. 

Sir Evelyn Howell (Foreign SecTetar\) 1 trust you will not regard 
me as imjiert incut if I begin my remark.^ by pointing out, as you, Mr. 
Presidi-nl li.iM ju*-! reminded tlu- Houm* that llie qiieNlJon betore tlieui 
j'' one relating to the Foreign and IV)litical Department, w*hereas the 
actual subvention eonies under ji lower head, No. 78. North-West Frontier 
PriiNiiici', and if (lovorniia iit li.id aox desiit- to siitli- discus'-ion on the 
subject, if might perhaps have been possible for me to raise a point of 
order whether this discussion was m.order under head No. 31. That I 
did not do so T think has proved that, as the Leader of the House has 
planted out. Government took a great deal of trouble to give the House 
everv opyiortunit_\ to diseuss this question, a questinu of the greatest 
importance and magnitude, and if the House did not avail itself cf th.at 
opportunity, the Government is not to blame. 

Mv Honourable friend Mr B. Das has not to-day actually raised the 
point of constitutional procedure or legality, but a few^ days ago, speaking 
in this House, he said:

Sir, the actual facta with regard to the legality of the acHon taken by the 
rtoverntnent, which Mr Das then impugned, arc that under fho Govern¬ 
ment of India Act, section 45A, the Governor General in Council can 
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make rules classifying subjects, and it is perfectly true that, when he 
has done so, he cannot, without making fresh devolution rules, direct the 
paynient of provincial charges from central revenues but under the sami' 
section you tind that the Governor General have plenary power to allocate 
n‘\cniie.‘^ or otluT numies to the Provincial Govomnumts, and there is no 
illegality whatever in the action which has been taken with regard to this 
subvention for th(‘ North-West Frontier Province. 

Again as niy friend Dr. Ziauddiu has just reminded the House, the 
amount oi this subvi'iiiioii is not new expenditure Central revenues 
have been bearing ail tlie.se cdiarges and in jiomt ul fact a great deal more 
The amount of the sub\entioii is rupet‘s one erore a year, but the amount 
recommended by the Haig Connnittee wa.s. 1 believe, lis. 1,17 lakhs, and 
the actuals of the (last ti‘w years have been considerably in excess of tiiat 
hgnre. 'J’here is therefore nothing new about it. It is only to be dom* 
for three years or nnfiJ such time as the new eonstitutioii t'Oine.s int(« 
force. 

Sir Hari Singh Oour: Ha\ I interrupt the Ifonourjible Member*' I 
think the Honourable the Finaiiee Member might be able to ni?ike 
correct statement T)o 1 nn<lersiand it anglil tliat the siil)\fntif'p 
cxc(‘eds b\ 21 lakhs of rupees, the amoiiiil that nas given in previon^ 
years. I spiak snbjt*ct to eoiTection, but I hope that the Honoiirabb 
the Finance Member will be prejiared to make a statement in view of 
the fac*t that Dr Ziaucldin assumed that, the amount of tlie subvention 
is exactlv the amount that is now given 

The Honourable Sir George Schuster: May 1 reply to that point ' The 
position is this Idle figures tliat m\ Honourablt* friend the Foreiirn Sec¬ 
retary has given are perfectly correct, hut as I ixplained to the Housi'. 
vve were faced with this jjosition that we had to try to introduce into the 
expenditure of the North-West Frontier Proviiiee a measure of ndreneh 
nient whieli corresponded with th.it which has been uiubTt.iken l>v tin 
Central Government in their centrally administered areas and by the Pro¬ 
vincial Governments on the Im^is ni that reduced expenditure, that is to 
say, allowing for all tlie ndremdinients which we thought the* North-We'st 
Frontier Province ought to introduce The net amount wliich they would 
have got from the Central Government would have been 97} lakhs, but 
that 97} lakhs was arrived at after verv substantial reductions in the r.ale 
of exponditiire for the current year. Wc got to that figure of 97} lakh^ 
and then in order to give them some margin with w'hich to undertake the 
additional expenditure, part of which w^as inevitable when the firovinee 
was starting, wo fixed the amount at the round sum ef 100 lakhs 
Therefore yon can say the position is this, that if the North-West Fron¬ 
tier Province bad remained in exactly the same position as it is now^ the 
Central Government would have been expending a net amount of 97! 
lakhs on the province. Under the new arrangements, the Central Gov- 
ernmi'nt will be expending 100 lakhs on the province next year 

Sir .Evelyn Howell: T am . grateful to the Honourable ATember for 
eorrccting me if T was in error and for giving an authoritative stidemou* 
on the subject. 
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1 was oil the point of saying that I do not think there is any general 
disposition in any quarter of the House to question the necessity for doing 
something in the nature of that which has been done. Clearly, Sir, the 
North-West Frontier Province could not be deprived of its heritage for 
very much longer. We have heard from all sides the necessity for treat¬ 
ing that province in matters of controlling its own dcstin\, matters of 
reforms m fact, (exactly on the same footing as the other provinces. It 
it is a part of Briti.sh India, it clearly has a right to do so, and it has 
been found in the light of past (‘Xperience quite impossible lor it to do so 
sole]\ from its own rc.sources. The Haig Committee w(‘nt ver\ carefully 
into tills point and vou will see that its eonelu‘iions were that the province 
could nf)t bo i \pectc<l to lx* self-supporting for various reasons—because 
of its sizc'-it K such a small unit of admini.stration compared with the 
otluT provinces,—because of its situation, right u)) on the Frontier wlicre 
bevorid a certain line vou get into tribal territorv, where there is no 
taxation and no law and no order, and al.sf> because of its great intrinsic 
ini])nrtanec, 1 j\ which almost everv question that arises in that {irovincie 
has a kn.iek ot developing with extraordinary rapidity into an all-India 
question, in which all part's of the House art* vitallv interested. I do not 
think that there is an\ general desire on the fi.irt of the House to know 
exaetly how* this crore i*- tc lx* *illoc.'fcd when the province ha.s got it. hut I 
have no dnuht that llu* Honourable the Finance Member W'ill be able to 
answer that point better than I ean I therefore sav nothing more than 
i-implv ask the House “What else could Oovcrnnient h.ive done, tlian that 
which thov have done?’*.

What I am trying to .suggest is this. .\li-Tndia has gront interest in the Frontier

Prov’inco Bill. It is doing it now . It will hav'o to do it under whatevor regime it is set up.” 

Now', Sir, the Oovemment of Indiii are not only ( Utting down the expen¬ 
diture of these nafion-htiilding departments but they are doing ‘-omothing 
more. As the result of tin ir nial-adiiiinistration all these vear-; they’ are 
leaving to the reformed Frontier Province a legacy of 10,000 Drdin.ani^e 
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prisoners. These prisoners will have to be led and clothed out of the 
attenuated resources of the Frontier Province. 'J'he Frontier under the 
reforms will be finaneially in a very much worse position than il \\as lu 
pre-refonn days. The inadequac\ of funds will hinder tlie development 
of the Pruviuee. And like the maf^ician who produces rabbits out of empt\ 
hats, the Mnnstia* will lx* expected to produce ])ro^ress and prosperity out 
ot the I'Uiplx exchetjuer. Jit' IkuukI t<i fail and the result will be that 
people will come lorward and sav that the rei’orms in the Frontier have 
been a f.ulure.

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Sir, 1 am speaking about the (joveriimont’s attitude. His Excellency 
did not speak a word about Orissa, and tlie Foreign and Political Depart¬ 
ment lijive not treated the ease of Orissa witli as much uttcntum as they 
should have done. 1 Ihink wlien iiiy turn comes. I shall speak about that 
also; but 1 say tJiev laive no! paid as much attention to the middle Fjastom 
frontier, though the\ havi* paid a great deal oi atti'iition to the North- 
Wc.st Frontier. T think the middle Eastern frontier deservt's more atten¬ 
tion from other parts of India and other parts c)f India must remember 
that my province has done more tlian tlu‘ North-West Frontier has c\(T 
done.

Tn the Xow Central Jail, Multan, there are a large number of ordinary prifioners 
suffering from tubor< iilosis. This is a great danger lo A and B class political pri'.oners 
and State prisoners who are in lhat jail and 'who are putting up in the n*Mgiibouring 
barrai'ka. The political prisoners, it is reported, have made u request that prisoners 
Buffering from the above disease should be transferred fr{»m that jail. 

Besides the Multan Mu!iicipalit\ considers the presenre of such a large nunil er of 
such patients ho ru-ar the city as a danger to the publif healtli of the town. esjieciall.\ in 
view’ of the fact that the ileath rate from this <li.sease in Multan is alreadj ulsirning. At a 
meeting hel<l on the 29t]i Fehruury, it passed a resolution asking the Punjab tloNeinirent 
to kindly see that tiiben iilosis pat amts are removed from tins jail.

K;»t a bit of it In tins 
connection T shall read out a few lines from the report that was published 
in the TAhertij of Calcutta on the 8th OcIoIxt lO.*!! regarding the treatnKuit 
of the Police towards three schools in the district of Chittagong This is 
the report submitted h\ the Secretary. Saroatali H. E School, to the 
Chief Secrefarx to the Governm(‘nt of Bengal: 

“ At 10-30 A.M., on the Slst day of Aupint, 1031, a large posse of Gurkhas led by two 
European officers entered the school premises and heat morrilessly right and left all the 
students of classes III to X, after barricading the compound, even the staff Members 
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having their due share of the bayonet and baton wounds. The boys fled from 
room to room in panic and then from inside to outside and then again, from out to in, 
still under pressure of constant beating, till finally most of them were kicked out and back 
again kicked in. In this confusion, we were only silent onlookers. When the boys ran 
into Headmaster's room terror-stri(;ken, he could scarcely afford any protection to any. 
A great majority of them had had their clothes taken off, their shorts torn to pieces, some 
in the melee running liither and thither stark-naked, their books and umbrellas and every¬ 
thing else left behind. The school house is now deserted by the boys and perhaps we 
won’t be able to run the school for some days. Some deadly hurt on the head were 
profusely bleeding, drops of blood yet staining the floors of the school house. 

ft IS u pity that this iridiscriininate beating went on in spite of our producing three 
boys on demand by the officers. All the books were then scattered away, shutters, glass 
panes and many furniture, wen* badly damaged.” 

N(i\\, with regunl to another bchool, liahatuli School, a similar report 
co^•^ on 1 shall tjuotc oiil\ a few sentences from it . 

” The military officers tiien went to the classes X, IX, and VIll and asked the Assis¬ 
tant Ueadruastor to explain to the classes that they had c ome, under the orders of the 
(Government, to punish the bo>K for taking part in the Kani Krishna-day demonstration. 
These being explained to the boys, the military' then entercnl tlie class-rooms and flogged 
ail the Hindu boys indiscriminately. Some of the boy.-* were bleeding profusely and two 
or three boys fell senseless on the floor.” 

Sir, in tiicir lnirr\ aurl e\citeinc*ni thc\ lost all sense of ileeencw and 
iCMson.ihlrness, liccaursc the report goes on to sav 

"They also struck some Muhammadan boys on the heads along with them. The 
Assistant Heiuhnaster thou sent for the doctor and arranged for first aid to the injured 
after which scn’oral gentlemen ol the locality and members of the Managing Committee, 
oarne and witnessed the horrible sight."

In those volumes I find tliere are onlv a fiwv lines, 
about thrr'e linos, devoted to tin* situation tbal was oldaining in the 
Presidency of Madras which in the opinion of the Gnvcrnmenf jiisfified 
the promulgation of these Ordinances I make no apology to the Ilnusc 
for reading those three lines jyj rrirnso heenust it is so short and distress- 
inglv sw’eet These are the netunl w’ords* 

“The Madras Government report that while CongreHS have worked eonirary to th© 
spirit of Delhi setilement. 1 hey have, generally speaking refrained from breaking the letter. 
In particular, they have not been so far osten^iblv responsible for any niral agitation 
since the settlement, but indivaiiial (’ongross hotheads have spoken guanledly of n no-tax 
campaign in connection with the resettlement operations in progress in Kistna and 
Godavaries.” 

This is all the justifiention of the Government for ]>romu]gating these 
extraordinary measures in the Presidency of Mradrns. The Congress people 
have not gone into the rural parts; there was absolutclv no Congress 
movement in rural parts; they have kept the letter of the Pact; hut the Gov¬ 
ernment say that some people have taken it into their heads to spread 
t\ sort of no-tax campaign in the Godavari nnd Kistna Deltas. T may 
^jxplain in a few w’ords w^hat that sort of campaign is. During these days 
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of economic depression the Government of Madras enhanced the water 
rates in those deltaic areas by three or four times. Naturally the ryots 
and others affected by this enhancement made representations to the 
Government not to levy those abnormal taxes at this time, and some 
leaders also took up the cause of the rvots and they were holding meetings 
hei^e and tlicre and sending representations Government. That is all 
tliat was taking filace, (ro\erimumt. simply gave the name c;f iio-tax 
campaign to the movement. Just as one would give a bad name to a 
dog to liang it. so the\ gavt- tin name cjf no-tax campaign to this movement 
in order to suppress and stifle the legitimate expression of grievances of 
the people, and \\c tind that onr of our r.T-M. Tj As Mr. N. G. Hauga 
IS in jail on account of this (loveriimcnt is least justified in the Madras 
Presidenes iu ])utrmg tlies(‘ Ordinances into force, and it is there that 
the Ordinanci'*^ aie worked with the crrejtepi vigour, f am not speaking, 
at this late h(»ur aliout tlie cvt‘r\ da\ oeeurrenees of the Inihi charges^ 
and breakmj (<f skulls and other things, beeause e\erybody in this House 
Is larmliar wiili what is l.akmg place in the cmmtrv Put T «hali refer 
oiil\ io a few gl.inng in^laiu'cs t.l tbe wa\ in which Government have been 
liandling this situation.

Definition of “ Ineffictfacy ” fok Pfhfoses of Retrenchment. 

894. * Maulvi Sayyid Murtuza Saheb Bahadur: (a) Have Goyerument 
prescribed that one of the grounds on which permanent Government 
servants may bo retrenched is inefficiency? 

(h) Will Government state whether there have recently been any 
instances in which permanent Government servants have been retrenched 
for inefficiency? If so, will Government state the criteria by which the 
inefficiency of the retrenched men was determined? 

(r) Do Govermnent propose to consider the desirability of prescribing 
definitely what should constitute ‘‘inefficiency’* for purposes of retrench¬ 
ing a permanent Government servant? 

The Honourable Sir George Schuster: (a) Yes, it has been laid down that 
the first catcgoi’j' of selection for discharge shall include those officers whose 
w'ork is considered to be so consistently unsatisfactorv that to retain them 
in service while otliers arc discharged would be unjustifiable. It mus^t, of 
course, be understood that Government servants are being retrenched on 
other gi’ounds and no assumption of inefficiency attaches! to retrenchment. 

(b) The answer to the first part is that this criterion for selecting 
individuals for discharge has been applied. Aa regards the second part, no 
criterion beyond that already stated has been or can be laid down. The 
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decision as to what constitutes inefficiency must necessarily depend upon 
tho past record of the officer concerned and the judgment and experience of 
those officers who are competent to select men for discharge in their 
departments.

What was required for that j)iirpose 
was that Fndian sources should he dcvelo]H‘d for tin* snppl\ of about 
500,000 tons of fine white crushed sjdt w'hich had hitherto been inqmrted 
from foreign source's into Calcutta. Tlic Tariff Board recotimicnded that 
in order to ensure the development of Indian industry, what was above 
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ail things required was the assurance of stability of prices at a fair level, 
and they further reported that if stability could be assured at what the\ 
considered to be a fair level, which was Us. Oti a hundred maiinds on 
ship at Calcutta, if that price could be secured over a period of years, 
in the long run the consumer would be better off than Ik had been in 
the past. The Hoard in order to achieve then* object recoiniuended that 
the Ciovernment should step in and control all supplies of imported salt 
and eventuaJly should set up a non-Coveriunental Marketing Hoard. 
Covernnient felt some difficulty accepting that proposal because they 
realised that there would be very great practical dilhculties in j>utting it 
into operation, and as in the whole matter our attitude had been .me of 
endeavouring to meet tJie wishes of this As.semb]\, ue adopied the 
somewhat unusual course of proposing that a Committee of this Assemble 
eornjiosed ol non-ofJicial .Members should stud> the Tariff Ihjard's Heport 
and recommend how’ best tin- objects which we and the Tariff I^oard 
wtri> aiming at could be pul into operation. The Cornrnittet' reconiine.nded

V\ e can now ri Mew tlie lesniis of the }»ast iwehe months, and ] 
think we iua\ claim that the si heme has been entircK "iiceessful in 
aehieMiig its object. First as regards price, the iinniediate rt*siilt of 
the imposition of the (lut\ wa.s to put up llu* [iriee of that quality of 
imported salt at Calcutta from the pre\ailing level of about Hs. 40 
«a hundred inannds to Tls b2 a hundred mannds It st i\i'd at Hs. 0*2 
for a short period, and then it gi-aduallx crept up to Fi«; Ob. a level 
whicli it reached in October, where it lias veinained steadx e\er since. 
We can, tluu-efore, sa^ that we have achiexed tin* result of staiiilising 
tho priees for that quality of salt at what the Tariff Hoard regarded as 
a fair selling price, and that thus far tlu' object has been achieved On 
the other hand, results show that the object of encouraging Indian 
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producers has also been aciiievcd ty a vtT\ rciiiarkablu cxtcut. I can 
give the House some figures. Ju the first njuo uioiiths of the current 
financial year, compared ^\ith the correspoudmg period in the jiievious 
yeiU’, clearances of foreign salt for consumption in the Bengal ports of 
Calcutta and (^diittagong foil from 80 lakhs of maunds to 24 lakhs of 
maunds, while cleai'ances of Indian salt,—and Indian salt for this purpose 
includes Aden salt ,—rose from under 41 lakhs of maunds to just under 
80 lakhs of maunds, that is to say, Indian salt production doubled while 
foreign salt clearances fell to a little over a quarter of what they had 
been for the same period in the preceding \ear. 

I want now to turn to what is perhaps the most difficult feature in 
the situation, and in order to do so, 1 will furtlier analyse the figures for 
the imports of Indian salt. Indian salt, as 1 just explained to the 

House, includes for the present purposes salt produced at Aden, and the 
House will rccolloci that the Tariff Board rccoininended iliat Aden should 
be treated as part of India for this purpose. Nov\. if \\c analyse the 

total ch'arances of laklis of maunds at the Bengal ports for the first 

nine months of the current financial }ear. wt‘ find that oiii ot those 79.t 
lakhs of maunds, (ini lakhs (»f maunds came from Aden, and Hint tlu* 
Aden production wtmt up last year as compared with the pivci'dmg ^ear 
from 32^', lakhs to fio^ iakh.s of maunds, that is to sa^. it more than 

doublt‘d, while Hie jiroduetion from other Indian source's from Karachi, 
Bornhav 'riiticonn, Oklia and Naxalakhi wi*nl up from HJ laklK of m.iimds 
to just <)\er 11 laklis that is to sa\ Aden salt more than donhiod, it

Hie Committee felt that they w^err^, faer'd with a vr*rv great, 
practical difficulty And the practical diffiiciiltv is this Brorn the firnires 
which T hn\e given, it Is quite clear that the prodiieeT-s who li.avr* been 
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mainly benefited aru the Aden producers, and tbc Committee lelf, and 
we in tlio Government felt also, that there was a considerable danger 
that, if this scheme went on in its pn^sent form. Aden production might 
expand to such an extent that the sources of production on tin* mainland 
of India might be crushed out of existence. Tliat J put to the House 
would he u result which is prccisel} contrary to what HonourahJe j\Jembers 
Jieiv intc*nde<l, :in<l pivci^oK eontrarx the rfc(jmmend;it]r,iis oi tlie Tariff 
hoard 'rh(‘ Tariff hoard if I might put their recoiiiniLmdat itais in a brief 
and summarx fashion, took the lolloxxing hnt. that it xxe xvero comidcring 
the interests of India, salt production could be divided into thrf‘f classes. 
The class of production which w^ould ho of the greatest benefit U) India 
would be production from inland sources of supply. That would, fiist of 
all, give a fairly subslantial measure of employment to labour; it would 
gix'c siihstanlial freights to (h»xcnniH*nt railxxaxs, and ahoxe all. it would 
give India a source of supply on Avliich she could rely in case of war. 

I would remind tin* House that one of tbt* reasons why Indian opinion 
came to feel so strongly about making India self-supporting as regards 
salt XX as the diihciiltx of obtaining supplies during the last Great War. 
>or that purj)os(‘, obxiouslx you wouhl liave to dcwelop inland sources of 
siippix. The Tariff Hoard tlicn consuha-ocl what were tin advantages 
■of dexflo])ing the soiiiees on the .sea-coast of India, and they came to the 
conclusion that, although it might he of some benefit to India, from the 
eeoiioiuic point of viexx thi* lauiefit xx\m not x'er> great I'lierc xvouid not 
be verx much enipjoynieiit for labfHir, and as regards security ui time of 
war, as salt Irom Karachi or Okha has to bi* brought round to Calcutta 
h\ sea, the risk ol interference xx itli lhai trade \xf>iild be almost .as great 
as till' risk ot inijiorts, from the lied Sea ports 'Dk' (.’ommUtee of the 
Legislalive Assi'inhly also telt the same about that, but they did point 
out that as r(*gards those S(jiirces on the sea-coast of India. Uiere ''’cTS at 
least this advsintage tliat, although transport bx rail might not ho the 
most economical method ui bringing salt from Karacdii to Calcutta, still 
it would he fxissihle and therefore in time of war those sources of supply 
would haxe snmr julvantage* over the Red Sea ports 

That, Ibi'ii, Is the second clasb uf Indian pvc)duction. and under the 
third class the Tariff Board and we on the AsM'inbK Committee would 
have put .Idea .\don in a sense represents India Indian interests 
liave dexeloped to a large extent the salt production of Aden, and the 
Government of India derive income-tax from the pi-ofits of .\den producers, 
hut looking at u from Ji broad pouit of viexx, it cannot lie said tliat the 

advantages of developing Aden production are quite, as great to India us 

the advantages of dexelojimg the sources of production on tlie mainland 
of India That is the xxax in xxincli \\e IcHiki-d at the inaTlta*. and xve 
naturally then came to the conclusion that, if the resuli of the si Iiinne 
was to develop Aden .at the expense of the sources of '^upplx on the 
mainland of India, that xxould he failing to aehii'xe ohjeets xxhteh we 
understood tlie Ihiiisc would haxo approved. ll.aviiig arrixed ’t that 
conehision. it is not at all c’lisy to see ho^v best effoei can be given io it.

India, and as T have reminded lbt‘ House, there are Indian interests 

and taxpayers to the Indian exchequer there. We must he fair to Aden 
not only because they belong to India, but also because they have helped

Bengal and Orissa before they issued their s-cond report. So, Mr. Pitt, 
the General Manager of Khewra. wa.s deputed h\ the (loxernmcnt of India 
to inquire into those aspects. [ am sorr\ the report has not yet been 
placed in our hands. We are given to understand that the Press is too 
busy with the printing of AssenihK Debates, and so the Central Board 
of Revenue has not yet been able to get the liook printed. However, we 
w^ere supplied wdth a summary; it was supplied to un on the Iflth Februar\ 
last. I cannot understand "why the Government* of India have not been 
able to publish the book so far. Anyw'a\, Mr Pitt's n'commcndations 
regarding salt, manufacture in Orissa and Bengal are very outsTK^ken. Mr. 
Pitt suggests experimental fanns at tw'o places in Orissa, and 1 hope the 
Government of India wdll draw' the aiteiition of the GoviTnment of Bihar 
and Orissa to this and insist that tlnn w'ill start these experimental farms 
and give any surplus money that they may have in their hands to other 
private manufacturers for the development of other salt sources. Inciden¬ 
tally, T mav ask the Honourable the Finance Member whether ho is thinking 
of again bringing forward a similar Resolution before the House like the 
one he moved last year, because this protective measure is no more a 
temporary additional duty, but it is now a permanent fixture of the

Mr. S. 0. Mitra (Chittagong and Eajshnhi Divisions- Non-Muham- 
mndan Rural) Sir, the Honourable Sir George Schuster in a very lucid 
speech disctissed all the points that w-ere raised in the Report of the Salt 
Committee, and my TTonoiirahlo friend Mr. B. Das discu.ssed the other 
two extraneous points that were left out for discussion Yet T rise to 
speak on this Bill, because T know there is a very strong feeling in Bengal 
as regards this import diitv on salt. As a matter of fact, the Bengal 
Legislative Council once during this session and once last year passed 
Besolutions opposing the additional import duty on salt. T can verv- well 
realise iheir point of view', because the people in Bengal think that salt, 
being one of the primary necessities of life, and also being an item in the 
categorv or inelastic demands, even the poorest man cannot avoid paving 
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this tax. It rcalh prejs ^er) heavilv on tho ])oorest culti\atoi*. That is 
the standpoint Imiii wiiieli tiic} aJ! aJoiii; raised their voices against any 
additional dut\ on salt. Yet when we siifijiurt this additional dots, 1 
lliink we owe it to the people ol Bengal and the Bengal Legislative Cainncil 
to explain our Aiew point. If I had not been convinced that India could 
produce her own salt if sufiieient jirotection wvw given for a few \ears, 
1 would have lieen the last })erson to lielp in iiii])osiii^^ tliis additional duty 
on salt. The Export Coniniittee, of wliieh Sir Lhunilal Mehta was the 
Chairman, says in page 11 of the Report: 

“ W© think that thero is no grounti tor assuming that, w ith imports from Aden, India 
caimot easily be mad© s©lt-su]ipoitiiig in ih© mallei ol salt supply and that iweii the con- 
tuiout itselt can w'hen ureas suitable lor salt maiiulaetuie but at i>i©s©iit lying idh' are 
developed, supply all t lie crusheil suit that Bengal neeilh. ’ 

That IS the Mew ol the JLxpert Committee. The 'i'aiili Board ilsell in 
then Jiepori eaiia lu the deiiiute coiiclubion that it was not a distant 
ideal but within practical probabilities to make India sell-sulheienl in her 
Sait manulaeture At page 30 ut the llepori, tlu‘\ sa\ .

As a matter of fact the Tariff 
Board ^aid .ihout the fiast historv ot salt niaiiufacturcd in Bengal

Now, the mam question m Uengal is that wx* could get salt at 
a much che.ipt*r rate at present, if there had nol l)ecn this import duty. 

As a matter of fact w lien we first imposed this duty last year, salt was 
st'lling at lls per one lumdred maunds Ihil the mam (Jontention 

of the I'antf Hoard, with which we all agree, was that though at that time 
the price was ruling at that ]>articAilar rate, there w'as no certainty that 
within a h w months tin* price would not have gone up again. WV found 
that during the last three four years the price was ranging from Rs. 70 
lo IN loO. generally aliove JN. 100 on Tiiaiu oeeasions. It was also found 
that with keen competition from foreign manufacturers who had a reserve 
of more llian oik* crrire oi rupi'cs. t]ie\ c'ould easil\ w'ifie the Indian manu¬ 
facturer out of comjielitinn and then they could raise the price lo any 
extent So we IchiikI that even from our selfish interests it was better to

out fo7*eigii conqietition for the beni'fit of India—that k bow it was put, 
Aden was ineluded in India for that purpose—it was suggested that in 
order to keep out foreign competition and helj) forward Indian industry, it 
was iiecess;in to put on an extra Inirderi on the Bengal eon.sumor, and that 
the Bengal consumer ought not to demur. That was a proposition to which 
I was not prepared on my part to accord my w’hnlchearfed assent, b(‘cause 
T had my misgivings as to wdu ther or not the ultimate benefit to ibc eon- 
sumor would be secured My fears then wen'—and the report iliat the

Tins made it es-.ential that the lt> prisoners should 
ho leriiox i <1 in order to make a\ ailahh ai eornmofjat ion m Dtdhi for female prisoners which, 
as has Hlr'ead\ hei-ii e\plained, v .n linntod It was not feasihJe i o send t hem all to one jail 
m the Pimiali and, elc‘ail\, an impossihle position A^ould arise il fen ale pjuoi.ejs \iine 
aliowed to dn tat<' to the authnnties th<‘ pnls to wliK li tin \ sliotild he som .As j iisoi ns 
they have no opt ion m the riialtn and iniisi ohev orders. 

The Siipermtendc nt ot the .Tad did ev(‘i\ thiiijr possiMi* to mdnee the p'ri..oT'n’s to give 
np then humi<M strik< and asked Mr .Asaf Ah. wlio is iletained tinrler lie Kineigency 
Poweis ()iduiaii'V, and Dr Aiisaii. to intnvene 'Plmr intervention, howt'vei, was of r.o 
av'ad Mini the pfisoneis put lorward n furthr i (oiidition that Dovernrnent should gi\o an 
iiiidert.ikiiiL' that all vvoiiien prisoners sinitenr ed in Delhi in Ihe political iiioveinent should 
he tnnisieried either to tlie Lahore Female .Tad or to oii(‘ single jnil. As clearlv indicated, 
this was an impnatM-ahle demand and the Superiniendent ot the .Tod inlorrned them that 
It. was nn]io.,'.d)lo t o allow them t o lemam in I>elhi .^nv longer and that i h*‘y w ouhl have to 
go. Tla SuperintendentV lust interview with them m the eaily afternoon of the 17th 
sliowed that t he\ were in most unreasonable frame ot mind, arui that further argument 
was of no av ail. He obtained orders from the Chief C’oinnussionor w ho r»aid that the rules 
were to be obsoi’veil, that the t ransfer'*bould be efft»c*tt'd and that, if necessary, the servicc'i© 
of tin* uonion police •should be ealloil in. The Deputy Superintendent of the Jail was 
ordered to entry out the transfer The prisoners were informed at nhout 4*J(> 3*.M. on the 
18th Ihat thev would he transferred to Liidhiumi anil .Ambala ami were warned to pack for 
the journey. Those who ilesinnl were allow'ed to interview’ their hushandp and relatives. 

T( appeared t hat wiser eounsoLs were jirevaihiig, for the pnsoiior.s broke their hunger strike 
and took refn'sinnerits The Deputy Superintendent was also given to undeistand that no 
resistarue w'oidd he ofTereil. Hy 7 i* M. everv thing was ready, but Mr. .\siif Ah told him 
that thiMo WU.S one re< alcitruiit female prisoner w’ho might give trouble and a postponement 
of t muster tor one ilav was .suggeste<l. The Doput v Seuperintondent was unable to got into 
touch with the Supeimtendent of .Tail and. rightly, decided that he must obey tVvo ordora 
giv’on to linn. The jitisoners were told that if they did not go w'ilhngly, women police 
would bo eallod in. Thoroupou the prisoners starttal ahouting objectionable slogans such 
ns Tnqihh Zinrln ha(V\ “ Anqre':i Hukinvat Barba(V\*'Zahm Tlukumat BarhaiV\'' Safed 
Cfiamrc Walon KaSaft/atwsh ", and soon.

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approached b.v tlie police she lay down and eauefht hoM of a tent pole but was lifted bodily 
and taken outside to the lorry in winch they were to be con\ eyed t o the station. The other 
prisoners (‘auirlit iiold ot each other's arms to offer joint resistance. Tn the couise of the 
remov’^al of the prisoners one prisoner received a shprlit serati*h between the tiiimib and 
index finger by accident' from a brooidi, whereupon all the prisoners liegan to slioiit that 
one of their nuiuber had boiui injured and was bleeding. After three jinsoners had been 
removed with considerable ditficulty it was decided to bring the lon’y insidt' the jail up to 
the gate of the female ward, but the roniainiug prisoners offered no resistance and 
reluctantly came out. of the yard slioutmg. cursing and abusing. One of the w'oinen police 
was bitten on the thumb and had her son nearly torn in two. 

When the Dliaramsala prisoner was transferwH.! in the morning there had been s 
demonstration at the nuun station, and it was decideii to remove the batch of IT) prisoners 
from Shahdara stat ion. At the railway station the prisoners retiiseil t o leave t he van until 
they knew the ac.'ominodation to be pro\ided for them, but eventually by the efforts of 
the police officer and some friends of the prisoners they were pacified, and when the train 
came in, w^re put into the coinpartiiieiit allotted to them. IJiidcr the rules thev travel 
in a prison v.m or in third class curriagiHi. At the station also ahiise and bad language 
wjrc use 1 fredy and the drinking goblet of tht- women police wss thrown down and broken 
in a fit of temper by one of the prisoners."

Mr. 0. S. Ranga Iyer : 1 know that, and T am comiiii! t<> tliat Women 
eonstables W’oro in existciu*e in England tor a considerable time when 
M'ornen \v(‘rc struggling in England for women’s franchise a struggle which 
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has been crowned with victory by Sir Stanley Baldwin s final surrender, 
giving practically adult franchise to women. Jilvon so, educated on British 
ideas, ted on British philosor)h;\, reared on tlic lap of J^ritish science, tla* 
women in India are taking to the iiioveiuent just as our men have taken 
to the inoveniont. Women in India art* taking to the national movement 
•just as tliL* women in Bngland look to their emancipation movemt‘nl. it i^ 
absoluteh incorrect to sa> that women and I'hildren are put in the lorehont 
ot the political movemenl Their being then* is a l'\gical r(*snlt of British 
rule in India, a result ^\hicll IMacaiilax with hit. jiioplietie e>e foresaw when 
ho penned that famous minute dc'cidiiig to educate Indian men and Indian 
women on Ihigiish lines 'riu'rel'ore. tla charge that women ha\c bei'ii |)ut 
in front cd llial movement lor purpose**- oj i‘\p!(illation is a charge tliat 
cannot hold water.

The Honourable Sir James Orerar: I regret verv mueh to interrupt the 
Honourable Member. The reason wh,\ it is impraeticable was that the 
jail to which they required to be transferrt*d was already full and could not 
receive mon* prisoners without congestion and all its evils. 

Mr. S. 0. Mitra: What is their number? 

Mr. 0. S. Ranga Iyer: The Honourable the Home Member says that 
the jail to whicli thov wanted to go or thev were to he .sent was full up. 1 
ask the Government w^hich spends such a lot of money on tlie maintenance 
of the Army—could they not have converted one of the hotels in Mussoorie 
into a prison for the girls of India fighting for their freedom?

But, the dist'ussion has had a very useful result .nid that is as to 
wdiaf is file aeeomrriodati(»ii that Government are providing under these 
extraordina?*y circumstanees That is not a point for a vote of censure, 
but it arises on this motion which has served a very useful purpose. Are 
Government taking precautions to sec that there is enough jail accommoda¬ 
tion, for if the present stale of affairs cf*ntinues, T have not the slightest 
doubt that Government w'ill reqirre not double, not treble but four times 
the accommodation they have got at present. If this discussion only results 
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in :Governiiient taking proper precautions to havt^ this jail aoconiuiodation 
readv, it \\’jJJ have served a ver\ useful pur])i)st*. 1 agree with every 
word that ni\ Hoiiourabk' l^riends Jiave said with I’egard to .Govern¬ 
ment seeing to if that all wonu'n. w lit‘tlier tla‘\ he higlil> plaei'd or the 
c'Oinmoin'st ol women, all eonvieted of |K)liti('al »)fTenei*s should he deeentK 
tr(‘ated. I would on this (H-casiou again appeal to (io\lannuait to see that 
th(‘ elassitieation is properly judged.

1 also listened to the facts narrated h\ iny Honouralile friend Sardar Sant 
Singh and although T havt- a peaceful disposition, 1 certaiTi]\ saw red for 
a fenv minutes Tf the facts related by Sardar Sant Singh strike the Gov¬ 
ernment Bonclu.^ as innocuous, if the facts narrated h\ Sardar Sant Singh 
fail to move m\ TTononrahle friends sitting on the Fiiiroyiean non-official 
Benches, then T am afraid the British commimit\, official or non-dfficial, 
will never realise the strength of Indian feeling, so far as the treatment 
of India women is eoncorned. (Hear, hear.) 

My Honourable friend Sir Cowasji Jehangir made certain pertinent 
enquiries and I should also like to repeat those enquiries. Is it the posi¬ 
tion of the Government of India that the jail administration in Delhi would 
have conic to a standstill if these 15 women had not been removed from 
Delhi jail to some other jail? Would it not have been possible, assuming 
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that there was congestion in the Delhi jail, would it not have been possible 
to remove some of the male prisoners from Delhi jail to some other jail 
and keep the women prisoimrs here? As a last ivsort, would it not have 
been possible to reiiKjve h-om the J)elhi jail some of the women prisoners 
wdio have b(*en convicfefl and senteiicerl under the ordinars law? On this

to this main ijiiestion, how are we going to allow our w'omen to be treated, 
w'hether in jail or outside it? (Hear, hoar) 

Mr. President, incidents of tViis tvpe which have been related in this 
H onse to-da\ will onlv help flu* (kmgri-ss movement but will also 

help the revolutionary movement T ask Sir James Crerar to imagine to 
himself the feelings of thousands of young men and women who are iaOy 
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gathering round the rovoJutionarx banner filled with a dt*,sire to kill those 
particular p(*opIc who have* been rcpnrted to have subjected th(‘S(* ladies 
to tlus \Jo]eiiei‘. 1 am not here coneerrunl with the point wludlu'r it will 
be right <>r wrong for these revolutionarit‘s to think of taking such action. 
But is It not natural for such fieople wdio ha\e joined this violent n^volii* 
tionarv movement, to teel at the fiioment a strong desire to kill persons 
placed in siadi positions who subject Indian women to such treatment? 
Would Sir James (’rerar be surprised to n*ad a couple of dn>s hence that 
one i)f the Bengal revolutionaries or aiu other revoliitionarv. w'hether he 
is called a mi'.guidcd patriot or a daiigtTous criminal, has kilh'd two or 
three of these (»lluMals who wta’e responsible, according to the reports 
availabh' to us, for thi‘si‘ atrocities committed on these women ' I shall 
not be surprist‘d and 1 am sure the Ojiposition Benches w'ill not be sur¬ 
prised Whither arc tlie (Jovt'rnim'nt of India leading these young men 
and woTuen*’ The trovernment of India want to crush the (^ongress 
movement, the\ also want to stamp out revf>lutiori and violence Arc 
these tlic mefhodv t(» he adopted** That 15 ladies imprisoned w’ithout 
trial under the f)rdinancev sboidd be foreibK . 

The Honourable Sir James Crerar: Did the Honourable Member say

The Honourable Sir James Crerar: (*ertaiul\ Sir 

Mr. Jehangir K. Munshi: Mr President, u i- \crv sad t<» part with 
a Member of tliis Jlmise, wdit*ther <Jlieial or nou-otVieiid. with whom one 
has snt 111 this House lor about tour \ears But it that is Sir James 
Cre*rnr's eoneeption of trial under British law' then 1 lor one do not feel 
an\ overfiow'cririg sorrow at the idea of his h aviuir the country in the 
next few days. 

Sir, I do hope my Honour.ible frieinl Sir Jame-- (’rerar will make it 
clear to the ITousi* wh\ it w.is thought indispensable to remove those 15 
ladies from the Delhi jail wdi\ they were separated in tlie manner they 
have been separated, and what priM-aiitions tlie Cloverrimenf of India or 
any other rTOvemment are going to take in ordcu* that the^e ladies may 
not be snbiected to ill-treatment, msult molestation or ri'-k of an\ kind 
That. Sir, is so far as futun* treatment is eoneenud Ihit so far as the 
past is eoneemed, so far iis the maltr(*atment of tlic^f 15 ladies is eon- 
cemed. that ean only he dealt with hv a sueet's^fn] (-(‘nsnre motion 
(Applause.) 

The Honourable Sir George Rainy (Leader of the House): Rh'r, T do 
not wish to speak at any great length, but there* are* on(‘ or tw^o observa 
irons which occurred to me in listening to this debate and T felt that T 
ought to say something The adjournment procedure, Mr. President, has 
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been devised in order that the House may have opportunities for discus¬ 
sing definite matters of urgent public importance. The subject to-day is 
the maltreatment of the women political prisoners in Delhi jail in the 
course of their transfer to mixed jails. I have never heard a debate on 
a motion for adjournment in which so little has been said on the subject 
of the motion. 

Mr, S. 0. Mitra: On a point of order, Sir. Can any Honourable Mem¬ 
ber question the propriety of the Chair not interfering with Members when 
they were speaking irrelevantly? 

Mr. President (The Honourable S'ir Ibrahim Eahimtoola): I do not 
believe that tlio Honourable Member’s contention is that the debate was 
irrelevant. The Chair would have taken notice if it had been irrelevant. 
1’he Chair holds that the debate has been quite relevant. The Honourable 
Member’s contention is that in the discussion which has taken place, 
sufficient has not been said on the one issue involved to which he wishes to 
draw attention. 

The Honourable Sir George Rainy: T was not raisinor for a single 
moment any question of order whatsoever. I am perfectly well aware, 
Sir, that you are always ready to control the debates in this House if they 
tend to go beyond the proper limits That is not mv point at all. But 
w’hat 1 noticed was a certain timidity amongst the Opposition speakers and 
a d<*sirc to deal with matters on the fringe of the subjecit rather than to 
get near the lieart of it Tlnit appeared even in tlie Honourable the Mover’s 
speech, liecanve as I w’atclied the clock I began to w'onder w’hether he 
W'a^ If'aving hinisolf quite snfficjent time to give the facts to which he 
wished to draw the attention of the ITou'^c; and it seemed to me that he 
was leaving hims('lf very little time indeed as in tact it turned out. And 
since m\ HmoiiraMc friend the Home Merahor read a statement of the 
facds from the report whudi he, had received, T have not heard his version 
.s(‘ri(>n^lv challenged by nnv one of the speakers. In those ciroumstanees, 
Sir, I think 1 am entitl«‘d to claim that our version of the facts holds 
ilie field, and tin* position w’as verv aptlv summarised, if. I mav say so, 
by mv Ifonouralde friimd Sir Cow’asji Jehangir m his speech He put it 
verv briefly and verv eleailv, and th<? sum and substance of it is just this, 
that force was used, that it was nocessarv to use it if jail discipline was 
not to go by the hoard altogether, and that no facts had been alleged to 
show’ either that tlu' orders given w’oro unreasonable or that in carrviug 
them out more force had been used than was necessary. It was precisely 
on tliose grounds that he announced his inahil«t\ to vote for the motion. 
I admit that debates of this kind, w'hieh give an opportunity for Members 
on (lie unoffieial Benches to let Government know” what the feeling in the 
country is—T am not questioning that—but still when we come to the 
point of w’hether this motion should he eiirried or not, then I claim that 
on the specific point put before the House no sufficient grounds have been 
advanced for an adverse vote. Now. one speaker—I think it was my 
friend. Mr. Aggarw’nl—suggested that it was not right to send women 
prisoners to places where tliev might he treated improperly, and my Honour¬ 
able friend, Mr. Munshi, made a similar suggestion. Now, it occurred to 
ime, as it occurred to my Honourable friend. Sir Cow’asjee Jehangir, to 
ask wdiat reason anybody has to suppose that in the Ambala and Ludhiana 
jails they are in fact in any greater danger of improper treatment than 
they are in the Delhi jail? Surely that cannot be assumed. 
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llf? tTdli'dbglr K, Minii^ Because they arc sepArfited from'one another. 

The 'Hono^tito Sir Oetfrge Rafny:’ Docs the Honournhlc MctabAr 
suppose that the Delhi jail is not a mixed jail as my Honourable ftiend 
the Mover called it?. 

Mr. Jehangir K. Munshi: But the fifteen have been separated from one 
another. Here they w(‘re not separated but were kept to^efhor in the 
Delhi jail. 

Tlie Honourable'Sir Ceorge Rainy: Does the Honourable Member sup¬ 
pose tliat in other jails IIkto is ik^ se])arMtif)n ? Mv Honourable friend 
is I think a little unfair when, havin" been betraved by his own ifmoranC(3 
of the facts, he attemjits to cover his traeks, as he did when he made the 
suggestion that these ])risoners had not been tried. T cannot eoni'nilulate 
him on Ihe manner in which he atlompted to wrisfgle out of llmt little 
diffienhy. 

In all seriousness, wo do realise* on tho Oovernmenl Benches tin* sen¬ 
sitiveness vif Indian opinion when there is anv apprehension or any fear 
that Indian women have been cruelly or unfairly treate<l. We do realise 
it. But there is also Ibis to he said, lha(. it is vi‘rv imporlant, if and 
when aeeiisatioris are made of siicli treatment and are shown lo he* without, 
fouridatidn, that this House, ^vhilc n'ady to eondiinn what is in fact 
maltreatment, should also not be ready to censure tloviUTimeut when all 
that has he(*n done is to carr\ out the plain duty of any (l(>vcrnmciit in 
the position which actually arose Tliat is the plain issue before the House, 
Mr. President, and personally 1 have great eonlidenee in what tlu* verdict 
of the House w’iJl be. 

Several Honourable Members: Tlie qiKstion may now’ bo put. 

Mr* President: I accept the closure Tin* question is that the ipiestion 
bo novr put. 

The motion w^as udoptc'd. 

Sa^dar Sant^ Singh: Sir, I would not like to detain the House much 
longer, but I would like to answ'er certain qiicsiions jnit- to me by the 
Honourable Sir (^ow’asjec Jehangir and the Honourable the J^eader of the 
House. The question which has been definitcK aski-d of me by the former 
is, what is the difference between the jails to which they have been sent 
and the jail from w’hich tlu'v were sent? The rcpl\ is very simple. The 
jails to which these lady jirisoners have been sent ari‘ meant for habit uals 
alone. Habitual jails are meant for those convicts who have got more than 
one conviction at their credit. They are liartlened criminals and irc there¬ 
fore kept in si'pamte jails. The ladies wa re s(‘nt amongst hardened crimi¬ 
nals w’ho w’ould not hesitate to outrage their moflestv by shouting aliuSive 
slogans oven from a distance. The second reason is that the jails to which 
they have been' sent arc not intended for fc?male prisoners. Female jails 
ubder the jail regulations are provided. In my speech 1 made it clear. 
Probably either 1 was not clear or this portion of my speech was not 
listened to wdth attention Female jails are separate jails m tln' Punjab, 
and proKabh there is only (me such jail and that is at Ijahore. The other 
jails have a female ward and that W’nrd is meant for under-trials and no 
jail can detain female prisoners after thdir conviction for more than a week. 
This i^ the illegality which I pointed out, and if this illegality eoases to 
be aU illegalitv because it is committed by the agents of the Honourable 
the Home Member, then I have nothing iHore to say. But if it- is an 
illegality, then I charge the executive authorities for violation of law in 






whose name they are transferring these prisoners. If this is not a,,specific 
allegation, I fail to see what is a specific allegation. ' ' 

J.nowr^ifer to the second point. The Honourable the .Home Member 
has.stakid that it was impracticable to accede to the wishes of these’ lady 
prjsoncrs. 1’he reply to this is also very simple. Since the time these 
lady prispners have been transferred from Delhi jail, the female w’arcl'lies 
vacant up till now. I challenge niy Honourable friend to say that there 
are any lady prisoners now there. (Opposition Cheers) The third'speci¬ 
fic fact 1 am going to supply is this: that during the last civil disobedience 
movement of 1030 the European ward of this jail accommodated fifteen lady 
prisoners. Now it is being used by their four favourites, who are known 
as approvers in the Delhi consjiiracy case. Could these approvers not be 
reinov(‘d elsewhere and these ladies accommodated instead? My friend 
Mr. Munshi has asked me how many women can be accommodated in 
Dtdhi jail. I think I have supplied the answer and this answer should 
satisfy everybody. 

The qutibtion has been put to me—what led to the use of force towards 
these ladv prisoiu rsV The reply again is very simple. Is not a man or 
woman entitled to protect her honour or chastity or modesty, specially 
when it is lieing threatened by an illegal act of the exccuiive? Were they 
not justified in diananding that; they should be sent to the female jail? If 
this demand uas legitimafi*, certainly they were justified in offering 
ttafi/agraha whcni being removed to place's not meant for their detention by 
the law ol the land. 

lliesc are the faets which T want to place before the House. I will 
say in the end that the real cause which lends to such abuses of power lies 
in fh{3 fact—in th(' mentality which at this time prevad(*s the European 
Benches as well as the fiovemment Benches namely all the members 
of the family of a person lielougnig to tlu* Coiigre.ss schcK^l must he consi¬ 
dered beyond the pale of la\>s and decaait treatment. The most recent 
instance of the working of tliis mentaliiv that I have come* to know is of 
the wiie of one Bhugat Singli, wlio is now di'tained in the Subzimandi 
lockup. She fell ill and went round all the liospitals to be treated. 
p]vi*r\ female hospital refust»d to admit Jier and slie died only yesterday 
for want of medical treatment {('rits of “Shame, shaiiu*’* frorh the 
Nationalist Benclies.) These are the facts Sir. The Honourable the 
Home Member opposite wanted facts. We challenge the mentality of the 
(lovenimeiit If they really want any co-oporation or any settlement of 
this burning question, and one day it inu«;i come as my friend Mr Eanga 
Iyer said, lliey must not make themselves slaves of such a mentality. 
Ill the meantime. Sir, bitterness has increased, and is increasing 
immensely. It has increased to such an extent that it wdll in near future 
become very difiiciilt for the Englishmen to remain in India. With 
these remarks I leave iny motion in the hands of the House. 

The Honourable Sii* fTf^mes Orerar: Mr. President, I have only got 
half a dozen sent(*nees to say, as the hour is somewhat advanced, in reply 
to W'hat has fallen from the Honourable the Mover of this motion. I am 
somewhat surprised that nn Honourable and learned gentleman—^learned 
in law'—should be .repeating the statement that the action ^ken in this 
case was an illegality. The Honourable and learned gentleman referred 
to a regulation in the Punjab Jail Manual prescribing, if 1 understood him 
correctly, that, owing to the existence of a special female jail at Lahore, 
every other jail should evacuate the special wing allotted to women as 

fi2 
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speedily as possible. It is a perfectly proper arrangement in normal ad¬ 
ministrative times, but it is obvious and must bo obvious to the Honour¬ 
able Member himself that it is purely an administrative and execuHve order 
issued with reference to normal times, and when he repeats, on the basis 
of that reiterated fact, that this was an illegality committed by Govern¬ 
ment and its ofticers, he must be aware himself of the veritably \mtenable 
character of his allegation. T repeat once more. Sir, that even though 
the Honourable Member has had an opportunily to reply after his notice 
had been invited to that fact, there was nothing illegal, nothing to indicate 
or to substantiate the allegation that the woiiun ])(>licemt‘n who were 
mainly concerned in this matter deliberately and gratuitously maltreated 
these prisoners or used any more force than was absolutely necessary. 
He has not said one single word about physical maltreatment of that kind, 
which I understand to be the gravamen of his charge. 

With regard to the other more general matters, T would like to say 
one word m reply to what, if 1 may call it the mori' practical speech made 
by my friend from Bombay and wliat was said in confinnation by the 
Honourable the Loader of the House. We do inrlecd very fully recognise 
how sensitive public opinion is with regard to those matters, and I do not 
think that the House will be prejiared to admit, in view of the very 
complete statement winch I made, that it eoiild be reasonably inferred 
by any reasonable and sensible man that our view *5 in the matter were 
different or wore otherwise exenipliti(*d in this particular instance. Not 
only the Government of India but the Local Governments are fiill\ aware 
of this and indeed they have jireeiseiy the sumo disposition themselves, 
and I absolutely deny the suggestion that m any jail in any province in 
India where w^omen are confined tliat principle is dejiarted from. 

As regards the provisions of the jail accommodation to w’hich my friend 
from Bombay referred, that is constantly engaging the attention of Local 
Governments, and I may assure the House that, should most unfor¬ 
tunately the necessity arise which recently, 1 am glad to say, has become 
less and less, arrangements will be made by which the detention of 
prisoners will be adequately and properly providc*d for. 

Mr. President: The question which I have now' to put is that the 
House do now adjourn.

current year and the Budget estimates for the >ear HK32-B3. The public 
had already before them a fair outline of this Biidj^et in la?4; September and 
they were consequently urienthiisirtstic about it. Sinc<^ the taxes were 
raised for a period of eij'hteen luontlis only in last Heptember. it was un¬ 
likely that the Finance Member would resort to a fresh enhaneemont of 
taxation now The people may, bow'ever, find some interest in knowing 
flow far the Finance Meinb(‘r‘s expectatifin*^ have come to be realised 
during the last ffuir or five months; and as regards thiw it will be seen that 
Government estimates liave failed in a rising degree 

At the commencement, no deficit was anticipated in the current year; 
but the Finance Membf‘r had to d(‘clare a dcdicit of ten crores last Septenai- 
ber. The new incr(‘ase in the taxation was ct'rtified in the teeth of opposi¬ 
tion from the whole nation, and even then there appears to be a likidihood 
of the deficit rising uf) to IBJ crores. for the cumml year alone If, even 
after tho a])plication of the retrenchment axe and the excessive inerease in 
taxation, the ]3udget cannot be balanced, will it lie unreasonable to hold 
thjit the Government machiiierv lias seriously gone wrong Mimewhere? 
Really the Governnuait of India macbinerv needs overhauling before it can 
work sinoothU again The reform nc'edcal is that full res]ionsil ilitv should 
be introduced at the centre and an Indian exT>ert sliould be appointed the 
Finance Minister Fa’CH with the abnonnallv enhanced taxes tlie estimat¬ 
ed income could not be gathered this \ear. this is ascribed bv Government 
to the general trade depression No doubt, that i^^ n true eausp to a 
certain <'xtent, hut the present political situalion in the country is. to my 
mind, the more p(dcnt ^ au-e of it 'fhe import and exrort f eure^ are 
instruclivo in this n-spoci For the firs! ton months of 1020-BO ficnres for 
imports and exports stood at Rs. 260 and Rs 201 crorps. rcsppotivelv. The 
corresponding figures for 10B1-B2 were Rs IBl and Rs 10.*) crorcs Although 
the fall in tradt* prices mav he one of tin' causes of this diminution in the 
imports bv Rs 00 crores, the bo\cott movtunent is not the less important 
cauf^\ It has resulted in the decrease of income from custom duties on 
sugar and cloth Therefore, starting of conru’liatorv political poliev is the 
real effeetive renu'dv for an earlv improvement in the economic condition 
of this country. Even the Budget figures support this conclusion. 

Tho Budget estimates for 10B2-BB provide 120 eroro?# and 00 lakhs as 
tho revenues, 127 crores and 81 lakhs as expenditure, and 2 crores and 
15 lakhs as the closing balance. The accuracy of thes^ estimates depends 
largely on the progress that will be made in retrenehment Next vear the 
militarv expenditure is estimated at 40 crores and 74 lakhs and His Excel¬ 
lency the Commandor-in-Chief has warned us that there will bo, no further 
scope for retrenchment there. Several Indian leaders have already 
expressed the view that India is unable to bear so mueh military expendi¬ 
ture. The popular part^ should not slacken their demand for curtailment 
of military^ expenditure. Taxation has now' reached the maximum limit.

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but even then Sir George Schuster suggests enhancement of taxation on 
salt, kerosene and other articles of necessity. This discloses the delicate 
condition to which the Government are reduced. The Finance Member 
should bear in mind that when he raises the taxes, he has got to give 
corresponding advantage to the people. Maintenance of peace and order 
is not the only function of the Govemmiont: but it is also their duty to 
solve the problem of unemployment, to develop the industries in the 
country, and so on. , i 

The inflation of tuin'eiicy by 3.5 croros has well served the Government 
in respect of payment and flotation of debt. Groat Britain has been much 
benefited by the export of gold Government proj)ose to float a loan of 
14J crores next ^ear. Government securities are going up; this ensures 
success of the loan, no doubt Bui Government must, at the same time, 
g/trivc to improve ilie political situation in the country. 

The Honourable the Finance ^leniber expressed his rogri'ts over the 
Budget while presenting it and remarked that he had to present it to the 
Assembly as ordered \n- His Fxeeflency the Yieeroy. The Af^enddy Mi'm- 
bers need not feel sorr\ The ajjneiilturwt^ had no profit last vear and the 
rainfall was deh'ctive this# y(‘ar The times have changed. If Government 
realise this, it is strang<‘ that they should pursue the policy of addiiiL' to 
the burden of taxation on agriculturists and other profesMons Tliis \e:ir 
the farce of retrenchment has startl'd, and Inrlians have falli'n victims 
thereto. There have been several instances r)f the Indians coming under 
retrencliment, hut there an* onlv stra\ instances of kliiropi'ans coming 
thereimdcr. We feel vcr\' much for this rliscnmination 

One word more; the deficit m the next M'ar’s Thahji't is to be met by 
floating a fre.'^h loan Every year Govi'rnment in for loans tlu'reby 
swelling their indohti'dni'ss T accused (lovernnii'iit of inso!\(‘nc\ last year; 
that might have given an offence to them 1 hav(‘ to sav tliat any sub¬ 
ordinate Goveniinent under the Government of India c*ould have, with 
propriety, declared inso]vi‘nc\ ov\ account of the hi*av\ burdi*n of debts; 
but the Government of India, being the HU])reme Government, have not 
got this way open to them. That is tin* onl\ diffenmee

Ttaninswaini 'VTudnliar and Mr. Biswas worn addressin!; the House and 
maVinc thoir piti'.aw appeals to the Tfononrahlo tlu' Bonn- Motnbpr,' T was 
I'l-iuindod of tho dnvs in the \eHrs gono iiv when ] ii^cd to do fli'i 
from *iy seat in the Assembly But. Sir T am sure that tny TTonouriiblo 
friends will neroe with mo, after seein? tho rosult of thoir apponls on this 
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particular occasion, that it is no use trying to soften the stony heaPts of 
Honourable Menibeis opposite, but that the real opposition should be made 
in a spirit absolutely undaunted and that there should be an attempt made 
io throw out this inensiire at tlie third reading, and we should not waste 
our breath in discussing this amendment any further. But, Sir, if I have 
risen to say a few words, it is because of certain observations that fell from 
m\ Honourable fiiend Mr. Arnar Nath Dutl. He referred to the fact 
that as a result of the strict censorship of the Press that we have at the 
pH'sent inoTueni, it is not possible to have any reliable information w'ith re¬ 
gard to the conditions of life that obtain in the detention camps. A few’ days 
ago, when s]K!aking on a motion in regard to this matter, 1 had occasion 
to refer to tiic tneoc incidents that happened about the middle of Septem¬ 
ber last in the Hijli detention camp m Bengal, and the Honourable the 
Home Member in an intcrrujition ehallen"ed my statement that the official 
communi<|ue issued m tlial eonnection soon after the incident was not homo 
out by the results of the official enquiry that follow’cd. Here I have in my 
hand both the rc'port of the official enquiry and the official communique 
on the subject, and 1 should like my Honourable friend to state after going 
thnnigli them, as to w'li(*th<*r it is not a fact that in material particulars 
the two difffT rt‘ason why 1 am referring to this incident is that 

the Honourable the Home Member, in speaking on a previous amend- 
im'ijt, sjud that it would be the endeavour of tlie (Jovernment to rep»*''duce 
tin ’‘otlr'r conditions of detention as they obtain in Bcnpal”. Now^ 
tlu'M* jir(‘ ,imong the “other conditions ot detention” that do obtain in 
HciiumI —the iriculinit*, tliat t(*ok place in Septi'inber in the Hijlj detention 
cjimp, and if that were a so!itar\ incident. T would not have spoken on 
tills motion mep‘l\ in order to ref(*r to that. I should like to drawr the 
attiiitiou of tb's House to another incident which oi curred m the Hi]li 
(Icteution camp on tlu* Hth March last. As a result of the strict Press 
Cl n oiship. ru‘'\ spajuTs w'( rc not jitrmitted to publish any newf? in connec¬ 
tion with that ineah'iit till about a week later whin as a result of a short 
iioti(*e ipiostiou 111 the Ih'ngfil lA'gi'-lative (V)uneil. a halting sort of state¬ 
ment. IS I'ar as one able lo judge from the unsatisfactory reports that 
‘-0 far appt'areil in the Pn-ss, was made on behalf of the Oovernment 
di-hC! 1) ng the incident is a scirt i»f a minor dislurbanco. But the facts, 
which I luiM* got in imn possession from a source which I r' liskler to be 
sati-<l.ictor\, point out that there w’as very serious trouble there on the 
Hth March in the Hijli Jail. J’hen’foic. wlu'ii the Honourable the Home 
Member said that he would not merely irv to .s* i* that jirojier food, food 
to which the Ijein..iiJs are aj-eustoni'd, was supplied to ihcsi* detenus at 
Deoil, hut that he would aKo sec that “otlier conditions j> 1’ detention as 
the\ ha\e ihlaincl in Beugal” weie repioduccd in Deoli,—that made me 
ratlu r apprehensi\e From that point of \iew, 1 think my Honourable 
friends who have \et an\ faith in tlu*ir a]'peals to the Government Benches 
are j>erfi‘ctl\ jiislilied in puttaig forwaid a plea for the appointment of a 
eonumtliM* of this House to make enquiries periodically and report to this 
House, if iU‘ce>sar\, regarding the health or other conditions in which the 
d(‘lenus max have lo live in distant ])coli. In th’s connection, I want to 
refer to the provisions of Begulation III with regard to periodical inspection 
of the detenus. Tliere are certain definite requirements in the Itegulation 
f<jr a periodical exuminatiuii of the conditions of health under w'hich the 
State prisoners have to live under Regulation HI of 1818. It was only the 
other -day that I put a question to the Honourable the Home .Member 
enquiring as to whether he was in a position to place on the table the 
reports which are statutorily required to be submitted at regular intervals

to Govemrnont regarding the health of the State prisoners, and he plainly 
gave a blank refusal. I really do not know what State reasons there can 
be to preclude the statements made by responsible officers of the Govern¬ 
ment—not non-offi(;ial visitors—in the case of Regulation III prisoners— 
what is there to prevent them from thc5 Government point of view from 
being placed on the table of this House. Those reports relate only to the 
conditions of health and the nature of the detention, and as to whether 
the detention is siicli as may be telling upon the health of the State 
prisoners. Now, judging from the attitude takem up by the Honourable 
the Home Member in r(‘])ly to my questions, 1 really tliink that there is 
evpiw reason for my Honourable friend Mr. Arnar Nath Diitt to have his 
suspicions as to c*xaetly what is going to happen at Deoli when these liengal 
prisoners are transferred there. 

Now, there is just one ^\ord more and f hav(‘ dotu*. Mj Honourable 
friend, speaking on a previous amendment, Lmuglit forward a i‘lea that it 
would not be in the j)u})lie interest to yjay for the travelling expenses of 
the relations of the detenus who desired to visit th('m at intervals, and 
that he could not possibly be a parly to saddling ibe public exchequer 
with such an item of expenditure. Now, I \er\ much hope that the 
Honourable the Home Member will not repc'at that arL;umcnt in reply to 
this amendment. T have* great ivsj*eet jor luy Honourable friend as a 
man, thougli not as the Home Mtanber of the (lovirnment of India, and 
it really pained me wlien the Honourable the TIonu* M(mber put forward 
that argument. T thought that such an argument did not lie in the mouth 
of a member belonging to a service wiiieh hu'. been bol]'i)iLr itself liberally 
to the Lee concessions, and which made the public exchequer pay f(*r the 
travelling expenses to and fro between Ihigland and Imlia not increK 
for the members of the service but. for their wi\t*s, and in the case, of 
those gentlemen who do not beiievt‘ in birth c aitrol jor tin ir children ioi> 
I very much hope that the Honourable the Home Member will not r»'peai 
that argument in reply to this amendment. 

Mr. 0. S. Ranga Iyer: The Honourable the Home Member has 
naturally been faced with one demand after another We are not, 1 may 
make it very clear, making anv appeal to tlie Govemnunt from tln.^ ^]d«- 
of the House. We are rather trying to put the Government in the wrong 
with the people of this countby putting before them on(‘ reasonable 
amendment after another relating to the detenus and giving the Govern¬ 
ment an opportunity to acx*ont tliem if they ehoose on the floor of this 
House. My ow'n opinion with regard to the detenus wm'., made perfectly 
clear when T refused to go into the Select Commit tec, her ause T consider 
that it is a very wrong principle to transfer peoyile from one province to 
another unless you vouchsafe to them the same conditions of comfort and 
you vouehsafe to their relations the same oj)port unities^ without unneces- 
8ary expense, of interviews. This amendment sums up the whole ease. 
There is no use for the Government of India having come before this 
House and asked for an opportunity to make this Bill more or less an 
all-India measure—otherwise they w^ould have introduced this in the Bengal 
Provincial Council—after having done that, there is no use for them to 
come and ask us to take up a parochial and provincial view of things. 
Once they have come before us, I cannot understand why they should 
shirk the responsibility of making tho matter entirely an nil-India matter. 
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It must be the Government of India that should mate rules; it should be 
the Government of India gazette that should publish the rules, and not the 
L )cnl Gov<irnnient or the local gazette. That being the case, I hope the 
^ Honourable the Home Member will accept this motion and give 

aj. opportunity to this House, which is deeply interested in 
this matter, to fxamiiie from time to time in what manner the rules are 
framed and how the comforts of these people are assured, and that the 
rules (Ifj not make the position of the detenus worse than it would other¬ 
wise he. '^J’he 1 ‘iile-making power is a most important item, and now that 
the Bill IS before the Assembly, it can hardly be regarded as a provincial 
or parochial mdller. 

The Honourable Sir James Crerar: I confess, Mr. President, that it 

nia,\ apfiear ungracious on my pari in being constrained to oppose the 
third anu'Tuliuent running of the Honourable gentleman from Bengal, but 
J arn sonu what surprised that the anticipated terms of my reply should 
h;ivi* gein'rati‘fj so much heat in the Benches opposite, particularly as 
«‘\ideneeil h\ the reiuarks made 1)\ the Honourable gentleman from 
Madras. 1 was entirely unaware that I was to plunge into deep waters 
of (‘oustitutlonal policy, still less that I was to show any lack of confi¬ 
dence* in the Assembly: .tiid I was sui]>ristd to hear his speech and those 
of om* or two Jlonourahk' M< mbers who A llowed him. Apparently they 
took no notice whatever ot tin* f ict that this measure has been referred to 
a S(‘le<‘t (’<jTnmittec b\ this House without a single dissentient voice and 
that the motion ihui tin* Bill as reported by the Select Committee should 
he taken into citii^ideratioii was pas'^ed onoe more without a single dis¬ 
sentient \uice 1 b‘el tluuvfore that tht‘re is some injustice in the sug- 
ge&tion tliat 1 liave throuiriioiit the w'hole ju’ogress of this Bill been riding 
rouglisbod over the Asseml)l\ It is tv> im* a most astonishing thing that 
this Asseinl)l\ should i)e nddon rough'-'hod over but yet there should 
Hot lia\e bet'll a single dissentient \oiee to oppose those steam roller 
method';. Therefore 1 eaiiuot agree that that is a fair statement of the 
ca.se 'J'he Honourable Member who moved this motion to a certain eirtent 
uiitieipated the ground^; on which I mu^t lake objection. For the purpose 
of iTi'-jtection, exainiiiatuni and matter.s uf that kind, specific provision has 
])een inadw l>\ rules under the Act, and the particular expedient which 
he advocates is oiu* which. 1 am bound to say, appeare to me to be ex- 
tteiiiels euiiiliruub, extrenuly inconvcnu'nt, and, in spite of Mr Neogy’s 
rather ingenious argument to precluvle me from the financial argument* 
which 1 nevertheless propose to use, very expensive. Because it must be 
rcmcnihcred it is not merely a question of an occasional examination of a 
f)articular detention camp at Deoli. It involves, to all intents and purposes, 
the proposition tliat there shall be a standing committee of this House 
whose statutory functions it will be to conduct periodical examinations, 
possihlv in every ])rovince except Bengal. I do not think that is a reason¬ 
able jiroposition. Sir, though this may he a plea which Hcs particularly 
in my mouth to utter, do I think that it is a reasonable thing to ask 
Iloiiourablo Members of this House that they should regard it as the first 
statutory charge upon their time periodically to examine all detention 
camps which may be in any province except Bengal. I do really think 
that the Honourable Member who moved tlris motion has not quite realised 
ail its practical implications. Ther(*fore on these grounds, and not on the 
other grounds, which have been quite erroneously imputed to me, I must 
oppose this amendment.

You concede to 
the Government the power ol commitlmg these peo]>le to prison without 
tri.il It so, why sliouid you nut also concede to them tlie power o£ taking 
awa\ the powers ol the High Court^^ir, 1 camud agree to this, heeause 
you liie.in to say virtually this, that Jet a small percentage of innocent 
people siilTer along with the suspects. 1 say tliat it is doctrine to w'hich 
1 cannot persuiialiy subscribe; and 1 am sure no sell-respectlUg people in 
this (fountrv will suhscrihe to that doctrine. Well, Sir, 1 understood the 
Honourable the Ijuw Member to say that, if the detention w'as illegal, of 
course ihe High Court has got the pow’er of interference. If it was legal, 
there is no ])ow'er. Hy this 1 understand that he means that the pow'er 
of the High (^nirt always remains there, provided the arrest and detention 
are not properly done under the. Act. Ho further says that this clause has 
been Inserted simply to remove a particular doubt in order to prevent a 
particular unsound argument being advanced every now and then before 
the High Court . But 1 ask ihe Honourable the Law Member whether it 
was not his duty also to make the clause still further clear. Hj:<I He 
accepted the modest suggestion made by the leader of this Partv, which 
has been embodied in the nmendniont Tabled by my friend Mr Sitarama- 
rajii, certainly it would have cleared the doubts and there would loi have 
been any anibiguity, and the High Court would not have been pestered

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with frivolous applioatioub. I say it was the duty of the Honourable the 
Law Member to Jiiake the matter clear. As he has not done so, the only 
duty of this Honourable lloiibc is to reject the clause. 

Then, Sir, 1 come to the stock argument advanced by the Honourable 
the Law Member. That argument is this, that we have got the liegula- 
tions winch \\ere passed in ibe early ]>art of the lOlh century and those 
Jtegulations have been excepted Irom the operation of section *191 of the 
Criminal Proeeduic Code and we want to place the peisons detained under 
this local Act also in hue with I hose jaisoiiers. Well, Sir, at this stage 
1 wdsh to bring to llie notice oi the^ House the circumstances under which 
those Regulations in the proxinccv of Bengal, Bombay and Madras w’erc 
made. Those circumstances should be compared with the circumstances 
now' obtaining in Bengal. Let me for that purpose read out the preamble 
to those PicgIllations:

The Honourable Sir Brojendra Mitter: IMease read on the preamble; 
}Ou have not read the whole of it 

Rao Bahadur B. L. Patil: 1 tuii euimng to that. 1 ubk him whether 
W’e are living amidst rcbelhuiis? Is this the state of affairs in Bengal or in 
any other province in India? It tint is so, 1 sav \er\ fiankl\ that \ou are 
entitled to place the pri.soiu'rs didained under tin* J(H*al Act in line with the 
prisoners detained under those Jlegul itions. Jhd T very respectfully 
submit that ihat is nol (be ease and it t .tii never be the case. The British 
Government have bet'ii here for neirl\ J50 ^ears or more and tlie roots 
of the British Governiueiit ]ia\e gone sv) tliM'p (liat ii is no use now saving 
that we are living in a dangerous condition. Therefore, the situation is 
entirely different. Wo cannot sa\ luwv that because we want to place tliese 
persons in line with those persv»ns, we want this. That argument will 
not hold wat-cr. 

Now, Sir, there is also another reason for w'hich I should like to ask 
the support of the House to my amendment. It is this. U’e have been 
told on the floor ot this House, and we have been reading the same in 
the Press as well as in the Iauw lleports, that the High Courts are in a 
position to say that alter all they are not bound by such a clause w'hich 
can be passed into law by this Assembly. We have every reason to 
suppose that the High Coui-ts are likely to fall back upon the powers 
which they have got under the Letters Patent. Under those circum¬ 
stances, it is unw'orthy of this IJouourable House to enact such a clause 
and bring this Honourable House into a sort of undesirable estimation 
in the eye of the public. 

Sir, before I conclude, in ijupport of my first contention, namely, that 
you are not entitled to detain innocent persons and that it is highly un¬ 
just and unfair on your part to detain innocent persons, I should like to 
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rcjul out a fow liuco from the speocjh of Mr. i^ipin Chandra Pal from the 
debatos of this House of the year 1925: 

‘ I askod Ciovoinmont : ‘The.'if* aro mattc-rs of anoioni Iiistoiy You cannot plead 
reuMJtis of State to kfMjp these clossiern in \our keeping;. Now, liririfj the .e Jossies’s 
and let ii.s examine tliese .ineierit record>» and see if you had any jUrttdicalion to aiTent 
these honourable gentlemen and take them a wav irr>ni tluoi homes and keep them in 
deUuition without idiinnlalmn of chaigf* or In.il or .my ol the ordinary proce.sses of 
law. Your piesewt action may hete't<d bv Iho'.e /»ld records. 1 th.oik the vJovem 
merit of Uengal foi lia\ing accepted Mial < h.iHeiige or acceiled to lh.*t lequeat. The 
Konounihle Sir Hugh Stepliensuri, in (fjuifW' of In'. .‘'jieiH.h in the ngal I.^gislative

Mr. Gaya Prasad Singh: Have they been pv^mised? 
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Mr. Lalchand Navalrai: Yes, I think they were promised. They can 
also transport nec fix)m Bengal. My point is this, that these things can 
be easily adjusted. But if you are going to iiccept this clause, how are, 
\()ii gomg to help humanity? Liberty is the first princi])le for which we 
iiave been fighting all along, for which all nations have fought and that 
freedom hiimmiily is iii danger by introdiietion of clause 4. What do 

we ask llicst* beth'r constitiitions for? What do we ask these political 

beinfis JcT? They are all for freedom of humanity, and the incauest 
indi' Ksual is eiitillod to fn'edoin, but here in this Bill the condition im¬ 
posed IS absoliitcl} inhuman. T must onl\ call it by that name and no 
othejr. II has the effect of sending a man, without projier trial and with¬ 
out the oidinaiv lav/ lieiug complied with, to jail. The ordinary principles 
of law, and the remedies available undei the, ordinary law' are all these 
the detenus aie being tlepnxecl of. Tbe \er\ last \estige hope to them, 
namely, of ha\ing flieir ea.st‘s iVMCwed l>\ tlie High Court is bfdug taken 
away fiom tin* de.teims Let the Hous(-beware therefore that if the\ accept 
the clause in the Bill, they will be ciitfing the ground underneath their 
feet. I therefore sav that tins timeiidment is the most important one.

DUAFT CONVENTION AND KECOMMENDATIONS RE PROTECTION 
A(^iAlNST ACCIDENTS OF WORKERS EMPLOYED IN LOADING 
AND rXLOADINC; SUIT'S. 

The Honourable Sir George Rainy (Leader of the House): With yooi’ 
permission, I \\ isli lo make a siateinent, rc‘,^^r(ling Ihe T)raft Conventiou 
and Reeommeiidalions eonecriiiiig the protoeLion against accidents of 
workers ornpkned in loading or unloading ships adopted by the Inter¬ 
national Tjabour Conference at its 12th Session held in 1929. 

On the 14th JuIn, 1930, this House adopted the following ilesolutiun 
moved t»n behalf of Government:

(1) the Draft ( orneiitioii concerning the protection .igainM ^c(ldent.•^ of vvort'eis 

employed in loading t)r unloading ships; 

(2) the Recnniniendation c<»ncerning iwiproi itv as regards tin* protect’nn 

against accidents of workers employed in loading or unloading ships, 
and 

(3) the Ket-oiiiineudation coineining the consultation of woikors' and einplo>ui'a* 

Organisiilions in the liiMWing up of leguialions dealing uith the saleby 

of workens eniplo\ed in loading oi unhsiding ships.

to the (lovernoi (jeiioral in ( ouiu il that he .sliould exaniine the jK»s.sibility of giving 

effect to tin* above t'onveuuon and the Kecoinniendattoils and tiiat tin re.sulls of 

this evannnalion .sliouid Im> pkied lietoir the As.sen.ldx within eighteen inoiitlis tiom 
this dale.' 

Thf (i()\vrLitiieiit ol liutia colJ^ulled the Jjoeal (ioveriiiueiits uud 
through lii(‘m iJjc Port I’rusi.s and caiiiuierciiil bodies as to the desir.diility 
of ratituiig llir Drill I Coiiveiitioii and accepting the lieeouiinendiit tons 
referred in the above Jlcsolulion. The re]>hi*s reeeivcd showed that the 
weight ol ojiiiuon was m favour of the Draft Convention being ratified 
and tbe Kecoinniendalions being ticcepled Alter eunsidering ibe replies 
the Governinenl ol India eanie to the coiicluRiou that the J)ralt Conveiilion 
should be r.ilified and ihe Reconiinendalionis aeci'jded on beljah* of India 
and liiai necessarv Jegisiation j^hould be undertaken i-o give effect to them. 
SubseqiK'ntlv. iiowever thev received intiinalion irorn the JnlernatioriaJ 
Labour < lilice thaf certain (Tovenniu-nts had nifit with difficulties of a 
practical nature when cainsidering tin* iinestioii f)f raiifving the v'onvcn- 
tion, and had apfiroaeljiMi the Offic'e wttli tlie suggestion llial, in order U) 
remove these difficulties, the Draft Conviaiiion should be modified An 
exaniinalioii of the points (>f <lifficnlty raised In the (ioveniments rei(‘rred 
to abov'O showed th if smnl ir diftieulftes would ansi in Tnrlia and that the 
amendments to tlw l)raft (’oiiv^enfion suggested hv the (ToveTninamts in 
question would remove them In the cireumstauces the Ck ivernment of 
India decided to postpone the question of introduemg legislation to give 
I'ffect U) flu* Draft (’onvrution till the decision of the CioNcrning Ihidy of 
the International Labour Office on the prop<^»s{il for tlie revision of flie 
Draft Convention had been reeeived. 

The Oovernmenf of fudia iiave now received intimation that the 
Governing J3ody of the iutern. Lional Lahour Office have placed the ques¬ 
tion of tlic partial revision of the Draft Convention on ihe Agenda of the 
Sixteenth Session of the International Lahour Conference which is to open

The Honourable Sir Brojendra Mitter: The r*>si of si etion 401 deals 
with trial in one eotuT nr anoliier. Therefore, ii emirs to this: to admit 
the operation of sect ion 101 wmi'd lx- <0 hn)lif\ /»r/' hmfn tlic rdect iveness 
of the measure whicli the Bi’iig.il Governnieni have passed and which the 
Bemral Ciovcrnmont want us to snpplcmenl. The ])oliey of this particular 
legislaiion. which is an nntortiinate necessity, ili‘Tnands that tlie opera¬ 
tion of ^eetinn 401 should he siis])ended for the temporary piT'od for which 
this measure has been passed. In this view' of the r-ase, I arn afraid the 
Oovermnent c.innot aqree to letting in section 401 for Ihe limiled piirjiose, 
of examining the cases of persons under arrest hetnre the order of the 
executive Government has been passed. To admit the, operation of section 
491 in such cases would be really to destroy the effectiveness of the whole 
of this exceptional measure. 
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Mr. K. Ahmed: Sir, thu umeudmeut before the House is that clause 4 
ioe omitted from the Jieugal Crimiiial Law Amendment (Supplementary) 
Bill of 1930. It runs, as the proposer has said, like this, that clause 4 be 
omitted and clause o be re-numbered as clause ‘1. But, Sir, anticipating 
a defeat, he wants to move his next amendment, which says that clause 4 
be omitted and that this clause shall remain in force for one \ear only. 
Mr. Chairman, when the Bill was on the Legislative anvil after the first 
stage, I interjected and pointed out to you that though this House referred 
the Bill to a SeK'(*t Committee, it Came back from the Committee even 
witliout the alteration of a comma or a fullstop, and the Bill was not 
altered in aij\ \va\. Now, the measure has come back from the Select

.Members will allow me to ]»laec my viewpoint before the House Tf 
Memheis are luierfiiring wiili mv common right of speech, they will be 
losing their owui prestigi' AlhA\ me, tluTcfore. to say that wh?ii the ques¬ 
tion of propri(‘ty, when the <piesti(*n of vnliditv or inv.ilidit\ of certain 
amendment crojis up, it is for this House to listen very carefully to what 
each Member savs and consider the whole question seriously and decide the 
rnatttT once for all. I shall not say anything more on this 

Mr. Chairman, as \ou know, at ilie pivlnuiiiaiw stage iny friend, 
Mr. ]hi]u, who IS a great lawyer iVoiii ^Madras, said that this clause affecting 
the liberty of the people should be omilted and, that the libertv of the 
lu'oph '.hould not ho curtailed as it is against the spirit of la\v. Xow, Sir, 
the law should be aecuiMle I challeuge anybody here to say if Govern- 
imaii .ire not light in suggi'stiiig a clause likf' tins, wdiich has the <ame 
t'ffect oi the .same sum and substance as section 491 of the Indian Penal 
Code, w’hich wa^ amended in 1923 w^hen, in spite of this writ of habeas 
rorpus. It was extiuided tn the Presidencies of Calcutta, Bomba\ and 
Madras, in faet it was extended to all parts of India, even to a place like 
Ajmer; tliat was the aiuendmcnt in the year 1925 passed on tlie floor of 
the House. Xow, the question how that clause 4, which is the sum and 
substance of section 491 of the Criminal Procedure Code, remains in this 
piece of legislation. The Government think, as the Honourable the Law 
Member lias said, that on account of the terrorist movement in tlu‘ country, 
they should take legal action to crush the movement and restore normal 
conditions. That is the essence, that is the object for which this piece of 
legislation has been brought forward. Mr. Chairman, w^heu \ou were 
speaking at the preliminary stage, our party people, some of them very 
intelligent men, were quite right in asking how the sum and substance 
of section 491 can be brought by means of section 4 into this Bill, and that 
it ought to be omitted, and you yourself said that it was against the objects 
and reasons. You told me you had read the same of the original Bill.

Sir. m\ friend is not a taw'ver, and he wants know' liow* tliat section 
491 in cl-wise 1 of the Pill w’ill be included in the main Ibll To-day w* 
find. Sir, that, the Bill was perfectly right and to-day the amendment is a. 
moot cpiestion T do not know whether it will he passed or nob passed. I 
do not mind which way tluw decide it, but as far as the validity of the 
question is concerned, the Covenimcnt are perfectly right in bringing in 
that clause 4, because the\ w'ant to protect their police officers and the 
executive in order that 491 may not «apply against the executive deterring

Mr K. Ahmed: T know this is quite relevant, is also the reference 
of niy Honourable friend. T arn simply referring to the objects with which 
the terrorist movement Iums come intrj being, and those are tlio vorv reasons 
why tlie Crovermnent have' brought forw’ard this piece of legislation in 
order to cnisli out. the terrorist movement It is for the Assembly to 
consider w^hether it wdll pass the motion or not, but, Sir, as regards the 
propriety of the course of action of the Government, T think they are 
justified in hringmc fnrw'nrd this Bill, and T .should he delighted to hear 
the Lender of the Opposition or the Deputy Loader at least in rc'piy to the 
points T have rnis«>d in mv speech. 

Mr. S 0. Mitra: Sir, T had n<> mind to take part in .Jbe discussion 
of this amendment because I thought, as the Honoiy^iyt r,V^' Member 

said, it dealt merolv with legal matters, and the legal side my 

fiieud. Mr. C. C. Bisw'ns. has dealt with the question vf^rv elaborately: 
but yet. when the Honourable the Law Member himself w'en< nut of his 
w’^av and placed it on a political issue. T must snv something. In a 
constitutional Government there arc three well-defined functions, vie.. 
+he executive, the judiciary and the Lejnslature and all the three should 
he well balanced, and that the appropriate functions of nnv one should 
not be predominated by another. T think even in our college 
davs we read of this Now, the executive in this Government 
has succeeded in crushinsr the Legislature entirely. They are ruling this 
country by means of Ordinances and certification. Thev are now making 
an attempt even to crush the judiciarv. The High courts have the power 
to supervise the actions of the subordinate judiciary and to see that the 
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liberty of the people is not endangered without proper trial. I think in 
the American constitution there is provision that the head of the judiciary 
presides over the Senate when there is a trial for impeachment of the 
President. Sir, in all the civilised countries the constitution provides to 
keep the three component parts of the Government within their limits, 
but iJiiforUinaU^ly in India the executive is all in all. fortunately, the 
Honourable the Law Member has made that point quite clear; he "wants 
to take aw a} all the powers of the judiciary. Let them say that there is 
war in the country and therefore they are ruling the country under martial 
law\ W hy should tiu- Koiiourahle the Law Member go out of his way 
and apologise that it is a temporary measure? They have tried these 
temporary measures now for the last 7 years and they are no\v going to 
tr\ one for another 5 years, and \(‘t they rail it a temporary measure. 

1 wish however ta make it quite clear again that I am not against your 
taking anv steps to root out l<^rrorism from this country. Rut my conten¬ 
tion is that by these means \ou cannot root out terrorism. It is not 
right that you should call innocent people “inveterate terrorists”. It 
was the Leader of the House who w’as referring the other day to my 
Honourable friend Mr Gliuznavi as taking advjintage of the privilege of 
the Hous( Sir, tlu' Honourable tlu‘ Home Mt inber himself is taking 
this undue advantage, because I challenge him to c»m11 anv of these 
delemis inveterate terrorists out of this House, and I shall see how’’ 
soon he can go to his Scotfi.sh home without being placed before a court 
of law for libelling iiinocont pers^ms Sir, it is veiy’ eas\ to call a man 
an inv(der:ite ten’orist and mislead this House in order to got passed 
eerfain laws h) eradicado the national spirit from the land Sir, ev(‘n the 
Law Member said that there is some risk in putting the detenus before 
courts of law Mhat js the risk? Vou can have the trials in camera. 
Thi‘re were liig cases of conspiracy for waging war. etc , in Chittagong and 
other similar cases which w'ero all regularlj tried and ended in punishment. 
Yo^ we often hear the old argument th.it’'if there is an open trial there is 
a danger to thf* witness»> and other people. My main contention is that 
the r.ovornment can devise any means it likes to eradicate the evil of 
terrorism but the method they have adopted is a wrong method. These 
measure'* will not rf’?ilL help rroveniment to root out terrorism from, 
thi'^ l.'ind 

Sii, Indian people havo the gieatest confidence in Lritish justice. 
Even that is being shaken now and thereby the very foundation of the 
British Ijnpire is being shak('n. TIis Excellency the Viceroy is a mere 
oonstitulional (rovernor General and he is simplv dittoing what is pressed 
by th(‘ Honourable Sir .lames Crerar and Mr.’Emei-son It is this un¬ 
thinking Executive that is actually undermining the foundations of the 
Britisii Empire. Sir. up to this time, people had great confidence in 
British justice; even the detenus, excluding the very poor people, could 
run to the High Court with some hope and confidenco. But I cannot 
understand the mentality of the Executive. Thev wish to have all the 
powers to themselves destroying the Judiciarv and the Legislature as if 
they are the only intelligent people in the whole of India. Thev want 
to crush the Legislature which is now a helpless bodv. Thev are also 
attempting to crush Judiciary. ‘ ‘ _ 

My friend, the Deputy Leader of my Partv, was referring me to certain 
passages in the Hindu about this very question of habeas corpus in the 
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‘Calcutta High Court. IBut I do not wish to go into the legal side of 
the question. From the constitutional standpoint, 1 say that you should 
not interfere with the Legislature or the Judiciary. As regards the 
amendment under discussion, 1 made it quite clear even when Mr. Sykes 
moved his amendment that Ciovernnienl are now trying to take the detenus 
out of the jurisdiction of the chartered High Courts. The Judiciary in 
these places has not the plenary and inherent |X)v\ers ot the eharteriid 
High Courts to restore llie detenus to liberty even when the^ are mi- 
]>risoned illegal!}. So the jiowers of llie High Courts under Section 491 
.should not he interfered witli. 

Sardar Sant Singh (West Ihiujab Sikh) Sir. after listening to the 
debate on clause 4 of the Bill, one is temided to sav something, especially 
after tlif speech wliich has been made by my Honourable friend Mr. K 
Ahmed He is a lawyer of the Caleutta High (’ourt (Mr K Ahmed 
questioned the pronuneiation of th(‘ word “lawxer*'.)

My friend Mr. K Ahmed in tact has pleaded 
that because the exetmtixe wants the |K»wer, tlu* power should b*- given 
to them. Jf xve are ben- to give tli(‘ power to tin- t xecutive snnjily because 
they ask for it. tlam the sooner w’c disperse the better for lall corieerntd. 
Sir, xve are here to see that the executive do not get more [lowers than 
ought to be gi\en tlicm in any eixilised adinnnstiation. That is the 
main object of our eoining here. We aie luTe to ke(‘[> a x’igilant eve 
ox'er the executive. Tf tliex lix to trespass upon the jurisdietion of the 
civil tribunals, it becomes our business, nay, our duty, to tell tbenn: 
“Thus far and no fnrtlier” We arc* of course here to strenglben their 
hands in eradicating any exu'I that props ny> its head in the country, but 
such a power must necessarilx be of a tt'mpornry and oinergcmt nature. 
Xoxx", Sir. the terrorist inovoTnent came into existcnc-e some time in the 
early daxs of the partition aptation in Bengal Since Hien. the Kxeciitixe 
hax'O been grasping at powc^r after poxx^er osftmsihlv for the purpose of 
crushing this mox’cment but so far it has not succeeded in doing so. 
Take, for instance, this Bengal Criminal Laxv Amendment Act, the 
supplementary of xvhicli wc are discussing todax. l^no^^ that this 

Act xvas first passed, rather certified, by the executive of the Bengal 
Govei-nment in 1925 It is seven years noxx^ and the Goverrirnent have 
not succeeded in crushing this movement. Rather wliai at present they 
say is, “In Bengal we hax^e not been able to crush this movement for 
seven years, we now want to send them outside Bengal". Tf in seven 
years, they have not been able to crush this movement, is it not high 
lime to revise their policy? Is it not reasonable to ask them. Sir, to 
think twice before we enlarge the further powers of Government in this 
respect? They are acting in the manner that the despots of old acted. 
People suffered from a grievance, which found expression in several 
ways. Instead of taking steps to remove the cause of grievance, persons 
giving expression to the grievance were persecuted and prosecuted, which 
resulted in further intensifying the discontent. The result was that in 
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course of time both the despot and the Empire were swallowed up by 
that grievance. Similar is the phenomenon that is being seen today 
in India. For over a quarter of a century, from 1906 onwards, we have 
been trying to crush the revolutionary movement by methods which have 
been taken objection to by all serious minded people and by those people 
who whole-heartedly co-operated with the Executive in crushing that move¬ 
ment. The (lovcrnment have failed to listen to them. The Executive 
wont on in their rnad career of getting more y)owor and mart* y>f>\vtr and 
.-still more j)o\ver. If that power did not succeed, wh} not give u chance 
1o the other side, why not li.sten to their advice niid try t4j remove the 
cause which has given rise to this terrorist movement? The Government

writ of hubfutt corpus to issue, and the High Court examines whether 
the actions (»f tiu- Executive arc within the law or without tin- law. It 
is H matter of liistorv liow in.-inv persons have been detained in jails and 
in lunatic a««\luins on the alleged ground that they were criminals and 
lunatics, how' many 4 )f them were released later on by the High Courts 
on finding that this lunacy was not real, but it was only a pretence for 
detaining a man on account of yealousy or enmity of his enemies How 
many times has not the Higli CoiiH sot aside the orders of the executive 
on the ground that 111*^}-, were illegal. If history abound^ in sueb instanees, 
where the High Court has found their attitude to be illegal, is it. Sir, 
unfair to suppose that the executive commits illegal acts? Wliat is the 
check on the high-handedness of the executive? "What legal sanction do 
yon give to the people for tlie protection of their liberties? The only 
thing that is available for the redress of their grievances is the writ of 
habeas corpus Its suspension can onlv be justified by the gravest 
emergency. Either we, on this side of the House, do not understand the 
meaning of the word "emergency’' or the meaning of this word ^'emer- 
:gency" has been widened to such an extent by the executive in India 
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that it lias lost its real significance. The term “emergency” has been 
utilised as a pretence for grasping more power by the executive. Similarly 
here you apjieal in the name of emergenev. But may 1 ask how long 
is this emergency going to last** From 1925 up till now this emergency 
has lasted, and >et >oii are not satisfied.

Mr. B. Sitaramaraju: AAHiat does that show'' I am using almost the 
exaet words of the Law* Member. He said that the whole clause is revolt¬ 
ing to him as it would be to anv lawyer. All the implications involved 
in it arc revolting to everybodv who is fed on English jurisprudence, 
equity and common justice. Therefore, I am really thankful to the 
Honourable the Law Member for the candour with which he has stat^ 
the position, namely, that he is guided more hy a policy to enact this 
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legislation than by reason. He said that the purpose of this Bill is to 
substitute the executive will for judicial judgment. I may be permitted 
to say. Sir, with equal (;andoiir that if there is any gram oi self-respect 
on this side of the House, then we should not lie a party to a thing which 
seeks to substitute executive will for judicial judgment. But I do sympa¬ 
thise with the Honourable the Lau Member b(‘cause he i^ quite helpless 
and because he is guided by a policy over which he candidlv said he has 
no control, llowcwer, Sir. in sunpathising with him, T cannot but express 
my regret that, great lawyer as lie is, the Honourable the Law Member 
has advanced an argume.nt which, J am sure, he would on reflection find 
that it is not at all an argument that lie of all people could have or 
should ha\(* advanced Hr said that if the di‘tention is legal, the High 
Court will not interfere; i) the' detention is illegal, then there is nothing 
that e.'in prevent the Higli Court from interfering. And before I deal with 
the spocifie points ?'ai.-rd by him I must now refer to another remark 
which he made earlier in the debate. It is wdth reference to the opinion 
i‘\press( d hv Sir Al^•ldi Ki I'-lmasw.iiiii \i\i*r—another great lawyer from 
Madras—on tliis y)ro\i'^ir^n in tln' Bill TTonourahle Members of this House 
are- perb'eflv aware tint the Honourable tlio Law Member has himself 
quoted with :ipprf)vnl tlif remarks of ftir Alladi Krislmaswami Aiyer, the 
Advoeate Cioneral of Madras, on the point. 

Tlie Honourable Sir Brojendra Mitter: M ill you please raise your voice; 

T find it very diflicult to hear you. 

Mr. B. Sitaramaraju : ITo read tlu' references to the regulations under 
section 4^1 Crirriinnl Procedure Code whieh wire made in that opinion 
T w^ould like to quote the following few lines from Sir Alladi Krishnaswami 
Aiyer*s opinion: 

“Tf tho (onditioa.«^ nf ilx- ntauiu* are Ike (l«*ieiin(Mi i** i.o'.rul .uul ihe 

Hiuk Court '\vill n<il e\erci*»e the juii-dirt ion under ^octJO^ 491 of the ( ninmal Pr > 
r^etiiire (’ode If. on the (d-licr h.'ind, the detent:on is unlawful heeau^e the condi¬ 
tions of the Statute h.'oe mit ]pei*n +‘iiltilled or the order ha^ nor keen o<l^sed .•»ave hv 
the proper aiithontv. there is no leason why the ‘«uh]oct should he <ienri\ed of his 
remedv under ‘*eetion 491 .iinl ’he on|K»nunity of obtainiiic: relief in any part of the 
JInfi>h Kmpire.’* 

In view of the approval \tith uhich the Law’ Member ha^ quoted Sir 
Alladi Krishnaswarni .\iM‘r, 1 hope the same approval would be accorded 
to this winch I consider to he the important relevant operati\e portion of 
his opinion on the question before us, although he stated in that paragraph 
that the onlv redi'i'iiiing feature of this objectionable law is that it was 
onee allowed to he ineorporate-d m a similar wav. I do not think that 
can be eited as an argument whicli w.w advanced by Sir Alladi Krishna- 
swami Aiyer in favour of the clause This is nil that was said, and that 
w'os the portion quoted h;v tho Tauv Member. Here it is: 

“T ronliKo thnr therp i« lhi.«i thin^ lo ho said in favour of tho retoiition of danse 
4, that, section 491 already contains a proviRioii to the effect that the lemedy under 
the section is not .ivailahle to per«»ons detained under certain rciyulations, and so 
forth.” 

This was quoted as Sir Alladi’s approval in answer to the point which 
was then rdised hv Sir Cowasii -Tehanpir. Beadinir the whole paeaage. 
even the Law Member with all the brilliancy of the advocacy which he 
can brinf; to hear upon it cannot mate it other than a mere commonplaee 
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of advocacy ou his part. Further, the Honourable the Law Member 
made mention about the sanction of this Ijej^islature. This House never 
sanetjoned it, and if the Council of State sanctioned it ue Unou uhai 
the (yoiincil of State* is composed of. 

The Honourable Sir Bro]endra Hitter: I ])r()t(*st ap^ainst it. 

Mr. B. Sitaramaraju : Coiuinj^ to that point that if the detention is 
lawful, then the Court will not interfere and if the detention is 

unlawful, then tin* Hi;;h Court- (*anuot he prevented.

I think therefore that it can be assumed that ille^^al did."ilion requires 
to bo provided npainst Section 401 k a rr-medv If the* ate deprived 
of that there must be a remedy available Xow* admittmjj that there 
is a remedv available to a person ilh'jjallv detained somew’here in law, 
then I would like to ask where is this remf'dv to be found if we are 
deprived of section 401, fitr under sub-section (h) of section 40T there is 
a speeifie provision made that the TTicrli Court wriuld interfere wdiere there 
has been a ease made out of illecfal fdetentioTi That beinj; so. it is 
incumbent upon the Law' Afemher to tell us ff»r if these powers under 
section 401 are to be barred under clause 1 tbere must bo n remedy 
available to a citizen to safecrunrd aerainst tluaf illoLral detention. To mv 
mind there is none. Tf there is one elsewhere, section 401 would not 
specifically provide a remedv for illecral detention. Tf there is illegal 
detention, then sub-section (h) is the only provision applicable. Xow. if 
the whole of section 401 is taken awn\ and debarred from boinc: 
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th(*n thore must be another po^er vested somewhere. The Honourable 
the Law AJoniber has not told us where that power exists. If I remember 
aright, in the course of thcj discussion c)n the last clause, he said that 
the generiMl i)owers of the High Ojiirt could be made available for that 
purpos(‘. IC that l'^ (*orrcct. then it would be open to the same objection 
which the Honourable ilic Law Member hntisoU raised for rejecting clause 
4. ^Jhcrcion' th(‘ pf)sition counts to this, this proviso is either necessary 
or not nccessaiy. If it i^ necessarv, then we must certainly have it. 
Assuming for tlie, inom(‘nt that it is not necessary and that there is a 
power reserved for tlie people elsewhere by which they can take action 
for illegal detention under this Act, assuming that such a power exists, 
which I deny, tlien this proviso eould be considered at the w'orst only 
superfluous T respectfully ask the Law' Member whether, by adding 

a proviso wliich not ohicctirniaYde on the ground that people illegally 
detained under the Act should he provided wdth a proper remedv. if it is 
only superfluous it would ofTend the aesthetic sense of the draftsman 
of the Onvernment who has drafted this Bill to add a proviso like this, 
and that a serious doubt ha*, arisen and the point has been argued on the 
floor of the Tfousp hv TTononrahle Members w’ho are acquainted with the 
practice and procedure of law in this country.

Mr. S. 0. Mitra: You can sec the Honourable the Home Member. 

Mr. B. Sitaramaraju : Sir, in all fairness to the Honourable the L'aw 
Member it must be said—to use his owm w'ords—^that the whole thing is 
revolting from the point of view' of a laww'cr to him ns well as to all of 
us To us it is even more «o. and T would respectfullv request the 
Honourable fhe T.aw ‘Mtunber Tiof lo let the Hovornment stultify tbom- 
selves by taking shelter under the proposed legislation without offering a 
remedv even when their subordinate and higher o(f!i«eials have exceeded 
and abused the pow'prs given to them by this House. 

Before T conclude, I w'onld like to sav one thing more, and that is 
this. Tn the course of the Budget speech the Honournhle the Finance 
ATemher the other dav accused mv Honournhle friends from BomKay of 
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si^aining a passion for seif-inliicted iiijuj‘ie&. Since then 1 have dis- 
cwered that the maladj’ is not confined at all to Boniba;y but it has been 
creatin'* ravages in the ranks of the (»oa eminent themselves. 

Mr. S. C. Mitra: Tliat is also from Bomba} ; Sir Janies L'rerar is a 
Bombay Civilian. 

Mr. B. Sitaramaraju: Sir, these Ordinances, tliesc drastic laws, what¬ 
ever may be the hardships that they orit.nJ on the people, however much 
the people suffer, ulfimateJy recoil on the Cio\eminent which pnimulgates 
them. I say. Sir every hz//?/ blow given, every drastic Jegislidiou under 
the colour of law, even with the sanction of tin* Legislature like ours* 
that has been made here, is injurioas to the ])restige, good name and 
authority of the Government themselves If not iu>w. nt least in the days 
to come it must recoil, and therefore I would sa\ that that. ])assion for 
self-inflicting injuries ascribed to the Bombay pco])le is more in evidimce 
here with the Government than it is anywhere cls»^ Sir, I move.

What is required is that in the Bengal society the idea must 
go forward that tlii^ tiarornt movement, should hi' stamped -aut Tu the 
houses, in tlu' homes, in the eluhs. in the family gatherings, talking to the 
children.'-1 liere it is lliat Mic campaign has to be carried on so that this 
terrorist movement m.iy not survivi* in Bengal T ask mv Honourable 
friend the Homi> Afemher, who evidenflv appreciates these sentiments, 
w’hat he has done to encourage those people who want to stamp out this 
terrorist nioveineid Ah>ur Acts, \oiir f^tntutes, are ahsohitelv imnotent 
unless you get public opinion behind you. Seven vears of the Bengal 
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Criminal Law Amendment Act, followed by an anieuding Act .in the Lagis* 
lative 'Asfiembly, certified or uncertified, has had very little effect on the 
movement. We now come to another stage, and I want my Honourable 
friend the Home Member to realise what was behind thin eertafieation. 
Unless you get public opinion behind your laws, unless you are ablo to 
convince public men that in the treatment of terrorists, while they do not 
in any way yield to their desire to E^iamp out terrorism, they are also not 
coerced into an attitude of unfairness towards teri*orists—unless you do 
that, all your Aets will be of no avail.

for practie'ihty Kut, Sir, tluTe is .somotliing higher than practical wisdom: 
there is thai, capac’tv to incur.l]u‘,re is that e.ipacity of seeiug things 
which are not apparent to one s no&e, and that is the capacity which T 
should like to invoke the TTonourahle Members of the Oovenirnent to have, 
so that they may realise the Rifi-ation as it presents itsfdf to us on this side 
of the House. My Honourable friend sits up straight like a dart, gives 
his renly that (rovemment are not able to accept the amendment. What¬ 
ever the amcndnjcnt may he. w'hatevor thc^ reasoning mnv be, his attitude 
is made up, the Government attitude is made up, and he comes forw^ard 
and says, we are not prepared to accept it.

High Court has power to interfere in all illegal cases of detention. I aay 
that is not so That is not what the hairned Advocate General has stated.

Ave*’(‘ moves in the very 
direction which Diwan tkahadnr Mndtiliar desires I hit wdien it comes to 
a series of amendments which do vitallv ofTect the Bill, T think w’o have 
got to ask ourselves what it is w^c are dealing w'ith and to remember that 
if the Bill is to achieve its object, it must he alilr to eopi* with terrorism. 

Mr. Banga Tver talked with seorn of dead documents. But dead 
documents are better than dead men; and when wt* are considering amend¬ 
ments, the general effect of which is to promote appeals to the courts 
and reference to courts, however miRdi we alwavs dislike interfering with 
hnhraft rorpvft wt must recognise that in Bengal the most definite terrorist 
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xno'> at preaent is the move to terrorise the courts. I will give three 
examples. In Calcutta recently we have had a Judge murdered in open 
Court. We have had a witness murdered, and only yesterday in Calcutta 
the prosecutor in the case that arose out of the murder of Ahsanullah 
Khan was seriously wounded and an attempt waa made on his life . • . • 

Mr. S. 0. Mitra: Bv his own nephew. It was not a political case. 

^ ) 

Mr. Arthur Moore : That I think at any rate shows that the Courts are 
an object of intimidation. T think we have pjot to keep our eve after all 
on the principle of this Bill, and however unpleasant it is, and however 
much we may dislike it, we cannot really deny to ourselves that in the 
present situation of the country the Government are justified in asking 
for these powers. 

Mr. Amar Nath Dutt (Burdwan Division: Non-Muhammadan Rural): 

I cannot compliment the Members on the Treasury Benches either on their 
heads or their hearts for a measure like this. As regards the heart, I 
think the less I say the better, and probably if I were to tell the truth it 
might not be palatable. When my Honourable friend Sir James Crerar 
is leaving us for good, I shall not bo hard upon him; in fact, in my heart 
of hearts I have great respect for that gentleman, but I feel that there 
is something wrong with his head. (Laughter.) When he introduces a 
‘.mall Bill like this with n Statement of Objects and Reasons, I find that 
there are certain objects mentioned in the Bill and there may be certain 
other objects hidden behind, but I do not find any reasons for the Bill. 
If it be urged that Honourable Members initiating legislative measures in 
this House are not bound to give reasons, I have nothing to say. The 
practice has alwa\s been to give a Statement of Objects and Reasons, and 
with respect to clause 2 I do not find any reasons given for the same, only 
the object has been mentioned. And what is that object? To send the 
detenus far away from their own province In paragraph 3 of the State- 
rnent of Objects and Reasons, we find this: 

“Clan“(* 2 of llio Pill (*nipo\vo’> thr Oovornnienl. ...” 

Are we students of the lower classes that we could not understand the 
plain meaning of the following words? 

—'■('’lause 2 of Bill . the LcmmI riovprnnmn: with th«* previous sanction

outside Bengal any person against whom an order under sub-section (2) of section 2 
of the 1-^'al Act initrlit l*o made.” 

r do not think that they wanted only to paraphrase clause 2 of the Bill, 
and even if it he taken as a paraphrase, I beg to submit that the para¬ 
phrase is less undcrstandalih* than the provisions of clause 2. I searched 
for the statements of reason asrain and again; I did not find any reasons 
in the Statement of Objects and Reasons, and after the Bill emerged from 
the Seleift Committee no reasons were dven and I had to run dovm to the 
Notice Office to get a copy of the Bill as it was introduced to find what 
the Statement of Objects and Reasons w^as, but I could not find any 
reasons for clause 2. That shows with whnt intelligence this Statement 
^f Obiects and Reasons was prepared, and fiuiher with what intelligence 
the provisions of the Bill have been drafted. I think the Members of 
this Legislature have some sense of responsibility, and they also loiow 
what provisions of law are for the beat interests of the country.. If any 

0 
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cf us deny that, at least the elected Members of the House would be 
stultifying themselves. It may be in the interests of the Government to 
deny it, but probably in their heart of hearts they do not believe that we 
are not watchful of the best interests of our country. If that be so, then 
this attempt to thrust this unpalatable Bill down our throats, this 
rather sugar coated Bill. 

Mr. S. 0. Mitra: Where is the sugar? There is no sugar in it. 

Mr. Amar Nath Dutt: My Honourable friend says there is no sugar. 
It is for the Honourable Sir James Crerar to supply it. Bo that as it 
mav, we are unable to swallow this Bill beeaiise of the outrageous pro¬ 
visions in it, and the Bill is not so innocent as mv Honourable friend 
wants to make us believe. Instances arc not rare—in fact, it is a matter 
of every dav occurrence—turn over the pages of the newspapers—I mean 
the censored nows that is onlv allowed bv the Government to come out— 
turn over the pages of the newspapers, and vou will find that people 
acquitted bv courts of law, whore fbev bad been hauled up under false 
charges—otherwise fbev would not have been acquitted—^bv the mvrmidons 
of my Honourable friends oppo<iito—where thev have been acouitted as 
soon as thev come out of the court room, within the court precincts, thev 
are immediately arrested and detained. (Mr. *S. C 'Mifrn: **For \carM.”i 
This is a worse punishment than what the courts could have inflicted. I 
mav be permitted through vou to address- mv Honourable friend, Mr, 
Arthur Moore, the representative of the Anglo-Indian eommunity 
(Laughter). 


An Honourable Member: rnionol Gidnev is the ropn^jf-ntativc of the

Mr. Amar Kath Butt: From mv earlv vears T have known bv Anglo- 
Indians those Fnglishmen w'ho come to India to earn tb<^ir Hv^’nrr Onlv 
recentlv the Furasians. as we used to enfl them adonted the description 
of Annlo-Tndinns and I heg to he oveused if inadvertentlv T have used 
a descrit>tion which is no longer used hv Mr Moom’:; crav^mnnitv. T he^: 
to remind him when he pleaded for resnect for the indfunents of courts 
of lustice, that the Oovemment have little or no rcsnoct for the courts 
of iustice. Judges who arc paid hv vour Government, as soon as they 
anquit the accused of the very charges —trumped up chnrrrps false 
charges in many instannes—as soon ns the men leave the court, room 
and before they have left the court-precinets. von at once catch hold of 
them and inflict upon them far worse punishment tlmn what the courts 
could have inflicted, namely, you transport them . . . 

Mr. Prastdent: The Honourable Member has to be repeatedly remind¬ 
ed to address the Chair. 

Mr. Amar Hath Butt: Government at once hanif^hes them, transports 
them to places TiVe Beoli. fMr B. C, Mifra- '"For an indefinite period'*^, 
and for an in’drfinite period:' T can well understand a conviction for she 
miouths, two years or five years. T can count my days, months and years 
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and look forward to the date of my release, but in this faMe by the 
indeimitenesB of the tenu of pumshment, the Government add anothev 
agony to tlie punisiimeiLt itseli:. That being so, 1 think the Honoiirabi# 
Axembeir has not been able to give, suihoient reasons for the enactment 
of clause 2. 

Sir, the Government think that we are children who cannot see through 
the game. During the long years that we have been here, I have often 
felt uncertain whether it was at all useful for us to remain here or not. 

1 know that my friend Sir luancelot Graham will not allow me to go 
away. Probably they want that we shall voice forth some sort of weak 
opposition so that they can enact any measure they like. In the Bengal 
Councii they had in the Opposition, men like Mr. N. K. Bose, i>r. 
l^aresh Chandra Sen>Gupta and Mr. B^ C. Chatterjee. Their voices 
were the voices of those crying in the wilderness, and the Bill there was 
passed with the aid of flunkeys and jo-hukums of the Bengal Council. 
They know in their heart of hearts that the Bengal Legislative 
Council is not really representative of the best intellect or patriotism 
of our countrymen. Sir James Crerar said that the major issue in Bengal 
was tlie existence of a grave situation; grave situation for whom—for 
the ill-clad and half-fed people of the villages? If by grave situation. 
Sir James Crerar means grave situation tor the handful of foreigners 
who happen to bo at present to rule the destinies of the province, I deny 
that. They are safely lodged in the Government House and Jbort William 
and there is no necessity for legislation kke this. 

Sir, I shall ti*y to be us brief as possible. The Honourable the Home 
Member referred to the immediate responsibility of the authorities, 
lie^nsibility for what? My friend Mr. Arthur Moore side-tracked the 
subject and diverted our atteniion to unemployment and economic troubles. 
These things were there even before this trouble. Su:, you possess a 
yast degree of imagination, and even if a portion of it had hltered down 
to my Honourable liieuas over there, they would not adopt tne meLliods 
which they are puisumg at the x>resent moment. The real question 
before the country is tue aulocraev of the Govermnent, and it has been 
well put by a youug graduate girl whom if I cull her a martyr you will 
probably come down on me, but if I read her statement that was solemnly 
made before a court of justice, when she was being tried for her very 
life, 1 think that Govermnent if they have any imagination left will 
formulate other methods to grapple with the so-called revolutionary 
menace. This is what j\liss Bma Das stated before the High Court, 
and it contains in a nutshell the political faith of young India: 

‘T confess I hrod at ilia Exeolleucy the Governor on tho last Convocation Day at 
the Senate House. 1 hold myself entirely rc^potn>lUio tor it. My object was lo die 
and if to die, to die nobly hghting against the despotic system of Government, which 
has kept my country in perpetual subjection to its inhmte shame and endless suiler* 
iug—and lighting in a way which cannot but tell. 

1 fired at tho Governor impelled by my love for my country which is being repressed 
and which I attempted to do for the sake of my country, was a great violence on my 
own nature too. But I am glad that the life of Sir Stanley Jackson has been 
Shved by Providence and that Lady Jackson and her children have been spaied their 

terrible misfovtune and I am glad 1 have attained my end without loss of life.I 

can only place here the state of my mind which led me to do this act, which, 1 
do realise, was an outrage on my nature and a severe injustice to the family to which 
I belong and the institution where 1 was having my education, an institution which 
loved me deerly and exercised the highest influence on my life and character and 
vdiidh' 1 lofdsAd upon wHh all regard due to a mother, but the love of my country 
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was always supreme in my mind and I felt very deeply in my heart the condition of 
my oonntiy. 

I had been thinking—Is life worth living in an India so subjected to wrong, 
and continually groaning under the tyranny of a foreign Government or is it not better 
to make one’s supreme protest against it by suflering one’s life away. Would not 
the immolation of a daughter of India and a son of England awaken India to the 
sin of Its acquiescence of its continued state of subjection and England to the in¬ 
iquities of Its proceedings. This is the one question that kept thundering at the 
gates of my brain like an incessant hammer blow that could neither he muffled nor 
stilled. 

My sense of religion and morality is not inconsistent with my sense of political 
freedom. 1 believe that a person who is politically slave cannot realise God, who is 
the spirit of Freedom and 1 have held, therefore, that jioliiical freedom is originally 
connected with religion and morality, and there ought to be no conflict between them, 
in fact, I feel iii the heart, of my heart that the best and the divine in humanity 
cries in revolt against all forms of tyranny in this world. 

Political freedom, religion and moral ideals should therefore be blended together 
into one hiUiuomous wiioie, and the subjei't luces imiabiliug tiiib gioLic siiouia be 
politically tree. it was lor the purpose ol bringing tiiis tact home to tiie thuikers in 
India and otacr countries ihui 1 seiecied, as iii^ field of action, the Convocation Hull 
of my sacred Ainia Maitr." 

Sir, read her statement, go through it, think over it. This is not the 
scatomeut of a demagogue, but that of u girl brought up m the best 
iraditions oi a Hindu nouseiiold, educated in one ot tlie finest instiluLions 
in Calcutta. With all the fervour and goodness and love of humanity 
in her, she firei^ a fatal shot and then, when her fatal shot does not 
succeed, sue is not uiuy coiiteni out giud. i ao nut iviiow wiieiner, witb 
your mentality, you will be able lo appreciate the spiritual meamng of her 
statement. 11 }ou can, then 1 ihiua Inuia s saivaiion is near ai buna, 
and you and 1 shall be able to walk hand iU hand m this sacred land for 
many a long year lo come. It is not our desire lo eipel \ou irom .... 

Mr. President: 1 musl again remind ihe Honourable Member to address 
the Chair. 

Mr. Amar Nath Butt: I am sorry, Sir. Sir, it is not the desire of 
the Indians lo expel the Britisher from India. It cannot be their desire, 
having regard to their religious teachings. 


Mr. K. M. Joshi: What has religion to do with that? 

Mr. Amar Kath Dutt: I hope, Sir, it is not their desire also to blot 
us out of existence. If that be so, we should adopt measures .which 
appeal to the reason of both the communities. Sir, the other day we 
were told that this very Assembly passed a Bill like this. Sir, a state¬ 
ment like that, coming from the official Benches, pains me very much. 
In fact a Bill like this was refused by the Assembly, while it was passed 
by the elders in the Council of State. Sir, 1 do not wish to show, 
section by section, how this iniquitous Bill can be made to oppress and 
tyrannise over the youth of Bengal. 1 wish for its total rejection; and, 
Sir, in doing so I think 1 can do no better than appeal to the Honourable 
Member-^becauae I believe he has a warm heart inside, however rough 
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his eztedor may be. (Laughter.) I feel today, Sir, the supreme necessity 
of the leusons of those siieul masters of humanity who realise the highest 
destinies of human life, and yet remain tor ever the beacondights far, 
far away from the maddening crowds* ignoble strife to show the struggling 
way farers which way lies the path. 

Sir, in this Assembly we have carried on for years nothing but ignoble 
strifes; we deluded ourselves that we w'erc seeuniig liberties ana pro¬ 
tecting rights for our owm people. Sir, my name has been associated 
with seveial attempts to repeal that antiquated, rust} weapon for suppres- 
smg human liberty, 1 mean liegulation 111 of 1S18. Compared with 
that liegulation, w’hat is today being attempted to be passed as law is 
but the bare skeleton of a cowardly autocracy, shorn of all llesh and 
blood of decency and form, to make that skeleton presentable as a human 
institution! Regulation 111 of 1818, Sir, recognizer the status of on 
individual, as apart iioin the State, and the dut^ ol llie State to mam- 
lam life and leiationsliip of the tarnily and dependants of the unfortunate 
individual detained. Now, the Ciovernment are going to pass u law to 
proclaim before the w'orld that in India, Indians have no status, no separate 
right to ii\e, and no relations either, b} birth or inariiage, as against 
the will of a few' Ihiglishinen who like to enjoy the game of football 
with human life and liberty ! Sir, if tins be called a law, 1 do not know 
what negation of law is. I know that a parallel to this terrorising auto¬ 
cracy nia) be found in the history ol the Czars of Russia, but 1 have 
vet to iearn that there is a theory of jurisprudence anywhere on earth 
which legalises and sanctions ollicial terrorism m the way iii which this 
Bill attempts to make play things ol human liberties m the name of 
maintenance of law* and order. Sir, Sir Samuel Hoare complacently 
chuckles, at a safe distance, over the drastic and severe nature of the 
Ordinances, and as the bandmaster calls the tune, namely, to do away 
wiin the bcaiidal oi utteuus allowances, hib pipers here are piaving the 
same song. “ \ engeanee is mine", sa\b the Lord m Ohmpia, and his 
angels of the heaven-born service say, "Amen” I .iVnd iiiey bring in a 
piece of legislation,—they sa} to supplement, or to complement, or to 
implement, wfial is nothing but an instrument of vengeance in the hands 
of tile powers that be. Sir, what was standing m the way of the use of 
that instrument? The public opiuion of Lengai, the vigilant alertness 
of Bengali society, the healthy, responsive nerves of the collective Bengali 
mind! in the presence of that feature m Bengal, the bullies moved 
heaven of the India Council and the earth ol lielhi,—and here, lo, is 
this Bill, i am not, Sir, addiessing these words to those Members of 
this House whose vision is blinded by the passions of the hour. What 
1 am concerned with is the attitude of some oi my countrymen here who 
would falUT and fail to play the man at this critical juncture of this 
country’s history. I would implore them, Sir, to realize, even now, the 
sigmiicunee of associating this Assembly with this measure of pure 
tyranny. Sir, the Joint Rarliamcnlary Committee appointed to consider 
the Montagu-Chclmstord sclieine proclaimed that it was no reproach to 
it that the Government of India w^as autocratic. It is autocratic even, 
1 say. Sir, after the Montagu reforms. There is nothing m the consti¬ 
tution to prevent the Government from keeping eitlier their prisoners or 
their under-trials, or any class of people, under their absolute autocratic 
sway, anywhere they like, under whatever conditions they like, either 
in Deoli or in Timbuctoo. They come before you. Sir, to enable them 
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to do so; why? Because-^because—as some well-known modern thinkers 
have said—“Pretence is the key to modem civilization’*—^Pretence is 
the price which vice pays to virtue. Pretence, Sir, is the mask, which 
reason seeks to put on, to cover the hideousuess of cowardice. 

Therefore, Sir, the only issue before this llousc is—whether we would 
help this sham pretence to succeed, or whether we would, as true sons 
of our motherland, stand up for the great immutable eternal principles 
of humanity, sympathy and bare justice? These detenus have done, Sir, 
nothing wrong within the purview^ and scope of any wTitten or unwritten 
code or penal code, except this, that they are sensitive nerve-centres of 
the collective mind of Bengal. I admit, a blow on these centres agonises 
the w’iioie of m^ 2 )roviuce. 1 can aibo admit iliat, lar away in the lonely 
desert of JDeoli, 99 per cent, of the detenus, or perhaps 999 out ol one 
thousand of them, ma} submit to cowardice. But what about the re¬ 
maining one? 1 ask my friends here to pause for a moment and give a 
reply themselves. The meinories of our ignoble strife here in this Assembly 
will be forgotten, the revolt of cowering power, sieking pretence, w’ill 
recoil on itself, the exigencies of political liobnobbing will be obliged to 
find its grovelling level—in the presence of the One individual, who would 
revive the history of liberty, honour and courage Practically for the 
last 25 years, Bengal has been chosen to bear the travails* of a new birth. 
In this legislation, my friends here have only one alternative to adopt— 
to w^atch 111 solemn pause and welcome the birth and not to add to the 
sufferings of humanity, and therefore to throw out this !^>ill, and thcreb} 
to prove true to your countrymen. 

Mr. Muhammad Azhar All (Lucknow' and Fyzabad Divisions: Muham¬ 
madan Jlural): Mr. President, the legislation that is before the House at 
present relates mostly to the Bengal province, and 1 would like to re¬ 
mind the House that Bengal is that very province where once the parti¬ 
tion of Bengal took place. The House very w'cll remembers, and 1 suppose 
the Government also remember it very well, how the matter came about 
and how it w'as that it ended. In reply to our Honourable friend Mr. 
Arthur Moore when he says that the House has not suggested so far any 
remedy to this terrorist movement, 1 w^ould like to refer him first of all 
to that incident which happened in India when His Imperial Majesty 
himself came to this country to undo the effects of the partition of Bengal. 
It was that very province which had shown to the British Government how 
the people of I3engal could organise themselves and how the people of 
Bengal could rise to the occasion. Sir. if this Bill is passed and if this 
measure is enacted and if this enactment is worked, I have absolutely no 
doubt that the people of Bengal will again rise to the occasion and it will 
be a very sad day in the histoiy^ of India if any of the Iloyal family has 
to come again to this country to appease the people. I would also remind 
my friend Mr. Arthur Moore bow the matter of the Cawnpore mosque was 
settled by one of the greatest Viceroys of India, and how Lord Irwin had 
to settle the question with Mahatma Gandhi. Those are the instances and 
those are the ways in which conciliation could come to India, and let 
me tell the House that it would come in that very w^ay and by no other 
means. (Applause.) 

Sir, I have been following continuously for the last four days the debate 
that has been going on in this House and the trench warfare that has 
been occasioned in ^e passing of this drastic legislation. Every clause and 
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every portion of the Bill has been contested. There have been Govern¬ 
ment cannons and machine guns, but still with small opposition forces in 
the House and with such unanimity that the Opposition could have, they 
have after all been able to carry a very small portion of the Bill in their 
favour. Still the countr}’ knows very well how we arc constituted. When 
the new constitution comes into being, we hope that this defect v^ill be 
removed and it is then that India will breathe free air. Sir, by this Act 
and by this legislation, we are depriving the detenus of their ordinary 
rights; we are depriving them of their customs and of their manners; 
we arc d('f)riving them of their ordinary clothing. If there is a 
Mussalmnn detenu, then I do not know' how he wdll be able to offer his 
prayers with only one short clotli that is given to him. The only remedy 
which I (*,an suggest and which has been suggested by my Honourable 
friends also is the grant of Bominion Status and it should he granted to 
us without the Icawt possible delav, at the least provincial autonomy. The 
statements which my Honourable friends Mr. Mitra and Mr. Amar Nath 
Dutt have read out today from a girl in Bengal will show from a detenu’s 
point of view as if she was serving her own country and responding to 
the calls of her country, but all over India, from a different point of 
view’, she represent ed to be an anarchist. Although w’e cannot help 
admiring the feelings and sentimiuits that she has expressed and her 
desire that she would like cver\ r-oimtr\man to come forw'ard and serve 
the eausi' of tlie Indian nation still we cannot like h(‘r action and everv' 
one denounces that 8ir, this lerrorihA niov(*men.t is, of course, confined 
at present to Bcncal But if the enactments go on jiut as they are l 

on now’, and if this autocratic wav of rule continues, L am bound 
to confess hofon^ the tlovernnient that dillficuli times may come and 
other provinces may also adopt the same terrorist attitude. It will then 
l>i‘ a verv s-ad day for lln* Government to carry on llieir administration 
At present I onlv want to appeal to the Government Benches that the 
administration of the oountiy cannot bo earned on m the way in which 
it is being carried on. If no coneiIiator\ Acts are passed and if no con¬ 
ciliatory ])olicv is ad«'>|)tcd, I am afraid Govfmmjent will have to face very 
bad days indt^od in this land. 

Sardar Harbans Singh Brar (East Tunjab. Sikh) : :Mr. President, I 
liave risen because T have ftdl on this measure verv dt'etdy since its intro¬ 
duction J am reminded of what an ex-Socretarv of State for India has 
said, T mean Mr AVedgwood Biain, that the greatest State interest is the 
imnartiahtv of the law’. Bv that he meant not the imnartialitv of our 
Judges and jurors but the i*xhibited h\ the Department of 

Puhlie Proseeutions in the initiation of the proceedings. Sir. he con¬ 
sidered it had enough to start proceodin'^s without the neatest care a^’flin't 
a person when he had a chance of defending himself in an open court of 
law', when lie had a chance of cross-examining the prosecution case and 
of putting in his defence But here hv this measure not onlv has nonu 
of those opportunities; he does not even know what Iv's fau’t is. and vbat 
wrong he has done either to the State or to the soc’otv. The onlv reason 
for depriving him of his liberty for an indefinite period is a renort hv the 
police. The Government are to act on that drama-like storv w’r’tten by 
that department of the State. What the Indian pobee is. w’e all know. 
If their statements are to be accepted as true, it w’ill be verv difficult for 
us to find cases w’hich can 'ever be described as false, and if thev <the 
policemen) are to be considered as respootable ^^tlexnen, it will be very 
difficult for UB ^to find the contrary. 
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Sir, is it right now, at the time when Government are trying to ease 
the political situation in this great sub-continent, that they should try to 
persecute the young men and women in this country? Is it fnir for Ihcm 
that they should start in a spirit of vengeance to solve the political situa¬ 
tion of the country? Nobody in this Houso cr outside would support 
terrorism as such. None of us would evt'r like to lend our .support to such 
a movement. But what we feel is that the remedy applied to it is not 
going to prove the proper remedy, but it will prove to be an incentive to 
the movement itself. Il will not suppress tlie movement. When one 
person is detained in prison, it will produce ten to take place. The fact 
that wo, the people of the Opposition, are here is a proof of our modera 
tion. Had we been extremists, then our jilace would have been in DeoU 
or in some other jail. But oven our moderate amendments like the one 
that the provisions of this Bill should be complied with have not been 
accepted and that shows the spirit with which the (lovernnunt are trying 
•to persecute the spirit of nationalism. Now, that wc have had many a 
battle between the Government and nationalism and Ihfit at every time 
conciliation was found to be the only rianody and tlial repr(‘ssion did not 
succeed, this should liave opened the eves of the Tlonournblo tlie Home 
Member, now nearing his retirement He must have rcalisoxl that it is 
no use trying the old-fashioned quack romodies which, instead of proving 
real remedies, \ull in('n\as 0 the disease all the more and prove t'^ be an 
incentive to the movement which they have at heart to suppress. 

Sir, I fe(‘i it with sorrow and T utter it with groat reluctance that these 
measures, these noli'^ies and these actions of Government will undo what T 
always loved and valued, nameiv, the friendship and co-operation of tho 
British people with Indians M\ five \ears stav in England l^roughi me 
into contact with the best of Em"li"Innon. from the ri'tired rca''*tionnrv 
Civilian to the most up-to-date socialist of tho Glastrow t\pe Among my 
friends I counted Sir Mic‘hnel O’Dwyer and Mr. Maxton T oan say on the 
floor of this House that thev valued mv frien'^ship. Mv view's were the 
same as they are now. I always spoke with the \itmost frankness about 
how I felt about it, and it was my frankness regarding the political condi 
tions in India that made even the die-hanls like me T addressed 
meetin"® there on the Indian political situation. In Scotland at Edinburgh, 
and in Ginseow and even in London. I addressed meetings Those con¬ 
tacts with the people there made mo love them and love their princinlos 
of lihertv and demoerat'c ^rovernment. and their inrisprudence that even' 
one is presumed innocent until and unless the contrary is proved. That 
made me admire them. But. alas’ these Ghristinn uontlemen vho have 
come to the Last to give God to the heathens ndvo^*nting the snirit of 
Chr'st and to mve Fnclish iurispmdenee to these people in nroferenee to 
their own medifevql lnw« are now trsdne to fovrfc»t thosp English prlncinles 
and trving to "ovem this eonntrv and direct the destinies of the people in 
other wavs, all the time professin'^ to lead us to fho progreBsiv'sm of the 
West. This is the inheritance thev are going to leave to the future 
Governments of India, of iurisunidence. Here I appeal to the hra't of 
the Honourable ihe Home Member that now that he is ^minrr awav from 
this unpleasant atmosphere of a coercive Government in India, now that 
he is going to that great freedom lovin^ country, to th"t m-eaf. nation 
which has fought for the freedom and the principle of self-detennination 
of another people in addition to their own, I appeal to him that he should 
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-give the spirit of English jurisprudence to the man in the street, to the 
ordinary citizen of the State and even at this late date I appeal to him 
to realise that in the past even in this country repression and coerCiOii 
and persecution have failed as a remedy. On the other hand ii has proved 
as an incentive to discontent, and that leconcJliaiioii and large minded¬ 
ness of dealing with the problems with a l)roader outlook liave succeeded. 

I appeal io the Fronourablo th(‘ Home Aftunbor that he should even now 
consider the advisaf)’lity of giving up these measures and Oiosc*. remedies 
for dealing with the most complicated situation. Sir, th**«e reguijitions 
havti hec'n tried from time almost immemorial and these regulations have 
be,en f)n t-lu* Statute-bool: for over a century. This del ntion without trial 
has not been able to su[)prcss the spirit of nationalism end the spirit for 
liberation of the country from autocracy in that one province of Bengal, 
what to sav of in the ubole of India. This lias bei n ired in the last 
cenlury and ii was fried efirj\ in this ••entury hut proved of no avail. Is 
experience of no utiiitv, is reason of no litmefit to the Members opi)Osite? 
An* they aluays to be cuidcd by the mere feet that they have a mecha¬ 
nical majority in this HouseAre they rnly to . oiis der whether i* 
TfiC'jisurf' .s good f)r bad by the fact that they hayf‘ ii standing majority 
dii(‘ to the presence of the oHieial block?

The la?l thing 1 
Imve to sav is this* some remarks whicli I could only construe in a dispara¬ 
ging sense wen* made on the Gov eminent of Beiiiral and the Legislature of 
Bengal. I think, Sir, that it we reflect fairly and candidly on the question, 
Honourable Meinliet’s opp-isite may perhaps misjudge the wisdom or they 
may mi^ntorpret tin* motives of the executive Government of Bengal, 
though I do not think they have any warrant for doing so. But they 
certainly have no warrant whatever for misjudging the motives and for 
making rtfleeiions upon the intelligence and knowledge of the situation 
which has been displayed by that Legislature. Therefore, I say once 
more,—that wt* ought to treat with due respect and due regard tln^ sirongly 
expressed views of that Legislature, and as the Central Legislature we 
ought to render them the assistance which they require from U9.

It will be within your recollection, Sir, that in the September Session 
of this House it was decided not to circulate this Bill for the purpose of 
eliciting opinion tlaavon hut to r<'fer it to a Soleet (’oinirnttt'e tog»*ther 
with the expressions of opinion which were to be obtaint^d b} exi^cutivi 
action meanwhile It i'< in aecordunec with c*ustoinfir\ nsage. Sir, flint 
the House as a whole b\ referring it, to Sel(*ct Committee agrei'd with 
the principle of the Bill. T do not wish to labour this point at presiait, 
but I shall, if necessary, revert to it when I come to deal with the 
amcn(lm<^nl of my Flonourabh- friend Dr Ziaiiddm Alim.id Tlifiv* was 

then in September a general consensus of opinion in the Hous(‘ that, in 
the words of my Honourable friend Sir Han Singh Gour.

So, then, the Bill whicdi the House con.sidered as loo wide and con- 
icqucntly a faulty instrument for its deidared purpose w.i's referred to 
Select (’ommittee From th.n (’oinmiTtee it ha*^ einei’eed Nei\ diiTeieni 
ndeed in shape, but in principle unaltered Tiike the Bill in its original 
orm, it sids out to bring the law in tliis country into line with the 
lommon law of England. From the English common law* model, however, 
he Committee permitted itself one conscious dt'viation. and in om* rcsgect 
leviated, T think unconsciously, in consequence of its desire, and in mv 
►pinion a very natural desire, to seeuri* the rightv of tiie subject T will 
[eal wdth the first of those deviations w^hen T come to mention of parti- 
ular alterations introduced into the Bill bN the Select Conimitt-H' and 
i^ith the second at a later stage wdien T conn* to nawe tia* anieudnienf 
o clause 2. of whiidi T Ii.ino given notice But behwe 1 come In p ut- 
ular alterations efft'ided iu Stdeet rornmiGet*. let me repeat once more 
very simple point which a large number of Members of this Hou'si* still. 
1 spite of all that T and other speakers liave said, seem to have a strange 
ifflculty in apprehending The Bill is designed for the pn^toctiou of the 
tillers of foreign States. A foreign State is one thing, and an Indian 
itatf* is another. As T told the House twice in mv speech on the 2Bt 
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September la&i, **Tbe Bill ha^ nothing whatever to do with the Jndian 
States and in no way aifects the publication of any statement regarding 
their liuJers”. 1 now say it a third time, and I ask you, Sir, and I ask 
the Houst* to me and, it it as still lliere, forthwith to expel this 

particular bogey from their minds. 

We now come to the particular alterations elTectcd by the Select 
Committee. The first point which Honourable Members will notice is that 
whereas, like the English common law, the Bill in its original fonn was 
universal and attempted to secure some measure of protection for all 
foreign Bulers alike, it has now* become particular and is restricted in 
its seopi* to certain iiulerb, lo wut, the Killers of States outside but 
adjoining India. This change intriKluces into the Bill the element of 
deliiiitioii ol loreigii htates lor which sotih' cnlic.s })iesse(l Tiie .ipplic.i- 
tion of the Bill to tlie Indian States was really ah initw impossible, but 
the addition ol IIk'sc wokIs makes it doubly so But, Sir, not only d(>‘8 
this alteration emphasise the exclusion of Indian States, which exclusion 
Utis alwiivs mlieriiil iij the pio])osals oi (lovernment, hut. as 1 have 
already stated, it also excludes a very large number, m fact, the vast 
majority, of foreign States from the scope of the Bill. In ils present 
shape llic Bill has no application to publications about the Killer of any 
•(•reign State unle'-^ that loreign State k one ol those contiguous to 
Jndia, that is to sas, one ot tho.se which touch India’s land frontuTS 
The States, which do so touch, are Persia, Afghanistan, China, Nepal. 
Tibet, Siam and perhaps also Bhutan. Personall\, 1 tliink this hinilation 
u inistakf', tor reasons which J sliouJd have no difliciiltv in exjilaining, 
tlioiigh wlietla 1 it w'<ai](1 lu* wise lo d ) .so here and now’ is anotliiM* matter. 
]Kit the alteration ffiund favour with the Alemhers of the Selt‘ct ronimittee, 
and the matter not being vital, T do not, on behalf of Ooverninent, think 
it necessary to press the point TiOt the scope of the Bill ho confined 
to these few contiguous States This, then, is the first conscious devia¬ 
tion from the Englisli common law^ model, to which I alluded above. 
Tn the eyes of in\ Muslim friends, llic alterjition has one advantage, as 
they regard il It removes from the scope of the Bill sueh cniintries 
and their Killers as the Bojaz, Iraq and fullest me, none of these being 
contiguous to India to w’hieh tho\ and their eo-rehcionists are neeu<tomi-d 
to go on pilgrimage.

TIeverting now to the Preamble of tlie Bill, I draw \our attention. Sir, 
and that of the House io the alteration in the formula used. The original*

Ifis Majc'sty’s Ci(W('nnnent and the Governments of foreign Rtatos”, 
w’hereas the present Bill calls them “statements likeh to p^reirdieo the

I do iKit tliink, Sir, that there is ain other alteralK'ii lo \^ liich the 
attention of the House need now he drawn But bofon* 1 resume in\ 
seat, I should like to recapitulate the points which 1 desire to bring before 
the House. The main points jire these. The Bill has nothing whatever 
to do with the Indian States. Its scope is confined to d(‘fainatorv articles, 
within the meaning of the word defamation as defined in tlie Indian 
Penal Code, against the Biilei-s of a certain small number of States 
whose territoiies arlpnn tlu* land Irontiers of India and to e(*r1ain ptasoiis 
in close eonnef'tion with those* Rulers either as Mtnnhtas ot their faniilx 
or as principal Ministers of their (loveriiinent. Jt places thi* Hulers of 
those States on precisely the same footing with n‘gard lo di‘famiit.orv 
ai*t.ieles as pri\ate British subjects except that since those* Rulers are 
unable to appear in Court, themselves, it enables tin* (lovenior (ieM(*ral 
to take action on their behalf. 


In respect of penalties and procedure, the ofteiU‘(> with oia* small 
exception, falls wdthin the w^ell established canons of tlu* Indian Reiiai 
Code and the Criminal Procedure Code. The small exception is this, 
that wrhereas in the penal section in Chapter XXI of the Code, imprisou- 
meni may only be simple imprisonment, in the Bill imprisonment of 
eitlier kind iv provided for With the rxeeptions .ibove noird and 
those devialunis to wliieh 1 haxe alluded .md to w liieli I shtill reverl 
the Bill is in general conformity with the principles of the English eommon 
law, and stjitutcv resembling it are in force in nearlx all the civilised 
countries of the world I gave a list of those countries in m\ earliei 
speech, and I need not repeat it now', tn conclusion T \\(»uld onl\ remind 
the House that they have so far dealt with tliis matter in a vc*r\ siates- 
^Rulike spirit. They havt* realised the* practical difficult and as practical 
men have set out to deal with it I earnestly adjure them to .idherc to 
that attitude and to give to Government the support Tu*eessarv to ennhle 
them to place upon the Stnfnte-horik a measun* whicli will iu>t n'striefc 
more than is absolutely necessary tlie liberties of the suhj(‘ct whiK* pro¬ 
viding a necessarv measure of protection for tliose forcisin Bulers wntli 
whom it is of vitrd importance to India that friendlx relations should 
ho maintained Tjot me assun* tlie House tluit by so doing fhev are really 
safeguarding Indian interests against a very real and a vr-rv definite danger

I should like to 
know' whether the Foreign Otl'ice had received copies of these resolutions, 
and if so. whether they wci’e placed bi'foro the Committt'c 

Sir Evelyn Howell: We received (‘opics of nuineroim resolutions which 
„ w'ere. as inv Honourable friend lias endeavourr'd to infoiTn tlu 
* JTouce, in the nature of protesU against the Bill on the ground 

flint it interfered in religious matters. I submit that that criticism is 
entirely uniust. The Bill in no form ever had an\thing to say about 
religious matters at all. 

Khan Bahadur H. M. Wilayatullah (Central rrovinees: Miihanimadan): 
Is religious controvers\ excluded undi r the B>ill? 

Sir Evelyn Howell: I said so in in\ earlier speech in this Hou^c. 

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad: The first thing that I would like to emphasi.s*. 
is that when the promise w'as given to us on the floor of the House that 
the Bill would be circulated, W'C clearly understood that it would be cir¬ 
culated among the public and the opinions received from the public would. 
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bo considered by the Select Conimittee. That promise was not carried 
out. 

Sir Lancelot Graham (SVcretar\', Legislative Departuionl): Tt was 
earned out to tlie letter. 

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad: I said it was not eireululfd among the ]>uolic . . 

Mr. N, N. Anklesaria (Lombav Northern Division ; Non-Miihanunadan 
Unnil) Does the Donoiirahhi Mt^rnher mean lhat it ought to havt been 
sent to f'verv one of the {Vti) inilliotis of Indians? 

Sir Lancelot Graham: It was eireulated precisi lv in the sain, way in 
wdneh JJills ordend by this llou.si* to b(‘ eireulated a?’e cm iiiated. Pre- 
eisi‘l\ the same prcx'tdure was followed, except that if was sent out by 
the (‘xeeutive department eoncerntd, instead of hy the Legislative 
Assianbly Department 

Sunwar Hajee Ismail All Khan: Ma3' 1 know from tiie Honourable 
Mt'inber why le* did not raise this objection whim the Bill w’as referred to 
Select (''oniniiPee *' 

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad: I o].)M»sed u then, I of)].ose it now and I will 
opfKise it ill fiituri \Vluru‘Vi*r a Bill has t-o be circulated, I understand 
that H Is juibhshi.l in the (lOVtTnment (lazette: the opinions of the public 
should hr invited and thc^ opinions received should be laid before the Com¬ 
mittee and shriuld be considered b\ them . . 

Sir Lancelot Graham: 'Fhat is exaetU what was done here 

Mr. President (The Honourabh^ Sir Ibrahim "Rahimtoola) • T think the 
Honourable Member should proct‘o<l withhs observations. Explanation 
has been nven that the procedure followed in the matter of cMrciilation 
was identical with what is done on the* vote of the Assenihly. If the 
Tlunounilde McTnl).’r wishes to challeniri' th,ir explanation, he is entitled 
to do so, hut if he does not challenge that statement. lie sliould proceed 
on the ha-i- that the circulation did take plar-e hi tht^ usual manner. 

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad: Sir, 1 understand tli^i all the opinions received 
from the puhh<’ w(‘re laid before tht* Select Committee and were considered 
by them Tli.'n' is uo indication in the report that this was carried out, 
but still I takt' their w’ord that all these opinions were considered by the 
inemliers of the roinmittee .... 

Sir Lancelot Graham: ^Vt‘ cannot give a promisi* that all the members 
of the (\)nnnittee n*ad all the opinions. 

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad: That is a different matter: but if it was eireulated 
among them, luv ohjoct is fiiUillcd; hut if it is onl\ sho^Mi in a bundle to 
fheni, I do not tlu'nk the terms of the circulation Were carried out. 

Sir Evelyn Howell: Thev had ample <»pportnnlt\ lo study the whole 
matter. 

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad: Then that is all right. . . . 

Mr. President: Order, order: the Honourable Member should proceed. 
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Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad: T come now to the subject matter of the BUI 
itself. Ini the first place the word “adjoining”, as it is defined here, is 
not vor> clear to me, I should like to know whether in this sense France 
js adjoin ins; England. Will it be called adjoining or will it not be called 
adjoining, -is tlu^re is a s(‘j\ htdween the two countries? Thai point is not 
very clear to me. If that is the case, if the intervention of the sea 
helut*eii the two counlrics u ill not prorhidc them from adjoining. 

Sir Evelyn Howell: I s.od (*learl\ adjoining the land frontiers of India. 

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad: 'riuui this will practically exclude all those 
I'ountries which an* st paraled by sea. The second thing is that India 
itself is not defined I should like to knm\ for instance whtdhor Aden 
fonns part of India. 

Sir Lancelot Graham: India is defined in tht* (ieneral (.'lau.ses Act. 

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad: 1 >(h‘s Adt^n fonn pail of India? 

An Honourable Member: It forms part .... 

Sir Lancelot Graham: The Honourable Member knows pi‘rlectly well 
that Aden fonns part of India under the General Glauses Act 

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad: So 1 understand that- all the countries adjoining 
Aden will come under the claust^s of tins Jhll. 

Sir Evelyn Howell: The Honoural>M Memh^T can dras^ hv own con- 
<'lusions. 

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad: Another thing whieh is not ver\ clear to me is 
this, wliether a jdace like Pondicherry or Goa, which is really adjoining 
the land frontier of India, will tie included hen* 

Sir Evelyn Howell: No, Sir, it will not 

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad: H(* says that it is not adioming the land fi-oniier 
of India; thi^ is really an interpretation .... 

Sir Evelyn Howell: I should like it to be understood that I am not 
^ legal expert, T am advised that Pondicherry for the purposes of this 
Bill IS excluded as also other possessions of foreign tiowers which arc com- 
inonlx descrilx'd as hein" in India. 

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad: This is the exfilanation which is given l»y the 
Foreign St'Crelarv, that th<* countries like Pondicheny, Goa, etc . are 
ex('lud( d from the border of India; but wc know tliat flu* sialement of the 
Poreig'i Seei(*iar\ is not enough. Thi.s thing ought to form part of the 
Bill 'riif'reforc this jiarticular fhing, that is, \vheih(*r foreign possessions 
n India arc' foreign powers adjoining the land frontier of India or not . . . 

(Mr. N. N. Anklosaria intemipted.) 

Mr. President: Lot the Honourable Member go on with his observations. 
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Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad: Lt^aviu^ Hint question aside, I shall take up one 
'or two particular cases. Suppose a foreign Kuler adjoining India acted 
against the interests of the Muslim religion, demolished shrines or really 
did an act which was against the canons of Islamic law, and supposing 
there is criticism of that action, will it or will it not come under this Bill? 
The Foreign S'ecrctarv' may say it will not, but his nuTe statement will 
not he enough, it irmst he detinitt‘l\ stated that this thing will not come 
under ihis particular clause This is n'alJy a point on uhich Muslims are 
particularly int('rest(*d Tht'iv may he action taken In tin* King of 
Persia or even hv an\ other king against the Islamic law or against 
Klamie shrines; and if tluTe i-. enticisin of his action, then will il come 
under this Fill or not 1 understand that, aecording to the Bill now’ 
before us, a person who makes a criticism of that kind can he prns(*cuted 
under elaus<‘‘.i of this liili aiul stuit to rigorous imprisonment for two years; 
and unless there is a (dause definiielx excdiiding an\ criticism on matters 
of religion on the -iction taken h\ the King <a’ liis Ministeis nr an\ other 
person against the Islamic canons, from this Bill. I am afraid the intre 
statement of tin* l'\u‘(‘ign Secretan will not satisf\ the Mussalmans, as 
we all know ver\ well that statements of Miuiihers during the debate on 

a Bill are not sntVieient guarantee* for not giving effeci u) sections of the 

Mill. 

The* Foreign SecreUarN ^aid m Ins ^irst s})eet*h at Simla, and repeated 
It t4ida\, tliat his fundamental object is to bring th(‘ Indian to the level 
of civilised countries 1 do not sec much force in this, htraiise, after all. 
it IS a ViTv unimportant point, then' arc man\ things in which we are 
behind the British law, and in this jiartieiil.n* ease if we lemain behind 
the Fnglish law. I do not think au\ st'rious harm is going to he done, 
as we all kn<n\ that this’ fiarticnlar law has heeii ver\ rarely applied, 

and I heliiwe that tln' last case which ocauirred was about 200 years ago. 

'Phendorc it is not iieccssarA tor us to copy a law w'hudi is practically 
obsolete in England itself The real object whicdi is at the hack of the 
inmfl ot the Foreign Secretary is realh to provide some kind of consola¬ 
tion to tile present Kulei of Afghanistan 

Sir Bvelyn Howell: 1 would he ol)hg<Ml if ila* Bonourahle Member will 
n»M mentiui hn-eign countries h\ name 

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad; iiiank \oii, I shall lad im-ntion am particular 
country. Sir Now, m repK to one question we were told that there have 
f)ei n onl\ six eases undiT the Ordmanet's which w(*re realiv the predecessor 
of this particular Bill Two of th(*st* artifies were written by the 
Zrminfhir. and 1 had a talk with the alitor of tla* /.cniinihfr, and I can 
stand snrt‘t>, Sir, that he will not write any article on this particular topic. 
S(\ if this is the oiil\ thing whiclj eoiild sa\e us the odium of this parti¬ 
cular Bill, th»‘n 1 stand here and give security for this jiarticular . . . 

Sir Evelyn Howell: Ma\ I imi*mipt' the TToni>iirahle Member for a 
moment? 1 suhinif, Sir, if ni\ assurances an^ not going to ht' accepted 
hv tills House, thi'iv is no rt'ason wily the assurances given by the 
ITonourahle Afemher should he accepted b} this TToiisc (Laughter.) 

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad: Sir, tins is really a matter in wiiich the decision 
of the High C’ourt has hei*n gncii. iiiey jia\e said that the speeches deli* 
vertM m this House could not reall\ alter Hie meaning of the law% but the 
assurances I am giving. 

Mr. S. 0. Mitra: iiiere may be a change of editor tomorrow’. 
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Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad: The assurances I am giving are assurances from 
one individual to another individual. My f* lend just said that there might 
be a change of €»ditars, and if siieli a thing liappeiis, and if really an article 
is written on this topic, tlion action can certainly bo taken against him; 
but 1 assure him that- tlicre is no desire on tlie part of any one in India to 
interfere \\ith the infernal affairs of an\ State 1’lie clioico <>l a Kuler and 
the settlement of internal atfai»*s arc matters for the people of tlie States 
concerned and they should decide for Ihemsehes, and we are nr)i concerned 
with those thinirs, and I may assure my TTonoiirablo friend that the people 
in India take absolute]} no 'iiteivst whatsoever in tlic internal affairs of any 
of those adjoining States 

No doubt, tile Iliil Imjn hoiai \er\ much modified and a g<»od deal ot its 
poisonous ellect has been lemoxed, hut the fact remains that a Pill of this 
kind is imcal ed loi ai lhi!> stage It unneeessar:!} creates excitement 
among the pcojde ^^iilaait ‘^uihcient justification, it is cpiite uniu'cessary 
to bring in a liill of iIiIn tuul at this juncture when poo])le are slei*ping 
and are not ttiking aii\ intere^^t in these matters. B\ tr}iiig to enact a law'- 
of this knul \ n wil! eii .ite a >‘ee'‘ng in thr public mind that. tlu‘ (iovernment 
liav(' got some sinister moti\t-. helnnd it -uid tiuy want to gag the mouths 
of tilt* people and llie Press In foreliand If ftadings <if' tins kind t'xist in 
the countr}, 1 can <[uUe understand voiir taking action tc» meet the situation, 
but w}u*n then* iio exciteiia'iil, when there is no ('iin rgencN <vf any kind 
if you take tictiou of the kind vai now propose*, then you cri*ate an impres¬ 
sion in the public mind that \ou Inive an ulterior moti\e bt‘hiiul you. T 
do riot know wleii the foreign policy of the adjoining districts is likely to 
be tomorrow', and this Bill is onl\ to pre\ent something which Government 
have in tlieir mind. But as T said it is quite wrong, it is quite undesirable, 
it is quite unjustititible to create such an impn*ssion m the public mind, 
fiarticularlv at this time wdien w'e ha\(‘ got- so many other things to look 
to. Therefore, T would ask the Govemiiient Benches, and particularly the 
Foreign Secretary, who reall\ has got the interests not only of the adjoining 
territories hut also of India at heart, to consider wdint impression his action 
W'ould produce in the juihlie mind if tliis legislation enacted at ih.s tini'* 

T w'ould lliereforc request linn onci* more tli.it he should circulate the Bill 
to ('licit public opinion and this measure sbould not lit* pusbed 
througli in this session, fis it wdll (‘reatc unnecessar\ iqipnltonsion 
in the public mind. One definite coTn])laint was brought, to niv notice last- 
night, and it wtis perhaps also the suhiecl matt(‘r ot a r»'vo1ntion ]>assed 
in one of the big conferences in Lahore, and it is tliis, that this measuro 
i^ passed into law' will seriously ofTect the religious liberty of the Mussalmans 
of India and e.spc'ciallv of the Shia rommunity. Thev sav if anv aetion 
is taken by anv Minister, Bnler or an\ member r)f tin* fainlK of tlie Bnler 
against any of the tenets of Islam and there is hrmn firlr and genuine 
eritieism against siieli aetion there wdll he trouble Therefore. Sir, on the 
ground that this measure is quite unjnstifi.Mhle. unealled for and unneees- 
sarv, T onee move appeal to mv TTonourahle friend to aeeept the circulation 
of the Bill for elieiting puldie opinion. 

Sir Abdur Bahim fraleutfa and Suhurlis • Muhammadan TTrhau) • 
“Mr. President, T support this amendment, and T submit that there arc verv 
strong reasons why eonsideratmn of this Bill should not he proceeded wdth 
now Sir. w’e have noticed a tenclenev on tlie part of the GovernmeTit to 
bring before the TTouse ver} important measures nt the fag end of the 
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session, willi iJie result that ^viUl the otlieial block at Ibuir coiiimaad and a 
few non olfic.i.il AJciliIxms who ‘»(‘nera!l\ suppfjrl them, the^ aie able to carry 
through any ineasuie, liow(W'er opposed to public opinion in the country.

The lesult will be that tlu‘\ will be the sole judge of 
whether a writing in the Press is defamalorv, or r.itlier if (letaniatorv 
whether it is likely to projudu‘c foreign relations And look at the scope 
t>f it,—likely to prejudice foreign relations’ You eoiilrl not usi* language 
wider than that You may call it a law, but it laeks the ve rx element arv 
requisitn* of law*,—that is, deiiniteiicss The court must find it very diffi¬ 
cult to give effect to language of that kind. The result, i^mst naturally 
bo that if the Secretary of the Voreigii Department gives evidcuice before 
the Court, fhat. in their opinion—^l)eeausi it is a matter of opinion—the 
foreign relations are likely to be prejudiced, there is an end of th(‘ matter 
1 say the Court will find it impossible to go behind that opinion T am 
nbsolnlely sure, my Honourable friend Sir EveUn Howell knows fully well 
that, that will be the result of a proceeding in Court at the instance of the 
d<''oreign Department. T take it that evidence will he given according to 
the ordinarv procedure and the requirements of the Evidenee Aci. Once 
that evidence is given, whether the defamation eharged 1*^ likely to jire- 
judice foreign relations—that will depenil entindy upon the evidence of flic 
Foreign Department. The C'oiirt wdll he helydess will he entirely at the 
mercy of the official witness 

Look at another provision of tlie I^ill \n\ member of thi‘ family of a 
Euler—has any attempt lieen made to defiiui that So far T rerniunber, 
the n-eneral cianses Act does not attempt to define anv such thing.

An Honourable Member: Are we in a worse position? 

Mr. Muhammad Yamin Khan: The political circumstances have chang¬ 
ed. The Amir of Afghanistan was not then considered an independent 
rul('r in d:iv>; but be - an mdcpcnd<‘nt ruler to-dns Tlu* [i^yition of 

other contiguous states absolutely changed The circumstances are 
changing, and for this pi^irposc, every day as the necessity arises, the law 
has< to be changed. The law (*an never be the same, and it will have to 
be changed as the circumstances change, and we find today that certain 
conditions and certain statcnauits appear in the l^ress, which make it 
obligatorv that protection should bo given to our neighbours that ^he 
ri-latu ns hotnocui India .uid those States may remain solid, and may not 
be jeopardised h\ the man who writes in the Pre^s Mmply for his own 
sake r think that the Bill should be considered now and there is no

Jt i.n jairely for the juiijjose of keeping under our 
thumbs that malicious projiuganda winch is soineliines stalled b\ those 
parties who wish t(j create some trouble in the neiglihonrnig Stales and 
who lire oheitcred and harboured here with the aid of moiiev Articles are 
written simply to cieate ill leelings between the two neiLdii^ouring countries. 
Sir, tlie misehieJ’-inakeis in India are trying their bf>( to brih(‘ tlic vorna- 
<!iilar Press mostly to create sucli troulJes (Mr Ji, JJns “WImt are tho^e 
ncvvspafiers? Will yon kindly mention their lianas'^) Some* ]>( opio whv) 
are living in the North-West Frontier Province would v^-ry much like to 
('•'cate trouble there If once trouble is created there, those who live in 
the Frojitier ean understand what e-alamities and troubles they will lend 
to if there are no friendly relations with tlie neighbouring State. I must 
lake this opportunity. Sir, of thanking the other side of tho Frontier for 
their very just, neutral and friendly attitude; otluTwise even if they had 
tile sliLditest idea of eroatuig tho slightest trouble, it w'ould have* cost us, 
as T said the other day in my speech in this House, thousands and thous¬ 
ands of lives and millions and millions of pounds. It is most important 
on thj part of the Government of India to keep very friendly relations with

Now, Sir, iliis is a definition w'hieh is applied here in Tndi.« Anv man who 
makes an imputation of this eh.arne^er will come under section 490 T P C. 
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and be punished. There may be a certain fear in the minds of the Boaour- 
able Members that any fair criticism or fair comment which is made in 
good faith will also be covered by this and a man will be punished for it 
as well, but 1 want to remove that misunderstanding bei^ause section 4Q9 
I. P. C. is subject to certain exceptions. 

Hr. FltBideni (The Honourable Sir Ibrahim Uabiiiil<K3la) : T hope the 
Honourable Member is not going to repeat what Mr. Anklesaria has already 
stated to the House. The exceptions to section 409 were read out and 
coinmentcHl ufKjn by .Mr Ankle.saria. 

Mr. Lalchand Navalrai: I am not going to repeat them. I am only 
referring to them to remind the House that there are safeguards provided. 
What T particularly want to draw attention t/^), without reading these ex- 
c.eptions, is 1o refer to three exceptions only showing that these three are 
pertinent to this question They are exceptions Nos. 1, 3 and 9. So my 
humble submission is that there are safeguards which have been provided 
and therefore there is no fear that any fair eoiriirient or am comment which 
is harmless will make nii\hodv punishable. 

Then, Sir. proeeeding turtlier I find that tlua’e ari' certain objections

Kveu the narro’vver mean¬ 
ing includes tliose doscendt'd realU and putatively from a common pro* 
genitor The modern meaning too would include a group comprising im- 
mediatt' kindred These are my submissions with regard to this point. 
The w'ord “fnmilv** is vcr\ wide, and that is one of the objections w'hich 
this House has to consider 

Then, Sir, further on we fiiift that the words are “with intent to pre- 
pulict' tlu* maintennnet of friendly relations between His Majesty's Gov¬ 
ernment and the Oovenuiient of such State”. T take objection to the 
words “friendly relations” My liiimblo submission is that the object of 
the Bill s not that- there should be protection against unfriendly relations, 
but that there should he protection against the creation of enmity and 
hostility betw'cen two Rulers. Therefore so far as these words are con¬ 
cerned, namely, to create unfriendly relations, they will he distorted and 
misinterpreted. On this point my view is that from the political point 
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of view, idea underlying the Bill i« to prevent the diaBeminaiion of 
defamntory fetatemenl-B against foreign Rulers, made with intent to create 
enmity or hostility between the two Governments, and not only with an 
intonl U eauao unkind or unfavourable relations between thtun, or such 
as ma> iuerol\ tend to displease the Ruler. The word “friendly” means 
kind or f.ivourable. The use of such an expression will go a great way to 
put too much restraint on the freedom of speech and the privilege of the 
Press I submit, ther6*fore. that tlu* words ”vvilh intent to erente enmity” 
may be mcri* apju’opriate and Ihis is what T .am asking th(‘ House to con¬ 
sider. 

Then, Sii, so far as the other portions of the Rill are coneerned, they 
will i.lso be considered at th( time when amendm(‘nt> are moved, but I will 
make one remark so far as the courtare eoneornt'd. 'Fhere was a difference 
of opinion in the Select Coinmiitoe .as to which courts should tr\ these 
COSOS. Some of the Members were of the view' that it mu«t he the Sessions 
Court to try siieh an offender and that also should la consid('red h\ the 
House foi tills is a graver d'*famati('n than defamation against a partieular 
man who can he tried in India hv a Fi>*st Class Magistrati* nr a Pn-sidency 
Magistrate.

the Bill and another as proposed in the lorm ul an amendmeut.. Both 
are very nearly the same, except in one principle, and that is a very 
vital principle. We had discussed at great lengtli m the Select Com¬ 
mittee whether it should be left to the Court to judge that unfriendly 
relations have been created or are going to be crtatled by certain articles 
which appear in the Bress, or whether the sole judge should be the 
Governor General in Council. That was the leal difference of principle. 
It was suggested that although tlie ai'ticle may amount to libel on the 
Prince it should be a libel of this nature as to (‘riaite unfriendly relations^ 
If that is left to the Coui-t-, then necessarily some kind ot tw idcnce has 
to be produced bcdon* the Court and the (Jourt cannot imike up its mind 
unless it is proved to the sat-isfaction of tlie Court that tlie tendency of 
that article was to jirornote unlriendly reluti(>n.s, which nieaiif, in other 
words that a certain amount of resentment might h.ive been shown by the 
Prince concerned. When this question caino up. the majority thought 
that if any private person was defamed he could go to the Court and 
get a conviction merely on a<*count of proving tliat a paiticular statement 
is libellous, but in Ihti case of the Prince* who cannot apfiear himself 
personally before the Court, the Governor Geiionil m (a)uneil take upon 
themselves the responsibility of launching a prosecution, and they could 
not get a conviction unless they prove more than w'hat a ]>ri\atc individual 
would have to prove—that the statement is libellous and at the same 
time is a libel of such a nature as to create iinfne.ndK relations between 
the Indian Go\ernment and the Pnnee concerned When Ibis point 
came up, it was really the intention of the rna-jonty ot the Select Com¬ 
mittee that protec.tion to a Prince should not be more than what is 
enjoyed by an ordinary person in the country, and because he cannot 
appear himself personally, therefore this responsibility may be left to the 
Governor General in (’ouneil to protect the interests of the person W'ho, 
on account of his position a.nd status, cannot come to an Indian Court. 
I confess very frankly that this point come up so suddenly that we 
could not give very serious thought ns t(» what it would amount to. and 
it was not known at that time that there w’a.s this last ingredient As 
it happens, one thing that the present .section refers to is. “with intent 
to prejudice the maintenance of friendly relations”, which means, the 
Court has to judge whether it is going to create unfriendly relations or not. 
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J4ow what 111 } Honourable fneud, Sir Evel}ji Howell, prupobes is that 
in tin* opinion oi tin* (hiveinor (leneml in C’oujicil if it ho, then that 
will deteiininr tin; point. Now in take:^ the resjioUMbilil} upon himself 
to be the sole judge as to whether uniriendiv redations are being created 
or not. TJie n*}ii objection to the projiobed section as it stands in the 
Select Coininiltee's iteporl, as has bee,n pointed out, is that, although 
the intention ot the Legislature ina} be to keeji up friendly relations, 
the bare fact that it iias to be pro\ed in an open (’curt that some 
kind of unfriendly relalioiis are going Uj be promoted, the very nature of 
the evidence which will be tendered before tlie Court, if tfiere were not 
such bad untriendl} rtdations alr(*ad\ ert*atod, will tend to create un¬ 
necessarily the untneiidl; relations w'hich it has been the intention to 
avoid. A pi-os(ieution may be launched for the purpost* that the friendly 
relations may continue, but wlaui the Foreign Secretary or his subordinate 
comes before tlu*. Conn and says that there is a tendency to create un¬ 
friendly lelallolls, and with an unlimited number of questions put by the

e.reated or t<;nded to create untriendly relations,—beyond that they can 
produce uo other eNulenct‘, because the nature of the di*cumeiits may bo 
so confidential that they could not be produced before the (’ourt. So 
I think will'll the Court lias to decide or to rely mostly upon the evidence 
of the Foreign Secretary, it is mnch better to leave Tiie matter to the 
judgment of the (lovernor Cleneral in Council than on mere oral testimony 
which miglit lead to the prejudicing of relations which wt‘ intend to keep 
very friendly So 1 think tliis aiiioiiduieiit is one to which I must after 
due thought accord niv support, and I support it.

Ruler or am of lils rclatirins or m nisters as it is to defanu^ an ordinary 
individual witliin British India, liut for practical purpose's llu' diffcn?nce is 
this. A forei‘jrn Ruler nr his minister, or a mendx'r of his faiiiilv, w'ould 
not cro'iis the frontier and lodge a complaint m British India. Therefore 
defamation of such a penson practically cairios wa’th it a charter of 
immunity from punishment What the Bill seeks to do, especially the 
amendment, ifi to take aw'ay that diflieultv in thf‘, case of a foreign Ruler 
who may bo defamed. Ordinarily in a criminal case a complaint may be 
filed by any one, but in so far as the offence of defamation is (‘oncemed, 
section 198 of the Criminal Procedure Code has laid down that the person 
aggrieved is the person who alone can lodge a complaint That being so,

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■any foreign Ruler, as the law now stands, if he feels aggrieved by any 
statement published against him, has got to appear before the Court him¬ 
self and lodge the complaint. Now, Sir, the proposed amendment seeks 
merely to make an exception to tlie rule in section 19H in ‘‘.uoiir of the 
foreign Ruler. If you turn to section 198 of the Code of Criminal Proce¬ 
dure, you will see that a new proviso was added to that section in 1923. 
That proviso enacted an exception in favour of certain classes of persons, 
such as minors, lunatics, idiots, women, persons suffering from any 
infirmity or Hickness. In the case of such persons, it was provided that 
the complaint iniglii he filed on their behalf h> sornebf>dv else with the 
lt;a\(; of tln‘ (’oiirt Wliat is no\\ sought to hr afhirvrd h\ the jiresen^ 
amendment is that, instead of a complaint being filed with the leave of 
the Court on behalf of a foreign Ruler, a complaint will have to be 
authorised by the Oovemor Oenoral in Council.

I do not Hoe No grave question of international law^ are rc‘all\ involved, 
unless you say that whether or not the (lovemor OeniTal should authorise 
a complaint to be hnlged on behalf of a foreign State* is a question of 
international law After all, such as it is. it in not so ver\ serious or so 
very dangerous that w'e need shy at that 

Some* questions were raised as to the se,ope of thin clause'—that not

I can understand the 
case of the foreign Kuler, but I do not know why any one representing 
him in India could not conu‘ before a British Indian Court and make a 
complaint that he has< been defamed or his Kuler has been defamed I see 
no reason whatever. We have for the purpose of this Act opened the 
Courts of British India to such a complaint, and if as a matter of fact any 
foreign Ruler or his representative feels any grievance with respect to any 
writing in the Press or an> utterance in public on the part of any British 
Indian citizen, why should there bo any difficulty on his part to make a 
complaint? Once a complaint is made, whomsoever it may be, the 
whole (jiiewtion is ofiened np whether the writing or utterance is likely to 
prejudice foreign relations or not. Then, where is the difficulty on the 
part of the representative of any Kuler or a member of his family to 
make a complaint here?

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foreign State was deemed to be an offence; but the Select ('oiumittee 
improved upon it and made two elements as vitally necessary in constituting 
iLc offence under clause 2. The two elements were, tirstl^, the offence of 
defamation, which must be proved b\ tlu* j)rosecution to the satisfaction 
of the Court. The second element was that this defamation must be 
with intent to prejudice the maintenance of friendly relations between His 
Majesty’s (Jovernment and the Government of the foreign State, or 
whereby the maintenance of such relations is liktdx to be prejudiced 
These were the two ehunents which wert* iru-orporated in clause 2 by the 
Select Committee. Now, the question is—which is the autlioritv to judge 
on these two points? The qiiestion w-hether a particular offence falls 
under defamation or not. clearly the Court has to deeide Then* w^as a 
difference of opinion in the Select Committee with regard to the latter 
point The majority of the Select Committt‘o held that the second 
element, which is to constitute the offence, nameh. the intention to 
prejudice the maintenance of friendU relations, is also a qiiesHoii which 
should b(' decided h\ th(‘ Court.

The Honourable Sir Brojendra Hitter: I’ho Govtrnor General m Coun¬ 
cil. And that is the law' in England also That is what 1 want to point 
out It is implicit in the defamation of a hm-ign Tinier tli.it friendl\ rela¬ 
tions will bo distnrbi'd. I w’ish to read one p;issage from Lord Georgia 
Gordon’s case, who defamed the Queen of Franee and the French Ambas¬ 
sador. Tho learned Judge, addressing the jiec.ii.sed said • 

"It vr.'i.s higlilv rieci'.nsarv th.at the ^^nvernini; power- of fchi.s coiiiifrs (Ihat is. 
England) should take upon thom.selve.s the proseeiitloa daring an offender Other 

nationa (w'ho do not know how niueh the prea,te.«*t of all l>le<48ings, LilK*r(y. and parti¬ 
cularly, tho Linertv of the Press may be perverted in the hands of wicked men), 
could hardly be induced to Lelieve that sin h daring and atrocious publscations as yours 
could ever go forth into the norld without the conniianf'e of that Slate at lejist in 
which they are puVilished ” 

Therefore it conies to this: that whenever there is defamation of a 
foreign Kuler, the implicatoin is that the State in which that publication 
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Js made is eouniving at that defamation. That is the implication and it 
is upon this principle that the law has been stated in Russell in tKese 
teniis: (I desire Hrmonnible Members’ attention to the wordinj;.- 

'‘Upon the ground lha>t nialiciouK and .scurrilous leflectione upon foreign sovereig;iift 
or their repreaeiitatives may tend to involve this country in disputes, animosities 
and warfare, it has l»een held that puhliration.<i tending to degrade and defame such 
persons aie indictable.’* 

The whole point of the indietnient js that the publication has a tendency 
TO disturb peiu'ctiil relations Disturbance of peaceful relations is 
not an ingredient in the offence. The offence is the offence of 
detaniation a^ defined in section 49^1 <>1 the Indinn Penal Code. 

All that Sir Evelyn Howell’s amendment ia seeking to do is this: 
that instead of (Munpelling fi foreign Ruler to coint* and lodge his com¬ 
plaint. \nii Muthorisi* the (iovernor General in Council to lf»dge tlu; eom- 
pl.iint p»‘o\ided tile Governor Geuer.il in I’ouncil is satisfied that that 
particular ilefaiiiatinn h<is a tendencv to disturb peaceful relations.

Mr. Jehangir K. Munshi: Mr Pre«?ident. in the course of the debate 
this mominc. before w’e adjourned for Lunch, it was contended by the 
Honourable the Law' Member and bv mv Honourable friend Sir Lancelot 
Graham that the object of the Government of India, in attempting to 
enaet this Bill, is to afford faeility to certain foreign Eulers to file a com¬ 
plaint for defamation, pure and simple, an offence punishable under 
Chapter NXi of the Indian Penal Code and to create an agenev for filing 
and prosecuting such complaints on behalf of certain foreign Eulers in a 
Court in British India: and it w'as further strenuously contended that once 
the complaint is filed by an offieer authorisfHl by the Governor General 
in Council, it wdll be purely a question of w’^hether an offence has or has 

k G 2 
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not been committed under Chapter XXI of the Indian Penal Code. My 
Honourable friend Sir Lancelot Graham says “Yes”. But in spite of that 
we have been faced wath another amazing aspect of the Government's 
position when the Law Member said that the object of retaining those 
W’ords, the deletion of whicli T suggest, is to protect the accused, and that 
these words have been inserted in the interest of the accused. I do not 
know if the Honourable the Law Member will persevere in this contention 
after further reflection, but if that is the only object, then J think there 
should be no difficulty on the part of Government to agree to the omission 
of that })art of the clause I m‘ll ])rocecd to show to the Hous(' how the 
insertion of these words, or the deletion of these words, w'ill react on the 
accus(‘d. Tf the object of the Government of India was only to enable a 
complaint to he tiled and prosecuted without tlu* foreign Bulor being pre-

T do not know^ if Sir Lancelot Graham still adbrre^ to bis contention that 
this factor will not be brought before the Court Now. Sir, if the Court 
has got to presume—it is an irrebuttable presumption that flu* accused 
has already committed an act, the effect of w’hich is to tend to prejudice 
the maintenance of friendly relations between His Majesty's Government 
and the Government of a Foreign State, then a very important question 
arises, what happens to the Exceptions to section 409 of fho Indian TVnal 
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Code? I will ask the House to bear in mind clearly that by this enact¬ 
ment the Court is definitely bound down to this irrebuttable presumption. 
Now, let us examine the exceptions and see how they affect the interests 
of the accused. I do not propose to take the House through all the ex¬ 
ceptions. T shall take only three exceptions and confine my observations 
to them. The first Kxception to section 490 of ili<‘ Indian Penal Code 
reads as follows ■

Now’, T ask tli<‘ Hoiist3 to imagine the position of the unfortunate accused. 
If the accused pleads that it is for the jiublic good, the Court has to 
decide as a (jiicstiou of fact whether ihal particular publication is or is 
not for the public good. How’ is the Court going to decide this question 
of fact when it is also bound to prcsurne, a presumption which is irrebut¬ 
table, that ibr publication tends to create unfriendly relations between 
the two Governments ? it would he verv difTiculr for the eoun.scl appearing 
for the accused to contend, that although tbi* pubbcaiiou may strain the 
relations between the two Governments and bad to war between the two 
countries, II IS for the publie good I do hope that my Honourable friend 
Sir Ijaiieelot (iraham will give further reflection to this aspect of the 
mattc-r I now’ come to the third Exception , it reads as follows*

Now as regards the question of *‘good faith'', it wall be very difficult 
for the accns(‘d to contend successfully that the expression w’as dn good 
faith w'hen the irrebuttable presumption is that be has expressed and 
published something with intent to create unfriendly relations between 
His Maiosty's Govemment and the Foreign State concerned. 

Then we come to the last Exception —the lOtb Kxcepfion. which reads 
as follow s • 

“It is noi dcfani.itn»n lo convey .1 c.iution. in ijood fLiitli, to one person against 
another, provided tli it .such caution *i>c uitcndcd for tho £;ood of ihe jw^vn to 'whom 
it is conveyed, ni of some per*ion in wluun that perivon is interested, or for the 
public good ” 

Now some of m;s Hoiioiirablo ^luslim friends sitting on my right have ex¬ 
pressed grave tipprcheusions that occasions may arise when Muslims in this 
countrv nia\ have to sound a note of warning to the Muslim population in 
this couiiti’N and also to the Muslim population in a lU'ighbouring State that 
a particular action taken or contemplated h\ a foreign Euler offends or w’ould 
offend the tenets of Islam or the best interests of Islam. Such opinion 
of caution would be for the public good so far as Islam is concerned, but 
how can the accused successfully seek the protection of this exception, 
if the count is bound to hold as an irrebuttabb* presumption that although 
it is for tho public good of Islam and of Mussalmnns. novei-theless it 
tends to create unfriendly relations between His Majesty’s Govemment 
and the Government of the foredgn Euler. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. President, this Bill does create a new' offence, and it is idle to 
pretend otherwise. If it is purely a question of making it simple for the 
foreign Buler to file a complaint for defamation pure and simple, then 
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there is no necessity ior these words in clause 2. The simplest course 
would be to enlarge the proviso to section 198 of the Criminal Procedure 
Code. But it will be contended that it cannot be done this session. 
Even if that is so, then', is no diflieultv in the wn\ of the Ciovernment 
of India agreeing to delete iJicse particular words iroin danse 2; and 
1 have <Iio .nitliord y of in a Honourable friend, Sir Abdnr Iiuliim, the 
Leader of fJie Jndependeiil I’arty, io inform the (u>MTnnjeut of India 
that if tliev \vould agree io dolcic lliese parlieulai’ \\'<a‘(Is iroin clause 2, 
whidi I liav't' already lu'.ul out io the Housi', then I he Iiidt;pendeiit [*art> 
would Ji.ivc no ohjeefioM lo (dause 2 being passt'd atlcr .sueli deletion. 
Now, Sir, if the Opposition iii tliis House is eoneerned over tins J^ilJ, 
because serious roslric'iions an* soughi lo he imposed on liie liberty of 
the Ih’oss and on tiu* Jiberiy of tin* subje('1, and li ilie Oppu^itirin would 
not only W'eleoine hut desiri's that tlu'Se words should l)i- .uintti'd from 
clause 2. then surely it is not for the (loM^rninent ot Indi.i t(j jiei’sist in 
their present attitude (Hear hear.) 1 think. Sir. the Ojiposiiicm in 

this House, whioh eiaisisis of a number ot lawyers drawn praetieally from 
every province, can lx* tru.sted to safeguard tlie interest-- ot tie* .iccused 
more than the Troasui\ Benches. Then Sir. ii it is iK't .i lu w offence, 
why is there n tkwv pnnislnnenl 

Tn the Bill as it has emerged from the S(‘l»*ei ConuujtUr el iiise 4 
provides as follows 

“The piovisKJiis of seiiiuii-' 99 A to 99 (i «»t the (.‘odt* <>1 i nuimai Proeedure, 
1898, and of ioii!> 27-Jt lo 27-1) of tlx* Indian l*o.st Dttiie Act. 2898, .shall apply in 
the of any hook, now.spaper or other docuinont conlauung mallei m respect ot 

which any person is punishahle under section 2, in like manner they apply in the 
case of a book, iicwspa]ier oi docunirnt (ontuming se<htioiis rniittoi within the meaning 
of those sections.'* 

I submit, Sir, that the insertion of this clause creatcN an aiiditioual 
punishment and imposes additional ]>eniillie.s for thi> offence; and there 
can be no doubt that tliis Bill creates a new ofl'enee and pri)Viilt*s for a 
ne^v punishment. Here is the acid tost by which tin (lovernmcnt of 
India will be judged, naineh , their attitude towards m\ suggestion w’hich 
has tho support of the Opposition Benches and more partieularlx of the 
Independent Party that lliese particular words should be di‘leted and the 
offence slionld bo kept purely and simply an offence of dcdumalion under 
section 499 of the Indian Penal Code, with the punishment provided in 
Chapter XXI of the Tndhin Penal Code; and there should ho no other 
ingredient or punishment or penalties in this Bill ( Applause i 

Mr. Muhammad Azhar Ali (T^ucknow^ and F\zabad Divisions: 
Muhammadan Bural): Sir, in this discussion not only religious matters 
are involved but political matters as well. It is to be* remembered that 
Muslim interests, in so far as the declaration of the Khalifa or likewise 
is concerned, are bound to be involved in this discussion; and it has 
been shown that if any Buler of a foreign State declares himself to be 
the Khalifa, or if any matter of a religious shrine arises in any of the 
foreign countries, then both on religious and political grounds the 
Mussalmans of India are bound to write something or to speak some¬ 
thing or to hold meetings. So 1 do not see where is the reason why 
Government do not insert any exception in the present Bill for those 
matters, just as exceptions and explanations are inserted in section 499 
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of the Criminal Procedure Code. I see at any rate no force in the 
argument advanced by the Government that section 499—exceptions will 
be quite enough for those purposes; and I am bound to state that only 
political questions have necessitated the enactment which is at present 
before us. The affairs in the Hejaz and other Muslim countries have 
in fact been tlie cause of bringing in this J3ill before the Legislature. 
Sir, vve also find that tlie Governnient i)f India arc very solicitous for 
saving the thin shin of foreign people, but they are quite oblivious of 
the fact that flie thin of their own subjects is being affected. Sir, 

the money that will be spent out of the Indian exchequer on the prose¬ 
cution Indian llinnschcs for th^* sake of the relations with the foreigners, 

will not be in any way coinjiensatcd by the foreign Kulers. ^ly sub¬

besidi's other minor cliaiit'es, and the wav in which the whole clause 
has boon pul, shows that from Ihe very beginning the Bill was not very 
considoratfdy drafted. Sir, the Government of India have been given wide 
pow(‘rs under this Bill, and although f>ne cannot say <hat they will be 
misused, tliere is af loasr a likedihood of their being misused. The 
Magistral os nt present, when tlicy receive anv case from the District 

Magistrate or from IIk' Higli Court, consider themselves in their heart 
of hearts to he bound to presume against the accused, and the presump¬ 
tion there is that that is the intention of the Government So. when 
this thing goes from the Governor General in Council, the Magistrates, 
though they may be quite honest people, will pay more attention to such 
presumptions against the accused With these remarks. Sir. T oppose 
the motion.

The secf>nd ehango to A\hieh T should libe to refer is the new clause 4 
It was felt by the Members of the Select Committee that, in order to 
provide against the risk of sugar being imported into India at prices which 
would impair the protection intended to la* given, the GoAx^mor General 
in Council should have powers to impose additional duties. The reason 
why a clause of this kind did not find a place in the Bill as introduced 
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was mainly this. I have always felt that this power of imposing by 
executive actinii lAdditionMl duties is a power which it is difficult to exercise 
wisely, and which, ou tlie whole, as a Member of Govemuient 1 would 
rather hr willmiit. Therefore, 1 have never cared to put forward a demand 
befon the rh*ns«# that the executive Govermm-nt should he invested with 
those jiowers Bui if tlu* feelin^ in the House "cncrally is that it is 
desirable tliat the Ooverniiient should ha\e these powers—and that was 
elearj\ the Jeeiiii;* in tlu^ Beleei Committee—then the Clovemnient are 

read} to aecerh* fo the general wish, hut they prefer that the power should 
he eonlen.d tlieni hy the House rather than that they should come 

to tlie Hous< and themselves ask for it In tin* report of the Select 

rornmittei' there is a sentence which says * 

“We coa-ide} that \vheno\er the (hKeinor (leaeial la Coiinul exercises the power 
conterred l>v ihi- H.insc*. hi* should, as M»on as possible thereafter, give the Legislature 
an oppoituiiilN to efinsidei his afiioii.”

The Imperial Council <^f Agricultural Kesearch are in a 
position fr.-m funds alresuiv at their disposal, to finance the schemes to 
which the\ ire already committed. The figure of Ks. 10 lakhs a year is 
not one wldf h can be immediately attained, but only by a series of stages, 
and it i«5 not. until some tim(' after the schemes have begun to be initiated 
that the maximum figure is reached. But although the Council of Agri¬ 
cultural Be«;enrch have sufficient fundsi at their disposal to carry on up 
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till the 31st March, 1933, I gather they would have to curtail their opera* 
.tions to some extent if further funds were not placed at their disposal 
then. What I should like to say on behalf of the Government is this.

And if Honourable Aiembera 
opposite think that this is the right course to follow, 1 think it is incumbent 
upon them to show in what r^jpccts circuiustunces have changed since 
Government were reluctantly compelled to take the course of aetiun wliich 
they did take at the end of last December and towards the beginning 
of January. I can only give my own opimou, !Sir, and it is this, that 
I can hnd no reason at present for believing that the weapon of civil 
disobedience, that most pernicious and appalhng weapon, would be 
abandoned, and in that case the only result would be that wc should 
be landed back in a condition fur worse than that m which we \\ere 
last year and all the contidencki in the policy of Government would be 
completely destroyed. 

One last word, Sir, belore 1 sit down. This may be the la^t occasion 
on which I shall address this House on this very important and ditncult 
subject. 1 do not know whether J have spoken more waiuiny than 1 
ougnt to do, but I can assure the House that the only waimth that is 
in my mind and heart is the warmth of a very sincere desire for the 
future wellare of India and a determination that, it I can, 1 will not be 
a party to un\ action which in mv view would seriously mjure her future. 
(Applause.)

Mr. C. S. Ranga, Iyer: iSir, the Honourable the Leader of the House 
conciuded his observutions with u very touching remark, namely, that 
this 18 ins last spcH^ch on a controversial issue and that he h«i<i nothmg 
else but the wellure of India at heart, bir, we on this side of the House 
are (iuite willing and equally sincere m our wiUmgiiesb to admit that he 
has the wellare ol India at heart. (Hear, Lear.) 1 would exonerate the 
Honourable the Lcailer of tlie House from any initial respousibuity for 
the imprisonment ot Aluliatiua Gandhi, fciir, i would even go a step 
further and sa> that had the spirit that animates the Honourable the 
Leader of the House anmiuied Whitehall, Mahatma (raiidhi would not 
have been in prison but would have been w’orkmg with the Lothian 
mission, of which he was a member originally, wandering m the country, 
examining witnesses and miles and miles of people from long distances 
would have come to have his dajshan, Liifortunately, the Honourable 
the Leader of the House is a leader uf a liouse which is not a soT-ereign 
rarharnent and a Member of an Executive Council which has been 
described, and correctly described, by the late Lord Curzon as “a sub¬ 
ordinate branch of the Imjierial Administration’’. Sir, 1 wish that White¬ 
hall and 8ir Samuel Hoare had been animated by the same spirit that 
has animated throughout the Honourable the Leader of the House. We 
hold him responsible for one thing, and we are proud to hold him ro>pon- 
siblc for that, nanieh, for bringing about the Gandhi-Irwin Pact. What 
tho Honourable the Leader of the House brought about last year or 
brought about before last year, has now^ been broken by the circular of 
Mr. Bcnthall which has raised this discussion of our objection to the 
expedition of the ref onus. This has happened as a result of the General 
Election. That is the whole issue.

Mr. 0. S. Ranga Iyer: I W*as ju^t saying wimt the Hmiourahle gentle¬ 
men said. 1 was not going to take my stand on a circular to whi(5h refer¬ 
ence has been made and in this ease, it w^as meant obviously, as he 
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himself pointed out| for the first of April. (Laughter.) 1 was replying 
to the observations whieli the Ilonourablo the Leader of the House, a 
more important personality than any other personality in this country, 
uiade in this debate. The Honourable the Leader of the House said 
tlijit iie v\MS anxious, lus Goverinnent were anxious to get on with the 
rtdonns. J do not for a inoment question tlie anxiety of the Government 
to gel on with the reforms, but we are anxious lliat we should get on 
with not mric reforms, but reforni.s that have to be worked. Can any 
reforms m lliis eounLr\ work unless ^ou ha\e the hulk of public opinion 
w itli you*’ If the Gu\('nmienl do not want to cany the jiubhe opinion with 
them, the\ eaii alhad to follow tin* present policy ol repression cum reforms. 
The ir>'nourahl(‘ tlie Leader ot the Hou.se asked, what do the Opposition 
want'.’ Shoiiid we Iimm* indulged in naked and unashamed repression? Ko- 
l)od\ njinte<l them, to indulge in und luted repression, but everybody 
wanlt‘d them to follow tlie pohe) of unmitigated reforms. Once you dilute 
the wine of n*f -rms with tie* water of repression, once you dilute reforms 
in .such a manner a.*^ the\ arc diluted In* the Ordinances, the country will 
not see the reforms hut onl\ tla* Ordinanet*s. I would invite the Honour¬ 
able the Leader of the Hdii^** to take up an\ Indian morning newspaper 
and also the streamer lieadliries in Unit newspapir oven under the Ordi¬ 
nances, and wliat will lu find? Ht‘ will find that ;he country is not 
interested in reforms l)iii repression. You eannot under tlie blight and 
blast of repression build up reforms Reforms cannot grow in an atmo¬ 
sphere like that.

This is exactly what Mahatma Gandhi wrote, and if there is a single 
threat in this letter, I will apologise to the Honourable M(‘mber Malnitma 
Gandhi wrote: 

**If it ifi not y(*t too lato. I wonld a‘«k His Errolloncy to rtH'on^idrr hi«t doriBion 
and «eo me aa a friend without imiKininc any conditions whatsoever aa to the scope 
or auhiect of diwussion and T, on mv p.nrt. can promise th;»t T would atudv with an 
open mind all the facts that I»e niicrht put before me T would iinbe^itatinclv and 
willinelv tro to the respoctive provinces and with the aid of the authorities studv l>oth 
sides of the question and if T cnnie to the conehmion f»fte»* such study that the 
people were wrroncr and that the Wo^kinp Committee inchidiucr mvself were m’sled 
as to the cor»*ect posit Kin and that the Government- wwe riirht I «boiild h.tvo no 
hesitation w’’hat'»oc\er in making that open confession and guiding the Congress .iccwd 
ingly.** 


Such ic; the iindcrtakinsr from Mahidma Gandhi to the Vicerov of India. 
Instead of scizimr that opportunity, instead of trving in creaie an atmos¬ 
phere of <Tood wdll, dictated bv Wbiteball, bv the new' defiant spirit tbnt 
is in Wbiteball. w'hiob is not different from the spirit of Mr. Cburobill 
himself, here is Mahatma Gandhi, a leader of a people, worsbinned bv 
the people, a leader wdth a follow'inrr the like of w'bicb the world has not 
yet seen, here is a lender who told off and then looked up in pri»;on. T 
W'ant the Honournhle the Tavidor of the House to reeommend to the Gov¬ 
ernment of India to revise their nttifiide. send for Mahatma Gandhi and 
create the sfafi/a rfi/n nnir internment and carry on important conversa¬ 
tions. However, it must he borne in mind most elenrlv that in an at¬ 
mosphere like this, bv expediting the reforms, you mav he able to have 
another election next ^ear, hut that election wdH he hovcotfed T»iiieh 
more sfrenuouslv than the lasf elenUon was boycotted. It is not the hurry 
or the haste or the w a^-te of reforms that, vve w'ant. Tt is the settlement 
of the Indian nnestion that we demand. If has been reeo<mised that 
Mnhntma Gandhi is the Right Wing leader of the Congress, not the Left 
Wing leader and therefore T w'oiild once a"ain toll the Government not to 
follow the policy of rallying the moderates, harrvdng the cxtreniists and 
rushing the reforms (Applause.) 

Mr, 8. 0. Mitra (Chittagong and Rajshahi Divisions: Non-Muham¬ 
madan Rural): Sir, I am opposed to this motion for adpumment because 
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my angle of vision is quite different from that of many others. The time 
has not come for Mahatma Gandhi to be sent for for any settlement. I 
agree with my friend Haji Abdoola Haroon that any Government would 
have done the same thing that this Government has been doing. I ask 
my friends on this side, do they seriously expc^ct that a powerful Gov¬ 
ernment will concede any substantial powers with this little sacrifice and 
suffering that the nation has undergone xid'* I sa^ \ou arc wrong. I 
say the time will come later on to move a motion like this, and it nill 
then be acclaimed hv the Government Henehes; l)iil tlu' time has not 
come yet Tlie nation must show and prove its mettle. Instead of 
moving these motions, I tliink we should wait and wait till the real time 
(v^mes, when the nation will piv^ve that they have not been crumpled up 
under the repression. 

An Honourable Member: India is not one nation at all 

Mr, S. 0. Mitra* Mv Tlonourahh* friend ma\ shout that India is not 
one nation, and mv friend Ha|i Ahdoola Haroon was saying that his com¬ 
munity was anxious to help the Government to an\ extent. I sav there 
are many amongst the Hindus as well who are anxious to help Govern¬ 
ment; he need not think that lo\alf\ is a monop(>l\ for his eoininnnit\ ; 
I know of the minoritie.s pact and the selfish motives aetuating thenn and 
their anxietv to fisli in troubled wafers; I can assur(‘ Governmenf t*’at 
there are people even amongst the Hindus who will be glad to co-operate 
with Government. But that is not my point There will of eour‘=e bo 
such men in any nation in the world. 

Ad Honourable Member: Question. 

Mr. S. C. Mitra: As rt'ganls Mahatma Gandhi himself, the esteemed 
Leader of the House said that G(>vernnienf reaeht*d the limit and ihev had 
to take stens. What was the limit? He partieularU mentioned two 
pinvinees. the Frontier Province and the United Provinces In the 
Frontier T’rovinee Khan A!)dul Ghaffar Khan was arrested. Whv? Because 
he refused to tro to a dinner or tea part\ or to attend a durbar. And the 
situation in a nutshell, as rceard*- the T’nited Provinef's, was this: nevo- 
tintioiis W'er<* goimr on; Mahatma Gandhi was foniini; from Fiitrland hut 
Government took tln' pretext that all the rents ahonf which ne'/i.tiafinns 
were 4 ?oing on between the (\)nj:ress P>irtv and the GovfTnmeiit for the 
year must he paid before the end of the month If the rents were paid, 
then there I'eniained nothing for these people to negotiate about Men 
like Pandit Ttiwahnvlal Nehru tried their best*, the Provineial Ton- 

ferenet' was forbidden in Agra, he acreed Inmself to post none it and an¬ 
nounced that he was anxious to go and met'f Msdiatma Gandhi take 
his advice. The Gt*noral Seerctarv of the All-Tn^ia Con^^rpoQ r<'vun?ttee. 
Mr. Jawahsr Lai. n-as arrested and mv Honourable ^rieud the lica^’er of 
the House tells us that these are the oeeasions when the lin^it was renehed 
and the Govemnumt could not w’ait f'^r n few h'^turs, who^i MsOiainja 
Gandhi on bonded knees wanted to see His F'V''elh'nf*v th»* onlv to 

discuss—he d’d not make U a point that the Ordinances must be suspend¬ 
ed: he merely w'nnted to diacuss them,—hut that was also denied 

I now come ba^k to the point. T for one do not reallv believe that w’e 
wfll gain anything unless the fight goes on to a finish. And here I differ 
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very much from iny old friend of the Congress, Mr. Kuugu Iyer. He 
thinhs thal ^lahatma (hiiidhi, if he was five, would be roaming with 
Lord Jjothiaii to settle tbesti terms. The difference is that, what Mahatma 
Gaqdhi wants is the freedom of the eoimtiy, wliich in other words is full 
Dominion Status, and not tinkering with tin's reform or that refonn, for 
which ni'N inodeiMte friends in the llonnd Table Conference are so anxious.

As a matter of fact when 
the Irwin-C.iridlu ])a(‘t came about, the Labour ( lovcnmu'nt in England 
felt tliat India bad i)ro\ed lier mettle, that India hat! l>eei)nie a nation 
and the timt* liad (‘ome for a real eimeession. for real Dominion Status.

8onic of 
our friends aiv miw anxious to ha\e provincial autonomy. Do the\ know^ 
wliat is pruvmeial aiiLon >m\ without responsibility in the centre? I 
have consulted with some ?dmi<lets, both liindus and Muslims, ot nu pro¬ 
vince, who say that in the pioviiieial exchctpier there is no inone\. They 
were anxious to do something tor their people. Free primarv education is 
an essential thing ior the eoiintiw, which question had been raised 
deeadis lieiore h\ nou, Sir, and pi‘i>j.stentl\ pressed In the late 
Mr. GoKIiale all Ins hie lint c'\en tins elementary thing we have not 
h(‘en able to get out of ilie (lovermnent all those years. What is this 
pi’o\ineial aiJtrjiioin\It iiia\ be tliat some of our friends are very 
anxious to sit in the ]'laee of the European hureauerats as Ministers and 
draw IL 5 fMXi a month, hut how dot"- it affect the interest of the people 
at Jargf'V Tint wlial will h.ippen without responsihililx in the centre? 
Without real control m tlie eentiMl finance, what is provincial autonom\ ? 
I know' in my prf»vinee of Dengal we get 10 or 11 erores, while our people 
pay 40 eroivs The halanee goes to the Ctmtral E.xeheqiier, and Minister 
after Ministt‘r w'a^ m >st an\iou<i to do some good for the pef)i)le. They 
are lo\alists and (o-operatf>rs, hut fhe\ sav, those wlio have real experi¬ 
ence admit, that there is nothing in this ])rovinei.‘d autononn witli t'lnpty 
(‘XcheqiuTs Possihh it ma\ ladp .some- of thos(‘ friends hen* to get big 
positions, hut ff)r tlie nation it means nothing 1'he other dav I w^as 
speaking about the question of unemploynumt We were fighting, my 
friend.

national dividend to he divided: we w'ill all ho fighting and as long as this 
fighting goes on it is eevtfdn that the Bri1ish(*rs will rule over this country'. 
Why should tliey vield? When the real time comes, and when we will 
all unite in our se]f-s.aeri/i('e and sufT(»rjng, then we will prove onr W'orth 
that w'e an' ti real nation, and then Uie time will eonie for Mahatma 
Gandhi to come and settle Sir, I am against such motions.

I object to the whole of thi clause ^'^'f^ause I 
object to the principle of forfeiture and object to am additional penalty 
by way of forfeiture and seizure. But if that punishment has to be 
imposed, then the whole of the elanse must stand including tho.se parti- 
rulnr words. 

Mr. K. H. Anklesaria (Bombay Northern Division: Non-Muhainmadan 
Bural): Sir, one w'ould have thought that the principle of prevention bring 
better than punishment was universally accepted and that this House was 
the last place in which that principle w’ould be called into question and 
that the Leader of the Independent Party would be the Inst person to 
question that principle. (Sir Ahdur Rahim : "I have never questioned it.'*) 
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Sir, the present measure is not mcrei^’ a matter of amending the Criminal 
Procedure Code.

The second point which T w'ould like to draw’ attention to—and T am 
afraid my friend, Mr. Biswas, did not pav KiifiTieii'nt attention to it—is 
that according to the principles of jurisprudenee, every person should bo 
considered to be innocent unless his guilt is proved. K'ow, here without 
giving any opportunity for proof whether the statement is of a lihelloup 
character or not, action is taken at once and it is really loft for the ncensed 
to prove before the High Court that the articles which he has written were 
not of a libellous character. Therefore, such action which is provided in 
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this particular clause is against the principle of law, and I do not think 
it is justifiablo to take any action unless the case is proved by law that 
the article is of a libellous character. 

Mr. O. C. Biswaa: That is tbo principle of section 09 A. 

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad: It is just what I am objecting to, that lib^ 
should not be cvinfused witli sedition. LiViel is one thing and sedition is 
another Ihiiig. I am sorry that my Honourable friend, ^^ho has been 
practising as a lawv(*r, eonfus«*s the two issues between libel and sedition, 
and that is rf'all> just the principle on vhich T am opposing this Bill; 
W'e starled with lihcl and eiid«*d with sedition The (»overnment pro- 
ductKl the whoh' Bill on the gi*oiind that the\ are onlv providing for libel¬ 
lous staU ment, hut. in fact ihev have gon(‘ much further.

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad: M\ Flonoiinible friend i.'> asking what about 
libels on the Prophet ’ I am ver\ ^orr\ that he is comparing the foreign 
Buler witli tlie Pronhcl I have iv- replv. On the ground that this sec¬ 
tion confuses the ihsik* and widi ns its scope. I oppose it. 

Mr. Amar Nath Dutt (Burduan Division: Xon-Aruhamrnadan Kural): 
8ir, T do not agree with rn\ IbnuMirablf frit'nd Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad when 
ho savs that Mr Bisuus, linvlng praetis(^l in the High CeiiH^ and having 
no experienee of Tfirdassil (*<»urts. has coufuse<l hiinsf'lf about s letions of 
the law which are nceeptahle and those sections uhieh are not accept¬ 
able. 

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad: He iloi‘.s not appreciate llu iiieut*iiit> of the 
Magistrates who will try the^e Ccvst*s; that is my point. 

Mr. Amar Nath Dutt: Wtu’n \c*u IcgiAate. it is not our business to 
look to tlie iriaUrial.s by which the law we enact lure will be administered 
in the eounir\. In faei it that principle- were introduced in our legisla¬ 
tion, T think w'e would liave various t\pes of legislation for \arious pro¬ 
vinces and Magistrates I do not kiio^v whetlicr mv ITonourahle friend, 
who held the ofTiec of a Magistr.ite, ever needed special legiclation for 
himself, and T hop(‘ ho was not oiu- of thi- clas^ to which he refers as 
giving wn>ng judgment. 

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad: T nmer tiied auv i*as< f wu'^ a briefless Magis¬ 
trate. 

Mr. Amar Nath Dutt: I was told that the Pionourable Doctor prac¬ 
tised in the University and not the profession of law. Whatever it may 
be, T think in in\ <»pinion this amendment seems to be a ver\ reasonable 
one in view of the fact that you havo accepted the principle of the Bill 
and you want to have legislation like* this. 

Dr. Zianddin Ahmad: We have not accepted tlu; princplc of the Bill. 

Mr. Amar Nath Dutt: Not having thrown cut the Bill at the con¬ 
sideration stage, I eannot undorst.and the position of m\ Honourable 
friend. If your position is that you w’ill have some legislation of this 
type in order to seo that friendly relations between neighbouring States is 
not disturbed, I think it is to our interest that the law on this point 
should be ns clear as anything. Sir, as for the acceptance of the prin¬ 
ciples of the Bill, I am alwavs against legislation w’hich restricts human 
Kberty and freedom of speech, but considering the higher interest of society. 
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considering the present position of India, confronted as we are on our 
borders by savage tribes and barbarous races, whore a single spark may 
ignite the inflammable material and cause immense mischief to this 
country, it is to our interest that these neighbours of ours on every side 
of India should not liave reason to think that Government or thi* people 
governed by the Government are unfriendly tow'ards tlnmi. and if that 
principle is accepted—of course I am not here sa\ing that 1 do accept 
the principh^—1 think the best thing for us is to have .in ainendnvni like 
this.

Lastly, another strong objection is that public r,pinion is pow'erless to 
influence the Government in this country, and th''reforc these drastic 
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^powers are likely to stifle all freedom of the Press in these matters. That 
alone is sufficient ground for rejecting the Bill. 

I would only conclude with the remark that the Bill as it has emerged 
now is an entirely different Bill altogether, and would it be proper on 
the part of ihc Government to push on with this measure without afford¬ 
ing an opportunity to the country to li.ivc* its say in the mailer? How¬ 
ever, the mood of the Go\crnment appears to be to precipitate this legisla¬ 
tion with a few alterations regardless of thr* opinion of the Public, I for 
one would '-Inmglv enter mv ♦•n»ph‘iiie pvot(^'»t ag;nu«il tin* passing of this 
Bill.

We know very little 
about foreign policy and we discuss it very seldom. In future there will 
alw^ays be a great danger of coming under the clutches of this particular 
law. When we discuss foreign policy, it is impossible to leave out person¬ 
alities, and w’Jicn personalities come in, we shall always be in danger of 
being convicted under this law. Sir, I pointed out at the outset, when I 
proposed that the Bill might be circulated, that the criticism against a 
Killer, wdio ma^ have lakiii any action or may have done anything which 
may be against the tenets of Islam or against the canons of our religion, 
may be interpreted as sedition instead ol libel and prosecution may follow.

Take the Broadcasting Bill that 
is another exampk* T dfi not believe f<’»r a moment, that it is a conksn- 
tioiis Bill. Take the Bills that anse out of 1h(* Haj Cominittte’s Report, 
Are they contentions measures? Are tliev contetiiitais in the sense that 
there is a strong body of opinion iu fhe House which would refuse even 
to send them to n Select C/ommittoe T must protest against the view' 
advocated h\ my TTononrahlo friend. After all this House, if it wishee 
to discuss as fnllv as it did nnd which it W'as fpiitc entitled to do. one 
of the measures to wdiicJi T have referred, then it becomes nec<'ssarv to- 
sit somew’bat longer in order to dispose of the remainder of the w’ork. and 
T do not think it is unreasonable on the part of the (lovemrnent that 
they .sliould nsk the House to sit longer wdien the measures that remain 
to be discussed by the House are not measiires which are contentious, or' 
in which it can be fairly said Government have put them down now in 
order to secure n majority which oiherwiwi they could not have got. T 
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do not think there is any one of thef»e Bills now on the pro^amme in 
which it makes the smallest difference ns to their being carried or not 
carried at what period of the session they are being taken. 

ICr. President (The Honourable Sir Ibrahim Eahimtoola): Before I 
put the question. I am not sure whether I need take any serious notice 
of the appeal which has be€‘n made lo the Chair. Honourable Members- 
are awart* of what happenc^d when l)i(‘ Swaraj Party walked out and the 
ruling which tlie Honourable Mr. Patel gave on the first da\, modifying 
it on the following day. I have got the prooet'dings here, but I do not 
wish to trouble the House with it There is, however, one point to 
which T should like to refer. The Honourable Member has contended 
that a. large number of elected Members have? cither been absent through¬ 
out the session or are abst‘nt now'. In all democratic countries the res¬ 
ponsibility for the discharge of obligations and duties of an elected 
member is the concern of the electorate. It is the duty if the constituency 
to call to accvAint its representative who is remiss in the discharge of his 
duties on the floor of the House. The Honourable Member has asked 
wdiether thc’ Chair w’ould allow any ver\* controversial nie^isiire to be sprung 
upon the House at the last moment. The Chair is bound to protect the 
rights and the privileges of the House (Applause) and if Govt rament ever 
attempti'd any siurh thing without adequate rcaaon, the Chair would take 
care that the House is not forced to discuss it. but if Honourable Members 
expect that the Chair would have any sympathy wnth those Honourable 
Members w'ho take s^) much trouble and incur considerable expenditure 
in getting elected to the House and then do not care to attend to their 
duties, it is expecting too much. On the present occasion, tlie Bill, aa 
has been pointed out. has been before the House for a considerable time. 
The Belecd Committee has rt^ported upon it but it could not be brought 
up for discussion earlier because the Chair took care that the House 
should have an opportunit\ of fair debate on all questions which were 
submitted to it< decision Public business has to be done and elected 
Members arc provided w’ith the opportunity of contributing tow’ards it. 
Tt is fov them to decide w'hether they will avail themselves of it or not. 
The Chair trusts that the effect of this discussion will be that Honourable 
Members wdll make it a point to be present hero to discharge the obliga¬ 
tions wbicb tbev have taken upon themselves. 

Mr. S. 0. Mitra: After the remarks that fell from the Chair T beg 
leave to withdraw the amendment

Mr. President: Tbo Houso will now proceed to discuss the motion for

Hony. Captain Rao Bahadur Ohaudhrl Lai Ohand (Nominated Non- 
fWicial) Rir T rise to support the motion for oonsideration of this Bill.

Mr. Gaya Prasad Singh: Sir, I nse to accord m\ whoK' ll(^‘lrted support 
to this Bill, The Bill inaugurates the en atioii oi a la w loree which 
iiitlierto has been noii-t xiblc'tit in India. I mean the Indian Air Force. 
The place of the Indian Air I'oree has long heiai i.iloii no l)\ the Itoyal 
Air Force*, ^fhe Royal Air lorco is an Fiiiglislj fore*-, bm a poition of tin* 
Royal Air Force has, I understand, be**n utili'>»‘d for sri*\ie.* m this eountrv 
No Indian has hitherto been admittt*d to the lh»\al Air F<.ree undei 
statutory rules. This TToii-.e has been .anxious l'»r ihe creation of a 
self-c?oiitaim‘(l Indian unit in suhstitiition for the Roya] Air Force, and 
the Bill seeks hi jireseribe tlie <liscipline of the prrqio^ed Indian Air Force. 
The Bill is a non-oonleiiiions meabiire. It will be sein that llare are 130 
clauses in the Bill, .md amondirients have been tahli'd onh' on one clause, 
that is. clause 0. T am glad to se^. that Hovermnent in their Istateirierd 
of Objects and Reasons have laid it dow'n that Uie pei’sonnel of tlie Indian 
Air Force will bo primarilv Indian, and clause 9 of the Bill d(‘rine« the 
class of persons in whom this Bill is to applv Blausj* t) ^'(\s tliat tlie 
person to bo enrolled .... 

Mr. President:, Would it not be better if the TTonourable iMoinber re¬ 
served his remark*; till amendments arf aetu dlv moved to clau.so 0? 
That is the one edanse to wliieh amendments have hi n\ proposed 

Mr. Gaya Prasad Singh: T am not going to explain at length the 
purport of clause 9, but I wa^ merely referring to it, in order to show 
that it has been so drafted as to confine enrolment in the Indian Air 
Force to persons mainly Indian or of Indian extraction and domicile. I 
will reserve my remarks on clause 9 till ihe time when the amendments 
actually come to be moved. It is a matter of great regret that in manv 
impoiiant departments of Government, Indians have hitherto been ex¬ 
cluded. Thev have been excluded from monv fleations of the Army, fmm 
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the militaj-y Engineering Department, and rriany other national activities 
in tho country. From the Koyal Air Force, Indians have naturally been 
excluded because thnl is an English formation. Now this Bill inaugu¬ 
rates an era when w’c shall have our Indian personnel and Indian officers 
in tho Air Force, and the Bill merely seeks to prescribe dibciidine and 
the punishments that ha\e to be given for breaches of discipline, and so 
on. I do not think it is necessary for me to explain the other provisions 
of the Bill, w'c went earefnll\ into them in tla* Seh'ct Committee. With 
these few words J accord iny whole-hearted supixal to this measure. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. S. C. Mitra: Sir, 1 also generallv support this liiil. It js tv it my 
eouteutam that it is useless or urmec*(‘ssarv.

tled to be in this service. I think there is an amendment to this clause, 
and w'hen that comes up I will argue this point, bn^ it does involve a 
great principle In the (^ivil Procedure ('ode there is definition of 
''Indian domicile’’ and 1 should like to know vvliv in this case that is 
departe<l from and whv this facility is given to any man who can bring 

his father with him and ask him to declart' that his n'al intention is to 

stay in India. Mv apprehension is that the praciic»‘ newv r-btaining in the 
Arm\ of recruiting less e<liicate<l and less cultured units, on the martial 
races theory, may be follow’ed here. W’e fear that instead of the pro¬ 
vinces supplying their quota, or instead of following the other principle of 
allowing minorities to have their proper representation, recruitment may 
as hitherto, he confined to Gurkhas bexond the Indian border or the tribal 
Pathans from across the frontier. My Tx^ivder says they are not recruited 
now. But. 1 find that this martial race theoiy has been followed so far 
m the Bengalis and Madrasis arc concerned. They were con^iidored to 
be martial races when the English came but . . . 

llr. O. M. Young: May I iutcmipt my Honourable friend for a 
moment?^ My Honourable friend is talking" about martini races. I have 
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already pointed out in this House that there no class composition in 
the Indian Air Force, and that all Indians are oligibl.' for it. A.s a mutter 
of fact, three Bengalis have already been recruited. 

Mx. S. 0. Mitra: 1 nni \erv grateful to tlu» Honourable the Anny Sec¬ 
retary that unlike the Amiy, in the Air Force there will be no theory of 
martial races j^ractised and that, they have discovered it is a wrong principle. 
That satisfied me a great deal, i am in general aeeord wiMi th<* disci- 
plinary^ measures suggested in this Bill and I suppoit it. 

Mr. B. V. Jadhav: Sir, [ r..se to supp<a*t the projiosal brought forward 
by the Honourable the Army Secivtar\. The formation of an Indian 
Air Force is \cr\ uvasstu'} ; and we cannot afford to lo.'ie any further 
time ; and lhi'< Air I'orce cannot ])e lormc*d imle*:^ then' is legislative 
sanction behind it and therefore it i-- urgently necessary that this measure 
should form j)art of the Statute-book. Modern warfare n'quires that a 
c.ountrx which wants t<i dtfend itsolf sliould have all its anns properly 
developed. The air arm ha.s <*omc into prominence' since th*‘. late war 
and it lias been loiind as a result ot warfare on Ibe North West Frontier 
that this ar force is vi'rv iisetul and i*' very eth'ciive. Therefore it is 
necessary that ibis torce should he deveh)|.e<i as early as po.ssiblc, and 
I congratulate Government for taking this ’^tep, and also lor taking care 
that- it should h(‘ formed maiiil\ ol Jndi.ms Then* may he doubt.s or 
contentions about the nationalilA of an individual; but 1 take it, Sir, that 
those wdio are horn on tin' soil ougln to be called Indians and they ought 
to have the first claim This question need not he taken into {X>nsidera- 
tion at this time. 1 am in full aeeord with this measure and I desire 
that the Air T'oree should he developed as rapidly as poss hle. Tlui Gov- 
ernmeiu and Die Arnn Dejiartmeiit may find tfiat t}i(*y will he in a 
fosititin to reduce other branches of the Ann\, m that way ec«inoinising 
money for the fnir]>ose ol .spending largely ..n the developmeiil of the Air 
For(*e T lieartilv suppoix the measure.. 

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad (Tnited Pro\inees Southern llivisions Muham¬ 
madan Tltiral): Sir, 1 rise to support this motion. Though this particular 
Bill contains 130 clauses printed on 34 pages, if we read them carefully, 
we find that tliese are not new clauses. They arc already in forct; in 
other departuu-nts of the Army, and wo havi- laid no complaint in the 
work'ug of the^<‘ sections. They have been e?irefullv examined by the 
TTiemhers of the S<‘lect Cvommitfee and the only serious objection tliat w^as 
raised was to i lau.'^c 9, whicli wc discus.sed da> after day, and not leee 
than ten different drafts were laid before the Commiltee and they were 
discussed at one stage or another and finally we came to some agreement; 
and as is the case with all compromises, it does not phrase everybody, but 
at the same time it did, not displease anybody; and all the members of 
the Commitit.ee gave their unanimous con8t3Dt to the draft which is now 
ernhodiod in this particular Bill; and thfsrefore I beg to support this 
motion as this Bill is not of a contentious nature; though it appears to be 
very bulky, there is no new* principle involved in this Bill.

The Honourable Sir Joseph Bhore (Member lor Indu-iries and Labour): 
Sir, I nio\ e :

Sir, Honourable Memher.s of this Elouse are aware oi ilie somewhat 
iixdanchol} linancial histoi*} (jf hroadca-siin-^^ in this coiintr\. Broadcasting 
was started h\ jirivati* enk*rpriho in the \car 1927 and an unbroken 
sucoos.suni of annual deficit budgets ilnw't* tho companx into liquidation 
in 1930. Thereupon with the concurrence, T believe, of the Leaders of 
all Parties in this House, Government entered tho field, acquired the 
company’s assets for the very reasonable figuiv of 3 laklis, and have 
ever since euntiniK’d to adininisti'r the enterprise. As T will show 
presently, although Govornineiit by their administration h:iM‘ reduced 
the gap between receipts and exp»*ndituro, they liave not m i been able 
to quite balance the two sides of the account. Wlien tlicrefoic tJie 
Betrencbment Sub-Committee came to review the entire financial position, 
broadcasting with its deficit budget, stood out in tho general atmosphere of 
retrenchment and economy wdth challenging cleaimoss ns an object calling 
for the pruning knife. Wo on our part, Sir. wore not able to claim 
this as essential expenditure and wo tbercfori* accepted provisionaily the 
recommendations of tho Sub-Committee nnd gave notice to the staff 
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concerned. Tliis action uf ours numodiutely calJed forth a vcr^ strong 
expression of public opinion, which was u vcr\ sur})risiiig testimony 
indeed to the popularity of broadcasting in this country. \Vc received 
representations from manj mcjubcrh of the piibhc, from the manufacturers 
of wireless accessoiies in tiiib country, IVom dealers both large and 
small, who eoiiijdaiiied that Nourishing Inisincsscb would be shut, down 
and tliai wi‘ w’ould be jncnasing the distress which the general dcpr(‘Ssion 
has spread tliroughout the conntrv. I ha\e reason to believe that many 
Meinhers in this will endorse that a iew\ I have in mind parti¬ 

cularly niy Honourable fritMid Mi. (lava Prasad Singh, whose strong 
advocacy of broadcasting in tliis House we all remember We therefori*, 
taking into account all the'^e repieseiitalioiis. decoded to coutinue broad¬ 
casting while wt‘ searcdied everv possibl«' avenue for tinding int'aiis to 
balance the lircjadea^-ling hudiret and tin* rc'snlis of lhat searcli 1 am 
now about to place before llu' llonso. 1 ouglit at Hijs |)(»int to correct 
a slight omission avIucIi has taken (dace in the StateimoU oi Obpets and 
Heascais. One sentenci in tliat Stattoinait nni^ as iollows

Sir, it Avili be common ground \Mth everybody in this 
House that if broadcasting is to eonliime. it should not in <Mst)ng circum- 
staiicos, involve ti charge on geneial ie\eiine'> d’lieri are two wav^ in 
which we can aAoid doing so, firstly by a reduction of exjienditnre and 
secondly by an increase in receipts 1 will take the reduction <'»f 
expenditure first 1 may say that we havr ;is u mattia* of fact ruthlessly 
applied the pruning shears During the ]>rese.nt year, tlie expenditure 
has been reduced to 2 lakhs and 50 iliousand, Avhicli is the very lowt'St on 
record, and for the crmiing year Ave lane redne« il even this tr» the figure 
of 2 lakhs and 38 thousand. W'e have now^ cut d<iwn to tin* bone and 
yet we find a gap of over (M),0(X> rupees to cover, taking fdl sources 
of income into account. I Avould ask the House to remember that the 
reduction of expenditure cannot be carried too f.ar Avitluait its reflecting 
adversely on receipts. If you decrease the attracth en(‘ss of briradcasting 
either by the poor technical quality of your transmission nr by the poverty 
of your programmes, and tlicsc must inevitably result from too rigid art 
economy in expenditure, then you must be prepared for a contraction in 
your clientele. Nevertheless the charge cannot be brought, against- us that 
we have been extravagant, and T think T shall be able to proA'c this from 
the following figures. Whereas in the three years under priA^atc manage¬ 
ment, the expenditure was in round figures Bs. 2,97,0(10. Its. 3,35.000 and 
Hi- 3.17,000, we have reduced the expenditure in our time to Bs. 2,59.(XX) 
this year, and we hope to reduce it to Bs. 2,38,0(X) in the coming year. 
The losses have been reduced from Bs. 1,67,000. Bs, 2.15,000. and 
Bs. 1,85.000 during the years of company management to Bs. 1,44.000, 
and finally we hope to Bs. 68,000. We still liave this gap between 
receipts and expenditure. We are therefore now driven to the only 
other expedient, namely, that of increasing our receipts. T^nhappily. Sir, 
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LAfi£j/ience in the past has shown that the immediate prospect or our 
being able to increase <o any fippreciable extent our receipts from license 
fees is very strictly limited. Evasion unfortunately takes place; in spite 
of the fact thnl we arc doing all we can to tighten up the administration 
of the law, tin- nseis of wireless sets escape through the meshes of our 
net; Ihej have done so. and 1 am afraid they will continue to do so, 
but 1 hope lar less sueeessfully in the future than in the past, as we 
are taking vctv special measures which we la»pi* will stoj» in some extent 
this leakage in our ri'ceijjls 

Tlui Old} practieal hope, .it present, Sir, ol increasing oui* ineuinu so

a coiiiparaiivcJv few. It will not affect the users of th(* large number 
of sets whieh are numiifnetured in this countr\ rind wliicli do not require 
valves, r am not aide, Sir, to give tii the Hou-.( an exact estimate 
of the } ield of these taxes for many reaMins, but I tliink we may 
confidently hope that- the \ield of those new import duties will be more 
than sufheiont to helj) halancintr tht* broadcasting budget. Now if we do 
that, and if the hogev of continued deHeits is out of tlie wav, the future 
of broadcasting sliould bo ensured and this will 1 hope give to the public 
that confidence in its future continuance that is alisidutoK ossf^ntial if 
we are largely to iricrenso our circle of client^s. 

Broadcasting, Sir, has a great future I believe in this country: but 
we vvill need to frame a comprehensive and progressive policy in regard 
to it when we art' in a position to do financially. At* present financial 
considerations liave made us do little more than mark time since we 
took over the venture, and T am afraid thal for some vears to come at 
least, financial conditions may impede fho progress that w"c all Icok forward 
to So confidently. But I am certain, as I have said, that there is a 
great future for broadcasting in this country: and if, by thi‘ means 
which I am now proposing, we are able to carry it over these critical 
yea>s, T feel certain myself that broadcasting is destined not merely to 
^ return but to prove an instrument of the utmost 
®^^®tivo value to the country. Sir, T move. (Loud Applause.) 
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Mr. !b. Das (Orissa Division: Non-Mubaininadau) : Sir, 1 am glad to 
lind that on account of adversiU and financial distress wisdom hag at 
last dawned on the Government. Two or tliroe >ears ago when the 
Honourable jMeinber’s pndi'cessor (Sir llhiipendra Nath Mitra) brought 
forward a similar IVdl, some, of us expri-ssi-d a doubt about broadcasting. 
Sir, 1 live m tbe biwkwxxtds i>t Orissa where the, music ol tivose divine 
temples is more sweet me ilaui brviade.isling; \ do ia)t eu]oy the. good 
fortune to live in ]\lu/ailfarpur like rnv friend, Mr. Gaya Prasad Singh

my Honourable fnend. Sir Jf>s(*ph Hhoie, eoni})limentt‘d ou his keen 
interest in broadeastiiig. To me broath-asiing has been a pu/zle; especially 
so whim J come to modernised cities like Delhi and Hud ))eo])le working 
hard on tlieir wireli*^^ sets as others work on eros^n-word puzzles and 
trying to get inio euimnuiruMtiou with JioiubaA and t’aleiiltn mid neA’cr 
getting any message, I feel, thank God, 1 live in a jairt of the country 
which is not attracted hy the spirit of broatleasting. Sir, I entirely agree 
with my FToiionraljle fnend. Sir Josi^ph Hlmre. tli.it. hr.ladeasting is a 
luxury; and. if the Department i'^ tn euiitinia. .dl it^ .‘Xpiaihes should 
come from the luxiirions ela^s. ;nid not only ^Imnld tin hetaisiug fees 
be increised. hid I entireU sup]‘ort tins Mie!ia>e *»t tin- diit\ on broad¬ 
casting impleineids np to on pei cent Sn*. ih« ll.Mioiirable tlu' Finance 
Member I am glad to m e i" imw here 'I’lu otln r d.i\ w» ^^el^■ talking 
of the evasion of taxation, and my Hononrahk* Irieiid. the rmaiiee Member, 
hoard just now J'nan lus eoil(‘agu<. that the hivunous elas'^es in India 
evade tlieir taxes and do nob pay e\eji t)ie licensing fees on th«'ir wireless 
.sets. Sir, im HonourabJi* fi’iend. wln n lu* lliinks oj .leeiising the p(x>rer 
classes of evasion of tax.ilion, sh«ail<l iheiefoi't. rci.’iend)»*r that d is tlie 
rich edasses who evade more ta\«'s. Sir, I do iioi mind broa«leasting to 
continue, but 1 do h(»pe tliat, whatever tin* expeiiM^., jf tin* oO per (k*nt. 
duty is not sufficient, my Honourable friend will see that the 
licorising fees should he doubled for those whf> want to have tiio speciM 
privilege in their (‘vening-s to enjoy what is JiappeiiiiiL" in other places and 
other climes. 

Mr. S. C. Mitra (Chittagong and Hujsdiahi JJivisjod'- Non-Muham¬ 
madan Kiiral): Sir, 1 eiaigratulate. the ITonourable Sir Joseph lihoro on 
bringing forward this Pill We xveru very reluctant in the Betrenchment 
Committee to rceoinmend the abc^ition of this servioe, and we are very 
glad that the Honourable Member has found ways whereby the poor in this 
eounti-y will not bo taxed and at the same time this broadcasting service 
Mu'll be retained. Sir, 1 do not agree with my Honourable friend, Mr. B. 
Das, that broadcasting is a mere luxury, or that the ordinary man's enjoy¬ 
ment should consist merolv in securing food and clothing. There are other 
small comforts, and broadcasting has helped us n great deal in having an 
educative effect in many w'ays. We can noxv put ourselves in contact with 
the civilized world, and with different part-s of India itself and thus reap 
much educative value, and it. is not a mere waste and luxury. It is part 
of the conventional necessities of civilized life. Sir, I support the motion. 

Mr. Gaya Prasad Singh (Mu/aflParpur cum Champaran: Non-Muham- 

j madan): Sir, the Indian Air Force Bill was a very important, but 

a non-coutentious measure, and this House enthusiastically passed 
it. This Broadcasting Bill is also a non-(iont.entiou8 measure, and I hope the 
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House will pass this Bill also with acclamation. I remember, Sir, I went to 
Calcutta last year, anri I visitod the hroadcaisting station, and the lladio 
Association. I rtls<^ remeniber that a memorial which w^as signed by 
hundreds of inhuontial persons ^\as presented to my Honourable friend 
Sir Joseph Bhorc protesting against the x>ropoBed closing down of broad¬ 
casting, and s\iggesting \va\s and means lor making it self-supporting.

Mr. Gaya Prasad Singh; Not so much. The third point is overhead 
charges in tin- e<t.(l)JislinR*?if arc much more than they should he. 1 think 
tile overfjra/1 ch.irgt ^ als(j niii^dit }>e reduced The history of broadcasting 
has been gi\eii in very (*lot}ueut terms by my Honourable friend Sir 
Joseph Bliore. 11ni Marcoiii tV>m]).iny was started in 1925. but for want 
of sup]H)vi from th“ piihlie. and f'-r v\.mt of financial assistance it had 
to be clo^t (I down. Tin n the Indian Broadcasting Company, Limited, 
was flontod in Boinhny in 1927, hut for want of financial support it was 
hinguishing, until (Jowriuneiit to-k it up, v^itli the ooust'ut of the Members 
of this House. T uuderst.iiul that lh»3 total number f>f licenses has reached 
the figure, and more Tf the license fe.e be increased a little bit, 

lho recei])ls from tliis source together with the import duties which are 
sought h» he impos<‘(l u]>on tlu* impertalion of wireless reception apparatus 
might hi* .sunicient. to put broadensting on a self-supporting basis, without 
it beine u bunion upon the general revenues. Broadcasting ha< got a high 
’ediicati\e \aliie. It may be utilised in scIukiIs .md collogos, and as a 
means of coinmimication for lectures and other purposes just as we have 
got lantern hn-tun* '^hows Broadcasting may be UM’d for aw^akening the 
masses, and for ])uttunr some liirht and iducation into tlu-m. 1 quite :igree 
that br<xi(lciisting should not he made a general charge on the public 
revenues, and Die Bill we arc discussing is a measure which proposes to 
keej) alive hrojuleasling in India as a state institution witliout at the game 
time making it a burden (Ui the general revenues.

In these da}S, there 
is ii.irdlx an\ enjoMiieiit in a llages. The i)resenl economic distress has 
sto})[ied iaihras and /uif/iahafas which cond>ined education with pleasure 
in vilJagi' life. 1 know how po‘»r j>e(*pk work in the hot sun from morning 
till evening, and then go bacL and squat on the floors of llieir houses for 
the rest ot the night without ain enj<>\merit whatsoever. If only they 
had some little amuseinont likt* this. T think their life would be enlivened 
and cheered. In fact 1 wyhiM a^^k the (hwernmeni to give a little more 
grant to save this broadeastincr. With these words, 1 support the motion. 

The Honourable Sir Joseph Bhore: Sir, 1 have nothing to sa^ beyond 
expressing ni} gratitude to Honourable* Membt'i’s in this House for the 
reception which tiuw Inni accorded to tins very small measure. I may 
say that, so far as I nnself am coiicerntd, my ow'n anticipations with 
regard to the future development of broadcasting coincide to some extent 
with the ideas expressed by my Honourable friend Mr. Amar Nath Dutt. 
As regards the three point's raised by my Honourable friend Mr. Gay9 
Prasad Singh, 1 may assure him that they have been constantly under 
the consideration of the Government of India.

It may be th.at under the terms of this 
elan.si‘ as it stands ^ve may include a somewhat wider list than is intended, 
but T would urge that those are all luxurious and it will eerfainJy give me 
no sh'epless night.s tu see other luxuries roped in and made to pay a 50 
per cent dnt\. Sir. I must oppose the amendment

Thii object of this measure seems to me that when the apparatus or the 
other parts arc designed for purposes other than wireless reception, ^ey 
uro to be exempt from diit\ Jiut this clause says “designed for purposes 
other Uuiii wireless receptiuii or are not original parts of and imported 
along with instruineiiis or api)aratus so designed'*. That means that if 
the*} are im])orted along with the main apparatus then they are duty free 
but it tlu*y are brought in separate parts ov iifter some time, Government 
w^uuts to lev} duty on tlieni. 1 tliink 1 have understood it correctly. 
What 1 c^innot understand is what the object of Government would bo. 
If they seriousl} want to exempt tliese aiticles, if they arc designed for any 
purp(m« ot.her than broadcasting, what matters it to Government whether 
they ai*(‘ brought wil.h the apparatus or sepai-ately after some time? I 
fai] to understand tlu'. propriety of such invidious tind w^rong difitinotions. 
I suggest, therefore that, lu} umendmont should be accepted and these 
words omitted. If the object of Government be to exempt those articles 
which ari* dubigned for purpose.s other than broadcasting, then they should 
be exempt whether brought witli the apparatus or at any time afterwards. 
With these w'ords I recommend that the amendment should be accepted. 

The Honourable Sir Joseph Bhore: Sir, j»erlia]>s 1 might take a little 
time and explain to the House exact)} the imj^oilancc i>t tlu* suggestion 
made b} my TTononrubJe triend. ^J’hen* ;n\‘ eertani articles that urc not 
exciusivel} used for broadca'^t reception purposes, but the\ ejui be used 
both for bueh pur]'<»ses and also tor otlar piirpones, for instance, talkie 
apparatus. The object- ol tlie ltitl»r jiart- of tlie eiitr}, that is to sa}. 
the part to which my Honourable friend objects, is to render liable to the 
now duty in addition to things specialU ilesigned for broadcast reception, 
such of those artieb'S l(i winch 1 lum* ri*feiTi'd as an- nut quite asccr- 
tainably nu aiit for non-bnvidcast reception. It can bi ascertained onl} 
if it is specially designed for or is an original part of or imported along 
with a talkie and other equipment witli wdiicb it is intended to be used. 
If we were to omit the words “and imported rdong with’*, sianu itiiporiere 
w’ould uTidoiiV)tedK represent things of this dual nature as being replace¬ 
ments inteiiderl to be used fftr t.-ilkie npjiaratns, and w’r slajiild have no‘ 
assurance that in fact the} were not designed as broadca.st mceiving 
replaw-ments. I think therefoiv that wt* would be running an unnecessary 
risk by omitting these words. I do not think it can impose any very 
heavy or great hardshif) upon any class of importers and w’e would prefer 
therefore to retain the words to which ni} Honourable friend is taking 
exception.

THK prBLl(< SPITS VALIDATION BILL 

Sir Lancelot Graham (Secretary, lie^whitive Dopartment); Sir, I move 
that the Bill to validate e* rtain suits relating' to public matters, as passed 
by the C«<airicil of State, be taken inl-o consaleralion. As 1 havt‘ already 
observed, this Bill has been passed b\ the (’ouncil of Stale, so that the 
first motion in respe(*i c»f this liill in tliis House i‘- the motion that the 
Bill bt' taken into consich ration The purposes of this iiill fu*e, I think, 
sufficiently set out in the Statement of Objects and Bea'^ons I^riefly. 
tht‘ position is that under .sections 91 and 92 ot tht‘ Code of (’ivil Pro¬ 
cedure, in respect, iii tlie first instancr. of suits rclatin^^ to public nuisances, 
and ill the second iu'-tnne** <»f suits n-latin^^ tc» public chanties, coriain 
powers of initiation are vcst«-d in tho Advocate (rencral Cnder section 
93 the fKAveis conferred b\ section^ 91 .md 92 on tht‘ Adyocale (loneral 
may, outside the PreNideiiey towns, be with tin* prey ioiis sanctirai of tlie 
Loeal riovernnieiit i-vcrcisrd .also In the T’(»llectur <n’ b\ such olficfT as 
the Local (loyerniuent may appoint in this behalf. I yy'ould draw the 
attention of this House lo (lie yvords “preydous sanction of the Local (iovern- 
ment”. It has been generally understood that these w'orda implied a 
"eneral sanction; tliat is, tliat a "enernl sanction could be given by the Gov¬ 
ernment, and no jiartieular sanction was required in respect of each suit 
brought by the rollcctor or the oHieer appointed bv the Local Govern¬ 
ment. That practie<» became imivensal: and it yvns a matter of consider¬ 
able surprise yvhen it was declared by their Lordships of the Privy Council 
that we had been wrong in our interpretation of the section. All the 
governments in British India and all the High Courts have, I understand, 
shared in that error; and I think it was not a very unnalura] error. Any¬ 
body reriding that section would. T think, inevitably hesitate between the 
two* meanings, and T think he yvonld say that really the more reasonable 
meaning was that the sanction was intended to be a general one. That, 
however, has now been decided against us—the sanction has to be a 
particular one. The result is that a very embarrassing position has been 
caused to those litigants who were under the impression that they were 
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proceeding in a perfectly lawful way, having obtained all the authority 
which was believed to be necessary from the Jjocal Government. They 
now find that suits arc liable to be dismissed, and in fact that suits are 
being dismissed in pursuance of this decision of the Privy Council in the 
case of Prein Narayan v. Ham Chnran and others. 

Now, Sir, Government do not claim lo be the originators of 
this motion. In tact ilu* original begetters of this Bill aro sifltlng 
on the Opposition Boncht s, and therefore 1 maj 8a\ that this Bill is a 
non-controversial measure', and 1 should sa> also a \cr\ useful measure, 
agreed upon by hotli side^ of the House For that reason aloiu* 1 think 
it is not necessary tor me to make a leugth\ sj>eech. I’hc first proposid 
eame from un iroiuuirabli' friend, jNlr. IJiswas, in the. form of a Bill, 
and at .dioiil ilu' same tune niy friend. Mr. Sen. was raying to mo daily, 
“When are \oii going to produce this Bill?’'. We weri*. t>ur‘sclves imme- 
diateJ^ eonvmeed the nec*essit\ for the Bill, hut it seemed proper that, 
we should consult Ijoi*,.! (iovernments and that lhe\ should consult the 
IHigli Coiirls.

Sir. mv trieiid need not he apprehensive I am licit hi*r a wolt nor 1 
sheep Nothing ol the kind Ou the other hand, mv friend has tried, 
with all the doxteritv which anvone wla^ has hoi'ii detached for a long time 
from (iourts can coinniand, to draw a very lurid picture of the controversial 
charaettn* of this Bill He has, for instance, read out '-section 92. Now 
what has tliat got fo do with this Bill, Heaven alone knows We are 
concerned only witii th< (piostion whether pending suits should ho allowed 
to be hit Ix'cauf^' tlu' Privw Council have now held that the sanction 
required under section 9:1 must he. given spocialU for each suit, and not in 
general tenns. Mv friend, Mr. B. Das, raises a eontrovv’rsial iswe. What 
is thtit big issue, T for the life of me have been unable to comprehend. I 
think ho sayw tliat this House was not given the opportunity to consider 
the Bill in the* initial stage; in other words, that this House has been 
deprived of the opportiuiity of delaying its passage more and more! As 
the Bill W{i5:4 moved in the Coniicil of State, a motion for circulation would 
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of course not be accepted here. If the Bill had come before this House 
iirst, iriy friend would probably have had the chance to move such a 
dilatory motion. That cannot be done noA\. Sir, T really do not see why 
v\e should be anxious to adopt any such tactics here, that can only produce 
one impression on the ])ublic mind—the impn‘ssion that we arc interested 
in stiding suits which have it for their ohjt'ci the ]>urirM‘5ition of these 
public trusts. 

Sir Abdur Rahim (Calcutta and Suburbs Aluhammadan Urban) : 
Mr. President, this measure involvoff an extremel\ serious constitutional 
issue. ]\I\ h'armd iriend. Mr. Biswas, ashed what that eon.^titutional 
isHue w’as I wil! tell the House iu ver\ few v\ords what that issue is.

I undeirstand that that is not the yiosition of 
the Government, and 1 shall proceed on that basis T shall proceed on 
the hasiH, therefore, that the decision of the Priv\ Council on the question 
of law inv(>lvt*d wjis correct If that int<‘r)>retaiion of the law w^as correct, 
then all suits that have been liled hitheHo on the wroii*: interpretation of 
the law havi‘ to lx* ilismiv^sed; and it k a mattc.r of everyla^ occurrence 
in court that smt-^ that arc tiled without having conformed to the require¬ 
ments of hnv :n certain respects are liable* to lie dismissed, jind many a 
suit is dismiss(*d ever\ da> on that ground as tlio llonourabh^ the Law 
Member and otluT lawyers in this TTouse know' ver\ well Now, then, 
what thjs li('gislaturc askeul to do*’ Wli.it are* wt* asked to do? Not to 
sa> that the decision of ilie Privy ('onncil is wTong Wo cannot say that.

T take this opportunity to say a few* words T w*ould spare thu Housr* from 
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repeating the same motion again. I have listened with a great amount 
of interest to what has iallen irom my esteemed triend the i^aw Member 
and also from my esteemed friend the Jdonouiabie the JLieader of the 
Independent Party. One of the speakers said that on certam matters 
of importance both ISir ifrojendra and bir Abdur liahim have differed and 
it would not be right tor others to take a detached view one way or 
other. As one more or less connected with this line of business m which 
8ir Abdur liahim is and my friend »Sir iJrojendra was engaged^ 1 think 
it will be perlment on my part to say what l most humoiy think about 
the merits of this ilill. The constitutional issue raised by bir Abdur Kahim 
goes into the root of the whole mutter—whether this fjegislature can sit 
on judgment over the works ol the Judicial Comnnttee of the Privy Council. 

The Judicial Committee Inue fia&sed judgments regarding the merits 
of »Sectioii ol the 0i\j1 Procedure Loue—and Uiey say mat sanction 
oi Government m ail cases niubt be obtained now. Tins Bill says that sane* 
tions will be taken from this time upward, but the^ should like to give relief 
to those people, who ha\e lost their cases on account of the present 
rulmg with retrosjjective eliect from ^»ovcmber, 19J1. This, Sir Abdur 
Itahiiu said, is improper—and here comes in the conflict. To my judgment 
.Mr. President, Sir Abdur itaiuiu is> right and tiie action of tne Govern- 
^ ineiit in thib luatler ib cidiainiy wrong. 1 hope that this is 
the last occasion on which tiie Government ol India on the 
legislative side, or lor that matter on any side, have been advised to 
introduce important measures of this kind m the Council of State. We 
know the importance ot hat mg a bi^canieral legislature, but there are 
certain things which should not be done. Will my Honourable friend 
Sir Lancelot Graham a(l\iso the i'lnanee Member to introduce a Bill 
which may savour of bringing some money into the coders of the State, 
in the Council of State*.* The Honourable the Law' Member by w^ay of 
meeting the argument of Sir Abdur lluhmi said, yes, it is correct that 
courts here in this country arc possessed of two functions, one whether 
a particular suit which comes before them is of proper jurisdiction, and 
second, to try the case on its merits. By the introduction of this piece 
of legislation, the Government have tried to usurp the functioifs of the 
court, and the contention ot my Honourable Irieud Sir Abdur Bahim 
has not been profierJy met b} the Go\erumeiit. Why is this inordinate 
hurry? 1 know of instances in which a particular decision was the 
result of the mental aberration of a J udge of the High Court in this country. 
People know the kind and quality of cases which come before the judicial 
tribunals in this country. Cases under section 124 of the Penal Code 
require the sanction of the Local troveniment and for want of proper 
sanction they are dismissed. 1 am certain my Honourable friend knows 
very w^ell, and I think some time ago it w^as represented to him by certain 
people in this country whether it is not a fact that there have been 
different kinds of decisions of the highest courts in this country wdth regard 
to section 497 of the Criminal Procedure Code. When important cases 
of that kind are brought to the notice of the Government, I have never 
known that they have taken any serious notice of them. It is far fro/n 
me to impute any motive to any side or any person, but it looks out¬ 
landish and rather hasty for Government to come in wdth this piece of 
legislation at this fag end of the session with such a hurry. I know 
pewonally w© were interested in a case in 1905 that w^ent up to the 
Privy Council. That w^as decided by the Privy Council in a correct form— 
and if the decision of the Privy Council had been given effect to in 1905 
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or 1906. I assure, you, Mr. rrusidont, that Jots of property would have 
been saved aud those of some very loyal citizens of the Empire. JBut 
those are old cases. If wo had people of the ability of Mr. Biswas the^ 
would have been able to got through legislation to coufarm the l^rivy 
Council’s decision. But that is an old story. My Honourable friend the 
Leader of the Independenl Party asked, what will be the effect if this Bill is 
taken up in the ISinila Session:^ Hie reply came from Mr. liiswas, “Oh, 
the whole world will come down, the receivers will be grabbing the whole 
money”. But iny Honourable friend Mr. Biswas kiuwvs very well that 
the receivers luuu to furni.sh very heav} securities. It ma^ be personal 
security sometime.s, but the n-(i‘i\er ha^ gni to account for every cowne 
that comes into his hands. li(‘si<h‘s Mr J’residiiil what, is llie proof 
that these trusk'cs are. all swmdliTS*’ Jt crcatt's a Jot of uneasiness in 
the minds of us all tins suh', bee.uisc this Bill is to ht' jiassed imnualiately. 
There are more important tilings which the public tbought that the Gov¬ 
ernment should take notice of, but they blejit quietly over them and 
did not take an\ notice, but this is not iik{‘l\ to hurt an\bocl\, and 1 
am really surjirised that Govtriimeut should simply blurt out that they 
have hundreils of instances wlna'u tuesi* p(‘o])le will he jienahsed J^ut 
is this a fact? The\ have not been able to bring out even one instance. 
Again, w^herc is the decision of the Privy CoimciP’ If it was possible 
for Members to kimw wlaa’c, Ibe JViv} C’<‘inicil bad gone against the 
existing Jaw, of course.’, wc might ha\e been able to tak«‘ a ])roper view'. 
J am surprised that my H<aiouiable Iriend Mr. Jadhav should so lightly 
treat the suggestion ot Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad. Dr. Ziauddin Almiaii suid, 
if Government were so solicilous with regard to the preservation of old 
properties, they should Inue been able to hrmg in soiiu* na-asnre b\ winch 
those properties could be propi'ii\ administered 

Mr* B. V. Jadhav: Ma\ 1 mfonn the Honourable Member that it is 
a provincial subject and tiu* Provincial (loveriimenls may take it np?

Mr. Muhammad Anwar-ul-Azim: What w as the re]>h of the Govern¬ 
ment? It was a very unconvincing repK. !My view is this. If the 
Bill had been introduced hero and allowed to niaiu over all parts of the 
country, then public opinion would Jia\e licen available, we would have 
seen what the public Press had to sa^, what the platform had to say, 
about it. But to merely swallow'^ tin; wdiolc thing on the speech of 
,Mr. Basu and the Honourable the J^aw' MenibiT, I feel it is rather diffi¬ 
cult to do so. Mr. Das and others Jiuve taken the constitutional aspect 
of the case, and they have my supiioil. The Government '^f India are 
the victim of many things, and this is uu instance in view. The Wakf 
properties of the Mussahnaiis will come umler the mischief of this Jiill. 

I am also surprised to see that Govcnimeiit lend their supjiort to 
measures, which arc likely otil^ to benefit a few' individuals only. 

With these few words, I support the motion of my Honourable friend 
Khan ]^ahadur Haji Wajiluiddiri. 

Mr. S. 0. Sen (Bengal National Cliamher of Commerce: Indian Corn* 
meree): I opiiose the motion for reference of the Bill to a Select Com¬ 
mittee. Tliis is a dilatory motion in par with the two previous ones, 
and I submit that the Bill need not have been put forward if it could 
not be passed at once. The whole object of the Bill is to prevent further 
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mischief being done The only principle underlying the Bill is to make 
good a wrong whicli has boon floiu* by reason of a wrong interpret ation, — 
or as my ITonourabUi friend Sir Ijuncelot Grabaiu said, althougli it is a 
mistaken interpnlai ir>ii, it is a reasonable mistake committed by the 
Local Ooverninenis and it. is the duty f;f the (loviTnment to come before 
this House and tlie other Ifonso and to pass a law by which to remedy 
the wrong winch has been uninUaitionally done to ilie litigants who at 
very great expense had taken upon themselves a public duty to do go^>d 
to the public Inists, As the Law" AJemher rightly pointed out, these suits 
are nol of a private nature hiit of a rej)r<*sentativc character as it is 
called. Tliii ])lainiifts re.presefit the public hut to represent the public they 
liavc to go througl) crriaiu fonnalilu^s, one of the formalities being that 
th(w slioiild olifain the sanction of the Coll(‘etf)r of the districts and of the 
Ad\oeat(' (haa ral in tlie Ih’esideiiex towns.

Does he not know by 
experience that many of these suits are wala fide and deserve to fail?

Sir Abdur Bahim: That brings me to his next point, that the decision 
of the Privy Council was in regard to a question of procedure and 
therefore this legislature is entitled to set the Privy Council right. Is 
that a good argument? Is that a good constitutional argument; because 
the decision has been on a question of procedure, therefore this Legislature 
should take up the function of la court of appeal and set aside the 
decision. Questions of proeedurc are sometimes very important. Pro¬ 
cedure is often the essence of a suit and surely it is the court which is 
best fitted to say whether the righi procedure has been followed. What 
about questions of limitation? How many siiils are not dismissed because 
they are filed a few days too late Prima facie we may say this is ver\' 
hard. Could you bring in a law to give relief fo those litigants who 
have been too late? Ijitigants are someiimes badly advised by lawyers. 
In that case, is it any justification for the legislaiiire io say—here are 
these poor litigants who wert' not at fault They engaged lawyers, paid 
them handsome fees in order to derive* advantage from their legal experi¬ 
ence and technical knowledge and they ha\e been misU'd. Therefore 
we must set matters right. Is that reallv Ihe argument of mv Honour¬ 
able friend the Law Member? 1 should have thought that the Govemment 
would consider this as a serious question and not hnrrv the Thll like this. 
They will be establishing a had ])re(*edent Are Government prepared 
to bring in Bills of this charaeter wlnmever anv such eases happen? 
I should like the Government to declare that Th(‘y would he putting 
themselves in a very false position indeed if thev took up an attitude 
of that kind. 

It has b(*en sfiid ilial ibis is a Mn's urgent mattt'r .\ rceener has 
been appointed in some suit Sev(‘ral laklis of rupees art* in his hands 
and may have, to ho refunded to the Irustees if the decisif>n against the 
plaintiff stands. That is the position What have the public been doing 
all this time and whv wore not proper steps taken in time against trustees 
who arc now alleged by two or three memberR of the public to be in the 
wrong? Are there not many cases of mismanagement in which no action 
is taken? Are there not honest trustees a.s welP \ro not there iruslees 
who are harassed by interested litigants who easily got a fiat from the 
Advocat-e General or the Collector or tlie Local Gov(‘rnnient in ordc'r to 
institute suits of this charnctor^ Gan that bo denied? The whole 
position reallv resolves itself into this Yon are sming tlmt in certain 
cases litigants should not be allowed to take advantage of tlie law as 
has been interpret<*rl hv ihe P?’iv\ Conneil. Is th.'it the riglit position 
for Govemment fo fake np? T am not interesled eiflier in endowments 
or in persons seeking fo set- nghf fhe administration of anv particular 
endowment. T am raising this question ns if involves eonstitutional 
issues of very grave importance 

TOe Honourable Sir Brolendra Hitter: Tf T"" understood my Honour- 
able friend Sir Abdur B^ahim rightly, he is supporting this motion. 

Sir Abdur Bahim: Yea. 

The Honourable Sir Broiendra Hitter: Then he accente thV principle 
of the Bill and he, wants this Bill to he referred to a Select Committee 
to see to the drafting. 
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Sir Abdur Bshim: That is the least that could be done now. 

Tlie Honourable Sir Brojendra Hitter: Either he was speaking on the 
motion for reference to Select Committee or he was speaking on somen* 
thing outside that motion. I take it that my Honourable friend, the 
Leader of the Independent Party, would not be guilty of any error of 
procedure, and he was talking in support of this motion for reference 
to a Select Committee. Sir^ acceptance of a motion for reference to a 
Select Committee means this that you aocept the principle of the Bill, 
but that there are drafting defects whicli may be remedied in Select 
Committee. (Sir Ahdur Rahim : “Not merely that.’’) Sir, not a single 
word has been said in criticism of any of the clauses of the Bill by my 
learned friend. Therefore I take it he has no quarrel with the drafting 
of the Bill. The principle is accepted and the drafting is all right. Now 
I should like to know how he reconciles the two positions he has taken 
up. He has not criticized any of the clauses. He attacks the principle 
of the Bill, and yet lie supports the motion for reference to a Select 
(Committee! Sir, neither the Mover of this motion nor my friend, Mr. 
An\^ ar-ul-Azim. who supported this motion touched upon a single clause 
of the Bill. So, I take it lhat all the Honourable Members who are 
supporting this motion accept the principle of the Bill. If they accept 
the principle of the Bill, and they find no fault with the drafting then, 
I have got no quarrel with them 


Kao Bahadur B. L. Patil (Bomba\ Southern Division : Non-]Vruham- 
niadan Rural): Sir, I rise ti> support the motion for referring the Bill 
to a Select Commit-Wc. Tlic Honourable the Law Member just said 
that the Loader of iriy Party did not refer to any of the clauses of the 
Bill. I maintain, Sir, that- in effect he did refer to the clauses of the 
Bill in this way. Ho said that when a suit is dismissed, important 
rights accnie to a certain party Now the question before ug is, are we 
going to disappoint him'* Are wo t^oing to take away Iiis rights accrued 
after the suit has been di.sinissed? Tliat is the point that was made. 
Now let us consider some of the clauses of the Bill. There ig a clause 
in that Bill that suits mlrcadv dismissed after sonic date in November 
until the passincr of this Bill into law will be restored by reason of this 
Bill being passed into law. If that is so, what provision have you made 
for making amends to the person wliose rights you are going to take 
away now? That, Sir, was the thing that was pointed out by my 
Honourable friend, Sir Abdiir Rahim, and that is the reason whv I siipnort 
this motion; because if this Bill goes to Select Committee, they 'will at 
least make certain provisions for the benefit of persons who will suffer 
by reason of this Bill being passed. Then, Sir, my Honourable friend, 
Sir Abdur Rahim, discussed even- implication arising out of this Bill and 
he also touched upon the princmles involved in this Bill. It is true that 
we cannot go against the principle, but T submit that we get still another 
opportunity to throw away the Bill altocrether and it is for that reason 
that mv friend still snokc on the princinle. Now let me noint out that 
there is ahsohitelv no hun*v for passing this Bill into law. It is submitted 
bv the TTononrahle the Tunw Mpmher that if at all this Bill is to be 
passed, it must be passed in this session only because he says that ttie 
public tnists are in danger, that the trustees are likely to fritter away 
public money. I say this is very rare; because as a practising lawyer 
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1 know a number of vexatious suits filed ug.iinst trustees simply becjausc 
there is a private grudge, simply because they Ihemsclvcs are not the 
trustees. 

Then, Sir, ^jdiat is the procedure before soils are filed? A copy of 
the plaint is sent either to Iho Advocate 0(‘ncral or U> the Collector of 
the district and he considers the plaint fmm top to bottom and from 
bottom to top. Ho ^MU consult liis subordinates and he will lake their 
opinion. If the mattcT in question is a serious oiu* or if la*- lliinks that 
really the property i« in danger and that Miei-o is 'any possibility of 
monG\ being frittered away, c(‘rlainly he will personally undei-takc to 
prosecute the case. If wt* look nih) llie pro\ isiotis of the section, wo 
will see that there is discretion given <-ilher to two persons among the 
public or to the Collector or to tlie Advocate General himself to ])rosecnU‘ 
the suit. Therefore 1 sa\ in all cases wluire there is aii\ S{‘nous dang(*r 
to public money, suits are iind(‘rt;da‘n by the Collecltn* or h\ the Advocate 
General. My Honourable friend the Tjaw Ab'inbc'r or tlic Honourable 
Member in cliarge of the Bill ina\ be kTiowinji how inan\ suits are 
actually filed by the Advocate General or the Collectors; will they look 
into th(‘ir njcords? I submit the\ must be vei v few and can be counted 
on one’s fingers. 

Then, Sir, I ask, is i|. fair thal ^^e sliould Facrifici the principle" 
involved, or that wc* must allow some prop* 1 1 \ lo be wast.-d awav? 
The foi'iner c()urse, 1 think is inad\is.d)k* because, as uiv esteemed loader

The Honoura,ble Sir Brojendia Mitter: 1 never said that opinions bad 
been cohected. What 1 said was that tJie lligh Couils, ail the Courts 
and all the Governiiientb had gone wrong aceorduig to the judgment of 
the Lrivy Council. Hitherto the view taken not onlj by Local Govern¬ 
ments but by the High Courts, the buboiamate courts and by all the law¬ 
yers practising m this country was all one wa} and that view now turns 
out to be wTung. The view universally held is now held to be wrong. 

Mr* B. Das: I am glad to know that all the High Coui't Judges have 
gone wrong. 1 do not mind clause 2 oi the Bill. But m clause d you are 
going to that the judgments already delivered should be quashed. You 
are invalidating certain judgments. Who is gomg to pay the costs of those 
parties? They will all brmg out their taxed costs. I uder the terms of 
their contract, high officials of Government won’t pa\. If the Honour¬ 
able the Law Member and my Honourable friend Sir i^wncclot Graham are 
so anxious about the parties who are involved in this case, why do they not 
put in another clause to the effect that these judgments will be quashed 
and the money that has been spent by the different parties will come 
from the pockets of the Local Governments, of course. Local Government 
means tax*payers' pockets. 

Hr. K. O. Neogy (Dacca Division: Non-Muhammadon Bural): Out of 
the pocket of the Law Member and High Court Judges, perhaps. 

Hr. B. Das: Or as my Honourable friend Mr. Neogy suggests why 
should not the costs be met out of the salaries of High Court Judges or even 
of my Honourable friend the Law Member. 1 think, Sir, this is a piece of 
jobbery. It is an outrageous clause which is embodied in this clause 8. 
It is a piece of jobbery. 
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Mr. 0. O. Biswas: It is a legislative jobbery..

I 
wish my Honourable friend Dr. Ziauddm Ahmad were present here to 
witness the very enjoyable spectacle of the Chief Whip of my Party, 
Mr. B. Das, a martyr to conviction, cheerfully becoming a pleasant pin¬ 
cushion to Members sitting behind him. On this motion as on other pre¬ 
vious motions we have left the matter an open question and arc animated 
by no animus tow^ards the Tndependents (Hear, hear) on the undependable 
Benches. (Laughter.) 

Sir Lancelot Graham: Sir, there is really very little that I wish to say 
on this point, but I think wc are doing the fairest thing w’e can do. This 
clause will have the effect of restoring the Btafus quo ante and allowing 
the suit to be decided on its merits. I can imagine nothing more just, 
I therefore oppose the nmendmenl 

Mr. President: The quesfion is that clause 3 be omitted. 

The inouoii was negatived.^ 

Clause 3 was added to the Bill. 

Mr. B. Das: bJr, J move that clause 4 be omitted. 1 listened very 
attentively to the very shon speech that in\ lionourable Inend Sir 
Lancelot Graham made and he said that in equity and fairness clause 
3 should be maintained. I should like to ask bun one or two simple 
questions. I want to know why a decree? that has been passed after the 
Srith day of November 1931 should be set aside. Why not the 30th 
November oi 1930 or some other pre^dou*^ 

Sir Lancelot Graham: Because that is the date ol the rn\\> Council 
judgment. 

Mr. B. Das: If m\ Honourable tnend was so kind and so fair to the 
litigants, tvhy did he not tlnnk oi refunding the money that the litigants 
spent in the previous cases and which they louglit and won*? Will the 
Local Governments or the Govermnent oi India bear those costs? Sir, 
I have heard it mentioned b\ previous speakers that the public is spending 
money at great sacniice and the trustees are spending money for these 
law suits. 1 am not interested in these mutts, or wakls or religious trusts, 
whether belonging to Hindus or Muslims. I am not concerned with the 
fact whether the trustees mismanage the funds in the name of the public 
or w^bether the original owner who is some mahant miBrnajoages them^ 
But when the previous speakers mentioned that the public are spending 
their own money like water, I asls them, who told them to spend their own 
money? They are spending that money surely with the idea that when 
they get hold of the three lakhs, which my friend Mr. Biswas said is 
lying somewhere in the bank, they will take a share out of that So, Sir, 
it is not a fact that those who have advocated this Bill and those who 
spoke on behalf of the trustees have done all philanthropic work. The 
trustees have some ulterior motives as also the other side, the old pro- 
prietesrs, the mahante, had ulterior moitives. But I accuse the Govern¬ 
ment of the serious charge that they are doing something which is outra¬ 
geous and which should not be done on the eve of great constitutional 
changes., 

Sir iMcelot Graham: Sir, aU I can say is that if I am doing some¬ 
thing quite outrageous, I am quite content to have a large majority of the 
House with me., 
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Mr. President: The question is that clause 4 be omitted. 

The motion was uegatived. 

Clause 4 was added to tlie Bill.^ 

Clause 1 w as added lo Ihr Bill. 

The Title and J’reauible were added to the Bill. 

Sir Lancelot Graham: bir, I move that the Bill, as passed by the 
Council of State, be passed. 

Mr. Amar Nath Dutt (Burdwan Division. Non-Muhammadan Eural):i 
Sir, during tlie past ten jears 1 have never found the Ciovernment so 
.very reasonable and so very alert to protect the interests of tbe people 
entrusted to its care. 1 coiigratulale the Honourabio the Law Member as 
also rijy Honourable tneiid behind who has been tbe inspirer of a Bill like 
this. We 111 Bengal eertainK want that llie'^e .suits should not be thrown 
out on a \er\ teciiiiical ground. At the same tune 1 should be wrong if 1 
w'cre not to s^ale belori* this House what 1 leel about tins particular piece 
of legislation and also about llie judgment oi the Brivy Council. Sir, 
every lawyer h aware ot the doctrine ca Jacium valets and it was up to 
the ITivv Council to act up to that doctrine and say that when things 
have been going on ior a senes ol }ears hive this the^ must accept it and 
not base tlieir judgment on such tcclinie.d ilaws. 1 think the Privy 
Council wti'^ wrong in not acting up* to the doctrine of factum valet or is 
it that they thought that tins was a ease in which the doctrine of factum 
valet did not apply. In eitlier case 1 believe that it is not for us to 
legislate so a& to upset the judgment of the highest court of the British 
Empire. W’lth all ihn .-.\ini)alhies lor those who would suli'er if this Bill 
were not piii)Sed—m fact no one will be more pleased if this Bill is passed 
for the particular ca^c to which reference has been made here; but at tbe 
same tune 1 eunnot deu\ that tliis is ne.ther our province, and it is not 
our dut^N as h'gislalors, li I ma\ say so, lo en.iet a measure like this. I 
ask myself: have we ever found that when really the public charities and 
interests of the poor people were at st*ike, Honourable Members coming 
m such baste an<i introducing measures like this? 1 have not. Perhaps 
they have turned tjver a new leaf and J hope they will continue in future 
to do so., 

In the Bill w’hich came into our hands, I find the Statement of Objects 
and Ileasons is dated tbe 8th March, 1932. Tbe swiftness with which 
this Bill w'as introduced in the House of Elders just to shut it out of no^ 
very obliging Members here, who might file an amendment motion for cir^ 
culation, was very cleverly done. I wish that all this zeal bad been shown 
in a better and a higher cause. If I am saying anything about the prin¬ 
ciple oi tbe Bilij it is because I feel that this Bill is certainly not a happy 
specimen of either the intellect or the heart of my Honourable friend over 
there for whom I have the greatest admiration and respect. In fact my idea 
has been that some one must have persuaded him to such an extent that 
he could not resist the tein])tation. 

The Honourable Sir Brojendra Mitter: The force of public opinion. 

Mr. Amar Nath Dutt: As for public opinion, I have not as yet found 
any meeting held in any part of the country, or either anything in the 
newspapers or elsewhere. I really w^olcome the provisions of the Bill 
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which is very salutary, and I am giad that it is gomg to be passed. All 

this 1 say (Laughter); but at the same lime the lawyer’s sense in me 

revolts when 1 lind that the highest law olhcer oi‘ the Crown, alter a 
brilliant career at the Calcutta High Court and at the bar, and being 
Law Member, has become the victim of enacting such a measure as this. 
We also heard that this was lollowing a. detasion ol the iMvy Council; 
if that were so, I think' il wa^ up to hiiit to (imih* at that time, and when 
he did not come at tlu* time lint comes no\v, [icoplc should not be criti¬ 
cised it the;y hold tJiat tlieiv must be something behind, something

STATEMENT TIE SOUTH AFRICA. 

The Honourable Sir George Rainy (Leader of the House): Sir, the 
House will remember that on Sahirdav last I intimated that a statement 
would bo made on behalf of Government to-day refjarding South Africa. 
In the ordinary (‘our>e that statement would have been made bv the 
Honour,iMc ^Meinbor in charge of the Department Sir Fazl-i-Husain, but 
as he is unavoidably detained in another place, I would ask your special 
nermission, Sir, for the statement to be made bv ^^r Bajpai on his 
behalf. 

Mr. G. S, Bajpai (Go\irnincnt ot India- Noniiuntcd Ollicial): In 
accord,uicc with iMiagraph 7 of the Cape Town Agreermuit oi 1P27, dele¬ 
gates ()1 the (i<j\eninient of the luiion of Sf»uth Africa and of the Govern¬ 
ment of India met at Cape Town from damiarv 12th to Febniary 4tli, 1932 
to consridci the working of the Agreement, and to exchange views as to 
liny mo<lil'catB»ns thiit cxpcrieiiee might suggest The delegates had a 
full and frank discussuai in the Conferenct* which wa^ throughout marked 
h\ ,a spirit of cordialilv and mutual gCK)d-will. 

2, Bntli Governments consider that the Cape Town Agreement has been 
a powerful infliunee in fostering friendly relations hetw^een tliem, and that 
they should continue to co-operate in the common object of harmonising 
their respective interests in regard to Indians resident in the Union. 

3. It was recognised that the possibilitaes of the Union's scheme of 
assisted emigration to India are now' practically exhausted, owung to the 
economic and climatic conditions of India as well as to the fact that fifiO 
per cent, of the Indian population of the Union are now’ South African- 
born. As a consequence, the possibilities of land-settlement outside 
India, .-.s already contemplated in paragraph 3 of the Agreement, have 
been fui-ther considered. The Government of India wull co-operate with the 
Govemmont of tlic T^'nion in exploring the possibilities of a colonisation 
scheme for settling Indians, hath from India and from South Africa, in 
other oountries. In this investigation, which should take place during the

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course (il the present \ear, a representative oi Uie Indian community in 
South Africa will, if they so desire, be associated As soon as the investi¬ 
gation has been completed, the two Oovenmieiits will considcT the results 
of the inquiry. 

4. No other inodificMtion of the Agreement is for the present, wnsidered 
necessary. 

5. Before passing on to the Transvaal Asiatie Tenure (Amendment) liill, 
Honourable Members would, perhaps, like me to comment on the more 
important points in the settlement winch I have jiist announced 

(1) Rteognition b\ the two Gov eminent s ot the need of eontiuued co¬ 
operation in the CManmon ohp'et of harmonising their n^speclive interests 
ill regard to Indians resident in the rmon justiTu‘s tlu* hope that friendly 
relations l)etwt‘en South Africa and India, which are of siieh vital import¬ 
ance to Mie Indian cominiiiiitv in tin* rnion. will eontiiiiie 

(2) If. had become uu‘reasingl\ evident for sonu'tiiiie U-foii* the t’oiiier- 
ence met at Gape Town that Indian opinion lK)th ni Sontli Afni*a and in 
India had become uiifavourabU^ to the sehtune iit assisted emigration to 
India. Tins v\as due to n<^ shortcoming on tlu* part ot either Gov eminent 
but priniariiv to (*hinatie and e(‘x»n »niie eaiises, ainl tin* tact that H<) per 
cent, of the Indian population nl South Africa w(‘re horn in the Union. The* 
recognition In the Union (loveniment that tlie possibilities of this si'heini* 
are now practically exhausted slionld he n‘ceived with csmsiderahle relief 
by Indian opinion on both sides of tin* ocean 

(3) The proposal that the possibilities of land-setth*ineni outsidi* India 
should b(* (‘xaminod merelv carries out an integral part of the 1927 Agree¬ 
ment It in.iv lu* vvt'leonuvl on two grounds 

(i) If It results in a satisfactorv scheme of l.ind settlement, it may 
provide' an outlet, (*speciall\ to tlie vounger geiu'ration of 
Indians in South Africa, in a countr\ v\here ihev inav have 
greater opportiiniti(‘s both for economic devel<»pinent and for 
political self-expression 

(ii) TIu' association of a representative tin* Sc nit h Ab-ieMn Indian 
Congress in the investig;ition will not onK la* a vahiahle saf*^- 
giiard for the inquirv, hut ccmstitiites an expenment in col¬ 
laboration hotwt'cn the Tmion Govi'rnnicnt and the Indian 
c( mmunitv in South Africa wliieh. it is hop(*d. will he extend¬ 
ed to other fields 

(4) Tho Agreement stands unmodified except is regards the scdicmc 
of assisted emigration to India and the proposed exploration of the pos¬ 
sibilities of land settlement elsewliere. This means, to mention onlv tw'o 
points out of the last Agreement, that the Governineiit of Hie. Union con¬ 
tinue to adhere to the poliev of uplifting the permanent section of their 
Indian population, and that the Government, of India will continue to main¬ 
tain in South Africa an Agent whose presence has .admittedly proved most 
helpful alike to the Indian commiinitv’" in South Africa and fo the promotion 
of friendship betwi*on the two countries. 

6. T shall now' endeavour to deal with the Transvaal Asiatic Tenure 
fAmendment) Bill copies of which are alsr» before Honourable Members. 
The Conference decided that it should be considered hv a sub-committee 
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•consistinfT of two reprf»seritatives of each Delegation. After discussion m 
the suh-coiniiiiltec Dr. who was one of Ihiion representatives, 

agreed to filaee inloriii;ill\ before lueuibers f)f ilic Select Committee, which 
had j)r(‘])an*(l the Dill, thi* suggestions of the d(*legates from India. The 
results of this eousultatiou ]ria\ be summarised as follows;

The pipes are inexpiuisive, and this plan would <lo away with a certain amount of cartage 
within the city, a boon to be appreciated.

Then, another 
matter on whicli it was hint(‘(l in this House that an amendment wjis 
desirable was m connection with some ndief to l)i‘ granted in mattt'r.s of 
registration of partnerships. ]\Iy Honourable friend Mr. Sen suggested it 
but he had not got an amendment tabulated to our satisfaction We said 
that we would examine that proposal and if wo approved of it. we would 
insert an amendment to the effect in the Council of State. That is hoW 
the amendment came into th(' Bill The Hurd nm(‘ndini‘nt is a jiurely 
drafting amendment to clause II. The words. “Subject to the ])rovision8 
of this Act” have boon addl'd m order to make sure that then* is no clash 
between the different clauses of the Bill. Sir, then' having hei'n no amend¬ 
ments of sulistanee made by the CV»uni*il of State, I do not think it is 
neeessar\ for me to dilate at length on these fomval amcndmcntR 1 thenJ- 
fore move that those amendments he taken into consideration 

Mr. S. 0. Mitra (Chittagong and Kajshahi Divisions: Non-Muhammadan 
Rural): I do not move my amendment.’*' 

Diwan Bahadur Harbilas Sarda (Ajmer-Merwara - (leneral) : 1 rise to 

support the motion made by my Honourable friend Sir Lancelot Graham. 
These amendments have been made as a result of suggestions made in this 
House M'hen the Partnership Bill wa.s under discussion here. Though the 
amendments do not fully covt*r the ground which 1 suggested during the 
discussion, they go to a certain extent to give relief to small partnerships, 
and are useful to people who engage in small partnership business. I think 
we should all support the Bill; Sir, I support this motion.

Sir Frank Noyce (Seen tarv. Department nf Kdueation, Hoalrli and 
Lands) Sir I mo\e 

That the Bill further to amend the Indian lleri'hant Shipping Act. 1923, for c*ertaini 
purposes, he referrtul to a Select C’ominittee consisting of Khan Bahadur Haji Wajihuddin* 
Kuuwar Haji TsniaiJ Ah Khan, Sir Abdur Hahiin, Maulvi Sayyid Murtuza Saheb Bahadur, 
Mr. H. P. Mody. Maulvi Miiliaminarl Shatei^ Daoodi. Sir Hari Singh Gour, Mr. N. M. 
Dumasia. Mr. G. Morgan, Mr. A. H. Ohuznavi. Mr. M. Maawood Ahmad, Lieutenant 
Nawab Muhamniad Ibrahim Ah Khan and the Mover, and that the number of Members 
whose presenf'O shall be necessary’ to constitute a meeting of the Committee shall be 
five.” 

I do not think that Honourable Members will desire ti long speech from 
me in support of this motion which, 1 am happy to think, is an entirely 
non-controvorsial one. The Bill likt* tht* department from which it 
emanates may he described as an omnibus Bill. It deals with a variety 
of subjects, but there is one connecting link between them, and that is the 
desire to improve the conditions of pilgrims travelling to the Hejaz. I 
may perhaps be allowed to offer a few brief comments on the three main 
direc'tions in which it is desired to bring about this improvement. The 
first the modification of the existing system by which pilgrims either 
parchase lelurr tickets or make deposits with Government for the pn^ose 
of defraying tlu* coat of the inward ]>aS8age from Jedda. The eidating 
section 208A. of the Bill aln»ady provides that pilgrims must either be 
in possession of return tickets or must make deposits with Government 
in order to defray the cost of their passage back from Jedda. This in 
practice has not proved quite sufficient. It is possible for pilgrims to 
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proceed on pilgrimage on ships other than ordinary pilgrim ships, an ex¬ 
perience has shown that many of them do so. It has also shown that 
the proviso to section 208A under whi(di a pilgrim is also automatically 
exemj)led from the obligation to purchase a return ticket or make a deposit 
if he declares that he does not intend to return to India within three 
years after the date of declaration is also not sufTicient. The declaration 
system had broken down not so much because pilgrims make a declaration 
with the deliberate intention of falsifying it. but because they are ignorant 
of the full facts and tonditlons <if life in the Hejaz. and have in conse¬ 
quence to be repatriated at (lovemment expense within a few months of 
their departure from India The number of })ilgnnis who have* laid to be 
repatriated at (lovenniieiit expense has steadiK grown during the last live 
Aears It was 18H in 1027. I7t» in 139 lii 1929. 387 in 1930 and 318 

in 1931 This cost ot refiatnation dunug the last two \ears has amounted 
to over Tis. 13,000 It is tor tins reason that we jn-opo'si* to ap})|y th(5

3’he unelaiined value of 
uniLsed return coupons oi pilgrims is to he recfivered hv (loveniinent from 
the shipping companies and lianded over tf> the Port Haj ('ornmittees for 
application towards the heiietit (if pilgrims. Thes»‘ are, I venture to 
think, marked iinjimvements on the existing system. 

The next direction in which it is sought to imjirove tlie conditions of 
])iJgriias on the vovages is the cJiligation which this Bill wall place on 
shipping companies to provide cooked food for the pilgrims. There is no 
doubt that, at the outset, this alteratum in the existing system will not be 
altogether welcomed by the shipjiing coiiijianios, who may ffnd it dithoult 
to compl\ with it, and it may not be w^elcomed by the jiilgrims as thev 
may not always bo able to get exact]/ the food they would like. But 
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the present condition of affairs is undoubtedly unsatisfaciory. It is most 
insanitary to have cooking done all *over the ship, and there is also a very 
considerable danger of fire, I cannot but think that, after a short experience 
of tlK^ new s\sliin, the shipping companies and pilgrims alike will w'onder 
wh} the old one was allowed to continue so long. 

Th(‘ IhinI and perhaps tilt* ino.sl iniporlant of the three main improve- 
{nients that the Hill sei‘ks to bring about is the compulsory immuniza¬ 
tion of pilgrims against cholera and sinall-p(jx. This proposal gives effect 
to a recommendation of the Ha| Inquiry ('ommitloe which 1 airi glad to 
inform lb<‘ House has r(‘ccivcd the* unanimous sii])])ort of ail quarters. It 
is calculated to safeguard the liealth of pilgrims, and, what is most im¬ 
portant, to minimise the cliances of their being rt*quircd to land at 
Kamaran the (jiuirantinc station in the lh*d Sea on the outward journey 
for purposi s oi disiuffction. In this resj»ect we ari‘ following the example 
of the Netherlands Hast Indies (>ovemment. which has adojited this system 
lor a long time /)ast. and also lliat of the Straits Setlli'ineuts. It should 
Ka\e the fMk'rims a gn‘at deal of tnnihle If it is adopted tht*re will ht* 
no likelihood ot their heing held up at Kainanui, and this will jjrobablv 
sa\e a da\ on tht‘ \o\age.

1 remember that 
the conclusions at winch we arrived were come \o after most anxious 
consideration at that lime, and after a great eiideaxour on our part to 
bring into lint* with us tlie views of our esteemed rresideiit of the Com¬ 
mittee, Mr Clayton.

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* cooks any food and lights a liiv, ho shall bo liable lo .i 1im‘ wliicii may 
oxtond to titty rii}K'es. b'lr, \vv know what tlioso jiilgrims arts probably 
some aiTaugoiJioiits must be made for'their hookahs and \arious other 
matters. I think some of the provisions might pro\e Jiarsh to these 
pilgrims. There are some other eJaii.ses winch call for consideration. I 
hoj^e the Select Coiiiinittee will look into all lhesi‘ matters, and that 
wdieu the Bill comes back, all these objeetaaiable things will be remo\('d. 
I liope that the (lovernment will adopt a s\ni])athetic attitude towards all 
the real objections brought forward for discussion m the S(dect ('omiinttee. 
I congratulate the Govonmient for bringing forward this Jlill, winch oiiglit 
to have really been brought up about a yt*ar ago This Bill is in keeping 
with the recommendations of the Haj Jnquirx (’omnntlee's Kepori, and 
1 support it.

Maulvi Sayyid Murtuza Saheb Bahadur (South Madras Muliam- 
madanj Mr President, I fta*! hound to eongratuhUe iht* Memher ni chargti 
on liaving made tlie motion that the Bill should )>(' r**terred t»‘ a Seleet 
Committee. In the Bill. Sir. there is one health^ foatnn* whicli relate^ 
to the cpiarantiiie at Kamaiaii, which was caii-^ing a en-at rleal of aiinoN.nuv 
and hard dm) to pilgrims, and there was a Inn* and cr\ raised figamst 
this quarantine. \Vhen our C'nmmittts* went to all the important (■•‘nlre^ 
in Jndia and examuu‘d fdl these (jne.stions. w,. gatlu-n*d trom the evidence 
that the pilgrims were put to m.m\ bardshijis an<l «htliculties in Kamarun 
I am glad that our recommendations, so far as the i|Uaiarit me is eoiieerried, 
have been approved, Jhit as regards the subject ot ntiim tickets, we 
were informed by the Mover of this motion that the (irweniment could 
not agree with us. Sir, our C'cmimittee consish-d of six iiu-mhers jire.sided 
over by Mr. Clayton, T.C.S. All the seven w'ere unanimous in all the 
recommendations. 

We W'ere holding vehement discussions on important and momentous 
questions, and we came to unanimous conclusions which found a place 
in our recommendations. After so long a time, we heard that some of the 
recommendations of ours, particularly as regards return tickets, have not 
been accepted by the Government. The difficulty is this, and it was* 

pondered over by all the Members. The evidence, which we are sorry 
to see not published by the (h)vemment for financial difficulty, would 
have convinced the House that the return ticket system did not find 
favour with many pilgrims, because many of the pilgrims do not take the 
same route when they get back to India. Some of them take the Land 
route and some of them do not return at all but settle down either in 
Mecca or in Medina, and the Shias settle down generally in Karbala 

or Najaf. So, we were not at all willing to impose any hard* 

ship on them. So far as repatriation is concerned, I think the Gov¬ 
ernment could have met that question very easily if they hud simply 

fallowed the recommendations of the Haj Inquiry Committee. As has

The HonouraUe Mian Sir Tazl-LHusain : P^xcept for a little bit here 
and tliere. The Coinmiitee cost the State tw’o lakhs of rupees, to get this 
w'ork done for the Hajis. The\ made their Report without any avoid¬ 
able delay in March U)3(). Therefore, to sax that the Government of 

India turns a deaf ear to all representations concerning the Hajis is a 
bare fal8elKX)d. The man wdio made that statement was himself a witness 
before tliis Committee and therefore he could not possibly avoid admitting 
that Government did st»nu'thing in the matter of helping the Hajis. But 
he proceeds to say, having appointed ti»at Committee, since then Govern¬ 
ment have done nothing. That again is untrue because when the Heport 
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was out in April 1080, Govcrnniont took several steps, firstly the Report 
was in English and (ioverninent was able to secure the co-operation of 
a public-spirited Muslim, Maiilvi Eiroz-ud-Din of Lahore, who translated 
the whole Report into Urdu at his own expense and publislied it. 

Again Government proceeded to deal w'ith these recoiiiniendations 
straightaway. Rut the critics outside and some of the Miembers of this 
House -appear to think that because this legislation has been prcxlueed 
after t^^o years of the making of tlie Report, therefore it is a long time 
taken l)\ GovernnuMit. It should he romeinhered that in the first place 
not only had these nM-ominendatious to he considered hy the department, 
but Local Governments had also to he consulted, in particular the Govern¬ 
ment of Rengal and the (loverimanit of Homhay 'I’liat was not all. 
We had also lo eonsult certain authorities outsidi* India, in fairtieular in 
Jedda. We had to (*onsult the Foreign and JVdilical Department; W'e 
had to eonsult the Uommeree Department: and flonmirahle Members 
know tiiat wlien so many interests and so many ilepartnuaits are in\olv(*d, 
it is not easy to make rajiid jirogress hh>we\er I may mention that soon 
after tlu* Report was published, my Departiiunit took up dealing with 
it, and a lar^e inimher of meetings of the Standing H-aj (’onmiittee were 
held. The tiist one was lield as early as .“ith duly. HKio. and during 1081 
four meetings wt*re la id, one in Kehniary . one in March otu* in Septemian* 
and one in November, .md all these meetings w(‘ri‘ \ery well ittended 
It W’as in these nieetiiigs that Government were a))le to deal with all the 
recommendations nnide hy the Haj Inquiry Uornnnttee When Govern¬ 
ment were able to aec(‘pt an\ recommendations straightaway, intimatir)n 
of that acceptaiiee was given tiu* Standing Uommittee. Tla^se we 
felt doubt fid about wire diseusserl in the Standing Haj ( oinniit tee. an<l 
W’here the Coiimnttet' was unaniiiuais. there, so far as 1 ri‘eolh‘(*t, Go\ern- 
ment invariably accepted tluar recoinmendation. It was onlv m very 
few cases where the H<ij Committee was divided, tliat in om* or two cases 
Government might have failed to accept tlie ri'eoinmendation of the

The Standing Ha] Connnittia* meeting is not like a ])nblie inei ling of 
■which ev(*ryl)ody i-omes to know. That is perfectly true, ancl Goveiiiiiient 
were not content with dialling with thesi* matters in the Staialing FTaj 
Committee, hut a large miinber of eommuniques were is.siual from time 
to firm* Th(‘ first one w'as jssu<‘d as early as Fehriiary 1081, wherein 
a reduction of fares for the ITaj was announced This gimtleman wlio 
professes Sf) imich interust in the Hajis has failed to realise that It was 
the Standing Haj (’oimnittee wdiieh met the shipowners and persuaded 
them to r<‘diiee the fares, and that rednetion was eomnumieated to the 
public through a cf)Tnrmmiqii^ dated the 0th Fi*hrimrv. 1081. Another 
oommuniqu(^ was issued on the 27th Getolier, 1081, telling what action 
had been taken on tlie recommendations of the TTa] 7nc|iiirv C'oininittee’s 
Report up till that day, and that Govemineiit was proeeoding witli the 
rest of tlie recommendations. Again, on tlie 28rd November. 1081 another 
communique w'as issued, another nn the IGth D(*cemher. 1081, and still 
another on the 2lRt Jannarv. 1932. For any one to sav that Ciovernnient 
iverc taking no interest in these things is nothing short of an absolute 
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untruth. Tt has been asked, what has been the fate of these 219 recom- 
inendalions nmde by the Committee. Sir, so far as I recollect, nearly 
180 liave been accepted as the\ stood, another BO or 40 with very slight 
modifications on the recommendation of the Standing Haj Committee, 
19 have been rejected, at least 17 or 18 of tliern with the concurrence 
of the Standing Haj Committee, and on another 40 or so suitable action 
has been taken because tliey were not recommendations that could be 
either accepted or re'jected, but only called for certain steps to be taken. 
Last of all, but not the least important of all. three Hills have been 
prepared and have already been introduc€*d (liic of them is being sent 
to the Select (’ornmittee, the other two v\ill follow It is mueh to be 
regretted that f>eople come to Members and Secretarii*s of Government, 
see them, place tbeir points of view before them: the\ arc told actually 
what IS being done: and knowing all that. tbe\ go out and publish state¬ 
ments to tin* effect that the (lovernment of India tuni a deaf ear to 
ever\thing I trust not onl\ that this attack on tlie etficiencx of the 
f'OrnniitU'cs of ihis House will be eonsalered iinfavourablx b\ tin’s House, 
but that a pr.ictiei‘ of tins sort is f)n(‘ to be discouraged in the interest

There was the (piestion of people going to Xajaf and settling down in 
Hejaz, and r(‘fnniing overland We w'cre a.ssuml that as in tlie case 
of deposits, so in the case of return tickets, the money for the return 
passage will he refundable to the person wlio comes and savs after a 
particular tune that he is going to settle down in the Hejaz. or that 
he is not going back at all and so on. Tn other w'ords tliere w’as no 
differeiiee betecu tlie two except from the shipping point of view. The 
shippers said tln'V would not have their right (o sell return tickets 
curtailed, aial we laul to decide wda^ther wi* could force this down their 
throats or not T daresji\ there may be a wav of doing tliat, but short 
of Governmenf shouldering the responsihilify of running tlie traffic 
itself, we felt we could not do an\thing else That is why that parti¬ 
cular lecommeiidation. to wdiich reference was made and on which, as 
T said, then* nas .i differeiiee of opinion.

THE TEA DISTRICTS EMIGRANT LABOCR BILL. 

The Honourable Sir Joseph Shore (Member fur Industries and Lubour) : 

Sir, T beg to move * 

“ That the Bill, to amend the htw relating to onugraiit labourers in the tea districts 
of Assam, be referred to a Select Committee consisting ot Sir C.'imaHji Jehangir, Mi.

of complete ac(*eptimcc here and now without some temporar\ mociilica- 
tion or (iMalification, and we have tlieretore pro\idcd in the Ihll for power 
to exercise eontrol over the forwarding or the reenntment of labour to 
Assam i>r over both, should this become m‘cessar\ in the interests of the 
emigrants. Our position is that we w^ould like to see all n straints removed, 
but realising how^ easy it is for abuse to creep in, we have provided power 
to impose control should this be necessary^ 

The next principle f»f importance is to secure to tlie emigrant to Assam 
the right of repatriation. That is a matter of grant importance. It is 
perfectly true that this will lay a statutory burden upon the employer. 
But I venture to think that his gain will also be substantial. His labour, 
feeling that their return to their homes is definitely secured, will be more 
contented and for that reason more efficient. We are providing for a defi¬ 
nite right to repatriation at the end of three years, and we are also pro¬ 
viding for the exercise of that right before the expiry of that period i» 
certain definite eventualities. 
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Tliesi', as far as I c*an see, arc the main firinciples of the Bill. The 
other provisions of the Bill d(‘al with procedure rrjachinory and other 
necessarv details.

Mr. Abdul Matin Chaudhury (\ssam- Muhammadan) : Sir. this ip a 
very important me.nsure. ft yvill affect the future happiness and w^dl- 
heing of thousands of yvorkers in Assam tea plantations. It is therefore

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very necessary that the House should realise the true implications of this 
Bill, that it should have an idea of the dangers and pitfalls to which it 
exposes emigrants to Assam tea gardens, and that the House siiould 
examine very carefully the sidlRMeiicy ol the measures that are proposed 
to be tak(‘n to safeguard the interests of labour. This Bill is primarily in¬ 
tended to facilitate the liow oi labour to Assam tea gardens. It is intended 
to remo\e the restrictions that hamper the Ihm of labour to Assam jilanta- 
tioiis and to so]\e the prc>blem of scarcity of labour which the tea gardens 
arc supjiosed to be suffering irom. Kow, in a poor country like ours, 
where uriemplo\meut is chronic, it is pertiniiit to inquire win is it that 
labourers Jroiii distant ])arts ot India do not Hock lo As.'^am gardens when 
there is a great demand lor labour then* \\h\ il that sonu ol the 
Local Governments tind it neel‘‘^sal\ to jmdiibit iveruitmenl lor 
tea gardens in tlieir own jurisdiction, and win is it that the t<‘’i planters 
find it necessar\ to spend a^ mui'h a.s Ks ]r>t) per iti-ruit to get labourers 
irom out'^ide'.’ On no other induMrx. Sir, ;u .\‘-'«am is it luaa^ssars to 
spend inoni \ on reeiiiiting organization. The Assam Oil Company at 

Digboi IS able to attract rei'ruits without an\ recruiting organiz.ition; the 
B. O. i\ oil well'^ in S\Jhet and Gaidi.ar are worked \\ith local men Assam 
Bonds labouriTS even to otlier ]);irts of India There are about 4.(H)0 hibcair - 
ers from ni' own district, Sylhet, in Jamshedpur. Tn Calcutta, Howrah 
and Kiddeiporo there arc about l().()f)0 unciiiplo\(‘d m(‘n irom S>lhet 
w’.aiting for opportunities of omploymont in sca-going vessels Why don’t 
all these men go to the tea gardens of Assam and seek i‘mplo\ment there? 
There are about six lakhs of men. e\-ten garden laliourers in Assam; wh\ 
don’t they go to tea gardens? The onl\ conclusion to be drawn from all 
this is that the conditions of life and wwk and also w'ages in tea cardens 
are not such as to tempt au\b'Kl\ to "o there and seek service there. In 
the year 1927 the British Trade TTnion Congress sent a delegation to India 
to study the labour conditions here The delegation consisted of .Messrs 
Purcell, a Member of Parliament, and Mr Hallsworth, n yirominent Trade 
Unionist They made inquiries into the eondifions of laboiirors in .Assam 
tea gardens, and as to what these observers say T shall read out n few 
lines from their Peport: 

“The ston’ of tlie poor labourers in the ten pnrclenn in Asanm is nhont nn sordid a 
on© as roiild poftsibly Ije relnte<l. The oflRcial ntatoinent on \^ages, it will be notified 
includes many things and even then makes a most miserable slmw in putting down the 
amount of wages for a month's labour. Tf the highest figure la taken, including all the 
items named, the combined labour of husband, wife and <'hild bring.s thin liumen trinity 
only one shilling and three pence per day ! 

We refrain from narrating the many other facts which were garnered, except the 
significant one that we witnessed a group of men, women and diildren working away 
together, while about five yards away was n planter's young assistant p. oudly hugging 
a whip. This we regarded as good proof of the “contentment " prevailing among the 
tea garden population. 

Our view is that, despite all that has been wiitten, the tea gardens of Assam ara 
virtually slave plantations, and that in Assam tea the sweat, hunger and despair of a 
million Indians enter year by year. " 

'Phis is hf>w these ti’ain(‘d c4>srrvcrs describe the conditions of labourers 
in Assam tea gardens, and I am not aw’are if conditions have improved to 
an\ (‘onsidorable extent since thev sulirnilted this Peport. If we nrc going 
to encourage emigrants to go to the ten gardens wdiero eondifions are such 
as have been described by Messrs. Purcell and Hallsworth, it is not meroly 
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enough if you make provision for safeguarding the interest of the labour¬ 
ers from the time they leave their homes till they arrive at the garden and 
repatriate them after throe years if they want to, but what is by far the 
most important is that they must he assured of a reasonable standard of 
life and work rluring the \ears of their sta\ in the gardens. This is what this 
Bill fails to assun*. No doubt the Ko\a! (Vjmnussion roconnrierKled the 
withdrawal of the po\\(*rs of the JiOeal Government to prohibit recruit¬ 
ment if> .\ss.nii. but they recomineiidiMl luaiiv things more; tlun recom¬ 
mended that eoiMpr(‘h(‘nsi\e measures should be taken with regard to condi¬ 
tions of work, wages, welf.ire of th(‘ labourers in the tea garfleii^. and i 
maintain tliat all these reer>miriendatjf»ns should Ix' taken tfjgetliir as (,ne 
connected whole and not ))iee»‘rneal. as has hem rlora* in the present ease. 
To eiiloree onl\ th(»se pfjrl ions of the reeommeiidatioiw wliieh i leilitate 
rferuilmeiit to tea gardens, and t(» ign(»re nK>st f)f tlie recommendations 
which i;<» to ameliorate the e<»n<liti< ms o| th4‘ lahour*‘rs Is most unfair Sir, 
in the ease of (‘migrant'- to (\‘\lon and Malax.a. the flnxernnauit (>i India 
insisted on eertjim regulations i)eing l.iid down reg.irding ihnr wages, 
housing eonditioiis. s.jnitarv and ineda-il laeilitie^ and ‘*0 fortli Ix'fore 
the> agn to send out rt‘(‘niits There is no rea'.rui wh\ tlu* rio\enimt*nfc 
of India should not eijiialK insist on la^ uig dtiwn certain regulations on 
siniil ir lines m res])eet of emigrants to the Assam ten gard(*ns. The Labour 
(’onimisse ai have tla inse’\es pointed out that the pos lion in Assam of an 
emigrant troni Lhota \agfuir is not different from that of a Tehigu emi¬ 
grant to ('cnIou TIi(‘\ even g^o further and maintain that the contact 
between tla* re<*ruiting district and the d'striet of einplovment is elof-er in 
the eas(' of (’(‘slon than in tlu* east* of Assam Therefore, Sir the nca-d for 
assuring a roasc.nnble standard of life to tlu*se emigrants when they are 
renmved far away from their own native place is all the greater in the case 
of Assam immigrants tlem in the case of emigrants t(» C’e\lon and ^lalaya. 

I shall tell the TToust* what are the etmditions that I eonsidir essential 
and should Ix' incortiorated in this P»ill beiore the (lovernnient can 
encourage emigration to Assam tea gardims. The first essential condition. 
T think, is that the emigrants in ton garden*- and tlu geiii'i* d public should 
ha\c opportuniiieb of coming into closer contact with each other than is 
at present the case, and that the general piiblu* .should bt* given the right 
of access to the tea gardens. When !Vfessrs Pure**!] and FTallsworth des¬ 
cribed thr tea gardens as sla\e plantatauis. I am prepared to admit that 
fhc\ wert' litfh‘ rhetorical, but tbev were not vi‘r\ wide off the mark. In 
tea gardens the laboun rs live in lines to wdiieli the public, has no right of 
access. The public h.ave as little right to go to these gardens without 
the Managers’ permission as they have the right to go to a detention 
camp for detenus without superintendents’ permission. The garden ^Manager 
rules there as the rnonareh of all he surv('\s There are about OOf^ tea 
gardens in Assam, hut there is not on(' single labour organisntivm to 
protect the interests of the lahourers. The labourers themselves are 
illiterate and the public arc shut out from the gardiuis. All over India the 
trade union movement is progressing, but in Assam plantations it is 
non-existent. It is impossible to star! a labour union as the public have 
no right of access to the gardens. The trade union being non-existent, 
the labourers remain ignorant even of the beneficial measures that the 
Government pass for tlieir protection. And being ignorant of their rights, 
tliey cannot assert or claim them and are thus absolutely at the merev of 
the planters. The Commission recommended that stops should be taken 
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to Boi'ure closer contact between the tea garden labourer and the public 
outside. In the opinion ot‘ the Coiiunission, it was objectionable in 
principle that a large stretch of land where so many thousands of emi¬ 
grants live should be closed to an^ one who is interested in doing welfare 
work there. In the Assam Legislative Council Uui\ passed a resolution 
asking the (lONernnient to give the jiublic a right of access to the gardens. 
Before the Governinent helji the t»'a gaulens to seciin* ri'cruits thi'\ should 
make sure that the tea garden has ceased 1<i ht' an isolalsjn camp and 
that the public have a right of access there 

X(‘xt as n‘ga)ds wagi's. If llu* lalKHii'cr is assiirc<l of a reasonahh* w.ige. 
no further impel ns to induce the lahouria* to go to the tea gardens will 
be requiretl. JUit with regard to wagex tln' planters there are mo\ing 
111 a vieK)Us c-in le TIk'x kt‘ep tluar wages low and thereloiv they arc 
<*onfr<)Uted witli a seareit\ of laboin. Bec.aust' the\ are eonfrontod with a 
-eareilv of lahonr the\ sfxaid huge sums of mone\ to secure recruits from 
outside, and hoeause the\ spend laige sums of moiU‘\ on securing lecruits 
Irom outside the\ are forced to keep down their wagi' bill Li the year 
1920. this indu'^ti'N spent o\t*r a eioie of rupee'^ in '-eeunng roeruits Bad 
they spent that mone\ on the w.iges of ih(‘ lahoiireis. the wagi‘^ e()nld 
have heon iiierea^cd by 2o per eent In a ^er\ \alual)le memorandum 
that Mr F. C King, 1 C S . Chai’maii of the .Vss.im Lahour Board, 
submitted to the (io\ermnent of India. hi‘ ek‘arK (‘Vplamed the mter- 
depeiuh'Uec' iM'tweeii wages and riermiment. and 1 should likt to read to 
you a ]u)rtioii from that meinoraiidum. 

“ I bHievo that not onlv doe^ the payinont of hnrhor recrintini: eotnrni«sioiis not t<>*nd 
to ostabhsli a voluntary flow ot lahour to an industry hut it aitually militatos at^ainst it. 
Till wages find thoir true lovol, there will not 1 m> h free flow ot labour to tlie toa indiiHtry. 
Cnee this lev’el is roachevl. the sfanatv of labour stiould aut omatienllv disappear airl with 
it would go the eoinpotition amongst eaiplovers t(» soruro labour and tin* necegaity of 
paying refruiting r*oiumissions. Id ihe iiKvintime, employers should realise Hint tho 
racruiting commission system eaniiot solve i he ])rublom labour sc‘aroit\, that it doea not 
save them anything, and that it deprives their labourers of hruadits thev would Roeure 
under the free plav of the law of supply and demand. Temporary difheulties may present 
themselves in cutting adrift from a system whieh ha-s Iwen in vogue for so many year*, 
but if the industry is solidly (joinh.noil tho.-»o <linicultio<» should easily bo oxeivomo.’' 

To srdvc this jirohlcni the Luliour Gonitiiission rceommended Ihc estfth- 
liRlimeiit of fi statutory wage fixing maelim^uw to which in\ iiouoiirable 
friend Mr. Thampan has referred, and I consider that th(‘ esuihhshment 
of su(*h a machinery should li.ixe pn-ceded introduction of legislation in 
this House. 

As regards welfare conditions, the Commission made nm.i\ detailed 
recommendations with ri'gard to that ; I am not going to discuss them at 
present. But there is one recommendation wiiieh I xvant to emphasise 
and which T think should have been enforced before ihe passing of this 
legislation,—the recommendation to wdiieh my Honourable friend Mr. 
Thampan has also nderred, namely, tlie establishment of a statutory 
Board of Healih and Welfare. The functions of these Ixiards will he to 
lay dowm regulations with regard to rjousorvaney. drainage, sanitation and 
other welfare activities. T should like to remind the House that at the 
instance of the Government of India the Federated States of Malaya in¬ 
corporated in their ‘-Labour Code*' similar provisions in the interests of

Indian emipfrnnls. I shall illustrate my point by reading a few sections from 
the Labour Code of Malaya. Under section 75: 

** Kvery female labourer shall be entitled to abstain from work durinfiC teims of on® 
month each before and after confinement and, in resi)ect of such terms, hereinafter jointly 
referred to as ‘ l)onofit period ’ to receive from her employer njatornity allowance to bo 
calculated as pro\id<‘d in sub-section (i?) hereunder.” 

Bed ion 70 runs as follows: 

“The Controller may at any time by order in writing require any employer on a 
place of om])loyment wlu'ie ten or inon* childien of an;v one tiw o fetwei a the o^res of seven 
and loiirh'CM years, hcinj? depc'ialanls ol lahomeih on mk h pltice oi cnii)!o>iric*nt, reside, 
to <onslnj«t wiiliiii ti lensonahlc tui.e to ho stut# d in sij« !i oi, 'cv tint! ri.t ictuter to inoin- 
tnin at hisow n t'Xj»eiise a school tor sueh thiklrcn with swell sr hotil teat litw* oi school teachers 
as shall .seem sufhciont to 1 he < oiitroller hut not in excess ol a reasonahle nun lier.” 

Beet >'111 l(*/.» lias tlio following: 

”'J'he siipplv of water availahlo for each luhourcr for di inkintr, t ookiiij;: or bathing 
purpo.scs shall n<»t bo le.>-,s tliaii sui h miinhcM* ot gallons a dM\ as tlic* Contiolle shall by 
order either geneiall\ tjr ftir any paituiilnr <\stat<* cliiect.” 

Section 170 says: 

‘The Conti ollci’ nia\ at anytime 1»\ tader in writinc rcquiie any omphner to construct 
W'ithin a reasonable timt' to h«' statt'd m siah t*idei and tl eicattor tomn'ntnin at his own 
expense a hospital on or in the in.inetliutt* neighhtu'il’f»<‘d t>f nn_\ i‘statc* upon whicli labourers 
are em])loyed by him with uecomiiuKlation ft>i h numhei ol putuuits ns inny be stated 
in swell tmlt'i, oi if 1 hort' is alieiidy a htmpitt.l iiiamtaineil by such crnphnei to enlarge 
or add tti •>iieli hospital, so as to provide at*i oniint><lation for a finther nurnher ol patients 
as slntotl in the oult'r . and nia;i nnther lequne him tot‘inplc>y a registemd nied’cal prac¬ 
titioner as defined hv ‘ 'Hie Medical Kecistratioii Knactinent. n>07 to reside at and have 
charge of such hospital or any hospital innintained by such employer, and to provide such 
medic'iil practitioner with tn and propei house accommcKlation to the satis,action of 
the Hc'alih <ifhc er," 

In (.'ednii alsd the int(‘r('sts nf Indian cMiijeranls aie bimilarl\ protected. 
Sootion of tin* Education Ordimuico Xo 1 of 1920. providers: 

*■ It shall 1)0 the dut\ of the superintendent of every e.state to provide for the verna¬ 
cular education of the* children ol the lahoiiic'is eriiplojcd on M e estate fclwcen the ages 
of SIX mid ten. to appoint coinpetc'iit tenc tiers, and to sc't aj»art and keep in repair a suit¬ 
able sc'hool room.” 

In tlie Medical Wants Ordinance. No. t) cjf 1912, section 12 sa\s. 

“It shidl l>e the dulj ol e\ery superintendent— 

(«) to maintain the lines ot his estate and their vicinity in a fair and sanitary 
condition : 

{h) to inform hiiii.se!f of nil cn.ses of sickness on his estate, and to take such steps 
ns he may deem best foi the iiim.c'diate icliel of ihi' sick ; 

(r) to send any liibourc'r to hospital when '^o required by a ineihcnl officer ; 
id) to send for the di.strirt niedu*nl officer in any cu.so of serious illness or 
accident ; 

(c) to infonii the di.stiict medical officer within forty-eight hours of every birth 
and death upon the estate; 

if) to supply at the eo.st of tlie estate e\er>' female labourer resident upon the 
estate*, and giviim hiiih thereon to a child, with sufficient food and lodging 
for one month aftiM* the hiiih of such child, and to take care that the female 
lnboim*r lie not ret|uimd to w'oik on the estate for one month, unices the 
district, medical officer shall ii'povt sooner that she is fit to work ; 

(f/) to see that all children under the age of one \ear resident upon the estate 
receive proper care and nourishment and to complN with all directions given 
by a medic al officer under .section 7(c). “ ^ 

All thi5 that T have read is merely illustrative. I want that in this 
Bill identioid provision^; should lx* ’nsertc*d to safeguard the interests of 
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the emigrants to Assam. This Hill. I maintain, is an incomplete Hill. It 
safeguards the interests of Hic labourers to a very partial extent and if the 
Government are really desirous of serving the intert'sls of llie labourers, 
they sliould aiiu’nd the Hill in sueh a vay as to include all the iirovisions 
about the welfaio of the l!ih(»un'rs. 1 do not want to enter into a detailed 
discussion ol the pro\ isions of the Hill, as in the Sehad Coinnutteo 1 shall 
have anij)h‘ opportiinitx of doing so, hut there are two or three points to 
which T w'ant to dirtaU attention. There is the question of rejiatriation. 

I consider that Ilu‘ conditions, under wliich lahonnTS art' to he rt'jiatriated 
before the expiry <d' three \cars, require w idt'uing The circunistances 
that are enumerated in the Hill do not exhaust all the eontiiigencies that 
may arise, and thi'iefori* to provide for iinforest'en eont iiiLTriadt's. the 
Commission reconunended that “for other siifhckuit n-asons“ thi' lahonrers 
may he repatriated »Mrlier, hut those* worils “othi'i* sullieient- rt'asons’* 
have been dropped out in the Hill. T do not si't* wh_\ Go\enuneut should 
depart from tlu' voeonimendation of the ('ommissioo on this important 
iiudter. Then as rt‘L!anls the pow'cr of the Controlliiu; Ofiicer. the Com¬ 
mission suggi'sted the appointment of an oHieer armed will) power for Die 
protection of the interests of tlie lahonrers. hnt this Hill L’’ivt's him |>ower 
only to inspect gardens and to inspect tlie n-cords. What is this good 
for if he cannot enforce hi.'s d(*cision wdiicli lie eonsider.s to he in the interest 
of the labourers? This is what the Commission intended- 

“What is wanted isftn efYective authority working mainlv in Assam and definitely 
charged with ro^ponsihililv for the omuirant during his joumoy nn<t after his arrival and 
entrusted with ade']U’ite powvrs to protect hi^* interests.” 

The powers (liut have gi\en in ih\> Hill to the Controller are neither 

effective nor adequate I thinh. Sir, that the Controller should bo vested 
with power'-, similar to Dio->t xe-.tf*d in the (’’onlroller ot Kimgrents in Malaya 
and Ce\lon. Tliore is one tiling more that 1 w'ant to mention, and then I 
have finished T consider that the Controller and the Deputy Controller 
must he Indians I Tiie.m :io ietK*eli' n <»n Kunqteaii (dficers hut tlie \ory 
nature of tlie duties in which they will he encaged requires that thef<e 
officers slioiild inspire confidence in the lahonrers who are ignorant and 
illiterate They w-ill he snspicions of Hnrope.ans. )a)Wf*ver well intentioned 
they may he. and T hope that w’hen making the a]»poinfnu'nt<^, this aspect 
of the question W ’d he borne in mind 

Mr. H. B. Pox (.\s^rnii • F.urop(*an'} From some of Du* remarks of the 
last speaker, T think TTonnnrahlo ‘Members wdio know little of Assam and 
of the tea indi]‘-tr\ miL’ht perhaps fall into the error of tliinking that the 
chief ohieet of ties Hill is to confer benefits on a favoured industry. Such, 
Sir, is far from la-iiig the case. There is vrrv liftli* sugar for the tea 
planters, either British or Indian, in Ihin Bill, fliough the tea industry is 
every hit as worthy of the sympathy and the help of TTononrahle Members 
of this House as that of any other industry in India In the dim distant 
pasit. lahonrers in Assam wore under ])i'nal contracts, and naturally the 
recruitment and employment of such labour was regulated hv statute. In 
those bygone days Ass^ani was remote, inaccessible and unhealthy, labour 
wa«< difficult to get and without the indenture system it w'otild have been 
difficult to keep, the more so as the Government of Assam had vast tracts 
of virgin land lying undeveloped to which they did their liest to attract 
settlers. Honourable Members will be interested to hear that there are 
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'COO,000 ex-tea garden coolies settled on 500 square miles of land which 
they hold direct from the Government of Assam, and these settlers were 
all imported at the expense of the tea industry. That, Sir, might probably 
be one of the reasons why we did not achieve a flow backwards and forwards 
between Assam and the recruiting districts. Once labourers get to Assam 
and go on to Government land, they are lost to the tea industry. The 
diflicultN of obtaining labour in those dtt^>s was responsible for the creation 
of a clasc< of pi-ofossional recruiters who reaped rich harvests at the expense 
})oth of the tea industry and the emigrant. The situation inevitably gave 
rise to all sorts of rccniiling malpract. nd as a result Assam acquired 
a ))ad nanai, first as a nauote and unknown place, a fort ign land like Fiji 
or Malaga. ]\Iy Honourable friend Mr. Abdul Matin Chaudhury still wants 
to trt*at Assam as a foreign country like Malaya. Secondly it acquired a 
rcjuitation as a labour market, which had no scruples, either legal or 
huiM.iiutarian in the matter oi reeruiting: but lliose days an;'p.ist and gone 
and it IS oid\ tbe lingraang memory of these stigmas that i-^ the cause of the 
Bill whifdi is t)t fore tlie House today. T maintain, and 1 have, the support 
of the JJo\aI ('omiuission in maintaining that apart from the vague fears 
of the recrudt‘''eenct* of the old recriiiling abuses, there is no justification 
whatever for the p(‘rpetnation of a system whereb\ one single industry in 
one provinet' is lep.iHv hampered in tlie engagianent of its labour force, one 
sinLdt' industr\ in tlie whoh* (jf India and wlien I inform this HoiiP<i that the 
indfiitun sx'sU'ji) w.ms .ilxiiisbed m liil.'). that c\er\ other f«)rm of penal 
contract has been wiped off the Statute-book, it will be obvious that the 
conditions in which the old reeruiting malefactor enjoyed both prosperity 
and immunit\ hav(' passed a\va>, for it i^ the mobility of labour which 
renders tla- firofessional rec^ruiter powerless for mischief. This Bill, Sir, 
grants to the taiiigrant'-* ‘-tatubirv riglits of repatriation. The tea industry 
has no obiiM'iion \\liatever to this, for in tliis matter the Bill merely 
cr'.illisfs into .1 deliniit ^\*^lem what has for ysirs been a constantly 
giTAviiiL^ ])r5ieti(*e. B\ tht^se rights the interests of the ernijzrant in the 
m.itier of tlieir emigration are so fullx safeguarded that there remains no 
justifiration whatever for tbe impo'.ition of rosinetions on reeruiting. What, 
Sir, liiivc' the Hoxal rominiHsion staT^d? On page 03 tlux have stated: 

\V»' recouimontl tlmt fho ixmors to prohibit- HMTiiitnieiit should bo wdlidravrii 
iinmeilirtttlv. and tliat m future no baiTH'r.s hhould be st*i up to pn'xerit tbo norini l play 
of HOL’ial rtu 1 fon-es m .utniiduig l.ibfrir fr-.in oue ji.irt ot Indat lo imothor." 

That Comniissinn has definitely stated that the\ are satisfied that emi¬ 
gration to As>.im to work on the tea plantations deserves encouragement 
in the interests of ilie lubourer, and on page dtkS tht' Commission states: 

“ Wi' 'ire in ixiOim with tb ' vxnv tbiu tlio d-iugor oi sorionsjabusos afford 

the only juHtiln-at ion lor l ho roni luimru o of routiol.’' 

The Statement of Objects and ileasons attached to the Bill informs 
us that the first object- of the Bill iy, while making it possible to exercise 
bueli control as max Ix' justified ,iiid required bv the interest?# of the emi¬ 
grant, to ensure- that no restrictions are imposed which are not so justified. 
The indusitrv, Sir, has fear of these threatened restrictions, so long as 
tlu- criterion of their introduction is ^he interests of the emigrant and not 
the interests of rival enqilmi‘rs. (Hear, hear.) Ltd tht‘ Rill adequately 
ensure that, ns if is intended by the Government of India to do, and all 
the apprehensions^ on the part of the industry on chapter IV will he allayed. 
As a matter of fact, I maintain that an unanswerable case could be made 
out for the total omission of chapter IV from the Bill, inasmuch as the 
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interests of emigranta are impregnably protected against any recrudescence 
of grave abuses. It was clearly contemplated by the Koval Commission on 
Labour that there should be a marked difference between the introduction 
of control over forwarding and the imposition of rostrictionB on recruiting. 
The former was to be tlu' normal state of affairs; and unless and until it 
is considered desirable to do without ?*iich control, the restriction on 
reei'uiting was in no ease lo be normal or automatic* or |)r(‘eaution.ir\ ; it 
was only to be resorted to if n situation developed that, made such restric¬ 
tions unavoidable. Wo find in the Bill, however. thaT the manner of intro¬ 
ducing a regime of forwarding control and n regime of restricted recruiting 
IS pr(M*i^ei\ tlio s-iuii' in (‘.k'M caM* vitli M(» salegii.irfl wlialCM-r I hat llifiv 
should b'' cause slioun tlio l.i1U‘r slop is taken 1 ('l.iim Sir, tliat 

it is not oul\ reasonable luit essential to intrcMluei' Into this Bill 
speeitieafion of the gr. -iiud*^ that aloue can jiistifx a not ilicatmu uiwl* r sec¬ 
tion *2()(1') and to iircscriljt* as i*ssontjal the jaa^vions saoeti'Mi "f the (loviTUor

S. Ranga Iyer fHoliilkund and Knmaon 1 )i\lsi,.n>, * Xitn-Arnham- 
madan Eural) • Sir. the llonourahle gentleman w ho pn'cedt-d nu* (-(nirduded 
with the remark that in certain contingeneii's thisi Bdl would he eliaraeteri/- 
ed as a ^'threat” to the tea ]daiit<‘rs Whiai such aj>]>re]iensu)ns are 
expressed in (*('rtain (ureiiiustanees from tlu* F.urop(*an Ihgielu"- it becomes 
more and more clear to Benebos on tins side of the TTonse that wt were 
pretty right m making this a party question and s^-eing that it was refon’ed 
to a Select Coiinnittec. Sir, without much hcMtation we d(‘ci<led extend 
our support to the Honounahle Sir Joseph Bhoi’e for the simple reason that 
he i.s only trying to give effect to the reeomm(*ndntions of the Labour Com¬ 
mission. ft is hardly necessary for me t/O make a lengthv speech on the 
matter, but the consideration in this ]>articular affair slKJidd he entirelv 
that of the labouring classes,—not so iriuch tliat ot the emplovi'rs as that 
of the employed—and, Sir, I Faippo.se, and 1 hojit that that important 
consideration will be prevailing when the subjeid is considered in Select 
Committee Sir, al tlu' same time I agree with the Tlonourable gentleman 
who preceded me in saving that everything should b(* done* to make matters 
attractive to labour in ono part of Jndia by introducing e ire urn stances and 
offering facilities to enable tliern to move to auotber ))Mrt of India. Sir, 
tee statutory right to reyaiiriation. as pointed out b\ the preceding speaker, 
has already been in practice. Therefore, Sir, my TTonouralile friend has 
got no serious objections U* putting it on the Statute-book. apprelien- 

sionft wore only in regard to the restrictions In eli.ipter TV, and these restric¬ 
tions are a matter for examination in the Select'C-ommittee and therefore I 
take it he does not object to the reference to a Select rommittce. I hope 
in this matter every attempt will be made in Se k et Committee to reconcile 
antagonisms with a view to making the Bill satisfaetory for its oasv passage, 
when it emerges from the Select Committee and comes before this TTonse. 

Mr. N. M. Joshi (Nominated Non-Official'>: Sir, T agree with my 
Honourable friend Mr. Abdul Matin Chaudhury. that the present Bill is nn 
incomplete ono, fis giving effect to the recommendations of the Royal 
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Commission on Ijabour. I also agree with him that there is some risk in * 
passing a rnoasiiro of this kind implementing the recommendations of the 
Ik)val (’omniiHsmn scctionally, inasmncli as w'e may pass this Bill here to-day 
and we may not he able to persuade the Assatn Government to pass legis¬ 
lation on tlu* of her recommendations within a short time after these re- 
cominendations nn* "ivrn effoe(. to. But Mr. President, I feel that although 
there is some risk m this proeerlnrc, eonsidcring the eonstitutional position 
and eonsideriiig all other c reuinstanees, it is better to take this risk instead 
of wiht'ijg tor tli(* time when there will l)e simultaneous legislation on all 
the recommcavlMtioim of th'‘ J.VajiI rommissioTi on Jndhin labour. Sir, 
this (jue^liou of tfie labour eonditi <ns, of /)Lnitations Iuk .a long history, 
and all that bistors is not a \er\ pleasant, one. I do nof understand the 
conudaint hi\ llononrabl* irend Mr ld>x. tln^ tins is the one industry 
wliiili lias leimm.nnL' re^^i rii-t i. an ]»!a( ed on :1 11“ to?'L>ftv that 'f tluF

Ih'strif tions wna hr^t placed 
upon tile lab«Hirer and then restrictions were plac'ed upon the employers 
in the matter of reenrtmont and ofbc'r things When labourers were not 
allow'i'il to go bacdx natiirallv \ssnrn got a bad name and they found it 
difficult to sc'ciire na-ruits In spite o1 the ditliciilt-ies. iliey wont On reck¬ 
lessly recruiting through their c(»ntract!»rs, with the result that certain 
evils erefit ill. and tlicn. in older to diminish tho^e evils, the Government 
of India legisl.itod by putting certain ivstrictions upon recruitme’'t. He 
eannof. (a-rtauii\ cc^inplain about these restrictions placed upon recruit¬ 
ment. for one tlibig beenus,. tbes^ rostricti*>ns were necessary on account 
of the restrictions filactal upon the labourer himself. 

I am 111 ft on-' of thoM' pco])l'* who consider that, plantations are an 
evil aliogctbcr 'riic j>lantaiiciis }ia\o prmjdcd lanplcnment and provided 
an industr\. Al ilu- saiia* time, it cannot be forgotten and cannot be 
denied that the conditions of plantations are jiot what they should be. 
The Honourable Membi r from Assam said that on account of the planta¬ 
tions ofKf.OfMi people lia\e b(*en settled on land, independent of the planta¬ 
tions It is a fa(d but should be not also consider the fact that, even 
after .“io \e:irs’ time, the industry slionld not have been able tn settle 
sufficient people on the land in Assam in order that they slioulcl got labourers 
locjillv. .\n industr\ that has to recruit labour from a long distance, even 
after TiO ycairs. m-ed not boast of the advantages which that industry 
supplies to labour Tla* \t'r\ fact that thev have still to recruit labour 
from long distane(-s after 50 vears show’s that, the conditions there are not 
what tbe\ should be Moreover, ns my Honourable friend. Mr. Abdid 
Matin Cliaudburx, ]M)inled out, if other industries in Assam get their 
labourers w'ithout speeial recruitment, why should not the tea plantations 
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get their labour loc^y, I do not suggest that the position of the tea 
industry and of other^sniall industries is the same. There is an essential 
difference between the small industries that exist in Assam and the tea 
industry. It is quite jiossible that other industries mentioned by Mr. Abdul 
Matin Cliaudhury perhaps get part of their labour from the tea plantations 
themselves, but Ihej tlioir lai>our I'roin tlu‘ tea plantations because they 
pay much more than llie tea planters do. In the other industries, the 
\tagcs geiieralh are about one rupee a (ta\, whereas on idaiitations the 
average v»agc‘ ])er nionlli alxmt l»s. 10 lo Its. 15. 'i'lial is the great 
difference betwetui wagt's paid in tea plantation.s and ihc wage< paid in the 
other industrit's in Assam. 

I am oiie of those ])eople who feel that- the ])ririciple of the rtseom- 
niendations of the KomiJ (’(animssion as wril as the ])nncij>le of this Bill 
is very sound. The llononrahle the Mover of this Ihll stated Ih.u the iirst 
principle was that restrictions on recruitment should ho removed. I feel, 
howe\er, that ihi' first ])rinei}de ol tht‘ Hill is that llu‘ laliouror should he 
free to go au\wlu-re la- likt's in search ol empJo\nu‘nt. Tliis is a very 
sound prmci[)le. In India in agr'culturc, the wages art* \cr\ l<nv and on 
account of tlio low* wages, tlu- standard of living of the people is low. If 
this standard of living is to be raised bv the raising <if wages, the labourers 
must be tVt't* to go where\er thev ean gel bettta* wagi's. Moreover 1 agree 
with my lIonoui*abJe truiiid Mr. Fox that ibe labtair must br umbile. 
People must be a\)le to go wherever tluw eau so that tlu‘ wages will tend 
to riho wdiei'e tlu'v are low' am] on the whole the wagc'i, in th(‘ whole eoimt-ry 
will tend to equalise Tlieii there .iie <dlH‘r parts of llie eouiitrv in India 
W'here in agrumllurt' th(‘ lahourt'rs an* horid-slases e\en now. In Afadras, 
there, is a Systran which is called or n tfbl where flu* lalxviiror is 

a serf or a b(aid-sla\e to the HahuKai and ihr landlord To Hihar, there 
i.s a s\stein called the lauuntuit svsiem h\ which the labourer, on account 
of the advances made 1(» him, is held in liondage bv the Rnhu1:t:r or the 
landlord. So long as these conditions (‘\'St in s )m(' parts -f the count»*y 
ill agriculture, we must sc*{' that the labnnrei lias some wav i(» i'sc.ape from 
these ('onditions. Moreover 1 feel iiivseJf that travi'lling a good thing 
even for iahour. Wo all know' lliat travelliin? broadens our point of view, 
it sharpens our intellect to some t*xten1 On the whole travelling doea 
tend to equiji men better for the struggle in life T therefore feed that the 
labourer should lx* left free to lto whorev«'r he likes [ agree that in oiir 
(*ountrv the W(*rking classes to-dav, <.n account of the ignorance, and on 
account of tlieir poverty, nmst- 1)0 protected Tle-re is nobody hero who 
will deny tluj fact that althnngli tht* labourer must he free to go W’bcrover 
he likes, it is the duty of Oovomment protect h.m wherever ho goes 
either by legislation or by other methods. The principle that labour 
deserve special ])T’otf*ctIrjn i** a^*cey)t«‘d all over I he world Tnerefon* the 
se cond principle of tlie Bill is llial labourer should be protected after being 
given freedom to go w’herever he likes Tie should he protected on the 
way to Assam, and be protected in Assam itself w'horo he is working. 
This IS the second princiyilo of tlie Hill. This is .also in accordance w’ith 
the rccommendation.s of the Tloval Commission on Labour The Bill 
provide.s certain measures for the, protection of the labourer during the 
stages of his journev from recruiting district.s to Assam. The Bill pr(/vide8 
for registration and establishment of depots where the labourer should be 
provided with food, rest and shelter. It also provides for depot* on the 
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way and inspection of these depots, 
be. 


These measures are what they should 


The Coinmissiou lias made certain recommendations for the protection 

the liibourer on the* yilantaiioris. First the Commission recommends 
tliat the labourer’s lil)(jrti(‘S sliould bo secured and the labourer should 
liave eveiy lacility to return home. Now, as regards facility to return 
home, the Ihll [irovides for the right of repatriation. I agree with my 
Honourable fiK'iid Mr. Abdul Afatin Cluuidhury that the right of repatria* 
t on provi(h‘d for in the Ihll is somewhat meagre and it should be extended, 

I niNself hold that it is in the interests of the ])larilatioris themselves that 
they should provide* a ver^ generou^^ rigid, of repatriation to the labourer, 
s(, that he may feel iliat he is really free and if the conditions are not to 
his satif-fae1i<in ho can return hona*. If onee a confidence is produced in 
the recruiting districts that it is tin* easiest thing for the labourer who is 
dissatisfied on ]>lantalion> to return homo, \ou will make vour task of 
recruitment \ei\ ras\ ] would therefore suggest to the planters to giva 
j a sort of return ticket fo every labourer in Assam so that when- 

i'wv he thinks of returning home he may do so. I am sura 
e\er\ lalauirer will tud think of returning home simply because he has a 
return tielod heeaiise when lu* v<‘turns honu* lu* ina\ not have sufiieient 
to eat If the cMnditKais in Assam an. quite good, although a return ticket 
ina\ be in his poclo t. the labourer is not going to return home. But the 
point is that if tlu- l:\hourer feels that In* has every facility to retn»*n home, 
there w’ 11 he a <*ontideuce in tht* reevuiting district that after all the condi¬ 
tions in Assam ma\ not he sn dark, ind even if there is some doviht. the 
labourer will take some risk and go to Assam to see what the conditions 
'<re If tile conditions an- not good, ho will return. I therefore feel that 
this right ^‘f repdnalKin sliould he inadi* as generous as it can be made. 
I agree* with m\ Tl<aionraido friend Mr Abdul ^Tatin Chaudhury that the 
Bill should iiru\’dr f'»r geiu*»’al ]>()Wt‘>* being given to the Controller to 
n patriati- a 1 ibourer foi- any sufiicient reason. The planters T am sure 
will liave siillicient (‘onfidenee in .m «''nie(’r appointed bv the Oovemment 
of Ind a tliat evi-n th(»iigh (la* ]K>wa'r given t(. him ma\ bo very wide, he 
's not. hlvei\ to misuse that p«nver. 

'I’ben I ft-el th it (attain i>ro\ •'-iens of the Bill pnu'ide for rigdit of 
ojMiil.ilinn hi ..ne MMf. I w 'uld s.iiggi-t t-i tile jdanters that they 
should tliem-rU cn igice that this right aKo m.iv ht* extended not tf* a 
period i>f (uie xear hut wluiie\er a labourer w.mt^ tu go back. Then, Sir, 
rhi'r(* i< a smill poiin which 7 vhniikl I'ke to nu’ntion, and that is that 
•I Irduuircr .m n/bt nf rial'-'u if the cniploMU’ is convicted of 

assauh. T m\self feel that it should not he necessary for a labourer to 
g<'> to the court and 'a t In'* »*nipIo\er cruvicted of a'^s!mll. The power, 
-o far MS tlu' right (d n'patriation goe-. in the niatt('r of as^s^ulU. should 
he k’fl to the C(.ntroller him-tdf. A labourer should have the right, to 
make a eoniplaint to the t’cntroller if his tmqdover has committed an 
assault : and if the C'Uitrolh'r is satisfied that the ('Uiployer has done it, 
he should havt* the power to repatriate the labourer 

Then, Sir. the seeond propo-.a] T w’onld make for improving conditions 
in Assam is that the liberty of the labourer on the plantation should be 
further secured. The Bo\al Commission on Labour agrees that in spite 
of the disappearance of tlie legislation providing for criminal punishment 
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for breach of contract of service, the labourer is not entirely free. I shall 
just road a few linos from the liei>ort of the Eo\al Commission on Labour 
on this point 

“ The TTorkers, for the most part, live in linos to which tho public have no rif?ht of 
access. Access is not ordinarily willihold in praciico, but-, whonovor tho mnnaj?or con- 
sidors it nooessary, n watch is maintained on \ isitors, and there aic ahnost alwayn chanki- 
dars* part ot whoso duty is to observe inovomonts to and from tho lines. Il is contended 
by planters that no amount of vigilnn<*o can kt'op a labourer who is <letorininoil to leavo ; 
and chaiih'ularn are prubably employed inon* to pio\ent other employers from onticiiiK 
labouiTiTs than to pie\ent tlu' labourers themsehes lioin leuvinp:. At the surm* tune, 
we had evidence that workers wlio wanted tt> Ioa\e even a potul jjarden witlumt piuiius- 
sion found it ud\isabli“ to do so b\ niizht. Tn spotikinfj; ot a lal «)uici wlu» £>o»'s withfuit 
permission the term unixeisalh used is “ ab.s<*ond : and this teiui reflects accurately the 
position in whicli the lalioiucr on soiii<‘ jjaidens fiiuls hunself wlion he wishes to seek 
employmont elsewhere "

Sir, that the CioM'rmiKiit should taki* steps mnnediatelx to st*c that all 
roads loading llirough the jilantations to the lioust*'? in wliieli the labourers 
Jive shiniid he in.idt jmhlic M\ own \ii‘w is tluit the (lovc'rnment should 
deo]<iiv tiiese roads lo Ik jiulilK' (Well without giving anx oomjicnsation. 
The ]»lauter» did n(»l pax \er\ im"(^ ]>rices tor the lands wliieh they got 
from (iov(‘rnmtait ; thrx got tlie lands wry che.ip. and thex have made 
profits during tho last 50 M*;ir-- And then i& no harm ai all d Ciovern- 
ment declares all t]it‘ J)ri\ate roads to be public 'I’iieii tlie workers' 
liberty in flantatioiis is restrained and reduced by the action of tho plantor.s 
themse]\es. The planters ha>(‘ made certain aeri'cment'' amongst them- 
sehes; t)ie\ li;iv(' made agreements amongst Ihemsi-lves about wages so 
thnt the uages on one plantatirm should not be inereastvl; they have made 
agreemeuts amongst themseUi-s not to take . . . 

Mr. H. B. Fox: I do not think that is tho ease. 

Mr. President: ITonouraido 'Members proposed lo be .appointed to the 
Select C’ommittee a?'e giving evfiression to iboir view’s at gn-at Itsngth. 

Mr. H. M. Joshi: Tt is quile true that T am one of the Members of the 
Seleet Committee, and T am hoping to he ahle to attend the meeting of 
the Select Commitice P>nt T am anxious, Sir, that those Members of 
this House who are not members of Ihf' Seh‘ct (’ommitt('e will study 
the Bill in the vacation wdiich thev w’ill get and 1 want to place a few 
points before them for their benefit 

Then, Sir. tlie jilanter.s have an agreement amongst themselves not to 
employ each other's labour. This again restricts the liberty of the 
labourer. It is quite true that the ]>Ianters may say that they have every 
right to do so. They may have every riglit to do so hut at the same time 
the fact remains that the labourers are not an organised body and they 
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are ignorant and illitoralo; and if the stronger party is* allowed to make 
such agreements as will restrain the liberty of tlie workers wdio are weak. 
I suggest that (Government w'ill bo justified in declaring all these agree¬ 
ments to 1)0 null and void. Sir, it is in this way that the Government of 
India can secure the. lila^rty an<l frt‘edom of the labourers on [>lantation8. 

Then, Sir, the Royal (’oiumission on Lai>our has made certain rc- 
comnuuulalioiis for im])roving crnditioris on j)lant.‘ilions. They hav(* made 
recomnu-ndations as regards establislung machinery for fixing a minimum 
wage; thev have made recomniendalions as regards establishing hoards of 
health and us regards odueaiion, and certain other roconimoiidations for 
prohihiting lh<‘ emj)lo\meid of (dnldn-n before a certain age. I feel that 
all the.se proposals should Ix' giv(*n effect tc) without loS'^ t»f lime, so that 
the real j)rinci])l(* of ilie Ro\aI ('ommission's recommendations, namcsly, that 
the labourer should h(‘ made free to go an\ wht‘re he likes hut should be 
proteel(‘d in the ])rovinee where he got‘s for his work, will he given effect 
to. 

'riiere is r»nl\ one more j)oini whadi 1 would mention hetore sitting 
down, and that point is this: that whate\er we ma\ do here in the 
C'entral Legisl.iluie. a great di‘.d will have to lx* done for the labourers on 
plantations in .\ss.im and in the A>^sam Legislature. 1 ho})i‘ that the Gov¬ 
ernment of India will do i ver\thing in tluir power to sei* that the labour 
on Assam pl.iiitaiious will !>»♦ fidl\ repnsiaited in the local Legislatures. 
\V»‘ must reali.se that lahourer.s lu Assam are not educated and are not 
al)h* to put forward their own c.ise before the Franehi<e Committt*e and 
before the (io\(‘rnmeiit. 1bn 1 hopt* that tht' (lovernment as the trustee 
ol tlies(‘ illib'rati' and ignorant masses will take t‘ver\' step to see that the 
lalauirers in Assam \\ill g<*t a<letjuate representation. 1 feel, Mr. Lresidenf, 
tJiat il lhe\ do not gel sutbeient re]»r(‘st‘ntatiou m the A'^sani Legisla- 
tun*. whatever we ma\ do in the Central Lt‘gislature here. the. labourer 
jTi Assam W’ill not he adecpi.itely prolec t<*d. Assam is a province where not 
only m old times tlu-re was planters’ raj but 1 feel that in Assam the 
jdantiTs’ rij ma\ eoniinue i*ven under the new cnn«!titu<ion. T therefore 
!;o])e that the ('loViTnnienl will do evirvthmg in their j)ower—the\ should 
approac'h the kraiieliise Committee and the\ should a])proaeh th(‘ Asc-.am 
Ciovermneiii to see that ud(‘quate n'present.ition is given to the labourers 
on plantations. There is n> seetion m Assam which is free from the in- 
diuaice of the jilanttu’s 'I’lu Go\frnment are dominated by the planters; 
the officiu's are dominated hv the planters: the legislators are to a large 
extent dominated by the ]dantt‘rs: and if the present state of the labourer 
being unrepresented in tlu' T.egislaturc ^'Ontinues, there wdll be no protection 
lor the labourers in Assam at all. I hope that this defect will be 
remedied.

The Assembly re-assembled after Lunch at Twenty-Five Minutes 
Past Two of the Clock, President in the Chair. 


Mr. B. Sitaramaraju (Gaaijani cum Vizagapatam; Non-Muhammadan 
Bural): Sir, after hearing the Honourable Member from Assam. Mr. Fox, 
one would think that Assam is verily a land of paradise for Indian 
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coolies. Tlie Honourable geiitlemau said tlinl iio\shtMv exeej)t in Assam 
were there such restrictions imposed on the recnntmenl t>t labour, but 
may 1 ask him whether there is :m\ part m Ituli.i w liere the same condi¬ 
tions which are obtaining m Assam prexail. He sa\s that this liill is 
iiileiuled for the benefit of emigrants. I hopt* it ma\ he, and 1 wisli it 
were. If it were in the interest of tlu* emigrants llu-mseKes, then I 
would ask wh\ oi all the recommendations t>f the liaboiir t’omniission 
this particular ix-eommendalion. wliiidi is the least hi*netieial to the emi- 
giants. has been taken up when other matters a more W(‘ight\ (diaracter 
have remained imloiieht'd. In this qiu-stion two parties an‘ m\(»lved; t>ne 
the emigrants and the other are tlie emplours. We lia\f laid the benefit 
of hearing the eiupKwers* point (»1 Mew about the merits of this Jiill. 
but iinfortiiiiately wt* ]ia\e not had the privilegt' of liearing tlie emigrants' 
point f>t \ii‘w in this Hoii^-e. b«‘eanse labour is n<d diu'cilv represented 
here, aJthoiigli there is niA friend Mr -b^sln who it I ma\ b«‘ permitted 
to sa\ so. is onl\ a labourite* b\ adoption (Laughter), and in the :ibs(*nce 
of labourers theniseUes if is \ei\ ilitficidt for ns to sa\ how their interests 
are safeguarded, and it heho\i*s us all tliat we should treat this measure 
as a trust and administi*!* it as a trust for tin* s(»lt' be»u*tit of those poor 
labourers. 'Ha* pruieijile (ai wliieh tins Ihll is based n staft'd to be this, 
that tliere should lie a rem(nal of tin* restriction on the free, flow' of 
labour in the couiitrx. On the face of it. there can In* no ]u)ssible question 
that the priiieiph* appeal's to he sound. But 1 would likt* to ask wliat 
w’as the nature of tliosi* restrictions and who wi*re the authorities who 
have imposed tliose restrictions and ''ho ai’t* thi* pi'opli* affected h\ those 
restrictaais. If wt look a hitie moie deeplv mtf> the matter, we find 
that the restriction on the free nwivement of lalioiir is imposial not so 
much (»Ji the lahonr itsedf as on the enqdosers’ powers of reeriiitnnmt. 
Here the <*inplo\ers l»y various methods lane l>et*n recruiting peoyih*. and 
the wax in wJiieh thev have been discharging those duties lias hecome a by 
w’ord of reproach and in some respects ,\ scandal. Under tlw)se cihieiim- 
fc.tances. certain restrictions were imposed In certain Provincial (Tovernrnenta 
t.> prevent not recruitment in all cases but certain methods ernploxed in re¬ 
cruitment. and in ct'rfain other <*nsev< to regulate n^eniitmeiit under ci^itain 
conditions. Therefore, it would seem that tin* restrictions an‘ im ant to act 
against the free exercise of tlie eniplo\ors’ right of recruiting people 
from various paids of India. Therefore, T sa^ there is no leslriction on 
the labour itself to go and seek employment in Assam The restriction 
is entirely a restriction on rccniitrncmt. or rather on tlw* methods of 
recruitment. Such being the case, one W’ould like to know what safe¬ 
guards there are, so that these, people, who have bee n notoriously illiterate, 
who have been helpless and wdio have been tc*mpt(‘d hv nil sorts of 
promises by the agents of these employers to forsake their homes an3 
go to distant lands never to rcdiirn any more, mav not be defrauded. 
Now, the Bill aims nt removing that prolectinn which has been accorded 
up to now to the labourers. In return for that, T must in fairness admit 
that the Oovernment of India have not al1ogf*ther ni'glected the ease of 
the labourers. They say that thev are <?oing to impose' in substitution 
for that protection certain rules so ns to give* them free ehr)ico and a 
right of repatriation. That is the second principle of the Bill. 
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Sir, 1 come from >ix pJuco which is considered to be a fair recruiting 
ground tor these labourers to Assam. The Honourable the Mover of this 
Hill has also some knowledge of those districts from which this labour is 
recruited. Sir, I havci a little knowledge of how' recruitment by the agents 
of the tea planters is made in niv part of the eouiitr\ . Our couritr^v is 
poor, Sir, and parlicularly those dislriels winch 1 have the honour to 
represent are \er\ jioor. The land is \cr\ mucli crowded and is not 
fruitful wilt'll eoiMpari'd to otlier places liio* those in the Oangetio valie\ 
or m the Delta districts. Theri'iore, it is a great iinluceinent for the 
labourers ttj leave the district. If au\ one ;ioes and offers them substantial 
amounts as wages and also einplov merit, tlit'v will irninethatelv lollow 
lliein, hee.Misf, es I said, land is overcrowtied and js not able to support 
them al iKane The agt'uts ul tlrese tea planters i,, these AdJlages and 
gi\t‘ these poor people a little cash to start with, a few* Uipee.-s wliieh to 
lla* agent is n‘»t inueli Imf uhicli to the poor lalajurer is ver\ tempting; 
then lie is jM-oinised all snils of things and among olla rs I inav mention, 
partienlai Iv when llit*se agents deal with voinig men, lliev are even 
jn’oinised two wives (l^.mgliter j A vv isi- man would consider that even 
one will' would he too many, hnt lliese are ])oor Jahoinvrs without any 
education, tliev are ign(»ranl aiul knowledge natiinilly comes a little late 
to tliem D\ eiiiplov mg sneh melho<ls. tliest* jioor peo])lc' aie tempted 
to tin- towns With cash in their pockets and ‘d* scope* for enjoy¬ 

ment, with all th(* nice tilings that thev art* givi'n to eat ainl with the 
promise that ifiev would he eating Iikewist* tluTe.ifter and with so many 
other facilities to have a go<»d time tht'v are promised, these poor people 
an* enticed awav t(» the nearest town Thev are taki*n th(*re to all sorts 
of disrt'putahle lauises and are deiuoralist*il; and often they are taken 
to drinking hootlis In this condition. Sir, tiu'se jioor, illiterate people 
an* asked to enter into a eontnu't witli llu* employers. The way in 
whicli the indenture s\si»iii h.is been vvia-king was a big scandal. A hue 
and erv v\as raised against it, and as a result the Ih’oviiieial (Jovernincnts 
came to tlm rescue of tiiesf people and ]>assed certain legislation to 
])rev(*ut this sort of propaganda. Tliat legislation pr()teeli‘d the labourers 
from falling victims to tlu- agents in the manner tliev ilid. Such being 
tile case if is verv diilieiili to believe that everv tiling tliat can be done 
could h(* (lone under this Act unless the Selee* Committee go into tliO 
very details of this (jiiestiou and lu.w host tliev can, If not actually 
substitute, at least seeurt* equal prot(»elion that these labourers were 
hitherto eiijoviug hv such rules as would make it impossible for any 
exploitation of labour in that direction; or else it is very difficult to 
understand how* this m«*asure will he useful. 

Mr. B. Sas* (Orissa Division. Non-Muhammadan): I am a good deaf 
interested in this measure, f come from Orissa, and since 1866 lots 
of pi'ople have left Orissa and thev have never returned to their liomes. 
As far as I understand from mv Honourable friends ^Ir. Fox and Mr. 
Joshi there are at present oO.OOO Oriva labourers empkned in the Assam 
tea gardens. Nine \ears ago when I became a Member of this House, and 
found my Honourable friend ^fr. Joshi fighting his solitary battle on 
the floi-ir of this House against a House that showed him no sympathy 
with problems of labour, my heart went out to ^fr. Joshi, and from that 
day, whenevu^r any rnensure eanu* up before the House for ameliorating 
the condition of the working classes, Mr. Joshi alw’ays had my sympathy. 
-When T hoard to-day Mr. Joshi, T found he was speaking in a tone of 
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jubilation, lie was speaking in a tone of eonlidence, us if ho was the 
Kamsuy Maedonuld of India on the eve of the fonnation of tbe ^National 
Cabinet. JSo doubt he had ever^ reason to express satislaetion, because 
to-aay lie liiids the two stalwarts of Governuieiit, the Honourabie fcJir 
Joseph ifhore and in> friend ]\Ja*. Clow—and I liope in\ Honourable friend 
Mr. Civ)W will speak later on—two stalwarts oi the (jroM*rnment agree 
with him and are (jarr^ing out the spirit tor vvhic'li Mr. Josin worked for 
the last 11 }ears on the floor of this House. In the \eais 1 used 

to tind, when a question was asked ab<jut the Assam labour, I lie gentle¬ 
men who replied from the Treasury Henela^s were uns\niiialhetJc and 
they used to eontest at evi'r\ stage Mr. -lushi’s i;harges. Jiut to-dav 
I find, alter reading the llejujrt of the llo\al C'oiiinussuai on Labour, at 
least my Honourable friend Mr. Clow*, wlio is an expert on the side ol Ciov- 
eminent on labour problems, agrei*ing with in\ HonourabK' Irieiid Mr. Joshi. 
It has taken Mr. Clow, six or se\tn \ears to eonie into iuitii'i* agreement 
with Mr. Joshi. That Js a good ona n. I'hal shows lh.it the world is 
tending towMrds socialism and towards dealing with the working elasses 
humanely. 1 listened most attentively to ni\ Honourable triend Mr. Tox 
and 1 thought that during the first part of Ids speech la* was rt'asonable, 
and he wanted that ihe working elassi's should be treated j>roperl\. Jfut 
somehow’ lu* liinted that tliert* was a eons]drae\ whereby ibe (io\ernirient 
and tile representatives of tlu* w’orking classes are going to deal liardly 
on the tea gardi'iis so that th.it [lartieular uidusti'v nia\ not thri\e. My 
Honourable friend pointed out that in the \i*.ir ItUo the J>eiial eontraet 
system h.ad been abolished. Jt might have hei*ii abolished on paper, but 
so far as I know the indenture system eontiiuu^d till 1023 or 1021. 

Mr. H. B. Foy: .No, JSii’. 

Mr, B. Das: It might not have been eontinned on paper, but it 
continued in jiraclice. 


Mr. H. B. Fox; No. 


Mr, B. Das: When T spoke last \ear <»n tlie fhsolidion idiout forced 
labour, I said that altliough in actual writing it does not eontiiuie, tlu* penal 
system eoiitinues under the eiviii'-ed adininistr.itum oi tlu* (io\eninu*nt of 
India. My HonourahJe friend sn\s that the working classes an* paid well 
in Assam tea gardens. As far as I know', in 192)J-24 the wage of an 
adult w'as Its. 3 nr lis, 4 T radinit that il is three limes that now, it is 
Ks. 12, thanks to thi' efforts of my Honourabh* fi;(*nd Mr Joshi, and also 
to tbe kindly sympathy of my Honounddo friend Mr. Clow^ In 1924-25, 
we found people were allowed w'ages of T»s. 4 which did lot keep 
their bodies and souls together. And wluit happen(*d to those lakhs 
and lakhs of Oriyns w’ho li*ft Orissa in the great famine of They 

never returned to their homes, because the wag(‘s that were paid in kind 
and in money amount mg to Us. B or Us. 4 never allowed them to save 
sufficient, money to return to their homes. So. T eongratulnte mv Hon¬ 
ourable friend Sir Joseph Bhore on bringiu" in n measure whereby there 
w'ill be repatriation of a labourer after three years. At least the man will 
go back to bis wdfo or to his children from whom h(* had been seduced 
and separated, seduced aetuallv hv the recruiters or even bv the Labour 
Boards which have been organised by the Provincial Governments at 
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present. Another thing that I welcome in this Bill is the abolition of the 
Assam Labour Board, and I welcome the appointment of a Controller of 
emigrant labour. My Honourable friend Mr. Abdul Matin Chaudhufy has 
suggested that the Controller and Deputy Controller should be Indians. 

I am not concerned at present whether they will bo Indians; what I am 
concerned is that they should be humane. 1 have had occasion to hear 
that the iiienibers of the Labour Boards m Biliar and Orissa and hi the 
•Central 1 Provinces r(‘cruit labour for these Assam tea gardens There is no 
difference hetwoon this system of recruitment and what I have read of 
the slavt‘ drivers who wislied to recruit slaves from Africa and transfer 
them to Ameri(;a. It may be tliat tlio\ do not recruit them under the 
indenture system, but the sarn(‘ s>si<*m prevails in yiractiee.

Immnnised eonditinn^,, it ix not t'o nmeh for me to aO; that every labourer 
w*ho gfics to Assam even under the pn'sent system should he helped to 
keep in touch with his home. 

AFv friend Air F<^\ said that it is the tea planters who gave travelling 
allow%ane(‘ to tlu'se indentured labourers in the nast to w’hoin the Oovem- 
ment of Assam liad given six lakhs of acres of land to onltivatc and settle 
down. T do not know' whom to thank for this, the Government, of Assam 
or the tea fdanters The ton plantei*s took nwnv men from their homes 
iindfT a svstem of h^rced labour ns it exists in Africa to-day. and when 
those labourers had no monev to go hack to their homes, the Government 
of Assam eame to tlioir resenc and gave them certain plots of land. From 
w’hat T know of Assam, the Govenimcnt have too much land with nobody 
to cnltivate it and if mv friend Mr Fox and his predecessors take credit 
for it. T think the credit is nf>f dim fu Miem Rerirnis char<ms were made 
hv mv friend Mr. Abdul Afatin Chaudhnrv and my friend should have 
pleaded guiltv to the mistakes made h\ his predecessors in the past. 


0 
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Instead of behaving as civilising agents, they behaved as slave drivers and 
they treated the labourers in the most inhuman way. These people ought 
not to have been seduced from their homes. I believe they paid their 
agents something like Its. 1«)0 per head. 1 wish that all that money comes 
to the labourers in the shai)e of wages instead of going in bribery and to 
the Labour Board, which although the Government and my friend Mr. 
Clow may tell me is a humanising organisation, is tlie inlieritor of traditions 
of the old indenture system. With these few words, I whole-heartedly 
support the Bill. 

Mr. A. O. Clow (Government of India: Nominated Official): We have 
had a long debate. Sir. and to me an interesting one. I do not propose 
to go into the points of detail that have been raised. They were raised, 

I think, entirelv by Honourable Members who it is proposed slunild serve on 
the Select ("ommittee, and they can be better discussed there. T would 
however like to sa\ just a little about the prineiplos of the Bill, and about' 
certain prineiplos which are not in the Bill hut which I gather some 
Members would have liked to have seen there 

Of the ])rineiple ot repatriation I have heard no entieisms. ft afford& 
indeed an answer to a good many of the difficulties which some of my 
Honourable friends mentioned? As regards what was said by my friend 
Mr. Das, this is reall> a safeguard, for it provides that the man if he 
wishes can get into touch with his own eountr}^ and that he will be 
able to retuin there if he so wants, with his family, within three years. 

I would emphasize here, in fairness to the planters and in reply to the 
suggestions that conditions in Assam are not on a high moral plane, that 
they unlike most employers in India Jiave always tried to recruit families 
rather than individuals. I have no reason to believe that in Assam, the 
high standard which is maintained throughout the Indian villages is not 
fully sustained. 

Rao Bahadur B. L. Patil (Bombay Southern Division: Non-Muham- 
iriadMii Jhir.ili' Is n<»t tJie population of female workers more than the 
popuJatiuii ot male w’orkers? 

Mr. A. O. Clow: It may be so. 1 have not the actual figures before 
me but there is a much better sex ratio here than in any centre of industry 
in India. 

The main principle of the Bill is the abolition, so far as it is possible, 
of restrictions on the free movement of labour. The enunciation of this 
seems to have misled my Honourable friend Mr. Abdul Matin Chaudhury, 
who in some other respects, such as the extent of the Controller’s powers, 
did not seem to be very familiar with the provisions of the Bill, into sup¬ 
posing that we were in some curious way giving the Assam employers 
special facilities for stimulating, I think he said, the flow of labour. 
Actually the position is somewhat different. So far from giving the 
Assam employer special facilities, the Bill either continues or imposes upon 
him restrictions to which no other industry is subject and to which not 
even the tea planters in other provinces will be subjected. 

». AMnl Matte Ohandhury: Is it not a fact that in some of the dis- 
tnets of the United Provinces recniitment for Assam is prohibited. Under 
the provisions of this Act, they will be free to recruit from those distnetst 
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Mr. A. O, Glow: It is perfectly true that certain districts of the United 
Provinces are at present closed to recruitment, but under this Bill there 
will be no possibility of saying to a person in a single part of India that 
he shall not proceed to another part. 

Mr. Abdul Matin Chaudhury: Is it not a fact that vou are facilitating, 
recruitment by this Bill? 

Mr. A. O. Glow: My Honourable friend Mr. liaju suggested that the 
onl\ restrictions imposed were those imposed on employers, })ut actually 
that is not the case. If he were to go to some of the men in the tracts 
he was speaking of some of whom are subject to the grave disabilities 
mentioned b\ ]\Ir. Joshi and say to thorn that Assam is a much better 
place, he might find himself in danger of arrest, and if out of the kiudnesa 
of his heart he were to pull out a tew rupees and sa\ “Here is \our fare” 
he could cortainlv be snhject<*d to a criminal prosecution 

Mr. Abdul Matin Ghaudhury: Wh\ should not the Local Go\ eminent 
stop it? 

Mr. A. O. Glow: T do not propose to enlarge on that question. It 
can be dibcvissed in the Select Committee. 

Mr. H. B. Fox: These districts in the United Provinces "vhicli were 
closed to recruiting were onlv closed for the benefit of the employers and 
the zamindars of the United Provinces. 

Mr. A. G. Glow: I tliink there is no advantage in entering into that 
controversv though there is truth in the suggestion that they are not in the 
interests of labour. As a matter of fact, even when this Bill is passed, the 
employer in Assam will continue to be subject to peculiar restrictions. 
That, as Mr. Fox and Mr. »Toshi explained, is largely the result of history: 
and my Honourable friend Mr. Das was treating us. I think, more to what 
is a matter of hisfors* than a recital of present da\ conditions T am glad 
to say that there is nothing now approaching indenture in Assam, and if 
this Bill is passed the last mention of anv kind of criminal contracts for 
labourers will have disappeared from the Indian Statute-book 

Mr. B. Das: Let us hope so I agree with you. 

Mr. A. O. Glow: There were other references to entirely different sub¬ 
jects, and I should like just to mention some of them in conclusion. 
There were suggestions that the recommendations made by the Commis¬ 
sion in other parts of their report dealing with such questions as minimum 
wages, health and welfare might have found a place in this Bill. These 
of course stand on a very different footing. In the first place, this Bill 
deals with migration, which is a Central subject, whereas these subjects 
are Pi-ovineial. In the second place, the Commission themselves did not 
regard these recommendations as capable of immediate application. In 
the ease of minimum wages, they recognized, that the material was not 
available and thnl a good many statistical and other investigations would 
have to be conducted before the Local Government would be in a position 
to introduce anything of that kind. I may inform the House that actually 
the Assam Government has taken one step in that direction for it deputed 
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a gentleman very well known to this House, Mr. Gosgrave, to visit Ceylon 
last Christmas with a view to ascertaining how the minimum wage 
Ordinance was working in that island. As regards health, my Honourable 
friend Mr. Thnmpan knows that that is a provincial transferred subject, 
and it will be for the Local Governments to do what they think fit on that 
subject. Actually the recommendations of the Commission regarding 
health were not restricted to Assam; and if I were asked in what places 
they were n'ost urgently needed, I do not think I should select Assam as 
the first. The Commission were not under the impression that Assam was 
the workers’ paradise to which some Honourable Members referred, but 
T can assure the Hoiisi* of one thing, namely that I know of no group 
of employers in industries wlio do so much for the lumltli of their workers 
as the planters in Assam. (Loud Applause.) 

Some Honourable Members: The question may now he put

Maulvi Sayyid Murtuza Saheb Bahadur: IL* is willing to sitnc. 

Mr. President: The qneslioii i.s: 

** That the Bill to nuiend tin* law relating to emigrant lahourers in f l,o tea dintncts 
of Assam be referred to a Select (’ominiftee eonsi*<t.ing of Sir (’i»waH)i Jeiiangir, Mr.

THE POUT HAJ COMMIITEES BILL. 

Sir Prank Noyce (Secretary, Department of Education, Health and 
Lands): Sir, I move : 

“ That the Bill to establish Committees in the principal ports of pilgrim traffic to 
assist Muslim pilgnms to the Hejaz bo roforred to a Select Committee consisting of Khan 
Bahadur Haji Wajihuddin, Kunwar Haji Ismail 41i Khan, Sir Abdur llahim, Maulvi 
Sayyid Murtuza Saheb Bahadur, Maulvi Muhamraati Shafoe Daoofli, Sir Hari Sin^nh 
Gout, Mr. A. H. Ghuznavi, Mr. M. Maswood Ahmad, Lieut. Nawab Muhammad Ibrahim 
All Khan, Haji Choudhury Muhammad Ismail Khan, Mr. Hahimtoola M. Chinoy, 
and the Mover, and that the number of members whose presence shall be necessary 
to constitute a meeting of the Committee shall bo five.” 

It will be noticed that the composition of this Committee differs somewhat 
from the one to which I moved reference of another Bill this morning. 
The reason for tha^ is that, as I think the House will agree, this question 
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of establishing Haj Corninitteea at the ports is really a matter of domestic 
concern for the Mussalman community, and it is for that reason that the 
members of the Select Committee have, with two exceptions, been found 
from the Muslim Members of this House. The two exceptions are myself, 
as the Secretary' in the Department concerned, and Sir Hari Singh Gour, 
w'ho has been added to the Committee owing to the desirability of having 
at least two Members on the Committee who can, if necessary, act aa 
3 1'.M. (Chairman. As regards the principle of the Bill, I think 

th(Te can he no question. It is only in regard to details that 
there may be soine differences of opinion and those can he threshed out 
in Select CommiHee. There are one or two points on which I may perhaps 
eornmont It would rnakf‘ things veiy easy for us if we could accept the 
suggestion of iny Honourable friend, Say\id Murtu/a Sabeb Bahadur, and 
accept the recommendations of all our (’ormiiittees m Had we been 

able to do that in this ease, it would have saved my Department and 
myself hours of work. No refereiK'os to Local Governments w’ould have 
l)t‘en necessar\, and vvt- shonlrJ not have had to call on the Standing Haj 
Committee for the advjc<‘ which is so generouslv and freely given. I have 
no doulit wdiatever that llie n‘com mend at 10ns of ('ommittoes represent the 
best, lull unl{)rtnnatel\ in this w'orlv-a-day world it is the duty of Govern¬ 
ment to decide how iar of the best can be converted into thi* practical 
and that we have had to do in this case WV have had to consult the 
various interests eoncerned, and above all we hav (5 had to defer to some 
extent to tin* views of the Local Ooveminents w'ho arc very keenly interest¬ 
ed in this inatt('r TAw that n‘ason, the composition of tin Port Haj 
Committee^, which we have suggested in the Bill, differs considerably from 
that suggested by th(‘ Haj Tnquin, Committee in its Keport. It will be 
seen that the composition of the varioii.s ('oinniittees differs inter tte. We 
have got a different Committee for (Adcutta, a different one for Bombay 
and a «liff\‘rent oiu* for Karachi The reason for that is that, acting on 
the advice of the Standing Haj Committee, which I should perhaps say was 
given by a majority, we have decided to follow the advice of the Local 
riovorriim*nts But we are not laying dowm a rigid composition for the 
Committce«: * if it is found at a later date that any alterations are neces¬ 
sary, tho«e can he effoc<(*d without an amendment of the law. I submit 
to the House that- until some experience of llie working of these Com¬ 
mittees is gamed, it is desirable that- w'e should adopt the course which 
has been suggested by the Loerd Governments concerned, as they have 
far more accurate knowledge than I think even the Haj Inquiry Committee 
or the Standing Haj Committee would claim of local conditions and re¬ 
quirements. It is again exactly for that- reason that we have not follow’ed 
the recommendations of tht‘ Haj Tnqiiirx' Committee that the Port Haj 
Committee should elect their owm Chairman. But w'e have given power 
to the Lo(*al Governmonts to decide whether they will appoint a Chairman 
or will allow’ the Purl Haj Committee to elect its own Chairman. That 
view is based on the argument, in w’hich T think there is considerable force, 
that until the ro-eonstituted Port Haj Committees have found their feet 
and are w'orking smoothly, it is desirable that the Local Government'sfidClcl 
exercise a certain amount of control over their working, and the most 
effective method of doing that is that they should nomin,ate the Chairman. 

Again wdth regard to the appointment of the officers fluod servants, of 
the Committee, the Haj Inquiry Committee recommended that the Exe(^ 
tive Officer of a Port Haj Committee should be appointed by the- C%- 
mittee itself subject io the approval of the Government. !Here aga^n 
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after consulting the Local Governments concerned and acting on the advice 
of the Standing Haj Committee, Government have decid^ * that at the 
outset the Executive Officer and other servants should be appointed by the 
Government and that the cost involved should be met from the Central 
Bevenues. Clauses 14 to 10 of the Bill arc designed to give effect to this 
proposal. The power to apjioint Executive Officers and other servants will, 
as in the case of the Chairman, be helpful to the Local Government in 
securing the sniot>th ^^•orking of these Committees. Another reason why it 
is desirable at the outset that the Executive Officer and other servants 
of the Committee should be appointed by Government who should meet 
their cost, is that we 'are not yet certain how far the funds wliioh are being 
placed at the disposal of tlie Haj (^ommittee, and which will be found 
enumerated in clause 20, will meet their needs. Experience alone can show 
that. I would submit m conclusion that we are not laying down a rigid 
method of procedure. IVhat this Bill does is to convert- Ihe j)rescnt Haj 
Conimittcos, which are purely consultative and advisory bodies, into execu¬ 
tive bodi(‘s with dcfiinie powers. What it also does is to enable Local 
Governments, as Iho Haj Committees prove their worth—1 have little 
doubi the\ will—to eiilarj^o their fiinetions and to give them grcatiT powers 
w’ilhout th(' necessity of coming ba(*k to this House lor amendments of 
this measine. I subuiil to the House that tins is the best nu'thod of )>roce- 
diirc. With these words I would commend this motion for the acceptance 
of the House. 

Mr. S. 0. Mitra (Chittagong and iinjsbalii Divisions Non-Muham¬ 
madan Tlural): Sir. in the I’reamble to this Bill it is stated* “to establish 
Committees in the principal ports of pilgrim traffic tf> assist Muslim 
pilgrims to the Heja//'. In the Statement of Objects and Ih‘asons it is 
said: 

“ The Haj Inquiry Committee therefore proposed tluit the Port Haj Committees 
should cease to bo merely advisory an<l consultative bodies and should ho ontnisted by 
law with the administration of all work oonnorfod with tho piltrrim trnPfic »it the ports.” 

Tf that, is the object and if that i.s the principle, I have no quarrel and 
I fully agrci’ with the general jirinciples, hut when I go throiigli some of 
these clauses of tlie Bill T find that in clause 4 the Committees are consti¬ 
tuted in such a way that lher«- shall always he a majoritv of nominated 
members in all these* (Vmnniitees. 1 should like* to make it perfectly 
clear, if that is the 'principle to w’hicli this House is to bo committed, 
then I lake exception to the principle, I have seen that in clause 4 Ihero 
is a provision for 19 members for tlie Port of Calcutta for tho composition 
of Port Haj Committees. Of these members In are nominaled, and of 
them as many as five may bo officials and only four members are to be 
elected by the Muslim member-, of District Boards in Bengal. The condi¬ 
tion in Bombay is a little hotter. There, out of 19 members of the Com¬ 
mittee, it appears, nine sliould be nominated momlx'rs. T do not know 
why in Calcutta the proportion of nominated members is so very high. 
I wish the Honourable ^lembcr to explain to this House why, in these 
days of full Dominion Status and other high sounding phrases, in a small 
Committee where the Muslim members are expected to help Government 
by their advice for the assistance of the Muslim pilgrims going to Hejaz, 
there should be a majority of nominated members. Why should the 
^luslim members not be entrusted with the task of electing their own men 
in whom they have full confidence? Why should the Local Government 
usurp to themselves these powers, and why they should think that they 
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are the best judges of the interests of the people, even in religious matters, 
where they are going to help theic own C5o-religionists? Aa regards the 
composition of the Karachi Committee, I find the same thing. In that 
Committee*, there are 17 members, of whom eight members are nominated 
by the Local Government. What special claim have the Local Govern¬ 
ment 1-0 nominate their own men on these Committees, when properly the 
Municipalities and in some places the District Boards should elect mem¬ 
bers to these Committees? That is the one general principle to which I 
have objection, and if that is the principle, I think the House will be well 
advised in opposing this measure going to the Select Committee unless 
Government explain that that is not the principle to which the House is 
committed. 

There is a slight matter in clause 4 (^) (c) regarding elected Muslim 
members of ihe Bombay Medical Council. I submit this should not be 
confined to Muslim members alone. Here you want medical advice, I 
Ihink non-Muslims also can offer their best advice in this matter. That 
is howevt'i* a small matter I should like to press on the House that the 
imain ground for consiJf'ration uf the House is that the Select Committee 
should be free to aller the composition of tliese Committees in a uay that 
there .should be* not only a slight majority, but a large majority of elected 
members m the (’ommiltees o£ the different ports. 

Mr, Muhammad Anwar-ul-Azim (Cliittagong Division: Muhammadan 
liiiral). r had not the least idea of sp(*aking on this motion, hut it appears 
that (V)\t‘niment in a quu‘t way liave brought in such an important piece 
of legislation wlnui ihev thought perhaps that in a thin House it would 
be ])ossib]e for them to have it passed uncontested. As one who comes 
from a province wlierefi’oni a largo number of Hnjis go over to Hejaz for 
pilgrimage ev(‘ty^ year, 1 ihink it would be pertinent on my part to say a 
few words on the principle of this Bill. We have been told, day in and 
day out, with regnnl io the coming millennium, that it i^ hkel\ to como 
within the lU'xt one or two years w’here th<‘ rule would be fliat all tho 
non-officials would bo elected and so forth, hut it appear^; to ue*. though 
in a disguised form, the Honourable Miunbev who introdut'id this Bill 
has said that perluifis it is nnf likely to bind the coming Assembly, with 
reg<ud <o the principle of the Bill, ])ut still I think the mi'^ehief will be 
eoinmitt(‘d if this Bill is allow’ed to go in this w'ay even to the Select 
ronmutlee without some sort of criticism My Honourable friend Mr. 
Mitra liMs v('ry ]nTtinently pointi'd out that, whether it has born tie result 
of a long tlioiighl-out didiluTatiou on the part of the Department of my 
Honourable friend Sir Dazl-i-Hnsain, or whether it is the result of the 
deliberations of the ni.iiority of the Standing Haj Commdtee of this 
Assembly that, tin's principle has been introduced, the mischief fs there. 
If I am not. giving out any secrets, it seems to mo that with regard to 
tlie composition of the Port Haj Committee at Calcutfa, the Government 
of India have suiTendorod body and soul to the ri'p^'sentalions of the 
Government, of Bengal. It seems that some unfair ])ressuro was put on 
the Standing Haj C’ommittee of the Government of India, and perhaps that 
unfair pressure is responsible for this most unbusiness-like constitution 
which they have suggested for the Calcutta Cominitteo. It surpasses one's 
comprehension that the Government of India, over which my Honoiurable 
friend Sir Fazd-i-Hiisain presides, should come to this Assembly with this 
form of constitution. You know to w^hom this Committee will be respon¬ 
sible : they will be responsible to the people in that tract of land starting 
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from S’adiya in the North East, down to my place in the South'East and 
Bihar to the West. That is a very large tract of land, and to have this 
huge tract represented at Calcutta in the manner proposed seems, to put 
it mildly, puerile. I am really surprised that the Government of India 
could only think of giving representation on that Committee to the extent 
of four noil-official Muslims, uho might perhaps be members of the District 
Boards. Perhaps the only exception is tliis: that the people who might 
be eligible for membership might be nou-members as well; but it seems 
so bad that they could not think of anj* other method for giving the 
moffussil area of Bengal an effective voice m this matter exce])t to the 
.extent of allowing only four seats on that body. If you jwoceed a little 
further. Air. President, you will see that pn-haps the eomjiosition of the 
Committees at Bombay and Karachi is also not very liapj)y, hut still 1 
think the Seh'ct Committee will be ver\ well advisc'd to take noliee of the 
fact tliat in the i(‘ar of grace 30.*t2 this sort o] netrograte tiling is pro¬ 
posed and whether the> should allow such a iioii-ehalant (.lovi'nimeiil like 
the (lovernmeiit of Bengal to ride rough shod over the washes of llie people. 
W^e have the adMintage of legal luminaries like Sir Ahdur lialiim aud 
shrewd men hke Air. (ihuziiavi on the ISeleet ('ominittee, and I hope and 
trust tliat the\ will modify this elaiise 4 at least, which relates to the 
composition of these Committee.-, m such a wa\ tliat it might he agreeable 
to all of tis. Air. IVesuleiit, Bengal is a very large* proviuee, and tlie 
Afuslim population is as docile, as could he iinagiiied The\ are a lo\al 
band, and they could surely be trusted to elect their own men to servo oil 
that Port Committee at Calcutta. 

Sir Abdur Rahim (Calcutta and Suburbs: Aluliammaduii I’rhaii): Air. 
President, I am vei} much obliged to im friend. Air. AJitra, lor drawing 
my attention to this particular clau.se of the Bill which is sought to be 
referred to a Select Committee It doi*s strike one as rather strange that 
in Bengal, ntdtlier the Local Government nor the Government ol India 
could find a large enough const it ueiie v tor Ahwhnis to idect a few nn*m- 
bers of the (Committee for this purj)oso. It is not a question of principle. 
I take it the principle that is involved is tliat a Cominittiv will be estab¬ 
lished in the principal ports of pilgrim trailic to assist Aluslun pilgrims to 
the Hejaz; and it docs not sccan to be necessary even for Bengal that there 
should be a preponderance of inembers noiniiiatc'd by the Government 
J take it tliat is a point more or loss of detail which cun be reclilied in 
the Select Committee. If that is so, I tliiuk it may very well be left to 
the Select Committee to rectif} the mistake. 

Haji Ohaudhuiy Muhammad Ismail Khan (Bakarganj cuvt Faridpur: 
Aluharnmadan Eural): Sir, I have to congratulate the Honourable Mem¬ 
ber in charge of the Bill on having framed this Bill; but I cannot for a 
moment accept clause 4 of the Bill, whereby 15 out of 19 of the membera 
are to be nominated. I do not see why what has been found possible in 
Ithe case of Bombay and Karachi has been found impossible in the case 
of Bengal. I hope"the House wdll agree with me when I say that there 
is no justification whatsoever for this kind of differentiation of one province 
from the other. By so doing, the Government have not formed a correct 
opinion about Bengal, which is one of the first and foremost in point of 
the huge number of pilgrims. At the last meeting of the Standing Haj 
Committee in Simla, I opposed the procedure of nomination vehemently; 
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and some othdr iiieiriberB including Mr. Clayton sux^ported me; but I now 
sec that the Government of India have not heeded our joint opposition. 
I hoi>c the Select Cominittee will mend the matter. 

Mr. 0. S. Ranga Iyer (Itohilkund and Kurnaon Divisions: Non-Muham¬ 
madan llural): Sir, I do not to oppose this reference to Select Co^n- 
anittco but to point out that the only representative from my party on the 
Select Coinmiltee is S'ir Hari Singh (lour. I would suggest the name of 
Jihai Pariiui Nand also to be added 1o the Select Committee. 1 do not 
look ujx)!! tins as an essentially Muslim busuiess; it has no communal out¬ 
look at all, though I la position as put in the J-4ili is only communal. I 
do not like the communal aspects of this Bill, hn* instance, if you refer to 
elause 4. }Ou will lind tli.at it is communal throughout, including the 
Medical (V>uncil of Bombay—for instance where it sajs. ‘‘The elected 
Muslim iiuiiiher'^ ol the IhaMlja\ Medical Coimcil ’. (3ommunalism so far 
as Muslim doctor's alone ministering to the Muslim jdlgrims is open to 
ver\ serious c>hjec1ion, and incidentally affords comment upon our ambition 
to de\t l'»ji dem(u*ratic iii'^litiitionx in ou^ countrA*. 1 hope the Honourable 
genth iN.m will aeecpt iii\ suggestion in regard to Bhai Parma Xand being 
iMcludi d 111 this (’omiiiittt e, heeaiis** as our ]»arty has onl\ one representa 
iive oil thi'^ ('ommittee. it is entitled to adequate repri‘sentation; and 
whati'Vrv (*()ntrn\usial (daiises ihen* ma\ la* lU this Bill, it is not a 
mattt'r Id la* disciissrd at this stage, but in the ("('iiiiriii tee: and the object 
of all the iiieiiihers of ih(* t'ornmittce should h(‘ to ami‘liorate the condi* 
tions el .Muslim pilgrims to the Heja/, a siih]ect on which there can be 
no ( oiiiniM isx w h.^te^er. 

Mr. President: tla* Ihamurahle Mnuher agrei; to tile addition 

of tin* IMlMr suggested'^ 

Sir Frank Noyce: 1 am really in a somewhat diniciili position. Sir. . . 

Mr. President (Tin* IJonourable Sir Ibrahim Jhihimioola): The Chair 
will explain the pitsiiion to the Honourable Member. A suggestion is made 
t"r thr .id'hiion ,»| .i ii.uiic 'rie* .Mi iiiher m eliargi* is entitled either to 
acc(‘j»i tla* iiaim* or to retuse to do so If the ^lember in charge refuses 
to accept tla* suggestion, then the Member making the suggestion is en- 
tilh‘d tti move it in the form of an anu'ndmeut. That is the correct pro¬ 
cedure. Tla Chair wislu*s to know, m tin* lirst instance, whether the 
Houourahh* Memla'r is agn*eah]e to accept the suggestion of Mr. Kanga 
Iyer:’ 

Sir Frank Noyce: I regret. Sir, tliat 1 am unable to accept the sugges¬ 
tion. We readily a(*eepled the suggestion made this mormiig that Bhai 
Parma Xaiid should he ad<led to the Select Committee on the Indian 
]\lerchaiit Shipping (Amendment) Bdl, because that involves issues which 
do not entirely affect the Muslim community. This is. 

Mr. President: 'Die Honourable Member need not give his reasons at 
tins stage. 

Sir Frank Noyce: T am sorry, Sir. 

Mr. Presidant (The Honourable Sir Ibrahim Eahimtcx^la): The Hon- 
ourahh' MombiT has staled that he is not willing to accept the suggestion. 
If the Honourable :^^l'lnl)er wdio made the suggestion moves an amend¬ 
ment to add tlie name, the Honourable Member will be entitled to give hia 
reason.^ in opposing it. I'his is not the stage w'hen these reasons can be 
given. 
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Mr. 0. S. Ranga Iyer: May I move, Sir, that the name of Bhai 

Parma Nand be included in the list. I can easily toll the Honourable 
Member in charge of the Bill that if he does not include the name that 
I suggest, so far as this particular Bill is concerned, it may be that at a 
later stage there may be difficulties in the passing of this Bill. My only 
object in maldng the suggestion is to avoid future difficulties in the passing 
of the Bill so that, whatever discussion there might be in regard to this 
Bill in camera, it will not be public property, but it will be so when the 
Bill emerges from the Select Committee. Therefore mine is a very helpful 
suggestion. I do not propose to press my motion to a division, but I 
thought it was my duty to tell the Government that all these matters 
could be better discussed inside the Committee than on the floor of this 
House before the Bill emerges from the Select Committee. 

Mr. President: Amendment proposed: 

“That the name of Bhai Parma Nand be added to tlio list, forming tho Select. Com¬ 
mittee proposed by the Honourable Member, Sir Frank Noyce. Both tho original motion 
and the amendment are now before tho House.” 

Maulvi Muhammad Shafee Daoodi (Tirhut Division: Muhammadan): 
Mr. President, I have been trxing to find what is cxaetly at the back 
of m;v Honourable friend's mind when ho suggests that Bhai Parma Nand's 
name should be included in the list of members of the Select Com¬ 
mittee . 

Mr. C. S. Ranga Iyer: Bhai Parma Nand is a member of my party. 

Maulvi Muhammad Shafee Daoodi: Bhai Parma Xaiid might b(‘ a very 
good man to advise us as to how legislation should proceed in matters 
which concern his own (community, but T submit that in a matter like this, 
which exclusively concorus the ^Iiislim comnninity, be will uot be able to 
give us much help. 

Mr. 0. S. Ranga Iyer: Then why do a on want Sir Hari Singh Gour? 

Maulvi Muhammad Shafee Daoodi: If mv friend s content ion is that 
there should be some one from that side, 1 mean frv,m the Nationalist 
Group, en ibis Committee, that is a fliffenmi matter altogether. 

Mr. C. S. Ranga Iyer: That is exnetlv mv position; T stated so. 

Maulvi Muhammad Shafee Daoodi: Therefon*, \ wjw *:oing to snv that 
there is already one ^Tomber, who is the Leader of the Nationalist Party, 
on the Seleet Committee, and T do not know why in spite of that, Bhai 
Parma‘Nand’s name should be added. 

Sir Abdur Rahim: T think. Sir. 

Mr. President: Are you speaking on the amendment? 


Sir Abdur Rahim: Yea. Sir; I think wre ought to accept the suggeBtioiS 
put forward by Mr. Ranga Tver, which is, as I understood him, that b© 
wants his party to be properly represented. 
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An Honourable Member: Sir Hari Singh Gour is already there. 

Mr. 0. S. Ranga Iyer: Supposing he is ill? 

Sir Abdur Bahim: Supposing the Leader of Mr. Eanga Iyer's party is 
ill; or he wants some one else to be on the Committee to represent his party. 
From that point of view I do not think myself there can be any objec¬ 
tion at all to this suggestion. 

Mr. Muhammad Yamin Khan (Agra Division: Mulisimmadan Eural): 

I think, Sir, my friends the Muslim Members must welcome the sugges¬ 
tion made by my friend Mr. Eanga Iyer. When my friends find that the 
Hindu Members are willing to (jo-operate with us or to lend us any help, 
such lit‘lp should be sinceroh welcomed and ai)preciated, and there can be 
no objection whatever to the suggestion made by my friend Mr. Eanga Iyer. 
If there is any apprehension in the minds of certain Honourable Members 
that their views might be opposed by a man like Bhai Parma Nand then I 
should al\\a.\s wf'Icome sik'Ii a man who is ahMi\s opposed to me to be 
with me to see that what I am doing is the right thing and convince him 
in private conversatir>n while sitting in the Committee that we are right’ 
and shut up hi.s mouth from puhliely opposing any measures affecting our 
oommimity without having an adf‘quate idea of tin* peculiar difficulties 
affecting these pilgrims. I see no objection, therefore to the suggestion of 
my friend Mr. liunga Iyer, rather I welconn* it, and sti‘ongl> support the 
motion. 

Sir Frank Noyce : In view of what has fallen from Sir Abdur Eahim and 
Mr. Yamin Klian. I entirelv withdraw my opposition to the proposal. 

Mr. K. P. Thampan (Wi*-! (’n.wt {jud Xilgiriv* Xon-Muhammadan 
Eural): Sir, I slioiild hki* to sp(*ak a wwd or two on the main motion. I 
am not. inteivslod in thi'. Bill. I ma\ also coni\‘<s at tin* same tune that 
I have not c?ared to go through the Eeport of the Ha] Committee, but 
on going flirongh the ^exrral sect^oll^ of the Th’ll. it struck mo ^hat I 
mighl at tin’s early stage venture to '.iiggeM tli.it .some kind of statutory 
provision may h«* made tr> ap]H)int- out* ^Moplah on the "Rombay Com¬ 
mittee Sir. the Mo]>lihs(.n tla' We'^t (’oas^ form a ])ecnrar commuuity. 
Thei do not lairjw the Lrdu l.mguaia* or the language that is spoken in 
Arabia nr Heja'/, and tht'v form b\ themselves a separate class. I know 
though lhe\ av,. vi‘r\ d(‘i'j>l\ religious the\ are illiterate and many of them 
go to TTe].M7 ever} }ear If then* is any class of iMushms who stand 
in need of protection and a<lvice in such matters it is the iMoplahs. I find 
there is provision hw as many as 10 elected mombors on tlie Committee, 
but there is ahsornt(d\ no eliance for any "Moplah to seek election into the 
Committee. 

Mr. Bahimtoola M. Chinoy (Bombay City : Muhammadan Urbani: May 
T inform the, Honourable ]\rembor that the Deputy Protector of Pilgrima 
in Bombay is a Moplah? 

Mr, K. P. Thampan: T am verv glad to hear it, and I onlv want the 
eame to continue in the future also. T am aware that my friend IMr. 
Uppi Saheb who represents them in their House is more competent and 
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would have been able to deal this matter much better than I can 
do but uiifortuimt-cly J do not iiud him no^\ in his scat here. I therefore 
take this opportunity to appeal to the Government and the general body 
of Muslim Members at this early stage that it may be statutorily provided 
to appoint at least one Moplali on the Committee in Bombay. 

An Honourable Member: ^J'he <picstion may now be put, Sir. 

Mr. President: 1 acecj)t the clobure. 

Betore ealling ui)on the Honourable Member to reply. 1 should like to 
ask Mr. llaiiga lycr ^vlielher m view of the fact that thi* addition of Bhai 
Parma Nand’s name has been accepted bv the Member in charge, he would 
withdraw his amendment V 

Mr. 0. S. Ranga Iyer: Ves, Sir. 

Thu amendment was, b}’ica\e the Assembly, withdrawn. 

Sir Prank Noyce : Sir, I have very few words to '^ay. The only import¬ 
ant point which has been raised in connection with this motion is the 
constitution of the Ha] Committee at Calcutta, ihanliay and Karachi, and 
I need hardly say tliat tlii^ is a matter which is open to disctussioii in the 
Select Committee. Government are not coiimutti'd to any definite figure 
under any of the various heads The oijl\ otlu'r point, Sir. that J have to 
deal w^ith is that made by Mr ^riianipan, and 1 have little doubt that 
lbs prn])()sal to appoint a Moplali to tiu* Ilombav Haj Committc‘C‘ woll be 
duly considered b> tlie Select (’omiiiittee. 

Mr, President: The question is:

THE HEJAZ PILGRIMS (MUALUMS) BILL. 

Sir Prank Noyce (Secretary, Department of Education, Health and 
Lands): Sir, I move : 

** That the Bill to regulate the activities of persons in British India who offer to assist 
Muslim pilgrims to the Hejaz bo referred to a Select Committee consisting^ of Khan 
Bahadur Haji Wajihuddin, Kunwar Haji Tsmail Ali Khan, Sir Abdur Rahim, Maulvi 
Sayyid Murtuza Saheb Bahadur, Maulvi Muhammad Shafee Daoodi, Sir Hari Singh 
Goup, Mr. A. H. Ghuznavi, Mr. M. Maswood Ahmad, Lieut, Nawab Muhamm^ 
Ibrahim Ali Khan, Haji Chaudhuri Muhammad Ismail Khan, Mr. Rahimtoola M. Chinoy, 
Bhai Paima Nand, and the Mover and that the number of members whose presence shall 
necessary to constitute a meeting of the Committee shall be five.’* 
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Mr. M. MaswDOd Ahmad (Patna and Chota 'Nagpur cum Orissa:} 
Muhammadan): This is a very important Bill. It imposes many restric¬ 
tions on those rnuallima, who are generally foreign subjects. Not only 
that, but it gives powers of control to the Central Government and the Pro¬ 
vincial Governments. Clause 3 deals with the power of the Governor General 
in Council to make rules. Clause 5 deals wiili^the ]>ower of Local Govern¬ 
ments make rules. Clause (i deals with the penalty for acting as a 
muaUim without a licence. Clause 7 deals with presumption regarding 
motive, elause 8 deals with the penaltv for contravention of the conditions 
of licence, and so on. At the same time, although this Bill has been 
brought fon\ard on the reeoin!uendation.s of thcj Haj (.'ommittee, I will 
.say that there were two kind^ of reeoinmendations One was open recom¬ 
mendation and the other was eonfidential recommendation and as far as I 
remember, no comment has apfieared in any paper on the contidential recom¬ 
mendations at anytime Further when such an important measure is refer¬ 
red tu a State (’oiuniittee. llie (ip'nir)ns of the Local (h)\ernments and of the 
^JlrnidH and other Muslim institution^, should bt‘ before' the Committee for 
their guidance'. T tla rehav reepu'st the Honourable Member in charge to 
.it least cireulate tins Bill b\ ('.\eeutiv»' ordta- If tlu' Honourable Member 
in charge finds an^ difTicult\ (“ven m doing so, then I suggest that a few 
('Opie'> in Frdii 'should he snpph<*d t‘» ^^enlhers to send them out <"0 differ¬ 
ent la wsp.t]»ei-<. Mnshin institutions ..nd Jlrtmis. or h(' should as-k Mem¬ 
bers t.' i-iM' a I'^t of ihr insi.int’ous persons. ne\vs])apors, and llfimas 
to whom the P)ill (am he sent for opinion, heiauise this is a very iiu]M':)rtant

An Honourable Member: What about ^faiilvi ]\ruhammad Shafee Hiioodi 
and .Maiilvi Sav\id ^^nriu/a Salnb Bahadur? 

Mr. M. Maswood Ahmad: Tin \ ..re not VJouna as far as T know A 
man win> is called a M.iulana does not moan that he is an alim and he 
has read all the verses of the Koran.

Maulvi Sayyid Murtuza Saheb Bahadur (South Madras: Muham- 
madanV T should th.mk the ITonourable Member “Mr. ‘Maswood Alimad 
for having given a certificate in favour of Maulana Shafee Daoodi and 
myself ( B/ lfn)idurahh' Mmiher' *‘Nof ti certificate’h'l Yes. it is a 
certifieati' sa\ing that- <r\ and in*e not THrmaa We do not pose our¬ 
selves as highly cultured nccoinplished men so far as Islamic theology ifj 
concerned, but- my Honourable friend should at the same time know that 
whatever iw w^anted for the observaneo of Islamic tenets Maulana Shafee 
Daoodi and myself are supposed to know. I should bring to the notice of 
the House in this connection that he has cast a slur on our Committee—I 
mean the last speaker, Mr. Maswood Ahmad. He said, I think that our 
committee submitted two reports, one being public and the other a confiden¬ 
tial one. I repudiate that charge on the floor of this House. So far as 
we are concerned, we did not at all send any confidential report, and we 
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do not know what confidential report was sent by our President. He may 
or he may not have sent any confidential report, but so far as we are con¬ 
cerned, we have sent only one report, and that report is the report which 
is before the public now. So, my friend Mr. Maswood Ahmad was wrong 
in having cast a slur on us. 

Mr. Muhammad Anwar-ul-Azim (Chittagong Division: Muhammadan 
Bural): I am grateful to you for allowing me to catch your eye, Mr. 
President, but 1 will not take more than tv^'o minutes. It is really sur¬ 
prising that ^Ir. Maswood Ahmad should come and inflict unnecessary 
remarks on some of the prominent and respectable members of my society 
who are Members of this House. Mr. Maswood Ahmad perhaps forgot 
himself in giving support to those gentlemen, the muallims who are parasites 
in our society that he had also a responsibility^ as a gentleman. The 
tyranny of the muallims is more or less a scandal at least in my part of 
Bengal. If this Bill does something to mitigate the hardship which is 
practised on ]><»or MusIiiun, h\ the muallims, 1 think U will have done bare 
justice to some of the people of this countrv. Besides, the muallims are 
not all of foreign donneile —there are many local muallims, who carry on 
this trade as guides—I do not know if it will be poseible to have the 
opinion of the ilo\eiimitiits ot He|ay, and other Islamic countries within 
such a short time by any executive orders, but I feel that a& we are 
mosth concerned on this side with the salt‘t\ and tranquillity of the Indian 
pilgrims .iJoiio, this iiicasurf ina\ be given a trial, and put on the Statute- 
book as quickly as possible. 

Mr. M. Maswood Ahmad: On a point of personal explanation. Sir. 
Some of the papers which w’ere supplied to us as members of the Haj 
Committee were marked confidential. Apart from this I just now enquir¬ 
ed and came to know* that there are confidential recommendations. I did 
not say that there w-as another confidential report, rather I said there are 
confidential recommendations which cannot be denied. I repudiate the 
statement if any one claims that there is no confidential recommendation 
at all. 

Maulvi Sayyid Murtuza Saheb Bahadur: Of course, my Honourable 
friend has modified what he has said .... 

Mr. President: The Honourable Member has already spoken. 

Maulvi Sayyid Murtuza Saheb Bahadur: On a personal explanation, 
Sir. 

Mr. President: Let it be a personal explanation only. 

Maulvi Sayyid Murtuza Saheb Bahadur: Whim 1 said I repudiate his 
statement, of course, I said that the statement he had made was not a 
con*ect one, but so far as Kamraon quarantine and some other international 
matters arc concerned there was a confidential recommendations as advised 
by the Government. 

Sir Abdur Bahim (Calcutta and Suburbs: Muhammadan Urban): I 
just wash to say one word. Though I have not performed a pilgrimage 
myself so far, I know as a matter of fact that a Bill of this character is 
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extremely necessary and will be found to be very useful, especially to the 
Musliiri population of Bongal. 1 have met some of these muallims who 
come now and then to India to canvass for clients, and we all know that the 
pilgrims, at any rate many of them, suffer very great hardships at theis 
hands. So far as any of these hardships and difficulties may be mitigated, 

I think wo ought to give every support to the principle and scope of this 
Bill. 

Major Nawab Ahmad Kawaz Khan (Nominated Non-Official): Sir, from 
the Western Punjab no man has been taken on the Select Committee. 

Sayyid llajan Baksh Shah was a member of the Haj Committee and 
ill the interests ol the Mussalmans I propose that he should be taken on 
the Select Coiiuuiitee. He is a leader of the Mussalmans and a Pir of 
that part of the country. Unfortunately my province has not been 
represented and I do not like to mention my own name. If the Honourable 
M(‘nil)cr ill cliargi- agrees, I shall offer myself. If not, I propose the name 
of Sji> \id linjan Baksh Shah. 

Sir Abdur Rahim: I propose that Major Nawab Ahmad Nawaz Khan be 
also added to the Select Committee. 

Mr. President: The first suggestion is Khan Bahadur Makhdum Syed 
Bajan Baksh Shah’s name be added to the Select Committee. Has the 
Honourable Member in charge any objection? 

Sir Frank Noyce: I have no objection- 

Mr. President: The second suggestion is that the name of Major Nawab 
Ahmad Nawaz Khan be added. 

Sir Frank Noyce : I have equally no objection. 

1 uni very glad to have had the powerful support of the Honourable 
the Leader of the Independent Party to the principle of this Bill. There 
has been no criticism which I have to meet, but I should like to be 
certain that I ha'c understood exactly wdiut my friend Mr. IMasw'ood 
Ahmad said. It his desire is that the opinions of Local Governments 
w’hich were, of course, duly obtained should be placed before the Select 
Committee, 1 need hardl\ say that there is no objection w^hatsoever to 
that course. I should he glad to know that I have understood him 
oorrectl\. (Mr. Maswood Ahmad nodded assent.) That being so, I 
gladly accept his suggestion. I have nothing more to say except that as 
this is the last occasion nu w^hich I shall appear in my present capacity in 
this House, I am very glnd that it has been in connection with such 
whollv beneficent legislalion as the three Bills, the motions in regard to 
which I have moved to-day.

Sir, under 
the present constitution the method sn£rff<*stcd in flip new' amendment 
entiredv meets the position as (he situation demands it. and T have nothing 
further to add. 

Mr. Jehangir K. Munshi (Burma : Non-Eumpean) • Mr President, may 
T inquire from my Honourable friend, Sir Toseph Bhore, whether this 
amendment has been moved at the instance of the Government of Burma’? 

( 3010 ) 
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Tbe Honourable Sir Joseph Bhore: Sir, 1 do not quite see how that 
affects tbe merits of the amendment. If my Honourable friend has any 
reason to urge against the merits of it, I shall be very happy to answer 
any objections that he may put forward. 

Mr. Jehangir K. Hunshi: The reason why 1 put this question to the 
Honourable Member is that it is the cherished aim and ambition of His 
Excellency Sir Charles Innes, the Governor of Burma, to dismember Burma 
perpetually into three parts—so-called Bunna proper, which remotely 
corresponds to British India; the Shan States, which are supposed to be 
governed by the Shan Chiefs, and which correspond to the Indian States, 
and then comes the third and most amazing part of Burma, the ‘'excluded 
areas'*; up till now, these have been described as “backward tracts*’; 
now they have been promoted to “excluded areas"; and the “excluded 
areas", Sir, consist of nearly one-half of Burma! It would be of con¬ 
siderable interest to the House to know that these “excluded areas" con¬ 
tain practically the whole of the mineral wealth of Burma. The “excluded 
areaswhich so far have been referred to as “backward tracts", are not 
within the control—even the partial control—of the Hurmc liCgislative 
Council; and the constitution outlined by the Prime Minist ;r at the close of 
the Burma Bound Table Conference has threatened to perpetuate the dis¬ 
memberment of Burma into three parts—the Shan States, which very 
remotely correspond to the Indian States, the so-called Burma proper 
which is about one-third of the w'hole of Burma, and the “excluded areas", 
w'hich amount to nearly one-half of Bunna. That is the reason, Sir, why 
I asked my Honourable friend Sir Joseph Bhore whether this amendment 
has been dictated by the Government of Burma, because I have noticed 
recently that although other Provincial Governments may address requests 
to the Government of India, the Government of Burma dictates to the 
Government of India regardless of the real welfare of tbe people of Burma. 
I take it, Sir, from my Honourable friend’s hesitation in answering the 
question, that this amendment has been moved at the instance of the 
Government of Burma; and T stronglv obiect to this House lendine: its 
support- to the principle of dismembering Burma in this manner. (Hear, 
hoar.) ^ 

Sir, 1 am afraid my Honourable friend, Mr. B. Das, when he lent his 
support to this motion, did not have this aspect of the position clearly before 
him. This is a matter. Sir, on which Burmans feel acutely. This is a 
matter on which the Burma IjCgislative Council also feels strongly, and 
I see no sufficient reason for going back on the original motion. The 
original motion permits the Government of Burma to spend the road deve¬ 
lopment money after consulting the Burma Legislative Council; and 
whether the Burma Legislative Council is or is not allowed to have a 
say in the administration of the “excluded areas", there is no reason to 
suppose that it will be found unreasonable in meeting the Local Govern¬ 
ment’s demand with regard to a fair apportionment of this money in¬ 
tended for road development in Burma. Although it is extremely diffi¬ 
cult to carry any motion against Government in this House, as it is at 
present constituted, I must voice in this House Burmese national senti¬ 
ment which strongly resents any effect to dismember Burma and to keep 
outside the control of the Legislature in Burma nearly two-third of Burma 
which oontains practically the whole of the mineral wealth of Burma. 
(Applause.) / 
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Mr. S. 0. Mitra (Chittagong and Bajshahi Divisions: Non-Muhamma- 
dan liural); Sir, I did not move my motion for postponement of the 

^ ^ consideration of this Resolution because I thought that it did 
not refer to any constitutional question at all, and as I heard 
the Honourable the Mover of the Resolution I thought it was confined 
merely to the road adjustment fund without any reference to the con¬ 
stitutional questions at stake; but if this Resolution in any way antici¬ 
pates the future of Burma and its federation, then I shall appeal to you, 
Sir, that this would be a very contentious and very important question 
which should not be taken up now'. I should like to hear from the 
Honourable Member who moved it whether that is his intention. 

The Honourable Sir Joseph Shore: Sir, 1 shall be very glad to satisfy 
the doubt which has arisen in the mind of my Honourable friend, Mr. Mitra. 
I can give him an assurance that there is absolutely no intention of pre¬ 
judicing in any w’aj and to the slightest degree the constitutional position 
of the future (Hear, hear). All that this motion does is that it takes account 
of the existing constitutional position, which makes it irnfK)ssible under the 
existing Act and under the existing notifications for this expenditure to 
be incurred on the Shan Slates, if the Resolution is not amended The 
c nly result of rejecting this Resolution will be that the Shan States w'ill 
have to go without the money to wdiich thev have a moral right 1 hope, 
Sir, that w’ill put the case in its true light for my Honourable friend's 
information. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. 0. S. Ranga Iyer (Rohilkund and Kumaon Divisions: Xon-Muham- 
madan Rural): Sir, after my Honourable friend, Mr. Munshi’s speech, one 
would have thought that a red herring had been drawn -icros.^ the trail, 
hut after the assurance given In the Honourable Mcmher in charge, I 
think every apprehension that has been unnecessarily raised has been laid 
at rest, and I think there should be no difficulty in agreeing to the passing 
of this motion. 

Mr. President: The question is: ,

Mr. President: I understand that the Honourable Member, Sir Abdur 
Rahim, w^ishes to make statement on the South African question. Sir 
Abdur Rahim. 

STATEMENT BE SOUTH AFRICA. 

Sir Abdur Bahim (Calcutta and Suburbs: Muhammadan Urban)* With 
your permission. Sir, T wish to make a brief statement of the position on 
ibis side of the House w’ith reference to the statement that was made this 
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tnoming as regards the South African situation. The Honourable Member 
who made that statement gave his reasons why the Government was not 
able to say anything until to-day with reference to what happened between 
the Delegation of this Government and the South African Government. Sir, 
we accept that as a good reason, but all that I wish to say is this, that 
this is a question in which this House is very deeply interested, as is well- 
known to, the Government. If we have not raised any discussion upon 
the statement that has been made, it is simply because we had not the 
opportunity of studying what actually happened, what has been actually 
achieved, and we thought it^ desirable in view of the further fact that this is 
the last day of this session, or practically the last day, that wo should have 
an assurance from the Government that not only full opportunity will be 
given to us at the next session in Simla to discuss the South African posi¬ 
tion but also that the Government will watch the course of events and see 
that nothing is done in the meantime which will prejudice the Indian case. 
That is the assurance which this side of the House w’oiild like to have from 
the Government. 

i I 

The Honourable Mian Sir Faal-i-Husain (Member for Education, Health 
and Lands): Sir, the Honourable Member has asked for two assurances to 
be given- nru' i^^ Hint a ('lovcrnment day will be given for the discussion 
of this statement in the Simla session. T have no difficulty whatsoever 
in as.suring the House that if Honourable Members desire in Simla, after 
having studied the whole matter, that they wish to have a discussion, a 
Govommont day shall be provided for the discussion. The second point 
on which the Honoiirnhle Member has desired an assurance is. so far as 
r have been able io follow him, that nothing shall bo done between now 
and the discussion which will in anv w^ay alter matters in South Africa. 
Have I understood the Honourable Member aright? 

Sir Abdur Rahim: I said nothing would be done to prejudice the Indian 
case and that Government will watch the situation. 

The Honourable Mian Sir Fazl-i-Husain: A^ fc^r watching tla* situation 
I can assure him that wo will do it very very thoroughly. The position 
is this, that to-day Dr. iVfalan has made this very statement in the Houses 
of rarliaineiit in (?'ape Town. As mentioned in our statement, the Trans¬ 
vaal Bill has been reintroduced in a modified form and that has to pass 
tluvHigh their rarlianicnt. That is thtnr law. T have not the slightest 
doubt that the Honourable ^Members feel that the Parliament there has 
to get through their h'gislation just as wo here have to get through our 
legislation. As n\ir Agent informs us from time to time whether any 
amendment is coining on which might prejudice our case, wo at once give him 
instructions to do what he can in making representations to the Member- 
in-clinrge. Of course, we have no Indian rejiresentative in the Union 
Parliament and tliorefort) we can do nothing in, that. way. But I assure 
him that our Agent there and we ourselves here will keep a very watchful 
eye on how this legislation progresses and if it is necessary to take any 
action, wo shall have io take that action forthwith. I have no doubt from 
the assurances recei\ e(l when we were in South Africa, that the amendments 
that Dr. Mnlan has told u< he has incorporated in the Bill will be passed. 
Yet, it is impossible for any one to say that the Parliament hag no right 
to refuse to pass them just as it would be impossible for me to commit. 
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the whole House. All that I can say is that I have assurances from all 
parts of the House that they will be passed. 1 think that is about all that 
any Government can say, and I trust that Honourable Members will find, 
it suitable. 

BEPORT ON FINANCIAL QUESTIONS AlUSING OUT OF THE 
PROPOSED SEPARATION OF BURMA FROM INDIA. 

The Honourable Sir George Schuster (Finance Member): Sir, 1 beg to 
move; 

“ That the Report by the Standing Finance ( onunittee on financial questiona arising 
out of the proposed separation of Burma from India be taken into consideration 

Before I say anything in explanation of this motion, I must make some 
reference to an amendment which is down on the paper to the efiect that 
consideration should be postponed till the Simla session. I wish to make 
it clear at the outset that we, on this side of the House, are most anxious 
to meet the wishes of the Honourable Members in this case, and if it is 
the desire of the House that this discussion should not proceed, or at least 
that the debate should not be concluded now, but should be adjourned till 
the Simla session, then, so far as Government are concerned, they will 
certainly not endeavour to make such a course impossible. But before 
the House expresses an opinion on this issue, I am bound to explain to 
them exactly w’hat the position is and why it is that we felt it to be essential 
to give the House an opportunity to discuss this motion this session. If 
therefore I speak now at any length on the general subject, I want to make 
it clear that it is not because I am prejudging the case as to whether the 
motion is to be postponed or not, but merely because we, on the Govern¬ 
ment side, feel that the House cannot really be asked to express a view 
on that issue before we have explained to them exactly what is involved. 
We regret as much as any Honourable Members opposite can possibly 
regret that it has not been possible to bring this motion forward earlier 
in this session. But T would remind Honourable Members tliat throughout 
the session wo, on this side of the House, have done our best to adapt the 
proceedings to suit their conveniences so far as it lay with us to have any 
influence on the matter, and that it really has not been possible to bring 
this motion forward at any earlier date, after the date on which the Standing 
Finance Committee completed their Report. On the other hand I might 
also remind the House that we did give notice of our intention to bring 
this matter forward some considerable period ago, and therefore it cannot 
be said that we have sprung it as a surprise at the last moment. Now I 
w'ish at this late hour to be as brief as possible; but I feel that in injtaro- 
ducing this motion T really must, as shortly as possible, put the issues 
before the House In the first place I would remind the House that any 
consideration of the financial issues at this stage is purely hypothetical. 
We can merely consider what would be the financial issues or consequences 
if separation is to take place. No one is asked to commit himself in any 
w'ay on the issue of separation: and that point has been very clearly 
brought out by the Standing Finance Committee themselves in their Report. 
Paragraph 2 of that Report reads as follows: 

** In the first place the Committee recorded that its consent to take the memorandum 
Into oonsideration implied no expression of any views on the merits of the question of 
aepaiation as mich. It merely discussed the financial consequences which would ensue 
if Butma were separated from India.*' 
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Turning to a second point, I would like to remind the House of tirhat 

hns been the procedure by which we have reached the present position and 
^hat that procedure involves for the future. In the first place there were 
certain recommendations made from India to the Bound Table Conference. 
Ihe Govemirient of Burma themselves suggested a definite procedure 
ior the examination of these financial questions. In paragraph 10 of their 
letter to the Government of India dated the 13th August, 1930, they said: 

“ It is believed that by correspondence and negotiation between the two governznents 
it will be possible to reach, not indeed agreement on all points at issue, but an agreed 
statement of the case, and it is proposed that this agreed statement of the case, or if 
even this measure of agreement cannot be reached, the views of the two governments, 
should be laid before a board of neutral or impartial arbitrators.” 

The Gnvt'rnrncnt- of India themselves took very much the same view 
of the situation. The Government of India in paragraph 93 of their coxisti- 
tnlional despatch of the 30th September, 1930, wrote as follows. 

*‘It is clear that the separation of tho finances of the country will raise extremely 
difficult issues requiring close export analy.si8, in the decision of which it will bo essential 
to hold an oven balance between what may be conflicting claims. Wo agree with the 
local government that the best method of approaching this difficult problem is to en¬ 
deavour by mutual cooperation between tho Government of India and the Government 
of Burma to draw up an agreed statement of the case for reference to an impartial tri¬ 
bunal. Tho subjw'ts requiring settlement will be of a technical nature^ and would include, 
besides tho normal questions of tho adjustment of revenue and expenditure, such matters 
as tho allocation of debt charges and the adjustment of currency arrangements. No 
constitutional commission can dctal satisfactorily with those questions, for its functions 
would be entirely different, os also its probable methods of inquiry.” 

So that, both wo and the Government of Burma agreed that the best 
method of dealing with this matter was that tho two Governments should 
endeavour to settle an agreed statement of the case, and that that case 
should he submitted to an arbitral tribunal. We on our side felt very strongly 
that the issues involved were so important and that wo ourselves were in 
ii somewhat difficult position in arriving at a settlement on points about 
which it would be impossible for us in all their details to consult the Legis¬ 
lature or t-o <*l)t}iin support, from public opinion in India; and we therefore 
felt that it was much to he preferred that the whole matter should as far 
as possible be decided by an independent arbitral tribunal. 

That remains the outstanding feature in tho whole situation to-day. 
Fmm those two despatches 'which were \^Tittcn before the Bound Table 
Conference assembled, I would turn to the actual recommendations of the 
Purina Sub-committee of the Bound Table Conference. That Sub-Com- 
mittoe practically accepted the recommendations of the Government of 
India. They said * 

“The questions are very difficult and tochnical and the snb-committoe consider 
that they should be dealt with in the manner recommended by the Government of India 
in paragraph 93 of their despatch. The sub-committee also recommend that when the 
ease has been thoroughly explored by the experts of tho two governments the statements 
prepared by those experts should be laid before the Standing Finance Committees of the 
Indian Legislative Assembly and the Burma Legislative Council respectively, and that 
representatives of those committees should be associated with the experts in the proceeds 
jngs of the arbitral board.” 

This is a point to which I would call the special attention of the House,— 
that the Burma Sub-Committee recommended not only that the expei^* 
statrement of the case should be considered by the Standing Finance CV>zn- 
mittee, but that the two Standing Finance Committees should be actually 
associated with the proceedings before the arbitral tribunal. 
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Then lastly in order to make clear exactly what the present position 
is, I would remind the House of what the Prime Minister said in his speech 
winding up the Burma Bound Table Conference. He said 

“ It is on these general linos that His Majesty's Government will be prepared to 
frame for the approval of Parliament a constitution for Burma separated from India. 
But the first staj^ is to ascertain whether the people of Burma endorse the provisional 
decision that separation should take place. To enable them to take a decision on this 
matter, they should be aware not only of the general nature of the constitution proposed 
but also of the financial consequences of sei^ration. The exports' report on the financial 
problem has already been published. His Majesty's Government will taho stops in co¬ 
operation with the Government of India and the Government of Burma to press on the 
consideration of the question to a decision. AVith this material before them, the people 
of Burma will bo in a position to decide whether or not they are in favour of separation 
from India. His Majesty's Government consider that the decision might best bo taken 
after a genera] election in which this particular issue has been placed before tlio elector¬ 
ate. The life of the present Legislative Council has been extended for a year so that the 
election must be held before the end of the year.** 

Now, it is in connection with thnt thal^J uisli to put to the House the 
reasons for our considering it necessary to bring forward this motion this 
session. The House is aware that the Government of Burma will probably 
hold elections on the lines indicated in the I'rime IMiiiister’s statement, in 
October of this yeitr: and tlie\ will also appreciate the fact that it is im¬ 
portant that w’hen the people of Burma an*, asked to vote at that election 
which will be an election for creating a Council wliich wdll have consider 
the issue of separation,—they will realise that it is most important that 
the people of Purina should krunv exactly what the practical consequi'uces 
of separation will be; and among the most- important parts of those practical 
eonsecpiences are the financial consequences Therefore w'o feel that if 
the Government of Burma press us to proceed with the consideration of 
this financial issue and press n.lso for the setting up of that arbitral tribunal 
during this Summer, so that its award might be knowm before the elections 
in October, we felt that w’e could not possibly resist- w'e should indeed be 
guilty of obstruction if we put ourselves in a position of making it 
impossible for them to proceed on those lines. Therefore w^e feel that we 
may be forced to deal w ith this financial issue in the course of the Summer 
months. That being the case, wo could not possibly allow this session to 
close w'ithout putting the position before this House. I may inform the 
House that I took the opportunity of sounding the opinions of members 
of the Standing Finance Committee on this question, and they all agreed 
that the Government of India would really be treating the Legislative 
Assembly in a manner which might be open to serious criticism if they 
allowed this session to close w’ithout bringing this matter forward. 

That is the actual position with w'hich wo have to deal. I would now 
remind the House of exactly wrhat has happened on the lines of the pro¬ 
cedure which was accepted by the Burma Round Table Conference. Twa 
financial experts, one on behalf of the Government of India and one on 
behalf of the Government of Burma, were appointed to make a study of 
the technical issues involved: and the results of that study are embodied 
in the Report which has been before the House for some time, w^hich we 
normally refer to now as the Howard-Nixon Report. I would remind the 
House in that connection that this Report does not purport to be anything 
more than a statement of the case. It is true that the two financial 
experts, in their desire to clear the ground as far as possible of controversial 
issues, went so far ag to reach what they have described as an agreement 
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.between themselves on certain issues. But the'actual position 
BO far as the Government of India are concerned, they are not in the leasjt 
bound by anything which Mr. Nixon has said or recommended in that 
Beport. The issues on all the points arc still entirely open. That Beport, 
I think Honourable Members will agree, is a very clear and I might say, 
a very excellent Beport, and it really does state the issues in a way which 
under each head brings home exactly vhaf. is involved. Following out the 
procedure recommended by the Round Table Conference, we submitted 
that Report for consideration by the Standing Finance Committee, and the 
Standing Finance Committee has submitted its own Report upon it. Those 
are the doeunu'nts which are before the House in the matter, and I think 
that any one who has found time to read those documents will feel that 
at least the issues are clearly stated. 

Now, Sir, tlio real qiH‘stion is, how far this House wishes to express 
views now on this question, and I think it might be of value to consider in 
what wa\ such views could be expressed. Honourable Members can of 
course, if tbc\ so desire, criticise the whole plan of procedure, but I do 
noi really s('e liow any reasonable man could do that. If the basic idea is 
ueeejited,—and I lielievt' it is accepted by the Indian public,—that if Burma 
wants separation tlien India should not stand in the way. I find it im¬ 
possible to imagine a fairer method of procedure than the submission of the 
financial issues to an absolut»‘’y impartial arbitral tribunal. Anyhow, that 
particular proposal has been before the country since the publication of the 
Govenunent of India’s despatch in 1930, and I personally have not seen 
any criticism of it So 1 think we may fairly take it that, as far as the 
g(‘neral procedure* is concerned, there is not likely to be any criticism of 
that 

"I’lie second possibility is that Honourable Members might have views 
to express as to the nature of the arbitral tribunal. If they have, and 
if this debate should proceed, I can give the House an assurance that we 
should convey such views to His Majesty’s Government to whom we will 
submit a rei)ort of this debate. 

Again, as a third possibility, views might be expressed os to the 
method in wliich Indian interests should be represented before the tribunal. 
As to this, we have a definite recommendation alretuiy before us made 
by the Bound Table C'onference. a recommendation to which I have 
already referred, that the ^1 embers of the Standing Finance Committee 
should actuall\ be associated with the Government of India’s represen¬ 
tatives in arguing the case before tlie tribunal. This again is a suggestion 
which has been before the public for a long time, and again I have not 
seen any criticism of it. I think therefore that, I niav take it. that this 
also is accepted as a suitable suggestion by Indian public opinion. 

Then as a fourth and last jiossibility, Honourable Members may wish 
to express views as to the actual technical issues involved. Here they 
would have, as I have already said, to guide them the Howard-Nixon 
Beport and the Beport of their own Standing Finance Committee. I may 
remind them again, as I have already done, that the views expressed 
by Mr. Nixon in this Report, in no way commit the Government of 
India, and I w'ould further remind them that the Standing Finance 
Committee has in some important respects differed from Mr. Nixon’s 
views, and I would say that the Government of India would certainly 
take account of the St^ding Finance Committee’s views in arguing the 
case before the tribunal. Equally the Government of India would take 
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aooount of any views that might be expressed in the course of the debate 
oil the floor of this House. It must, however, I think, be generally admit* 
ted that, to secure anything like an exhaustive examination of the actual 
financial issues, which are involved, in the course of a debate in this 
Assembly would be extremely difficult. The issues are extremely com¬ 
plicated and we should want a very great deal of time to discuss them, 
' and I think every one would agree that an Assembly of this kind is really 
not a suitable place in which to attempt to thresh out issues of that kind. 
So, speaking for myself and the Government, we should attach more 
importance and think it of more practical value if we were to get an 
expression of opinion on the. olher three points to which I have referred. 
In the long run, if the matter is to bo handled, us recommended, by an 
impartial tribunal. Indja must roly for getting a fair deal, first on the 
fairness of fhe tribunal, and secondly on tlic efficiency with wjiich Indian 
representatives argue tliojr case before the tribunal, and I doubt if it will 
be possible to evolve from <'i debate in this House nnytlu'ng like an intel¬ 
ligible brief on which those representatives eoiild nrguo their case. 

Now, Sir, although I Ihiav dwelt on tlio difficulties of dealing with 
the technical issu(‘s in a di'bato in this House, I tliink it would he right 
for me just to call the attention of the Hfiuse to wliat are the main 
points involved in those issues. One may say that points on which 
discussion would have to concentrate may he divifled under tive heads. 
There is, first of all, the (pjcstion of currency, then tin* (juestion of 
pensions, tlien the question of military burdens, fourthly the question of 
debt, and lastly the consoqnoncos on tlio revonne position of the two 
countries—tliough those last are not so much matters for argument os 
calculations of what Avill be the result of the settlement on the other 
four heads. ‘ 

Now, as regards currency, the question is indeed a very technical one. 
Honourable Members will find that the subject has been fully rcAnewed 
in the HoAvard-Nixon Heport, and that the reporters have considered 
what should be the conditions which the Governinoni should accept, 
whichever of the tAvo possible alternatives are adopted,—^thc two possible 
alternatives being either firstly that Burma should continue to use Indian 
currency, or secondly that Burma should decide to create a separate 
currency system of her oaati. The Standing Finance Committee in para¬ 
graph 4 of their Eeport have made some observations on this question, 
and I think they may be said to have stiffened up the directions which 
would be giA’on to the representatives of the Government of India in 
arguing the case. Undoubtedly Government will press the point of view 
embodied in paragraph 4 of the Standing Finance Commit!'^e*s Tloport. 

Then we come secondly to the question of pensions. Tliat is the 
biggest point at issue between the representatives of the two Govern¬ 
ments. Mr. Nixon on behalf of the Government of India took up an 
entirely different position to that which Sir Henry Howard on behalf of 
Burma found it necessary to take up, and there is a great deal of money, 
involved in that particular point. Very briefly, I might put the issue 
in this way, that Mr. Nixon considered that the Government of Burma 
should bear a proportionate part of the Government of India's charges in 
respect of all pensions which had been already earned. Sir Henry Howard 
thought that Burma should only bear the actual burden of pensions earned 
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in respect of actual service in Burma. The financial difference involved 
in that part of the issue is this, that according to Mr. Nixon's calculatioin 
which would make Burma bear about 10J per cent, of the total ^eacges, 
Bunna would pay annuities for a period of 15 years, at a gradmally 
•decreasing rate, starting with a payment of 105 lakhs per annum, whereas 
according to Sir Henry Howard’s plan, the initial payment would be only 
85 lakhs per annum. 

That concerns pensions which have already been earned. There is 
another possible controversial point as regards Burma’s^ share of part- 
earned pensions. There il we adopt the principle advocated by Mr. Nixon 
in respect of pensions which have already been wholly earned, we should 
stand on the same ground and say that Burma ought to bear lOJ per 
cent, of the value of the part-earned pensions at the time of separation, 
and Mr. Xixou has calculated that the capitalised value of those pensions 
would be something iii the neighbourhood of 4J to SJ crores of rupees,— 
that is to sa}, Buniia share in tlie capitalised value w'ould be that amount. 
Mr. Nixon has taken the line that Bunna might have a reasonable counter¬ 
claim against that pa\ment in respect of their share of what I may 
describe as “unproductive assets”. I do not want to go into details on 
that matter i am merely referring to it now because that is another 
point ill regard to which the Standing Finance Committee has thought 
that the advocates of the (ioveniment of India’s case might take up 
rather a stiffer Imc than Mr. Nixon himself had recommended. But 
1 wish to impress upon the Hou.sc tliat the allocation of the pensions 
burdon is pc^rbaps the biggest point at issue between the two countries. 

Then, as regards military burdens, it is, of course, clear that Burma 
would have to undertake tlie actual cost of troops actually employed in 
Burma. But some members of the Standing Finance Committee have 
rinsed a wider issue. They contemplate that the Government’s repre¬ 
sentatives might at least claim some general contribution from Burma 
on account of the general ser\ac(*s of defence wdiich India will render. 
That IS an extremely dillicult issue, and 1 should not like to say more 
now than that we wdll see that that point of view is put before the 
arbitral tribunal. 

Then, we come to the question of debt. There Mr. Nixon has taken 
the hue tliat in attempting to evaluate the debt by the historical method 
of approach, that is to say, by going back over the whole of the past 
history and trying to separate out those items of the public debt of 
India which could be said to liavo been incurred on behalf of Burma— 
Mr. Nixon has taken the view" that the historical method of approach 
would be impossible; that in fact, it w’ould be impossible to arrive at 
a practical result by Ibis method. He has suggested another and much 
simpler line of dealing with the debt question. He said in the first place 
that so far as Burma takea over the aotual productive assets she should 
take over the corresponding debt against those assets. That I imagine 
is a clear proposition to w^hich every one would assent. He then goes 
on to suggest that as regards that portion of the public debt of India 
which is not covered by productive assets, Burma should take over a 
proportion representing Burma's share in the general revenues—both what 
are now central and provincial—representing Burma’s share in the general 
total revenues of India. That would be a lOJ per cent, share in the 
so-called unproductive debt, and that would be the same percentage which 
Mr. Nixon has applied in the case of the pension liability with which 
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1 have already dealt. On that basis the totial amount of debt which 
Burma would take over was at the time when this Beport was compiled 
about 62 orores, and it would be now on the latest figures about 
Be. 66J crores. 

Mr. Muhammad Yamin Khan (Agra Division: Muhammadan Eural): 
Do the pensions include military pensions also? 

The Honourable Sir George Schuster: I am now talking about debt 
Pensions w’ould of course apply to military pensions also. 

On that point there may be room for differences of opinion. Some of 
the members of the Standing Finance Committee IniA’c recorded a dis¬ 
sentient note in which they say that they are not satisfied that the 
historical method of approach is impossible, lund they wish the Govern¬ 
ment of India to attemjit to follow' up that nudhod. I imagine they 
consider that by foJlow'iug uj) the liistorical method of approach India 
W’’ould be able to establish a much higher claim than under the method 
which Mr. Nixon has suggested. 1 wish to leave the House in no doubt 
as to what is my ow'n opinion on that matter, and that is, that it Avould 
be in practice impossible lu establish a satisfactory claim based on the 
historical method of approach, and I consider that the Indian represen¬ 
tatives would be Avell advised not to attempt to base their claim on 
arguments of that kind. But, Sir, w’e must preserve an open mind 
on this question, and if the representatives of the Standing Finance Com¬ 
mittee are to be associated with the Government of India in arguing 
India’s case, then clearly tliey wdll have a right to put forwiavd their 
point of view. I imagine that if w> proceed on those lines, tiiei'e will 
be many opportunities for preliminarv consultation before the arbitration 
actually starts, and in that case I believe that on further study of the 
matter, those wlio now* hold the A'iew tliat the historical method of 
approach would be possible will be convinced that what we have suggested 
is the best method. But for the present 1 confine in\self to slating 
what our view’ is and I assure the House tliat the view' which some of 
their representatives have put forward in the Beport of the Standing 
Finance Committee w’ill receive fidl consideration. 

I have now’ dealt with the four heads of currency, pensions, military 
burdens and debt, and the fifth head remains,—the consequences of the 
revenue position. There, according to the figures of 1929-30 on the basis 
of which Sir Henry How.-ird and Mr. Nixon made their Beport, they work¬ 
ed out that India would on balance be w’orse off by a sum ranging between 
2J crores and 3J crores after the separation. The difference between those 
two figures is really the difference between the alternative methods of 
dealing with the pension question. That, as a matter of fact, presents the 
position from our point of view rather worse than it really would be, because 
if Burma were separated and Burma took over 66 to 70 crores of rupees of 
India’s debt, the provision for reduction and avoidance of debt which we 
are now making w’ould be reduced proportionately and we should save 
Bs. 80 lakhs or so under that. The amount of that reduction, whatever it 
may be, should be taken off the figure of the financial loss in India, namely 
of the figure between 2f crores and 8| orores to which I have already re¬ 
ferred. I refrain from giving an exact figure because it would depend oir 
what the amount of the debt was at the time of separation. 
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That, Sir, very briefly puts before the House what are the main issues 
involved in this question. Before I conclude, I would like to read to the 
House one passage from the report of the Burma Sub-Committee of the 
Bound Table Conference which stresses a point which it is important to 
bear in mind in dealing with this whole question. The Sub-Committee 
report as follows: 

** Tlio 8ub'Committee aUo ondorue the view expressed by the Government of India 
in paragrapii 82 of their despatch regarding the gieat desiiability of adjunting the 
relation*^ between the two countries in a hpirit of reason and mutual acroinmodation 80 
as to avoid as far as possible the ill effects \ihich might arise from so great a ehengo in 
long established practice * . 

Now, the piiiiit that 1 want to make is, that in ^fonsidering the separation 
of Burma from ludia, if it is to take place, we should be concerned not 
only \MtIi adjusting matters like our financial relations: we should be con¬ 
cerned uilfi trade agrec^ments arirl various other matters which will affect 
the future relations of the tw<i countries, and if the House were to con- 
s'der now \\hat instructions the\ \\ould wish to give to their own repre¬ 
sentatives in arguing the ease before the arbitral tribunal, I should trust 
that the> would instruct them sonie\\hat on the lines of the passage which 
I have jnrt read out. We feel on this side it is most important that this 
matter .‘should he flpfiroached in a spirit of fairness and in a spirit of give 
and take. It is perfec’lly possible lo argue the case on theoretical grounds 
end take ti so-called firm line and refuse to give wa> on every single detail; 
but we are dealing with a ver> dillieult relation, the separation of a large 
area wliich has hitherto been triaited as a single and indivisible part of 
the greater w}k>1(‘ from which it is being separated, and if we try to be 
too strict and technical in our methods, I am afraid we may do harm to 
the future relations between the two countries. Clcarlv we in the Gov¬ 
ernment of India would instruct our representatives to make the very most 
of tin* case. We must he fair to the Indian taxpayers, but I think it is 
important to put this point because T think it will perhaps help the House 
to deal with this matter now, if the general feeling is that the matter 
should he dealt with in a spirit of fairness and give and take. For on 
that understanding it would become less necessary to give absolutely pre¬ 
cise instructions on even' point. Therefore, I would wind up by saying this 
to tlui House, tluit the House is not being asked now, if it considers this 
motion, to express any views on what is or is not a fair settlement. It 
would be asked to accept the principle that the matter shall be decided by 
an impartial tribunal and the most that it could do would be to give 
general instructions to the Government of India as to how they were to 
argue their case before that tribunal If the House takes that view and 
if the House also remembers a feature in the procedure to which I have 
already several times called attention that according to the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Bound Table Conference, members of the Standing Finance 
Committee will be associated with the pn^ceedings, I think. Sir. they may 
perhaps agree that to have had the matter brought forward in this way at 
the final stages of this session has not put them into a really embarrassing 
position, and that they can fairly accept that position after a very short 
debate. 

Mr. S. 0. MilTA (Chittagong and Bajshabi Divisions: Non-MuhammAdaa 
Rural): Sir, T move that the consideration of this motion be postponed till 
the next Simla Session. T shall confine my speech to the narrow issue 
about postponement. It is admitted beyond all controversy that this is

a very important matter and it is clear that it is also contentious, because 
the Standing Finance Committee was not unanimous. So far as I know, 
Mr. Aggarwal, Diwan Bahadur Harbilag Sarda and my friend Mr. Gaya 
Prasad Singh, who is unfortunately absent to-day, have nil submitted dis¬ 
sentient notes. I am grateful to the Honourable the Finance Member 
that he has left it to the decision of the non-official Members whether the 
^consideration should bo postponed. The only point that he argued in favour 
of the consideration at present is that the Burma Local Council will be 
asked io come to a. decision about separation in August, both on financial 
and political grounds. In ibis Report we have the views of two experts 
from the British India side and also from the Burma side. T think we 
will be preiudicing the issue rather than helping it if this TTouse now 
goes into a detailed criticism of the particular items for financial settlement. 

T think the House will be well advised to wait and sec what the Burma 
Legislature deeides. and there is no urgency why the House should be 
asked to come to a decision at present. Sir. T move. 

Mr. Jehangir K. Munshi (Burma: Xon-Europoan) • Mr President, I 
rise to support my Honourable friend Mr. S. C. Mitra*s amendment that 
consideration of this motion be postponed to the Simla S<“;sinn Mv first 
concern is the interest of tlie province of Burma which T represent in this 
House: and at the outset T would like to express my gratitude and the 
gratitude -f the province of Burma to mv TTonourable friend Sir George 
Schuster on the fair attitude that he has displnvod in the course of the 
debate to-dav. He has shoum that, .so far as he is concerned, he will 
adopt a fair and reasonable attitude towards my province; and my con¬ 
cern on this question of financial adjustment the interest of my province 
and rny province alone. AVhether the Honourable the Finance Arember’s 
attitude pleases all the other sections of the House or not is ^ matter with 
which I am not concerned. 

Sir, T am at present labouring under a severe handicap, as the official 
nominated Member from Burma, Mr. R. R. Brown, has gone to England 
He naturally would have, if the necessity arose in this Houso, put the 
case of the Government of Burma. Tlicn the Euro]>ean reprosontativo 
from Burma, Mr. John Tait, has also gone to England, and he is better 
qualified to speak on the technical financial nspeetR of this question than 
I am; and furthermore my two Burman eolleagues are not here; U. Kyaw 
Myint has gone back to Burma and U Tun Aung has not been able to 
attend this session; and I shall find it extremelv difficult to shoulder the 
sole responsibility of tackling this important and difficult question in this 
House if the debate assumes a technical aspect. F>o, I support the amend¬ 
ment moved by my Honourable friend Mr. S. C Mitra mainlv on the 
ground thet T have not ihe assistance and the benefit of the presence of 
my four colleagues from Burma. 

Furthermore, the Burma Legislative Council has not so far had an 
opportunity of expressing its opinion one w’ay or other on this important 
question. As a matter of fact, although the question has been before the 
public for some time, sufficient attention has not been devoted to it in 
Burma, and T have not been able to ascertain the points which my con¬ 
stituency would like to urge on this, important question. 
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As regards the motion itself, I wish to mention briefly just one point;. 
iMr. Nixon has been blamed by a certain Indian critic and the charge 
against him is that he has made Burma a gift of something like 50 crorea 
of rupees. Mr. Nixon is quite capable of lookhig after himself; but aa 
far as my province is concerned, I emphatically repudiate any suggestion 
that the Howard-Nixon lieport gives more to Burma than should have been 
given. As a matter of fact, representing my province’s standpoint, I really 
must regard Mr. Nixon as a Shylock who has been too hard on my province. 
(Laughter.) At this stage 1 do not propose to say anything more on the 
motion itself, and 1 do ask the House to help me by s^ujjporting my 
Honourable friend Mr. Mitra’s amendment for postponement of the 
discussion on this motion to the Simla Session. (Applause.) 

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad (United Provinces Southern Divisions: Aiuham* 
madan Itural): Sir, I support this motion; and my chief ground for sup¬ 
porting it is that the demands that we have put forward before Burma 
are rather too small. They have not calculated in this report the amount 
which we spent on Buniia out of our revenue expenditure from year to 
year. Of course that is the way in which we can calculate it over a 
series ol past years. We have been pressing this all this time, and until 
this is done 1 do not know whether we can actually calculate the amount 
which we hav(‘ been spending out of our revenue during the last so many 
years Tlu* second point which we have not thoroughly calculated con¬ 
cerns the military expenditure. We must have a fair share from Burma 
in connt'ction with all the military expenditure tliat we have been in¬ 
curring all these yoar.^*, and this calculation has not yet been done. The 
third point is that it is also desirable that we should have some kind of 
fiscal relationship between Burma and India, and this is a very important 
point; tliat is, that if we have these customs barriers between these two 
countries just as they are having between the smaller countries of 
Central Eurojio, then ii will be to the mutual disadvantage of both. 
This is a point which ought to have been considered. I take this op¬ 
portunity, when we are saying good-bye to the Honourable the Leader 
of this House and when he is now going to represent us at the Ottawa 
Conference, of suggesting to him tliat one point which he may remember 
is that if w(* consider every country to bo a single unit, then the problem 
of customs will become very complicated. Customs may be looked upon 
frt>in two points of view,—either as a measure of protection of industry 
to a country, or as a rovoniie-yielding proposition. For protection levy¬ 
ing customs duty is all right, but if vou consider it as a revenue-yielding 
proposition, then you will have to consider the desirability of having a 
much larger unit. I would of course very much like to have the whole 
world as a single unit . . . 

Mr. President (The Honourable Sir Ibrahim Bahimtoola): Order, order. 
The Honourable Member is going into the merits, and it is verv nearly 5 
o'clock. I should like to know whether the House desires to discuss not 
only the motion for the adjournment of the debate but to go into the 
merits of the whole question which has been put before the House by 
the Honourable the Finance Member. In that case the Chair will adjounr 
the l^buse till to•moIT 0 ^^. 

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad: T shall finish in one minute. Sir. 
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Mr. President (The Honourable Sir Ibrahim Rahimtoola): I do not want 
the Honourable Member to finish: if the House decides to go into the 
merits of the case, then the debate cannot obviously be finished to-day. 
But if the House generally agrees to postpone consideration till the Simla 
Sesysion, then we can finish to-day. Tha Chair wishes to know—it is 
nearly 5 o’clock now—as to what the wishes of the House are. 

Sir Abdur Rahim (Calcutta and Suburbs: Muhammadan Urban): We 
want the discussion to be postponed to the Simla Session. 

Mr. B. Das (Orissa Division: Non-Muhammadan): Sir, everybody 
directly or indirectly wants to discuss the merits of the ease, but there 
can be no real discussion now? 

The Honourable Sir George Rainy (Leader of the House): iSir, if the 
House lit really anxious for an immediate decision, 1 suggest that some 
Member *might move the closure. 

An Honourable Member* I move that the question be now put. 

Mr. President (The Honourable Sir Ibrahim liiihimtoolu): The Chair 
cannot accept the closure because there has not been a fair debate. The 
Chair wishes to know what the general feeling in the House is. 


Sir Abdur Rahim: Sir, if the Cxovernment are going to oppose this motion 
for postponement, then we sliould like to debate il’ But if the Covern- 
ment accept the motion, then there is no diflieulty. 

The Honourable Sir George Schuster: I made it quili‘ clear, Sir, that 
the Government certainly would not oppose a motion for post- 
ponement, but at the same time in making that clear I tried to 
make the House understand what might have to he donf* in the course 
of the Summer and what is involved in refusing to discuss the matter now. 
We put ourselves entirely in the hands of the House in the matter. 

Mr. Muhammad Yamin Khan: WTiatevcr, Sir, has boon said up to now 
has not made it very clear as to why exactly it s^hould he post]»nned. Of 
course some Honourable Members have raised the plea that they have 
not studied the question properly. That may be good ground. I ’find of 
course that there are certain Members who have not yet fvtudiod tliis ques¬ 
tion thoroughly and are very anxious to postpone consideration; but unless 
we find that there is something more which can be said on the point, wc 
can decide one way or the other. 


Honourable Sir Ibrahim Kahimlooia): The Hon¬ 
ourable the Finance Member has made his position quite clear, which is 
that he welcomes a full discussion either to-day or tomorrow% if the House 
desires to discuss this mattc^ If, however,' a postponement is decided 
u^pon, then I understood the Honourable the Finance Member to sav that 
Government intend to proceed during the Snn.mcr months with the appoint¬ 
ment of arbitrators. Is that the position ? 
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The Honourable Sir George Schuster: The point is, Sir, that we may 
forced to a particular course: it is not for us to decide, it is for His 
Majesty’s Government to decide. 

Mr. 0. S. Bangs Iyer (Eohilkund and Kumaon Divisions: Non-Muham¬ 
madan Bural): I would suggest. Sir, that it is much better to proceed with 
the discussion, because the object of any such adjournment will also be 
served. 

Sir Abdur Rahim: I think. Sir, that the motion ought to be discussed, 
espocially as the Honourable the Finance Member ways that the Govern¬ 
ment will go on with the appointment of arbitrators,—whether the whole 
question should not be postponed till the September Session? 

Mr. President (The Honr>urable Sir Ibrahim Bahimtoola); If that is the 
Government’s position, the Chair will adjourn the House till Eleven of 
the Clock tomorrow Tf the Government’s position is that the status quo 
will be maintained and that nothing will be done in the meantime till 
the House discnssos it at the next Simla session, then I take it that 
the House wishes to postpone it. If Government intend to proceed with 
measures of arbitration and otherwise, by which the country might be 
committed to certain things, then the non-ollioial section of the House 
desires a discussion irnmiHliately. It is for Government to decide what 
eoiirs(' they wish to be adopted. 

The Honourable Sir George Schuster: I think I made it quite clear. 
Sir, that the power of settling this matter does not rest with us. Tf we 
could me(*t the wishes of the House, we should be very glad to mairtain 
the status quo and let this matter rest over till September; but His 
Mnjestv’s Government are anxious that the financial issme should bo cleared 
up before the eh'ctions take place in Bunna for the new Council which 
will have to decide the separation issue. I am not in a position to say 
whether arbitration will actually bo set on foot before September, but I 
have thought it right to tell the Hou.*;e that it is quite possible that that 
might he the case and we should have no power to stop it. That is our 
position. 

Mr. President: I take it that the House wishes to discuss the subject 
and tin* Chair will have to adjourn the meeting till 11 o’clock tomorrow.

Dr, Ziauddin Ahmad: Then I will take m\ (diance The next thing 
that I should like to make quite clear is that, h;, m\ participatnur in ths 
discussion, 1 should not he assumed or misunderstood as lieinu; jii favour 
of separation. Tn fact I atn neither :n favour of separation nor agains;> 
it Rut I helievt* that this is a (piestion for the Ijurrnans to deeidta and 
not for the pcojile of India c^r for the l.iegisl,itivc .\sseinhl\ . l)ul I dv'i 
nianitaiii that if artificial jiropuganda is crirrii*«l on, then wi- ^MernhiTs of 
the Assembly ought to resent it The first thing that 1 slundd lik(‘ to 
consider is the question of the customs between fhirma and India In this 
coimeetioTi. 

Mr. President (Tlie Jlonourahle Sir Ihruhnn liahinitoola). *J he Ilonour- 
jihle Menihiu' eannot tro into thti qin'stion of the separation of Purina on 
this motion. The only issue before the House is tin* financial adjustments 
between liiirma and India if separation matiTialises h\ the \ote of the 
Burma Legislative Council. That is the issue fiofrav the lIou'^e, and the 
amendnu'nt is that the House should i»osti)one consider I ion till the next 
s('ssion in Simla. The question of separation of Ihirma is iif t relevant to 
the present discussion. 

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad: In case Burma is separated from India, I should 
like to mention one or two indispensable conditions which must he laid 
down before we can agree to the separation, and that is the only point 
which is the subject matter of the Nixon-IToward scheme, under what 
conditions financially we should agree to it. 

^‘‘That the Rtqxirt of the Staridiag Finaii**' rommittoe on financial question.** aris¬ 
ing out of the proposed separation of Burma from India be t»^ken into consideration.’' 

+ *‘That the consideration of this motion be postponed till tbo next Simla Session.*' 
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Mr. President (The Honourable Sir Ibrahim Eahimtoola): The question 
is what should be the financial adjustments between India and Burma 
if Burma decides to separate 

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad: I am just taking up those financial adjustments. 
The first question that I should like to take up is Ihe question of currency. 
That is really an important thing. I maintain and am very strongly in 
favour of the arrangement that the Government of India should continue 
to b(' the currency authorily both for India and for Burma, until such time 
Jis our dues are jiaid up and until some belter arrangements ma\ bo 
found; and in case the Itescrvc Bank is established, then tin* heservc! Bank 
should l)(‘ the eurrency authority and it •should liavo a ‘special branch at 
]Rangoon for carrying on the business. Until such time, the Imperial 
Bank may (*an*y on the work on behalf of the Government of India. But 
I consider it is rather important that the currency jiolicy should be one 
for both countri(‘s That, 1 think, is one of the financial adjustments 
which we should have before ue can agree to any seiiariition. 

The second thing which is referred to in this question is about the 
allocation ot debts. I believe that the calculations have omitted certain 
very important items, and they ought to hi* included; and the amount of 
charge now shown is much less than really we ought io claim. They have 
unl\ allocated the present debts of the Government of India, hut I think 
they should have includtnl not onlv the expenditure we have incurred out 
of our revenue accounts, but the money actually spent in Burma during 
the first and second Burmese wars and also the overhead cliarges, by which 
1 mean the maintenance of the Government of India and the charges for 
the maintenance of the Secretary of State and his office. All these things 
have to be calculated and they ought to bo debited to the account of 
Burma; and for this purpose as my friend, Mr Itaju, suggested in the 
Finance Committee a historical approach is unavoidable; though it may 
be difficult, still wt' lja\e to calculate some figures w’hich may be accepted 
by us; and it is therefore desirable to have a historical approach and 
calculate the expenditure we have incurred on Burma as well a.s the over¬ 
head ''barges since Hiirina came ini') India. This figun' will ho much 
bigger and it is one of the reason.s for which I am going to support the 
motion of rny Honourable friend ^Ir Milra, because this calculation is 
exceedingly di'sirable and jicrliaps it may be ready hv the time wc meet 
at Simla. 

Another question is the question oi pi-nsions. This also is not a very 
simple matter and 1 think the recomiiieiidalions involved in the Nixon 
Iteport <lo not go far enough; still we can have ‘^omc kind of adjustment of 
tills particular qiu'stioii. Wc started with the suggestion that all these 
persons who are iiow' serving in Tiid'a iirespective of the fact whellior they 
have their siTvice in Burma ,\car& before we may take them and be res¬ 
ponsible for all the pensions that may accrue in tutiu'C. Similarly Buniia 
may be responsible lor the pensions of pcr-^oiis wdio are now' serving in 
Burma inv'^pective of the fact wdiether they served partl\ in Burma and 
partly in India. But the calculation of pension--* of persons who have 
served partly in Burma and partly in India depending on the length of 
service may be difiicult. Therefore this is a thing which requires more 
careful consideration, and this is another reason wliy I support the motion 
for postponement. 

My next argument is on the question of defence. This point wag slfio 
raised by the Finance Member. 1 notice that practically all our inoomn

from Customs is equivalent to our expenditure on the Army approximately; 
and I also notice that if you take the tii^ures of customs receipts in Burma 
alone, they come to about one-fifteenth of the total income derived from 
(‘ubtonis ill all the ports o( India. 'J'lurefore we can make adjustment 
in either of two ways, either India may take the responsibility 
oi the eiitirii Arm\ and iiia\ t^ive such Army as may be necessary h>r 
the internal adminisliativai in JUinna; hut iu tlial case India 
slioiild have complete control of Customs duties in Burma and all the 
customs i-olIet‘ti(l m Uiinna sliouM eiane to India I'lie vreond method 
of adjustment, whiili is also to he calculated and which we cannot hurry 
over is this: that the Customs ma\ he realised h\ the Government of 
Burma and they should, by some mutual agreement, j)a\ us a certain 
amount of money lor the maintenance of Burma. It i^ rea!l\ to the 
mutual advantage of both Burma and India if we pov)l logether in matters 
of del( ucc. [f ,in Ainiv n maintained loi the (h ieiiee - f Biirnia from 
Jmlia. oi- if an Arm\ is jnamtam.‘(i in India tor ihe deirnce ol Ind a (‘\- 
peeting a i)ossihlo attack fnun Riirma mi India, then exfienditiire tor hotli 
countnes will he ver\ high Thereioiv. it W'oiild he to onr aiUaiUage to 
pool together in mattf'rs of di'feiice. and the two methods whicdi I have 
suggested may he eonsidcred cMrefiilly In tht' time we im-et in Simla. If 
we [)oo] together m matters of defenee. then both India and Burma would 
he miituall} responsible for the defence of either country. 

Then the last point is tiie question of customs If these two countries 
are separated, then there ought to he no customs iielwein India and 

Burma 'IIik \,i11 aUo tu to llie mutual ad\aiitage oi both counli.i's \\ i 
nia\ pool together iii cu>t«>m‘* and lU detenee, and botli countries will la* 
heiictited b\ tins arrangeiih nt. Here I may say that lliere are two kinds of 
Customs duties, one is for the sakt* of protection like the dut\ on wheat 
The income for this dut\ is f»ractically nil. Th»* same is the ease with 
regard to the duty on sug.ir But there are also oilier diit.i^^ c'alled the 
i'eM‘mie-\jclding dutit'S, and in tins casi* it i.s \er> desirable that wc> sln/uld, 
if possible, take tlie whole woild as one unit and adopt fi've trade, and if 
that is not possible, the next unit which we will have to consider is the 
unit of the British Empire. That might he taken 1<> hr the unit and 
1 hope in the Ottowa Couferenta* the Honourable the Lea(i< r of the House 
will consider the (iiiestion and put forward a clam. W i Uumw that oo 
per cent, of our articles are imported from the I'ntish I'anpire and 45 
per cent, come from outside the British Empire, and if tlu* whole of the 
British Empire forms one unit as regards (’iisftmis duties, it will be to 
the mutual advantagi* of ihe countries forming jiart of the Ih'itish Empire. 
At this stage wr. should very much like that JJiirma and India should 
form one unit and there ought not to hr any custoin.s harrier. 'Idierefore, 
tins is ii point w'hieh Jia.s to ho very carefully considered winm discussing 
the Nixon-Howard Beport. and the broadt'r question of tht* Bi'tish Empire 
forming one unit can he discussed at the Ottowa ('onferenee 

Before closing rny ohsijrvations, Sir, I should liki* to say a f(‘W words 
as this is perhaps the last occasion when wo can meet the IJonourahlo 
tlu* TiOader of tlus PTouse. T want to pay my tribute to the services 
which he has rendered to this House and also to individual Members, and 
when he leaves the shores of this country, I hope he will remember us 
and will continue to render his help and advice to this country, and that he 
will alw'ays think of us while enjoying his well earned rest at Home. 



FINANCIAL QUESTIONS TB SBPABATION OF BURMA FROM INDIA. 




Diwan Bahadur Earbilas Sarda (Ajnier-Merwara: General): Sir, the 
matter of this motion is of very, great importance. It is very complex and 
controversial in character, so controversial that the decision will have to 
be taken not by^an agreed conclusion between the two countries but by a 
third party. The matter is also one for financial experts to decide. The 
Standing Finance; Committee have considered the matter, and some of us 
have appended a separate note to it to stress some of the more important 
points winch sliould be considered by Government. In fairness to our¬ 
selves and to all, I must sav that the matter can be properly handled only 
hy tiiiancial experts, and the ]iefK>rt of tiic Standing Finance Committee 
lu so far as it represents the views of the non-otiicial Mtuibers and our 
separate nott-, do not rejiresent Indian expert opinion. The Honour¬ 
able th(' Finance j\Iemhi;r has said that this matter does not he entireh 
in th«i hands of (he (rovernrnent of India, but in those of the British 
(KAernmtiit 'That laiiitr -. 1 * tlu ea^e Jui* India and Jiiinua uill iia\c to 
be placed ladore a tribunal which will have to be appoint“d i ithrr by the 
Jtrilish (lOiernmenl or by meiii oi (he two paitius i'iie Government 

of India havt' not stated wliat their views are and vvhal east tiiev are 
going t«» put behirc the tribunal Tin- case fur India which should be 
put. l)eh<re the tribunal would be the caM; for the people oi India, because 
it IS (lir ]»e(»ple of Iiuli<i who Would eventually have to bear the burden 
of (be de‘ihion vvliieli lla- tribunal w.ll arrive .it. It aj^pears to me, 
(ben'fon that :n oitlei to st ttl*' maTt'.r proptTly, (iuvernment should 
appi^iiil a committee of Indi.in expert^^ consisting of two or three people 
like Sir rurshotamdas Thitkuidas, who would consider the matter, investi¬ 
gate tile entire question and eomc to a decision, and that decision should 
be snbiintltMl in the form of a brief which should he handed nv'er to the 
eoun^i‘l wlio w^ill argue thi* (lovernment of India’s case before the tribunal 
I am sure Government will accept the decision and the eonclu'sions vv'hidh 
the Indian exfuads w ill arriva* at bee.ms- the iriten sts of the Government of 
India and of the people of India in this matter are identical T am of 
opinion that (he Government should entrust this matter to two or three 
Tndi.in tinancuil experts and take their opinion and place that opinku 
before (Ills House If however there is not enough tina* for it and the 
tribunal is npp<anted in the iin'imtime, and that tribunal proceeds to 
eoiisider tlu- matter, tlun tlie o])>nK>n of the i-xp^rt^ .uul th»‘ tbial instruc¬ 
tions of the (lOviTnnieni of India should be plf’ced in the hands of the 
eoini'-el wlu) will argue India’s i asi’ before the trbuna.1 and he should be 
asked to d-- so on t)i<- strengtli of th<* facts which .»re placed m his h.ands. 

Mr. B. Das (Orissa Division: Non-Muhammadan): Sir, we are dis¬ 
cussing a hypothetical question. It is seldom that this House discusses 
hypothetical questions but the Honoiu.-ibh* the Finance ^fembeT' made it 
clear that his hands are tied in this matter as vwre the hands tied of the 
Tnd’.an nuanbi’r^ oi tlie v’imferenee at tlu lloiind Talile Gonferenco in 
London. So we have to <*\pross our opinion on a hy potlietical question— 
in case such and siH;h a thing would happen, how the Hnaneial relations 
hetvvt*en Bunna and India should be adpisted. Wlum I express my views 
about the adjustment of financial relations, whatever views I have ex¬ 
pressed before on the other aspects of the question relating to the separa¬ 
tion r>f Burma, I .stand bv the same. 

Sir, befrvrci 1 go itito the merits (»f the question, let me. say 1 was surprised 
to find my friend Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad bringing out extraneous matters 
like tht3 Ottowii Coiiferenco, the Imperial Conference and Free Trade, 
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which do not arise when we are considering the problem about the finan¬ 
cial adjustment of the future Burma and future India. If they will be 
separated, Burma will he a sovereign country and India too will be a 
sovereign country and their trade and eoniinercial relations would be 
adjusted according to llieir coiiiinereial exigencies, by their sovereign 
Legislatures. >iobod\ wants that India should separate Iroin Burma, nor 
iluriiia should separaie troin India; nor does India want to separate from 
the Empire. But if Huriiia iy separated from India hy Britain, 1 will wish 
Burma good luck. Wluai my friend the Hononrahle the Einance Miunber 
spoke Acsterday, ho w.ts labouring under certain dilheulties as ino.st of 
us are labouring under similar ditticulties. The llonoiivahh* tin* Finance 
Member pointed out three courses ojien to the House; one was to discuss 
the matter fully to-da\, the st‘eoiul was to adjourn the question, and the 
third was to expnss our views about the dilliciilties that Members feel, 
and then the question can he adjourned till the next sessinn. Sir, I 
adhere to the third course suggested hy my Honourable friend, the Finance 
Member. T am equally labouring under difficulties and 1 shall point 
out certain diflSeulties which will have to be solved if the grand Moghul 
in London appoints an arbitral tribunal to settle the financial relations 
between India and Burma. Whether the grand Moghul will be allowed 
by the members of the Round Table Conferenee to do that. 1 am not 
concerned at present. 

Sir, 111 } Honourable Incnd Mr. Muiishi was rather hard on my friend 
Mr. >.ixon. He mentioned that Mr. Nixon had been a Sh}lock, and that 
he had been very hard on Burma. The ditliculty that 1 find is that 
there are seven or eight opinions about the adjustment of the financial 
relations between Burma and India current -in the public press. There 
is the extreme view^ of Sir Henry How^ard, who does not want to con¬ 
cede anything to India, who rather adopts the line of tlie Congress and 
wants to repudiate all financial resjionsihilitie.s to India and even debts to 
India. Then there is the middle course winch my Honourable friend 
Mr. Nixon has adopted. He lias tried to apply his mind as best as he 
could and he does not want to go into the liistorical analysis of the 
situation. He has sugge.sted a mid-wa} and he lias assessid the debt 
position at Rs (>6 crorcs. Then the Standing F"iiiaru‘f ('(aurnittee con¬ 
sidered it and they came to tw'o difT(*reut view's. One view was urged by 
my Honourable friend Mr. Raju. and thn‘c other members afterwards 
signed a minute of dissent on tho.'^e lines, and the other view was 
expressed by the main Committee. The four gentlemen stick to the 
idea that th<* liist^Heal analysis should .he follow'cd up. Tlien, there are two 
other view^s that are public property not only in India hut in England. 
It is the Report on the financial obligations between Great Bidtain and 
India which w^as made liy three financial experts of the Congress Select 
Committee appointed hy the Indian National Congress. My Honourable 
friend the Finance 'Member the other day quoted in his Budget speech 
from Mr. K. T. Shah’s “Federal Finance of India”, and Mr Shah, in 
his minute of dissent which is to be found in volume 2 of the Report 
' f the Congress Select Committee, has put the figure* af, Rs. lOD crores 
as public debt against Burma, while the majority of the Congress Com¬ 
mittee has assessed it at Rs. 80 crores. T do not know if my fiicnd 
Mr. Nixon has had access to these Reports. I am glad to know that 
he has seen them, and I hope that he will agree with Mr. Shah’s findings. 
These are difficulties whieh can be solved by an arbitral tribunal. But 
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who will appoint the tribunal? Not the Secretary of State, not Great 
.Britain. The fact is that the ("onj^ress Ooiurnittce has found that part of the 
debt should be a charge on J^ngland. Then how can Great Britain appoint 
an arbitral trjbunal, which will go and decide against (ireat Britain 
hcTself? S(j, I would suggest if tliercj is to be an arbitral tribunal, it 
should b(‘ appointed by the League of Nations, and there should be a 
repri sent alive ol‘ (beat Ih'itain, a representative of India and a representa¬ 
tive of Burma nn it. In lliat case the <Ufl‘eri‘nt aspects of the (question 
can 1)0 ex.amjnefl and all IV-ars, suspicion'^ and aj)piehensions can be met, 
and the tiriflings ol the* (’haiinian of that tribunal wcmld be accejitable 
to us. 

When I read this Iloward-Nixon mcnioraiidiim, 1 was laced with 
certain difhcultirs. I find at page 4: 

‘ ’riio yjroportMin-* of gold. stM“untip** and silver receivable by the IJoveniiiient of 
JBurnia would havo boon approximately— 

Oold 21 per 

Sterling aeruritiea 30 per cent. 

Indian .securities 11 per cent. 

Silver, 38 j>er cent ” 

If Burma's rcvimiK' is IBJ per cent, of the total revenue of India, I 
cannot understand why Humia should expect a *21 per cent, share of the 
gold reserves or 38 j)cr cent, of silver. 1 am not concerned with the ques¬ 
tion of .sej»aration, but I do not agree with that part of the recommendation 
that if Burma is separated tlie two countries should have a combined 
cuiTency or shou\d have a combined Reserve Bank. It will create a lot 
of bud blood and friction if the two countries arc not directl\ responsible 
to a central authonty, if they have fo operate on the same bank and 
operate on the same currency. 1 cannot understand the logic of Sir 
Henry Howard when he wants to pay only 3 per cent, of the pensionary 
charges, and at the same time claims 21 per cent, of the gold reserves. 

I think there must he- equity. If tlie representatives of the Ihirmese 
(Tovernment do not want to pay the otlier obligations to the same extent, 
then wh\ should the\ claim on tlie reserves so much? There is another 
thing. The Standing ririari(*o Conmiittee has not expressed its final view 
on the milite.ry charges. If separation b(* a settled fact, as Mr. Ramsay 
MacDonald has Sidd els(‘wlien*, then I do not understand wliv Tn<lia 
should bear unv responsibility for the defenct‘ of Burma. 

Mr. S. 0, Mitra: It should he borm* by the English Exchequer. 

Mr. B. Das: 'rh<‘ m htarv expenditure of Indi i slionld he reduced by 
lOi per cent, at least, if not more. As I understand the military charges 
of India, half of them are on the Western fnaitse*- and the other half on 
the Eastern frontier, ('onsidering the frontier that Burma has, I think 
that Burma should htair 20 or 30 per cent, of the present military charges, 
because a pood deal of money is spent on the Eastern frontier. Therefore, 

I say that the Chairman of the tribunal should be an independent man 
who does not belong to the British Ehnpirc, he(*ause at every stage the 
interest of Groat Britain conics in, and knowing as I do that Burma, if 
she is separated, will have to run her administration at a serious loss for 
years and years. We have run the administration of Burma for many 
years at a loss, and we will not grudge it if she continues to remain a» 
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part of British India. But if she is to be separated, Great Britain will 
have to bear all future losses and all obligations and not India. As we 
object to the Indian Army being transferred to the Chinese frontier or the 
Egyptian frontier, or anywhere else in ease there is war in any other portion 
of the globe, without our speeifie sanction and approval, so \\r will not like 
Indian armies to go and defend Bunnti or the Bunnesi* irontu rs Hunua 
will be a scparati* entit\ then like South Atriea or am of the l^ritish Colonies 
and we n’nll he only tied togctlaa* through the silken lnipi*ri,il tir or through 
the League ot Nations I rerogni^e that Burnifi has gn'at ndigunis ties 
with India. Burma is entindx a Ihnklhist couiilrN, and tor eenturies the 
sons and daughters of Burma will look to Budli (ia>a as their sacred place 
foi religious and eultnral inspirations If thiTe is separation, let it ho 
peaceful and h.irni(»nious jiiid lei tlu' tinancud adjusiuient he doiu* in pistici* 
and equity. Ltd it not he in the im.‘r(‘st ol tlu' poortT inenihia* which is 
tn-day forced to he se]»arated through high Imperial f»ohc\ and I trust that 
the authority whi(di will juv^ide over the dt‘stimes of India and Burma, 
would so asst'^s the (h-ht position in a manner v\hich will he tair to l)oth 
countries and India will not he a^ki d to torego money s|)eut on account 
cf Burma or (ireut Britain 

My friend Mr Harhila^ Sarda suggested that* Sir Bur'^hotamdas ^’hakur- 
das and (jfher evfx Ws from India should give their ofiimon My friend Sir 
Purshotamdas d’hakurdas luaug ?i member of th(‘ Uound d'ahle Conference, 
CiiTiiiot ver\ well he an indepeiuleiU arhitrat»>r at present, and so I think 
my ongin.il suggestion will h(* the hesi for the sotthumrit and adjustment 
vl financial relations.

Mr. B. Sitaramaraju ((hmjam rum Vi/agapatam : Non-Muhammadan 
Rural): I was on the Standing Finance Committee and was one of the 
signatories of this Report, and I thought it desirahle that I should make 
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one or two matters clear and submit a little explanation before the House

1(1 a pound and some¬ 
times Fs 15 a pound 'Hii'n, Sir, sotne difhrultx was t*xprossed on the 
part of the Goveriuneiit in making that historical approach that it might 
not be possible to go into that rec('»rd beeau.so. even in the records which 

were available to th<' Go\eminent of India, there were statistics which 

were, sometimes shown und(*r })(>unds and sometimes under rupt'.es and on 
account of that, (•('implication with the exchange question, the exchange 
being at various rates, it w'as contended on behalf of the Government that 
auch a historical ajiprcjacdi was not pc'Sflible. 
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Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad: Can you not show pounds and rupees separately? 

Mr. B. Sitaramaraju : 1 .nm simply putting forward the view of the 
CJovLrnmont as to why (hey thought a liistorical approach was not possible. 
That was, as I said, th(‘ only fonnidable argument that could be brought 
to bear upon that question. Now considering the announcement made by 
Mr. Shah in the Congre^;'^ memorandum riderred to by Mr. Das, and con¬ 
sidering also that those ])eriods w^ere specilic ^periods when exchange was 
at certain periods at Jis. 10 and at certain other periods at Its. 15, I 
thought it was qiute jiossible, since thosti pericxls W’cre specific, that we 
could approatdi that question from the historical point of view and thus 
be able to see how far we have ineurrc'd t-xpenses on account of Burma 
and how iiiuch Burma is liable to pay under those eonditioTis "J'hat was 
one question which this Asseinbiy in giving a direction to the Standing 
FinaiUM* (’(animUee nueliv ennsider. If tliev think that it is quite ])ossible 
for a historical approach to be made notwithstanding that olijection that 
the exclmnge situation lias complicated matters, 1 think a sjieeific direction 
should be given to its representative to press that ])oint before the impartial 
tribunal. 

The second question on which some difforciwv of opinion was expressed 
by some Members who app(‘nded a note coneerntjd the military charges. 
Sir, this particular paragraph on the military charges in the Standing 
Pinance Committee’s Ri'port runs as follows: 

“15. It 1 .S of course .icrepfed l.hat Buima must bear the cost of any military' .garri¬ 
son to be maintuined in Burma and that this garrison mic^t bo maintained at *(UtK- 
cieut strength to provide for all the normal requirenients of Biiniia. The Conmiittee 
particularly having regard to the uncertainty as to (he future comstitulional positiJfi 
in the matter of the defence of India did not feel able to make any final recom¬ 
mendations on the wider is.sue as to whether beyond this Ibiima ought to contribute 
to the general cost of the Army to be maintained in India, but it recognized that 
there might be grounds on which such a contribution might be demanded “ 

Sir, that was the recommendation of the Standing Finance Committee. 
In their minute of dissent some Honourable Members have expressed the 
view that a contribution should be levied from England and also that a 
portion of that contribution should be borne by Burma as the Army main¬ 
tained in India is an Imperial Arni\. Sir. lhal- ixissibilii\ was not cxcnulcd 
in the paragraph I refer to, but some explanation is necessary for me to 
explain the point. If there was any mistake in making any recommenda¬ 
tion on behalf of the Standing Finance Committee, I take the full 
responsibility because the original draft w'as in accordance w’ith the minute, 
hut I requested the Standing Finance Committee to consider it in its 
present form and it was approved namely, that as^ the constitutional posi¬ 
tion of India is still uncertain, we do not know" what shape the future 
control of the English Army in India will fake Tf wc w'cre to Fay that the 
Imperial Government should bear a portion of the cost, then it could 
reasonably be contended that the Imperial Govemmont slioiild have control 
over that expenditure and over that Army; but in view of the fact that it 
is our earnest desire that we should ass^ume complete control over the 
military expenditure, and in view of the uncertainty of the future constitu¬ 
tion, we thought that question might not now be decided. Further, there 
w’as no question of India bearing any portion of Burma’s shore of the cost. 
It will be seen from the Howard-Nixon Memorandum, that Burma 9aid 
that she would be satisfied with the cost of about Rs. 2 crores on the 
score of its defence, but, Sir, we have been spending several crores of 
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rupees on anny purposes,—so at tho rate of 2 crores of rupees for Burma, 
the ordinary cost for the whole of India on account of the Army would be 
soincthiiiu; hkr 17 ciori'K oj ruj^ees oiil\— m cost which was once considered 
to be adequate by Lord Eipon’s Government. But since we are spending 
so much money now, the question arises w’hether ail this expenditure on 
army purposes is beiixg incurred for India's sole benefit and sole interest. 
It is not so; and therefore the extra cost should either be chucked out and 
our cost should bo reduced on the analogy of Burma, or, if it is be 
carried as an Imperial charge here, then Homebody else must be got to 
pay for it; and therefore, Sir, in that light I request that the House may 
cwaisider this pai’agr.ipli, and the\ will. 1 suhinit, find thaL all possible 
objections can be met by the wording of the paragra[)h itself. So far as* 
the Congress is enneeiiied, il is not' iii\ desire 'to go int(j this (.'oiigress 
memorandum at great length, becaune the whole question w^as reviewed 
hero m the Uiqiort of the Committee on financial obligations presented by 
the Congress, rft great length. The majority of that Committee were of 
the oiiinion that it is not Burma but England which has got to pay for all 
these things, because it is really for Imperial purposes that the whole cost 
an.'^ing on ihi ol lluiina Ini*- Is c*n inciirn d I tonsider that, 

having n‘gard to the fact iliut Honourahh' gentlemen have not yet come 
forwtird wjth uny definitt* recommendation with regard to the specific 
p(»mtN r<o^j‘d, thorr .i grt .tt \ lor tln^ dnh.ite to he jid|oiiriu*d to 

the Simla Session to cnabh' Honourable Members to have the specific 
points ‘-pi\*itieall> miss'd l)(d<*re thi‘ lloiisr m tlu* sluipt* oi specitie motions, 
and then givi‘ directions on tliem. Otherwise it would be impracticable 
for an\ din'ctions to be given now on all the live points together, because 
honest diff(Tenc(‘s of opinion may be expected on some of these points. 
Theivfort* I submit that it js dosirahle that wo should postpone the debate 
of this Huhjeet till the Simla S(*ssion. 

Sir Abdur Rahim (Calcutta and Suburbs; Muhammadan Urban): Mr. 
President. I support tho motion of m\ Honourable friend, Mr. Mitra, that 
the conderat ion of this memorandum, which has been described as the 
How^anl-N 1 X 011 Memorandum, should be postponed till tho Simla Session. 

The Honourable Sir George Schuster (Finance Member): May I 
remind the Honouralile Member that thi' motion not for consideration 
of tho How ard-X.ixon .Mi'inoraiidiim but for consideration of the Standing 
Finance Comm.ittee's Ifeport on that Memorandum. 

Sir Abdur Rahim: If I am technically incorrect, I would ask that the 
consideration of the Puqiort- on that ^Memorandum should be postponed till 
tho Simla So'-'^ion. Sir it seems sonit wbat difficult to realize the necessity 
for bringing forwanl this motion at this stage The separation of Burma 
admitt^'dly has not >et been decided upon. There is to be an election, I 
understand, in Burma t(» winch this specific question will bo referred; and 
it will greatly depeml, if not entirely, upon the roHult of that election— 
that is. the broad and geni'ral issue as to whether Burma should or should 
not be separated from India w ill be decided upon. That undoubtedly is the 
position now. On a previous oeeanion w’c had made it absolutely clear 
12 N X Burma from India was concem- 

ed, w'e should not stand in the way of Burma if she decided to 
separate. Tiiat in the position w^c have taken up and we adhere to it. We, 
Indians, do not desire the separation of Burma, but if she desires to 
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separate, we shall not stand in her way. If Burma desires separation, then 
the financial adjustments between two countries must be carried out on 
this principle that it must be fair and reasonable to both partion. There 
is no question of generositv. We are not here to siicnfi(;e the linancial 
interests of India in order to h(*lp Burma to separate. 1 am not nure that 
the Honourable the Finance Alember also will not agree with this proposi¬ 
tion. He is the custodian of the finances of the country, and 1 arn sure 
he will be the firfc»t person to see that adjustments between the two 
countries are made on a fair and impartial basis. W'v on this sale of the 
House cannot agree to sacrifice the financial int«tMvsts of India to help 
Burma to separate. 1 believe it in not the desire of nurma. nor docs shti 
expect, that we should make sa(*rifices in that direction. In tact, so far as 
the r(‘preserita lives of Ibirm i in this AsN.nnhh art* c^aa ei'jird ili. ■. m «nii to 
be strongly opposed to separation, and we do not want to do anything in 
order to help the party which wants separation Irom India. Hut if separa¬ 
tion is to 1)«‘ made iiltiinatel\. that is. if liumia deeides on s^-par.ilion sht' 
must agree to a fair adjustment of the financial (jiier^tions that arim* We, 
are not in a position to expr(‘ss ours4dvt‘s on the five projiositions which the 
Honourable the Finance Member has laid down for our couwderation. It 
IS fvident that the qiiesluniv nvoKed an* ail e«)inplM .iIed and 

difficult in character, and the Honourable the Finance Meinla r will him¬ 
self realise that it is not possible for this House now to h»rmulate profiosN 
tions which will reall> help in tirriving at a proper H('ttl(‘mcnt even in a 
ver\ geiu-rnl Wtn We lull\ recogni'-» that • Hoard >tt Ai hit r.it i- ai hiN to 
be ultimately ajipointtsi. But vve cannot agree to tlu‘ appointment of this 
Board before we liave had opportunitiC'- of more fullv eonsidering this 
matter. I should go further and say that no sucii Board should be appoint¬ 
ed until Burma h..'^ dceided to separate Sir if the l)oanl hr ,ip]M>inted 
before the ruestion of Hi'parntion has final!> hi-rn dcv’ided, it really 
amounts to this, that wo should bo eithcT throwing away all that ' as been 
dbne in the meantime, or we should be forcing the hands of Burma. 
Either of tw^o alternatives this House cannot agree to. It in quiU' as well 
that the financial position has been examined by my friend Mr Nixon and 
Sir Henry How'ard, and we have got a valuable lli'port- befori* us We bave, 
iilso the Report of the Standing Finance' ('onunittee This has given us 
certain fact?^ and figures and we shall have to con.side^r thf)se facts, but if 
wx* are to go to arbitration now, that really means that we commit ourselves 
To whatever deci«<ions the Board ma\ arrive at. 8urel\ if thi' nonourablo 
the Finance Member does not want to commit us at this stage to tho 
appointment of the. Board and to a reference to this Board of the questions 
that have been rai'sed in the Memorandum and in the Report of tho 
Standing Finance Committee, there should be no difficulty in having the 
‘Cryn‘^idi*vafion of^siporifd liM the Simla Se^-sion liut we canTiot on any 
account commit ourselves to referring very important financial queetionsi 
that would arise if Burma is separated to any tribunal Before the question 
of separation itself has been finally decided upon. Sir, the amount 
involved according to the ewtimato given us by the Finance Member is 
crores, but according to the Congress Report-, at any rate according to 
the Report; of Mr. Shah which has h(‘en rrforred to hv rny Honourable 
friend Mr. B. Das, it amounts to 100 crores. Surelv no decision should 
be taken even of a general character in the shape of directions^ or advice to 
anv tribunal on a matter of such irnportanci' and bu(*1i magnitude without 
giving the House and the parties concerned proper and full opportunities 
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to consider the whole situation and all the issuef^ that are involved.. I may 
incidentally observe that my Honourable friend Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad has 
made some observations regarding free trade and the Ottawa Conference 
which the Leader of the House will attend as^ one of the members and my 
Honourable friend Mr. H. Das has taken objection to what he said I am 
sure what Dr. Ziauddin Ahmad said was merely his personal opinion and 
he did not want that his opinion should be accepted either as the 
opinion of this party or of any sections of the House. As regards the 
Ik ini‘i ihi Iluii'-f, 1 do la‘p<‘ that mv. aioiirnble Inend Sir 

George Rehuster will have due regard to the position in which thi.s House 
is placM.'d, for instance there is not a single Member of the European 
(rnnip present now, and yet questions involving erores and crores of rupees 
nre involved, and the sanit* is the ease with nian\ Members on this side 
of the Hou*^-. Surely in a House like this, the 1 lonouralilc the hdnance 
Meirilier will not tr\ to tie our hands in any way or to commit to any 
•^ort of proposition v\hat(‘vor at thin stage.

But I feel that that expert assistance can he marie available to tlie Bound 
"[‘able (^intVreriee, and the two sides of that ('onferonco, with the help 
of tl'iC t'xpiu’ts which thev may possess, will come to a decision, and if 
tliev fall io i*onu' to a decision, then T admit tlu' oue'^tion will have to ]>e 
doci(h*d hv .uTitrators. But as regards the arhifrators themselves. T agree 
with niv TTonourahle friend the Leader of the Independent Party, that thafc 
iirhltration shouli] take pl.^ce .after it is d(H*i»led t^uit Burma should be 
separated Otliorwdse, in my view there is a rrreat danger and that danger 
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is this: who is to uppoiut the arbitrators*.* I heard some Members say 
the tSecretary of State lor Inditi will appoint the Board of arbilrators. Now, 
1 feel that the Secretary ot State tor India, as well as the British Gov- 
ermrieut, is interested *iii the question of separation. The question of 
separation has been foreed upon the Kound Table ('onfereiiee priniaril\ by 
the British Government. When thev found that Jiidia bad to be given 
self-government, tlie\ (hnaded in their minds to create some 

difficulties for Indians betoiv they g(^( sell-go\eniinent. Tlie\ 
decided that, before we got self-government We must accept the

The Government 
of India did not take part in the Bound Table (VinftMviU'e; tlie Goveni- 
ment of Jhinna did not take pai’t in the Bound 1'able (’onf<*rence: this 
question is a (|uostion before the Bound Ta]>le C’onferenct' and 1 xvnnt to 
Imoxx’ from the Honoiirnble the Finaiu*!' Member boxx' tlic' Oovt'rnnu‘nt of 
India came in. Bven accepting lor a moini*nt that the arbitrators will 
be appointed by an impartial body and the case of India and the e-iso cf 
Burma xvill have to be put before the Board of arliitrators ])x sonu' p(‘op]e. 

I claim that it is not the Gi)vernm(*nt of India and it is 
not the Govornnient of Burma xxho are to place the case la fore tin? 
arbitrators of India and of Burma respectix’elv It is ihat see- 
tion of tile Bound Table Conb’Vence xxdiicb represents India and 
that otlier section of the Bound Tabh* (^onferenca* w'hi(‘h represi'nts Burma 
which slionld put the case before the lioard of arbitrators. 7 am quite 
aw^are of tlu* fact that the Bound TahU* C'onferenci* does not consist of 
financial experts But the Bound Table ronferrni*e xvill have the assist¬ 
ance of such experts. They have on their own liody some financial 
experts; on the staff of the Conference there art* financial experts; and, 
if even they are not enougli, these sections of the Bound Table Conference 
can af»i)oirit coinmittees of financial experts, xxliu xvill help them to place 
their respcctixa* cases befon* the Board of .arbitrators. T feel that this 
financial adinstment is not going to affect the present Gov(*nvnent of Tndi.a 
as it is, and the present Government of BuiTna as it is; but the financipt 
adjustment is going to affeet the future Governmc'nt of India and the future 
Government of Burma; and wffiat position has the present Government 
of India to represent the future Government of India? And w'hat position 
has the present Government of Burma to represent the future Government 
of Burma? It has been admitted bv everxborlv, including the British 
Government, that the future Government of India is going to bo decided 
by the general Round Table Conference, and I tberofore feel that the only 
party competent to place tfie case of the future Government of India and 
the future Government of Burma before the Board of arbitration is the 
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Bound Table Conference or any of its Committeea---4ihe Federal Stnusture 
Committee or even the Consultative Committee—with the experts which 
they can command, and not the Government of India or the Government 
of Bunria. 

1 do not wish to touch upon the question of the debts and currencies 
and other matters. 1 would only say just a word or two oh that point and 
it is this. On the whole it is much better both for Burma and for India 
if wc can, in a joint conference, accept some simple principle on which 
we can make a division of our debts and can arrange other financial 
matters, instead of going into the correct historical past of the two cowi'- 
tries. 1 am quite aware there is a feeling that Burma should pay for the 
Burmese wars. 1 was very glad to hear from my Honourable friend, 
Mr. Baju, that there is not much justice in that. If anybody is to pay 
for the Burmese war, it is Great Britain, tmd neither India nor Bunna; 
and as a Burmese friend rcniinded me a very short time ago, Burma will 
be morally right if she claims some compensation from India when India 
claims that Bumia sliould pay for the Burmese wars. The Burmese were 
enslaved by the help of Indians with the help of Indian money, and the 
Burmese will be entitled to claim compensation. 1 therefore feel that no 
useful purpose will be served by going into the historical events to settle 
tile question of the adjustment ol debts between Burma and India. Let 
118 a^pt some simple priiieijile v\hich will be acceptable to both, and the 
question will he decided very easily. Mr. President, 1 have done. 

Mr,, O. S. Ranga Zyar (Hohilkund and Eumuon Divisions: Non-Muham¬ 
madan JUiral): Sir, it is not necessary to make a very long speech on this 
occasion, but it is very necessary to indicate the complications that are 
involv€*d in this issue. The question of financial adjustment between India 
and' Burma of the future is a very inq^ortant question, both from the 
Indian and the Bunnan financial point of view. It ranges over a wide 
field such as currency arrangements in the case of Burma, retaining the 
course of Indian currency arrangements in the event of Burma introducing 
a separate cun*encv system. Then there is the debt question, the amount 
of the debt, the allocation of portions of the debt against productive or 
commercialised assets, apportionment of certain specific assets and liabi¬ 
lities on territorial grounds, the apportionment of the unallocated debt, 
the ascertainment of the rate or rates of interest payable on the portion 
of the debt assigned to Bunna, the settlement of the form which Butma s 
shBre of the debt sliould take under the terms of repayment. Then, Sir, 
there is tlui question of ilic pensions. We have the observations on these 
matters both of Mr. Nixon and Sir Henry Howard, also the opinion of the 
dissentients in the Standing Finance Committee. Again, Sir, there is 
the question of reparation and of defence and the general financial results 

far as India is concerned on the defence settlement, for it is an obvious 
fact that India has been paving for the defence of Burma. It is a very 
old question, and there are references to it even in Mr. Montagu’s diary 
and in the earlier debates of the old rm][>erial Legislative Council, when 
you, Sir, the late Mr. Gokhale and others used to take part in the dis¬ 
cussions. The Congress has already expressed its opinion in voluminous 
documents regarding ihc historical aspect which Mr. Miinshi ought to 
have taken notice of before he described Mr. Nixon as asking for a pound 
of fleah without a dre^ of bl(x>d, for the historical aspect, I am certain, 
di4.A0t appeal to Mr. Nixon, though the historical aspect involves some- 
thillg to we extent of 90 crores of rupees, as revealed in the Appendix to 

. ’ ‘ B 
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the financial Report of the ISimon Commission, in which the following 
passage occurs: 

“On the queation of the debt there has been much discussion. . . .From the time 
of conquest of Burma onwards that the cost of these wars is debited to Burma 
she practically throughout her association with India been a deficit proving and 

these deficits accumulated.and at compound interest the amount is now 

90 crores.** 

I do not want to read much from that document. I only mention 
these facts, because these facts have got to be carefully gone into. The 
Government of India in their despatch, relevant passages from which are 
quoted both in the Memorandum of the Nixon Report and also in ihe 
discussions by way of footnote to the Round Table Conference, had stated: 
“We believe that a Committee of the Privy Council would be the sort of 
tribunal most likely to satisfy Indian opinion*’. Sir, a Committee has 
got to be appointed, and the very fact that they want to appoint a Com¬ 
mittee of the Privy Council shows that they are inclined to the Opposition 
view that the Coiiunittee has got to be impartial. The opinion on this 
side is that it would be good to refer the matter to the League of Nations 
and an impartial tribunal appointed by the League of Nations. There 
are difficulties in this matter, and I for rny part have no definite opinion 
as to whether it should be left to the ,League of Nations or to the Privy 
Council Committee, for the veiy^ simple reason that both Burma and 
India are not going out of the British Empire, and therefore they should 
be able to find an impartial tribunal from within the Brltifdi 
Empire itself. (Hoar, hftar.) At the same time, every attempt should 
be made to see that the Commission is impartial. The Finance Member 
has said that the members of the Standing Finance Committee would be 
associated in this matter, and I would strongly suggest to the Finance 
Member to take Members of the Opposition Benches, who are in the 
Standing Finance Committee. I am not particular either about support¬ 
ing the motion for postponement or for that matter opposing it; but 
what we are really concerned with is this, that Indian interests must be 
protected now that Burma is cutting the painter so to say so far as India 
is concerned. The moment Burma cuts the painter, it becomes necessary 
for the Government of India to sec to it that Indian interests arc adequately 
protected. Mr. Nixon has been a moderate in that respect, and in my 
own opinion Sir Henry Howard has been something in the nature of an 
extreme advocate of Burmese claims. With these observations, I resume 
my seat. 

Mr. B. V, Jadhav: Sir, the present motion before the House is to 
consider the Report of the Standing Knance Committee on the Howard- 
Nixon Report, and this side of the House desires that thr. consideration], 
of the whole question should be postponed till the next session. But the 
argument advanced by the Honourable the Finance Member yesterday 
was that this House ought to consider this question now because there is 
no knowing when the Government of Burma might force the hands of the 
Government of India and ask them to decide what precise amount was to 
be paid by Burma to India in the event of separation. For that purpose 
the appointment of an impartial tribunal will be necessary, and the delibe¬ 
rations of the tribunal will take some time, and as the Government of 
Rurma may desire that the decision should be put before their electioiis 
Jake place and as the figure of the debt of India due by Burma will be die 
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of the arguments for or against separation that figure should he made 
known. That is, as I understand the position, the argument of the Finance 
Member. I may point out, Sir, that this argument does not appeal to me. 
If Burma wants separation from India, it ought to be on the ground whether 
the connection of Burma with India is advantageous to her or not. If it 
is not advantageous to her, and if Burma expects that she can advance her 
interests adequately and more favourably by separation, then of course she 
has the right to separate from India. But if the Burmese people find that 
their future advancement will lie with the advancement of India, they will 
be perfectly justified in deciding that Burma should remain with India. 
The question of how many orores of rupees should bo paid by Burma to 
India does not come in at all. Is it the argument of the Finance Member, 
or for that matter of the Government of Burma, that the question of the 
separation of Burma from India is to be decided by the amount of the 
debt? If it is a bigger debt, then Burma will not like to pay that big 
amount and would like to remain with India, and if it is a smaller amount, 
is that to bo an inducement for Burma to go out of the Indian Empire? 
I do not think that the Government of Burma will be justified in forcing 
the hands of the Government of India in asking them to decide this question 
this summer, and for that reason T claim that the consideration of this 
question ought to be postponed till the next session. There is no hurry 
about it. Let the Burmese people decide whether they would like to re¬ 
main within the Indian Empire or to go out of the Indian Empire, and 
then there will be time enough, before the actual separation takes place, 
to decide what amount is due by one side or the other. I have to say that 
the connection of Burma with India was not of India's own choosing. 
India was under a perpetual tutelage of the British people, and I do not 
know how long that tutelage is going to continue. We have been put 
under guardians, and our guardians chose that a foreign member should 
bo introduced into the family. Burma was given in adoption to India 
against her will, and for that purpose a huge amount of debt was incurred 
and India was saddled with that debt as if the whole estate was managed 
for the advantage of India. Burma now wants to go out, or it has been 
shown that Burma wants to separate, and T think it is the desire of the 
guardians of both the countries that thev should now separate. But on 
what, terms? Burma has not become a major. Burma was once a major, 
but in order to bring her under the guardianship of the British Government 
her ruler was taken a prisoner and brought to Batnngiri. In that way 
Burma was reduced to the posirion of a ward and was taken under guardian¬ 
ship. Now, this farce of loining Burma to India and separating Burma 
from India is to be carried on. not in the interests of India, nor in the 
interests of Burma, but perhaps in the interests of Great Britain, the 
trustee, the guardian, I for mv part- am not satisfied vrith the whole 
procedure that is being c^irried on in the special Burma Bound Table 
Conference, and now in the TIoward-Nixon conversations, and the fufhre 
tribunal that is going to be appointed. T want to press again that the 
whob. thing, the settlement of the financial questions, ought to ho post¬ 
poned till the question of separation of Burma is decided hv an indepen¬ 
dent vote of the Burmese themselves. India never wanted Burma and 
would not like to keep her against her will within the Indian Empire, 
hut if Burma wants to go out, she ought to he free to go out arid seek 
her own destinv. T think that the consideration of this question ought 
to he postponed till tho naxt session, and as I see it, there fs no Eurnr 
to decide it noer. 
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;An Qoi^ourable Mtembsr: Let the question be now put. 

(At this stage Mr. Jehangir K. Munshi rose in bis seat.) 

Wr. president: You have already spoken. 

Hy* XimUi: 1 spoke only on the amendment, Sir. 

Mr* President: The whole question was before the House. Sir Qeorge 
Schuster. 

Ihe Konouralde Sir George Scirifter: While it is stilt fresh in my 
I should like to reply lo my Honourable friend from Bombay who 
has just spoken. He referred several times to “my nrgnments”. Aooord* 
ing to him I was responsible for certain arguments for pressing the consi- 
deratiion of this business at the present stage. I would remind him that I 
tried yesterday to explain the position very c*loarl\ t<^ the House. And the 
position is this. We understand from the results of the Round Table 
Conference and from the statement made by the Prime Minister in his 
speech winding up the Burma Round Table Conference that the general 
view accepted then w^as that, before tbc public of Burma were asked to 
decide on the issue of separation, thov should have the financial issues put 
before tbem. That is the position with which \ve are confronted. It is 
not our decision, and it is not my argument That being the position, we 
felt that it was right, and in fact it was cnir d\ity to put tlu* matter before 
the Hoiias^ in the course of the present session because, as a result of the 
procedure which apparently is going to be adopted, it may he neoesBary 
tc advance the consideration of this question in tlie course of the naxt 
Summer months. 

m. B. ▼. Jadhav: May T know whether it is a reasonable one? 

na SoBOitYable Sic^Gaorge Schuaiw: 1 am only putting this to my 
Honourable {liend because it is important in discussing the whole matter 
in’ this House to remember that this is not our argument, it is not 
position, and we arc? not really in a position to decide on this question. It 
is a question with which the Round Tal>le Conference has been seized and 
on which the Round Table Conference has decided that a certain Kne 
should be adopted. I shall come back to that point again, but I wish to 
oorrect my Honourable friend’s apparent misunderstanding of what the 
position ia. 

, ' ‘ On the question of the wliole debate, I think on the whole we may 
congratulate ourselves on the debate having served a very useful purpose. 
,The .House in arguing for the postponement of any disoussion has in (act 
managed to have quite a useful discussion on the main issue, and I feel 
froxn^ the speeches that T have heard that there is a good deal to be got 
«and that it will be useful to us to have those speeches on record. But 
I am m aome difficulty in understanding precisely what the general opinion 
.«£ the House on this matter is. 1 think it may be definitely said that, eo 
far as any one has spoken on this matter, no one is really opposed to the 
.prinnlplQ of refetring these issues to arbitratioA^ 
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sir AMur Bahim: But not now. 

^ Vht VonattvaUe Sir Ckorga Sdniiter: 1 am coming to that point 
ftftedrwards. The principle of decision by a Board of Arbitrators cani I 
think, be taken to be generally accepted. My Honourable friend Mr. 
B. jpas has made a suggestion as to how those arbitrators sliould be 
appointed, and 1 confess that I was very glad to bear what fell from the 
Lueiader of the Nationalist Party cm that question. This is really an 
Empire question and it is an amazing suggestion of my Honourable"^ 
friend that it is necessary to go outside the Empire in order to get an 
impartial tribunal icr deciding a question of this kind. 

Another point on which I tried to get some guidance was wlicther 
the House was satisfied with the proposal that the Standing Finance Com¬ 
mittee should be associated with the arguing of the case before the Board 
of Arbitration. Honourable Members were on the whole very silent on 
that point. Judging from wdmt w'as said by certain members of the 
Standing Finance Commith^e itself, I gained the impression that they 
were not very favourably disposed to that proposal because they were 
SO very anxious to disclaim any right to describe themselves as financial 
experts. They have even written of themselves in some apologetic tone 
in their own Beport. I must say, having heard the speeches that tliey 
made to-day, I was left in some doubt as to whether they felt themselves 
qualified to represent tlic case before tlie jurbitral tribunal. Nevertheless, 
tiiat is tile rejcominendatiou of the Bound Table Conference, and in the ■ 
absence of any definite decision to change that, that recommendation 
will be carried out. But I have hoard in addition to tliat, the suggestion, 
that other represiuiiatives might also be associated with the arguing of 
the case. That is a point whicli the Oovemment of India (?f>iild certainly 
take up and represent to His Majesty g Government. 

Then finally,—for T leave oside the actual discussion of the issues 
involved, because for one thing I do not want to enter into an\ further 
argument on these, and for another 1 would remind the House tliat the 
essence of the case is that those issues should he submitted to arbitra¬ 
tion—^finally 1 come to the main pr>int asking for delay. 1 would ask 
the House what precisely they expect to gain bSl^delav. Certain suggestions 
bav© indeed been made as to what should be done, but I would remind the 
House that there has already been a considemble amount of time spent 
over considering this matter. The financial experts' Report- wos actiiallv 
put before the Standing Finance ("oramittee last September. The Stand¬ 
ing Finance Committee did not wish to discuss it then; they wished to 
have time to gtudv it, and since then I have certainly done best to 
secure a proper discussion of that Beporl. I mention that fact not in 
anv way to criticise what has been done or to eriticise tlui delay, nor 
indeed as suggesting that we are not w'illing to listen to the demand 
which has been made for further time for consideration, but I would 
ask Honourable Members to appreciate the practical difficulties. Here 
we have got a Committee of this Assembly, wdiich is peculiarly qualified 
to study financial questions. It is elected for that purpose, and that 
Committee has had this Report before it for considerablx over six months. 
There has been ample time to study it. and it is a criticism that could 
hg made of our procedure from outside that it is not reasonable for us to 
be asking for, further time w^hen we have almadv had so much time to 
consider the natter. Therefore I want to put tiiis to the. House, that 
iq asking to further time they ought to be very clear in their minda what 
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precisely they propose should be done, and whether we really can adtance 
this matter any further at tiie present stage, always having in mind 
that the procedure which is proposed is that the issues should be decided 
bv a Board of Arbitration, and that all that is necessary is to prepare a 
brief for those who are going to argue India’s case before the Board of 
Arbitration. As regiirds that, although as I have said I do not wish 
to go into the purely technical issues, 1 can say this, that having heard 
the line that some Miembers would like to take, we will certainly take 
account of that line on such a question as to whether India’s claim 
as regards the debt is to bo assessed by the historical method or not. 
I told the House yesterday that that point having been raised and 
certain opinions having been expressed in favour of tliiat method of 
approach, we should certainly give it further consideration and the Gov¬ 
ernment representatives, if Government is represented before the tribunal, 
will further discuss ihat matter wuih the representatives of the Standing 
Finance Committee. 

Now, Sir, perhaps the most useful way of concluding w'hat 1 have to 
say now would be to take the speech of my Honourable friend the Leader 
of the Independent Party, w’ho took a very definite line on the whole 
question. I should like to take the points that he made. In the first 
place he said that the adjustment must be fair; that we cannot afford 
to be generous, nor should wo make separation unduly attractive to 
Burma by making the financial settlement a generous settlement, a 
settlement which w’ent further than it ought to go on the strict merits 
of the case. T entirely •agree with every w’ord that fell from my Honour¬ 
able friend. T w'ill only add this,—picking up w'hat T said myself in my 
speech yesterday—that if separation is a settled issue, if the public of 
Burma has decided in favour of separation,—and mv Honourable friend 
agrees that if they do so decide India should not stand in their way,— 
then w'e shall have to con.sider not only the mere financial issues, but 
we shall have to take account of the future relations between the two 
countries, and, taking th«t jnto account. I think it is important that the 
financial adjustment shoifid be made in a reasonable wav. in a wwv 
which is likelv to lead to amicable relations in future. I think that all 
that I have said on this matter is included in my Honourable friend’s 
own description that the settlement must be fair. 

Then, Sir, my Honourable friend further WTnt on to say that be was 
not in a position to express himself, nor were his nartv in a position to 
express their vie^vs on the five propositions which I laid dowm. T would 
remind him that T laid dowm no propositions. T merely called the 
attention of the House to what were the main issues in this w^hole question. 

Bir Abdur Rahim: Propositions laid down for consideration. That Is 
all I said. 

TBie Honourable Sir Oeorae Schuster: T apolorise. I understood mv 
Honourable friend said tbtfit T had laid down certain propositions, and 
T do want to remind the House that, so far, w’e. the Go^^emment o| 
India, have accepted no particular line in dealing with these issues. We 
have before us the Howard-Nixon Report, and w^c have before us the 
Report of the Standing Finance Committee, which—and I w^ould remind 
my Honourable friend Mr. Range Iyer of this,—^which, not only in its 
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cUssentient minute, but in the body of the Eeport, differs in some very 
oonsiderable respects hrom the suggestions made by Mr. Nixon in his 
Memorandum. We have these before us, and we think that it is on the 
basis of these propositions that we can argue our case before the arbitral 
tribunal. In this connection 1 would draw the attention of the House 
to what the IStending l^'inance Committee themselves said on this matter,-^ 
and this is a Committee of the House which presumidily the House is 
prepared to support: 

**The Committea has felt some difficulty in performing the task allotted to It 
owing to the highly technical nature of many of the issues which are involved. For 
this reason and also because it has had no opportunity of htfaring arguments on the 
other side, it has been reluctant to express final views. Moreover, it strongly supports 
the view expressed by the Government of India in their despatch on Constitution^ 
Reforms of September 20, 1929, that the main issues should be submitted to an Arbi¬ 
tral Tribunal. 

The Committee wishes its expressions in this report to be intei'preted in the light 
of the foregoing observations. Such expressions must be regarded essentially as advice to 
the Government of India as to the manner in which the case should be argued from 
the Indian side, and not necessarily as indicating that this Committee would not 
consider acceptable any other solutions than those which it has indicated.** 

That, Sir, 1 submit, is as far as auy one can go at the present stage, 
and 'after that, if we are going to submit to an arbitral tribunal, the 
actual decision will rest in their hands, not in the hands of the two 
parties to the arbitration. 

Then, Sir, my Honourable friend further went on to say that ha 
accepted the principle of the Board of Arbitration but he could not agree 
to the appointment of the }3oard before his party and the House generally 
have had a further opportunity of considering the matter, and further 
he argued that ther Board should not be appointed until the actual issue 
of separation has been decided by Burma. Now, Sir, on that point 1 
take note, and the Government w'ill take note, of the position adopted 
by my Honourable friend, but 1 would remind him, as I have alro^y 
reminded the House, that the power to deci<W this point aa to when 
the arbitration is to take place does not rest with this House and it 
does not rest with the Government of India. We can re])resent the views 
expressed by this House to His Majesty’s Government at home and that 
we shall certainly do; but w'e cannot decide here whether arbitration 
is to be postponed or not. 

That really brings me to the point which will arise when w’o have to 
consider what action is to bo taken on this motion. This House of course 
can perfectly well decide to postpone ^scussion of this motion, but I must 
put it to the House tlwit it is not in their power to decide whether 
arbitration is to be jiostponed or not. We w^ished in bringing this motion 
before the House to ascertain the view’s of the House and certainly not 
to out-votc the House on the matter, and if the House wishes to postpone 
the discussion, we on this side will certainly not stand in their way. 
But we cannot go further—^and I should be misleading the House if I said 
more than this—W'e cannot go further than undertake to represent to 
His Majesty’s Government the view’s that have been expressed today. 
I can assure the House that w'e shall do that, and that w’e shall take 
note of all the other suggestions that have been made; and I hope if the 
arbitration does proceed, and if the Government of India arc led to argue 
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the cuse, that wc -sliall be able to do it in a way, and to gather to ourselves 
assistance of a nature, ^/^hicli will satisfy the House that we have mude 
the best effort that was possible to present the case aild to secure a 
fair decision. (Ix>ud Applause.*) 

Mr. President: The question is: 

*'Thut the consideration of the motion be postponed till the next Simla Session.’* 
The motion was adopted. 

The Assembly then adjourned ahu* dir. 
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
